I, Of the Jewiſh Antiquiries. 


H E THle alone of this Hiſtory ſeems to recommend the ſame more thas 
any Preface could do ; inaſmuch as, profeſſing to deduce things fron the 
Creation of the World, to reach as high as the Reign of Nero, and to de 
rive the greateſt part of its Relations from the Records of the Old Tes 
ſtament, #t implies that no other can equal it, in Antiquity, in Conti 
ance and in Authority. | 
But that which further renders it ( after the Hbly Striftare ) preferable to all other Ft- 
ftories, ts, That whereas thoſe have no other ground-work' but the Ations of Men, this repre» 
ſents to us the Attions of God himſelf. There u ſeen reſplendent everywhere in it his Power, 
his Government, his Goodneſs and his Juſtice. His Power opens Seas, and divides Rivers, 
to give a dry paſſage to whole Armies, and cauſes the Walls of the ſtrongeſt Cities to fall down 
without battery. His Government regulates all things, and gives ſuch Laws as may be ſtiFd 
the Fountain from which has been drawn whatever Wiſdom there is in the World. His Good- 
neſs makes to oe! go Heaven, and to iſſue from the boſom of Rocks.  wherewith to ſatufie 
the Hunger, and allay the Thirſt of a great People in the drieſt Deſarts. And all the Ele- 
ments being as the Miniſters of the Decrees which his Juſtice pronounces, the Water deſtroys 
by a Deluge thoſe which it condemns, the Fire conſumes them, the Air overthrows them by 
its Tempeſts, and the Earth opens it ſelf to devour them. - His Prophets foretell nothing, but 
they confirm the ſame by Miracles. They who-command his Armies, undertake nothing but 
they atchicve it. And the Leaders of his People, being fill d with his Spirit, afl liker Angels 
rather than Men. | 
Moſes alone may be a Proof of all this. Never did ſo many eminent Qualities meet to- 
gether in one Perſon ; Nor did God 'ever ſhewin any Min under the Old Law, fince the Fall of 
the Firſt, . kow high the perfettion of a Creature may riſe, whom he wvouchſafes ts accumulate 
with his favors. Wherefore, fince a great part of this Hiſtory may in ſome ſort be ſaid to be 
the Work of that incomparable Lawgzver, becauſe the ſame 13 wholly taken out of him, it ought 
to be read not only with Eſteem, but alſo with Reſpeft ; ani the ſeoce! to the end of what i 
- contained in the Bible deſerves no leſs, in regard it wat dilated by the ſame Spirit of God 
which guided the Pen of Moles when he writ the five firſt Books of the Sacred Hiſtory. 
- But moreover, what might not be ſaid of thoſe admirable Patriarchs, Abraham, Iſaac and 
Jacob ; of David that great both King and Prophet, who deſerv'd the unequal Elogiam, of 
n being a Man according to God's own -Heart ; of Jonathan, that moſt accompliſh'd Prince, 
»whofe Soul. the Scripture ſaith was inſeparably ty d to that f that holy wy 1 of the luſt rious 
- Maccabees, whoſe Piety, equal to their Courage, effetted an Union of the Supreme Power 
Sattendivg Royalty, with the moſt Sacred Funitions of the High-Prieſthood ; and laftly of Jo+ 
> leph, of ans of Gideon, and of divers others, who may paſs for perfect Models of Ver- 
iT tue, Conduct and Valor, If the Eleroes of Pagan Antiquity never atchiev'd any thing com- 
paralle to theſe Heroes of God's People, whoſe Actions might paſs for Fables, Fi were not 
7 tmpiety to refuſe credit to them, there is <_ye to wonder, fince thaſe Heathens had only 
* human, Force ; but the hands of thoſe whom God choſe to fight under his Command, were arm'd 
' with his invincible help : and the Example of Deborah, /heirs that. even a Woman may be= 
7 come, 4n 4 moment," a great General of an Army. 
Now if the Favors wherewith God cheriſhes thoſe that are his, onght to induce Monarchs 
7 uot to truſt but in his Aſſiſtance, the dreadful Puniſhments which he executes on. thoſe that 
-> Jean on their own ſtrenath, oblige them to tremble; and the rejection of Saul, aud divers 
4 other great Princes, inſtructs them, by the terrible repreſentation of their Fall; to have re« 


R-courſe to God, that they may eſcape the like Misfortunes. | 
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Tet not only Princes, but Princeſſes alſo may find in this Book Examples both to auoid and 
to imitate... Queex Jezabel is a diſmal one both of Impiety and Puniſbment. And (Queen 
Eſther #s a rare-one of all the Perfeftions, arid of all the Rewards which can render the Yer- 
tne and. Felicity of a great and holy Princeſs admir d. - 

If great Perſonages find ſo great Examples here to lead them to avoid Vice, and embrace 
Vertue, there is no Perſon of any Contlition whatſoever, but may profit likewiſe by ſo uſeful a 
Book. Tis of general benefit for all, ſo proper to imprint a reſpect of the Divine Majeſty, 
by the view of ſo many effetts of his infinite Power, and of his adorable Providence, that his 
Heart muſt be very har that is nottaffefted therewith: 

And kow-can Chriſtians but be mov'd with ſuch a holy reſpef,fince tle ſame Hiſtory teaches 
ws, that thoſe illuſtrious aud ſo celebrated Conquerors, Cyrus, Darius and Alexander, though 
Idolaters, could not forbear having a Veneration for the Majeſty and the Ceremonies of that 
Temple which was but a Figure of the Chriſtian Church. 

But if this Hiſtory be ſo excellent in it ſelf, it muſt be conſeſs'd that no man was ſo fit to 
write it, as he that gave it both to his own Age and to Poſterity. For who could be better in- 
form'd of the Cuſtoms anil Manners of the Jews, than a Jew: Who could be better inſtructed 
of all the Ceremonies and Obſervations of the Law, than a Prieſt > Who could better re- 
late the Events of ſo many Wars, than a great Captain 2 And who could better _—_— 
things, and make judicious Reflections upon them, than a man of great Quality, and a great 
States-man 2 Now all theſe Qualifications center in Joſephus. He was a Jew by Birth. He 
was not only a Prieſt, but of the firſt of the four and twenty Races of the Prieſts, '"who held 
the chief rank among/t thoſe of their Nation. Fe was Ab from the Almonzan Kings. 
His great Exploits in War had made him admir d even by the Romans. Arnd the ſeveral 
great Employments, of which he ſo yworthily acquitted himſelf, leave no room ts doubt of bis 
Experience in Afﬀairs. 

Laſtly, His Life written by himſelf, join d with his Hiſtory of the Jewiſh Wars, make. 
him ſufpciently known. And as for his manner of writing, I think it needleſs to commend it, 
fince ths Work manifeſts it ſo excellent every where; particularly in the Nineteenth Book, 
where he relates the Aftions and Death of the Emperor Caligula, which no Roman Author 
has done ſo accurately ; I think I may ſay, without fear, that there is not in Tacitus any Hi- 
flory which ſurpaſſes that eloquent and judicious Narration. I know ſome will wonder, that 
after having mention'd the greateſt Miracles, he diminiſhes the belief of them, by ſaying, 
Thar he leaves every man at liberty to have ſuch Opinion thereof as he thinks fir. But 
in my Judgment he does it only on this account, That having comps d this Hiſtory chiefly for 
the. Greeks aud Romans, as tis eafie to gather, by his writing the ſame in Greek, and not 
in Hebrew, he fear'd their incredulity would render it ſuſpetted to them, if he affirm'd poſi- 
tively the truth of things which ſeem'd to them impoſſible. 

But whatever Reaſon induc d him to uſe that Caution, T pretend not to defend him either in 
thoſe places, or. any others, where he is not conformable to the Bible. This alone is the Divine 
Fountain. of written Truths, which cannot be ſought elſewhere without hazard of Error ; and 
one canuot excuſe himſelf from condemning whatever is found contrary thereunto. IT do it 
with all my Heart ; and there is no Perſon but ought to do it, in order to read this excellent 
Hiſtory with Satisfatlion, and without Scruple. 

Neither yet do 1 pretend to juſtifie this Author, in ſome places where he ſpeaks of the ſe- 
veral ſorts of Government ; nor as to ſome other particular Sentiments, which no body is ob» 
lig'd to. follow. Nor do 1 engags my ſelf in_any matter of Criticiſm, the conteſts whereof I 
leave to. fach as are —_—_ in” that ſort of ſtudy. . 

If in ſome places, as amongſt others, in the deſcription of the Tabernacle, and of the Table 
of Shew+bread, ſome difference be found between this Tranſlation . and the Greek, the cauſe 


thereof 1s, that thoſe. paſſages are ſo corrupted in the Greek Text, that all I could do, was to 
bring, them into the condition wherein they are. 


II, Of the Hiſtory of the Jewiſh War againſt the Romans, exc. 


If, the Hiſtory of the Jews, advances its Author into the rank of the beſt Hiſtorians, "tis 
plain that in that of their War againſt the Romans, he has ſurpaſs'd himſelf. Several reaſons 
| have.concurr d to render this Hiſtory a Maſter-piece ; the greatneſs of the Subjef ; the Senti- 

ments excited in his breaſt, by the ruin of his Countrey ; and the ſhare he had in the moſt con« 
fiderable Events of that bloody War. For what other Subjetts can equal this great Siege, 
which manifeſted to all the Earth, that one City alone would have been the Rock of the Ro- 
man Glory, had not God, for puniſhment of its ſins, overthrown it by the ſtorms of his wrath * 
What ſentiments of Grief can be more lively, than thoſe of a Jew, and of « Prieſt, who ſaw 
ſutverted the Laws of his own Nation, whereof no other was ever fo jealow, and that magnift- 
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cent Temple; the objetÞ of his\Devotion and of ns Zeal, redut'd to Aſhes > And what greater 
Intereſt can an Hiſtorian have in his Work,” than to be oblig'd 'to bring"ivto it the principal 
Adlions of hisxown Life ; and to labor for his own Glory, by an unflatterimg\ advancement of 
that of the. Conquerors ; and by acquitting himſelf at the fins time of what" he. ow'd't6 the 
c—_— of thoſe two excellent Princes Velpaſian and Titus; to whom: the" howour of has 
wing finiſh d this great War was due. | | o' | gm OR

the Readers a: pleaſure, in preſenting them here with an Abſtract thereof, fram"whith general 
Idea they way afterwards: proceed to the partiewars depending thereupon.” It's divide in-'

The firſt Book, and the ſecond, to the twenty. eighth Chapter, are an _ of the Jew- 
iſh Hiſtory, from Antiochus Epiphanes Xing'of Syria ( who ſpoiled the Femple, and went 
about-to.aboliſh-Religzow) to-Florus, Governour of Judea, whoſe Avarice and Cruelty weye the 
chief occaſion of that War which they maintam'd againſt the Romans. This abridgment- is ſo 
delightful, that Joſephis ſeems to have defign'd to ſhew that he could,” like'excellent Painters, 
repreſent the ſame objeits in different manners, with ſo\much Art, that "it fhould be hard to 
know to which to g7ve the Preference. For whereas theſe Hiſtories are ſometimes interrupted 
by the Narration of things hapned at the ſame time, they are here written in a continued ſeries, 
and give the Readers the pleaſure to behold .in one Table, what 'they ſaw before ſeperately in 
ſeveral. From the twenty eighth Chapter of the ſecond Book to the end, Joſephus relates what

paſs'd in conſequence of the Troubles rais d by Florus, till the \defeat of the Roman Army' 


commanded by Ceſtius Gallus; Governor: of Syria. 

In the beginning of the third Book, Jolephus'ſhews the Conſternation of the Emperor Nero 
upon this ill ſucceſs of his Arms, which was _ to be follow d\with a revolt of all the Faſt ; 
and how caſting his Eyes on all fides, he found only Veſpaſian fit to bear the weight of ſo impor- 
tant a War, and accordinglygave him the Condutt thereof. He relates afterwards in what man- 
ner this great Qaptain, a with Titus his Son, enter d into Galilee, whereof our Au- 
thor bimſef Ars Governor, and beficg'd him in Jotapat ; where, after the greateſt reſiſtance 
imaginable, he was taken and led Priſoner to Velpaſian : aud how Titus took divers other Pla- 
ces, and perform'd Ations of incredible Valor. 


The fourth Book brings in Veſpaſian conguering the reſt of Galilee ; the Jews beginning to 


tumultuate in Jeruſalem, the Factious, who took the Name"sf Zealots, becoming Maſters of 
the Temple under the Condutt of John of Gilcala, Ananus the High-Prieft ſtirring up the 
People to befiege them there ; the Idumarans coming to their aſſiſtance, exerciſing horrible 
Cruelties, and afterwards retiring ; Velpaſiar. taking ſundry Places in Judea, bloc ing up Je- 
rulalem, im order to befiege it ; und forbearing that defign, by reaſon of the Troubles riſen in 
the Empire, before and after the death of the Emperors Nero, Golba and Otho; Simon, Son 
of Giotas, avother Fead of the Factious, receiv d by the People into Jetuſalem; Virellius, 
who had ſtiz'd upon the Empire after Otho's death, rendring himſelf odious and contemptible 
for his Cruelty and Debauchery ; the Army commanded by Velpalian, declaring him Empe- 
ror : And laſtly, Vitellius aſſaſſinated at Rome, after the defeat of his Forces, by Antoni- 
us Primus, who had embrac'd Veſpaſian's Party. 

The fifth-Book relates how a third Faction, of which Eleazar was Head, was forw'd in Jeru- 
falem ; That afterwards thoſe three Factions were again reduc'd to two, and in what manner 
they made War one againſt another. It contains alſo + the Deſcription of Jeruſalem, of the 
Towers Hippicos, Phazael aud Mariamne, of the Caſtle Anronia, of the Temple, of the High 
Prieſt, and of ſundry other remarkable things ; the Siege of that great"City form'd by Titus ; 
the incredible Works, and prodigious Exploits of Valor doe on hoth fides; the grievous Fa- 
mine wherewith the City was afflicted, and the ſtrange Cruelties 7 the Factious. 

The fixth Book repreſents the horrid Miſeries whereinto Jeruſalem warreduc'd ; the conti- 
nuation of the Siege with the ſame ardor as before; and how, after many Fights, Titus having 
forc'd the firſt and ſecond Wall of the City, took and ruin'd the Caſtle of Antonia, and afſault+ 
ed the Temple which was burnt, notwithſtanding all this Prafiee could do to prevent it ; and 
how at laſt he became Maſter of all-the reft. . 

In the ſeventh and laſt of thefe Boaks, 'tis ſhew'd how Titus cags'd Jeruſalem tobe deſtroy d, 
ſaving, only the Towers Hippicos, Phazael and Mariamne : Jn what manner be commended 
and rewarded his Army ; what Spectacles he gave to the Nathms 'of Syria ; what horrible 
Perſecutions were exercis d upon the Jews in ſeveral Cities; with what. incredible Joy the 
Emperor Veſpaſian and Titus, who was declar'd Czxiar, were receiv'd into Rome ; what a 
magnificent Truumph they made ; how the Caſtles of Herodion, Macheron and Maſlada, the 
only Places remaining to the: Jews in Judea, were taken ; and how thoſe that defended this laſt, 
all kit” d themſelves with their Wives and Children.

This is #n general what this Hiſtory of the Jewiſh-War. againſt the Romans contarns, And 
there are no Ornaments wherewith this great Perſon-has not enrich'd it. Fe has omitted no 
occaſion of embe/liſhing, it, by m__ Deſcriptions of Provinces, Lakes, Rivers, Fountains, 
Mountains, ſeveral Rarities and Buildings, whoſe Magnificence would ſeem fabulous, if what 
he relates thereof could be call'd.in doubt,, when me ſee no Perſon found that has dar'd to con- 
tradict him, though the Excellence of his Hiſtory, rais d no ſmall Envy againſt him. 

It may be ſaid. with Truth, that whether he ſpeaks of the Romans Military Diſcipline, or 
whether he repreſents Battels, Tempeſts, Shipmracks, a Famine or a Triumph, every thing is (0 
lively ſet forth, that he charms. the. Attention of his Readers. And Þ fear not to add that no 
other, not excepting even Tacitus himſelf, has excel! 'd more in Orations ; they are fo noble, 
ftraug and perſuaſroe,"always reſtrain'd within their own ſubject, and proportion'd both to the 
Perſons to ſpeak, and to thoſe. that are ſpoken. unto. r; 

Moreover, can the. Judgment and Fathfulneſs of this Hiſtorian be too much commended, for 
the Moderation which. he uſes between the Praiſes deferu'd by the Romans for finiſhing ſo great 
a War, and thoſe due to the Jews for having withſtood the ſame, although vanquiſh d at laſt, 
with invincible courage ® ſo that neither his Gratitude for the Obligations he had to Veſpaſi- 
an ad Titus, nor bis love for his .Countrey, bia/s'd him contrary to Juſtice more on the'one 
fide than the other. | 

But that which. 1 account maſt eſtimable in him, is, that he never fails upon any occaſion to 
praiſe Vertue, to'reprehend Vice, and to make excelent reflections upon the admirable Provi- 
dence of God, and upon the fear which we-ought to. have of his dreadful Judgments. 

Is may be boldly affirmd, That never was ſeen-a greater Example thereof, than the ruin of 
that ungrateful Nation, of that: proud City, and of that venerable Temple ; fince although the 


Romans were Maſters of the World, and that this Siege was the work of one of the greateſt 


Princes they glory to have had-for Emperors, the power of this viftorious- People, and the he» 
roical Valor of Titus, would have. in vain undertaken this defign, if God had not choſen them 
to le the Executioners of his Juſtice... The blood of his Son ſhed, the moſt horrith of all Crimes, 
was the only true cauſe of the ruin of that unhappy City. The heavy hand of God «pon that 
wretched People,caus d that how terrible ſoever the War was that afſaulted them without, it was 
yet much more dreadful within, by the cruelty of thoſe unnatural Jews, who more like Devils 
than Men, deſtroy d by the Sword aud the Famine, of which they were the Authors, 1100000 
Perſons ; and reduc'd the remainder to that paſs, that they could hope for no ſafety but from 
their Enemies, by caſting themſelves into the Arms of the Romans. Such prodigious effects of 
vengeance for the death of a God, might paſs for incredible with thoſe who have not the happi- 
neſs to be enlightned with the light of the Goſpel, if they were not related bya Man of that very 
ſame Nation, as conſiderable as Jolephus was, for his Birth, for his Quality of Prieſt, and for his 
Vertue. And methinks 'tis viſible, that God minding to make uſe of his Teſt imony to autho- 
rize ſuch important Truths, preſerv'd him by a Miracle, when after the taking of Joſaphar, of 
forty which were retir'd with him into a Cave, the lot being caſt ſo often to know who ſhould 
be lain firſt, he only and one other remain'd alive. 

This ſhews that this Hiſtorian is to be conſider d with a different reſpect from all others, fince 
whereas they relate only human Events although dependent on the Orders of the Supreme Pro- 
vidence, it appears that God caſt his Eye upon him to make him ſubſervient to the greateſt of 
his Deſrens. 

For = muſt not only confider the deſtruction of the Jews as the moſt dreadful effect that ever 
was of Gods Juſtice, and. as the moſt diſmal Image of the vengeance which he will exerciſe at 
the laſt day azainſt the Reprobate ; we muſt alſo behold it as one of the moſt illuſtrious proofs 
which it hath pleas d him to give Menof the Divinity of his Son ; inaſmuch as this prodigious 
Event had been foretold by our Saviour in preciſe and intelligible terms. Fe had ſaid to his 
Diſciples ſhewing them the Temple of Jeruſalem, That all thoſe goodly buildings ſhould be 
ſo deſtroy'd, that there ſhould not be left one ſtone upon another, S. Matth. 24. wv. 2. 
S. Mark 13. ver. 2. S. Luke 19. ver. 44. And alſo, That when they ſhould ſee Jeruſalem 
encompaſs'd with Armies, they, ſhould know that its deſolation was at hand, S. Luke 21. 
Ver. 20. 

He had mention d particularly the dreadful circumflances of this deſolation. He had ſaid 
to them, Wo to thoſe that ſhall be with Child, or give ſuck in thoſe days; for rhere ſhall 
be great diſtreſs in the Land, and Wrath upon this People. And they ſhall fall by the 
edge of the Sword, and ſhall be lcd away captive into all Nations, and Feruſalem ſhall be 
troden down by the Gentiles, S. Luke 21. v. 23, 24. 

£ind laſtly he had declar'd, that the accomplifhment of theſe Prophefies was ready to come to 
paſs ; Thar the time was drawing nigh that their houſe ſhould be left unto them deſolate : 
and that even ſuch as were then living ſhould ſee it, Verily 1 lay unto you, All theſe things 
ſhall come upon this Generation, $. Matth. 23. ver. 38, & 36.

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All theſe things had been faretold by our Saviour, and written by the Evangeliſts before 
the revolt-of the Jews) and afi that time when there was 'not- yet" the leaſt -apfearaiſce of ſo 
ſtrange a Revolution. ; 

Now inaſmuch as Prophecy 1 the greateſt of Miracles, .and the moſt powerful way whereby 
God Almighty authorizes his Doctrine, thu Prophecy of Jeſus Chriſt,to. which no other is compa- 
rable, may be juſtly accounted the chief and moſt irrefragable evidence to Mankind of his Di» 
wine Birth and Miſſion. For as no other Propieg was ever more clecr,. ſo neither-was' any 
more punitually accompliſt'd.; Jeruſalem was, deſtroy d to. the, ground by the firſt Army that be 
fieg'd it ; there remain'd not\the leaſt footſteep of | that, proud Temple, the wonder of the 
Univerſe, and the objef of the Jews vanity ; andthe Calamities which. ruin d them, anſwer'd 
preciſely ta that dreadful Prediftion of our Saviour, , © j. "1 GREY wo 

But to the end ſo great an Event might ſerve as well far the Inſtraition\of thoſe that were 
to be born in after-times, as for thoſe that were Spetators of it, it was neceſſary, as I have ſaid, 
that the Hiſtory ſhould be\written by an irreproachable Witneſs. To which purpoſe 'twas fit the 
Writer ſhould be a Jew, and not a Chriſtian, leſt he might be ſuſpefted to have-accommodated 
the Events to the Prophefies. 'Twas fit he ſbould be a Perſon of Quality, to the end he might be 
fully inform'd of all things. Twas fit he ſbonld ſee with his owg  Eyes:the, wonderful things 
which he was to relate, to the end he might be capable of credit. And laſtly 'twas fit he ſhould 
be a Man, whoſe Eloquence and Fudgment might be ſuitable to the greatneſs of ſuch a ſubjett. 

All which (Qualifications, ſo neceſſary to render this Hiſtory compleat in all points, meet ſo 
perfedly in Jolephus, that 'tis evident God Almighty choſe him expreſly to perſuade all rea- 

ſonable perſons of the Truth of this marvelous Occurrence. \ ANN 

'Tis certain, that having contributed in this. manner to the Confirmation of the Goſpel, it ap» 
pears mot that he made any benefit thereof for himſelf, or that he had any ſhare.in the bleſſings 

ſo plentifully poured down in his time upon all the Earth. - But if there be reaſon. to count 
rate his unhappineſs in this point, there 1s ſome alſo to bleſs the Providence of. God, who has 
made his blindneſs ſerve to our Advantage ; fince the things he writes concerning his own Na» 
tion, are, in reſpett of the incredulous, incomparably of more force for Confirmation of the Chri- 
ſtian Religion, than if he had embrac'd Chriſtianity ; ſo that we may apply to him in particus 
lar what the Apoſtle ſaith of all the Jews. 


Ii. Jeſephus's Anſwer to Appion. 


The next of the Works of Jolephus, befides his Life written by himſelf, is an Anſwer in 
two Books to what Appion and ſome others had written againſt his Hiſtory of the Jews, againſt 
the Antiquity of their Race, againſt the Purity of their Laws, -and againſt the Condudl of 
Moſes. Nothing can be more ſolid than this Anſwer, wherein Jolephus proves invincibly the 
Antiquity of his Nation by the Egyptian, Chaldean, Phenician, and even by the Greek Hi- 
ftorians themſelves. He ſhews that all which Appion and thoſe other Authors have alleds'd 
to the diſadvantage of the Jews, are ridiculous Fables, as well as the plurality of their God; ; 
and he excellently ſets forth the freatueſs of the Attions of Moles, and the ſanitity of the 
Laws which God gave the Jews by his Intervention. 


IV. The Martyrdom of the Maccabees. 


The Martyrdom of the Maccabees follows next. 'Tis a piece which Eraſmus, ſo famous 
among the Learned, calls a Maſterpiece of Eloquence ; and 7 confeſs I underſtand not, why ha» 
ving with reaſon ſo advantagious an Opinion of it, he Jorge it, and not tranſlated it, 
Never was Copy more different from its Original. 'Tu hardly any of its principal Lineaments ; 
and, if I miſtake not, nothing can more advance the Reputation we olephus, than to ſee that ſo 
able a Man intending to embelliſh his Work, has, on the contrary, ſo much diminiſh'd the beau- 
ty of it, and thereby ſhew'd how much Jolephus is to be eſteemd for writing, not after the 
manner of moſt of the Greeks in a long-winded ſtyle, but cloſely and compendiouſly, as affecting 
to ſay nothing but what is neceſſary. And I cannot ſufficiently wonder, that no perſon hitherto 
has made a Tranſlation of 1t from the Greek either into Latin or French, at leaſt to my knows 
ledge. For Genebrard, z»ſtead of Tranſlating Joſephus, has only Tranſlated Eraſmus. For 
my part [ have faithfully adhered to the original Greek, without fellowing that Paraphraſe of 
Eraſmus any where which invents Names that are neither in Jolephus, or the Bible, for the 
Mother of the Maccabces. 1t ſhould ſeem Jolephus did not write this famous Martyrdom, 
authoriz'd by the Holy Scripture, but to prove the truth of a diſcourſe which he makes in the 
beginning, to ſhew that Reaſon is the Miſtreſs of Paſſions ; and he attributes to it a power 
over them, which there would be reaſon to wonder at, if it were ſtrange that a Jew ſhould be 
ignorant that this power belongs only to the Grace of Jeſus Chriſt. He is contented to declare 
that he means only a Reaſon accompany d with Juſtice and Piety,

is wel as he, torit fo in Greek wpon part of the ſame Subjects, but handles the ſame rather 
as a Philoſopher, hay an Elrflorian; and 'becanſe” none amongſt all his Writings is ſo efteewd 
APhat bf his Embaſage to the Empetror ©, Caligula, of whom Joſephus Jpeaks particularly in 
the roth Chapter uf the 1 8th Book of the Jewith Antiquities, 7conceiv d that this Piece ha- 
ing fo great Affinity therewith, i. whuld not be amiſs to ſhew by a Tranſlation of it, the dif- 
ferent manner of wyiting of theſe two great Perſons: "That of Joſkphts is undoubtedly more 
compendious, and has nothing of the Aſiatic Style ; ſo that he expreſſes that in few words, 
hich Philo doth ſometimes in as many Lines. The Hiſtory of that Emperor may be made up 
from the Writings of theſe two famous Authors, tnaſmuch as Philo relates as particularly and 
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. eldquently the' Actions of his Life, as Joſephus has written nobly antl excellently the pa ages of 


his Death. - Both the one and the other were ſo extraordinary, that 'tis an advantage there 
Femans ſuch Tmages thereof to Poſterity, to animate good Princes to merit by their Vertue as 
great Aﬀection for their Memory, as People have horror for thoſe who have ſhew'd themſelves 
mmworthy of the 'rank which they held in the World. |

FJuſtus, Son of Piſtus, who was the Ringleader 
of the third Faction, carried himſelf very doubtfully rouching the War ; yet notwith- 
ſtanding he ſecretly thirſted after Innovation, hoping that by a change he ſhould en- 
creale his Power. © Preſenting himſelf therefore in the midſt of the Multitude, he en- The oration of 
* deavoured to perſuade them that their City was always one of the chief of Galzlee'; {fs Ps 
* and that during the days of Zerod the Tetrarch, who founded the ſame, it was the titude. 

C ©* chiefeſt City, whoſe pleaſure it was that the City of Sephorrs ſhould yield obedience to 
* that of 7iberias. That they had nor loſt that preheminence in the time:of King Agrippa 
* the Father, bur had continued the ſame, till Fz/ix obtained the Govexnment of 7 a 
* Bur for the preſent ſince they had been given by Nero to the younger A4grippa, they 
* had fallen from and loſt their Superiority. For the City of Sephvris obtained the Soves 
* reignty of Galilee, after that ſhe acknowledged the Roman Government, which had re-

words, and others of like nature againſt King Agrippa; he incited the People to Rebells 

on, ſignifying to them, © That an opportuniry-invired them to take Arms, to the end Juſturinctes the

Philip being ignorant of the cauſe why his Freed-man did not return, ſent another 
with Letters, tothe intent he might diſcover what was become of his firſt Meſſenger, and 
for what cauſe he ſtayed fo long. But Yarus accuſing his ſecond Meſſenger alſo after the 
ſame manner commanded him to be executed, as he had done the firſt. The Syrzans thar 
inhabit Czſarea, had puffed him up, by telling him that Agrippa ſhould be put rodeath by 
the Romaxs, for the Rebellion of the Jews, and that he who was Royally deſcended, 
ſhould poſſeſs his Government. And indeed Yarus was of the Blood-Royal, deriving his 
Pedigree from Sohemus King of Libanus. For theſe cauſes, he retained Philip's Letters, ho- 
ping by theſe means that the King ſhould have no knowledge thereof; and he ſet watch 
in every paſlage, for fear leſt any man ſhould flic, and certific the King of what had hap- K 
ned ; and to give the Syrzans the better content who dwelt in Czſarea, he put divers of 
thoſe Fews that dwelt among them to death. He-intended alſo ro undertake a War againft 
the Jews of Bathanza, who were called Babylonian Fews, by confederating himſelt witli 
the 7rachonites of Barthanza. For which cauſe, ' {ending for twelve of the Fews of moſt 
eſtimation amongſt the Inhabitants of Czfarea,. he enjoined them to repair to Echatane, 
and ſignifie to thoſe: of their Nation there, that FYarys underſtanding that they pretended 
to take Arms = their King, and ſcarcely believing it;:had fent them thither, to per- - 
ſuade them to :lay down their Arms. And that this ſhould be'a certain proof, by which 
they might perfe&ly clear their Innocence, that ſeventy of the: chiefeſt of them ſhould 
be {ent to him. Theſe rwelve arriving in Echataxe, and being entertained by thoſe of L 
their Nation, found that they neither imagined nor intended any commotion : for which 
cauſe, they perſuaded them to:ſend. their. ſeventy men ; which they did, little ſufpecting

In the mean time, FJe- 

ſus's Men flew all the Greeks that remained there, and all who before the War had been 

their Enemies. Which when I was certified of, I was much diſpleaſed, and went down {ap procixert 
to 7iberias, to iecure the King's Moveables, for fear they ſhould be carried away by the hee tng 
Robbers ; and having recovered divers Candleſticks of Corinthian work, rich Tables, 

and no {mall quantity of maſſive Silver, I reſolved with my {elf to reſerve it to the 

King's uſe. Calling therefore ren of the chiefelt Senators, and Capella, Son of Antillus, 

to me, I delivered the Veilcls into their Hands, charging them to deliyer the ſame to 

£ no Man but my felt. 

From thence, with mine Aſſociates, I went to John at Giſchala, to know what his Mind 
and Reſolution was, and I preſently diſcover'd, that he affe&ted Innovation and Tyran- 
ny. For he delird me to grant him Liberty to Tranſport Czfar's Wheat that was ſtored 
up in the Villages of higher Galilee, telling mg, that he would beſtow the price of the 
{ame, in re-cdifying ai repairing.the, Walls of his City. Bur I perceiving his drift, de- 
nicd him that Liberty. For I thought that that Wheat would either ſerve the Romans; 
or the Province, the care of. which was committed to my Hands by the City of Feruſa- 
lem. When therefore he could ger nothing ar my hands, he addreſſed to my Compa- 
nions, of whom not foreſecing thoſe Troubles that were likely to come, and greedy of 
D Rewards, he obtained a Liberty to diſpoſe of all the Corn that was in the Province, in 
chat I my ſelf was unable to contradict them both. _ After this, John uſed another ſub- 
tlery : for he (aid, chat thoſe Fews, who inhabited Czſarea Philippi, being by the Com- 
mand of their Ki::g, reſtrain'd within their Walls, and wanting Virgin Oyl, deſired to 
buy the ſame of him, for fear leſt contrary to their Cuſtom, they ſhould be compelled ro 
uſe that of the Gre2ks. This he ſaid, not out of refpec&t to Religion or Devotion, but 
for his filthy lucres ſake. For knowing that among the Czſareans, two Sextarics were Vero L.\ 
{old for a Drachm, and that at Gi/cha/a cighty Sextaries were ſold for four Drachms, he his Covetouf- 
ſeat all the Oyl that was in that Town to them, pretenving my Pernuſſion. I dar'd not 
withſtand the ſame, left. the People ſhould ſtone me ro death. By this craft, John gas

From this place, I diſmiſſed my Companions, back to Feruſalem, employing my ſelf Joſeph ſends 
wholly afterwards in preparing Arms, and fortifying Cities.

Moreover, I wrote to tholc, 
to whom I had committed the Truſt and Adminiſtration of the City, to prepare him a 
Lodging, and to furnith him, and all his Followers, with things necetiary for Dicr and 
Entertainment. In the mean {pace, I paſt my time in a certain Village of Galz/ze, cal- 
Zel's Trealon, Jed Cana. Burt after that Fobn came to 7 iberias, he perſuaded the Town{men to forger 
their Faith and Duty ro me, and revolr unto him ; many of them lent a willing car ro 
his Entreaties, eſpecially {uch as were prone to change, and deſirous of diſlention, and 
in particular Fy/tus, and his Father P:/tus, willingly entertained this occaſion to revolr 
from my Obedience, and to ſubmir rthemlielves ro Fob ; yer was this Conſpiracy of 
theirs prevented by my ſpeedy acceſs.

cept he defir'd to be flain; he, feving himlelf invironed with armed Souldiers, 
obeyed. Whereupon, they rhat follow'd him, and were excluded, — thar 
their Captain was apprehended, ſuddenly berook themſelves to flight ; and lead- 
ing Feſas apart, I rold him I was not 1gnorant of thoſe Treafons which he intended 
againſt me, nor by whoſe Provocations he attempted the fame. Yer I told him that 

D 1 would pardon him, if ſo be by changing his manners, he would be faithful ro 
me hereafter. He promiſed me all thar I demanded, and I diſmiſſed him with his 
Weapons ; yet threatned ro puniſh the Sephorites, except hereafter they defiſted from 
their Treaſons. About the ſame time there came to me two Noblemen, who were 
Subjects to the King of Trachonites, bringing with them both Horſemen, Armor and 
Money : whom when the Jews would have conſtrain'd to be circumciſed, if fo be they 
would remain amongſt them ; I would nor permit them to be rroublefom to the' 7r- 
chonites, alledging, that every Man ought ro ſerve God according to his own Mind, 
and not by other Mens Impulſion : and that it was not to be ſutter'd, rhat they, who 
for their Security fled unto us, ſhould repent rhemlſelves of the truſt they pur in ns. 

F And thus having perſuaded the Mulrtituile, I freely and abundantly furniſhed theſe 
Men with al! things neceſlary. 

In the mean ſpace, Agrippa ſent out his Forces under the Condu&t of Fuus 
Modius, to take the Caſtle Magdala by force ; which for that they durſt nor af: 
{ault, they beſer the ways, and only troubled Gamata by placing Forces ' upon the 
Avenues. But Ebutius Decadarcus, who had the Government of the great Plain, 
hearing that” I was come to a certain Village called Simonzas, icituate on the Con- 
fines of Galilee, and diſtant from the ſame fome ſixty furlongs, rook with him by 
Night an hundred Horſe that attended him, and about two hundred Footmen, with 
certain Inhabitants of the City .of Gaba their Aſſociates, whom he conducted by 

F Night, 'and beſet the Borough where I' was. Againſt whom, after I had drawn 
forth a valiant Band of Men, Eb#tizs laboured all he' could, to toul us into the 
Field, for that he truſted very much in his Horſemen : but 1 would not give him 
that advantage ; conſidering we were but Foot-men, and refolvd to fighr in rhe 
place where we were , and accordingly Ebutius charged us for a while very vali- 
antiy. Ar length, perceiving that he had no uſe of his Horlemen in that place, 
he ſounded a Retreat, and deparred back again with loft labour” to Cata, having 
only loſt three Men in the Barrel. Bur I preſently purtued him with rwo rthou- 
{and Men : and when I came to Befara, which is ſcituate on the Conhnes of Ptole- 
mais, (ome twenty furlongs from Gaba, where Ebutis encamped at thar time ; [1 

G beſet all the Paliages with Corps of Guard, whereby we might be more ſecure 
from the Excurlions of our Enemies, till we had carried out the Wheat , whereof

I offered Ebut;us Batrel : and whereas he de- 
tracted the fame, being terriied by our boldneis, | rook my courle to encounter 
with Neopo/itanus, who ( as it was reported ) was in the Territory of the 73berj- 


This Neopolitanus was a Captain of Horſemen, and had 
I hinderd him from do- 


ing any wrong in the Country belonging to the 7iberians, and provided for the 
Security of Galzlee. 


Burt John the Son of Levi, who ( as I ſaid ) lived at. Giſchala, after he heard 
thar all things. fell out fortunately with me, that I was loved by the People, and 


feared by mine Enemies, he 'coniider'd my good Fortune as an obſtacle to his own, 
and bcing filled with no. ſmall Envy, and greater hope to hincer my good Succets, 
if ſo be he cquld:; bring ,me in hatred with the. People ; he follicited thoſe of 7j- 
berias and. Scphoris, and the Gabareniazs,. to revolt ro him, which Cities are the 
chiefeſt in Ga7Fee. For. he told them, that under his Conduct, they ſhould be 
more happily govern'd. But amongſt the reſt, the Sepyorzres gave leaſt car unto him, 
and neglecting us both, only held tor the Romans. 

As for the Tiberians, they would. not conſent to Rebel ; yet promiſed him ſome

openly declare for him, becauſe they feared the Gali/eans, whoſe good will towards 
me they were long time atjured of, bur privily they fought other means to entrap 


me. 


\n4 truly I tell into great danger upon this occaſion.

the young mea uerpreted. very hardly, becauſe they were depriv'd of the prey 


which they hoped for. 


Tiberias, they iprcad a Rumor, thar I delignd ro betray the Countrey to the Ro- 
mans, and thar I only feigned that the Prey was deſtinated to repair. the Walls 
of Jeruſalem; but the truth was, I kept the ſame, to the intent to reſtore it to Pto- 
lomy. In which matter they were . not deceived. For after the departure of the 
young Men, I called to me two chicf Citizens, Daſſian and Jannzus the Sons of 
Levi, true Friends to the King, and commanded them, to take the Houſhold-ſtuff, 
and convey it to the King, threatning them with Death, if they revealed this ſecret 
to any Man. 

But when the rumor was. ſpread thorow Galilee, that I would deliver the Pro- 
vince into the hands of the Romans, all the People were incens'd againſt me, and 


rclolv'd.to deſlroy me. 


They of Zaricheas alſo giving credit tro the young Mens 


ſeigned Speeches, perſuaded my Guard, and the rcſt of the Soldiers, ro take a 
time whilſt I was aſleep, and come to the Hlorſe-race ; there to conſult with others 
how to eilect their deſign. Ar the appointed place, they found many others al- 
{embied ; and all of them determin'd with one Conſent, to treat me as a Traytor, 


Bur he that moſt of all incited them to this, was Fe- 


ſus the Son, of Saphias , who at that time was a principal Judge in 7iberias , a 
Man given over to ail Wickedneſs, and born to breed Troubles and Sedition. 
This Man, hoding the Law of Moſes in his hand, in the midſt of the Aſſem- 
bly, ſpake thus with a loud Voice: If ( faid he ) yu be rouched with no care of your 
elves, yet at leaſt contemn not theſe Sacred Laws, which that perfidious Joleph your 
Governor, hath not feared to violate, and for ſo great a Crime cannot be too ſeverely 


puniſh'd.

For which cauſe, diſperſing themſelves in the Streets of

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A Aﬀfﬀeer he had thus ſpoken, and ſaw he was approved by the acclamations of the Peo- 
ple, he took ſome armed men with him, and repaired to the Houfe where I lodg'd, with 
intent to put me to death. I ſuſpecting nothing of all this Tumult,and tired with labor, 
was at reſt ; when ſuddenly Simon, one of my Guard, whoat that time only remained 
with me, ſeeing this furious Troop of people, came and awakened me ; and certifying 
me of the imminent peril, he counſel'd me rather generouſly to kill my ſelf,than ſhame- 
fully die by mine Enemies hands. I recommended my ſelf ro God, and putting on a black 
Garment to diſguiſeme, and having only my Sword by my ſide,l went forth,and paſs'd 
thro' the midſt of theſe people,and to went ſtrait ro rhe Z7ippodrome by a by way. There 
falling proſtrate on my Face, in view of all the people, I water the earth with my tears, 
B to move all menthat beheld me to compaſſion. And when I perceived the people begin 
to melt, I laboured all Icould, to divide them in opinion, before the armed Soldiers re- 
rurned from my houſe.I confels'd that I had kept the booty for whichT was accus'd, but 
I defir'd them to hear to what uſe I had reſerved it; after which, if they pleas'd, they 
might kill me.Hereupon the multirude commanded me to ſpeak ; and the armed men be- 
ing returned back at the ſame time, and beholding me, would have fallen upon me to 
murther me : Burt they were reſtrained by the peoples exclamations ; and they ſuppos'd 
that after I had confeſs'd that I deſign'd to reſtore the booty to the King,l ſhould pals for 
a Traytor, and they might kill me without oppoſition. 

Now ſilence being made to hear me, I ſpake thus : If in your opinion I deſerve death. 
C 1 refuſe not to die : Yet permit me, before my death,to certifie you of the whole truth : 
When I obſerved that this City was moſt commodious and fit to entertain ſtrangers, and 
that many forſaking their own Countries, came to dwell here, and-were willing to par- 
take with you in all ſorts of Fortune; I reſolved ro employ this Mony to build you 
Walls to your City, for which being thus deſtinated, ro do you good, your indignation 
is provoked againſt me. Upon theſe words, the 7aricheans and ſtrangers cried our, that I 
deſery'd thanks, and wiſ'd me to be of good courage. But the Galileans and 7iberians 
continued in their animoſity, ſo that they fell ro ditlent betwixt themſelves, the one 
threatning me with -puni 
ſecurity. But after I had promiſed the 7iberians, and-thole of other Cities, that I would 
D build their Walls, whereit was convenient, they credited my words, the.multitude {epa- 
rated, and I, beyond all expeation, having elcapd-{o; great a peril, with certain of my 
Friends, and ſome twenty. Soldiers, returned, to my houle. 

But once again the 'Authors of this Sedition, fearing leſt they ſhould be puniſhed for 
their offence, begirt my Lodging with fix hundred armed men, intending to conſume it 
with fire. Of whoſe arrival,as ſoon as I had intelligence, imagining with my ſelf that. ir 
would be much diſhonour forme toflie, I reſolved to ule yalor and courage againſt them - 
For which cauſe, commanding the Gates to be ſhut, I required them from the top of the 
houſe, to ſend in ſome of them to me, to receive that Mony, for which they had been 
drawn, into.this Mutiny:Whereby they might have no further cauſe to be incenſed againſt 
E me. Which done, laying. hold of one of the moſt troubleſom Fellows, that with the reſt 
came into me, I cauſed him to be beaten with many grievous ſtrokes, and his hand to be 
cut oft;and hung about his neck ; and thus handled, we thruſt him out of doors, to return 
to thoſe that had ſent him. So bold an;aftion made them wonderfully afraid,and ſuſpe- 
ing I had a great number of armed Souldiers in my houſe, they ſuddenly all ofthem fled 
away : And thus by my reſolution and addreſs I eſcaped this ſecond danger.Yet wanted 
there not ſome, who incited- the people once more againſt-.me ; faying, that rhe twa 
Lords,who fled to me for refuge, ought narto live, except: they ſubmitted themſelves 
to their Laws and Cuſtyms, from whom they required proteQion, They likewiſe accuſed 
them, that they were of the Roman Faction and Priſoners ; and preſently the people be- 
F gan-to-mutiny; being deceived by their words, who laboured ro flatter them. Which 
when I heard; I. once more informed the people, thatthey ought not to perſecute thoſe 
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ſhmenr ; the other, contrcariwiſe, willing me to aſſure my (elf of 
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"who reforted unto them for ſuccor : that the-poyſoning they ſpoke of, wasa my and 


a Chimera, and that the Romans would. not vainly nouriſh ſo many thouſands 0 
ers, if they:pretended to make away their Enemies with poyſon. Being b 
ſomewhat, pacified, they had ſcarcely withdrawn themſelves;awhile, but that by certain 
outcaſts and wicked men, they were incited againſt the rwo Lords,ſo that with Weapons 
they went. to their Lodging, .intending to Murther them. Which when I heard, I was 
afraid,. that if this wickedneſs ſhould be:committed, no man hereafter would dare.. to 
truſt his Life in my, hand,For which cauſe, being aſliſted by divers others, I preſcarly reſort- 
G ed. ro their Lodging, and ſhut.up the.Gates: | and cutting a Trench berwixt it and the 

Lake, I called for a Bark, and entring into the ſame with them, IconduQted them to the 
Confines of the Hippenians : And furniſhing them with Mony to buy them Horſes, - 
; þ caulc 


theſe words. 
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cauſe they could not tranſport their own with them in rheir flight, I diſmiſſed them, deſi- H 
ring themto-bear their preſent misforrune with a conſtant min«l. Bur indeed it troubled 


me,that I was once more forced toexpole thoſe men in the Enemies Country, who had 
committed themſelves to my truſt : Yer thinking, that if it ſhould [o fall our, that they 
fell into the Romans Hands, rhey would be fafer, than. if by ſuffering them to remain in 
my Country, I ſhould ſee them oppreſt : I adventured them thus. Yer were they faved, 
and the King pardon'd them. And this was the end of this Tumulr. 

But they of 7iberias wrote to the King, deſiring him to ſend a Garriſon into their 
Country, on which condition they would ſubmit ro him. As ſoon as I knew of it, I 
went to them,and they deſired me that I would build rhem thoſe Walls which I had pro- 
miſed them : For they had already heard that 7arichea was invironed with Walls.Where- 
unto I condeſcended,and gathering Materials] ſet the Workmento their Task. But ſome 
three days after, departing from 7 iberias roward 7arichea,which was thirty ſtades diſtant 
from thence, by chance a Troop of Roman Horſemen were diſcovered, not far from the 
City, which the Inhabitants belicy'd were the Kings Army : Whereupon they preſently 
began to utter many things in honour of the King, and more inmy reproach. And pre- 
{ently a certain friend poſted tome,and told me what their mind was,and how they inten- 
ded to reyolt from me.Which when I underſtood, was wondrouſly troubled : For I had 
ſent back my men of War from Tarichea to their houſes, becauſe the next day was the 
Sabbath : For I would by no means; that the Citizens of Tarichea thould be charged or 


troubled with entertaining Soldiers. And at all rimes, when I temained in that City,l took K 


no care of the guard of mine own perſon, having had often'ptoof of the affeftion' of the 
Inhabitants rowards me. Bcing therefore art that time attended only with {even Soldiers, 
and a few of myFriends,l knew not-whatto determine.For I thoughr it not fit to call back 
my Forces,becauſe the day was wellnigh paſt ; and although they ſhould have been with 
me the next morning, yetthey might not have raken Arms, becauſe our Law forbids the 
ſame,how grear ſoever the occaſion be that ts offered. And although I ſhould have drawn 
forth the 7 aricheans,and the ſtrangers that were retired thither, and under hope of prey, 
have led them forth, yet 7 ſaw that they were feeble to refiſt the Enemy. On the other 
ſide, Talready perceived, that if 7-ſtayed over-Jong , the Army which was fent by the 
King, being already entred the City, would have excluded me./ therefore determined to 
uſe this ſtratagem; 7 preſently [eta Guard at the gates of the City,conſiſting of my moſt 
truſty Friends, ſuffering no man'to paſs out-'of them : and aſſembling the chief of every 
Family, / commanded therh to/lanch their Boats into the Lake, and to follow me with the 
Maſters of their Ships. After which,both 7and my Friends,and ſeven other Soldiers, be- 
took us to a Bark, and failed toward 7iherias. But when the 77berians ſaw that no Forces 
were come from the King; and that the whole Lake was covered with Barks , amazed, 
and fearing the ruin of their ;City, for that they ſuppoſed the Ships to be full of Soldiers, 
they changed their Scntiments. And laying by their Weapons , themfelves with their 
Wives and Children came fortli to meet me, 'and receiv'd me with joyful acclamations 
(for they thought 7 had had no notice of theirintents) beſeeching me that for -the ſafety 
oftheir City, / would enter the fame. Bnt 7 drawing near the City, commanded the Ma- 
ſters of the Barks to caſt Anchor far off the ſhore, leſt the Townſmen might perceive 
chat the Ships were empty : And 7 my ſelf drawing near with mirit own Bark to them, 
reproached thern, that contrary to their Oaths, they had been fo fooliſhly induced to re- 
vole. After Which, / promited them pardon; # fo be they would deliver me ten of their 
chicfeſt Nobility :' Which when they had incontinently performed, /ſhipt them im a Bark, 
arid ſent them Priſoners to 7urichea. Then demanded ren more,and / comtirtu'd ro uſe 
the fame artifiee; till 7 had- by little and-little got all the Senate of 7zherias, and many of 
the chiefeſt Citizens, aid ſent ther thither. * 37

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A As ſoon as 1 returned to Zarichea, and rhe 7zberzans underſtood what ſtratagem I had 
uſed with rhem, they were all amazed, ſeeing how I had puniſhed their ingraticude and 
diſobedience without any bloodſhed. Afterwards I ſent for ſuch of the people of 77- 
berias as werein Priſon, among(t whom was Faſtus and his Father Pi/tus,and invircd them 
ro ſup with me: And during the repaſt, I told them that I was nor ignorant, thar the Ro 
man Army excelled all Men of the World in power and force : Notwithſtanding, that [ 
kept my ſelf ſilent, in reſpe&t of the Seditious that were round about, and I coun- 
ſelled them that they alſo would do the like in expectation of berret days; and yet that 
in the mean time they would not think amiſs of my Government, becaule no other could 
treat them better. I reminded Juſtus alſo, that before I came from Jeruſalem, the Galile- 

B ans had cut of his Brothers hands, accuſing him ro have forged falſe Letters before rhe 
War ; and that after Ph1i/ip's departure, the Gamelites, being at odds with the Baby/onians, 
ſlew Cares, Philip's own Kinſman ; whereas 1 had moderately puniſhed his Brother-in-law Teſep difenifſerh 
Jeſus, who had married his Siſter. After this diſcourſe during ſupper rime, I ſet Juſtus lp che Sou 
and his Friends, early in the Morning, at liberty. Bur before this came to paſs, it hapned of Jacim. 
that Philip the Son of Facim departed from the Fort of Gamala upon this occaſion : As 
ſoonas he underſtood that Yarus was revolted from King Agrippa,and that Modius Equus, 
who was his Friend, was fent to ſucceed him, he certified him of his Eſtate by his Let- ,_.,.. 
ters : Which when he had received,he highly rejoyced at Philip's ſafety, and ſent thoſe kindnes and 
Letters tothe King and Queen, who lived at Beryrus. Whereupon theKing underſtand- nmpts. 

C ing the falſe rumor that ran touching Philip, that he was the Chieftain of the Fews Army, 
who undertook the War againſt the Romans ; ſent certain Horſemen to - Ph4/ip to bring 
him to his preſence : before whom heno ſooner arrived, but he embraced him very kind- 
ly, and ſhewed him to the Roman Captains, telling them, ' that that was Philip of whom 
it was commonly reported, that he was in Rebellion againſt the Romans.” ' Aﬀtcr which, 
he ſent him with a party of Horſemen, in all diligence to the Fort of Gamala; to draw 
his houſhold ſervants from thence, and re-eſtabliſh che Babylonians in Batanta, and travel, 
to his uttermoſt power, that the Subjes might be conirnued in obedience and peace. 
After Phitip had received this commandment” from the King, he haſted ro ' perform the 
ſame. 

D Bur one Joſeph a pretended Phyſitian 'or Treacle-ſeller, gathering together a ſort of One Topb fiir 
bold young Men, and inciting the Nobility of Gamala,perfwaded the People to fall from a in Gama/s: 
the King,and take Arms, for recovery of their-former liberty. Having thus drawn ma- 
ny to his party, he fell ro killing of all thofe thar durſt contradift him. Amongſt theſe, 
died Cares,Feſus his Kinſman, and the Siſter of Juſtus the 7iberian, as we have heretofore 
declared. After this, they requeſted me-by Letters, that I would fend them aid, and La« 
bourers to build Walls for their Town. - To both which Requeſts of theirs,I eaſily con« 
deſcended. About this time the Country of Gawlonitis, as far as the Borough of Soly- 
ma, rebelled againſt Agrippa. I alfo incloſed with Walls Seleucia and Sogon, which were 
two ſtrong places unacceſſible, and fortified by Nature; I did the like alſo by Femnia, Many Jews 

E Ameritha and Charabe, a Borough of higher Galilee, althoughthey were ſcituared among Fg nom 
the Rocks. I fortified in like fort 7aricheas alſo, and 7ziberias, and Sephoris,Cities of Ga- 
lilee ; And the Cave of the Arbalians, Berſobe, Selemen, Fotapa, Capharath, Comoſogona, 

Nepapha, and the Mountain /tabyrim. In which places I ſtor'd up great plenty of Corn,and 
laid up much of Armor and Munition for defence. 

Mean-while, John the Son of Levz,increaſed his hatred daily more and more towards ui taboureth 
m2, being greatly grieved to fee my proſperity : And whereas he was fully reſolved to ppm + 
rid me of my Life, after he-had encompaſſed his Country Giſca/a with Walls, he fent vernmens. 
Simon his Brother with an hundred Soldiers to Feruſalem, to Simon the Son of Gamalzel, 
deſiring him to labour the matter in ſuch ſort with the Ciry,that my Authority might be 

F diſanulled, and that Fob», by common conſent might be ordained Goyernour of Galilee . 
in my place. This Simon was born in Feruſalem,Noble in Birth, and in-Se&t a Phariſees 
(which Sect,of all other, is moſt ſtritly obſervant in the Laws of our Country) a Man 
of excellent wiſdom, who, by his counſel, was able to repair tlie decaying Ruins of his 
Country, and who of long time had made uſe of John's Friendſhip, becauſe he was ar 
that time mine Enemy. | 

. This Man,ſollicited by the interceſſion of his Friends, perſwaded the High-Prieſt 4na- 
nas, and Feſus the Son of Gamala, and other of his FaQtion, ro ſtop my increaſing honors, 
before [ attain'd to a higher degres of power. For it ſhould be very adyantagious for 
them alfo, if I were removed from the Government of Ga/zlee. Further, he told Anavns,

bring an Accuſation againſt a Man, who could not be charged with any Miſdemeanor. 
When Simon heard what Ananus faid,he pray'd him, and the reſt,at leaſt,to ſpeak nothing 
thereof, nor to make his motion known : for he himſelf would undertake the Executi- 
on of it- And calling unto him the Brother of Fohx, he charged him - to tell his Brother 
that the way to accommpliſh his deſign, was to ſend Preſents ro Ananas For (aid he ) 
they will work ſo much with him, that they will make him change his opinion. In the 
end, Simon obtained that which he long time ſought after. For Anavas and his Adhe- 
rents being corrupted with Mony, accorded to remove me from the Government of 
Galilee, without the conſent ot allowance of any other of rhe Citizens. For which cauſe 
they thought good to ſend certain perſons Noble in Birth, and no ways inferior to one | 
another in Learning, whereof two were of the common ſort, and Phariſees : the one 
Simms ſecond Called Fonathas, the other Aranias ; the third was Fozarus of the Tribe of Levi , who 
1 *ganit yas allo a Phariſee, and of the race of the Prieſts. To theſe they joined S;mon,who was 
alſo deſcended of the High-Prieſts,and the youngeſt of them all. Thele they command- 
ed ro call together a Council of the Galileans, and demand of them, why they loved me 
ſo well? If they anſwered that it was becauſe I was of Jeruſalem, they ſhould fay that 
Feruſalem was their Country likewiſe. Burt if they ſaid it was becauſe of my know- 
ledg in the Law, they were willed to ſay, that they underſtood the ſameas wellas I. If 
they ſaid it was in regard I wzsa Prieſt that they loved me, they ſhould likewiſe averr, 
Ambaſkdo's that two of them were Prieſts. Being thus Inſtructed, and receiving forty thouſand Sil- K 
feat to Joſeph. yer drachms of the Publick Treaſure, with their Fellow and Collegue Jonathan, they {er 
forwards. 

And for that at the very ſame time a certain man called Jeſus of Galilee, was come to 
Jeruſalem with a band of ſix hundred Soldiers, they ſent for him,and hired him, and gave 
him three Months Pay, commanding him to follow Fonathan and his Companions,and to 
doas they ſhould command them : And to theſe they adjoyned three hundred Citizens , 
whom they hired with Rewards. With this preparation the Legates ſer forward, being 
accompanied with Simon, Fohy's Brother, who-had one hundred Soldiers with him, with 
Commiſſion from thoſe that ſent them, rhar if I willingly laid down Arms, they ſhould 
{end me alive to Jeruſalem : And ifI reſiſted,by their nbertey, they might lawfully kill x, 
Ys Faches MC» They had Letters alſo direted to John, which incited him ro make War againſt me. 
Fete all Moreover, they charged the Sephorites, Gabgrites and Tiberjans, to maintain John againſt 
to him me. After [I had intelligence hereof,by my Fathers Letters, who had notice thereof by 
Jeſus the Son of "a one of thoſe who were preſent at the deliberation , and who 
intirely loved me. I was much grieved, ſceing with how much ingratitude my Coun- 
trymen requited me, and of malice had decreed my death; and for that my Father in- 
vited me by moſt affectionate Letters to draw my ſelf homeward, telling me how much 
he defired to ſee me, who was his Son, before he left this Life. I imparted theſe things to 
2h rel. MY Friends, and certified them, that within three days I would forſake their Country, 
verh to return and retire my ſelf into mine own. Whereupon they were ſurprized with great ſadneſs, M 
_ and belought me with tcars, that I would not forſake them ; for that they thould be ut- 
terly overthrown, if ſo be they were left deſtitute of my conduct. Bur whereas they 
could by no means perlwade me, and the care of mine own ſecurity prevailed very much 
with me ; the Galileans fearing leſt I ſhould leave them, and by that means the Thieves 
ſhould be encouraged to ſet upon them, they ſent Meſſengers thorow all Galz/ee,to ſignific 
untothem the reſolution of my departure. Whereupon divers underſtanding the News, 
relorted unto me from all parts, bringing with them their Wives and Children ; not fo 
much, as I ſuppole, for the forrow they conceived at my departure,as the fear that they 
had for themſelves. For they perſwaded themſelves, that if I remained among them , 
there could no miſchief befall them. They aſſembled therefore in a great Plain, called N 

Aſechim, where I remained.

C are ſent by thoſe of Feruſalem, to Joſeph, Greeting. The” thief Men of Jeruſalem beg] + tet to Joſeph. 


formed, that John of Gilchala hath oftemtimes ſought to betray you, we are ſent to repreſs his 


Malice, and to exhort his hereafter to ſubmit himſelf t#nt0' you. - And being defirons to confer - 


with you, touching what concerneth the publick good, we pray you to reſort to ws as ſoon as you 
can, with ſome few Attendants, becauſe the Borough is not able to entertain mtany. To this 
effect they writ ro me, hoping thax one of thele rwo things would fall our : cither that 
coming diſatmed, I ſhould be cafily ſurprized by them ; or elſe bringing with me'a'grear 


Company, I ſhould be condemned for an Enemy to my Countrey. '*The Meſſenger that A Horſeman 
brought nie this Letter, 'was a valiant young , mounted on Horſe-back, and had in rate 


times paſt born Arms for the King. The time at which he came to me, was two hours 
D within night,when I was banqueting with my Friends,and the chief Governors of Galilee: 
After that, one of my Houſhold Servants had certified mae; that a certain Jew on Horſe- 
back was come to ſpeak with me, I commanded he ſhould be brought in ; who ſaluted 
me bur coldly, and delivering me the Letter, ſaid unto me, They that are' come from Je- 
ruſalem, ſend you this Letter ; give them-a ſpeedy awſwer : For I am commanded to make a 
ſpeedy retaurni: They that fate at the Table with 'me, were amazed' at the Soldiers Inf6- 
lence. But'for my ſelf; I willed him to fir down and ſup with us : but he refuſmg the 
fame, I opett'd the Lettet without the obſervation of any preſent, and having ſeen what it 
contain'd, } folded it 'up again, and held it in my hatid, 'in fuch manner as I had tecei- 
ved it, and began to talk with my- Friends of other- Aﬀairs : and' not” long after rifing 
E from Supper, and diſmilling the reſt to their repoſe; T'only retained with me ſome of my 
moſt intimate Friends, and*gave order that the Soldier ſhould receive rwenty drachmsro 
bear the charges of his Voyage. He having rceeived' the fame, and giving me- thanks; 
I perceived well that he lov'd Money, and conſequently might eaſily 'be wrought upon 
with it. Whereupon I faid-unto him, if thou wilt drink with me, thou ſhalt have a Ur 
for every glaſs thou 'drinkeſt. To this'the Soldier Wned willingly, :and having drunk 
good ſtore-of Wine, to'get the more-Money, he becatnie drunk ; {6 thathe was'unable

but thought it beſt policy to march towards them. Bur Jonathan's Soldicrs having in- 

telligence of my coming, retir'd, and with them John alfo, to Teſus's Houle, which was 796» ard the 
a great Tower, _ different from a Citradel, in which they lodg'd a good number Aniacers. 
of Soldicrs, and locked up all the other Gates fave one; expeCting that 1 ſhould: come 74's bu. 
that way, to ſalute them. In a word, they had commanded their Soldiers, that when 1 


ſhould enter, they ſhould ſuffer no Man elſe to enter with me, but exclude all the reſt. 


' For they made no other account, but that by this means they might eaſily ſeize on me. Bur

they were deceiv'd of their hopes : For having notice beforehand of their intent, as 

ſoon as I came thither, I entred into a Lodging that was right over againſt theirs, and 
ſeigned that 1 went to take my reſt. Whereupon Jonathan's Soldiers ſuppoſing that I was 

indeed a fleep, and fafe, went forth in all haſte into the Plain, and labour'd to diſſudde my 
Soldiers from their fidelity, becauſe of my ill Governtnent. Bur all things fell out con- 

rrary to what they hop'd : for as ſoon as they were diſcovered, the Galileans gave a great 
ſhour;reſtifying the good will they bare ro me their Governor, and they blamed the Am- 
baſſadors, that without any cauſe of Injury, they. were come to diſturb the Publick 

Peace, and requir'd them to be gone, for that they would admit no other Governor. Joſs preſent 
When theſe things were ſignified unto me, I made no doubt to adventure my ſelf forth © himkel = 
among them, to hear what theſe Ambaſſadors had to ſay againſt me.. Upon my arrival, mi. 

the whole Troop ſhouted for joy, and applauded me with a loud Voice, giving me 
thanks for my juſt and peaceable Goyetnment. 

Jonathan and his Adherents hearing this, were afraid, leſt the Ga/zleans ſhould ſer up- 
on them, and they ſhould be in danger of their Lives ; and fo they began to berhink 
themſelves how they might eſcape. Bur —_ that they could not retire, becauſe 
1 requir'd them inſtantly to ſtay, they were {6 confounded, that they ſeem'd out of their 
ſenſes. I therefore commanded the People to ceaſe their ſhouting, and planted the Sol- 
diers of greateſt truſt in every paſſage, to prevent John from charging them unawares. 
After this, I exhorted the Peo j to betake them to their Weapons, to the end that if 
the Enemy ſhould ſuddenly aſkil them, they mighr not be pur into diſorder. This done, 51% objettett 
[ firſt of all began to tip up to Forathan and his Followers, what Letters they had writ- "be _ 
ten, and how they had certified me, that they were ſent by the Inhabitants of Feruſalem, Ambaſtadors. 
to make an end of thoſe differences that were berween me and John, and how they had 
requir'd nie to come unto them. Afterwards in the ſequel of my diſccurle, I produc'd 
their Letters in open view, to the end they might not deny any thing, ſecing themlelyes 
convicted by their own hand-writing ; and ſpake thus, addreſſing my ſpeech ro Fonathar. 

If being accuſed by John, 7 ſhould produce two or three witneſſes that were men of reputation, _ . 
toteſtifie the fincerity F4 my attion, is it not evident that you, O Jonathan, and you his Collegyes, wo or three 
could not but acknowledge mine Innocency, and acquit me z that whereof I am accuſed > But Yexconiilh, 
to the intent you may know that T have faithfu'ly governed the eſtate of Galilee, 1 am not con- 
thnted to produce three aitagyes, But I produce all _ whom you ſee before you. Enquire of 
them how I have lived, and whether I have governed this Country in all honeſty and juſtice 3 
I adjure you all therefore, who are my Followers and Friends of Galilee;that you hide nothing 
of the truth ; but that before theſe men, as if they were Judges, you declare if I have done 


Benefactor and Defender, and gave teſtimony of my forepaſled Government, and ex- avg ther 
horted me to continue the ſame hereafter. And all of them affirmed by Oath, that I had cook ony

The People having heard this, were diſpleaſed and animated againſt Jonathan and his The wat nd 
Followers, and preſs'd on to murther them; as —_—— ſurely done, had I not pacified rein _— 
the diſpleaſure of the Galileavus. As for the Am -, 
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ſired me to give them leave to puniſh with all rigor thoſe who bad committed this ſlan« H 


derous at. Bur I laboured all I could ro perſwade them to lay no hands upon tim, 
knowing full well chat whatſoever Mutiny it be, it cannot but breed prejudice to the 
Jad peck Commonweal. This notwithſtanding, the multitude would by no means be {atishcd, 
out bloodſhed. but all of them ran in crouds with great fury to the Lodging, where Jonathan and the 
Ambaſſadors 'wcre, Whereupon ſecing that it was impoſſible to reſtrain their firy, 4 
incontinently betook me to my Horſe,and commanded the People to follow meto Srgar a 
Borough of the Arabian;, dittant from thence ſome twenty ſtades. By this mears I 
brought to paſs, that rhe beginning of a Civil War mighr not. be imputed ro me. 


-oſcnb ſends ons When arrived at Sogan, 1 made a halt, and admonith'd my Followers not to give way 


hundred Am- fo their froward diſplealures, nor entertain any deſire of revenge; and I commanded then 
211adors to Fe i : 
rafoban. /® to chooſe out an hundred of the chiefeſt and eldeſt amongſt them, who ſhould repair to 


the City of Ferſ#ſalem, and there complain unto-the People againſt thoſe that had kind- 
led Sedition in their Province. And. I {aid unto them, /f the People be favourable and 
liſten to your diſcourſe, you ſhall perſwade them to write unto me, that by their authority I re- 
main in Galilee ; Ge that John and his Followers depart from hewce. Afﬀeer 1 had given 
them this charge, and that they were furniſhed with all things neceſlary for their Journey, 
with all expedition on the third day I diſpatched them, and ſent five hundred armed 
Men' with them. I Writ alſo to my Friends in Samarza, fo to provide for their paſlage, 
that they might finiſh their Journey in all ſecurity. For Samaria was already in ſub-

jeion ro the Komars ; and it behoved my Men, of neceility, in order to make a ſhort x, 


Journey, to pals that way, - For, from Galilee, by this means a man may in three days 
arrive at Jeryſalem. Furthermore, . I conducted the Ambaſladors my ſelf as far as rhe 
Frotitiers of Ga/z/ee, ſetting Guards upon the ways, to the end that none might caſily 
know of their departure. Which done, I ſojourned for a certain time at Fapha. 

Burt Jorathan and his Companions having failed of their purpole intended againſt me, 
diſmiſſed John to Gi/chala : as: for themſelves they went to 7 iberias, hoping to bring the 
{ame under their obedience ; for that Feſws, who was Preſident at that time, had written to 
them, and promiſed them to perſuade the People to entertain them, and to take their part 
if they came : in Which hope they retired rhither. $Sy/as, who (as I declared) was lettby

me as Agent in 77þeras, certified me of all this by his Letters, adyiſing me to return in 1, 


Toſ:ph falletn all diligence ; in doing which, I was brought in danger of my Life, upon this occaſion 

2g” that enfueth; ' Jonathan and his Followers being come to 77iþerias, perſuaded divers who 

were mirie Enemies to revolt from me ; but after they were certified that I was there in Per- 

ſon, they were afraid, and, came unto me; and faluting me,told me, that they reputed me 

happy, in that I had ſo wiſely behaved my {elf in Ga/iee: and they rejoyced alfo in ap- 

pearance, that I was returned with honor ; telling me that they participated in that honor 

as being their Fellow-Citizen, And they proteſted to me that the friendſhip which I bore 

them, was more conſiderable to them than that of Johx'; and deſired me to return, promiſing 

"m3: hmm and VETY ſhortly to deliver Joh» into my hands: and theſe fpecches of theirs they ſeconded with

"FI more, they prayed me.to take up my Lodging in another place, becauſe the Sabbath be- 

ing near, it were an inconvenience that the City of 7;berias ſhould be drawn into trou- 

ble on that day. I, who ſuſpeRed-nothing, repaired to 7arichea, leaving notwithſtanding 

« certain of my Friends bchind me in 77herias, who might curiouſly obſerve what the com- 

mon talk was of mc : and all along the way betwixt Zarichea and 7iberias, I laid certain 

Men in wait, who from one to another might certifie me of that which was diſcovered 

by them who remained in the City. The next day ' therefore they. all aſſembled in the 

The People af Profeucha or wag which was a large houſe, wherein they prayed, and capable of a 

_—_ great Multitude, When Fozathan was entred into this place, he durſt not openly ſpeak to

chem of a reyolr, but, only rold them that their City had need of a better Governor. But jy 


the Preſident Jeſus,, without diſſembling, ſpake plainly after this manner unto them; 7r 
were better for you, (my Friends) that you were ſubjedt to four Men of Nobility and great Wiſ- 
dom, than to one : and; thereupon he pointed to Jonathan and his Collegues. Juſtus ſtood 
up, and praiſed this advice, and drew ſome of the People to his Opinion. Bur the greater 
part aſſented nor, and there had. preſently followed a mutiny, had not the Aſſembly been 
diſmiſſed, by reaſon it was mid-day, which is the ordinary hour amongſt them to take 
cheir repaſt. Thus did Fozathay's Conſorts remit - the determination of the matter 
until rhe next day, retiring themſelves without any good done. Which being reported 
to me, I reſolved with my {elf the next morning to. repair to the City of 7iberzas ; and

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A bcthought themſelves of this ſubrilty.. They rold the Multirude that a certain Friend of 
theirs had inform'd them, that he had diſcovered certain Roman Horlemen upon the Fron- ymarhen and 
riers of that Territory, {ome thirty ſtades from the City, ina _ called Homonea. —_— _ 
Whereupon they cry'd out, that they ought not to endure their Countrey to be pillag'd 
by the Enemy 1n their fight. They uſed rhis Speech, ſuppotitig that under pretext of 
reſcuing the Country, they might ſend me abroad, and to remain Maſters of the Ci- 
ry, by getting the affection of the Inhabirants to my prejudice. . | 

Now although I knew very well their intent,yert I gave ear to them, leſt I ſhould bring 
the 7iberians into an Opinion,that I was negligent and careleſs of their ſecurity. I there- 
fore rode our,and came to the place of which they had ſpoken,where finding rio footſtep 
B or appearance of an Enety, I returned ſpeedily without delay to 7iberias, When I ru Accutri 
came there, I found the whole Council afſembled with a Multitude of People, and Jon- — 
than making againſt me a very vehement Invettive, that I made no account to relieve Aupollatiore 
them in their Wars, and ſtudied nothing bur mine own Pleaſure. And whilſt they ſpake © 
theſe words, they produced four Letters; as written unto them by thoſe who live up- 
on the Marches of Galilee, requiring taccor of them ; for that the Roman Horlemen and 
Footmen- would within three days forage and {poil their Countrey. The 7iberians 
hearing theſe Allegations, and ſuppoſing them true, cryed out, ſaying, That it behoved 
them not in that manner to delay time, but to-go and ſuccor their Countrey-men invironed with 
great dangers. Whereupon 1 anſwer'd; - That 7 was ready to obey them, and promis'd to 
Cc: march forth againſt the Enemy with all expedition. Now I knew well the pretence of eſeph diſcovers 
Jonathan, and declar'd niy Opinion, that finee thoſe Letters ſaid, that the Romans gather ps wag rn ne bf 
head in divers places,it was requifite to divideour Power into five Companies,appointing 4+ | 
every one of them a Chieftain over them, each of the Ambaſſadors to command one. 
For it is an honour for good Men not only to give counlel, but alſo when need requireth, 
to be firſt in aCtion ; arid it lay not in my powet to lead any more than one Company. 
This thy advice was pleaſing to all the People, who preſently conſtrain'd theſe Men to 
march out to the War : whereby it came to paſs, that they were greatly confuled ro 
ſee tbat rhey could-not finiſh that which they had imagined, becaule I croſleq all their 
Enterprizes. Hereupon, one of their Party call'd Amanias, a wicked and ſubrle Man,coun- £7; one of 
D felled the People to celebrate a ſolemn Faſt the next day, and gave direction at the ſame dors, a wicked 
hour, that all of them ſhould garher rogerher in that place without Arms, to teſtifie be- *** 
fore God,that withour his ſuccors and aſſiſtance,they were able todo nothing. He ſpake 
this,not for any Piety that was in him, but to the end to ſurprize both me and my Fol- 
lowers unarm'd; To this advice of his I was conſtrain'd to condeſcend, to: the end it 
might appear that I contemned not that which had fo great an appearance of Religion. 
As ſoon therefore as we retired every one to our ſeveral Lodgings, Fonathan' and his Jonathan wii- 
Collegues writ ro Joby, to reſort unto them early in the morning with his men of War, ©9,2J990 
and all-rhe Power he could make; for that they might eaſily lay hands on me, and ac- 
compliſh thar which they had fo long time long'd for, He receiving this Letter, willingly 
E obey'd. The next day I commanded two of my ſtouteſt and fairhfuleſt Soldiers to hide 
their ſhorr Swords under their Gowns, and to atrend me, to the end thar if in any fort 
we'were affailed by the Enemy, we might defend our (elves. I pur on my Curars allo, 
and pgirt my Sword by my ſide, in ſuch fort, as no man mighr perceive the ſame, and 
came with them to. the place of Prayer. 
Bur Jeſus, as ſoon as F wasentred with my Friends, having the guard of the gate, would 
nor permit the reſt 'sf my Followers to enter with me : and as we were ready to begin 
our Prayers, according to the cuſtom of the Countrey, Jeſus riſing up, demanded of me, 5.1, tats wits 
What was become of the Eouſhold-ſtuff that was taken out of the King's Palace when it was 742% 
burnt 2 and where the bullion of filver was ? and with whom 7 had left the ſame 2 all which 
F he mentjon'd,thar he hight delay the time till John's approach. I anſwer'd, That 7 had 
put the fame into the 'hantls of Capella; and ten of the chief Nob#ity of Tiberias, and wil- 
led him to ask them whether it were ttue that I ſpake 2 He did fo, and they confeſſed, that 
they had it. But what ( ſaid he) is become of thoſe twenty 7 of Gold, that you receiv'd 
by the ſale of a certain weizht of Maſſroe Silver 3 T anſwer'd him, That 7 had deliver'd the Jeſepils debts 
ſame to the Ambaſſiors ile, their charges in their Voyage towardsJerufalem. Hereupon —_— 
Tonathan and his Collegues faid, That'F had done amiſs, m employing the Publick Treaſure to _— 
the uſe of thoſe Ambayadors. "The People being dilpleag'd with this malice : And when 1 
faw thar a Commotjon was likely toarife, 1 diotighs beſt ro animate the Peoplethe more 
againſt them; I faid; That if 7 had tone amiſs in furniſhing the Ambaſſadors out of the com- 
G mon flock they ſhould need to take no futther diſpleaſure for har ; for, faid T, [ will repay thoſe 
twenty pieces of Gold"0) of mine onn Purſe.

Whereupon there came one to Feſus,who ſecretly informed 

him, that Job» with his armed Men was at hand. Fonathan being unable to contain and

Picn'y frpi- Wile, John and his Followers had certainly deſtroy'd me. ) Forbear ( ſaid he ) ye Tibe- 

Go  ekreres Fians, ro enquire of the twenty pieces of Gold, Joſeph meriteth not puniſhment for this mat- 

om pil ter; but becauſe he affected the Tyranny, and by his words hath deceived the People of Ga-

lilee, and gotten the Sovereignty to himſelf. As he ſpake theſe words, he and thoſe of his x 


Faction offer'd ro lay hands on me, intending to murther me. Bur thoſe two, whom 1 
had with me, perceiving their intent, drew their Swords, threatning thoſe who attempred 
ro offer me violence. ' The People likewiſe garher'd ſtones to caſt at Jonathan; and 
pull'd me away violently from mine Enemies. As I was getting away, I ſaw John 
coming with his Troops ; whereupon croſling down a private way that led me to the 
Lake, I got into a Boat, and went by water to Tarichea, avoiding this danger beyond 
all hope. | 
There immediately I ſent for the chiefeſt Men of Ga/i/ee, and told rhem, how contra- 
RR, ry to all right, I had almoſt been murther'd by Jonathan and the 7:iberians. The Gali- 
a deat with againſt them ; or if I liſt not my {elf, to ſuffer them with all expedition to cut oft both 
wy Fohn and Jonathan, with all thzir Followers. I reſtrain'd them the beſt 1- could, and 
repreſented to them thar it was beſt to expect till ſuch time as we knew what News 
our Ambaſladors, that were gone to Jeruſalem, would bring. To the end to do no- 
thing withour their approbation and conlent ; and by rheſe means I perſuaded them, 
But John ſeeing that ar that time his deſign had no ſucceſs, return'd back again to- Gif- 
chala. 
The t©mired Some few days after, our Ambaſſadors return'd from Jeruſalem, and certifi'd us that 
as Jows the People of Jeruſalem were much displeas'd with Ananias the High Prieſt, and Simon 


y ein a? /eans were highly incensd againſt them, and-conjur'd me, without delay, to make War K 


diſpoſſeſs me of the Government there ; and their diſpleaſure was ſo great, that they 
were ready to ſet their Houſes on fire. They brought me alſo Letters, by which the 
Governors of Jeruſalem, upon the inſtant Requeſt thar che People made to them, confirm- 
An Minbly n ed me in the Government of Galilee, and commanded Jonathan and his Aſſociates ro 
Fo” return back again with all expedition. After I had receiv'd theſe Letters, I repair'd to 
the Boreugh of Arbela, where I aſſembled the Ga/ileans; before whom I commanded the 
Ambaſladors to report how much the People of Jeruſalem were diſpleaſed at thoſe things 
which Jonathan had done againſt me; and how they confirm'd me in the Government

gcr to oblcrye very carefully both their Actions and Countenance. They were greatly 
troubled, and ſent for Fohn, and thoſe of the Council of 7:berias, with the Governor. of 
Gabara, and conſulted with them what was beſt to do. The 7iberians Opinion was, that 
Jonathan and his Collegues ſhould continue to take care of Afﬀeairs, and not forlake the 
City which had pur it {clf into their hands, eſpecially, becauſc I would attack them : for 
that I had ſo threataced them, they were not aſham'd to feign and imagin. This advice 
* not only pleaſed Jobn,but he further gave this counſel, that two of the Ambaſſadors ſhould 
be ſent from them to the People of Jeruſalem, to accuſe me that I had unjuſtly govern'd 
Galilee ; which they might very eaſily perſuade the People to believe, both in regard of 
their Authority, as alſo for that the common People are by nature variable and inconſtanr. 
This counſel that John gave, was allow'd by them all : and it was thought fit that Jona- 
than and Ananias thould in Perſon repair ro Feruſalem, and the other two remain at 77- 
berias ; and for their Convoy they. gave them an hundred armed Soldiers. 

The 7iberians after this provided for the reparation of their Walls, gave command- 


Giſchala, to ſtrengrhen their Garriſon, if they ſhould any ways be aſſaulted by me. Jona- 


Jonathan with than travelling onwards of his Journey, came to.Dabaritra, a City ſituated upon the ut-

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A to the Tiberjans, by which I counſelled them, to lay their Arms aſide, and diſmiſs every 


on? to his own dwelling place. Burt they returned me an injurious atifwer ; for they ſup- 
poſed that Jor1than and his Train were already arrived in Jeruſalem. Bur I ſetting light 
by their Injuries, reſolved to ule Cunning, rather than Force : for I thought it a dange- 
rous matter to kindle a Civil War. Being therefore willing ro draw them out of theit 
walls, I choſe out ten thouſand of my beſt Soldiers, whom I diſtributed into three 
Bands, and lodged one Company of them ſecretly at Dora, in ambuſh. I placed anothet 
thouſand in a certain Borough ſcituate in a mountainous place, ſome four ſtades from 
Tiberias ; commanding them, that as ſoon as I gave them a watch-word of ſign, they 
ſhould break forth : as for my ſelf, I drew into the open field, and there quarter'd.

E nathan and his Conlorts, I gave them Money for their charges, and ſent 


ny birter and injurious Taunts againſt me : and fo great Folly poſſeſſed rhem, thar rhey phe lone 
laid a Coffin in the open Plain, and going round abour the ſame, they ſcornfully ſeemed oY 
to lament me, as dead, whil'ſt in the mean time I rook pleaſure to laugh at their follies. 
But bcing deſirous to ſurprize by ſome policy Simon and Joazar the two other Col- 
legues, I ſent to deſire them that they would march forth a litcle without their walls, ar- 
tended by their Friends, and a Guard for their Security ; for that I was minded to con- 
fer with them upon a Peace, and to ſhare the Government with them. Simox blinded 
with Ambition, was ſo weak as to come forth with all Cappntion ; bur Joazar ſuſpeR- 
ing ſome ſtratagem, would not adventure without the Walls. As ſoon as I ſaw S:mon, 524 frpriſed 


C I went out to meet him, and embraced him kindly, giving him thanks for that he was Sm» by fb

come down; and after walking along with . him, as it I intended to communicate ſome- him away Pri- 


what with him in ſecret, 1 withdrew him from his Friends ; and laying hands on him, I 
deliver'd him to my Friends to lead him into the Borough, and gave a ſign to my Soldi- 
ers to come forth, and with them I aſſaulted the City of 7iberias. There, was a ſharp 
s$kirmiſh on both ſides, and the 77berians had well nigh gotten the Vidtory : .for my Sol- 
diers began to flie ; but perceiving how the matter went, I animated thoſe of my Com- 
pany, and gave a valiant onſet on the 73berians, who almoſt had the better, and chaſed 
them into their City, and ſent another Company by the Lake, to fer fire on thoſe Hou- 
ſes which rhey ſhould firſt light upon. Hereupon the 77berians thinking theit City was 547pb frprizert 


D taken by force, caſt down their Weapons for fear, and pray'd me to have compaſſion on 75's: 


their Wives and Children, and to pardon their City. Accordingly, bcing moved with 
compaſſion, I reſtrained the fury of my Soldiers ; and becauſe it was late, I ſounded a 

Retreat, both to ſpare the City, and relieve my wearied and wounded Soldiers. I ſent 

for Simon to come and ſup with me, and comforted him in his misfortune, ptomiſing 

him to ſend him to Feruſalem with all ſafety, and to furniſh him for his ordinary expens 

ces with all things neceſſary. The next day, with ten thouſand Soldiers, I entred into 

Tiberias, and having aſſembled the chiefeſt Citizens in the F7ippodrome, I commanded them 

to diſcover to me who had been the Authors of that Rebellion. They farisfied me, and 1 Joſph ends the

I caus'd him to be well-cudgel'd, and threatned a worſe puniſhment ro'all thoſe that

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For whoſoever writes a Hiſtory, though oblig'd to ſpeak the Truth ; yet is not bound H 
to inveigh againſt the wickeder ſort too vehemently ; not for that rhey are worthy 
of this favour, but that he may keep himſelf within the bounds of Prudence and Mo- 
deration, 

Tell me therefore Juſtus ( for thou defireſt to be held for the man of greateſt credit 
amonsſt all other Hiſtorians ) tell me, 1 pray thee, in familiarity ( for I muſt ſo talk with 
thee as if thou wert preſent before me ) how ] and the Galileans were the Authors of that 
Rebellion, which thy Country began both againſt the Romans, and their King. For before 
was choſen Governor of Galilee by the People of Jeruſalem, both thou and all the Tib-rians 
were wot only /1 in Arms, but had already made War againſt thoſe of Decapolis in Syria. 
Thy felf hadſt burnt their V. illages, and one of thy Servants dyed in that encounter. Tet 1 
mot 1 alone witneſs this, but it is extant alſo in writing in the Records of the Emperor Veſpa- 
ſian, how the Inhabitants of Decapolis ſupplicated Veipaſian then in the City of Prolemais, 
that thou mighteſt be puniſhed, as the Author of their miſchiefs : and aſſuredly thou hadl/t 
been puniſhed by the Emperor, had not Agrippa, who recerved Commiſſion to execute thee, 
upon the inſtant requeſt of his Siſter Bernice, ſpared thy Life, and kept thee bound in Priſon 
4 a long time. But the ſequel of thy aitions ficient ſhews what the reſt of thy Life hath 
een, and how thou didft cauſe thy Countrey to rebel againſt the Romans : whereof 7 will pro- 
duce hereafter moſt evident Arguments, and for thy cauſe will I urge ſomewhat againſt thoſe 

other Tiberians, and wif! make it plain to ſuch as ſhall read theſe Hiſtories, that thou haſt 


” Leen no friend to Rome, nor faithful to thy King. And TI firſt inſtance in the greateſt Ci- 


ties of Galilee, Sephoris and Tiberias, i» which thou Juſtus wert born. The former is 
ſeituate in the heart of Galilee, having round about it a number of Villages, and being eafi- 
ly ahle to make a revolt at pleaſure ; yet notwithſtanding the Citizens thereof reſolved to 
obſerve their faith to the Romans, and would not receive me, nor take Arms for the Jews. 
And through the fear they had of me, the Inhabitants ſurpriz'd me by their artifices, and 
oblig'd me to encompaſs their City with a Wall : and that done, they willingly entertatned a 
Garriſon which was ſent them from Ceſtius Gallus, who was General of the Roman Legions 
in Syria, and deny d me entrance, becauſe at that time he had a great power, and terri- 


 f'd the Comitrey round about. Tea, when oar great City of Jeruſalem was befieged, and the

Temple common to all our Nation, was in danger to fall into the Enemies hands, the Sepho- x 
tites ſent no Succors, to the end it might not be ſaid that they took Arms againſt the Romans : 
But thy Countrey, Juſtus, being ſcituate upon the Lake of Genazareth diſtant from Hippos 
thirty ftades, from. Gadara (ixty, from Scythopolis frxſcore, in a Country obedient to the 
King, having not any oy/d of the Jews round about it, might have very cal kept their faith 
to the Romans, if they had pleas'd. For both the City and People were Taniſled with Mu- 
nition in all abundance. But as thou ſayeſt, T was the cauſe at that time. And who after- 
wards > For thou knoweſt that before the jeg of Jeruſalem, 7 was in the Romans hands ; 
and that Jotapata was taken by force, and divers other Caſtles; and that a great number of 
Galileans had been loſt in divers Battels. At that time ſhouldeſt thou have delivered thy 
ſelf of that fear thou hadſt of me, laying thine Arms afide, and preſenting thy ſelf to the ng 
King and the Romans, if. thou tookeſt Arms not of thine own accord, but enforced. But the 
truth is, you expetted Veſpaſian's coming, even until ſuch time as he begirt your City with a 


fiege, and then. laid you your Arms afide for fear of danger : yea, even then had your City 
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been overthrown, except the King in excuſe of your folly, had obtained your pardon at Vel- 
paGan' hangs, It was not therefore my fault, but your own, that you behaved your ſelves 
like Enemies tothe Roman Empire. Do not you remember how often 1 obtained the vittory 
againſt you, and how ſeldom you could complain of Bloodſhed > But you falling at diſſention 
one with another; became the inſtruments of your own ruine ; and not for the love you bare 
either to the King, or the Romans, but of your own malice you flew an hundred eighty froe 
Citizens, at fuch a time as I was beſieged by the Romans in Jotapata. Nay more, is it not q 
true, that during.the ſaid fiege of Jeruſalem, there were more than two thouſand Tiberians 
Nlain, or Mag > cs 2 But perhaps thou wilt alledge, that at that time thou wert no 
Enemy, becauſe thou wert fled to_ the King : but T tell thee that thou fleddeſt thither for 
tbe fear thoy, hadſt of me. -,, I am a wicked. man, as thou Jaye : but what art thou ? whom 
Xo Kean d elivered from puniſhment, at ſuch, time as thou wert condenmed by Veſpaſian 
to loſe thy 4 ; whom he. made. Priſoner twice, -and as many times paſt the ſentence of Ba- 
wihment agatn/h; qud once commanded to be thine own Murtherer, ſpared thy Life upon the 
Jnagortunate ſollicztation of. hjs fiſter Bernice, And after ſo many Crimes committed by thee, 
Loving ho 3x thee for his Secretary, when he found thy corruption in.that office, he ba-

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A But I will ſay no more of theſe matters ; notwithſtanding 1 wonder at thine impudence, 
that haſt openly proteſted, that thou haſt written more exactly and perfectly of this matter Juſtus new no:

For at that time thou wert at Berytum with the King, and \eneweſt not what the Romans faf- Jews. 
fer'd at the fiege of Jotapata, ſeeing thou did/t not follow us; Neither couldjt thou be able to 
learn how I behaved my ſelf therein, for that there was-not 'one of thoſe that helpt me to. de+ 
fend it left alive to give thee certain inteMigence. | Thou wilt perhaps ſay, that thou haſt care- 
fully deſcribed that which hapned during the fiege of Jeruſalem. And how is this poſſible > For 
thou wert neither Agent nor Spectator in that War ; neither haſt thou read the Commentaries of 
Veſpaſian. Which [clearly affirm, becauſe thou haſt written clean contrary to that whichits 
B contained therein. And if thou art ſo confident, that thy Hiſtory is truer than others, why 7oftus putifiv 
didſt thou not publiſh it during the Lives of Veſpaſian and Titus, who were the Generals: of, 55 999% Pen 
that War ; or during the Life of King Agrippa, and his Relations wha were all of them wery !papon were 
expert in the Greek Tongue For thou haſt kept it written by thee abevertwenty years, and 
mighteſt have produced witneſs of thine exact diligence before them,who were privy to all things.

"They 
ſent to Ceſtius, Gallus Governor of Syria, praying him to- repair to thet with all expedi-- 
tion, and; take poſſeſſion of their City, vr 1cnd them-'a + Garriſon/'ar” leaſt. Gallus 
promiled. to come to them, but he ſet down no certain time of his: approach. - Where- 
of when. I was, advertiſed, I took the Men of War I had, atid matched againſt rhe Se- 
Phorites, and took their City by force, The Galileans: very.'glad of this opportunity, 
and ſuppoſing the time; 'was come wherein they mighr*« ſatisfy the infatiable hatred 
G they bare againſt that Cizy, omitting nothing that ' night wholly ruin” the City, with 
all the Inhabitants, They ſer fire on the Houſes which rhey found deſolate ; for all the 
Inhabitants were Hed away for fear, and. retired into: a> Eortrels; They plundfed: the' 
Town, 
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Town, and left nothing unſpoiled; neither was there any kind of miſery which they H 
Which when I faw, I was much prieved, and 
commanded them to give over ; telling them ir was impiety in them, to ſhew them- 
ſelves fo ſavage towards their Countrymen. And ſeeing that neither by any prayer 
or command 1 could draw them to obedience-; for that their animoſity was fo - violent, 
I commanded thoſe that were about me, and - whom I moſt truſted, ro ſpread a rumor 
that-the Rowars wete entring on-the other fide of the Ciry with a great Army. All 
which I did, to the end that by this rumor, I might reſtrain the fury of the Galileans, 
and-fave-the City of _ And this policy took good efte&t; For when they heard 
this. news they were afraid, and forlook their pillage, to truſt to their heels, becauſe 
I who was their General did the like. For I made a thew, that I believed the rumor to be 1 
true, as well as they : and by this ſtraragem rhe Ciry Sephoris was ſaved beyond all hope: 

Tiberias alſo hardly eſcaped from being ſpoiled by the Gali/eans, through this oc- 
cation which enfueth :: The chiefeſt- of their Council writ to the King, to defire him 
to +come and take poffeſſion of their Ciry. The King promiſed to farisfic them very 
ſhortly, and deliver his Letters to one of his. chamber, called Criſpus a Jew born, to 
catry-the ſame:to» the 7 iberian. The Galileans took this meſſenger on the way, and 
brought him unto. me : Which when the common. People underſtood, of meer ſpleen 
they fell to Arms, and the next day divers of them afſembled themſelves -from all 
parts, and came to the City of Aſach, where I made my abode, and made grear ex- 
clamations, calling the 7iberians Traitors, andthe Kings Friends, and demanding of me 
liberty to repair to 7rberias, and raze it to the ground, being as much dipleaſed againſt 
the Tiberians, as they were againſt the Sephorites. | 

Which when I heard, $ſtood in great doubr how to deliver the 7 iberians from that 
diſpleaſure, which the Galileans had conceived againſt them: for I could not deny bur 
that the 774erians had written. and ſent for the King : For the anſwer which he: made 
, them, did evidently expreſs the ſame. Having a long while debated the matter with 


with himſels my f&lf, I ſaid unto them ; 1 know as well as you that the 7zherians have offended ;

neither will I hinder you from ſpoiling their Ciry, bur you muſt proceed to the Exe- 
cution thereof with ſome prudence. . For the Tiberians alone do not betray the publick 
liberty, bur others alſo, who are more accounted of in the Country of Galilee. Stay f 
therefore until ſuch time as I am throughly informed, who they be that are Authors of 
this Treaſon ; and then you hall have them -all under your hands, with all ſuch you 
particularly think worthy uniſhment. By this diſcourſe I appeas'd the People, who 
departed from me contented. As for the Mefſehger that was fent by the King, T cauſed 


wrath paciticd, him to be impriſoned, having reſpect to an urgent neceſſity of mine own, which con-

My felf alſo, whom the People of Jeruſalem pur in truſt with the Government of Galilee, 
was oftentimes ſo-much moved, that I failed lirtle of killing Juſtus ; ſo intolerable was 
his perfidiouſneſs. - He therefore fearing leaſt my diſpleaſure ſhould ſhorten his-days, went 7 
ro the King, ſuppoſing that he might live more freely and ſecurely with him. 

The Sephorites beyond their expeRation having eſcaped this firſt danger, writ ro Ce- 
ftus Gallus the ſecond time ; defiring him ro come-to them, to- the end he 'might ſeize 
their Ciry; or elſe ſend them Forces to withſtand the Incurfons of their Enemies. And 
they wroughrſo:much, that Gallus ſent them a Body of Horſemen, and after them Footmen, 
whocame by Night, and were received into their Ciry. Bur ſeeing that the Country round 
about was but in poor Eſtate by reaſon of the Romans Horſemen, I'drew my Forces to- 
gether, and came to Garizim, where Iencamped: ſome twenty ſtades from Sephoris; and by

{pace he reduced their eſtate to a tyranny ; {uppoſing by this only means that he mighr 
make Men revolt againſt God,if he might perſuade them to ſubmit themſelves to his 
Government ; giving them to underſtand, that .if God ſhould once more threaten a De- C'as. rr. 2,3, 4 
luge, he would protect them againſt him, and to that end build a Tower, to whoſe top the 
water ſhould not reach, and alſo revenge the death of their Predeceſſors. The ſtupid People 
gave ear to theſe perſuaſions of Nimrod, ſappoſing it to be puſilanimity in themſelves, if 
they ſhould obey God. For which caule they began to build the Tower with their ut- 
termoſt induſtry ; neither was there any one idle in all that work ; yea, ſo great was the 
number of Labourers, that in a little time the work was raiſed to a height beyond all ex-

he had practiſed for fear of the Fgyptians) for he feared Abimelech the King of that 45:5; , ... 
Country, who falling in love of Sara would have raviſhed her, had he not been hin- prized wich the 
dred by a moſt grievous ſickneſs, which God inflicted upon him ; fo that being our © ***® 
of all hope of recovery, at ſuch time as he /ſept, there 'appeared unto him a vi/ion, which 
told him that he ſhould rake heed leſt he oftered any outrage to the Strangers Wife, 
E who was come into his Country : and after he was {ſomewhat recovered, he told his 
Friends how God had ſent him that ſickneſs in favour of the Stranger, and to preſerve 
his Wife from violence, for that ſhe was not his Siſter, but his lawful Wife ; and he bid 
Abraham thenceforward be of good chear,promiſing him that the honour of his Wife had 
remained inviolated. This ſaid, he diſmiſſed Abrabam by the counſel of his Friends ; 
and told him, that he nceded not to ſuſpect his Wife, by reaſon ſhe had ſuffered no vil- 
lany : Afſuring him, that God had care of her , and that he delivered her in ſafety to 
him (bcing to that end protefted by his mighty power) and in confirmation thereof 
he called God to record, and the Womans conſcience, vowing that he would not have 
taken her from him if he had known ſhe had been Married : Moreoyer, he deſired him 
F to be at Peace with him, and by his Prayers to appeaſe Gods wrath, which was kind- 
led againſt him : And faid that if thenceforward he would ſtay with them, he ſhould 
want nothing ; or if he liſted ro depart, he promiſed him Guides, and all other things 
for which he came into his Country. Abraham anſwered him, that he had in no ſort 
diſſembled with him in calling his Wife his Siſter,for that ſhe was his Brothers Darghter;

CHAP. XI. 
Of Ifaac, Abraham's Legitimate Son. 


S touching 1ſaac, Abraham loved him with an cntire and Fatherly aftetion, as his 

Gov. 22, 15 2. only begotten Son born in his old age by the goodneſs of God. The Child alſo 
5,43 addicting himſelf unto all vertue, careful tro honour his Father and Mother, and ſtudious 
19/1, 2074" of the ſervice of God, invited borh his Parents therather to affe& and loye him. So that 
Nay. 2». Abraham was very dcſirous to forſake this preſent life, provided that he might leave 
WS behind him all the goods which he had, unto his Son; which through the mercy of God 
he happily effected. Whereupon (under trial and conformity of his faith) God appear- 

cd unto him, and reckoned up all rhe benefits which he had beſtowed on him ; how 

he had granted him vi&tory over his enemies, and how he had eſtabliſht and bleſt him 

with preſent felicity by his favour ; for which cauſe he required him to facrifice , and 

1,:> makean oblation unto him of his Son /ſaac ; commanding him to conduct him ro the 
Mountain of Morea, and there to ſacrifice him. In doing whereof, he ſhould manifeſt 

che deſire he had to ſerve him, (in preferring that which was agreeable to God, before 

the life of his Son.) Abraham ſuppoſing that it was no ways lawful ro diſobey God, 

4-14; but that he ought to ſubmit himſelf ro his will, (as to him by whoſe Proyidence all 
oxcience. things had their being) ſaid nothing to his Wife, concerning that which God had com- 
manded him, neither how he had determined the death of his Son ; ncither did he make 
it known to any of his houſhold-ſervants, leſt they might have diverted him from his 
reſolution. He therefore ork hs Son Tfaac, with two Servants, (loading an Afſe with ſuch O 
things as were requiſite fer ſacrifice) and travelled towards the Mountain, his Servants at- 
rending him for two days ; and on the third day,as ſoon as he perceived the Mountain, 
he

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A he left the reſt of thoſe rhat accompanied him in the Plain, 'and atrended- only by - his 


Son, he aſcended up the Mountain (upon which 'afterwards King: David appointed that 


the Temple ſhould be builded.) They carried with them allo the reſt of rhoſe-rhings 
which were requiſite for {acrifice, (fave only the Beaſt that was to be offered :) Abotit 
this time, /ſaac was five and twenty years old, and did himlelf prepare the Altar, and en- 
quired of his Father what he ſhould offer, conſidering that as yet they had no ſheep for 
facrifice. Abraham an{wered him that God would furniſh them ; (being of power ſufficient years old when

ro give Men that in abundance, whercof they have need, and to deprive them of that yecn cite 


they have, and whereof they held themſelves poſſeſſed) if he were well pleaſed with 

their ſacrifice : Now as {oon as the Altar was made ready, and the Wood prepared and 

laid upon the (ame,and all things in readineſs) he addreſſed his ſpeech unto his Son,in this 

manner. My Son,1 beg'd thee of God with very earneſt Prayers ; and ever ſince thou wert born tion at tuch 

into the worid, I have intermitted no care and diligence in thin? education ; neither have I 

thought that any thing could make me more 4ppy; than at departing out of this World,to ſee thee been facriticed,

at mans eſtate,and toleave thee the Heir an 


rd of all my ſubſtance:But fince it hath pled- 


ſed God,that I ſhould be thy Father, and that the ſame God likewiſe now thinketh good that 7 
ſhould deſtroy thee generouſly ſubmit, and be contented to be ſacrificed to him: For in ſo doing 
I fulfil the Commandments of God, . who requireth at our hands that we do him this honouf, 
for the favours which he hath beſtowed upon us in aſſiſting us, both in War ani{ Peace. Since 
therefore being born, thou art to die, 1 deem it reaſonable,that in regard it ſeemeth good unto 
C God that thou. depart out of this life, (not by fickneſs, nor by War, nor by any other inconveni- 
ence, that naturally hapneth unto Men) but by being offer d in ſacrifice to him by thine own 
Father, that theu render thy Soul unto him in the midſt of Prayers ,and the celebration of this 
ſacrifice;to the end he may recerve and ſeat thee near himſelf : Thou ſhalt then be the comfort 
of mie old age, (which ts the cauſe for which T have nouriſhed thee) if thou procure for me 
aſſiſtance of God inſtead of that which T ought to receive from thee. Here Iſaac with a noble Iſaac's anſwer. 
heart (like the gracious Son .of ſo godly a Father) heard all which his Father faid with 
great contentment, and anſwered, . That he would rather never have been b: rn, than once 
diſobey the Ordinance of God, . and of: his Father ; or ſhew himſelf averſe to ſubmit his will 
to both their pleaſures, conſidering that if his Father only ſhould command the ſame, he 
D /pould do wery ill if he difobeyed him : which ſaid, he leapt upon the Altar, and offered 
himſelf to the ſlaughter. Which had ſurely hapned ar thar inſtant, if God had not hin- 
dered it ; for with a loud voice he called 4braham by his name, commanding him not 
ro kill his Son, and telling him that he had not 'given him that commandment, becauſe 
he rook pleaſure in humane b/ood, neither for thar by ſuch impiety he would deprive him 
of that Son, of whom it was his pleaſure to make him the. Father ; bur rhat by this 
ac he intended to. prove his affection, to ſee whether being commanded ſuch a thing, 


he would be obedient ; and for that he had made trial of his faith and readineſs, 


and 


his diſintereſted piety, he did nor repent him of that good he had done unto him; that 
he would never forget to have care of him,and his race, whenſvever he ſhould pray unto 
x him.; and that when the courle of his years were happily / ended, he ſhould leave a 
great dominion to thoſe of his Children whicly ſhould be good and 'verruous. He told 
him moreover, that he would multiply his race in divers'Nations, and that he would 
beſtow great benefits upon them, and that the memory of rhe chief: of his oft-{pring 
ſhould-be envicd of all Men for their-grearneſs. When God had fpoken' after-this man- 
ner, it pleaſed him on the ſudden'(no Man knoweth how?) 'tb'cauſe a'Ram ro appear 
thereabouts for a ſacrifice. And thus (being delivered from all evils and inconveniences x 
beyand their expetarions, after they had heard fo many promiſes. of ſo many bleſſings) facrice initeat 
they embraced one another, and celcbrated the facrifice ; which done, they returned to- 6 
wards Sara in fafety, and paſs'd the remainder of their lives 'in- happinels,”God giving

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Sus, who likewiſe had Sons ; Sus had Sabacar, and Dadames. Of Dadanes iſſued Latu- H 
= original of (qomus, Afurius, LuUrES. The Childreri of ' Madin were Epha, Ophres, Anochus, Ebidas, 
"$7" "Eldas. All theſe Children and their ſucceſſors, according to Abrahams advice, gathered 
and eſtabliſhed the Colonies which poſſeſſed the Country of the 7rogtodytes, and all rhe 
Country of Arabia the Happy, whole confines extend even unto the Red Sea. Some re- 
port that this Ophres conducted an Army into Libya, and poſſeſſed the ſame ; and that 
his ſucceſſors (making their abode in that Country) called it by the name of Africa.

ID Ur Faces being ſent into Meſopotamia by his Mother,in order tro Marry the Daugh- 
ter of Laban her Brother, (whereunto ſaac confented through the counſel of his © 
Waite) paſſed through the Country of Canaan. And for that there was a declared and 
open enmity betwixt /aac's People,and the inhabitants of Cazaay, he would nor take up 
his lodging amongſt them, but lay abroad in the fe/ds, reſting his head upon fones,which

he had heaped together inſtead of a Pillow : and during the time of his reſt, this Viſion !* 51 #49 


B was preſcnted unto him. Tt ſcemed unto him that he ſaw a Ladder, that reached from 
che Earth, up into Heaven, on the ſteps whereof there delcended certain perſons mors, 
excellent to look on, than the ordinary part of humane kind, and on the top thereof 
God manifeſtly appeared, and calling him by his name, ſpake unto him after this man- 
ner : Facob, Thou art the Son of a good Farher, and deſcended from a Grand-father re- 5% 
nowned and famous for his great vertue ; thou muſt nor therefore be daunted, or dif. © 
mayed by thy preſent travels, but rather be encourag'd with the hope of a future hap- 
pineſs. For by mine affiſtance thou ſhalt be bleſſed, and endowed with many benefits : 
For 1 am he thar brought Abraham hither, from the Country of Meſopotamia, at ſuch 
time as he was driven away from thence : I have alſo made thy Father happy, and will 

C be no leſs gracious and favourable unto thy ſelf. Be couragious therefore, and proſe- 
cute thy journey under mine afliſtance : The Marriage which. thou purſueſt ſhall have 
a happy iſſue, and thou ſhalt have good Children, who in ntimber ihall grow infinite, 
and ſhall likewiſe leave after them a plentiful and famous poſterity ; and 1 will give 
them the Soveraignty over this Country, - both to them and their Succeſlors, and they 
ſhall people and repleniſh both the Earth and the Seca, as far as the Sun enlightneth the 
World. Let not therefore any danger diſmay thee, nor travel diſcomfort thet: for be-

into Meſopotamia,be travelled fo long, till at laſt he arrived at Charras : and having mer 57%** * 
* inthe Suburbs of the City with certain ſhepherds and young Men, accompanied with 7-c% arriverh

young Maidens,ſitting near to a certain Fountain, he drew near unto them,defiring them Meporamis, x- 


ro give him drink ; and falling in diſcourſe with them, he asked them, Wherher they JS te 


knew one that was called Labar,and whether he were yet alive ? All of them anſwered, 
E thar they knew hitm'vwell; and that he was a Man of that reputation;rhat his name could 
not be concealed ; chat his Daughter was accuſtomed to feed her flock with them, and 
that they wondered that ſhe was not yet arrived ; of whom (faid they) thou mayeſt 
perfetly underſtand all that thou defireſt ro know. Whileſt thus they pals'd the time 
in talk, the Maiden drew near, accompanied with her ſhepherds ; whom one of che 
company informed, that Facob was inquiſitive after her Father : who rejoycing after the 
manner of young Maidens, asked him what he was, and whence he came, and whar at 
fair had brought him thither, wiſhing ſhe had the means toſupply whatſoever his necetlt- 


tics required. Facob being mov'd, not ſo much by the courtefie and Kindred, as by her » 5,412.

beauty, which was very extraordinary, ſaid unto her : If thou art rhe Daughter of Labay,

F there is a greater and more ancient conjunction berwixt us than either rhive or my $47 excr- 


birth : for, Abraham, Aran, and Nachor, were Thares Sons ; Bathuel, thy Grand-farher, 
was Nachors Son ; Iſaac, my Father, was the Son of Abraham ; and Sara, the Daughter 
of Aran. There is yet a nearer and dearcr relation between us: for Rebecca, my Morher, 
is Siſter unto Laban thy Father,born of one Father and Mother ; {o chat we are Couſins : 
and therefore am I come at this preſent vo ſalute you, and renew that ancient love which 
our al:iance requircth at our hands. But ſhe remembring all thole things which her 
Father was wout to report and diſcourſe of Rebecca, and knowing,that her Parents were 
deſirous to her ſome news from her, wept for joy, and embracing the young Man, faid 
unto him :- Thou bringeſt a moſt defired and prear pleature ro my Father and alt his 
G family, who never forgets rhy Mother, but oftentimes makes mention of her ; and 
would eſteem it a great felicity to hear ridings from her. Then ſhe deſired him to 
follow her to her Farher, leſt any longer he might be deprived of fo defired a pleature:

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This ſaid; ſhe brought him to Laban ; where, being acknowledged by his Uncle,he both H 
by that means lived ſecurely amongſt his Friends, and brought him great contentment, 
by his unexpected accels unto them. Some days after, Laban told him, that he rook fo 
much contentment in his preſence, that he could nor expreſs it in words ; and deſired 
him to manifeſt the cauſe that had induced him to leave his Father and Mother in their 
old age,when they had moſt need of him ; and he promiſed him all aſſiſtance and fayour 
in whatſoever calc he had to make uſe of him. Whereupon Facob diſcourſed unto him 
the whole matter ; that ſaac had two Sons, Eſau and himſelf: that his Brother (becauſe 
by his Mothers contrivance, he had defrauded him of his Fathers Bleſſing) ſought to 
kill him, as the raviſher of that Principality from him that was deſtinated unto him by 
God,and the interceptecr of his Fathers other intentions ; that this,with his mothers com- 
mand,was the cauſe why he came thirher ; as to his neareſt relation by the Mothers ſide; 
adding, that next after God, he hoped to find his greateſt aſſiſtance and help in him, his 
Uncle. Whereupon Laban promiſing to him whatloever humanity he could defire (as 
well in reſpect of their common Anceſtors, as for the love he bare unto his Mother ; 
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towards whom, although ſhe were abſentthe would expreſs his good affection, in ſhew- 
ing himſelf well affected rowards him that was there preſent ;) he told him then, that 
he would give him the charge of his flock, and make him Maſter over all his Shep- 
herds ; and that when he thought good to return back again to his Friends, he ſhould 
depart with ſuchjrewards and honours as might well belcem a Friend fo nearly allyed 
unto him. Which when Facob underſtood, he anſwered; That he would willingly en- 
dure any fort of labour in Labar's ſervice, and that his deyoir towards him would be a 
delight to himfelf : bur that in lieu of his labours, he required Rache/ ro Wife : who 
deſerved his eſteem for her vertue, and particularly for her goodneſs wherewith ſhe had 
brought him thither : declaring, that the love which he bare unto her, was the cauſe 
why he uſed thoſe ſpeeches. Laban (being greatly delighred and contented with this 
his Diſcougſg) granted him his conſent to the Marriage, telling him, that he could not 
have wiſht for a better Son-in-Law : but with condition that he ſhould ſojourn a while 
with him, for that he was no ways minded to ſend his Daughter among the Canaa- 
nites : and that it repented him, thar, © by reaſon of Marriage, his Siſter had been car- 
ried into ſo far a Country. Facob accepted the condition, and Covenanted to abide with x 
him for ſeven years,ſaying, that he was glad to have found an occaſion of making it ap- 
pear to him by his care and good ſervice,that he was not unworthy of his alliance. When 


7aceb inſtead of the time which was Covenanted between them was expired,and Facob expected the con-

tented poſſeſſion of his love, as was promiſed him, Laban prepared a Nuptial Feaſt : and 
when night drew on, and Facob leaſt ſuſpected, he brought his Daughter Leah leſs 
fair in face, and elder in years, and laid her in his Bed. Jacob deceived by the darkneſs, 
and for that he had drunk liberally, lay with her : but the day after diſcovering the 
deceit, he complained hereof to Laban, who asked him pardon, alledging that he had 
not brought in Leah with intent ro deceive him,but that the cuſtom of rhe Country (which 
forbids to Marry the younger before the elder) compelled him thereunto : yet that the yg 
ſame ſhould no ways hinder, but that he ſhould Marry Rachel too, on condition to ſerve 
him yet ſeven years more. Herewith Jacob was pacified, and ſuffered himſelf to be per- 
ſwaded (out of the love which he bear to Rachel ;) and when the other ſeven years were 
expired, he Married Rachel. Now thele Sifters had two Maid-Servants which their Fa- 
ther had given them : Leah's Maid was called Zelpha, and Rache!'s, Bala; they were no 
Slaves, but only Subjc@&s. Leah liv'd in great grief, to fee that Facob bare greater atte- 
Ction to her Siſter, than to her ſe/f, bethinking her oftentimes, that if ſhe could have 
Children, ſhe ſhould be better eſteemed and loved by her husband, for which cauſe ſhe 
continually beſought Almighty God,that it would pleaſe him to give her iſſue : where- 
upon it happened that God gave her a Son,and Jaco#'s aftetion was turned towards her; 
for which cauſe ſhe called him Ruben, that is to ſay, the Son of Yifron, becaule ſhe had 
obtained him through the mercy of God. 

After him ſhe bare three other Children ; Simeon (whoſe name ſignificth, that God

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Fuda ( which fignifieth Thankſgiving.) Ar that time Rachel fearing leſt the ſhould loſe 
part of her Husbands love, by reafon of the fruitfulneſs of her Siſter ; cauſed her Maid 
Bala to lye with him ; by whom he had a Son called Dar ( that is to ſay, the judgment 
of God ;) and after him Nepthalim (which ſignifieth ingenious ;) by reaſon that ſhe uſed 
{ubrilty ro requite her Siſters fruitfulneſs. Leah hereupon us'd the ſame artifice,and gave 
her Maid Ze/pba to Jacob, of whom he begat Gad (which ſignificth come by chance ;)O 
and after him 4ſar (thar is to ſay, Leeficent) becauſe that Leah was more honourcd for 
the multitude of her Progeny, 
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Ruben, the eldeſt of all rhe Sons of Lza,, brought. his. Mother Apples of Mandrake, RAL 
which when Rache! perceived, ſhe deſired her. jo give her part thereof, for that ſhes zoe” 
longed to taſte of the ſame :, whereunto Lea would yield no conſent, replying, That Are chris, 
ſhe ought to content her ſelf in that ſhe. had the advantage in Faceb's love. Rachel to LPs 
mollifie the, heart of her ſiſter rold hex, Thar ſhe would be content that Jaceh ſhould lye 
with her that night ; which Faceb accordingly did, and Lea once more had Children, 
namely 1/achar ( which ſignifteth Comg, by hire ) and Zabulon ( which importeth a pledre 
of good will) befides whom, ſhe had a daughter alſo called, Dinah. , Not long after thus: 

Rachel lay with Jacob, and brought forth a Son, who was called Joſeph (which ſignifieth 

an addition.) During all this time (which was for the ſpace-of twenty years ) Jacob had 6a zr. rx, 3; 
the Government of his Father-in-laws flocks : bur afterwards he thought good (.ac- md 
companied with his Wiyes.) to return to his own Inheritance-: which, when his Farher- and Flocks, = 
in-law perceived, he would in no fort giye his conſenr thercunto ;_ for, which cauſe, romeo 
covertly determined to forſake him. To this intent he, made trial, of ys. Wives, to ſee 

how they were affected towards his flight, who heartned, him by their: conſents : irſo- 
much that Rachel haying ſtolen the Images of thoſe Gods. which were honored in that _ 19... 
Country, fled away with her Siſter, and ghe two Maids, and all chew Children, with the — 
reſt of all their ſubſtance. Facob allo drove, away the moiety of the Cattle, withour,the f*b-=houle- 
knowledge of Labar. Rachel allo bare With her the Images of the Gods, alchough ſhe _ #» __._ 
had been tatight by Facos to contemn them, and yield them no honor ; . but the ſuppoſed, ty 
that if Labay purſucd and oyerthok them, by reſtoting them, ſhe might;obtain his par- #54, 2:05. / 
don. But Laban a day after the departure of Jacob and his Wives, had notice thereof, jy wig 8 
and being therewith much. troubled, he purſued after them, intending to aſſault them by vw 


force, and on the ſeventh day he overtook them upon a certain Hill where they fat down Lakes purtiett 
ro take their reſt, in that it was Evening : but God appearing to himin a-Dream, com- {59:25 62d 
manded him to ule no violence, neither rowards his Son-in-law, nor his Daughters ;,bur 99 tis pur. 
rather to liſten to a peaceable accord berwixt himſelf and Face: aſſuring him ghar if in,” © 
contempt of Facobs weaknels he ſhould lift up his arm to afſail him, rhat he himſelf 

would join with Facob to protet him. _ — 

The next day, Laban having received. this command from God, called Facob unto him a 
to the end to confer together ( and to tell him what the night before he had beheld in tio again © 
his dream. ) As ſoon as Jacob was come to him, he began to accule him ; alledging, Fac09. 
that he had received him into his houſe, at ſuch time as he came unto him being. poor 
and naked of all means, and had giyen him great abundance of Goods. I have ( {aith 
he ) given thee my-Daughters in marriage, hoping by that means to increaſe thy loye 
rowards me more and more ; but thou halt had neither reſpe&t of thy Mothe,* neither 
of the acquaintance or parentage betwixt thee and me, neither of the Wives which 
thou haſt married, nor of thy Children, whole Grand-Father I am; bur haſt dealt with 
me after an injurious and hoſtile manner, driving away that which appertained unto me, 
ſeducing my Daughters to abandon him that begat them, and carryingaway my houſhold 
gods with them, which both I and my Predeceſſors have ſerved and honoured : and 
what none, but men of War, would have done unto their Enemies, that haſt thou done 
unto me: yea, thou that art my Kinſman, my Siſters Son, the Husband of my Daughters, 
my ptedge, and my familiar Servant, haſt dealt thus with me. Oa the otlier ſide, Jacob 5:. 
alledged for himſelf, that God had not only made impreſſion in his heart, bur thar all men 72a 
alſo are poſſeſt with the love of their Country ; and that after ſo long ſpace of rime, je. 
ir ſeemed good unto him to viſit liis native ſoil. And concerning that crime ( faith 
he ) which thou objeteſt againſt me, rouching the prey, if any other but chy (elf be 
judge, thou ſhalt be convicted. to have dealt unjuſtly with me: for whereas thou 
oughteſt to have rewarded me, for the maintenance and increaſe I have made of thy

F goods, haſt thou not done us great wrong to envie us a little part and portion thereof 2 


And for thy Daughters ; know this, that they haye not followed me as perſons con- 

veighed away by ttbrilty, but under that love and duty which married Wives bare unto 

their Husbands: they do not therefore only follow me, bur they come after their Chil- 

dren. Thele things alledged he for himlelE. Further he replied, and accuſed L144, becaule 

thar being his Mothers Brother, and having given him his Daughters ro Wife, he had 
notwithſtanding bitterly vext him, by bis tevere commandmenrs to. which he had been OTF. FS 
obedicht during rhe ſpace 'of twenty,years ; that the toyls he had endured in order to 591 againth 
his Marriage with Rachel had been frievous unto him'; notwithſtanding that it was but 

a triffe iti reſpect of that 'Which he ſuffered afterwards ; which had he born him an en- 


G vious affe@tion or hoftil& hatred, he could very ' well have” eſcaped. In truth, Laban 


had dealt moſt unjuſtly with Facob. For {ccing that God afliſted him in all that he enters Lhe Ge 
prized, Laban promiſed to' give him all the Cartel that were born white,. and ſometime 55s *

that which was brought forth black : but when that which Facob had named and cho- 


nant with Jacob, ſen did increaſe, then did not wr, 50 RT his promiſe unto him, but turned him 
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over to the next years increaſe, by reaſon he had always a reſpe& of the greater flock, 
and promiſed that which he hoped would not come to pals ; and which if ir fell con- 
trary, he was ready to infringe. And as touching the Gods, he told him he might make 
ſearch for them. þ: 

This condition did Laban accept : but Rachel! underſtanding the ſame, thruſt the Gods 
into a Sack, and made them to be carried on a Camels back, and ſhe fate upon them, 
ſaying, that ſhe was indiſpoſed, by reaſon thar at that time ſhe had her natural purgations. 
And for this cauſe Laban deſiſted from ſearching any further, ſuppoſing his Daughter be- 
ing ſo affeted would nor conceal or ſer her (elf (o near things that were fo ſacred: and x 
he made a covenant with Jacob; that neither of them ſhould call ro remembrance the un- 
kindneſſes that had paſt betwixt them, but that he ſhould cheriſh his Daughters; all which 
they bound with an Oath. This covenant was made upon a certain mountain, where 
they reared a Pillar in the form of an Alrar : whence it came to paſs that this Pillar was 
called Galaad, that is to ſay, the hill of witneſs, from whence the Country of Galaad bears 
that name even until this day : and after that the alliance was made, and that they had 
banquered rogether, Labay returned back again into his own Country. | 

But as Jacob travelled towards the Country of Canaan, he had ſeveral viſions, which

by reaſon he ſtood in fear leſt rhe memory of his old diſcontent ſhould be renewed : charg- 
ing his meſſengers to ſignifie unto Eſau, that Facob deeming it a thing inconvenient to 
live with his Brother, who was diſpleaſed with him, had of his own free Will forſaken 
the Country, and that at this preſent he was upon his return, conceiving that length of 
time might have extinguiſh'd his diſpleaſure. He therefore led with him his Wives and 
Children, with all rhoſe riches which God had given him; offering himſelf unto E/as, 
with all which he had of moſt eſteem, by reaſon rhat he thought it the greateſt benefit 
that might happen to him to impart unto his Brother a part of thoſe commodities which 
he had received at Gods hands. All which they ſignified unto Eſav, who rejoyced very L 
much thereat, and went forth to meer his Brother, accompanied with four hundred ar- 
med Men. But Jacob hearing that. he marched forward to meet him, attended by fo 
many Men at Arms, was very much afraid : yet fixing his confidence in God, he pro- 
vided for the time, leſt any detriment ſhould happen unto him, ſtudying every way to 
defend both him, and his, from invaſion. To which end dividing his Troops, he cauſed 
ſome to march before, and the reſt to follow cloſely after : ſo that if any did aſſault the 
firſt, they might retire themſelves to the Troop that followed. 

After this manner having ordered all things about him, Fe ſent certain Servants with 
preſents to his Brother, namely, with Beaſts of charge, and a great number of divers 
kinds of four-footed Beaſts ( which for their rareneſs might give more content and M 
admiration to thoſe to whom they were preſented. ) All theſe marched one after another, 
to the intent, that being beheld thus in ranks, they might ſeem to be a greater number 
than they were : to the end, that if as yet there remained any diſcontent in the heart 
He commanded them alſo 
that marched foremoſt, rhat they ſhould uſe courteous falutation towards Eſau. Ha- 
ving thus all the day diſpoſed his Troops, as ſoon as the night was come, he cauſed all 
his companies to march, who paſſed the River of Faboch : but Jacob, who was left 


| hindmolt, had a viſion, in which he wreſtled with an Angel, and he became viRtor. 


Now the Angel ſpake unto him, exhorting him to rejoyce at that which had hapned 
unto him, aſſuring him that he had not atchieyed an caſie matter, but that he had yg 
ſurmounted an Angel of God, which was a fign of great good which would befal 
him, and that his Poſterity ſhould be invincible, and that no man whatſoever, ſhould 
overcome him : commanding him to call his name 1ſrael, that is to ſay, according to 
the Hebrews, a refiſter of an Angel. Theſe things were foretold unto Facob upon his 
requeſt ; who perceiving alſo that he was an Angel of God, prayed him to inform him 


of that which ſhould happen unto him: which the viſion did, and afterwards vaniſhed. 
Jacob } wi ”_ pleaſure thereat, and called the place Phanue/, that is to ſay, the face 
of God: an

Afterwards departing from thence, he ſacrificed iv Bethel, where he had feen the Vi- 
fion, at fuch time as he firſt of all rook his Journey into Meſopotamia : and as he tra- 
velled in the Land of Ephrata, Rachel died in Childbed, and was buried there (and ſhe 
alone enjoyed not rhe honor of being buried in Z/ebren with thoſe of her Parentage. )

Benjamin ( by reaſon of the Pangs which kill'd his Mother. ) Theſe are all che Children 
of Faceb, twelve Males, and one Daughter ; of whom eighr were born by his lawful 
E Wives, fix of L-a, and two of Rachel: and of their Maids, four ; two, of each of 
them ; whoſe names I have heretofore mention'd. From thence went Facob to Febron,

fixcd it, and that rheirs run towards his, to bow down and reverence the fame. Which 
vition of his, {ſeemed to forctel him his ample fortune : and how he ſhould obtain the 
Lordſhip over all of them. Bur they concealed all theſe things from Foſeph ; making 
thew, that they could in no fort interpret the dream: but being by chenſelves apart, they 
breathed forth contrary Imprecations, wiſhing that nothing of this prediQtion, might take 

B eficct, but perlevered more and more in envy and hatred towards him. Burt God ( op- 
poſing his power againſt their enyy ) lent Joſeph a ſecond and -more ſtrange viſion”: for 
he drcamed, that the Sun, the Moon, and eleven of the Stars deſcended down to the 
Earth, and humbled themſelves before him. Which viſion he revealed to his Father in 
rhe preſence of his Brethren ( without ſuſpition of any hatred in them towards him) and 
deſir'd him to interpret unto him the meaning thereof. Facob greatly rejoyced at this 
dream, by reaſon he conceived in his mind the interpretation thereof, and ( in comparing 
and alluding his conjeCtures not raſþly, but with prudence ) he rcjoyced at thole great 
makccrs which were ſignified by that dream : which foretold that his Son Feſeph ſhould 
be very fortunate and bay) ; and that the time ſhould come, in which his Father, Mo- 

C ther and Brethren ſhould honor him, and do him homage. For, he compared the Moon 
( which ripencth and encreaſeth all rhings that grow) to his Mother ; and the Sun (which 
giveth form and force) to his Father, And as touching his Brothers, who were cleven 
in number, he compared them to the e/even Stars ( which receive their force both from 
che Sun and the Moon.) Neither did Facoh without judgment and conſideration, ſo in- 
rerpret this viſion, Burt Joſeph's Brothers were highly grieved at this preſage, conceiving 
as enviouſly and hatefully thereof, as if this feliciry had heen portended to a ſtranger, 
and not to their Brother, with whom they might equally partake his good fortunes, be- 
ing as well Allied in felicity unte him, as in conſanguinity. Whereupon they reſolved 
on his death and deſtruFion : and having complotred theſe counſels amongſt themſelves, 

D and gathered in their Harveſt, they retired themſelves with their flock, towards Sichew 
( which was a part of that Country very fit to feed their Cattel ; ) where they kept their 
flocks withour giving any notice of their departure to their Father. Bur he perceiving 
that no man came from the herd, that might cell him any tidings, being 'forrowful and 
carcful of his Sons, ſent Foſeph-ro the flocks, ro underſtand how they did; and how their 
Atairs proſpered. *' 


CHAP. II. 


Tow Joleph was ſold into Egypt by his Brethren, and grew in credit in that Country : 
and how his Brethren at" length were under his ſubjefion. 
$ UT fo {oon as they faw their Brother coming towards them, they rejoyced, not as 
| at the arrival of one of their necr Friends, tent unto them by rheir Father, but as 
it their Encmy had met them, and was, by the will of God, delivered into their hands. 
They therefore mutually agreed to put them to death, and not to ler flip the preſent op- 
portunity. But Rheuben, the eldeſt amongſt them, ſeeing their diſpoſition and con(piracy 
to kill him, enceavoured to diſſwade them ; ſetting before their eyes, how heinous and 
wicked the enterprize was, and what hatred they might incur thereby.

he ) if before God and before Men it be a wicked and deteſtable thing, to lay hands + 


on, and to murther a ſtranger ; how much more heinous a Crime will it be held for us, 
F to be convicted to be the murtherers of our Brother 2 whoſe death will heap torrow on 
our Fathers head, and draw our Mother into great grief and defolation, through the 
loſs of her Son robbed and bereft from her againſt. the ordinary courſe of nature. 
He prayed therefore them to be adviſed in theſe things; and to conſider in their minds, 
what might happen, if this Child, who was fair, vertuous, and young, ſhould be put to 
death: deiiring them to give over this unnatural reſolution, and to fear God who was 
both} the judge and witnels of their deliberation intended againſt their Brother : adding 
that if they would deſiſt from this heinous a, God would take pleaſure in their re- 
pentance and reconcilement : but if they proceeded in their enterprize, he aflured them, 
that he would puniſh them like fratricides; ſince nothing is hidden from his providence, 
G \vhether ir be committed in the Defart, or attempted in the City.

More- 

GD. over he (aid, that Joſeph had done them no wrong, whoſe tender years rather required 

care and compaſſion art their hands, than hate and tyranny. Beſides thar, the caulc of 

his ſlaughter would aggravate their offence, if it ſhould be known, rhat- for envy of his 

future felicity they ſhould take away his Life ; all which good hap they likewiſe might 

participate, by reaſon of conſanguinity : and that ir was their duty to think, that what- 

locver bleſſing God imparted to Foſeph, was theirs, and that for that caule they were to 

conſider, that God would be more diſpleaſed againſt them, if they ſhould endeavour to 

deprive him of his Life whom he had eſteemed and adjudged worthy of proſperity to 

come. Rheubenalledging theſe and many other things,diſſuaded,and laboured to divert them 

from ſhedding their Brother's Blood. Bur ſeeing that all rhefe his morives could in no fort 

mollifie them, and that they haſtened the rarher to perpetrare the Murther ; he counſelled 

them,that ar leaſtwiſe they ſhould allot him ſome milder kind of death : telling rhem, that 

he endeavoured all what in him lay,at the firſt to diſſuade them; Bur ſince it was through- 

ly reſolved among them, that he ſhould nor live ; that leſs miſchief ſhould follow of it, if 

they would be ruled by his counſel : for by that means their will ſhould have effect, yer a

Niglz com Ape, Now had Rheaben relolved in himſcif to fave Foſeph without his Brothers privity ; 
| for which caulc coming by night unto the Pit, he called him with a loud voice; and ſeeing 
that he gave him no aniwer, he began to conjecture with himſelf, that his Brethren had 
put him to death; he reproved them therefore very bitterly : but after they had told 
him what was become of him, he gave over his mourning. After thele things were thus 
paſſed, the Brethren conſulted among themſelves, in what fort they might clear them- 
{elves from their Fathers fuſpicion ; and concluded among themlclves to tear the Coar 
wherewith Joſep was attired when he came to them, and which they had taken from 
him when they caſt him into the Well ; to the end, that having ſtained it in the blood of

51:06 waters But Jacob ( that hitherto expected more gentle tidings, ſuppoſing and hoping that 
7ejepa tordead. Foſeph had only been captive ) gave over this Opinion, and rook the Coat for a moſt 
a{jured teſtimony of his Sons death ; for he knew that he was apparelled therewith, ar 
ſuch rime as he ſent him to his Brothers ; for which cauſc he lamented Foſeph, from that 
time forward, as certainly dead. And fuch was the grief of his hearr, that he received no 
conſolation, but ſuffered himſelf to be perſuaded by the Brothers, that Joſeph was ſlain 
by Savage Beaſts. He therefore fate him down, being clothed in Sackcloth, and charg- 
cd with forrow, and neither could his Sons by their counlcls mitigate his moans, nor he 
himſelf remit the rigour of his lamentation. 
Lain Now Feſeph was fold by the Merchants, and bought by Putiphar (an Egyptian Lord,and 
£245: to Purz. Freward of King Pharaohs houſhold) who held him in high eſtimation,and trained himup 
Phar. in all liberal Sciences, ſuffering him to live, not after a ſcrvile,but liberal manner,and com- 
mitting unto his charge the care of his houſhold ; all which favours he made ule of, 
Yet was he no ways diverted by theſe his priviledges and promotions, from his habitual O 
virtue ; teſtifying hereby, that prudence doth not ſubmit to adverſe fortune, if a Man 
ule the ſame orderly, and nor at that time only when fortune fawneth and flattereth.

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It fortuned not long after, that his Maſters Wite fell in love with bim, both for his .,. "OY 


beauty, and forhis wit and diligence 3 and ſhe imagin'd if ſhe open'd hir* mind to 
him, ſhe might eaſily enjoy him; and that he would eſteem it a part of his felicity tobe 


tiof wherein at that preſent he was,and not tohis manners,which continued always Vir- 


him her pafſ10n,and detir'd him to grant her an amorous encounter : but he refuſed her 
demand, alledging that it was a moſt wicked requital rowards his maſter, if t ſhould 
come to paſs, that he who had bought him, and ſo greatly honoured bim, (honld receive 
ſo great an injury and outrage from him. Heexorted her therefore to conquer her ap- 
tite, and to lay afide all hope of ever compaſling her concupiſcence; alledging un- 
to her, That defire is thenleſs ative, when hope is extinguiſhed; andthat he had rather 
ſuffer all miſchief imaginable,then conſent or condeſcend unto her im that wickednels. 
And altthongh ( ſaid he) i be undecent for a Servant to contradi& the will of his 
Miſtriſs, yet, - the filrhinefs or the fa& difſuaded him from attempring the ſame. This 
repulſe, more and more i#flam'd her, having ſuppoſed that Joſeph would not deny her; 
and her difordinarte affe&tions encreafing daily ſhe deviſed and complotted a new means, 
in hope to bring her love to the deſired 1flue. | 


Wheteas therefore a ſolemn and publick Feaſt was at hand, wherein ( according to Raton wk 


cuſtom) the Ladies were wont to adorn the folemmity by their preſence ; ſhe feigned {cond fibeiry 
C a fickneſs, and perſnaded her husband to believeir, — by this meanes tohavethe © 4s Jeep 


better opportunity, being alone, to folicite Joſeph 3 which falling out accordingly, ſhe 
began to courc and careſs him with theſe flattering diſcourſes, That he har done well 
if ( upon her firſt requeſt) he had obeyed her, without any contradiQion, in reſpect 
of her dignity who made ſuit to him; and her incredible pation, which had ſo far com- 
manded her, that notwithſtanding ſhe were his Miſtriſs,ſhe had debas'd her ſelf ſo much 
as to (olicite him : that now he ſhould behave himſelf more wiſely and betterz if in 
amends of his forepalled obſtinacy he at laft would confent. For if he expected this her 
ſecond ſummons,ſhe now made it far more affeQionate and importunate then the former, 
for ( ſaith ſhe ) I have feigned (icknels to this end, to ſolicite and prefer thy company 


D before a publick rriumph. Or if arfirſt thou didſt miſtruſt me, thou may'*ſ&t hereby con- 


x his reſolved chaſtity ; but he conſtantly contemned thoſe anjuaſt affliions, wherewith ©... 


ceive that I do not malicionſly tempt the, in that I yer continue in the ſame affeRtion. 
For which cauſe either make choice of this preſent pleaſure, and be obſequious ts her 
that loved thee, in hope of further preterments, or be aſſured of my hate and re- 
venge, iſ thou preferteſt thy opinion of chaſtity before my favour. For be aſſured 
that thy chaſtity ſhall profitthee nothing, 1f I accuſe thee to my Husband, and avow, 
that thou ſoughteſt to violate me : for though thy allegations be more true, yer ſhall 
my words be of more force, and my accuſations more acceptable in Patiphers cars than 
thine. But neither by theſe words, nor-her Tears, the witneſſes of her vows, could 
Joſeph be perverted ; nor could flatteries allure him, nor terrors compel him to forſake 


ſhe threatned him : chooſing rather roſuffer any mifery whatſoever,than to be carried 
away to ſuch criminal plegſuresz being well aſſured that he was worthy of extreme 
puniſhment, if on a wotnans'entreaty he ſhould condefcend to any ſuch treachery. He 
admoniſhed her of her dary, alledging the Laws, rightr,and cnitoms of Matrimony, willing 
her rather to reſpe& them, than her inordinate luft : which is ſpeedily followed with 
repetfitance, and a continual fear of being diſcovered : whereas eonjugal fidelity is 
void of fear, and attended by a good-conſcience before God and'Man. Moreover, 
that it 'was more convenieht for her to govern and command him ashis Lady and Miftrif 
than to debaſe her ſelf, 'm#king him the partaker of their common fin 3-and far more 


F pleaſarit to be aflured inthe confidence of a goed life, than in feeret 'ro commit fm. 


By theſe, and ſuch words, he endeavour'd to abare the violence ofher furions paffion, 
and to reclaim her from her drepraved fancies to ſubmit to the law of reaſon : bnt ſhe, 
the more'inſtantly he difſuaded, the more carneſtly invaded himz and when by no 
mearss ſhe could prevert hit, by words, ſhe laid violent hahds upon him, ro conſtrain 
him by force. 'But Joſeph unable 'toendure any longer the anpudence of the woman, 
leaving his Garment betiind mim,whereby the held hirn, Ocd ſaddenly ot'df the chamber. 
She, partly i-pelled by'the grief of repulſe, partly mov'd with fear, teſt her laſciviouſne(s

came home, and being troubled to behold her ſadneſs, demanded the cauſe thereof. H 


Thou deſerveſt to live no longer ( ſzid (he ) my Husband, if thou do not rigorouſly 
puniſh that wretched {lave, who hath attempted to violate thy Bed, forgetting both 
what he was when he came into thy houſe, and with how great goodneſs thou haſt 
entertained him; and who inſtead of teſtifying his gratitude for the ſame, hath not for- 
born to offer injury, even to thine own Wife; and which is more on an holy day, and 
in thine abſence: whereby it manifeſtly appears, that the moderation which hitherto 
he bath pretended, rather proceeded of ſervile fear, than native modeſty. And that 
which hath the more emboldned him, is that (beſides all hope, and beyond his merit } 
thou haſt favoured him : for ſeeing allthy goods committed to his truſt and diſpenſation, 
and that he was preferred before all thine ancient Servants, hethought it lawful likewiſe 
for him to attempt and outrage thy wife. And to procure more credit to her words, 
ſhe produced his Garment, which ( as ſhe ſaid ) he left b:hind him, when he endeavored 
to violate her. Putiphar moved with the words and tears of a woman, and attributing too 
much to his wivesdiffembling love,omitted the turther and fairhful inquifition of the truth, 
and after he had praiſed his Wivesfaith and loyalty, he caſt Foſeph,thus condemned of hei- 
nous wickedneſs, into the Priſon of Malefators, eſteeming his wives chaſtity, and com- 
mending it the more, 1n that he was now made a witneſs of her approved honeſty. - 
But Joſeph committing his innocency to God, neither took care how to excuſe him- 
ſelf, nor to declare how the matter had paſg?d : but ſilently ſuffering the neceſſity of 
his Bonds, he comforted himſelf. with this only hope, that God was more powerful then 
thev that had impriſoned him; and accordingly be ſoon found the effefts of his provi- 
dence. For the keeper of the Priſon conſidering both his faith and diligence 1n all 
that he employed him in, and the comelineſs of his perſon, loofed him out of Bands, 
and by that means in ſome ſort leſſened his miſery ; giving him alſo an allowance more 
liberal then the reſt of the priſoners had... Now, when they that were in the Priſon 
( as often as they had intermiſſion from their laþour ) conferred together ( as Men in 
miſery are wont-to do ) and queſtioned among themſelves, of the cauſes of their mil- 
fortunes 3 a certain Butler of the Kings (condemned by him, in diſpleaſure, to be caſt 
into Irons ) grew-familiar with Joſeph : and. for that he accounted him a prudent and 
provident Man, he told him his Dream, praying him, that it any preſage might be 
gathered thereby, -- he would expound it unto -him; lamenting his misfortune, that he 
was not only perſecuted by the Kings diſpleaſure, but alſo when he ſhould take his reſt, 
troubled from Heaven by Dreams. For he ſaid, that in bis fleep he beheld three great 
cluſters of grapes hanging on- three Branches of a Vine, which were all ripe, and ready 


_to be gathered and that he thought he preſſed 'them into a Cup, which the King held 3 
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The Bakers 
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and that afterwards, having ſtrained the Muſt, he offered it to the King, and that he 
willingly drank thereof, When he had ſhewed him his Dream, he deſired him, that

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A Burt Joſeph, after he had attentively conſider'd the circumſtances of the Dream, told 
himthat he would rather have inform?'d him of more favorable ſucceſs than his Dream did The expotio 
portend; and that he had only two days left to live, which were fignified by the two team 
Baskets ; but on the third he ſhould be hanged and devoured by the Fowls, which he 
could not drive from him. Neither did'it otherwiſe fall out with both of chem, than 
7oſeph had Foretold : For upon the prefixed day, the King (celebrating the feaſt of his _ 
Nativity ) commanded that the Baker ſhould be hanged, and the Butler delivered 5/i;. * 
trom his Bonds, and reſtored to his former office. But God delivered Joſeph (after he 
had for the ſpace of two years ſpent his time in the miſery of the Priſon, and was in 
the mean ſpace no ways a{iſted by the ungrateful Butler }) by preordinating this mean; 

; and manner of his liberty. King Pharaoh having in one and the ſame night ſ-en in his, ._ 
fleep two Dreams, which he conceived were of ill preſage to him , though he had forgot king ut £22; 
the explication of them which had been made to him at the ſame time ; early in the 
morning { calling before him the learnedſt among the Egyptians ) he required the in- 
terpretarion thereof. Now when he could in no ſort be fatisfyed by them, he became 

more and more troubled : which the Butler perceiving, he called to mind 7oſeph, and 

his wiſdom znd prudencein theſe fortsof conjectures, and reparing unto the King, told 

hun ot Joſeph, and of his viſion which he had whilſt he was in Priſon, together with 

7oſep/s Interpretation, and the event thereof, and how the ſame day, the Maſter of 

the Bakers being condemned to the Gallows, gave greater credit to his predictions : 

> how he was kept Priſoner as a (lave by Putiphar, the Maſter of his houſhold, and that 

he was a Hebrew, as himſelf faid, deſcended of good and honourable Parents. Command 

him therfore ( ſaid he) to be ſent for, neither diſpiſe the Man for his preſent miſery, 

for thou maiſt manifeſtly underſtand by bim, the (ignification of thy Dreams. Here- _ 
upon the King ſent for him preſently, and friendly taking him by the hand, ſpake to £"310ous = 
him aiter thi: manner. I underſtand by the report of my Servant, that thou art prudent 3 

and therefore deſire thze to ſhew me the interpretation of my Dreams in ſuch manner 

as thou diſcovered(t his unto him, andthou ſhalt do me an high pleaſure : but beware 

thou neither conceal any thing for fear,nor {peak for flattery,nor feed me with falſhood-, 

but tell me all things truly, although ſach as may breed my diſcontent to hear them.

For both thoſe ſeven lean Oxen and thoſe ſeven dry ears of Corn,. which you faw de- 
vour the ſeven fat Oxen, and ſeven full ears of Corn, fore-ſignifie a famine and ſcarcity 
in Egypt, for ſo many years as there were Oxen and ears of Corn in good plight: ſo that 
the ferulity of theſe good years (hall be conſumed by the ſterility of lo many other years 
according to their number; and there ſhall be ſuch ſcarcity of neceſſary proviſion,that 
It {ſhall be hard to prevent and ſupply the defe 7 all which is figuified by thoſe ſeven 
lean kine which having devoured the good, could not be fatisficd by the ſame. All 
x theſe things God foretelsunto Men, not to theend'they ſhould be terrified and affright- 
ed ; but that being forewarn'd they may provide for themſelves, and the more eaſily 
prevent the imminent danger.

and while we were all living our affairs were fortunate and proſperous but fince the 

death of one of us, whoſe name was Joſeph, our domeſtic fortunes began to grow to 

ruine.

Brother, whom (as you lay) _@ left behind you : for this ſhall be an Argument that 
you lye not, Amazed at theſe words, and ſuppoſing that their extreme calamity was 
at hand, they lamented their misfortune ; oftentimes expoſtulating amongſt themlelves, 
that God did now puniſh them for, their cruelty towards Feſeph.. Bur Rheuben reprehend- 
ed tixcir too late and unprofitable repetitance, {aying, That thoſe afflictions which God 
( the juſt revenger of innocency)) had inflicted on his impious Brothers,. ought paticnt- 
p ly to be born. After this manner ſpake they one unto another, ſuppoſing that no Man, . =* -*- 
was preſent who underſtood the Hebrew Tongue: and they: all lamentcd, being inward- thers, repens 
ly touched with the words of Kheuben ; and condemned their perperrated wickednels : $1thy ta?

yet alive, whom he ſaw among them, he ask'd whether that were their younger Brother : 'S 
and hearing that ir was, he only uttered theſe words, 'That God's Providence was Over 
all rhings, and departed from-them, being unwilling that any of them ſhould fee him 
ſhed Tears, which he could not any longer contain. Inviting them afterwards unto a 
Banquet, he commanded them'to ſir down in order, according as they were wont 'to 
do when they were with their Father ; and whereas he kindly entertained all of them, 
he honoured Benjamin with a double ſhare. After the Banquer, when: they were all 
laid down to reſt, he commanded the Steward to meaſure out rhe Wheat which every 
one ſhould bear away with him, and to hide the price rhereot again in their Sacks : bur 
in Benjamin's Sack, he commanded him to pur his Cup which he ordinarily made uſe of; 
This he did, with intent to make trial of their loves rowards Benjamin; and whether x 


Go. 5 IX ow would ſtick unto him, being accuſed of Theft, or leave him behind as a MalcfaCtor, 


and return unto their Father, as if the matter no ways touched them. Which being 
done according as he had commanded, carly in the morning all Jacob's Sons aroſe, and 
taking with them Simeon, departed onwards of their journey ; rejoycing as well at his Re- 
ſtirution, as Benjamin's return, whom they both promiſed and proteſted to bring back 
again to their Father ; when bchold, ſuddenly a Troop of Horſemen beſet them round ; 
amongſt whom, was that Servant who had hid the Cup in the Sack. They bcing trouble 
by this ſudden incurſion, and asking, why they ſet upon them whom they {o lately 


* had both invited and entertained ſo honourably 2 The Egyptians anſwered, and exclaim- 


ed againſt them, calling them wicked Men, who forgetting the Jate benefits received, 
and Joſeph's gentleneſs and humaniry, were ſo wicked, as to return him Injuries for his 
> wal 4.y wh threatning them that they ſhould be puniſhed for their Theft : and telling 
them,thrt although for a time they had deceived the Officer of the Table, yet could they 
nor deceive God; and again asking them, whether they were well in their Wits, in 
ſuppoſing that for this offence they ſhould not be incontinently puniſhed ? with rhe, 
and the like ſpeeches, the Servant inſulted over them. But they, who nothing at all 
ſuſpeed this ſubtilty, accuſed him, ſaying, That they wondred at the Mans unrcalonable- 
«us, in ſo raſhly accufing them of Theft, who had nor kepr back the price of their Corn, 
which they found in their Sacks, whereas none bur themſelves knew of that Money ; ſo 
far were they from purpoſely offering any wrong. Yet in that they thought the ſearch- L 
ing would better ſarisfie them, than denial, they bid them ſearch their Sacks ; offering 
themſe]ves,cach of them,to ſuffer puniſhment,if any one of them were found guilty of rhe 
Theft. This ſearch which they offered, the Fgyprians accepted ; yer agreed the puniſh- 
ment ſhould be inflicted only on him who had done the Injury. Afterwards beginning 
to ſearch, and orderly looking into each Mans Sack, ar length they came to Benjamin ; 
not that they were ignorant the Cup was hid in his Sack, but that they might ſeem to 
diſcharge their duty more exatly. Now all the reſt being ſecure in themlelves, they 
were only careful of their Brother Benjamin; and they hoped that he would not be found 
guilty of falſhood : for which cauſe, they more freely upbraided rhcir Perſecutors ; ob- 
jeing unto them, how, through their importunity, they had been hindred a good part NF 
of their Journey. Now as they ſcarched Benjawin's Sack, they found the Cup; where- 


bore Chriſs UPON all the Brothers began to mourn and lament, both bewailing their Brother's mis- 
Nativity, 1726- fortune, who was preſently to ſuffer death for the Theft ; and their own miſhap, who

having plighted their Faith unto their Father for Bexjamin's ſafe return, were compelled 
ro Blffe the ſame through this accident. And that which further increaſed their grict, 
was, that when as they moſt of all hoped to be free from dangers, they were, by for- 
tunes enyy, thruſt into ſo great Calamity ; confeſſing themſelves ro be the Authors 
both of their Father's, and this their Brother's misfortune ; in that they had never ceaſed 
ro importune and compel their Father ( although he were unwilling, and reſiſted ) to 
ſend the Child with them. N 

Now the Horſemen having laid hands on Benjamiy, led him unto Foſeph, and his Brothers 
followed him. Foſeph beholdiog his Brother in the other hands, and the reſt bemoaning 
him round about them ; Have you, ſaid he ( O moſt wicked Men ) either {o contemned 
my humanity, or Gods Providence, as that thou durſt attempt ſuch a hainous injury 
againſt him who entertained you with hoſpitality, and diſmiſſed you with benefits? 
To whom they anſwered, that they were ready to ſuffer puniſhment for Bexjamin,calling 
again to their remembrance, Foſeph's injuries, ſaying ; that he was happy who delivered 
by death from life was exempt from all calamities: and that (if he lived) God inflict- 
ed that plague on them for his ſake. They faid alſo, that they were the plague and 
great misfortune of their Father, becauſe that to the former ſorrow, which he had endur'd O 
ever ſince the time of Joſeph's death, they had alſo annexed this new miſery : neither 
did Reuben defift to reproach them in bitter manner with the wickedneſs which they had 
committed. 
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A committed. But Feſep/rold them that he diſmiſſed them all (ing that their innocence

poſe himſelf to all danger in that reſolution to deliver his Brother: whereupon he ad- 
dreſſed himſelf ro Foſeph, and ſpake thus, My Lord ( faid he ) we confeſs that we are all 
B ready to ſuffer puniſhment, though we have not all of us committed the offence, bat only the 
youngeſt : and though we ſuppoſe his life to be almoſt deſperate, Jer our only hope reſts in your 
zoodneſs and clemency, We beſcech you therefore, that you will have compaſſion of us; and be 
pleaſed to takes counſel, not of your juſt indignation, but your native goodneſs ; fince "tis proper 
to great minds, as yours is, to ſurmount thoſe paſſions; to whith only vulgar Souls give way, 
and are wont to ſubmit. Conſider, [ pray you, whether it ſtand with your digaity to #11 thoſe, 
who preſent themſelves to be puniſhed,and defire in no ſort to live; except it be by the benefit of 
your mercy? Suffer not your ſelf to be deprived of this honor, after you hgve delivered us 
from Famine, and liberally furniſhed us with Corn to carry to our Family, labouring under the 
fame calamity. For *tis one and the ſame bounty to continue them. in life, who are afflicted 
C with Famine ; and not to take it from them, who have merited death; And you ſhall ſave 
thoſe whom you hav? fed ; and that life which. you would not ſuffer to fail by Famins, reſtore 
and give again : whereby your clemency will be more commendable, whilſt you give both life, 
and thoſe things likewiſe whereby life 1s maintained. Moreover, I think that God himfelf hath 
given you this occaſion to declare your virtue, that it may appear that you ſet lighter by the in- 
nuries offered unto you, than by your will tg do good; and that you are not only liberal to them 
who are poor and innocent; but merciful to thoſe that are guilty. For although it be a glorious 
thing to yield ſuccor in adverfities ; yet 1s a Prince no leſs honoured by his clemency, eſpetially 
in a cauſe that concerneth his particular intereſt ; for'if they that remit ſmall offences, are fol- 
lowed by deſerved praiſe ; what is it to reſtrain a Man's anger in a capital Crime ? Doth it not 
D very ear approach the Divine clemency 2 And had I not good experience by Joleph's death, 
how grievouſly my Father taketh the want of his Children, I would not fo earneſtly intreat for 
his ſafety who is ſa dear to him : or if I did, it ſhould be only to contribute to the praiſe of your 
clemency ; and were there not ſome to whom our death would bring both grief and diſcontent, 
we were willing all of us to ſuffer pumſhment. But now whereas we have not ſo much commi- 
ſeration of our ſelves ( though as yet we are but young, and have not much taſted the pleaſures 


you,not for your own ſakes,but for his,to grant us life,though at this day we are wnder yur juſtice 
for our offence. Aſſuredly he is a good Man,and hath omitted nothing to render as like himſelf; 
worthy he is never to taſte or be tryed by any ſuch calamity,who now,through our abſence,is dif. 
E cructated with care and ſorrew. Now if he ſhould receive tydings of our death, and the cauſe 
thereof he will not endure any more to live : the infamy of dur deaths will ſhorten kis days,and 
make his death by this means more unhappy; yea rather than hear the rumor of our ſhame,he 
would defire to tie beforehand. All theſe things confidered ( although you are juſtly moved by 
this offence ) remit the revenge unto our Father, and rather let your pity towards him, thai 
our iniquity towards you, prevail. Grant this favor to his old age ; fince if depriv'd of our 
preſence,he neither will,nor can defire to live: yea,grant it to the very name of a Father wherc- 
with you are honoured your ſelf: ſo God, the Father of all men, will bleſs you in that name, and 
Proſper your Family ; whom alſo you ſhall honor, if in reſpect of that common name, you take 
compaſſion of our Father, in conſidering the ſorrow that he ſhall endure, if he be deprived of 
F his Children.

Heros. Jacob was fill'd with ſuch extream and unexpected Joy, that he had almoſt expi- wa 5 

red ; and that of Joſeph was little leſs. He defir'd his Father to march onwards by cafie ***=<*: 

journies, and taking with him his five Brethren, haſted unto the King, ſignifying unto 

him, that his Father with all his Family were Arrived. The King no fooner underſtood 

it, but he joyfully asked Jofeph in what employments he took delight : Who anſwer'd 

him, that his Exerciſe was in keeping of Cartel, and that he had no other Trade. This 

anſwer he made, to the intent they might not bedivided one from another, bur that li- 

ving all rogether, they might take care of their Father : Another Reaſon was, leſt emula- 

tion ſhould happca betwixt them and the Egyptians, if fo be they ſhould be Converfant 

in the ſame profeſſion; whereas this people had little experience in the keeping of Cat« 

tel. Now when Jacob was brought into the King's doch and had done him Reve- 730m's: 

rence, and pray d God for the proſperity both of him and his Realm, Pharoah ask'd him with Pharaoh, 

how old he was? And he an{wer'd , that he was an hundred and thirty years old ; at pls cog 

which when the King admir'd,he added, that his Anceſtors had - lived far longer. Then 

Pharoah appointed him and his Sons todwell in Z7elopolis, where alſo the King's ſhepherds 

had thcir paſtures. Bur the Famine increaſed in Egypr, and the calamity was without re- 

medy, by reaſon that Nils did not overflow the carth after it's uſual manner ; and on The canine in 

F the other fide, God rained not upon the earth. Moreover, in that the ſteriliry was #9 

forelcen, it was more grievous elpecially to the Commonalty, who had laid up nothing, 

neither did Joſeph give them Corn without ready money : Which when they began to 

want, they exchang'd their Cattle and Slaves for Corn ; and they that had Lands, fold a 7.1515,26 

portion thereof unto rhe King for their proviſion. And when by this 'means all theſe A ge= pri: 

pollefiions came into the King's hands, they went to inhabit 'here and-there , as they the King by 

could, to the end that the King might be more aſſured of the poſſeſſion of their Land ; —_— 

the Prieſts only were excepted, to whom the Lands which they had ; remained intite. 

Finally, this neceſſity reduced both the minds and bodies of the whole Nation into ſer- 

vitude , after ſuch a manner, that they eſteemed no Labour or Means nſeemly, that 

G might ſerve them towards their ſuſtenance. But when the Famine ceas'd, and the earth 

water'd by the overflow of the River, _ began to recoyer' her former fertility ; Joſeph

Foſeph, by the King's permiſſion, tranſported his Fathers Body to Hebron, and 
there buried it very magnificently. But his Brothers fearing to return with him into Fzypr, 
in that they ſuſpected leſt their Father being dead, he ſhould be revenged on them, in thar 
they had not any Friend left alive, under whoſe Favour they might hope for pardon, he - 
commanded them, that laying their [uſpitions adfie, they ſhould tear noevil : And having 
brought them back again with him, he gave them great Poſlcilions : Neither did he cver 
ceaſe to entertain them with brotherly Kindneſs. But he likewiledied, when he had liv'd 


210 years old, IIO Years; a Man endow d with admirable Vertue, prudent in all Afairs, and mo«lcrate 
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in his Government : By which means it came to paſs, that ncither his foreign Birth, nor 
his Calamitics, whereof we have ſpoken, did any ways hinder him, but that he was ex- 
alred and continued in high Dignity. Thereſt of his Brothers alſo, having ſpent their 
lives in Happineſs, died in Egypt, whoſe Bodies their Sons and Nephews tranſported and 
buried in Z/ebron ; but Foſeph's Bones were afterwards tranſlated by the Hebrews into Ca- 
aan, at {uch time as they departed out of Egypt into Canaan ; for hereunto had he 
bound them by an Oath. But being obliged to declare this, and other actions of this Na- 
rion, I will firſt of all ſhew the cauſe why they departed out of Ezypr. 


CHAP. YV: 
Of the Afiidtion which the Hebrews endur'd in Egypt, for the ſpace of 400 years. 


8 HE Egyptians are a Nation addicted to Pleaſures and Delicacy, impaticat of I.a- 

bour, and affeCting Gain : Whence it came to paſs, that bearing hatred to the /7e- 
brews, and envying their Happineſs, they were very evilly diſpoſed roward them. For ſce- 
ing the Race of the /ſrae/ites flouriſh and abound in Riches, which they got by their La- 
bour and Induſtry, rhey conceiv'd an Opinion that their advancement and increaſe, would 
be the overthrow and decreaſe of the Egyptians ; ſo that at length they forgot the Be-

them in what manner they might more grieyoully afflict them. They enjoyn'd them there- 
fore to cut Nz/us intodivers Trenches, and to environ their City with Walls, and to build 
Fortifications and Banks, whereby the Inundations of the River might be diverted. They 
allo employ'd our Nation in building their highand vain Pyramides, compelling them to 
learn divers Arts, and to accuſtom themſelves to endure Labour ; and in fuch Afﬀlictions 
liv'd the 1ſraelites for the ſpace of 400 years, the Egyptians ſtudying nothing elſe but to xy 
vex them with continual + can and our Countrymen endeayouring always to ſurmount | 
all theſe Difficuries. Living in this eſtate, there grew afterwards another occaſion, which 
inſtigated them the more to ſeek the ruine and deſolation of our Nation. For one of the 
Sacred Secretaries ( to whoſe Preditions thoſe kind of People do very much attribute) 
forctold the King, that abour that time there ſhould be One born among the ſraelites, 
that ſhould grieyouſly afflict the eſtate of the Egyptians, and wonderfully enhance the 
Glory of the ſraelites, and ſurpaſs all other in Vertue, and purchafe to himlelf immoral 
Glory, if ſo be he ſhould attain no Man's Eſtate. Wherewith the King being greatly ter- 
fied, publiſhed. an Edit, by the advice of this Secretary, that whatſoever Male-child 
ſhould be born among the /ſraelites, it ſhould be caſt into the River to be drown'd ; he O 
ptian Midwives diligently to obſerve the time when the Ze- 
1 Child, becauſe he truſted not to the Midwives of their own 
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He EnaRed alto a Law with a' penalty; that if any ſhould'be bold 'to cor 
ceal their Children, 'borl} they and-all cheir Family ſhould. be pur to'death. Grear' was 
their Calamity, not only. beeauſe they wete deprived bf tlicir Childrew, and the'Pargnts 
themfelves made the Miniftcrs to murtlier their 6wn' Children ; but” allo becaufe they 
forelaw hereby, the certain and infallible exticpation of their whole Nation, by reaſon 
that when the Children were flain, . the'Patents themſelves, not long after, were aſſured 
wo dic : thus lamented they in themſelves the extteme misforrune wheteinro they were 
fallet. - Bur-no man whatſoever, though he complot never ſo many Stratagems, can re 
fiſt the Will of God.. For: both the Child, of whotn'the Sacred Secretary had fore-pro- 
pheſied, was ſecrerly brouglit up .undifcoveted by the Kings Spies ; and proved by.the 
g events of his Life, that he'was no falſe Prophet. Amram; an Hebrew bot, and a Noble 
Man amongtt his Nation, fearing both the publick Peeil; left the whete Nation ſhould 
be. brought ro nothing by the want of INue ; and his: own private Misfottune,” whoſe 
Wife at home was big with Child, and ready to lie down, was troubled itihis Mir; and 
uncertain what to do. - For which caufe he made his'teeowſe unto God, belteching him 
that at the length he would:have Mercy on that People by'Wwhom-only he had'been per- 
petually. honoured ; and that it would pleaſe him ro btirig ro an end'the preſent affliti- 
on, Which threatned the whole Nation-with utter Ruin and Deſtruction. \' God being 
moved to:-Mercy by his moſt humble Prayer, appeared to hint-m's Drearn, and comforted 
him, comminding htiti to be' of good Courage, telling hin, That he hid in Memory the 
C Piety bf tis Anceltors, and:that he would reward themyfor it, evetr a8 in times: paſt he 
had been'gracious to- their Fore-fathers: For it was/he/rhat had increaſed their Poſte- 
rity, and multiplied'them to fo mighty a Nation, that by his favour '45#aham departing 
alone oat of Mefopotdamia into Canaan, befides other Felicitics, had Hue'by' his Wife that 
was formmierty barren, arid left ample Poſleſſions to lits/Sgeceflors 6: 7hnel, Arabia ; to 
Chetura's Children, Trog/ottite ; ' and to! /ſaac, Canadh. -'Nor' could they ever forget with- 
out I y and Ingratitude, the attempts alſo which wete happily atchieved in War by 
his Affiſtatce ; that Faco#'s Name'is renowned amongſt Foreign Nariohs, both in re{pect 
of the Feliciry wherein he lived; and that which by hereditary Righthe'ſeft ro his Po- 
ſterity ; who taking their Origital fron! 70 Men that C_ their Father into Fxypr, 
D were how increaſed 'to' tlie number' of 600000: and/afſering himi' thar-now alſo, he 
would teke care of thernal} in general, and of him! iv particular,” ''That this Child, for 
fear of whoſe Nativity, the Egypriavs have condemned all the Zebrews Children to'dearh, 
ſhould be born to hints + that he ſhotild tior be diſcovered" by the conftituted Spies ; and 
having _—_ beyond all expectation; ſhould he 'be:'brought up, 'and-th due time deli- 
ver the-Zlebrews fron the Thraldotn of rhe Egyptians, and obtait'art eternal Memory for 
this his famous Action, riot only amongſt his own''Natier, but al{6 aniongſt Strangers: 
that he ſhould alſo have 2 Brother, that ſhould deſerve both in himelf, and in his Poſteri- 
ty, to inherit the Priefthood for ever. After the(® things were deelited"th'a Vitor nnto 
Amram, he awak'd, and told it to his Wife Jochaþelj and notwithſtanding the PrediQtion 
p of this Dream, their Sufpition and Feat the rathef iicreafed more and* more; for they 
were not only penſive in refpc& of their Child, bar alf& by reafort that the furate great 
good fortune that was promiſed' them; Remed- incredible. - Bur foo after, the' Woman 
being brought to Bed; gave credit to the Oracle, having had fo eafie and gentle a Labor, 
that the bepuiled the Overſeers and Spies, in that ſhe none of 'th&ſe FThrots which 
commonly affidt ſuch as are in Labour : fo that ſhe flouriſhed the Infant three Months 
ſeeretly-in her Houle, withont-being in any fort diſcbWered. Bur aftetwards, Amram feat- 
mg to be ſurprized; and/doubring left he ſhould inche the Kings di e if the mat6 
ter wetediſcover'd, - whereby both he;- and the Child ſhould be matte aWay,--nd Gods 
Promiſes ſhould be fruſtrate, he choſe-rather w to eommir the fakery of his Son'to

arrive. Ar that time God manifeſtly declared, That'ntothing*ts archicved by Mans Wiſ- 


dom, but that all things are brought to pals by his adivirabie Providenee; and that they, 
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who for their Profit, and particular Security, ſeck the Ruin and DeſtruCtion of others H 
with never ſo much Subtilty, 'Care and Diligence, -yet are oftentimes deceiv'd in their 
Expectations : And that they that ſubmir their Wills unto Gods Wil}, are ſecured from 


all Wrongs by ſuch means-as. were never thought on,' as may 'moſt manifeſtly be per- 
ceived by this Child. , 

Thermuthis, the King's Daughter, walking along the River ſide, eſpied this Basket car- 
ricd away by the courle of the Stream, and. preſently commanded certain Swimmers to 
fetch it to Land, and bring it before her : wha executing her Command, ſhe opened the 
Basket, and beheld the Child:; who, -in that he was fair and 'well featured, did' greatly 
delight her. Thus God fo loyed-and favoured Moſes, that he cauſed him-both to be

vain ( {aid the ) O-Frivce(s, doſt thou ſtrive to rgie:this Babe: ſuck by any but\ an Hebrew 
Nurſe, . for he will-yot gecapt it - Jo then call. unto \thee :a Nurſe bf, the ſame. Nation, and 
agreeable with his Nature, doubtleſs he will take ithe;Nipple. This Speech of hers being both 
heard, and plauſiblyaccepted, the Ptzacels commanded{her-to bring her an Hebrew W, oman 
that gave ſuck; : which ſhediligently;performing, returned, and brought her. Mother with 
her,; whom none of the Aſſiſtants; knew ; and who preſenting her Breaſt unto the Child; K 
he:willingly rook. the dug ; ſo: thar-upon the Princeſs command, the-{uckling of the Child 
was, wholly committed unto her. . By reaſon/of this accident; and for that he was caſt 
into the River, he was called Msjes35 for the Egyptians call water, Mo ; and ſaved, .Y les ; 
{a this Name, compoſed of theſe two words,:was: impoſed on this Child ; who afterwards 
(. without Exceptions; 'becamg, the wileſt:Man\among the Hebrews, according as. God 
had, foretold :, He wasithe ſeventh after Abrabams forhe was Amrams Son, and Amram 
Son unto Cathis, and: he to Levi, and. Levi torFacob: ; who was the Son of 1ſaac, who was 
the yon of Abraham... 'He. had..a, Judgmenr, riper | than hig|Age ; for 'even-amongſt his 
childiſh Delights; he, ſhewed himſelf more. difcreex-than: all his Equals; and. wharſoever 
he did,,it gave-Teſtimony, that at ſuch-rime as he ſhould attain'izo, Mans Eſtate, he would 
be capable of great things. When he was but three: years old,;'Gad adorned and'endowed 
him-with an admirable, beauty:; He was-10 fair and amiable, 'that there was not any, how 
auſtere. and inhuman foeyer, but-in, beholding him, would be-aſtonaſh'd. Yea, divers who 
met him,-as he yas; carried through the Streets;:tyrned themſclves about to behold him, 
and-intermitred their, other Affairs, only to look upon-him ;z: for the admirable beauty of 
this Infant, did raviih all choſe thar faw. him.' Whenee it came to--pals, that Thermuthis, 
in,that-ſhe/had no other Ifſuc, adopted him for: her. Heir; and carrying him to the King 
her Father, ſhe.preſented him to. him; ſaying, That fbe was careful of a Succeſſor, by reaſon 


' God: had not vouchſafed him to have any Iſſue ; for ( {aid ſhe ) 7 have brought up this. Infant 
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uo leſs. excellent in Wit, than divine;in Beauty, having received him miraculouſly from the 
River Nilus, and have decreed to.adopt himmy Child, and to eftabliſh him as Succeſſor to thee 
in.thy Kizgdom., This ſaid, the delivered the Infant into her Father's Arms; who, after 
he,had embraced and hugged. him at his Breaſt (to give his Daughter the more content) 
he; pur bis Diadem/upon-the Child's Head : bur Moſes pulling it from his Head, after a 
cluldifly manner, caſt ir,onthe ground; and ſpurned it'with his Feet; which AQt of his was 
{ſuppoſed ominous to-the-Realm,..and/ dangerous for the King. Whereupon' the ſacred 
Secretary ( who hadforetold, that his Nativity would be the deſtruction of the Zgypti> 
aus), willed them £0;kill the Child, crying our with a loud Voice, to the King, after this 
manner : 0 Xing, this-Child, by whoſe death God promiſeth us Security hath already confirmed 

the Preſage inſulting, aver thy Kingdom, 'and ſpurning thy Diadem : Take from the Egyprians N 
that; fear which they, baze conceived. of him, by his Teal ; and from the Hebrews that hope 
which. they build on. his Courage and. Life: But Thermuthis haſtily conveyed him rthence,and 
the. King, was not overforward tolay,hands on him, by reaſon that God diſpoſedall chings 
in.this manner, jn. that he had a. care of Moſes's Preſervation. He was therefore very 
Caf ,orouges .up ;. and. by reaſon of him, the Zebrews in general were repkniſhed 
With good hope; buthy the Egyptzans, his Edycation both was, ſuſpected and grudged 
at.;. yet. by reaſon that, af the 124 hould have been ſlain, there was not any one, either 
kin, or adopted,:that could pretend xo the Succeſſion of the Crown of Fgypr, they ab- 
hind from his ſlaughter. Being, therefore thus born and brought up, when he. increa- 

ſed.inyears, he evidently, by his Vertue, made _it known unto the Fgyprians, that he was 
born to abaſe their Pride, and to cxalt the Hebrews, by this occaſion which enſuerth, The 
Ethiopians, who confine upon FZgypt,. having ſpoiled and deſtroyed, the Country round 
about 
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A about them, ſpoiled and made pillage of all the Goods of the Egyptians ; who, incenled CAL 
againſt them for the wrongs and injuries which they had done, levied an Army, intend- oo yer Aug 
ing to revenge them of that diſgrace which their Enemics had offered them : bur in the ebay 
Battel they were all = ro flight, ſo that many of them were ſlain; and the reſt ſhame- 1545, ©* 
fully flying, returned with ignominy worſe than death, into their own Country, The 7, Iv 
Ethiopians proud with this good fortune,inſtantly purſued them : and tuppoling it a cow- The Eyp7rgns 
ardly part, not to take the benefir of their preſent good fortune, and conceiving an als ::/.:4;a- 
ſured hope of conquering Ezypr, they enter'd the Country, and generally waited the 

ſame : and having taſted of rhe ſweetneſs of pillage, withour any remper or moderati- 

on in their Victory, they were encouraged to attempt greater matters. And whereas 

g they perceived, that having waſted all the Neighbour-regions, no man durſt {ally out, to 

encounter them in Arms, they marched forward toward Memphis, even to the Sea, arri- 

ving near no City that had the heart, or durſt make head againſt them. By which cala- 

mities, the Egyptians being much oppreſſed, they ſend one to ask countel of rhe Oracle, 

by what means they might cedre(s their miſeries ; and when an anſwer was given them, 

7 hat they ſhould chooſe an Hebrew to aſſiſt them in the Wars , the King eommanded his 

Daughter to give them Moſes; who, together with the Empire, might govern the whole 

Army. She taking an Oarh of the King, that no injury or violence thould be offered 
him,delivered him into his hands; eſteeming it to be a great good fortune for Moſes,that - 

he was called to the ſuccor of her Country : and, on the other ſide,blaming the Prieſts, 

who werenot aſhamed to demand his aid and aſſiſtance, whom they had adjudged to be The £23prjonr 
ſlain as their common Enemy. But Moſes, exhorred by Thermuthss, and the King, Wil ter Gap. 
lingly took the charge upon him. Whereat the Prieſts of both Nations were very joy- *in 

ful : for the Egyptians hoped, that when by his virtue and valor he had overcome their 

Enemies, th:y afterwards might more eaſily diſpatch and murther him, by ſome treaſonable 

and ſiniſter means ; and the Hebrews conceived an hope, that they might get out of Fgypt, Aoſes marcheth 
by reaſon that Moſes was the General of the Army. Moſes therefore making haſte, before trhegdinnn 
ſuch time as the Enemies had any notice that he was diſlodged, he levied his Army, aad 
conducted-them, not along the Banks of the River, bur through rhe main Land ; where- 

in he made manifeſt his moſt admirable prudence. For the journey by Land being very 

D dangerous, by reaſon of the multirude of Serpents (which the Country thereabours 

breeds of all forts, and ſome of thar kind,that rhe like thereof are nor ſeen in any other 

place, all different in malignity, and horrible form, and ſome winged ones,who not only 

offend thoſe rhat they-encounter on the earth very privily,burallorowre very high inthe 

Air, and hover about to hurt thoſe that are not aware of them ;) he, for the ſecurity of 

his Army, and to the end he might march without any inconvenience, invented this 
marvellous and admirable ſtratagem : He cauled rwo Paniers of Sedge to be made, in 

form of Coffers, and filled them with certain Birds called //15, who are mortal Enemies 

to Serpents, and before whom the Serpents flee ; and tomerimes, in flying from them 

like Harts,rhey are laid hold of, and ſwallowed by them. Otherwiſe theſe Birds are ma- 

E naged and made tame,and are not harmful ro any-bur to Serpents :/ of whom I will now 

ceaſe to write any further,becaule thet;reeks do already know what kind: of Bird it is. 

When therefore he arrived in the Country of Serpents, he let flie his 35 againſt the The Vidory 
venomous Beaſts, and made ule of them to encounter the other. And having marched CG 
in this ſort, he ſurprized the Ethiopians, before they ſuſpefted him; and ſuddenly char- 14 2z-intt the 
ging them, he overcame them in Battel, ſpoiling them of the hope they had to conquer © © 
Egypt : and entring the Towns of Ethiopia,he razed them, and made a great ſlaughter of 
the [nhabitants. The Egyptian Army having taſted this happy ſucceſs under the conduct 
of Moſes, omitted not the purſuit ; eſpecially, for that they ſaw that the E:hiop;ans were 
well nigh conquered, or rather wholly deſtroyed : and in the end having driven them nt Chief 
F even to Saba, the chief City of Ethiopia (which Cambyſes called Meroe, for the love Nh a 
which he bore unto his ſiſter, who was ſo called) they beſieged them. The City was 
ſtrong, and very hard to be aſlailed by reaſon of the River Nilus which environs it 
round about : on the other ſide, the Rivers of 4/tapus and 4/taobora;flow in 1o fiercely, 
that they could neither break the cousſe of the water, nor wade over the ſtream : for 
the City is built in an Iſland, environed with a ſtrong wall round about, having great 
Ramparts betwixt the Rivers and the Walls built,to reſiſt the inundations of the waters ; 
by reaſon whereof, that the City could be very hardly taken, alrchough the oppoſite Ars 
my had found means to paſs the water.

- m9 ai ſteemed the Conquerors, and happy in their Warlike exploits and fortunate executions) 

N/A were in the greateſt extremity of danger,ſhe was ſurprized with love of him,and for that 

rhis pallion augment2d more and more in her, the ſent to him ſeven of her moſt faithful 

houſhold ſervants, to offer him her love. Which he accepted, on condition that ſhe 

ſhould deliver the Ciry into his hands ; promiſing her, by a folemn Oath, That when he 

was: Maſter thereof, he would take her to Wife, withour falſifying, or breach of his pro- 

miſe. The matter was no ſooner motioned, but the effect followed. Having conquered 

the Ethiopians, and. given thanks to God for the Favors he had done him, Moſes accom- 

pliſhed the Marriage,and ſent the Egyptians back again into their Country. Who never-

But he having intelligence of theſe practiſes, eſcaped, and fled ſecretly, flying from 
his preſence through the Deſart,by which the Enemies leaſt ſuſpeed his flight ; and al- 
though at no place in his journey he found victuals to ſuſtain him, yet overcame he his

Furthermore, I 
enjoyn thee, That without any further delay, thou haſte into Egypt ; and that thou tra- 
vel day and night, without loſing time, without delaying any more, to ſuccour the poor 
Hebrews, grievoully afflicted in Egypt. Moſes having no caule to diſtruſt that which God 
E had promiſed him, and being confirmed by theſe things, whereof he was both an eyc- 
witneſs and hearer, he prayed God, that if there were any occaſion to expreſs the like 
power in Egypt, he would vouchſafe to further the effect : beſceching him further, thar 
| he would not conceal his name from him,to whom he had participated the hearing of his 
voice,and the ſight of his preſence : that it might pleaſe him therefore to declare unto 
him his name, to the end, that when he ſhould offer ſacrifice unto him, he might call up- 
on the ſame. God declared unto him his name, which before time had bcen concealed 
amongſt Men, and of which allo it is not lawful for me to ſpeak. Moſes wrought theſe 
figns notonly at that time, bur alſo when or whereloever he thought it requiſite : by all 
Which he gave further credit to the fire which had appeared unto him, and aſſured him- 
F {elf, that God would behis favourable Defender, that he would deliver his Brethren, and #4 & Rufi- 
involve the Egyptzans in great calamities. And after that he underſtood, that Pharoah «ul io.” 
King of Egypt was dead (during whole life, | he fled from thence) he requeſted Raguel, 
to give him leave to depart into Egypr,for the profic of thoſe of his Nation ; and taking 
with him Sephora (who was Ragae/s Daughter, and his married Wife) and Gerſon and 
Eleazar, his Children, which he had by her, he departed into Ezypr. Now this name of 
Gerſon,in the Hebrew Tongue, fignifieth Foreign : and Fleazar ſignifieth favoured Ly God ; 
in memory, that Moſes had eſcaped from amonglt the Egyptians, by the atiiſtance of the 
God of his Fathers. And as he approached near the Mountains, Aaron, his Brother, by Gap. 4 v. 5. 
the commandment of God, came forth to meet him ; to whom he declared all that had 2 dcprett 
G hapned unto him in the Mountain, and that God had given him in charge. And as they '2 g2 no. | 
paſſed onward of their way, the Men of great eſtimation among the Hebrews (having AF ws Sons, 
intel[igence of his coming) came out to meet him, before whom Moſes made uſe of the £7," 
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FrAL" abovelaid power of doing Miracles, by reaſon he could not perſwade them by werds : H 
+2 nfe bp and they being aſtoniſhed at that which they had ſeen him do beyond their expectation, 
je ridbg — grew confident, and conceived a good hope of all rhings,ſeeing that God had a care of 
LAYRL their ſafety. When he perceived that the ZZebrews were ready to obey him,and that they 
ry excrz> proteſted to follow him in all that he ſhould command them, through the earneſt deſire 
brews, ſheweth they had to be at liberty ; he preſented himlelf before the King, who had newly under- 


dee. 59:1, taken the Government, and ſhewed him the great benefits he had done unto the Egypri- 
+ Moſer perfin- 15, at ſuch time as they were deſpiſed by the Erhiopians,who had ſpoiled all their Coun- 
of Egypr "ro di try, and how he had ſpared no travel, bur ſuſtained all the charge of the War, as if it 
br. had been waged for his own proper Nation. On the other fide, he opened unto him 
ME the dangers which he had unjuſtly ſuffered for his recompence. He afterwards diſcour- x 
Pharoah his fed unto him that which had befallen him near the Fountain of $inaz,and the ralk which 
God had in that place with him ; andthe ſigns in particular which had been ſhew'd unto 
him, in confirmation of thoſe things which were promiſed,exhorting the King not to mi- 
ſtruſt or reſiſt the Will of God. The King hearing this, began ro mock him : but Moſes 
made him ſec,in effect, the ſigns which he had ſhewed near the Mountain of Sinai. Bur 
the King, inſtead of being mov'd therewith, waxed angry, and grieyouſly reviled him ; 
accuſing him, for that in times paſt he fled away, for fear to be ſlain in Egypr,and at this 
preſent returned thither, under a ſubtile pretext,cloaking his Craft with Magitk and In- 
chantment, the more to aftright him. And at the {ame inſtant he called into his preſence 
che Prieſts of £gypt,to ler him ſee thoſe ſigns,and to make it manifeſt, that the Egyptians j- 
were $kill'd in thoſe Sciences ; and that he alone was not Maſter in thoſe things , the 
which he boaſted ro perform by Gods power, but that they were deceits and ſhadows of 
marvels, to deceive the multitude. Whereupon the Prieſts caſt down their Rods, and 
they became Serpents. Moſes being moved herewith, ſaid, O Xing, TI deſpiſe not the wiſ- 
dom of the Egyptians ; bat [ proteſt,that that which T have done,doth ſo far ſurpaſs all their 
Magick and Art, as there 1s difference between drvine and humane things. 1 will therefore 
F.. 1.. Jhew yeu, that that which I dogis not by Inchantment nor with a falſe appearance of verity,but 
abſes Rod de- by the providence and power of God. "This {aid, he caſt his Rod on the ground,command- 
Ne of ing itto change it ſelf into a Serpent : whereupon it obeyed, and wandring here and 
ben 1 xc. CRETE, It devoured all the Rods of the Feyptians, which ſeemed to be ſo many Serpents ; L 
Pharear mm © and that done, Moſes took his ſtaff into his hand again, and it rcaſſumed its priſtine 
Jane be form; bur the King being never the more aſtoniſhed (but the rather incenſed at that 
more grievous which was done) aid, 7 hat this wiſdom and ſubtilty of Moſes,which he uſed in diſgrace of 
the Egyptians, ſhould profit him nothing. He commanded therefore the Overſeer of the 
Works,who had the Government of the #ebrews, that he ſhould remit nothing of their 
labour,but that he ſhould oppreſs them with more tedious and grievous tasks than they 
were wont to be put unto : whereupon (where he was wont to allow them ſtraw, to 
make their Tyle with) he forbare, after that time, to give them that allowance ; and 
raxing them in the day-time to follow their work, he appointed them by night to ſeek 
their ſtraw, doubling thereby the weight of their former Labour. Notwithſtanding all 
this, Moſes would neither deſiſt from his purpoſe, in regard of the Kingsthreatning, or 
A the continual cry of his Countrymen,neither was hein any ſort diſmayed thereat ; but 
Me: oxcemore With a confident and undaunted mind, he reſolutely proceeded to reſtore his Country- 
Sqn 77s men to their deſired liberty. He therefore once again addreſs'd to the King, perſwading 
the Hebrews, him to diſmiſs rhe Hebrews,to the end they might repair to Mount Sizai,and facrifice to 
God in that place : For no leſs (faith he) hath he commanded, neither can any reſiſt his 
Will. That whilſt God was yet favourable to him, his own intereſt ollig'd him to grant the 
people the liberty which he demanded. That if he deny d the ſame,he could not accuſe him as 
the cauſe of the Calamities which he ſhould draw upon himſelf by his diſobedience,when he ſhould 
ſee himſelf without Children,the Air,Earth,and all the other Elements become Enemies to him, yg 
and Miniſters of the Divine Vengeance. That nevertheleſs the people of the Hebrews ſhould 
(in deſpite of their reſiſtance) __ out of their Country; but the Egyptians ſhould not eſ- 
cape the puniſhment of their hardneſs of heart. The King deſpiſed theſe words of Moſes, 
and would not be prevailed upon, wherefore moſt grievous Plagues fell upon the Land of 
Egypt;all which I will particularly fer down,by reaſon that at that time the Egyptians ſuf- 
fered thoſe things, which never before hapned to any other People; and likewiſe thar I 
may manifeſt, that Moſes erred not in any of his Predictions: and beſides, for that ir is 
The firſt Plague expedient for Men to learn and do thoſe things which arc agreeable ro Gods Will, for 
an, wart. fear leſt he being provoked and incenſed againſt them, ſhould puniſh them for their inju- 
nec inro blood: ſtice. For firſt of all, by rhe commandment of God, the River of N//us was turn'd into O 
'* Blood, neither was it impoſl:ble for them to drink of it (notwithſtanding they had no 
other Fountain of water) neither was the water only coloured like blood, but when 
any 
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A any one drank thereof, it cauſed in him divers pains and gti ings. Such: was the water 
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to the Egyptians, but to the Hebrews it ſeemed good and {weer in taſte, without any 4 -a-Fag 


ways changing the Nature thereof; Hereupon the King ( not knowing ; what to do, =-4 > 
and (ceing this ſtrange accident, and being afraid, in bebalf- of his Subjects ) permitred h 
the Hebrews to depart. But-no ſooner was this Plague ecaſed, but he preſently chan 

his Mind, and would not permit them liberty ro go away, .For which cauſe; God ( ee- 

ing his Ingratitude, and-that he would not be warned, notwithſtanding he had delivered ,_, _ . 
him from the fornter Calamity ) inflited another Plague upon the Egyptians, He ſent anether Plague 
an infinite number of Frogs among them, which cover'd the whole Countrey; and the **® 
River was ſo ſtored with them, that they, that drew water to drink, found it altogether 


B infected with the Putrefaction. of them, dying and rotting in the - waters ; {o- that, the 


whole Country was full of filthy Mud, by realon of the Frogs that dyed on the (ame. 
They corrupted alſo their Meats, entring into their Houles; amidſt their Meat and-Drink, 
and creeping in their Chatubers ; from:whence an odions ſtench exhaled, by reaſon of the 
multitude:of Frogs that lay .dead. Now- when the: Egyprians ſaw themſelves io: fore 
preſſed with thele Evils, the King commandgd Me/es to' depart with the Hebrews, hither 
he pleas'd. 'And as ſoon: as he had ſpoken this,:the multitude of Frogs vaniſhed; and 
appearcd no more, neither on the Earth, nor in the Water, but they retained their /ac- 
cultomed Nature. No ſooner was the Earth delivered from this Curſe, but Pharaoh for- 
got the cauſe hereof, and retained the ZZebrews ſtill : and (as if he:defir'd ro experiment 


C yt greater Miſeries) he.denied them that Liberty which before he had granted them, ra- - 


ther out of fear than good will. For this-cauſe, God once again puniſhed his falſhood; 37am” - 
by ſending him another Plague : for a multitude of Lice {warmed on' the bodies of the Pg * Lice: 
Egyptians, by which the poor men were miſerably devoured; neither could they .exter- 

minate that Race either by Bathings or Un&tions. The King'troubled: with-this Calami- 
ry, and fearing the ruin of his People, and bethinking him of the ſhameful end thete- 
of, was conſtrained to permit the People to. depart : - but '(after.the Plague was appea- 
ſe ) he required, that they ſhould leave their Wives and Children behind them for 
Pedges, till they return : and by this:means he provoked; God's Wrath more heavil 
againſt him, in that he ſappoſed to delude' his Providence; as if it. had not- been God, 


D who ( in the ZZebrews behalf ) had puniſhed them, but: Moſes, that had plagued the &gj» 


F the ſame, enforced himſelf ro reſi 


ptians. © For God filled their Country with divers ſorts. of Inſes',(-the like whereof, Wy 
before that time, had not been ſeen there ) which coyer'd the, Earth, that ir became deſos Plague, veno- 
late and untilled, and. many Perſons dy:d by, them ; and Thoſe that remain'd- alive, they ** Beaſts. 
were infected with the Poyſon exhaling from the number of, dead and ſick, Bodies.:-But 
notwithſtanding all theſe, the King ſtill continued: obſtinate in his Wickednelſs, and/Difs 
obedicnce'unto God ; permitting only, that the Women and Men ſhould deparr, and'thar 
their Children ſhould be left behind them; but God deſiſted not ro puniſh; his Wicked 
nels by divers moſt grievous Plagues, far more tedious than the former, yea, ſuch-as 
were diſperled over all the People. 

For their Bodies were grievouſly tormented with Ulcers, and corrupted inwardly ; and Cele ie 


aficr this ſort, the greater part of the Ezyptians periſhed, Bur the King being not melr- Plague. 


ed, nor mollified by this Plague. God rained down Hail upon them ( which never before 76,15 
that time was ſeen in Egypt ; and further fo great, or rather greater than that which fal- Flague, borches, 
leth ro the Northward, ncar the Pole Artique) though it was a conſiderable time of The ſeventh 
Spring, and ſpoiled all their Fruit. After which, an Army of Graſhoppers devoured all "9%, = 
thole Buds and Fruits which were unhurt by the Hail ; fo that-all the hope which the The cigtub - 
Egyptians had of their Harveſt, was utterly overthrown. Theſe Afflictions had been ſuf- hopper. 
ficient to perſuade a man of the meaneſt Wir (except a Reprobate ) to grow wiſe, and 
make ule of that which was moſt profitable for him. But Pharaoh knowing the cauſe of 

i God, not only through Imprudence, but Malice ; ſo 
that he voluntarily deſtroy'd his poor Subjects. He therefore commanded Moſes, to lead 
away the Z7cbrews with their Wives ; but that they ſhould leave their Subſtance behind 
them for a Prey to the Egyptians, to recompenle them for what they had loſt. Moſes 
an{\wered, That he demanded an unjuſt thing, ſince that hereby they would not have wherewith 
to offer Sacrifice to God. Now while the time pals'd in thele Conſultations, a moſt diſmal _ 
darkneſs overſpread the Land of Fgypr, by reaſon of which, many periſh'd after ſundry The nin 
manners, and others fear'd to run the ſame fate, living in the moſt diſconſolate condition 722 * 
imaginable. This darkneſs being diſperſed, after three days, and ſo many nights, Moſes 
iceing that Pharaoh would not repent, nor let the People of 1/rae/ depart, came unto 


G him, and {pake after this manner : As /ong as you ſhall refit the Ordinance of God (who 


commandeth you to ſuffer the Hebrews to depart ) there is no means, whereby you may be ex- 
empted from theſe miſchiefs in doing that which you do. The King, enraged at theſe words,

. > woe ' Eayptianscalled Phtrmuth, and by the Hebrews Nifan, and Xanthicus by the Macedonians; )

Whereupon he who had the /Z#b#ews already in a readinets:to. depart, and had diſtributed |

;; other, - And'asthey departed, the Egyptians wept, and repented them of the evil uſage 
The Jraelites they'had ſhewed them ; but they rook their way cowards Larepolis, ar thar time deſarrt, 
Feypr. and 11 whiehiplaceafterwards Baylon was builr, at ſuchtime as Cambyſes deſtroyed Egypr. 
The-thitd dayithey came unto Beelzephon near the: Red Sea; and for that they wanted

they could, and bak'd Cakes; with which they ſuſtained themſelves for the {pace of thirty L

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CHAP. VL. 
The Hebrews depart out of Egypt, under the conduit of Moſes: 


Hu 5 the /ſrae/ites departed out of Egypt the 14 day of the month Yanthicus,430 ycars 

after Abraham our Father came into Canaan, and inthe 215 year after Jacob went 

down 1nto Eaypt, and in the eightieth year of Moſes Age, who had Aaren to his Brother, 
three years elder than himſelf; they carricd alfo with them the Boncs of Joſeph,according 


as he had commanded his Sons. But the Egyptians repented that they had futfer'd the F/e- 


brews to depart : The King alſo was very much mov'd ; ſuppoſing,that which was fallen 


upon them, had hapned by Moſes's Inchantments; and ir was concluded to perfuc them. 
They thereforc arm'd, and furniſh'd themſelves with all their abiliments of War, intend- 
ing to purſue them, with the intent to bring them back, if they overtook them ; for they laid, 
that God would no more be difpleas'd againft rhem,for that alrcady rhey had given them 
leave to depart. They hoped likewiſe very eaſily to bring them under {ubjeCtion, becauſe 
they were all of them difarm'd,and wearied with Travel. And having inquir'd which way 
they held , they haſted to follow them, although they knew the Region was very hard to 
irayel inz not only for thole that were to march in Troops, bur alſo for rhoſe that were 
ro journey one by one. Now Moſes conducted them this way,to the end,rhat if the Fzypti- 
7-5 ſhould repent of their dilmiſſion, and haſten ro purſuc them, - they might receive rhe 
reware of their wickednels,and the breach of rheir promiſe. He choſethis way likewile, 
tealt the Philiſtines ſhould underſtand their departure, by realon they were diſpleas'd 
againſt the Zebrews,upon an ancient grudge which they bear them; and Pale/tine confines 
and borders upon Fzypr: Wherefore he led them not by the way that direAly leadeth thi- 
ther,but he intended to bring them intoCanaan,by conduCting them far abour,and thorow 
many calamities; to the end,that afterwards he might lead them to Mount Sinai,there to 
offer Sacrifice,according to Gods commandment. As ſoon as the Egyptians overtook rhe 
[/razlites, they prepar'd themſelves to fight, truſting to the number which they had : For 
with them,therc (crved 606 Chariots, with 50000 Horlemen,and 202000 armed Footmen. 
They alſo ſtopped the paſſages where they thought the Zebrew; might eſcape, encloſing 
them betwixt unaccefſibleRocks,and the Sea : On which place there abutteth aMountain, 
unfrequented, by reaſon of the dangeroulneſs of the way 3 and by this means they cx- 
cluded them from all hope of eſcape,or flight : For on the oneſide they were ſhut in by 
the Mountain, that extended it ſelf even to the Sea : And on rhe other ſide,by their Camp, 
pitched and cmbatrelled before their faces, ro cut them oft from the Champion, if fo be 
they intended ro flic that way. Sccing therefore that they were in no ſecurity, but were 
hemmed in by the ſtraitnels of rhe place,and by reaſon of want of proviſion, could not 
cadurc a ſiege, nor yetfind any ways toflie from their Enemies ; neither, although rhey 
greatly defir'd to fight, had they means to defend themſelves,becauſe they were difarm'd. 
Finaily, perceiving that there was no hope of ſafety left them, bur only by their abject 


x ſubmitllion, they began to accuſe Moſes ; forgetting thoſe Prodigies which God had done

G your fortunes upon ſuch a Helper who can make great things ſmall,and the ſtrongeſt feeble. Fear ,, 


to ſer them art liberty : And their incredulity proceeded fo far, that they were upon the of 


point to ſtone Moſes, and voluntarily to yield themſelyes ſubje&t ro their former Thral- 
dom. For they were much mov'd by the Tears of their Wives and Children,who expect- 
ed nothing bur death,ſeeing themſelves begirt with Rocks, Seas,and Soldiers, and left de- 
{tirute of all hope of flight. But alrhough the multitude were cxafperated againſt Moſes, 
vet ccaſed he not to take care of them,and to have recourſe to God ; recounting to them 
what he had ſaid in times paſt,touching their deliverance ; and aſſuring them, that after 
{o many Miracles, God would not ſuffer them to be ſubjefted or overthrown by their 
Enemies. And ſtanding up in the midſt of themyhe ſaid, If your affairs had hitherto been 
managed by M-n owl'y,it were not amiſs in you to diſtruſt them, leſt hereafter they ſhould not 
bring them to their determined and your defired iſſue. But in that at this time you diſtruſt the 
Providence of God, this ſheweth you to be without ſenſe,or underſtanding ; conſidering it is he 
that hath made you ſee all thoſe things which he promiſed you by me,corcerning your deliverance, 
even at that time when you your ſelves expeted it not : Tou rather ought to hape,that God will 
help and aſſt you ia theſe difficulties,who hath brought to paſs,that you are now in this ſtrait,to 
the end that when he ſhall have delivered you from theſe extremities,from which neither ' you your 
ſelves,nor your Enemies ſuppoſe you can eſcape he may ſhew his power and Providence in your be- 
half : For God 1s not accuſtomed to yie!d his favourable aſſiſtance zrhen the dangers are only eaſic 
and ſupportable; but in thoſe wherein all buman hope 1s loſt and extin@. Therefore reſt your ſelves, 


mot the force and power of the Egyptians ; and though you have the Sea and Mountains before 
you which permit you not to flie from them,deſpair not of your lives : For God ( if he pleaſe ) 
can turn the Mountains into Plains, and chanze the Sea inte dry Land, CHA 
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x4 ap CHAP. VII 
Hatrwity, " The Hebrews are purſued by the Egyptians, the Red Sea divideth it ſelf, and giveth paſſage 
OS to the Hebrews, but overwhelmeth the Egyptian Army. 
His ſaid,he conducted the Hebrews towards the Sea,inthe ſight of the Fzyptians ; 
who being very much wearied with purſuit and trayel,thought beſt to forbear the 
rxd:.1s., Combar till the next day. But when Moſes was arriv'd upon the bank of the Sea, he took 
—_ his Rod, and called upon God,and implored his aid and fuccor in theſe words : O Lord, 
Thou too well kneweſt, that it is impoſſible for us by human force or policy, to eſcape theſe ex- 
tremities: But thou art he only that canſt ſave thiscompany,who have forſaken Egypt, follow- 
Moſer prayer ing thy Commandment. And ſince of our ſelves we have not any hope or means,we only recom- 
mend our ſelves unto thy Providence,being aſſur d that by that means only we can be dw 
from the purſuit and fury of the Egyptians: Send us therefore ſpeedily thine aſſiſtance,to the 
end that thy Power may be known in our weakneſs. Relieve,encourage and hearten thy People, 
aſſuring them of their ſafet y,vho through their diſtruſt have ſinned againſt thee : We are envi- 
roned with difficulties, which notwithſtanding thou canſt make eafie, For the Sea is thine, and 
this Mountain that incloſeth us ; which ſhall open, and the Sea divide it ſelf, if thou comman- 
deſt. We may likewiſe flee thorow the Air,f it pleaſe thy Power to deliver us in that manner, 
.:: Having made this Requeſt unto God after this manner, he ſtrook the Red Sea with his 
jr pg Rod ; which ſuddenly dividing it {elf at the ſtroke, and retiring backwards, left a dry 
= ' paſſage thorow the midit thereof, for the Hebrews to eſcape, Moſes ſceing how God had 
| ax. his Prayers, and how the Sea had left irs Channel, he firſt of all entered into the 
ſame,and commanded the Zebrewsto follow him,marching thorow that way, which God

pa thorow attended their Encmics , and togive God thanks for the unexpected ſuccors he had ſent 
he Bare, them: Wherzupon they were not negligent, but marched boldly forward. Ar firſt, the 
we drowned Egyptians {uppoſed them mad , and that they caſt themſelycs headlong into manifeſt per- 
__ dition : But when they perceiv'd that they were entred a good way without hurt, and 
that they encountred no danger or let, they diſlodg'd, and tollow'd them, believing the 
Sea would have given them paſlage alſo; and having ſer their Horſe in the Vauntguard , 
they entered into the Sea. Burt the Ezyprians having ſpent ſome time in arming them- 
ſelves,tlie Zebrews in the mean while got to the oppotite ſhore, without any diſturbance ; 
which made their Enemies more bold,ſuppoſing that no eyil ſhould happen unto them. 
But they knew not that God had made this path expreſly for the F7ebrews ; but entred 
the ſame, as if it had been a common beaten way, forgetting that it was made to fave 
the ZZebrews from danger,and not themſelves, who ſought to deſtroy them. Burt as ſoon 
as all the Egyptians Army was entred,the Sea returned to his old courſe, and with winds 
and waves overwhelmed the Egyptians. The ſhowres from Heaven fell upon them, ve- 
hement Thunders ratled from the Air, intermixt with flaſhings and lightnings. In brief , 
- there was nothing that by the wrath of God could be inflicted upon men, which at that 
time hapned not unto them. For beſides all that which hath been ſpoken, an obſcure and 
dark Night ſurpris'd them, in ſuch ſort, as they were all of them drowned, and there re- 
mained not one of them to bear back the tydings of their misfortune. The Hebrews could 
not contain themſelyes, for rhe joy they conceiv'd at this their unexpected deliverance , 
_ and the total ruin of their Enemies : when they ſaw that they who deſign'd to make them 
The Jjnelites Mlaves again per force, were exterminated, and that God had been fo viſibly aſſiſtant unto 
fe See, them. When they had eſcap'd this danger,and perceived that their Enemies were puniſh- 
theirdelive- 'ed after ſuch a manner, as the like puniſhment had never been heard of amongſt Men ; 
The Sezs of they all of them,during the whole Night,ſung Hymns and Songs of Thankſgiving. Me- 
wee” ſes likewiſe compos'd a Song in Verle,containing the Praiſes of God, and a Thankſgiving xy 
for Alexan- for the favour he had done unto them. All theſe things have I particularly declared, accor- 
to pak there Qing as I have found them written in Holy ata 27 Neither ought any man to marvel 
Tow ang AT Chis {oO wonderfula Diſcourſe, that thorow the Sea there ſhould be a paſſage found, to 
ride drivethe fave ſo many perſons in times paſt, and they rude and ſimple, whether it were done by 
ms inco the The Will of God, or it chanced of it ſelf; ſince not long time ago, God ſo thinking it 
—__ good,the Sea of Pamphyliadivided it {elf,to give way to Alexander the King of Macedon's 


Soldiers, having no other pallage to deſtroy the Empire of the Perfans.The next day the 
Egyptians Arms, carried by force of the Stream,were caſt aſhore where the Army of the 
Hebrews was encamped, which when Moſes perceiv'd that it was done by the Providence 


of God, to the intent they might not be diſarmed , he gather'd them together, and fur. O 


niſh'd the Hebrews therewith; and afterwards led them to Mount Sixai to Sacrifice to 
God,and to give him thanks for their deliverance, in the befalf of the People, according 
2s he himſelf had before commanded,

CHAP. I 
low Moſes condufted the People out of Egypt to Mount Sinai. 


HE joy which the /{rae/ites had ro ſee themſelves thas deliver'd by the 
D help of Almighty God, was not a little diminiſh'd, by the wendcld and 
rediouſneſs of the difficulties which they endured in. their travel towards 
the Mountain of Sixzai : by reaſon that the Country was a Defarr, and un- 
inhabitable, deſtitute of Vidtuals and Water ; and not only barren of 
what ſerves for the ſuſtenance of Men, but alfo every where wanting Paſturage and 
Proviſion for Cattel ; ſo that rhey were conſtrain'd to bear with them the water which 
they had drawn before they entred the Deſart, according as- their Captain and Con- 
ductor had commanded them : which being ſpent, they dig'd Pits, our of which they 
drew water with great difficulty, by reaſon of the hardneſs of the ground : and fur- 
ther, the water which they found in thoſe places was bitter, and no ways fit to drink ; 
E and, which was worſe, very little in —_ Travelling onwards of their Journey 
after this manner a long time, they arriv'd about Evening in a Certain place, whicly by 
reaſon the waters were brackiſh, they called Marah, that is to ſay, Bitterneſs. There, 
wearred with Travel, and their Proviſion failing them, they began to- be pinch'd with 
neceflity, ſo that they refolv'd to ſtay in that place ; and the rather, in that they found 
a certain Pit there, which although it were fufficient to ſatisfie io great an Army, yer 
for that they found ir in that Country, it yielded them no little conſolation. For they 
were given to underſtand, that if oÞ' travelled onwards, they ſhould find no water ; 
and for the water of that Pir, it was fo bitter and unfit for —_—_— it neither was 
agrecable to the taſte, nor ſupportable for their yery Cartel, W pon Moſes (eci 
F them fo diſcomforted, and not knowing how to fatisfie'them, in thar he had not to 
with an Army or Enemy, whom he might repel with Valour ; but that hunger and thirſt 
alone reduc'd all this great multitude of Men, Women and Children, to great diſtreſs; 
he was greatly perplex'd, and reſented in himfelf the calamity of them all, as if it had 
been all his own : for all of chem had their recourſe unto him, and to no Man elſe ; the 
Women beg'd for their Children, and the Husbands intreated for their Wives, beſecch- 
ing him to take compaſſion of their diſtrefs, and-ro furniſh them with ſome means to 
eſcape their Miſery, He addreſſed himſelf therefore in moſt humble manner to Al- 


mighty God, praying that ir would pleaſe him to amend the evil quality of the water, *%* 
and to make it potable. Which grace and favour he no fooner obtrain'd, but he took a 
G piece of Wood, which he cleft in two, and caſt into the Pit : giving the Z7ebrews to-un- 
derſtand, that God had heard their Prayers, and that he had PR ro give them the

For which cauſe, the 

whole Multitude.-began ro amurmwur apainſt rheir Guide, aſcribing all 'the caufe of their 
Calamitics and Miſcries unto hint. © For having tharched:- for the {pace of thirty days, 

they had.conſum'd- all: the-Provifion which they brought. with them ; and: 'conceiving 

that there was no remedy, they were wholly overwhelm'd with deſpair. Conſidering 

therefore only the evil which was before their Eyes, and forgetting the Matvels which 

God, by the Miniſtry of Moſes, had made them both tee and partake, they conceiv'd\In- K 

dignation againſt him, and were ready.to {tone him to death, as if he had been the Au- 

chor of that Calamity which oppreſſed them. Bur he perceiving the Multitude fo.cnrag'd, 

and incenſed againft-him,' ſtrengthned himſelf in God ; and warranted, by the teſtimony 

of a good Conſcience, and the.uprightnels of his Actions, he came out into the midſt of 

thoſe who revil'd him, and had gather'd Stones to caſt at him. And for that he was adorn'd 

with a ſingular Grace and majeſtick Countenance, and endued with pleating Eloquence, 

he began to appeale their Wrath ; exhorting them to bear their preſent Difficulties, by rc- 
membring their forepaſſed bleſſings; and nor to permit the Travel which they endur'd 

at'that time, t6,drive; out of their remembrance the Graces and Favours which-they had 

Exrd. 16.3- recciv'd at,God's:Hands.. He willed them likewile diligently to expect their deliverance L 
2151 from that Extremity, - by. the Providence of God, who ( as it ſeem'd ) made trial of their 
Moſer exhoreth p,.rience and Gratitude; or whether they kept in remembrance thoſe things which had 


huder afro hapned unto them.;-. or whether forgetting their forepaſſed Pleaſures, they would ſuffer 


reed a themſelves to be {iyallowed with their preſent Miſery. 'He willed them therefore to take 
Kees nes heed, leſt through their Impatience and Ingratitude; they ſhould'be found unworthy of 
vpunothePeo- God?s'fayour, if they negleed his Will, by whoſe direction'they were brought our of 
jon toy Feypt, and threatncd and hated him, who was God's Miniſter ; eſpecially ſince hitherto 
i Es they could no ways complain of him in any thing which he had undertaken to execute 
by. the Commandment. of God. 'Then reckon'd he-up particularly unto them, how rhe 
Ezyptians were plagued and deſtroyed, whilſt contrary to God's Will, they endeavour'd 4 
to, detain them-: ow the ſame River,” which of it ſelf was bloody and unprofitable to 
drink 'of, to themſelves became both {weet and potable: likewiſe, how the Sea retir'd it 
'=" ſelf, and further'd- both their flight and paſſage, wherein they ſaw themſelves ſecure and 
free from-danger ; and-contrariwiſe, their Enemies deſtroy'd, overthrown and drowned : 
and how, even until that day, being diſarm'd, they were by God's Providence both fur- 
niſh'd and fortified abundantly. Moreover,, how often God had deliver'd them from 
apparent death and danger, bcſides all Mens Opinion ; who always Omnipotent, gave 
them at.that time not the leaſt cauſe to deſpair of his aſſiſtance. For which cauſe, they 
ought to ſuffer ajl things patiently, and to imagine with themſelves, that the ſuccour, al- 
though deferred, was'never too late, which was receiv'd before ſuch time as the danger 
had prevail'd : and fo to think, that God contemn'd not their Perils, but made trial of 
their Fortitude and Conſtancy, to fee whether they were able and willing to endure the 
want of Mcat and Drink ; or rather, whether after the manner of brute Beaſts, they had 
rather return to the yoke of {cryitude, to be fed only ro be made the better able to en- 
dure labour. As for himlelf, he nothing feard his Life ( becauſe that being unjuſtly ſlain, 
no evil could happen unto him) but that he was careful of their ſafety, leſt lifting up 
their hands to ſtone him, they ſhould oppoſe themſelves againſt God and his Commands. 
Thus-pacifid he them, and aſlwag'd the fury they had conceiv'd to endanger his Life ; 
and fo much prevail'd he, that they repented of that Enterprize whereby they ſought to 
_ og deſtroy him. And for that he knew that they had ſome reaſon to be thus moy'd, he ad- O 
dreſsd himlelf to Prayer and Supplication ; and aſcending a certain Rock, he deſir'd God's 
help to relicye their Infirmities, Wants and Affliction (in whoſe hands only the Salyarion 
| | of 
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A of the People conſiſted ; ) beſeeching(him-in Mercy to' forgive the People,” being ex I 
rated with, extream Miferies, and by reaſon home? iraed and? who rhe from their 
duty. Whereupon God promis'd him to.have'care of the People; promifing Him 86"fertd 4M 
them a ſpeedy and preſent deliverance. Which when Moſes underſtood, he came down C&5u 
to the Multitude ; who perceiving. Joy in his Countenance, by reaſon of thoſe Promiſes 
which he had receiv'd from God, exchang'd their doleſom Lamentations into Gladnels. 
He therefore ſtanding.up-in the midſt of them; rold chem; that he'brought unto them a 
moſt ſpeedy Remedy for their Neceſfiry:: And not long'iafter, a number of Quails (which 
about the gulf of Arabia multiply and encreaſe more than any fort of Birds ) flew cxofs £7.15; 13: 
the Sea and being wearied in their flight, came and fell amidſt the Camp of te Oh. nn, 
B brews ;. who caught them, as a Proviſion prepar'd for them by God,” ahdHent ro'rdighe YT 
their Famine. Whereupon. Moſes once:more: addreſſed fiimfelf to; calt: upon God; -yield- 
ing him thanks for the preſent and future good he had promis'd 'himi* The People be-. 
ing after this manner fed and refreſhed, were ſoon after” ſupplied with'a new Kind of

Food. For as Moſes ſtretched out his hands, and. pray'd'to God; "a'dewideſcended from 
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Heaven, ; which thickned-betwixt- his. hands: and for that he ſuppos'dit to be another 
kind of-fuſtenance ſent them by God, he -irafted the fame; and founid!Iit very pleaſant. 
:Then addreſiing to the: People, who knew not what it was, butthbught it to be Snow 
which fell jn-that place, 'according tothe fealon of the year, he told them,-thar it was no 
ordinary.dew falling-from Heaven, as:they fuppos'd, -burthat God: had'fent it them; for 
C the. Prelervation and Nourtriture of their Bodies: and having eaten thereof before them, 
| hegavethem of it, to the end he might-ſtrengrhen their belief ; who-tefting the ſame in 
hke manner. as he had done, were greatly .retreſh'd with the fuſtenance 2 for in Sweet- 
ne(s and. Pleaſure, it equal'd ZZoney ;..in. Odor, Bde/fium 5; and in Form and Greatneſs the 
Grain of Corjander : whereupon every 'one garher'd-of' it. And Myſe5 commanded 
that every, ohe of them ſhould particularly gather _—_— but rhe-meafure of an 4/- 
ſaron, which is the tenth ' part of an Epha ; which was done, leſt the weaker ſhould want, 
whil'{t-che ſtronger, through avarice, gather'd more than ſuffic'd them. -And if any one, 
contrary to the. command, gather'd more than: was perniitted, although hetoiled and tra- 
yelled more than any . of them,  yet-was his Portion no ways encreas'd by that means, 
Þ For whatſoever ( beſide the appointed meaſure of the” Afſaron ) remained (till the' next 
© Morning, was of no value,” but became-bicter and fall of Worms. ' So'divine and: admi- 
rable was this kind of Food, and of tliat nature, that'whoſd had ſufficient thereof, necd- 
ed no ſort of Syſtenance: ., Moreover, ,eveis its thels our days, there falls in that Coun- 
try a dey like that, which God, in favour of Moſes, ſent for the Peoples Suſtenance. The 
Hebrews call-it Manna; for in: our Tongue, Mar is an Interrogation, ſignifying, What 
that 2 Thus: liv'd they joyfully, being ſuſtain'd. by this kind'sf Meat ſent them from Hea- 
ven, and us'dthe {arne forthe ſpace of forty years, during the time they wete inthe Defarr. 
But afterwards when they were diflodg'd from that place, and encamped near to Raphi- 
dim, they were extreamly troubled with Thirſt; for upon'their firſt atyival; they found 
: E ſome few Springs, bur afterwards they. found the Latid wholly deſtitute of Warter.- They 
therefore once more were ticens'd againſt:Moſes. Bur he withdrawing himſelf apart from 
the fury of the People, ' betaok. himſelf ro God in Prayer 5 beſeeching him, that as he 
had given them Food in their Neceſſity, : he would rio allo give them Drink, fince they 
were rcady to;periſh with-Thurſt ;; ——_— him to*provide them Drink alſo,  other- 
wile their Meat: was unprofitable to them-.-- God preſently granted His Prayer ;' promi- 
ſng Moſes, that he would: give him a» Fountain, and abundance ' off Water: from that 
place from,whence he: leaſt expected it. ' Towhich ead; he commanded” Hihi'to firike 
with lys Rod thie Rock which was thete-hard by, and promis'd'to make the water tome 
forth immediately;. fo. that, the People ſliould: have Tufficictit without taking 'pins*td 
'F ſeek for is, Which command when Moſes had receiv'd, he return'd to the -People,. who 
expected;him,:,and bad their:Eyes fox dupon him, with great ws ma meþ cendec 
from the Rock} where he had made his Prayer. No fooner was he arriy'd,*but' he”tol 
them that God would deliver them from the neceſſityrwherein they wete, and would gra- 
ciouſly grant them an unexpected relief,: by-eauſing # ſtream ſiddenly t6 break from that 
Rock. --'But they being amaz 
Fhirſt,, ang:ſpent with Journeys,  they:ſhould be enforced to hew and Shave the Rock 
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amaz'd at that which they heard; and-doubring,'left tyred' with Moſer ſhikerh 
5 his Rod. her 


Moſes firuck the fame..in ſuch fort with his Rod, that it divided aſunder, and there iffu'd there iſueth 


out moſt cleax-and pure: water in great aburidance. The People were greatly aſtoniſh'd ar 


this ſo ſtrange: accident,” and no: Jeſs: rejoyced. They fell ro drink of the Water, and 
'& found: it very {ſweet and pleaſant,” as being .a- miracalons Water, 'and a Preſent of rhe 
Goodneſs;; Nzvine Bounty and Power of God, For'this canſe they highly elteem'd Po-

D._UT when the Renown of the Zebrews. was become great, and ſpread abroad in 


fs cap. Amalekites (a Nation very-Warlike, and. more aQtive than the reſt ) were the chief 


—_ Agents in this Expedition : whoſe Kings both encourag'd one another, and ſtir'd up the 
Iraclizes. Neighbour Nations to the ſraelites deſtruction, telling them;that a Foreign Army, fly-

vr.9. timely delay. Whercupon. ( chuſing out among the whole multitude ſuch

not be cut off from Water : he left ſo many as might guard the Camp and weaker Com- 
pany. Thus ſtood they all Night long in Arms, expedting only the Signal of their Ge- 
neral, and the Order of their Captains, to attack their Enemies: Or the other ſide Moſes 
ſlept not, but inſtructed Jojaah how he ſhould condu@ the Army. And as ſoon as the day 
appear'd, he encourag'd Jaſuah to ſhew himſelf fuch an one -in thar Barrel, as both the 
P, ce wherewith he was honour'd, and the Cauſe for which they fought, requir'd ; wiſh- 
ing him, by his Prowels and/good Condud, to give Life and Courage to his Souldiers O 
that follow d him. | He likewiſe exborted the, chiefeſt of the Hebrews in particular, and 
in general heartned and.cmbolducd all others that entred the Battel. = . 

And 
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A Aﬀfeer he had thus diſpos'd the Army, and given all neceſſary Orders, he, committing RAS 
the Army to God's Protection, and Foſuah's Condu, retir'd upon a Mountain. Then wag, * 
encountred the Armies on both ſides, and every one fought moſt valiantly ; neither *f* fe » 
wanted there encouragement on either ſide. And as long as Moſes lifted up his hands, _ V5 
the Hebrews had the better againſt the Amalekites. Bur for that he was unable continu- 
ally to ſupport the ſame ( and becauſe he obſery'd, that as often as he held down his 
hands, ſo long the Enemies drove the /ſraelires to retreat ) he willed his Brother Aaroz, 
and Uron his Siſter Maries Husband, to ſtand on each ſide of him, and ſuſtain his hands. 
Which when they had perform'd, the Hebrews by main force overcame the Amalekites ; 
{o that all of them had been ſlain, if the Chaſe had continu'd, and had not bzen cur off 
p by the approach of the Night. Thus our Anceſtors obtain'd a moſt happy and advan- 
tagious Victory : For beſides the glory they got in having overcome fo potent Enc- 
mies, and caſt a terror into the hearts of the Nations round about, to whom they have 
ever ſince been formidable, 'they became Maſters of the Enemies Camp, and both in ge- 
neral and in particular got Riches 3 whereas before that time they had not neceſſary 
means to maintain themſelves, And this Victory of theirs, was the caule of their very 

at good fortune, not only for the Jus but alſo for the time to come : For nor 
only had they their Enemies bodies under their Subjettion, but alſo their Spirits,fo as they 
were fear'd by all the Nations round about. And they multiplied both in Strengrh and 
Riches; for there was a great quantity of Gold and Silver taken in the Camp. Divers 77: :- , 
C Veſſels likewiſe, and Tables of Braſs were found therein : likewiſe great quantity of recorera wear 
Tiſſue-work, and excellent Furniture for War. Moreover, they had all their Baggage, EY. 
Tents, Harneſs and Horſes, and generally, the whole Proviſion of an Army became their £nachiter. 
Prey. Thus ended this Battel. The ſucceſs whereof ſo exalted the courage of the on of the Spoil 
[ſraclites, that they thought henceforward nothing would be unpoſlible ro them. The © 
next day, Moſes cauſed the Enemies that were ſlain, to be rifled, and the ſcatter'd Arms 
of thoſe that fled to be gather'd up: He honour'd them alſo, that had bravely demean- 
ed themſelves in the Bartel, ahd praiſed the Captain Foſuah in publick ; whoſe honour 
was confirm'd by the applauſe of the whole Army. There was nor one Hebrew that pe- 
riſhed that day : though ſo many of the Enemies were there yu to the Sword, as their 
D number cannot be expreſs'd. He offer'd likewiſe a Sacrifice of Thankſgiving unto God, 
and erected an Altar unto him, and dedicated it 7o God, the Vitor. He prophefied more- The prediction 
over, that all the Amalekites thould be utterly extinguiſhed, ſo that none of them ſhould Ying iFin. 
be left alive, in that they had aſſaulted the ZZebrews, and that in the Deſarr, and at fuch 4+ 
time as they were in Afﬀliction. After which, he made a Feaſt for the General, to teſti- 
fie the joy he had for his Victory. This Iſſue had this Battel, which was the firſt that 
they fought after their departure out of Egypz. But as ſoon as Moſes had celebrated a he 16a:

CHAP. Il. 
What Coznſel Raguel gave to his Son-in-law, Moles. 


\V HEN Rague/, Moſes's Father-in-law, underſtood of this his good fucceſs, he came Hedio & Ruth 
Ft Y with great Joy to Moſes, with purpoſe to ſalute him, his Daughter Zephora, and 2,278 7 ,. 
her Children : who ( greatly rejoycing at his arrival ) offer'd a Sacrifice to God, and —_— 
feaſted the People, near the Buſh that could not be conſum'd by Fire; and in the Banquet, Delart of $1a. 
the People were ranked according to the Order and Place of every Family. But Aarox 
with Ragyet, ind alt the Multitude ſung Praiſes ro God, aſcribing to him both the means 
and manner of their Liberry. They allo {pake much in honour of Moſes, by whole Ver- 
tue all things had (6 fortunate an Iſſue : and Razze! particularly cblebrared the honour #2 ut 
of the People, and Moſes their Governour, by whoſe Prudence ſo many good and valiant 
Men were guided. The next day, Raguel (eeing Moſes oppreſſed with the multitude of 
buſineſs (by reafon that he decided all their differences that were brought to him ; as 
G all were out of an Opinion of his Ability and Integrity, ſo that even they that were con- 
demned by him, endur'd the Verdict patiently, knowing that theit Cauſe was by him 
decided rather by the rule of Juſtice, than by Intereſt or AﬀeRion) he for rhat —

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Ae filence ( being loth to hinder them, who pretended ko receive benefit by the Juſtice of H 
Wl, his Son-in-law. ) But when he found him at convenient leiſure, he took him apart, and 
g _— told him privately what he ought to do ; counielling him to diſcharge himſelf of thar 

AS. trouble, concerning Afairs of fo little Conſequence, and to reſerve only to himſelf thole 
Exed14-13 of the greateſt Importance, and which concern'd the publick eſtate of them all. There 
Regul, other- being divers Perſons amonglt the Zebrews to be found, capable and ſufficient to hear and 
Ns Xbjers#e- determine the ordinary Pleas ; but for thoſe which regard the general good of the 
thernaw, i PCOPIE, NC alone Was fir to undergo the burthen of them. Mowing therefore ( ſaid he ) 


councelleth hich 


tochooſe Judges zhy Y/ertue, and how worthily thou haſt behaved thy ſelf toward the People, being the Miniſter 
n_ of God, for their Safety; ſuffer them to determine amonzſt themſelves thoſe differences that 
| ariſe amongſt them, and reſerve thy ſelf wholly to intend the ſervice of God, to the end thou | 
may. ſl more eaſily aſſiſt- the People in their important Neceſſities. If therefore thou giveſt credit 
to my counſel in human Affairs, thou ſhalt muſter thy whole Army, and eſtabliſh Chieftains, 
that ſhall command over ten thouſands, and thouſands, and five hundreds, and over fifties ; 
and fhalt ordain Governours over them, who dividing them by thirties, twenties, and tens, 
may condutt and rule them. And let ſome be appointed amongſt them, who may receive Titles, 
according to the number and Names of thoſe they commanded ; who being approved by the 
whole Company, to be of good Fame and upright Conſcience, may hear and determine all their 
Differences. And if any Controverſie ſhall fall out amongſt any of them in Authority, they 
ſhall refer the deciding of that difficulty to thee. By this means neither ſhall any of the He- 
brews be defrauded of his right, and thou thy ſelf ſerving God without Moleſtation, may /t N 
render him more and more favourable unto thine Army. 
Hedio & Rufi- This Counſel of Raguel highly pleated Moſes, ſo that he order'd all things according to 
F.2,.” his Advice ; not concealing the Author of ir, nor attributing it to himſelf, bur declaring 
11: aloweth publickly to all Men, that his Father-in-law was the Inventor thereof. He hath like- 
Laws advice. Wile Written in his Books that Ragzel was the Author of this Government : accounting 
it no.leſs honour, to attribute Praiſe to thoſe thar deſprye it, than Shame to uſurp upon 
another Mans Merit; {o that hereby you may conjecture, his Virtue : of which, hereafter, 
in many places we have more to ſay. Moſes afterwards aſſembling all the People, rold 
them that he would aſcend the Mountain of Saz, to talk with God ; to the end, that 
he might afterwards return ro them, and impart to them whatſoever good things he L 
ſhould receive from him on their behalf. He likewiſe commanded them to pitch their 
Tents about the Mountain, and to have it in reyerence, by reaſon of the Preſence of 


God.

Exod. 19. Moſes aſcends the Mountain, and receives the Tables of the Ten Ten Commandments from 
God, and gives them to the People. 


HIS faid, he aſcended the Mountain Sinai ( which is the higeſt, beyond compari- 
es 4-4 amd ſon, of all chat Country ; and which, by reaſon of its ſteep and inacceſſible rag- 
Moſer akcendeth red Rocks, is not only unfrequented by Men, bur alſo cannot be beheld, without ſome 
of Sinai. fear. ) Beſides, it being reported, that God commonly dwells on the ſame, it is held ſa- 
ee $2 cred by the Inhabitants, and dreadful and inacceſſible to all that behold ir. Bur the 
Hebrews, according to the Commandment of the Prophet, removing their Tents, pitched 
them at the foot of the Hill, being full of hope of the Favours which he had promiſed 
them to obtain of God for them. And in the mean ſpace, while they expected their 
Guid, they kept Holy-day, and feaſted, and purifi'd themſelves for the ſpace of three 
days, with all forts of Purification, and abſtinence from the Company of their Wives, as N 
Meſes had commanded them. They beſought God alſo, that he would favourably re- 
ceive Moſes, and by his means bleſs them with the favours of which he had given them 
hope. They banquetted alſo in great Pomp, and their Wives and Children were richly 
attired. Now, on the third day, before Sun-riſing, a Cloud cover'd all the Hebrews 
Camp ( a thing before-time unſeen by them ) and environ'd all rhe place where they 
had pitched their Pavilions. And though all the reſt of the Country had a clear and 
Honible Light- UNCroubled Sky, yet thereabour violent Winds were rais'd, which hideouſly roared, and 
nings abcutthe a tempeſtuous Rain ſucceeded them ; and Thunderclaps dreadful to hear, and Lightnings 
Sinai, v. 16, horrible to behold, ſignifi'd that God was there preſent. Let thoſe that read this, judge 

rherefore, as it ſhall pleaſe them; as for my ſelf, it is not any ways lawful for me to depart O 
in any fort from that which is written in Holy Scripture. That which the Zebrews 
both heard and ſaw, being ſtrange and unaccuſtomed to them, troubled them greatly. 


Furcher- 
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Furthermore, the report that was. publiſh'd touching the mountain, That God dwelt on 
the fame, marvellouſly amaz'd their ſpirits. They therefore {ad and: penſive, contain'd 
themſelves within their Tents, thinking that Mojes was deſtroy'd by the wrath of God, 
and expecting no leſs miſery themſelves. Bur whilſt they were thus troubled in mind, 
Moſes pteſented himlelf ro them (with a countenance full of pleaſing majeſty, an4 looks 
ſo contented, that they teſtified the inward fatisfaftion of his mind ) whom they no 
ſooner beheld, but ſuddenly all their fear vaniſh'd, and in place thereof a hope of tome 
great good ſucceeded ; and withal, the Air, upon his arrival, recover'd its former clear- 
neſs and ſerenity. Hereupon he ſummon'd the People to a folemn and general Aſſembly, 
to the end he might report, and they hear, what Commandments God had given them by 


B him. No ſooner were uy aſſembled, but he ( from an high place, from which all the

People might both ſee and hear him ) ſtood up, and ſpake after this manner : 

Know ( laith he ) you Hebrews, that Almighty God, as he hath never deſpiſzd my Prayers 
hitherto, ſo at this time alſo hath he entertained me very graciouſly : and behold he hath vouch- 
ſaſed to honour your Camp with his Preſence, and to preſcribe to you by me, the moſt happy man- 
ner of living that can be imagin'd. I conjure you therefore by him, and by the many admirable 


—— 
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works which he hath done for you, to hear with the reſpeft you owe to him, that which he hath 


commanded me to tell you, without ſticking at the meanneſs of the Perſon whom hz hath em- 


ploy'd for this purpoſe. Do not conſider that "tis but a Man that ſpeaks to you ; but reflett ra- 
ther upon the Advantages which you ſhall receive, by obſerving the Commandments which I 


bring to you in the Name of God; and reverence the Majeſty of him who bath not diſdained to 
make uſe of me for procuring you ſo great Happineſs. For it is not Moles the Son of Amram 


and Jocabel that is going to give you thoſe admirable Precepts, but he it is that conſtrained 


Nilus to flow with Blood, and that through divers Plagues tamed the pride of the Egyptians : 
it is he that gave you paſſage thorow the midſt of the Sea : it is he that furniſh'd you with 
Meat prepared from Heaven, when you were in Extremity: \it is he that made Water ſpring 
out ofthe Reck, to quench your Thirſts : it is he that put Adam into Poſſeſſion and Fruition 
both of the Fruits of the Earth, and the Fiſhes of the Sea : by him, Noah eſcaped from the De- 
luge: by him, our Fore-father Abraham, of a wandring Pilgrim, became an Inhabiter of the 
Land of Canaan : by him, Iſaac was born, oy joe time as his Father and Mother were old : 
by him, Jacob became the Father of his Sons ſo accompliſh'd in all ſorts of Vertue : by him Jo- 


ſeph became - Lord over all the Forces of the Egyptians: he it is that graciouſly imparteth 


theſe words unto you, by me his Meſſenger. Let therefore theſe wholſom Laws of his be holy 
and inviolable amongſt you, and more dear to you than either your Wives and Children: for in 
obſerving the ſame, you ſhall lead a beppy Life, enjoy a fruitful Country, a calm Sea, and a 
numerous Iſſue, and be always dreadful to your Enemies : for 1 have talked Face to Face with 
God, and have heard his immortal Voice ; ſo dearly beloved are you unto him, and ſo care- 
ful 1s he of the Proſperity of your Nation. This faid,, he conducted the People ( botti 
Men, Women and Children) to the end they might hear God talk unto them, and teach 
them what to do, leſt the Law ſhould have been of lels regard, if it had been preſented 


E to their Underſtandings by a human Tongue. They all of them therefore heard his

Voice deſcending from the Mountain, fo that every one underſtood the Precepts which 
Moſes gave them afterwards written in the two Tables of the Law. I may not relate 
the very words of them, bur I will expreſs the Senſe. 


T hat there is but one God, who is only to be worſhipped. 
That no Image of any Creature 1s to be adored. 

That no Man ought to ſwear raſbly by the Name of God. 
T hat the ſeventh day is not to be prophaned by any work: 
That Father and Mother ought to be i

That falſe witneſs muſt not be born.

When the Multitude with great Joy had heard God himſelf ſpeak to them ( according 
as Moſes had foretold them ) he diſmiſſed them, and each one departed to his Tent. Bur

{ome few days after they preſented themſelves before his Pavilion, beſeeching him to ob- 
tain of God ſuch Laws, as might ſerve for Government, and regulating the Common- 
G wealth. He promis'd them to do ir, and perform'd it in ſome time after, as in due place 
* it ſhall be expreſs'd. Bur the greater part of the Laws I defer till another time, mean- 
ing to write a particular Book upon that Subje. Some time after, Moſes once more al- 


cended 
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cended the Mountain of Sinaz ( having premoniſh'd the People thereof) and aſcended 
the ſame in their ſight : but when the time ſeem'd tedious unto them ( for he was abſenr 
from them forty days) they were in great fear, leſt ſome evil had hapned unto him : 
ſeveral ſpoke variouſly concerning it. They that lov'd him not, faid that he was de-

* ſelves; being equally affected in refpect of both the opinions : for that the one ſeem'd 


fort among them, who took no pleaſure ro hear any of theſe ſuppoſitions, contain'd them- 


not inconſiſtent with human condition, and the other had ſome correſpondence with rhe 
vyertues of the man : ſo that they endur'd his fortune with an equal mind, and lamented 
their own miſhap, in thar they were depriv'd of ſuch a Governour and Patron as he was, 
whoſe like they thought it impoſlible ro find: neither did their care ſuffer them ro hope,

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their Tents, in that he had commanded them ro expect his return. At length (when forty 
days and forty nights were paſt) he returned to them: having (during that time) taſted 
no human ſuſtenance : and by his arrival the whole Hoſt was repleniſh'd with grear 
joy ; whom he certifi'd that God's Providence was always aſſiſting them, and that du- 
ring the time of thoſe days, he had learn'd the means how they ſhould live civilly, or- 
derly and bleſſedly, telling chem, that God commanded them to make him a Taberna- 
cle, whereinto he would deſcend as often as it pleas'd him, which alſo in their Travel 
they might carry about with them : {o that they ſhould have no more need to aſcend 
unto $7ai, but he himſelf would deſcend into that Tabernacle to hear their Prayers. K 
He told them likewiſe the meaſure, and order of the ſaid Tabernacle, and that there 
wanted nothing, bur that they preſently addrefſed themſelves ro the building thereof. 
This faid, ſhe ſhew'd them the rwo Tables, containing the Ten Commandments written 
therein ( in each of them five) by the hand of God. The People ( rejoycing at 
that which they had heard and ſeen) ceas'd not to beſtir themſelves to rheir uttermoſt, 
for the building of the Tabernacle : ſo that they broughr in Silver, Gold, Braſs and ſtorc 
of Wood fit. for Building, and which would nor be worm-caten ; the hair of Goats, and 
the Skins of Sheep ; the one died azure, and the other white ; Woolls of the ſame 
colour, fine Linnen, Stones inchaſed in Gold, wherewith men are accuſtom'd to deck 
themſelves, with great quantity of Perfumes. Such was the matter of the Tabernacle, 1. 
which was made Pike to a portable and moving Temple : this ſtuff being thus garher'd 

rogerher, and collected with fo great afleQtion ( according to each man's utmoſt abiliry ) 
Moſes appointed Workmaſters, according to the'Commandment of God, but ſuch, as the 
like could not have been choſen, although rhe matter had been” commitred to rhe Peo- 
ples ſuffrages ; their Names are now likewiſe extant in the Volumes of the Sacred Scri- 
ptures ; Beſe/cel of the Tribe of Jada, the Son of Uror, and of Mary Moſes's Siſter : and 
Eliab the Son of 1ſamach, of the Tribe of Day. The People ſhew'd themſelves fo for- 
ward for the finiſhing of this Work, that Moſes was compell'd to reſtrain them, cauſing ir 
to be proclaim'd, That they had ſufficiently contributed for the work already ; for the 
Workmafters ccrtifi'd him no' leſs. They therefore addreſs'd themſelves ro finiſh the M 
Tabernacle, being particularly inftruted by Meſes of the meaſure and greatneſs thereof, 
and how many Vellels they ought to have, according to the model which God had gi- 
ven Moſes. The Women allo ſtrove with Emulation to exceed each other in making the 
Veſtures of the Prieſts, and other things which were convenient for rhat work, to the 
end ro honour the Service of God.

the way.” Furthermore, every one of them offered a Vial of the weight of ſeventy Sicles, 

and a Cenſor containing ten Dariques, and a|\Coffer or Baſin, weighing a hundred and 

thirty Sicles. The Cenſor was filled with Odoriferous Perfumes, and the Cofter and Vial 


ſerved to: hold the Meal and Oyl which they 'were wont to uſe at the Altar; at ſuch N 


time as they offered Sacrifice. They offcr'd likewiſe a Calf and'a Ram, with a Lamb 
of one year old, for a Burnt-ſacrifice; and-a Goat for a Sin-offtering. All the other Go- 
vernours likewiſe brought every one of them their Sacrifice called Salurary, for every 
day two Oxen and five Rams, with a Lamb and a Goat of a year old, and: ſacrificed 
them during the term of twelve days, every one his day. But Moſes aſcended no more 
Hiſcr asketh to the Mountain of Sinai, but entred into the Tabernacle, where he was inſtructed by 
 counſelotGo? God of that which he had to do, and what Laws he ought to make, which are ſo good 
nacle, and laudable as they ought not to be attributed ro humane wiſdom: So that our An- 


ceſtors obſerv'd them fo religiouſly during ſome Ages, that they thonght that neither 


the pleaſures of Peace, nor the diſtreſſes of War could render them exculable .if they

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The Ordinances of Sacrifices' and Purifications, Levit. 1. os _ ] 


Will here mention only ſome few Laws touching Purifications and Sacrifices ( in Hedio & Ruff: 
that we. have begun to ſpeak of Sacrifices.) The Sacrificesare of two forts: ſome + 22s 
particular, others publick z and theſe are. made after two different. manners; for Two kinds of 
in the one; all is conſumed which is upon the Altar, which for that cauſe are called fcrifices. 
Holocauſts, that is to ſay, Burned. The other are of thankſgiving, and they are made ime 
with Banquets of thoſe: that Sacrifice. But firſt of all I will ſpeak of  the- firſt kind. 
B The particular perſon that offers a Burnt-offering brings an Ox, a Lamb; and a Goat 
; of one year old, (yet it is lawful to kill Oxen that are: older.) Bur all thoſe Crea- 
tures which muſt be conſumed by Fire, ought to be Males; and after their Throats are 
cut, the Prieſts beſprinkle the Altar round about with the Bloud ; then dreſs the Beaſt 
and cut it; in-pieces, and-powder it with Salt, and lay.it on the Altar already Charg- 
ed with cleft Wood, already kindled : after they have well cleanſed the feet and 
entrails; they lay them with the reſt; and the Prieſts take the Skins. Such is the man- 
ner of a Burnt-offering or Holocauſt. They that offer Sacrifices of Thankſgiving, kill 
likewiſe fuch fort of Beaſts without ſpot, and more than a year old, both Male and 4 facrifice of 
Female; and after they have cut their Throats, they ſprinkle the bloud-on the Altar ; Pay they 
C then take they the Reins; the Caul, and all the fat, with the lobe of the Liver, and the 
tail of the Lamb, and lay it on the Altar; but the Breaſt and the left Leg is left to 
the Prieſts: and as touching the reſt of the :fleſh, the: Priefts Banquet therewith for 
the ſpace of two days; and-if then there remain any thing thereof, it is:/burned. The 
fame Cuſtom and Ceremony likewiſe is obſerved in the Sacrifice: for ſins: but thoſe 
that are,notof ability to offer the greater Offerings, offer two Pigeons, or two Turtles, 
the one of which the Prieſts have to feaſt withal, and the other 1s conſumed with fire. 
We will treat more expreſly of the Sacrifice of ſuch Beaſts, at ſuch time as we ſhall 
diſcourſe of Sacrifices. For he that hath ſinned through-ignorance,' offereth a Lamb, 
and a She-Goat at the ſame time. The Prieſt befprinkleth the Altar with the bloug The facrifice 
D thereof, not in. ſuch manner as is ſaid before, but the Horns of the Altar only : and on © _ 
the Altar they offer the Kidneys, and the reſt of the fat, with the lobe of the Liver: the 
Prieſts carry away the Skins, and eat the fleſh within-the- Temple the very ſame day; 
becauſe the Law permitteth them not to reſerve any thing till the: next: Morning. He The facrifice 
that hath ſinned voluntarily but ſecretly -offereth a Lamb, according as the Law com- - _ _ 
mandeth, the fleſh whereof is in like fort eaten by the 'Prieſts the ſame day. Bur if ds. 
the Governours offer for their ſins, they Sacrifice in like manner as private Men do, and £*v. 4+ 9. 
are different from them in that they bring a Bull, or a Male Kid. The Law alſo or- 
daineth, that in Sacrifices both private and publick, there ſhould be fine Flower 
brought for a Lamb, the meaſure of an 4ſſer; for a Ram, the meaſure of two; for IF I 
E Bull, three; which Flower is firſt of all mingled and wrought with Qyl; and ſet upon a 
the Altar to be ſantified. They that Sacrifice likewiſe do bring Oyl;: the half part of a facrifices. 
Hin for a Bull; for a Ram, the third part of the ſame meaſure; and for a Lamb, the 
fourth part: This Hin is an Hebrew meaſure, which containeth two Attique Choas. 
They bring alſo the like meaſure of Wine as of Oyl, and pour out the Wine about 
the Altar. Andif any one to accompliſh} a vow, without facrificing offer up fine 
Flower, he putteth the Firſt-truits upon the Altar, that is to fay, one handful and the 
reſt is taken by the Prieſts for their maintenance, either fryed by kneading it in Oyl, 
or making Cakes thereof; but whatſoever the Prieſt offereth, all that muſt be burned. 
The Law likewiſe forbiddeth to offer the young of any Beaſt whatſoever with its Dam 
F ifit hath not fed eight days at leaſt. There are alſo other Sacrifices made for de- 
liverance from ſickneſs, or for other cauſes; in which Sacrifice they imploy Wine to 
make Cakes, which are eaten with the fleſh of the Beaſts; of which-it is not lawtul to 
reſerve any thing againſt the next Morning when the Prieſts have taken that portion 
which belongeth to and ſufficeth them. The Law commandeth, that on the common yy, 4x, ,; 
Purle there be every day killed a Lambof a year old, the one in the Moriiing; the other 3, 4- 
at the ſhutting up of the Evening : andon the ſeventh day, which iscalled the Sabbath, 
that two be offered in that manner as hath been declared. And on the new Moon, be-

place of Levi, he put the Tribe of Mazaſſes the Son of Joſeph and Fphrgim, 1n the place 
of his Father Joſeph : According as Facob had entreated 7:Jephto give him his Sons,that he 
might adopt them (as hath been before declared.) When they pirched rhe Tabernacle , 
it was planted in the mid{t of the Camp, guarded and defended withrthe Tribes, which 
were encamped three by three on every fide. There were certain ways-or paths likewiſe 
laid out berween them, and a Marker-place, and Shops for all forts of Merchandize dil- 
poſed by order, and Workmen and Artizanz of all Occupations , travelling in their 
B Shops ; ſothar ro look upon it, ir reſembled a City. 

The Prieſts-firſt were placed next the Tabernacle, and after them the Levites .( for 
there was a view allo made of them, accounting all the Males excccding the Age of thirty 
days; and they were found to be 23880.) During all the time that the Cloud before- 
mention'd cover'd the Tabernaclc, as a token of God's preſence, the People remain'd al- 
ways in the ſame places;and if it departed from the ſame,then remoy'd they likewile, Mo- 
ſes invented allo a certain kind of Trumpet made of Silver,after this manner. In length 
it was almoſt a Cubir, and it was like the narrow whiſtle of. a Fife, bur a little thicker ; 
ic had but one hole at which it was to be blown, and'the end thereof was like a littlc 
Bell, in form of an ordinary Trumper. They call it in the Z7ebrew Tongue A4ſofra.There 
C were two of them, whereof the one ſery'd ro call the People to. Publick Aſſemblics ; 
and the other, to ſummon the Princes of the Tribes, when they were to conlult about 
Atfairs of State ; and if both of them were ſounded, then all iy general gather'd roge- 
ther. Whea the Tabernacle was remoy'd, this manner was obſery'd ; as ſoon as the firſt 
Charge was founded, they that were incamped towards the Eaſt, diſlodged 3 at rhe (e- 
cond Charge, they to the Southward, diſincamped ; then was the Tabernacle unpitched, 
and carried in the midft,fix of the Tribes marching before,and fix after: The Levites were 
all about the Tabernacle.

OT long after this, they remov'd their Camp from the Mountain of $iza; i: And 
after certain encampings (of which we will, ſpeak) they, came , to. a place which 
'E is call'd [ſeremoth : There the people oncemore began to murmur, and: to revive . their 
Seditions,and lay the fault of their laborious. Pilgrimage 
Thar by his per{waſion, they had left a fertile Country ; ow not 'only were deſti- 
tute of the plenty thereof, bur allo inſtead of hoped felicity, forc'd tro wander here ana 
thete in extream milery, ſo that they had not- ſo .much as water to. drink ; and that if 
Manna likewiſe ſhould fail them, they, muſt all inevitably perith. for want of ſuſtenance. 
Hereunto added they divers Contumelies, which were every where caft upon him, though 
a man of fo great deſert and conſequence. Mean while therearole one amongſt the Peo- 
ple, who (admoniſhing them of the forepals'd benefits receiv'd by the hands of Moſes ) 
counſell'd them to be of good courage; aſſuring them, that at thar-time they ſhould not 
F be fruſtrate either of that hope, or help, which they expected ati God's hands.  But.the 
People were the rather incented by rhele words,and more and more whetted their Splecas 
againſt-the Prophet: Who ſeeing them ſo deſperate, exhorted them.to be of a good cou- 
rage : promiſing them, that although by injurious ſpeeches he had undeleryedly_ been 
oftended by them, yer he would obtain of God for them ſtore of Fleſh, not for one day 
only, bur alſo for many. But they being incredulous, and ſome one amongſt them 
demanding, how he could make proviſion for ſo many thouland men? God (4aith_ he) 
and I,although we be evil ſpoken of by you, yet will we never de/iſt to be careful for you,and tha? 
hall you ſhortly perceive. Scarc2had he: ſpoken this, bur thatall the Camp was filled with 
Quauls, of whichevery one took as many as he would..

Of the Spies that were ſent to ſearch the Land of Canaan : And how returning to the I{raclites, 
they diſcourag'd them with fear. 


U T after Moſes had led them out of that ms and brought them into a Coun- 

try not ſo apt for habitation, nor far from the Borders of the Canaanites , call'd 
Pharon ; he called the People to a Council, and ſtanding up in the midſt of them , 
ſpake after this manner : i 

God (faith he) having decreed to grant you two great Benefits, Liberty, and the Poſſeſſion 
of a happy Country, hath made you already enjoy the one, and will ſhortly make you Maſters of 
the other. For we are upon the borders of Canaan; from whence both the Cities and Kings 
are ſo far from driving us, that the whole Nation being united together,is not of power to expet 
us, Let us _ addreſs our ſelves very confidently to attempt the matter ; For neither 
without fight, will they refign the Title of their Country unto us ; nor without great conflicts, 
can we obtain the Palm of Vittory. Let us therefore fend out certain Spies, to diſcover the 
Forces of the Country,and how great their power is : But above all things,let us be at unity one 
with another, and let us honour God, who aſſiſteth us in all dangers, and fighteth for us. 

After Moſes had ſpoken this , rhe People (applauding Ei Counſels) choke Twelve 
out of the Nobleſt Families of the Tribes, to go and view the Country ; out of every 
Tribe one ; who beginning from the parts extending towards Zzypr, viſited all the Coun- 
try of the Canaarites, until they came to the City of Amath, and the Mountain of Lz- 
bans. And having conſider*d both the Land, and the nature of the Inhabitants, they 
return'd home again, having ſpent forty days in this Journey. Moreover, they brought 
with them ſuch fruits as the Country yielded ; and by the beauty thereof, and by the 
abundance of riches (which they reported to be in that Country ) they encourag'd 
the hearts of the People to fight yaliantly : Burt on the other ſide, they dilmay'd them 
with the difficulry of the Conqueſt, ſaying, that there were certain great Rivers unpaſſa- 
ble, borh for their wideneſs and depth; thar there were therein alſo unacceſſable Moun- 
rains and Cities, fottif'd both with Walls and Bulwarks. Moreover, they told them , 
that in ZZebrox they ſaw a race of Gyants ; and that they had ſeen nothing ſo terrible 
ſince their departure out of Egypt. Thus the fear of thele Meſſengers, brought the reſt 
of the multitude into a dangerous conſternation and perplexity : Who conje&turing by 
their diſcourſe, that it was impoſſible to conquer the Land, diſſolving the Aſſembly, re- 
turned each to their Houſes, lamenting with their Wives and Children, ſaying, Thar 
God had only in words promis'd many things, but that they ſaw no ctfe&ts of them. 
Moreover, they blam'd Moſes, and revil'd both him and his Brother 4aror, the High- 
Prieſt. And thus ſpent they all the Night in diſquier , venting their diſconcents both 
againſt the one and-the other. But on the morrow they re-afſembled their Council tu- 
multuouſly,with intention to ſtone Moſes and his Brother, and then return back again to 
Egypt, from whence they. came. But two of the diſcoverers (namely Foſuah the Son of 
Nave, of the Tribe of Ephraim and Caleb, of the Tribe of Juda) ſceing this diſorder , 
and fearing theconſequences of it, they went into the midſt of them, and appeas'd the 
multitude : Praying them to be of good hope, and not to accuſe Almighty God of unfaithful- 
neſs, by yielding certain ſlight belief to'ſome, who ſpreading vain rumours of the affairs of 
Canaan, had terrified the credulous multitude ; but rather, follow them, who both would be 
the Attors and Conductors alſo of them in the Conqueſt of the Country : And that neither 
the greatneſs of the Mountains, nor the depth of the Rivers, could hinder them,that like Vali- 
ant men were prepared to attempt eſpecially God being their Guide,and ready to fight for them 
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in that Battel, March forward therefore (ſaid they) and laying - afide all fear ( awd be-N 


inz aſſured of the divine Fuccors) follow us with a bold courage whitherſoever w2 lead you. 
Wich theſe words labour'd they to appeaſe the rimulcuous multicude. In the mean 
while, Moſes and Aaron falling proſtrate on their faces, beſought God, nor for rheir own 
ſafery, but rhar it would pleaſe him to reſtore the deſpairing multitude to a better mind, 
who were troubled with ſo many preſent neceſſities, and vain apprehenſions of the fu- 
rute. Whereupon ſuddenly a Cloud appear'd on the Tabernacle, and gave teſtimony, 
that God was there preſent. Which when Moſes perceiv'd ( being full of confidence ) 
he pre{Fd inro the midſt of the mulricade, and told chem, That God was provoked to take 
puniſhment of the opts which they had committed againſt him ; yet not ſo ſeverely, as the 


mniquity of their fins deſerved, but in that diſcipline which fathers are accuſtomed 1o uſe, for O 


the amendment of their Children: For at ſuch timie as he flood before God in the Tabernacle, 
and befought him with tears for the ſafety of the multitude, God had recounted unto him how 
my 
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A many benefits and favours they had received from him, and how ungrateful they ſhewed them- > A 
ſelves towards him : and that at the preſent being ttanſported with paſſion dud fear, they hid wy jr 
giben more credit to the reports of the Spies, than to his promiſes. Notwithſtanding all br ws 
which, he would not utterly conſume them all, nor exterminate their whole Race, (whom he — 
had honoured above all the Nations of the earth) but for puniſhment of their fin, they ſhould ver. 23,33- 
vot poſſeſs the Land of Canaan, mor taſte the ſweetneſs and plenty of its fruits ; Jae they 2ne4 ——_y 
ſhould live in the Deſart, without Houſe or City, for the ſpace of ferry years, Tet hath he der ig the 
promiſed (faid he) to give the Country to your childres, whom he will make Lords of the P<lart forty 
Goods, and Heirs of thoſe Poſſeſſons of which you have rendred your ſelves wiworthy by your Pay 
murmuring, and diſobedience. | of 
B After Moſes had diſcourſed theſe things in this manner, the People were in great for; The repen- 
row and Calamity, and beſought Moſes, that he would appeaſe God's wrath conceived noogle, _ 
againſt them, beſeeching him, that torgetting their faults that were paſt in the Deſart, 
he would make good his promiſes to them. Moſes anſwered them, God was not 
incenſed againſt them according to the manner of humane weakneſs, but that he had 
ſ ſentence againſt them. In this place it is not to be fu , that Moſes 
men, bur thar 


God afliſted him, and brought to paſs, that the People were wrought upon by hi 
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gſt to Or- 
diances made by him, ind reguards him as preſent and to puniſh the Tranſgref- 
—_— po the more than 


and offer Sacrifice; yet ſome have not cnained Jeaneage 
our Laws it was not lawful for them to do it, and ſotne other, wi 
D the Sacrifice Half finiſhed, the reſt pot wn to enter the 
back agairi to their homes, without finiſhing their 
Meſes's Law, thar to fatisfie their own wills; and tha 
plaint. So mich did the opinion once conceived 
ed more than a man, but of the conſideration, that he 
and delivered them to men. Of late alſo, (not before 
ring the Empire of Claudius, when Zſmael was High Prieſt 
mine oppreſſed our Nation, that an Afar of Meal was ſold for fo 
was brought to the Feaſt of 4zymes the quantity of ſeventy Cores, (which make thi 
Sicilian and forty Athenian Medimni, alnioſt two Buſhels of ours) noge of the Pri 
E were ſo bold as to eat one grain of it, (notwithſtanding the Country was in that extre- 
mity) fearing the Law, and God's diſpleaſure exts always againſt (ins concealed. 
For which cauſe, we ought not to wonder at that which hapned at that time, « X 
ing, that the Writings left by Moſes, are in ſuch force, even at this day, that they 
themſelves who hate us, confeſs, that God inſtituted our Government by the meansand 
_y of Moſes, and his vertue. But of theſe things, let every man think as it plea- 
eth him.

inſtruction from God. That prudence obliged them to condemn his pride, and fix their 
truſt only upon God, for —— the Country which he had promiſed them, in: 
ſpite of Moſes's contradiftion ; who for this cauſe hindred them, pretending the Autho- 

rity of God for it. That therefore conſidering their neceſſity, and the Defart, which N 
daily more and more aggravated their miſery, they ſhould prepare themſelves courage- 
ouſly to march againſt the Enemy, the Canaanites ; hoping, that God would be their 
12943.. , Guide; ſo as they needed not the, aſſiſtance of their Law-giver. When this ſentence 
pur che He= was approved by a general conſent, they flock out in multitudes againſt their Enemies : 
4p: © whoneither affrighted by their boldneſs nor multitude, valiantly reſiſted them, whode- 
£3 here 7 charged them: fo that (the betteripart of the ZZebrews being ſlain) they pur- 
ued the* reſt (enforced ſhamefully to turn their backs ) even unto their Camp. This 
overthrow (hapning beſides all mens opinion) wondroufly dejeted the minds of the 

multitude, ſo that they grew deſperate of all future good fortune ; concluding, that { 

God had ſent and inflicted that plague upon them, becauſe without his counſel and order O 

they had enterpriſed the Battel. But when Moſes ſaw that his Country-men were diſ- 

may'd with the overthrow which they had received, and the Enemy grown proud _ 

their 
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A their late Victory, fearing likewiſe leſt (not. content with their preſent: ſucceſs) they th 
ſhould attempt further, he determined to retire his Forces back again into the Deſart. weld. 2455. 
And whereas the People promiſed thenceforward to be obedient to him, (being taught befre Chrih , 
by their own miſery, that nothing would fall out proſperouſly unto them, without the iy 
counſel and conduct of their Guide) they diſincamping themſelves, retired into the De- #9 retireth 
fart with this reſolution, that they would no more attempt a Battel againſt the Canaanites, the Jong 
rill they received a ſign of their good ſucceſs from Heaven. But even as in a great Arm ; 
it accuſtomably falleth out (eſpecially in time of trouble) that the common multitude 

wax head ſtrong and diſobedient to their Governours, ſo did the like alſo happen amongſt 

the Fews. For whereas they were in number 600000, and even in their. better Fortunes 

B ſufficiently diſobedient to their Governours, ſo much the more were they exalperated by 

their wants and misfortunes, both amongſt themſelves, and againſt their Governour. For 

which cauſe there aroſe ſo great a Sedition, as neither among the Greeks or Barbarians _— 4 
the like was ever heard. Which things, without doubt, had overthrown them, being *** 29% 
brought into ſo deſperate an eſtate) had not Moſes (forgetting the injury he had re- 

ceived, which was no leſs than a purpoſe to ſtone him to death) ſuccoured and relieved 

their diſtreſſed Fortunes. Neither did God utterly abandon the care of them : but al- 

though they were contumelious againſt their Law-giver, and tranſgreſled allo againſt the 

Laws which he had delivered them by Meſes, yet delivered he them out of that danger; 

of which (without his ſpecial Providence) there could be expeRted: no other but a-la- 

C mentable iſſue. This Sedition, as alſo how Moſes governed the eſtate when. the troubles 


were ended, we will now declare, having firſt expreſſed the cauſe thereof. 
CHAP. IL 
The Sedition raiſed by Chore againſt Moſes and his Brother, for the Prieſthood. 


hore (a Man noble by Birth, and famous for his wealth amongſt the ZZebrews, and Ns. 16. r, 
endowed with a certain kind of popular Eloquence) ſecing Moſes placed in the $4... 
highett place of Authority, was filled with jealoukie and envy thereat. For although he vourerh co 
were of the ſame Tribe and Kindred, yet he thought it a great indignity to- himſelf, to P*rfvade the 
D be held his inferior, being both more potent in Riches, and his equal in Parentage. For murinyagain 
which cauſe, he began to murmur and complain to the Levites, (which were of the fare 9 
Tribe with him, and his Kinfmen) telling them, That it was ot to be ſuffered, that Moles, 
under a pretext of Communication with God, ſhould by ambitious policy (to. ather mens pre- 
judice) only ftudy his own glory ; having of late, againſt all fort of reaſon, given the Prieſt- 
hood to his Brother Aaron, and diſtributed other dignities, at his own pleaſure, like a King with- 
out the ſuffrage and approbation of the People. That this injury done by him, was not to be en- 
dared, by reaſon that ſo covertly he had infinuated himſelf into the Government ; that before it 
could be obſerved, the People would be brought into ſervitude. For he that kuoweth himſelf to 
be worthy of a Government, endeavours to obtain the ſame by the conſent of the People, aud nat 
E By force and violence ; but they that deſpair by good means to attain therexnto, do notwith{taud- 
ing abftain from force, leſt they ſhould loſe the opinion of their goodneſs and honeſty ; yet eucea- 
wvour they by malicious ſubtilties to attain thereunto. That it concerned the Cammonzeal to 
check the attempts of ſuch men, leſt of private, they at laſi graw publick Enempes. For what 
reaſon (faid he.) can Moſes give, why be hath beſtowed the High-Prie(tbeed ow Aaron and bis 
Sons? If God had decreed, that this honour ſhould be beſtowed on one of the Tribe of Levi, 
there were more reaſon that I ſhould have it, who am of the ſame Kindred with Moles, ava who 
ſurpaſs him both in riches aud age. On the contrary, if this honour appertain to the malt auci- 
ent of the Tribes, that of Reuben ought by right to enjoy it, namely, Ditkan and Abwam, aud 
Phalal, who are the moſt ancient of that T; $0 and the meſt paperfwl in riches. Thele things 
F ſpake Chore, under colour and pretence of the good of the Commonwealth, but in 8f- 4s Bales, 
tet only to raiſe a Tumult amongft the multitude, and intrude into the office of the 
High-Prieſt. Which diſcourſe of his paſſing by little and little, from one ear to ane- 
ther, amongſt the multitude, and multiplied by the envious, and ſuch as maligned 4a- 5 ver]. 3; 4 
ron, at laſt brought all the Tribes into a mutiny : ſo that 250 of the chiefeſt Nobles grew SE 
at length to be partakers of Chore's Conſpiracy ; and all of theſe conſpired together to follow Chre's 
take away the Prieſthood from Moſes's Brother, and to transfer it to him. The People Eg 
likewiſe were in ſuch fort incenſed, that they fought to ſtone Moſes ; and ran all of them They cry cur 
confuſedly with noiſe and uproar, crying out before the Tabernacle of God, that the *2, 02+ 3% 
Tyrant was to be cut off, and the People delivered from thraldom, who under pretext” ' 
G of Religion, had inſupportable thraldom impoſed on them. For if it were God that 
had choſen him to be High-Prieſt, he would have preferred ſuch an one to the dignity 


who had been worthy, and would not have conferred it on thoſe who were far inferior to 
K 2 others: 


| 
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others : That if he haddecteed to beſtow it-on Aaron, he would have remitted the ele- H 
&ion to the People, and not left the diſpoſition thereof to his Brother. Although Mo- 


ſes was informed of Chore's treacherous Calumnies, and faw the People highly incenſed, 


| po 509. yet was he nothing at all abathed thereat: bur being farisfied in his Conſcience, that he

had governed the eſtate uprightly, and well aſſured, that his Brother obtained the 
Prieſthood, not by his favour, but God's eleRtion, he came into the Congregation; where 
he uttered not one word againſt the People, bur addrefling himſelf to Chore, he expo- 
ftulated with him,' and accuſed him with great vehemency, being (beſides his other 
qualities) by natureeloquent and fit ro ſpeak in publick Aſſemblies. 

I think (faith he) Chore, that both thou and every one of theſe (pointing with his finger at 
the 250 Men of his fattion) are worthy of honour ; yea, I contemn not the reſt of this Aſſem- [| 
bly, although they are not to be compared to you in Riches, and other endowments. But 
neither doth Aaron therefore poſſeſs the Prieſthood, becauſe he is ricker (for thou haſt more 
ample poſſeſſions than either of us) neither becauſe he is more noble, (for God hath equally 
imparted the ſame unto us all, having given us one and the ſame Grandfather) neither have [ 
been moved thereunto by Brotherly affettion, to beſtow that on him which was duc unto others. 
For had T conſidered any thing but God, and the obedience I owe to him, I ſhould rather 
bave taken this honour to my ſelf, than have given it him; fince there is no man more near 


to me than my ſelf. For what wifdom had it been in me, to expoſe my ſelf to thoſe dangers 
which they incur, who commit an injuſtice, and ſuffer another man to reap the advantage 
of it 2 But God forbid that my Conſcience ſhould be ſtained with any ſuch ſin ; were I guil- 
ty of this fault, God would not leave me unpuniſhed, who had contemned him, nor you ig- 
norant of what ye ought to do, in order to pleaſe him. 'Tis he, not I that choſe the Fligh- 
Prie(t; and by this means he hath acquitted me of that accuſation, which in this reſpett 
might be brought againſt me." But though Aaron hath obtained this degree, (not by my fa- 
wour, but by God's own appointment) yet nothwithſtanding he referreth and remitteth the mat- 
ter to the publick diſpoſition and order of you all ; neither requireth be any prerogative, for 
that he hath already exerciſed the charge, but eſteemeth it to be the. greateſt good fortune that 
may befal him, to ſee your Mutinies and Seditions ceaſe, although with the loſs of that ho- 
nour which he hath received from your own eleftion. For neither have we been guilty of di: 
reſpeft towards God, in accepting that which it pleaſed him to grve us; nor on the contrary 7 
could we refuſe it without impiety. But fince it is a thing moſt 'reaſonable, that he who 
gives, ſhould confirm the gift which he hath given; God therefore. ſhall once again deter- 
mine, who amongſt you, ſhall be choſen to. offer Sacrifice unto him, and to take charge of 
thoſe things which appertain to Religion. And ſurely Chore will not be ſo bold as to pre- 
tend by the defire he hath to this dignity, to deprive God of the Authority to diſpoſe the ſame 
as beſt liketh him. 


Ceaſe therefore to mutiny amongſt your ſelves, and to be tumultuous upon this occaſion ; 


let every one of / by that defire the Prieſthood, to morrow bring each of you his Cenſer with 


perfumes, and 


re from his houfe. And thou, O Chore, be not aſhamed to yield mto God, M 


and to expett bis judgment, without going about to raiſe thy ſelf above him: but come thou 
alſo among(t the reſt of the Competitors in this honour, to hear the deciſion. Neither ſee I 
cauſe, why Aaron ſhould not be there alſo preſent, to be judged with thee, in that bitherto he 
hath — and uprightly behaved himſelf in the execution of that office, and is likewiſe

ribe and Race that thou art of. Te ſhall all offer Incenſe in the preſence of the 


People, and let him whoſe offering ſhall be moſt acceptable in God's fight, be declared and 
eſtabliſhed High- Prieſt : ſa ſhall I be acquitted. of that ſlander which is wrong fully urged a- 
= me, of having (by my particular grace and favour) beſtowed the office of the Prieſt- 


on my Brother. 
After Moſes had ſpoken in this manner, the People gave over murmuring, and the 


ſuſpicions which they had conceived againſt Moſes; approving in themſelyes all that N 
which had been ſpoken, as being profitable for rhe Commonwealth. So the Aſſembly 


ſeparated.

Lands within two Miles compaſs, ſhould be given to the Levites. Moreover, he com: of «he Pricfts. 
manded that the Tenths of all the yearly Fruit that was gathered by the whole People 

ſhould be given to the Levites and Priefts; which hath been ever fince inviolably ob- 
ſerved. Now muſt I declare” what things are proper to the Prieſts. Of the forty 

eight Cities which were granted to the Levites, he commanded them to give thirteen 

to the "Prieſts, and the tenth part of the'Tythes. Beſides, he ordgined rhat the Peo- 

ple ſhould offer to God'the firſt-truits of whatſoever the earth yielderh : and that the 
. firſt born of four-footed Beaſts allowed: for facrifice, if a thale, ſhottld be delivered to 
the Prieſts to ſacrifice, to the end they might be notnifhed with all their Family in 
D the facred City of Fernſalew ; and that for-thoſe which the Law forbids to eat, there 
ſhould be paid by the owners, in lieu of a firſtling, a Sicle and'a half ; and for the firſt:

This 

ſucceſs did not only bring preſent advantages to the Hebrews, but allo opened them a way *«fn. cap. s, 

to greater Conqueſts; for they took ſixty well fortified Cities which were under his Go- or 

C vernment: ſo that there was not any of the meaneſt Souldiers but were greatly enriched 

with pillage. After this, Moſes removed his Camp toward Fordan, and pitched it in a 

broad Plain near the City of Jericho: (which is rich and fruitful, and aboundeth with 

Palm-trees and Balm.) And now were the minds of the ſrae/ztes in ſuch fort confirmed, 

that they deſired nothing more than War and Battel ; and Moſes thinking good to make 

uſe of this their forwardnels, (having ſacrificed to God in way of Thankſgiving, and 

feaſted the People) he ſent part of them armed to deſtroy the Country of the Madia- 


rites, and to force the Cities of that Region : which War had this Original. 


CHAP. VI 
Of the Prophet Balaam. 


W/ Hr Balac King of the Moabites (who was both an old Friend and Confederate Nwnb. 22, 23, 
with the Madianites) ſaw the progreſs of the 1ſraelites, he began to fuſpe& the 74 77 9m 
ſecurity of his own fortune and eſtate: for he knew not that God had inhibited the He- 

brews to attempt the Conqueſt of any other Country but the Land of Canaan. And 

therefore more raſhly than prudently, he reſolved to oppoſe them: and for that he durſt 

not aſlail them in Battel, whom he knew elevated with the ſucceſs of many Victories ; 

yet deſirous to hinder them from proceeding any turther, he ſends Ambaſladors to the 

E Madianites to conſult with them what was fit to be done. The Madianites knowing that Cap. 22.1,a 5. 
beyond Euphrates there lived a famous Prophet called Ba/aam (who was their eſpecial 5c, K1og of 
Friend) ſent ſome of their moſt honourable Princes together with Balac's Ambaſſadours, rs ng 
beſecching him that he would come unto them, and curſe the ſraelites. The Prophet the Madia- 
entertained'the Ambaſſadors with great humanity, and asked counſel of God concerning 3.1% and 
what anſwer he ſhould give them: God forbad him to do that which they deſired. And the Madia- 
ſo Balam told them, that he wanted not will to gratifie them, but rhat God, to whom Þ* _ 
he owed the gift of Prophecy, forbad him; for that Army which they deſired ſhould TN 
be curſed, was dearly beloved of God. For which cauſe he gave them counſel to make 

peace with the /ſrae/ites upon any conditions: which ſaid, he diſmiſſed the Ambaſſadors. 

F But the Madianztes (being inſtantly requeſted by Balac) once more fent their Ambaſh- 

dors to Balaam, whodefſirous to ſatisfie them in their demands, conſulted with God. But 

God (offended with him) commanded him to aſſent to the Ambaſſadors: and he not con- Th kata 
ceiving that God ſpake thus to him in his anger, becauſe he had not obeyed hisorder, de- Embatſage to 
parted onward with the Ambaſſadors.

Balac alſo himſelf being Royally attended, accompa- 
ch to Balac. ed the Prophet, conducting him untoa Mountain, which was but ſixty Furlongs from 
their Camp. Balaam having well conſidered it, deſired the King to build ſeven Altars, 
on which to offer ſeven Bulls, and ſeven Rams. All which being readily executed by 1 
the King, he offered a burnt Sacrifice, to the end he might preſage on which ſide the 
Victory would turn; which done, he addreſſed his Speech in this manner toward the 
Army of the [ſraelites. 
Cap. 23.1, of Happy People, of whom God himſelf vouchſafeth to be the Conduftor, on whom he beſtoweth 
w. . fo large bleſſmgs, and abundance of riches, and over whom his Providence inceſſantly watcheth ! 
—_ * 1.2” No other Nation ſhall equal you in the love of virtue ; your Succeſſors alſo ſhall ſurpaſs you, 
people of I|- becauſe amongſt men God only favoureth you, and taketh care that nv Nation under the Sun 
—_ ſhall either exceed or equal you in happineſs. Tou ſhall likewiſe poſſeſs that rich Land which he 
hath promiſed you : and your poſterity ſhall be perpetual Lords thereof; and the glory of your 
name ſhall fill both the whole Earth and Sea; and ſo ſhall your Nation be multiplied, that there 
fhall be no place of the World where it ſhall not be diffuſed. Bleſſed are you (moſt worthy Ar- 
my) and deſerving great admiration, being compoſed of the deſcendants of one fingle Man. 
The Land of Canaan at this preſent will ſuffice you, but know that hereafter, the whole World 
will not be too great for your inhabitation; ſo that both in the Iſlands, and in the Continent, 
you ſhall live in ſo great number, that you ſhall equal the Stars of the Firmament. And though 
you are like to grow ſo imumeratle, yet notwithſtanding God will furniſh you with all fort of 
good things in abundance, in Peace, and in War, he will reader you vittorious. Wherefore we 
ought to wiſh that our Enemies may reſolve to take Arms, and to affanlt yoa, fince they cannot 
do it without their own total deſtruftion. So greatly are you favoured and lrued by God, who 
takes pleaſure to abaſe the proud and great, and to raiſe the weak and humble. L 
Thus ſpake Balaam in his P_—_ ſpirit, being inſpired by the Spirit of God. But 
ver], 11, 12.

Thinkeſt thou (laid he) that it lieth in our power, as often as deſtinies are to be diſcove- 
ſwer, red, to ſpeak or conceal what we liſt, at ſuch time as God ſpeaketh in our mouths > No, he 
himſelf cauſeth us to utter thoſe words which pleaſeth him; and be publiſheth thoſe Oracles by 
us, which neither we know, nor ever thought upon. T have not forgotten the Requeſt of the 
Madianites; and I came hither, to execute that which they defired at my hands; but God 
is more powerful than my will, who contrary to the will of God, and for the particular favour 
of men, had purpoſed to ſpeak otherwiſe : but as ſoon as he entreth into our hearts, he be- 
comes abſolute maſter of them. Truly I had determined in my ſelf to ſpeak nothing in 
their praiſes, neither was it in my mind to reckon up what God had decreed to beſtow upon that 
Nation, but becauſe he hath purpoſed to advance their felicity and glory, he put theſe words 
into my mouth. Nevertheleſs (fince it is my defire to gratifie both thee, and the Madianites, 
whoſe Prayers I ought to confider) let us ereftt new Altars, and prepare other Sacrifices, and 
make tryal if God perhaps will be moved to grant me licence to curſe this People. Hereunto 
Nunb. 14.3,4. Balac gave conſent; the Sacrifices were renewed: but Balaam could not obtain of God 
Balcams Pro- permiſſion to curſe the 1ſraelites. On the contrary, falling on his face, he predifted N 
things ro the misfortunes of thoſe Kingdoms and Cities which ſhould oppoſe them, of which ſome 
come. are not as yet built ; but by fuch things as have already hapned to thoſe that we kno\y 
both on the Continent, and in Iſlands, even to our days: we may gather moſt aſluredly, 
that what remaineth of this Prophecy to be fulfilled, will ſurely take effet. Balac be- 
ing much diſpleaſed, that the /ſraelires could not be curſed, ſent Balaam back again 
without honour: who, as he came near Exphrates, deſired to ſee the King and the Princes 
verſ. ro, 11, Of the Madianites, to whom he ſpake thus: Since it 7s your defire, O King, and you Princes 
——__ of Madian, that 7 gratifie you, although it be againſt the Will of God, you ſhall hear all that 
Hebws, JT can ſay to you. Hope not that any thing can extinguiſh the Race of the Hebrews, either by 
War or Peſtilence, or Famine, or any other chance; for God hath care to preſerve that Nation 
from all evil, ſo that no miſchief can fall upon them, whereby the whole multitude may be ex- 
timuilhed : 
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A tinguiſhed : though they may come into ſome afflittion for a time, yet they will afterwards flow TS 
riſh more than they did before, being by ſuch chaſtiſement rendred more wiſe.

membred how many perils he had ſuffered for their fakes, and how diligently he had Laws and 
procured their ſafety and ſecurity ; and their ſorrow increaſed, by their belief that they 7annerotiit 
were not like to have ever again ſo good a Prince: and they feared likewiſe thar God 
would not hereafter be ſo favourable unto them, in that they had not a Moſes to pray 
for them.

But | 
if you repent of your miſdeed, and perſevere no longer in ſo great madneſs, but reclaim - your 
ſelves, and return to your ancient Religion, a Pardon is granted you : but if you obſtinately 
perſiſt in your wickedneſs, there is nothing, which we will not do for the maintenance of our Re- 
ligion, and paſſing the River for defence of it , ( or to ſpeak more fitly) of our God; and acs 
counting you no leſs hateful and impious than Canaanites, we will treat you after the ſame 
manner as we have treated them.

They began with cutting the throats of the Aſſyrian Garriſon which Schiſart had placed ke Turk 
and more, ſo that in a little time they ſeemed ſufficient to equal the enemy in open 

field : whereupon encountring him in one battel, they overcame him and recovered 

their liberty ; and the reſt of the ſcattered and confuſed Army retired towards Enphrates. 

After Cenez had by this action given proof of his valour, he received the Government 

at the peoples hands; and exerciſed the office of Judge forty years, and died.

It chanced one day that bearing certain Preſents unto the King (attended by two of "*"Y; 

his Houſhold ſervants) he ſecretly hid a Dagger under his cloaths, ar fuch time as he 

entred in to the King. Now it was Summer and Mid-day likewiſe; and the watch was 


F grown morecareleſs, partly by reaſon of the heat, and partly for that the guard were at 


their dinner. The young man therefore offering his preſents unto Eglon (who at that 
time refreſhed himſelf in a certain Summer Chamber) began to diſcourſe with hitn. 
Noiw they were both alone (by reafon that the King reſolving to talk familiarly with 
Fodes, had fent away his Guard) but Jodes fearing, teſt he might miſs his blow as the 
King fate upon the Throne, deſired him to rife, telling him that he had a Dream to relate 
to him by the commandment of God. Whereat he rejoycing, arole. from his ſeat ; 
and Jodes ſtabbd him to the heart: and leaving the Poynard ſticking in the wound, 
locked the door after him, and eſcaped; For the Guard ſuppoſing the King laid dowri 
to reſt, let him paſs. But Fodes giving private notice: thereof to the 1ſraelites, offered 


G himſelf to be their Leader for recovery of their liberty : and they willingly accepting

amongſt which, were two Kings, Oreh and Zeb. Two other Kings, Zebe and Hezerbun 
eſcap'd, with their Souldiers, to the number of eighteen thouſand, and encamped not 
far from the 7ſraelites : but Gideon was no ways aſtoniſhed hereat, but charging them 
yaliantly with his whole Army, he defeated all the Troops, and took the Kings captive. 
There died in the two Battels of the Madianites, and Arabians their Allies, almoſt Six- 
ſcore thouſand. The Hebrews alſo took an ineſtimable prey of Gold, Silver, Apparel, Ca- 
mels, and Horſes. But Gideop returning to Ephraim, put to death the two Kings of x: 
the Madignites which he had taken. Nevertheleſs, the Tribe of Ephraim being diſ- 
pleaſed with his happy execution, reſolved to make War egainſt him; accuſing him, 
that he had not made them privy to his deſign againſt the Enemy. But Gideon being a 
prudeat man, and endowed with all kind of virtue; gave them this modeſt anſwer, 
That he had wot proceeded by his own direfion, but by the command of God: notwithſtaud- 
ing, that the Vittory was no leſs theirs, than his, or thoſe of bis Followers, that atchieved the 
Enterpriſe. With theſe his words appeaſing their wrath, he did no leſs ſervice to the 
Hebrews by his prudence, than by his valour ; delivering them from a Civil War, 
whereinto they had fallen, if his diſcretion had not prevented it. This Tribe was pu- 
niſhed for this outrage offered to ſo noble a Perſonage, as we will declare hereafter in 4 
due place. Gideon ing to di e himſelf of the Government, was conſtrain'd 
to continue the ſame, and ruled the //raelites for the ſpace of Forty years, doing ju- 
ſtice to every one that deſir'd it at his hands, with ſo great integrity, ability and wi 
dom, that the People never faif'd to confirm the judgments which he pronounc'd, be- 


cauſe none could be more equitable. He died whea he was very'old, and was buried

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A one of his friends, who had, in his behalf firſt ſollicited the marriage. Samſon (being TSA) 
more incenſed by this injury) reſolved to revenge himſelf both on her and the whole at ryghling 
Nation: For which cauſe in the Summer time (when the Corn was ready to be reapt ) he befire Chriſt's 
took three hundred Foxes, to whoſe tails having faſtned flaming Torches, he drove um, 1173. 
them into the Philitines fields of Corn; conſuming by this means all their hope of Har- 5444. :5.4,7, 
veſt, The Philiſtines underſtanding that Samſon had done this, and conceiving the reaſon &c. 
that induced him to it, ſent a party of Souldicrs to 7hamna, and burnt this woman alive eng meeen 
with all her kindred, as the cauſe of the loſs that had hapned to them. After Samſon had truic. 
ſhin divers Philiſtines in the Country, he went and dwelt at Etam (which is a ſtrong 
Rock in the Tribe of Fuda.) For which cauſe the Philines aflailed that Tribe, who 

p repreſented to them that there was no reaſon why they ſhould ſuffer for thoſe offences 
which were committed by Samſon, and eſpecially fince they paid them tribute. The 
Philiſtines replied, that unleſs they would be maintainers of his a& of injuſtice, they 
muſt deliver Samſon unto them. They (deſirous that the Philiſtines might have no 
cauſe of quarrel againſt them) came to the Rock to the number of 3000 men, and there - 
blamed Samſon for thoſe ations which he had done againſt the Philifines, becauſe they 
were a people that might endamage the whole Nation of the Hebrews : concluding that 
they came to take, and deliver him into the Philiſtines hands, and praying him to ſubmit 
himſelf voluntarily to that their reſolution. Samſon made them ſwear that they would do 
him no other injury, but deliver him only to their enemies ; which done, he deſcerided 

C from the Rock, ſurrendring himſelf to the hands of thoſe of Fuda, who bound him ,,,,,. ... 
with two cords, and led him away to deliver him to the Philiftives. Now being arrived 12, 13: 
in a certain place, which at this preſent is called the Faw (by reaſon of what hapned S-7/" is oct 
there at that time) and approaching near the Philiſtines Camp ; which ſhooted for joy phititines, 
that they had faithfully executed that which they deſired of them : Samſon brake his 
bonds, and catching up the jaw of an Aſs which he found at his feet, and falling upon 
the Philiſtines, he and beat down tothe number ofalmoſt rwo thouſand, and put all 
the reſt to flight. Thisextraordinary and unparallel'd exploitſo puft'd up Samfor's heart, $117, hi 
that he forgat to attribute it to the aſſiſtance of God, but aſcribed the ſame to hisown th- Jaw-bone 
ſtrength. But it was not long before he was puniſht for his ingratitude: For being ſeized 9a AS lk 

p With exceeding thirſt, and Sading himſelf faint, he acknowledged and confeſſed that ma, 
mans force was nothing but weaknels, and that all ought to be aſcribed to God: whom he 
prayed that he would not be diſpleaſed with what he had ſpoken, nor deliver him to his 
Enemies, though he had deſerved it, but aſſiſt him in the preſent danger. God heard Fe =: his 
his prayers, and cauſed a pleaſant Fountain to ſpring from the foot of a Rock : for which prayers cau- 
cauſe Samſon called the place MaxiZa or Faw, which name continueth even unto this © -—”" 
day. After this battel, Samſon ſet light by the PhilifFines, and went to Gaza, where he outof a Reck, 
ſojourned in an Inn. The Governors of the City underſtanding his arrival, ſet men to 
keep the Gates, tothe end he might not depart without their knowledge. But Samſor 
not ignorant of what they intended againſt him ; roſe about midnight and took up the 

p Gates, with the hinges and locks, and all the furniture of the ſame; and laying them ,,, 
on his ſhoulders, carried them to the Mountain above Hebron. Not long after, he Samſon bear- 
tranſgreſſed the Laws of his Fathers, and corrupted his ways and manner of living, con- © 2% oY: 
torming himlelf to the faſhions of the Gentiles, which was the ſource and cauſe of all F : 
his ruine. For he was taken with the love of a PhiliiFine Courtezan called Dalila. As 
ſoon as the Governours of the Philiſtines knew it, they by promiſes wrought ſo with 
her, that they perſuaded her to get out of him wherein his force conſiſted, and what 
the cauſe was that he could not be conquered by his. Enemies. Palila to accompliſh 
their deſire, made uſe of faſting and flattery, praiſing his ,great actions, and thence 
taking occaſion to ask him whence his ſo prodigious ſtrength proceeded. But Samſon

Moabites, Chilon to Orpha, arid Maalon to Ruth: After ten years, Elimelech and his Sons 
died. By which affliftion Naomz being caſt into great ſorrow,and deſtitute of their com- 
pany, whoſe dear familiarity ſhe had preferred before the love of her Country : chang'd M 
her reſolution (according to thoſe occurrences that had happned to her) and determi- 
ned to return'to her Friends,” by reaſon ſhe had received intelligence, that her Country 
at that time was 1n better eſtate than when ſhe left it.

Yes, anſwered he, I am ſeized thereof by the right of proximity, according to Law. 


D Boos replied, Thou muſt not (faith he) only obſerve the Laws in part ; but thou muſt z»s exhor- 


preciſely execute them all. Behold here a young woman, Abimelech's Widow, whomit *<th his kinG- 
behoveth thee to marry according to the Law, if thou wilt inherit poſſeſſions. But the za. 
man ſurrendred to Boos, not only the poſſeſſions, but alſo the woman; by reaſon that 
Boos was allied alſo to thoſe that were dead, and eſpecially for that the faid kinſman 
had already both Wite and Children. Boos therefore (having firſt taken the Magiſtrates 
to witneſs) calld for the woman, and willed her to draw near her kinſman, and to un- 
looſe his ſhooe, and ſtrike him on the face (according as the, Law had ordained;) which 
done, Boos eſpouſed Ruth, by whom (about a year after:he had a Son, which Naom# 
brought up; and called his name 0bed, in hope he would afliſt in her old age : (for 0hed ,,%'3...., 
in the Zebrew tongue ſignifies aſſiſtance) Obed begat Feſſe, and Jeſſe begat David, who 0bed Devids 
was King, and who left the Realm to his ſucceſſors for one and twenty Generations.

CHAP. L 
How the Philiſtines, compeZed by Peſtilence and Famine, ſent back the Ark of the L 
Covenant unto the Hebrews. 


Fter the Philiſtines had got the Victory over the Hebrews, and taken the fa- 


__ A; cred Ark, (as we have before declared) they brought it, with their other 
4 _ ſpoils, to the City of Azot, and placed it in manner of a Trophee in the 
The facred Temple of Dagon their Idol. But the next day after, when early in the 
—_ — Morning they entred into the Temple to adore their god, they found him 


le of Dagon,.. fallen from that Baſe or Pillar that ſuſtained him, and lying along the ground, his face 
ey of Az«t upwards, before the Ark; whereat being much moved, they took him up, and faſtned 
—_ ®Y humin his former place: and when they came often thither, and always found him pro- M 
raking away ſtrate, and, as it were, adoring before the Ark, a great fear and perturbation invaded the 
__ whole People. At length, a grievous Plague not only ranged in the City of Azot, but 
the fruir of alſo ſeized on all the Inhabitants of the Country. For the People being ſuddenly taken 
ne Country with the Elux, died in great Torment, and ſome of them vomited up their Bowels, 
"being corrupted and corroded with the diſeaſe. Beſides this, the whole Land ſwarmed 
with Mice, which deſtroying all things, neither ſpared the Corn, nor any other Fruit. 
The Azotians being afflicted with theſe Calamities, and unable longer toendure the ſame, 
underſtood that the Ark was the cauſe thereof,and that neither the Vidtory,or the taking 
of the fame, had any ways procured their advantage. They therefore ſent to the 4ſca- 
lonites, deſiring them to receive the Ark into their City ; who willingly condeſcending N 
to their Embatlage and Demand, received the Ark, and were preſently plagued with 
the ſame fſickneſſes which the Azotians had ſuffered. For together with the Ark the ca- 
lamities alſo were tranſported; for which cauſe it was likewiſe ſent from this place to 
another, where it remained but a little while; for the Inhabitants of the place being at- 
flied with the ſame Maladies which the other endured, ſent it to the Neighbour Cities : 
and after this ſort the Ark was conveyed to five Cities of the Phzliſtines, (exafting as 
it were, by thoſe Plagues, a Tribute of every one in puniſhment of the Sacrilege which 
they committed, by retaininga thing conſecrated to God. At laſt, wearied with ſo ma- 
ny evils, and made examples unto others not to entertain the Ark, which ſo grievouſly 
1 Sam. 5, 2, Tecompenced thoſe that received the ſame, they conceiv'd there was no other way left, 
«d fnem, but to find out ſome good means to rid themſelves of it. When therefore the Princes 
of the five Cities, of Geth, Accaron, Aſcalon, Gaza and Azot, were atlembled, ate =" 
ulte 


, de 
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A ſulted amongſt themſelves what was beſt to be done; and firſt of all' it was propos'd to Cr 
ſend back the Ark to thoſe to whom it appertain'd, ſince God ſcourg'd with fo. many al rat 
Plagues thoſe that receiv'd it into their Ciries, to teſtifie his indignation for the taking before chris 
of it, and to execute his vengeance of the Crime. But ſome ſaid, that this reſolution __—_— 
was unfit to be executed, denying that thoſe evils were to be imputed. to the Captivity Confulearion 
of the Ark, (whoſe power, if it were ſo great as they imagin'd, or if.God had any care __— | 
of the ſame, he would never have permitted it to have fallen into (the hands of men of 
a contrary Religion) and perſwading them to bear theſe Misfortunes with an -<qual mind ; 
and to account all theſe Calamities as effects of Nature, which. at certain periods of times 
is wont to produce in Mens Bodies, in the Earth, and in Plants, and in other things 
B ſubject to her power, ſuch kind of alterations and changes. Others, more prudent and 
intelligent, propos'd a third way, which was, neither to ſend away the Ark, nor yet to 
retain it, but to offer to God in the name of the five Cities, five golden Statues in teſti- 
mony of their gratitude, becauſe they had been preſerved by his fayour from that Plague, 
from which, by humane remedies, it was impoſſible to eſcape ; and to offer alſo as many 
golden Mice, like thoſe that had ſpoiled their Country: All theſe to be locked in a 
Cheſt, and laid upon the Ark; and the Ark tobe plact upon a new Cart made purpoſe- 
ly, to whiclthey ſhould yoke and tie two Kine that had new calved, locking up their 
Calves from them, leſt m_——_— be an impediment to their Dams, and to the intent, 
that through the deſire to ſee their young, they might haſten the faſter. That done, that 
C driving the Chariot to a place that had thtee ways, they ſhould ſuffer them to draw 
that way that they liſted; and if they took the way of the Hebrews,and travell'd towards 
their Country, then they ſhould aſſure themſelves that the Ark was the caule of their 
evils; but if they drew another way, let them (faid they) be driven back again, being 74. gn. 
moſt aſſured, that the Ark hath no ſuch virtue in it. This council was approved by on of the 
every one of the Aſſembly, ahd preſently executed : having prepared all things, they Puncitasrou- 
brought the Chariot (into a high way that lookt three ways, and leaving it there, re- Pr.

He wasa juſt man, adorned with all vertue, requiſite in a King that ſhould govern ſo many 
For he was valiant beyond compariſon, and - in thoſe battels which he fought 
for his Subjes, he was the firſt that thruſt himſelf into danger, and exhorted his Soldiers 
to behave themſelves valiantly, not commanding them like their Governour, but fighting 
with them as thicir fellow-foldier. He was very well qualified by his knowledge and ex-' 
perience to make the beſt uſe of the preſent, and to manage his future occaſions: he wes. 
moderate and juſt, courteous and favourable to thoſe that were atfflifted ;- which are thoſe 
ornaments which are worthy ofa great Prince, and in this great Authority wherein he was' 
placed, he ſtept not any ways awry, but in the caſe of 2ria's Wife. He left as much or _ 
rather more riches behind htm, than any other King of the Zebrews, or other Nations had F 
done. His Son Se/omon buticd him moſt Royally in Feruſalem, with all rhoſe ceremonies 
which were'accnſtomed in Royal obſequics, and among{t other things, he buried a great 
quantity of riches with him ; the incredible eſtimate whereof may be conjectured by 
that which-followeth. For one thouſand three hundred 'years aticr, the- High-Prieſt

There 

were four little Pillars ſquare and ereQted at every corner one, in which the ſides of the 

Baſes were adjoyned, and divided into three ſorts, according to the place diſtinguiſhed 

between the joynts ; with'Images, here a Lyon, there a Bull, and in another place an 

Eagle. The Pillars likewiſe were adorned with the fame ingraving: and all this whole 

work hung upon four wheels, which were made of caſt work, whuch had certain naves 

or ſpokes a Cubit and a half in the Diameter: and it was a wonderful thing to ſee the 

circumferences of them, how cunningly they were wrought, and properly tetled to the 

N ſides of the Baſes by their naves, or ſtrakes. They were thus made ; the corners or 

Angles on the upper part were ſuſtained by certain ſhoulders made after the manner of 

extended hands, on which there was placed a Spire, to which the laver was faſtned, be- 

ing upheld by the paws of a Lyon, and an Eagle, which were faſhioned and fo properly 

united, that they that beheld them, would have ſuppoſed them rather to be natural crea» _ 

tures, than otherwiſe : and betwixt them alſo there were certain Palm-trees figured :_ v. 27, 38... 

Such was the compoſition of the ten laverrs. Moreover, he made ten other Brazen lavers ke, Sogn 

aſter the manner of a round Cockleſhell, each of which contained forty Choes : for they 

were in height four cubits, and from brim to brim, there were likewiſe four cubits:

All which So/owon moſt magnificeatly 
prepared ſor the Service of God, ſparing ao-coft, but imploying/ himſelf os -utmott p 
of his power, toward the ornament of the Temple ; which he beautified and endowed 
wirh- all chcfſe Treatures. He: mvironed the Temple likewiſe with a wall three Cubits 
high, which in our Tongye wecall 'Gifen, to exclude the prophane myltitude, and admir 
none but the Prieits on. Without this wall there ſtood a Temple fourdquare with 
great and broad lifes ; which opened with very great Gates ; every one according 
to the.quiarter of the wind ; and the doors thereof were covered with Gold. Into this 
place. all the people that were purified might enter, and they likewiſe that kept the or- 
dinances of Moſes, It can {carcely be believed how admirable that exteriog Temple was: 
tor he filed huge Trenches, which by reaſon. ot their unmeaſurable depth, could: not be 
lookr down into without vehement apprehenſion of fear (for they were four kundred 
Cubjts deep) yet notwithſtanding he filed them and raiſed them to the height of the E 
Hill, whereon the Temple was buylt; and by this means ig came to paſs, that the walk 
without the Temple was equalled with the Foundation of the ſame. This did he begir 
with double Porches, ſuſtained by Pillars of rich ſtone ; the Roofs whereof were of 
poliſht Cedar, and the Gates were of Maſſive Sulver. | 

Atter that King So/omon had in ſeven years finiſhed theſe ſo fair and magnificent 
buildings, and all the orher neceſiaries which he had beſtowed upon the Temple, aod 
declared thereby his great Riches, and ſhewed his Power, that that which at the firſt 
hghr might require a mans whole Life to finiſh, he accompliſhed in few years? He wrote 
unto the Governours and Elders of the Hebrews, commanding them to aſſemble all the 
people in Feruſa/em to behold the Temple, and to bring in the Ark of God :' And al-F 
though this Aiſembly was publickly proclaimed, yet ſcarcely did the people make their 
appearance 1n Jeruſalem before the ſeventh month which we call 7huri, and the Mace- 
donians Hyperberete. About this time fell the feaſt of Tabernacles, which the Hebrews 
moſt Religiouſly obſerve and honour with great Feſtivals. They therefore took the Ark 
and the Tabernacle that Moſes had made, with all thoſe netelfaries which appertained 
to the Divane Service, and bare them into the Temple. The King and all the people,

- The weight of Gold which this Navy brought 
unto the King, was ſix hundred fixty and fix Talents: beſides that which the Merchants 
bought themſelves, or that which the Kings and Princes of Arabia had ſent unto him by [ 
way of Preſent. This Gold cauſed he to be molten down, and made thereof Two hun- 
dred Targets, each one weighing fix Hundred Shekels; and three Hundred Bucklers, 
each one of them. weighing three Hundred mines of Gold, and placed and hung them 
in the Hall, called the Forejt of Libanus. He cauſed alſo divers Veſſels of Gold and preci- 
ous ſtones to be: made for the uſe of his Table, all curiouſly wrought; the reft of his 
. neceſſaries alſo were of Gold: for nothing was either bought or ſold for Silver. For the 
King had many Ships apon the Sea of Tharſis, which upon his command carried divers 
Merchandize into remote Countries, by vent whereof they brought him home much Gold 
and Silver, and'much Ivory and Ethiopian Moors and Apes; and this Navigation in fail- 
ing too and fro, was fini{hed in three years. The renown and fame alſo of Solomons Vir- 
rues and Wiſdo:n, {pread far and near throughout all Nations: ſo that Kings of the remo- x 
| teſt Countries had a. deſire to ſee him, becauſe they believed not the Report, and deſired 
Solomors IiP5 ro manifeſt their affeCtion to him by magnificent Preſents. They thereſore ſent him veſ-

-7 them the greater Grace was, that they were backed by young Men of goodly perſonage 
ro behold, and furpaſſing all other in height, having long locks, which they dayly inter- 
mixed with wires of Gold, that when the Sun ſhould thine upon their Heads, they mighc 
appear more glorious bright. The King mounted on his Chariot, and apparclled 
in a white Rayment, accuſtomed to ride abroad about the Sun-riſe, guarded with 
theſe young armed Men, having Bows and Quivers.

B U T Aſa King of Jeruſalem, was a man of an upright and honeſt lite, and one that 
feared God; neither propoſed he to himſelf any other rule of his Actions, than the 
Divine Law. He corre&ed whatſoever was vicious and irregular in his Kingdom, purg- 
ing it from all impiety. He had an Army of three hundred thouſand men of the Tribe x 
of Jada, armed with Buclers and Javelins, and two hundred and fitry thouſand of the 
Tribe of Benjamin, bearing Bucklers and Bowes. After he had reigned ten years, Zareus 
King of Erhropia came out againſt him,with a greatArmy of nine hundred thouſand foot- 
men, and one hundred thouſand horſemen, with three hundred chariots, and deſtroyed 
all the Land as far as Mareſa, a City of Jada: in which place Aſa met him, and ſet his 
The Erbj-pia:s ANDY in aray againſt him, in the valley of Sphath, not far from the City. Where 
war agaiuſt ſeeing the great number of the Erhiopians, he beſought God that he would give him the 
_ victory over his enemies: becauſe he had not come forth againſt ſo formidable a power 
but in confidence of his aſſiſtance, who had the power to make a few men ſuperior unto 
many, and the feeble to overcome the mighty. 
2 Chron, 14. 9, WhiPſt Aſa prayed thus unto God, a certain ſign of victory was given him; ſo being 
ad 14, confirmed in that God had given him a token that he would affiſt him, ' he affailed his 
enemies,and flew a great number of the Erhiopians : as for thereft that were put to flight, 
he purſued them as far as the Countrey of Geray ; and after they had conquered their 
Enemies, they ſacked the City of Gerar, and brought from thence a —_ maſs of gold, 
and much ſpoil, with Camels, Dromedaries, and Herds of divers kinds of Cattel.

But Achab, 
f 1/rael, made his abode in'S«marie, and govern'dthe Kingdom for the ſpace of 22 

ears, without any alteration of thoſe ordinances which his progenitors, Kings of 1/rael, 
ad eftabliſhed;' but rhat he exceeded them daily in wickedneſs. For he imitated all 
their impieties, (but eſpecially the Apoſtafie of Jeroboam) for he adored thoſe Calves 
that were ereRted by him; and beſides that, he added far worſe impieties than the for- 
mer. He took to wife Jezabel the daughter of Ithobal King of the Tyrians and Stdonians, 
of whom he learnt to adore the Gods of her Nation : for ſhe was a buſte and audacious 
woman, and ſo inſolent, that ſhe feared not to build a Temple in honour of Bel, the God RB 
of the Tyrians, and to plant a Grove furniffd with all kind of Trees, and to ordain 
Prieſts and faWe Prophets alſo, in honour of that God. *Fhe King alſo took delight to 
have theſe Men oftentimes about him, exceeding all other Kings before him in madneſs 


deafth of ind malice. To him came a ceftain Prophet named Elzas, ſerit by Almighty God,that 


was born in Thesbon in Galaad, telling him that he fore-prophelied, that neither dew nor 
rain ſhould fall on'the Earth a long time, until that himſelf, vho was prepar'd todepart 
from him,ſhould appear again unto him : And binding the ſame with an oath, (for the 
better confirmation therot) he retir*d himſelf to the Southward, where-he liv'd by a

But Achab anſwered, That he ought not ro 
glory in his Army, but in thoſe ations that ſhould determine the War. When the Ambaſſz. 
dors were returned back, they found the King at dinner with two and tlurty Kings his 
Allies, to whom they made report of Achab's anſwer. Hereupon Adad gave command. 
ment to begirt the City with Paliſadoes, and to raiſe bulwarks of eatth,and to ſtreighten 
the fiege; WhiPſt theſe things were in hagg, Achab was gorouy troubled, and all the 
People with him : but at length he grew cohfident, and caſt off all his fear, cou the 
arrival of acertain Prophet, who ſaid unto him, That God promiſed to deliver all thoſe 
thouſands of Soldiers, and his Enemies, which he beheld, into his hands, The ſame Prophet 
being afterwards asked, By whoſe means this vittory might be gained? He laid, That it ſhould 
be by the Sons of the Governours, whom the Kjng himſelf ſhould lead forth. Achab therefore 
calling unto him the Governours Sons, found that their number amounted to 232;and ha- 
ving notice that the Syrians intended nought elſe but pleaſure and banquetting, he open- 
ed the City-gates, and ſent theſe, young Men out againſt them. Now when the Centi. 
nels of the adverſe part had diſcovered them, they certified Adad thereof, who ſent out 
certain Soldiers againſt them,commanding them, T hat if they were come out in warlike ſor; 
to bid the battel, they ſhould bring them unto him faſt bound ; and if they came in peace, they 
ſbould do the like, Now Achab had within the City ranged another Army,and kept them 
in a readineſs, When therefore the young Men had charged the Syr-an guard, and ſlain 
2 great number of them, and had purſued the reſt even unto their own Camp, Achab 
ſpying his preſent victory and advantage, cauſed his whole Army to ſally forth ; who 
giving an unexpetted charge upon the Enemies,diſcomfited the Syrians, (who little ex- 
pected ſuch a ſtratagem from the Hebrews) and aſſailed them difarmed and drunken : 
{> that they lefc both armour and weapons behind them,and fled from their Camp ; and 
their King likewiſe was ſo hotly purſued, that he ſcarcely had opportunity to fave him- 
ſelf by the ſwiftneſs of his Horſe. Achab made a long chaſe in following the Syrians, 
and ſlaughtering them that fled ; he ſpoiled their Camp likewiſe, and carried thence 
great riches, and an huge quantity of gold and filver. He took Adad's Chariots and Hor- 
ſes allo, and with them returned back into the City. 

Bat whereas by the advice of the ſaid Prophet,he was perſwaded to prepare and kee 
an Army in readineſs againſt the next year, (for that the Syriaxs wete reſolved to aſſault 
him again) the King omitted no preparation that concerned the War. For Azad (bei 
eſcaped from the fight with thoſe few Forces that remained after the battel) confited 
with his friends,how he might war againſt the Iſraelites, Who adviſed him from thence- 
forth,never more to fight with them in mountainous places, for that their God was pow- 
erful upon the Mountains,and for that cauſe they had been overcome by them : bur if he 
fought with them in the Plain, both he and his ſhould be aſſured to have the upper hand, 
Moreover,they counſelled him,that he ſhould diſmiſs thoſe Kings that he had confedera- 


»ſhed in ) yea, though only each of 'them ſbould bring but an handful of earth with a

ted with lum, to the end that each of them might return into his own Country, and that p 


in their ſtead he ſhould retain their Forces, over which he ſhould ordain Chiettaips ; be- 
ſides, (to ſupply their places that were loſt) they adviſed him to levy Horſemen and Cha- 
riots thorow all his Country. Aaad ſuppoſing that they had diſcreetly counſelled him 
in this matter, ordered his Army according as they had adviſed. And as ſoon as the 
Spring was come, he aſſembled his Army, and led them forth againſt the 1/raelites; and 
coming near unto the City of Aphec, he encamped in a plain field. But Achab with his 
Forces marching out to meet him, pitched his Tents near unto him, although he were far 
inferiour both in force and number, To him the Prophet appeared again, telling him, 


That God would once more give him the victory, to make it known, that his power was not onl 


in the Mountains ( as the Syrians perſuaded themſelves) but in the Plains alſo. Thus conti- x 


nued both the Armies, and encamped the one againſt the other, for the ſpace of fix days. 
On the ſeventh,when the Enemy forſook their Trenches early in the morning,and placed 
themſelves in battel-array, Achab drew out his Army and faced them, and preſently char- 
ged them : where after a Jong and dangerous gh between them, the Enemies were 
pur to flight, and many of them {lain in the chaſe. For ſome of them were —_—_ 
with their own Chariots, others {lew thoſe of their own party, and ſome few of them 
found the means to fly unto their City of Aphec, who periſhed likewiſe to the number 
of ſeven and twenty thouſand (being ſlain by the walls that fell upon them) beſides 
One hundred thouſand Men that perilhed in the fight.

£ wks a cuſtom in Samaria, that they that were defiled with a leproſy, ſhould live 
without the City-walls, for fear leſt their converſation might infect others: and at that ye, ;, 4, 
time alſo there were-ſome who for this cauſe had their dwelling without the gate. Theſe, 
for that (by reaſon of the extreme famine that reigned within the City) they recei- 
N ved no relief or ſuſtenance out of it, and whether they had licence to return into the 
City, or whether they contained themſelves in their houſes, they knew that they ſhould 
aſluredly periſh by famine,reſolved amongſt themſelves to ſubmit themſelves to the ene- 
mies mercy, tothe end that if they ſpared them, they might live; and if it hapned other- 
wiſe, that they might die with leſs torture. Now having agreed upon this among(t 
themſelves, they repaired by night unto the Enemies Camp. At that time God began

The other Foram King of Fer«ſalem,' ( for he likewiſe 
was ſo called, as we have heretofore declared ) by-murthering of his Brethren and his 
Fathers Friends, who were Governors, obtained the Kingdom, and became ſo wicked and 
impious, as he differed in nothing from the Kings of /raehwho tranſgrefſed the firſt Laws 
and Ordinances of the Hebrews, and perverted the ſervice of God. For Athaliah Achabs 
Daughter, (his Wife) taught him to execute divers miſghiefs, and, amongſt the reft,.to 
adore ſtrange gods. This notwithſtanding, God would not altogether aboliſh his Race, 
by reaſon of his promiſe made unto David: : yet he-omitted not dayly to introduce new

Lfied him that God would do juſtice upon him, becauſe he had forſaken the ways of his 1.Y ##"s 
Fore-{athers, and followed the impieties of the Kings of //rael, conſtraining:the Tribe of 
Fuda, and the Inhabitants of Jeruſalem, to, forſake the ſeryice of their God, to ſerve 
Idols, as 4chab had conſtrained the 1/rae/ites'to do; Furthermore, becauſe he had muc- 
thered his Brethren, and {lain upright and yirtuous Men." The Prophet likewiſe certified 
him by Letters, what puniſhment he ſhould ſuffer; namely, the ruine of his People; the 
death of his Wives and Children, and laſtly his own death: which ſhould happen unto him 
by a ſickneſs in his belly, wherewith he: ſhould be ſo tormented, that his intrails ftrange-; 
ly rotting within him, ſhould.drop out, and that he himſelf ſhould ſee his miſery, which 
ſhould be fuch, as neither might be retover'd by medicine, or ſhould ever leave him, until 
M he had finiſhed his days.

of Jer«ſalem. rather beliaving himſelt imptouſly, according as his Predeceſlors in the Kingdom, and 
The Forces of CONtemners: of God had done : For which caule the King: of Syria ſubdued him, and

HE tenth Year of the Reign of Jous King of 1/rae!, Amaſias reigned over the nei, Ruf. 
t Tribe of Jada, in Jeruſalem ; his Mother was called Judah, and was a Citizen of fi. cap, g. 
Jeruſalem, He was very careful to maintain Juſtice, (notwithſtanding he was very ir nr 
young ; ) and having taken-upon him the Government of the Kingdom, he reſolved 2 &2.141,2. 
with himſelf, that he ought firſt of all to revenge the Death of his ep} jor who 
was traiteroully ſlain by his Friends : he therefore laid hands on them, and put them 

Mall to the Sword, (yet extended he not his Diſpleaſure ro their Children, but conformed 
his Attions according to the Laws of Moſes; which faith, that iris not lawful to puniſh 2 Kings 14- 
their Children for their Fathers Offences.) He afterwards levied an Army of the Tribes Vs 240 
of Juda and Benjamin, and choſe ſuch as were in the flower of their Years, and abour 
twenty Yearsot Age ; the number of which amountedto three hundred thouſand Men, 
whom he divided into Centuries. He ſent alſo to the King of 1/rael, and hired an hun- 
dred thouſand of his arm'd Men for an hundred Talents ot Silver, becauſe he intended 
ro make War upon the Amalechites, Idumaeans, and Gabelites, Now while he made this 
Preparation,and was in a Readineſs to undertake this Exploit, a certain Prophet counſel- 
led him to diſmiſs the 1/7aelites that he had with him, becauſe they were wicked Men, 

N lignifying unto him, from God, That if he were followed by them in that War, he 
ſhould be overcome : and on the other ſide, 'That he ſhould have the upper. hand over 
his Enemies if he fought with a few Men, according to Gods DireCtion. Hereupon the 
King was moved (becauſe he had already paid rhe Iſraelites their Wages) but thePropher 
ceaſed not to exhort him to do that which was pleaſing in God?s fight, who would give

to David and Solomon ; threatning him, that if he retuſed to do him Service, he would 
enforce him to decide the Controverly by Arms; to whom the 1/raelite replied thus; 
King Joas to King Amalias : There was in the Mountain of Libanus #.Cypres-tree:of great 
height,to whom a littleThiſtle wrote,demanding of him his Daughter in Marr 1age, for his$on, 
But during this Treaty, there came a certain wild Beait that trod down the Thiſtle, Let rhis 
Example admoniſh and diſſmade thee from attempting of too mighty Matter s,peither grow proud 
of thy la#t Vittory againit the Amalechites, /eit thro* thy Preſumption, thou'expoſe both thy 
Wife and Fortune to the uncertain hazard of War. When Amaſias had peruſed this Anſwer 
of his, he was more inraged: (God allo as 1t ſeemed pricked him torward, tothe intent 
to chaſtiſe thoſe iniquities that were committed by him.) When therefore he had drawn 
—tdes. his Army into the field, and both the Armies were upon the point to joyn Battel, a 
dicion againſt ſudden fear and diſcouragement ſeized him (ſuch asGod in his diſplcaſure 1s accuſtomeg 
70a: King of to inflia) which made Amaſias's Army turn their Backs : ſo that (by the apprehenſion 
_ ,18, they had conceived) they were ſcattered before they came to handy ſtrokes; andy 
' Amaſias being left alone, was taken priſoner. FJoas threatged that except he perſuaded 
the inhabitants of Jeraſalem to open their gates, and to receive both him-and his Army 
into the City, he would put him to Death. For which cauſe Amaſias (conſtrained by 
neceſſity and fear of Death,) wrought ſo far that his enemies were received into Jeryſa- 
,, - Jem, who madea breach of three hundred Cupitsin their wall; thorow which Amdſias 
Amaſus ke Was led captive into Jeruſalem. In this manner Foas was made Maſter of the City, who 
priſoner by the afterwards carryed away the Treaſures of the Temple, , and took away 'the Gold and

impoſe. W hen Senacherib had heard the Amballadors,he reſolved on Peace,and ac- 
cepted Ezechias offer, promiſing that he would depart, as ſoon as he ſhould have received 
"Three hundred Talents of filver, and 'Thirty Talents of gold ; ſwearing unto the Am- 
baſſadors, That apon theſe conditions he would depart away, without comitting any outrage, 
Ezechias giving credit to theſe words of-hig, emptied the Treaſuries, and ſent the prefixed The oath of 
ſum to Sexacherib, hoping to be deliverel from his enemy, and the hazard wherin his OS. 
Countrey ſtood. But the Aſſyriars having received the money, et light by their promi- thereof, : 
ies, ſothat Sexacherib'went 1n perſon to make War againſt the Egyprians and Ethiopians, 
* and left Rapfaces his General in Jagea with a-great power, accompanied with two of his 
chicf Minions and Courtiers, with commiſſion to ſpoil Jeru{alem : 'The names of theſe 
two were Tharata and Anacheris, As foon as they were encamped near unto the Walls, -

At that very time the Aſſjria» wrote Letters to Ezechzas, in 
which he called him fool and mad-man, to think that he could ſecure himſelf from being 
his flave,yea,his ineſpecial, who had conquered divers and far greater Nations: threat- 
ning him with utter ruineat ſuch time as he ſhould ſurprize the City,it he opened not the 
gates of Jeruſalem willingly, to entertain his Army. When Ezechzas had read theſe Let- 
ters, he ſet light by them, by reaſon of the confidence he had in God : and having 
opened them, he ſpread them in the Temple. And whiPſt he renewed his prayers unto 
God for the ſalvation of the Ciry and his Subjects, E/ay the Prophet told him, That his D 
prayer was heard : that pr wa likewiſe they ſhould manure their lands in peace and ſecurity, 
aud ſhould enjoy their poſſeſſtons without fear .Not long after, the King of Aſſyria having 
but cold ſucceſs in his expedition againſt Egypr, turned back again without doing any 
_ thing, for this cauſe thatenſueth, He had loſt much time in the ſiege of Pelaſium : and 
at {uch time as he had already raiſed certain Bulwarks as high as the Wall, fo that he 
wanted nothing but to give the afſault ; News was brought him that Targsſes, King of 
Ethiopia,brought an Army to reſcue the Ez yprians, with an intent to take his way thorow 
nd ay "the Deſart, and ſuddenly tocharge the Aſſyr:ay Army.

Hedio & Raf- falſe God) and moreover addeth, That beſieging Pelulium, for this cauſe he gave over the

| "HE Mother of Joſias King of Jadea, was of the City of Boſcerh, and was called 
gas T Feda - This Prince was by nature ſoexcellently diſpoſed to all virtue, that during 


2 Chron. 34. 8. the whole courle of his life , he propoſed to himſclt no other example but that of his 
fiſt reſto-  Predeceſſor King David. When he grew to be twelve years old, he gave a manifeſt 
ſervice of God. proof of his piety and juſtice : For he drew the people to a conformable courſe of life, 
and to the deteſtation and aboliſhing of Idols, that were no gods, and to the ſervice of 
the onely and true God of their foretathers. And conſidering the ations of his Prede- 
celſors, he began to reQihe them in that wherein they were - "x2a2h with no leſs cir- | 
cumſpettion, than if he had been an old man; and that which he found to be adviſedly 
done by them, he did promote and imitate. And beſides this wiſdom, which was in- 
nate to him, he made uſe alſo of the advice and counſel of the Elders : For following 
PR, the laws, (both in reſpect of publick policy, as alſoin religion) he waliccd uprightly, in 
G +14 oy - that by obſerving them, he could not err. He made a particular inquiry both in Jeraſe 
Jqras rooxerh /ezp, -and the Countrey round about, for thoſe places where they had ſet up the worſhip 
out dot). of falſe gods, and overthrew their Altars; and all thoſe gifts that had been offered to 
them by his Predeceſlors, were defaced : andin this manner cauſed he the People to re- 
turn to the ſervice of God, and to forſake the honour they did unto Idols. He offered 
likewiſe the ordinary ſacrifices and burnt-offerings upon the altar,and eſtabliſhed Judges G 
and Magiſtrates to determine publick debates,and to doeach man right ; charging them 
to have no leſs reſpeCt of equity, than they had of their own lives. He ſent alſo thorow 
all the Countrey,commanding that all thoſe that would be Contrihuters,either in gold or

NV} Jeroboam had erected there in honour of Idols, he utterly defaced it, and the bones of «4 4- 
the falſe Prophets were burnt upon the Altar that Jeroboam had built, This had the 
Prophet foretold that came to Jeroboamn at ſuch time as he offered Sacrifice, and told him 
in the preſence of all the people, all that which ſhould happen : Namely, That one of 
Davids poſterity called Joſias,ſhould do theſe things : which Prophecy took ettect 361 years 
atter, After this, King Joſtas applied himſelf to the 1/raelzres, (who had avoided the 
captivity and ſervitude ot the Aſſyrians) and perſuaded them to torſake their Impie- 
ties, and the ſervices they had performed to ſtrange gods, and ro honour the ſovereign 
and true God of their fathers, and to cleave unto him. He made a ſearch al'9 thorow 
every houſe, borough and city, fearing leſt as yet there ſhould be an Idol hidden.

Chris Hereupon the King ſwore unto him, That he ſhould not die, neither that he would deli- 
Nativity, 610. ver him into the hands of the Governors, For which cauſe, Jeremy grounding himſelf 
GWYV upon'the Faith which he had plighted unto him, counſelled the King fo yield up the City 
to the Babylomans,becanſe that God had willed him to ſignifie unto theKjng,1 hat if he would 
ſave his Life, and avoid the imminent Danyer, and ſave hu City from utter Rutne, and pre- 
. ſerve the Temple from Burning, he ſhould ſubmit; or otherwiſe that _ bat he ſhould be re- 
pated to be the cauſe of all thoſe Evils that ſhould a—_ unto the City ana Citizens,and of that 
Calamity that ſhould confound both him and all his Family. When the King heard this, 
he told him, That he would do according as he had counſelled him, and perform whatſoever B 
he thought neceſſary to be done : but that he feared that his Subjetts, who were already gone 0- 
ver to the King of Babylon, would do him ill Offices with thut King, and that by their 
zeans he might be accuſed, and deliver d unto Death. Bur the Prophet encouraged him 
telling kim, Thar hir fear was in vain; aſſuring him, that he ſhould ſuffer no Evil, if ho 
be he yielded up the City; and that neither his Wife, nor Children, nor the ſacred Temple 
([Bonld ſuffer any Miſchief. | 
... Upon theſe words the King diſmiſs'd Jeremy,charging him to communicate the Coune 
ſel that was held berween them to no one of the Citizens, no not to the Princes, if the 
ſhould ask of him wherefore the King had ſent for him ; adviſing him to anſwer, if {0 
be they were inquiſitive, That he reſorted to the Kjng, torequeſt him that he might be uo C 
more ims3riſoned : all which the Prophet performed ; but they prefled him very much, 
toknow for wiat cauſe the King had ſent tor him.

Reign of Zedechias, and ſpojled the Temple, and carried away the Veſſels that were conſecra- 
K ted to God's ſervice, hoth thoſe of i. ole, as a!ſothoſe of Silver ; he took likewiſe the great Lawver 
that was given by Solomon ; the Columns and Pillars of Braſs, with their Chapre:s likewiſe, 
and the Þ ables and Candleſtichs of Gold : and after he had born away all thinzs, he burned the 
Temple the firit Day of the fifth Month, of the eleqenth Tear of Zedecluas's Reign, which was + 
the exghteenth of Nabuchodonolor”s.

W hen they were come 
together, Godolias advis'd them to remain in that Country, without any tear of the Bu- 
hiets promiſing that in manuring their Land, they ſhould jmcurr no Inconvenience : 
all which he confirm*d unto them by an Oath ;- adding further, Thar if any Diſturbance 
were offered to any Man he would readily affift him. He gave each one this Advice 
likewiſe, To inhabit any City that they hked beſt ; promiſing them to ſend them thi- 
ther, with fuch things as appertained to them, to build them Houſes, and furnith their C 
Habitations, promiſing that when time ſerved, he wonld make Proviſion of Corn, Wine 
and Oil for their Maintenance during the Winter : and when he had thus advis'd them, 
he gave them leave to depart, and inhabit the Country, Now when the Rumor was 
ſpread amonglt the People of Fades, that Godolies had thus courteoully entertained 
thoſe that were Fugitives ; and how he had permitted them to Inhabit and Till the 
Country (provided that they paid their Tribute to the Babylonians) divers of them 
repaired to him, and inhabited the Country. And Fohs and the other Governors be- 
ing with him, and aſſured of his Clemency, began intirely to love him-: Wherefore 
they told him, That Bathal King of the Ammonites, had ſent Iſmael to murther him by 
ſome Treachery,that by that means he might have the Dominion over the 1/raelires that D 
remained, in that he was of the Bloud Royal ; perſuading him, that the only meansto 
eſcape this Treaſon, was, to permit them to kill 7/-ael 1n ſecret : aſſuring him on the 
contrary, that they feared, that if T/mael ſhould happen to kill him, their whole Nation 
that remained, was like to fall to utter Ruin. But Godolizs replied, That it was not pro- 
bable that Timael, who had received nothing but K jndnefs from is hands, ſhould make any 
attempt upon his Life ; and that having never been guilty of any unworthy Ation in the time 
of his Neceſſity, he ſhould now make _— 2nilty of ſo great aVillany againit his Benefattor, 
whom he ought, even with the hazard of his own Life, to ſecare from the Attempts of others :

Tea, they that ***hi 
poſſeſs much Gold, and abundance of Silver, and other things of great and ineſtimable Price, 
only upon the fight of a fair Woman, forſake all theſe things, and will follow after the beauty 
which they behe!d, and for the poſſeſſion thereof, content themſelves to loſe all things. We for- 
ſake likewiſe our Father and Mother, and the Countrey that hath bred us,and forget our Friends 
N for our Wives ſake ; yea, we will willingly content our ſelves to dye with them, Tet is there a 
greater and further Demonſtration of the moſt mighty power of a Woman : For whatſoever we 
Travel for, all the Pains that we endure both by Land and Sea, to the intent we may reap ſome

AfFcr Darius death, his Son Xerxes ſucceeded him, not only as Heir in the Government

Hedio & Ruf- for he changed not thoſe inſtitutions of his Father, that concern'd Religious Service, but 
fxus, cap, 5» wirh great benevolence favoured all the Jews. During his Reign, Joacim the Son of Je-

It is decreed by me, and ſeven other of my Council, that whoſoever in my Kingdom of the 
Iſraelites, their Prieſts or Levites, will repair with thee unto Jeruſalem, may yu» do it with 
my Licence, and may ſettle themſelves in Judea, there to ſerve the God of their Fathers ; bearing 
with them thoſe Preſents unto the God of [[rael, which I and my Friends have wowed to offer 


unto him. 1 likewiſe give thee Licence to take with thee all the F old and filver which any of 


thy Nation Irving bere in Babylon will offer up unto God, to buy offerings to be. ſacrificed 
upon the Altar of thy God : and to make whatſoever veſſels of gold or filver, which either thou 
or thy Brethren ſhall think meet. Thoſe ſacred veſſels alſo which are given thee, thou ſhalt 
dedicate unto thy God ; and if there be ought elſe requifite in this behalf, that thou fhalt think 
fit to provide, the charges ſhalt thou recerve out of my Treaſury. 1 have alſo commended thee 
to the Treaſurers of Syria and Phcenicia, and have written to them, that whatſoever Eſdras 
the Prieft, and Reader of the Law of God ſhall require, they ſhall preſently deliver it to him. 
And to the end that God may be favourable to me and my Poſterity, my w ll is, that an hundred 
meaſures of wheat be offer d unto God, according to the Law. I command you alſo that are 
Magiſtrates, that you exatt nothing, neither impoſe any taxations on the Prieſts, Levites, 
Sing A men, Porters, or Holy Officers. But thou Eſdras ( according to the wiſdom grven thee 
from above ) fhalt appoint Fudges, who ſhall in Syria and Pheenicia execute juſtice unto the 
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People, according to your Law. Teach thou likewiſe freely all ſuch as are ignorant, ſo that who- E | 


ſoever violateth either. Gods or the Kings Law, he may be fined, or elſe condemned to death, as 
not feuning through ignorance, but of contumacy, Farewell.

Whereupon it came to paſs, that 
two Tribes were under the Obedience of the Romans 'in 4ſia and Europe :- but the ten 
Tribes were on the. other (ide of Euphrates, even until this day; and ir is incredible, how 
exceedingly they-are there multiplyed. With Zſdre- there departed a great number of 
Pr ty Levites, Porters, Singing-men, and ſervants of the Temple. Now after he had 
aſſeb ed thole. of..the Captivity,. that inhabited on this fide Exphrates, and ſojourned 
there three egy vt ns 4 a, them to ſolemnize a Faſt, and to pray unto God for his 
preſervation, that no. evil might happen unto him ; and thar:neither their Enemies, 
nor any other might do them any violence : For E/ara: had foretold the King, that God 


would be their ProteQor, and that therefore he required no Convoy of Horſe-men at G 0'

When Ears had deliver'd theſe Preſents into the hands of the Prieſts, he offer'd mitteth the 
burnt-cfferings unto God, according to the Law, namely, 12 Bulls for the publick con- bo + 
ſervation of the People, 72 Rams and -Lambs, and 12 Goats for a ſin-offering. And preſents to 
1 afterward he deliver'd the Kings Letters to his Princes and Govetnors in Celoſyris and nh rv 
Phenicia : who being conſtrain'd to execute that which was enjoya'd them by the King, © 
honoured the Nation of the Fews, and ſupplyed them every ways in their neceſſities. We 
owe unto E/dras the honour of this Tranſmigration, for he not only layd the _ of it, 
but his virtue and piety were undoubtedly rhe cauſe that God gave him ſo good ſucceſs 
in the undertaking, 
Not long after, there came certain men unto him, complaining that ſome of the Peo- 
ple, Prieſts and Levites, had cranſgreſſed againſt their Ordinances, and broken the Laws of 
the Country, in that they had eſpouſed certain ſtrange Women, and corrupted the purity 
of the Sacerdotal Race; requiring him, that he would have a regard to Gods Ordinances, 
x for fear leſt he (being diſpleaſed with them) ſhould caſt them again into that miſery from 
which he had (o lately delivered them. E/aras. hereupon was ſo much aMlifted, that he, 
rent his cloaths, and tore his hair, and pulled his beard, and caſt himſelf upon the ground, 
becauſe the chief among the People were concerned in that offence. And becauſe he 
feared leſt if he ſhould command them to forſake their Wives, and thoſe Children which 
they had begotten by them, he ſhould not be obey'd, he continued in grief, and lay corn- 
tinually upon the ground. Whereupon, all thoſe reſorted unto him who were not guilty, 
and wept and lamented with him, becauſe of that which had hapned. In this affliQion #/4ras Pray- 
of mind, Efdras ( raiſing himſelf from the earth, and lifting up his hands to Heaven ) _ = 
ſaid, That he w.s aſham'd to look thereupon , becauſe the offences of the People were ſo had marryed 
L heinous; and that they had ſo ſoon loſt the Memory of thoſe Calamities wherewith their Fore- — WY i 
fathers had been viſited for their fins, men eee O Lord, ({aid he) ſince thy mercy i in- BJ " 
finite, have pity, 1 beſeech thee, on the remnant that hath eſcaped that long captivity, and which 
thou hait brought back into their native Country. Spare them, O Lord ; and though they have 
deſerved death, yet let thy mercy appear, in the ſparing of their Lives, Whilſt thus both he 
and thoſe that came unto him, lamented with him, with their Wives and Children, a cer- 
rain man called Achonias, one of the principal men of Feruſalem, came to him, and ſaid, 
That they had ſinned — they had eſpouſed ſtrange Women ; and perſwaded Eſaras tocom- 
mand them all, to baniſh both them and the Children begotten by them; adviſing, that - 
they who obey'd not the Law, might be puniſh'd, E/ar: ( perſwaded by theſe words) 
M made all the Princes of the Prieſts, Levites, and Tribes of ſrael, ſwear, That they would 
diſmiſs their Wives and Children, according to the counſel of Achonias, And as ſoon as he 
had received their Oaths, he departed from the Temple unto John's houſe the Son of Elis- 
#i6, and there ſpent he all the day, without taſting any meat, by reaſon of the grief which 
he had conceiv'd. Hereupon an Edi& was publiſh'd,* 7hat all they that were returned from 
the captivity, ſhould repair within two br three days, to Jeruſalem ( under the penalty that 
they who defaulted, and came' not within the prefixed time, ſhould be held as excommanicate; 
and their goods confiſcate to the publick Treaſury of the Temple, by the ordinance of the Prieſts : 
They of the Tribes of f#da and Benjamin came thither within three days, on the 20 my. 
of the Niath Month, call'd by the Hebrews, Thebeth, and by the Macedonians, Appelleds. 
N And as ſoon'as'they were ſeated inthe upper part of the Temple in the preſence of the 
Elders, Eſ4ras aroſe and reproved them, becauſe they had tranſgreſs'd the Law, iii taking Eſdr.

ly as if ſhe had been his own Daughter. Now the King had made aLaw, That pv maj no man ſhould 
ſhould approach his preſence, upon pain of death , except he were called, _ te 207000 Wh 
time that he was on his Throne and round about his Seat there ſtood certain Officers cepr, he were 
with their Arms, ready to punilh thoſe who being uncalled ſhould atrempt to approach a__ | 
the Throne. The King himſelf fate aloft, and holding in his hand a' Golden Scepter, Mardechens 
whenſoever he intended to fave the life of any one that approached his Throne uncal- diſcovereth 
led, he ſtretched forth the ſame, and rouch'd him therewith : Who being thus touch'd, Te Fraſer 
by that means eſcap'd death. And as touching theſe things, we have ſufficiently ſpoken _ 
in this place. hoard? 

Not lon after this, when as Bagathous and Theodeſtes, two of the Rings Eunuchs, 
had conſpir'd againſt him; Barnabas, who was of the Hebrew Nation, and one of their 
Servants, being acquainted with their Treaſon, diſcover'd it rothe Queens Uncle Mards- 
cheus, who, by her means, inform'd the King of their Conſpiracy. Who finding out the 
truth by their Examination, he commanded them to be execured on the Gibber ; he for 
that time gave no recompence to Mardechens for ſaving his life, butonly commanded his 
Name to be Regiſtred in his Records, perrfitting him to have acceſs to his Palace, as ifhe ; 
had been one of his Domeſticks. Now as often as Hamas (the Son of Amadath an Amale- #emn being 
"chite) came unto the Palace to viſit the King, all thoſe that were either Perffans or ſtran- — 
gers, (according to the Kings eſpecial direction) did him honour : But AMardecheys gletted by the 
thew'd him'no honour ( becauſe the Laws of the Fews forbade it.) Which when Zaman je _ 
had obſerv'd, he demanded wherce he was ? And underſtanding that he was a Jew, he was 3,4.  * * 
much diſpleas'd, ſaying in himſelf, That the Perſians who were of a freer condition,caſt them- C- 5:9 
ſelves proſtrate before him, and he that was but' a Slave, diſdained to do the like. Intending 
therefore to revenge himſelf on Mardocheus, he thought it not ſufficient to procure his 
puniſhment at the Kings hands, but reſolv'd wholly to exterminate his Race ( for he was 
by Nature an Enemy to the Fews, by reaſon that the Amalechites, from whom he deſcend- 
ed, had heretofore been conquer'd by them. ) Whereupon he addrefs'd ' himſelf unto the 
King, and accuſed them, ſaying, That there was acertain curſed Nation freed through his 
whole Kingdom, inſociable, arid orris g the cuſtoms of otber men, who uſed divers Laws and 
Ceremonies, contrary to thoſe of all other. Nations, and deſtruftive of the Fundamentals of his 
Kingdom; ſo that the greateſt favour he could do to his Subjefts, would be utterly to extermi- 
nate them, And left your Majefties Tribute ſhould be any ways impaired by theſe means, I 
promiſe you of mine own Revenues forty Thouſand Talents of Silver, defiring rather willingly 22, Fa 
to forbear ſo much money, than that your Kingdom ſhould be unpurged of ſuch a curſed Race of gn of the Fews 
men. When FHamanhad made this his Requeſt, the King aniwer'd, That he forgave him the granted unts 
money, and that he permitted him to. deal with that Nation as he thought fit. When Haman 
had obtain'd his defire, he preſently ſent forth an Edi thorow all Nations, in the Kings 


Name, to this Effe&.

Having obtained the Empire over ſo many Nations, and extended my Dominion over the 
World, according to mine own pleaſure, and being ſo little inclined to treat any of our Subjetts 
with rigor, that we rather take great pleaſure in affording them fe ome figual marks of our Favour 
and goodneſs, cauſing them to enjoy an happy peace, it remains that we ſeek after thoſe means 
O that may render this happineſs Aer petaal to them. Being therefore admoniſhed by my Friend 

Haman, ( who for his Wiſdom and Juſtice is more Honoured than all other by me; and far his 
approved Fidelity, hath the Second Place in Authority under me ) that there is a certain race of

This Edit being ſpread thorow all places of the Countrey, and publi(k'd in every City, g 
all men prepar'd themſelves againſt rhe prefixed day, urterly ro Exterminate the Fews, and 
no leſs diligence was there uſed in Suſa the Metropolitan City. Mean-while, the King 
and Haman Feaſted, and made good Cheer, whil'{t rhe City hung in ſuſpence, being trou- 
bled with the expeQation of the Event of that which ſhould follow. But Mardocheus having 
intelligence hereof,rent his Garments, put on Sackcloth, and caſt aſhes on his head, walking 
thorow the City,and crying, That their Nation had not committed any crime deſerving death: 

ae amevt-"And uſing theſe, or ſuch like ſpeeches, be came unto the Kings Palace, and ſtood betore the 
Fews, upon, Gate, becauſe it was unlawful for him to enter thereinto in that habit : The like alſo did 
the bear"s of the Fews that were in the Cities, where thoſe Edits had been publiſh'd againſt them, 
E#ber 4. 1, 2. Weeping and lamenting their miſeries. But when the News hereof was brought untothe C 
Se. Queen, that Mardocheus ſtood before the Palace Gate in a deplorable condition, ſhe was 
much troubled, and lent certain of her Servants unto him to command him to change his 
Attire, but they could nor perſuade him to put off his Sackcloth,for the cauſe of his ſorrow 
ſtill remaining, he could not think of laying aſide the marks of it. She therefore called 
unto her Eunuch Acratheus, and ſent him unto Mardochexs, to know what accident had 
betaln him, that made him put on his mourning habit, and to afflit himſelf after that 
manner, and not at her intreaty to lay aſide thoſe marks of his ſorrow. Hereupon 
Mardocheus told the Eunuch of the Edit made againſt the Fews, and ſent by the King 
unto all his Provinces ; the offer of the money that Zaman likewiſe had tender'd to the 
| King, whereby he had bought the utter ruine of his Nation at the Kings hands; moreover, 
he-gave him the Copy of that which had been proclaim'd in Suſa, to be deliver'd unto D 
Efther, whom he intreatedto beſeech the King, and to eſteem it no diſhonour to become 
a Suppliant, to ſave her Nation, and preſerve the Fews from that death whereunto at 
that time they were expos'd, ſince Zaman, the next in honour to the King, had accuſed 
the Jews, and incens'd his Majeſty againſt them. When E/her underſtood this, ſhe ſent 
again unto Mardocheus, giving him to underſtand , That ſhe was not called for by the Ring ; 
and that whoſoever emtered unto him, and was not called, ſhould die, except the King would 
ſecure him, by ſtretching out his Golden Sceptre ; for he, unto whom the King was pleaſed to 
grant that favor, although he were not called unto him, yet ſuffered he not death, but obtained 
pardon, When theſe things were reported by the Eunuch from Eſther unto Mardechevs, g 
he commanded him to tell her, That ſhe ought not ſo much to tender the particular reſpett of 
ber life, as the lives of her whole Nation ; aſſuring her,that if at that preſent ſhe had not care of 
them, their ſuccor el only proceed from God by ſome other means than this : But ſhe and 
her Fathers houſe ſhoald be deſtroyed by them whom ſhe had contemned, Upon this reply, 
Eſther ſent the ſame Meſſenger back again unto Mardocheus, commanding him to repair

Faſtingand . #nt0 Suſan, and tocall aGeneral Aſſembly of all the Jews that remained there willing then 
"Praying unto for three days ſpace to faſt and abſtain from all kind of meat for her ſafety, and that both her 
one _ x ſeif_ and her ſervants would do the like ; promifing them, that at that time ſhe would preſent 
Veople. her ſelf unto the King, notwithſtanding his contrary Edift ; and that if ſhe muſt needs die (be 
would willing ſuffer it: e 

Mardecheus obſerv'd her orders, cauſed the people to faſt, and to pray unto God for 
her ſafety ; he likewiſe himſelf beſought him, 7hat it might pleaſe him at that preſent to 
have compaſſion on their deſolate and diſtreſſed Nation, as he had done oftentimes heretofore : 
and that as he had pardoned them at ſuch times as they had offended, ſo now alſo at this preſent 
he would deliver them from that perdition which was denounced againſt them, For that they 
were uot in danger to die. infamouſl ly for any offence of their own, but becauſe he only had in- 
cenſed Haman, 2n that he would not adore him, or perform that honour unto him, which is onl 

| duetoGod : For which cauſe, in revenge, he had contrived this miſchief againſt themwho ould 
not tranſgreſs the divine ordinances, The People likewiſe pray'd to the like effeQt, be- 
" ſeeching God, That he would have care of their preſervation, and preſerve the Iſraelites i» G 
what place ſoever they were, from the miſery at hand, which was before their eyes, and alread, 
' expetted by them. Eſther alſo beſought God, ( *ccording to the manner of her Counrey) , 
caſting 
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H caſting her (elf proſtrate on the Earth, cloathed in Sackcloth, and abſtaining for three 
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days {pace from Meat and Drink, and what thing ſoever elſe was deleCtable, betceching 
God to have compaſlion on her, That when ſbe preſented her ſelf before the King ſhe might 


have words fit to perſuade and mollifie hint, and grace and beauty far more amiable than ever 


ſhe had, to the end that by rhe means ſhe might be the better enabled to appeaſe the King, if 


ſo be he were diſpleaſcd with her; and to ſucconr her brethren in extreme danger, whereby the 
King might turn his anger againſt the enemies of the Jews,and take compa/ſaon of their imminent 
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danger which, without hjs prevention, would ſurely fall upon them. Atter (he had in this ſort ki:g co (olli- 


for three days ſpace faſted and prayed, ſhe caſt off her Mourning attire, and changed 
her Habit, attiring her ſelf as became the Majeſty of a Queen, having two of her Ser- 
vants on whom ſhe leaned, and the third that follow'd her, carried up her Train, which 
was large,and trailed on the ground : and in this equipage came ſhe unto the King, ha- 
ving her cheeks ſtained with a modeſt bluſh, bringing with her a Majelty mixed with 
beauty, but her heart was not altogether free from tear. But when the beheld the King 
itting aloft on his Throne, glorious in his garments embroider d with gold, and adorn'd 
with precious ſtones, a fear ſuddenly fell upon her, ſince he lookt not on her perhaps 
at firſt with a favourable countenance 3 whereupon being aſtoniſhed, her limbs failed 
her,her colour faded, and ſhe fell betwixt her handmaids arms into a \wound. Hereupon 
the King (by the will of God) changed his affection, and ſuddenly leapt from his 
Throne,and embracing her with both lis arms, he raiſed her up,and kiffed her,and ſpake 


K comfortably unto her, praying her to be of good conrage, and not to ſnſpe# any misfortune, 


for that ſhe came unto him without any motion of his : That the ordinance was only made for 
his Subjes, but that ſhe ( who was equal with him ) ſhould fear nothing : whereupon he 
took his Scepter in his hand, and laid it on the _ neck, whereby he deliver'd her 
from all fear 5 ſa that the recovered her vigour and courage,and ſpake after this manner : 
0 King, I carnot eaſily expreſs unto you the inconvenience that is ſaddenly fallen upon me ; 
for as ſoon as I beheld the great and redoubted Majeſty of your Perfon, my ſpirits forfook 
me, and my heart failed me. Now whilſt ſhe ſpake theſe words with pain and feebleneſs, 
the = was touched with compaſlion 3 ſoas he animated and encourag'd her, and com- 
mande 
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her to expe nothing but good 3 yea, (ſaid he) if thow demandeſt the half of

which the King readily granted her. Now when they were come unto the Banquer,and 
in the mid(t of their cups, the King commanded BB 
would grant it her, aſſurmg her, That he would refuſe her i nothing ;, yea, although ſhe de- 
manded the half of his Kingdom. Bnt ſhe deferred to diſcover her ſuit until the next 
day, requiring him once more to repair with Haar unto her Banquet. 

When the King had promiſed to vilit her again, Hamer = 20pory with great joy, for 
that he alone had the credit to banquet with the King and Efther, and no other had ever 


obtained the like Honour amongſt any Kings of thofe Dominions, But in his return, 


M perceiving Mardochexs im the Court, he was moved, becauſe that (notwithſtanding he

that ſonie one ſhould certifie him, which of his triends attended before the Palace. At 
this time it hapned that Hamar was found there, who came thither ſooner than he was 
accuſtomed, with an intent to beſtech the King, that he mighr put Mardochezs to death, 
When the officers had brought the King word that Harman was before the Palace,they 
were commanded preſently to call him in. As ſoon as he came into the Kings preſence, he 
ſaid unto him, Since I am aſſured that no Man hath ſo great an affetion for me as thou haſt, 
I prithee give me thy counſel, how I may condignly honour him, as becometh my ſelf, whom I do 
moſt affettionately love ? Haman thinking the advice he ſhould give, ſhould be given for 
himſelf, (becauſe he ſuppoſed that he only was beloved by the King more than all 
others) counſeled him that which in his opinion was the beſt, after this manner: If 
your Majeſty ſball think fit to expreſs the favours towards the Man for whom you pretend an ex- 


Ver. 7, 8,9. traordinary kindneſs, cauſe him to be mounted upon a brave Horſe, and let him be apparalled 


in a Royal habit, and put a chain | vs about his Neck, and let ſome one of thy ny $4 friends 
march before him, and proclaim throughout the City, That thus is the man honoured, whom the 
Kingloveth. The King with great ſatisfaRion received this counſel which Hamar thought 
he had given in favour of himſelf, and turning towards him, ſpake thus unto him : Take 
one of my Horſes, a garment of Purple, and a chain of Gold, and ſeek ont the Few Mardocheus, C 
and give them unto him,and march thou before him, making proclamation after that manner 
which you lately propoſed : For ({aid he) thou art my neareſt friend, and it is very fit that 
the execution of this thing be committed to thy truſt, which thou haſt ſo faithfully connſelled, 
And this command I to be done, becauſe Mardocheus hath been the preſerver of my life. Ha- 
41, upon the hearing of theſe words, beyond all expeCation, was no lels amazed, than 
if he had been Thunder-ſtruck 3 but finding a neceſſity of giving obedience to a com- 
mand that was ſo poſitive and expreſs,he went out, having with him the Horle,the purple 
Habit, and the Chain of Gold,and meeting with-Mardechexs before the Palace, who was 


himſelf in purple; - But he (who was wholly ignorant of that which had hapned, and D [ 
ſuppoſing that he mock'd him) ſaid, O thou moſt wicked amongſt men, doſt thou thus mock 
at our afflitions £ Notwithſtanding being afterwards inform'd,that the King had beſtow- 
ed this honour on/him, for ſaving his Life, and diſcovering the treachery of thoſe Eunuchs 
that would have ſlain him, he put onthe purple Robe that the King wore ordinarily,and 
put the chain about his neck,and afterwards mounting on his Horſe, he went round about 
the City, Haman walking before him, and crying, Thus ſhall it be.done to the Man whom 
the King ſhall thinkfit to honour. Now, after they had gone round the City, Mardocheas 
gave his attendance on the King,but Hamar came not into the preſence, ſo much was he 
aſhamed at that which had hapned 3 but going home, he told his wite and friends, with 
tears, all that which had hapned 3 who told him, That it was no ways poſſeble for him to re- E M 
venge himſelf as yet on Mardocheus, becauſe God did viſibly afford him his aſſiſtance. 
Whilſt they were thus ſpeaking, E/ther'sEunuchs came to haſten Hamman to the banquet, 
and Sabuchadas, one of the Eunuchs, ſeeing the Gibbet erefted in Humar's Lodging, 
(whereon he intended to execute Mardochews) demanded of one of the ſervants, where- 
fore it wasraiſed up ? And underſtanding that it was for the Queens Uncle,whom Ha- 
man would require at the Kings hands, to the end he might pur him to Death, for that 
time he held his peace. But when the King being ſeated with Haar at the Banquet,re- 
quired the Queen to declare what ſhe would require that he might grant her, ſhe began 
to lament the danger of her People, ſaying, That ſhe, with her whole Nation, were made « 
prey to the Sword, and that for that cauſe ſhe brake out into that diſcourſe : For (ſaid ſhe) t N 
Thad not troubled your Majeſty, nor been ſo mnch grieved, if you had commanded that all the 
Jews ſhould be ſold, - away Captives to extreme miſery; for that affiiFion might have 
been born : but ſince the utter deſtruion of our whole Nation is deſigned, I conld not but in 
this caſe have recourſe to your Majeſties clemency. The King much ſurprized with this dil- 
courſe, demanded who it was that formed that deſign? whereupon ſhe began publickly to 
accuſe Hamar, ſaying, That he alone was that wretched and envious man, who had contrived 
their Tragedy. Hereupon the King was much troubled,and aroſe from the Banquet,and 
went into the garden: then began Haman to pray,and beſeech Eſther to forgive him his 
offence. And whilſt he was fallen upon her Bed to beſcech her tavour,the King entred, 0 
and grew the more diſpleaſed at that he ſaw, and ſaid, O thou curſed amongſt men, dareſt G 


thou attempt to violate my wife * Haman was wholly confounded with this queſtion, lo as 
he

that he ſhould be Hanged upon the ſame Gibbet, until he were dead- And here we 


cannot but admire the Providence of God, in conſidering his Wiſdom and Juſtice, in 
that he not only puniſhed the wickedneſs. of Haar (as he had deſerved) but alſo cauſed 
him to fall into the ſame ſnare which he had prepared for another Man. - Thus died Ha: 
7141, who had unjuſtly abuſed the Kings Friendſhip : as for his Goods, they. were given 
unto the Queen. 

After this the King called Mardochexs unto him (for already he had notice that he 
was his Wife's Uncle) and gave him the Ring which he had given unto Hamar: the 
Queen likewiſe gave him his Goods, and intreated the King to deliver zher from thoſe 
apprehenſions into which ſhe had been caſt by thoſe Letters which were ſent out: by 
that wicked Man Haman in His Majeſty's Name, to the Governours of the ſeveral Pro- 
vinces, with inſtruction to Maſſacre the Fews, and extirpate their whole Nation affuring 
him that ſhe could not live to behold the death of her Brethren, and the total-ruine of 
her Country. The King made no difhculty in granting her requeſt, affaring her that 
K he would not contraditt her Will, permitting her to write in the Kings Name all that 
ſhe would have done in the behalt of the Fewsz promiſing that when ſhe had done the 
ſame, he would Seal it with his own Seal, and give her authority to ſend it thorow all 
his Provinces : to the end that they that read thoſe Letters, confirmed by the King's Seal, 
ſhould not any ways oppolſe the execution of them. Whereupon he - ſent for his 
Secretaries of State, commanding them to write unto the Magiſtrates of all the Nations 
touching the Jews, and to the Princes and Governors of one hundred, twenty and ſeven 
Provinces, trom I:dia as far as Ethiopia, The Contents of which Letters were

Inferionrs, but alſo are 'not afraid to wax inſolent againſt thoſe who are the Authors of their ge fecuciry 
benefits, extinguiſhing as nmch as in them lieth, all manner of Gratitude amongit Men, and of the Jews: 


believing that it is in their Power to deceive God himſelf, and robi|bim- of his Juſtice : So 
that when the favour' of their Princes hath given them power an4 authority in the Government 
of their Affairs, inſtead of applying themſelves to the Benefit FA the Publick,, they have given 
M place to the hatred they have conceived againſt ſome particular Men, and deceived their Princes 
by falſe accuſations and detrattions, and provoked their Wrath againſt thoſe who have not done 
amiſs : whence it cometh to paſs, that they have been ſometimes in extreme danger to loſe their 
Life. The proof whereof appeareth not only in ancieit Hiſtories ( the knowledge whereof we 
have only obtained by hear-ſay ) but by that likewiſe which hath been audaciouſly attempted 
before our Eyes, ſo that hereafter we ought not to give credit to detraions and accuſations, 
nor to ſuch things as Men inforce themſelves to perſwade : hut it behoveth every Man to judge 
according to the truth of that he knoweth, and to puniſh thoſe which are. guilty, and to pardon 
the Innocent, in conſidering their atts, and not the words that are ſpoken. For it is moſt no- 
torious unto all Men, that Haman the Son of Amacath ( az Amalechite by Nation, and by that 
N means a Stranger, and not of the Perlian Blood, but entertained by ws ) hath in all things 
enjoyed the fruit of our Bounty hitherto 3 ſo that he hath' been called owr Father, honoured by 

Men, and obtained amongit all Men, and in all things, the ſecond place after ws 5 yet could 
he not make a moderate uſe of his happineſs, nor prudently entertain the greatneſs of his -ſeli- 
city 3 but hath ſought means to deprive Mardocheus of his Life, who profirncd mine 5 ſeeking 
by his fraud and malice to vradife the ruine of Eſther, the companiox of our Life and King- 
dom; and by this means ſtriving to diſpoſſeſs me of my moſt faithful friends, he determined 
to transfer the Kingdom unto others. Touching my fe in that 1 know that _y ews, who 
gre by this wretch deſtinated to die, are no wicked Men, but ſuch as live under a ſtri& 
and holy diſcipline, praying God continually that it would pleaſe him to continue the Kingdom

And I command that this be done the thirteenth day of the twelfth 
Month called Adat;' which 3s the day that God ordained for their mp wp ( when they 
were appointed 10 be lain) which day I wiſh may be fortunate to thoſe that love us, and a mo- 
amiment of Revenge 'on thoſe that intended our ruine. My pleaſure ihewiſe is, that all Men, 
Cities ant-Nations ſbould know, that whoſoever ſhall negle@, through obſtinacy, to fulfil the 
tenor of this' my Mandate, he ſhall be purſued with fire and ſword : and let theſe Copies be B 
ſet up throughout all our Dominions ;, and let each Man of the Jews, upon the prefixed day, 

prepare himfelf to be revenged on his Enemies. 


The __ re- - As ſoon as the Poſts had received theſe Letters, they preſently mounted on horſeback 
* &cir Enc- and rode each of them his appointed way; and Mardochews being clothed in a Royal 
mies. habit, and adorned with a Crown of Gold on his head, and a Chain of Gold about his 
neck; came forth, and the Fews of Safar, ſeeing him thus honoured by the King, ſup. 
poſed that his good Succefs was an a ce of their own : And when the King's Let- 
ters were -publifhed 3 the Fews lookt upon them as a favourable ray of light which 
po:tended their deliverance, and their enemies were in ſo great fear that divers of other 
Nations circumeifed themſelves, ſuppofing that in fo doing they ſhould be in ſecurity, 
For the thirteenth day of the twelfth month ( by the Hebrews called Adar, and by the 
Macedonians, Diſtre) the Poſts that carried the King's letters certified them, that they ſhould 
exterminate their Enemies \on that very day whereon they themſelves were in danger 
to be exterminated. The Governors likewiſe of the Provinces, the Lords and chief 
Magiſtrates, did honour to the Fews - for the fear they had of Mardochew, and after 
the King's: Letters were publiſhed, it came to paſs that the Fews flew about five hun- 
dred of their Enemies, within the City of S»ſa; the King declared unto Eſther the num- 
ber of the dead that periſhed in the City, and ſuſpeting what might happen thorow the 
whole Country, he asked her if ſhe requeſted any further matter, promiſing her that D 
Eſther 9. v. 2 he would ſee it executed : ſhe beſought him that it might be lawful for the Jews to 
5» 10» 13 revenge themſelves yet once more the next day upon their Enemies, and to hang Ha- 
mars ten Sons upon the Gibbet 3 which the King ( being loth to contradict Eſther ) per- 
"mitted, ſo that on the 14 day of the Month Dire they ſlew about three hundred more 
of their Enemies, without taking the ſmalleſt portion of their Goods. Furthermore, 
the. Jews ſlew in the Country, and in the Cities, about fixty five thouſand of their 
Enemies, ' whom they diſpatched the thirteenth day of the morph, and ſolemmized the day 
following in Mirth and Feaſting. The Jews that were at owſar a{ſembled themfelves 
likewiſe on the fourteenth day of the month, and banquetted that whole day. Whence 
It cometh to paſs, that all the Jews which are thronghout the World, keep and folemnize 
this-day for a feſtival, and ſend Preſents the one unto the other. Mardochews alfo wrote 
unto the Jews, who lived under the Empire of Artaxerxes, commanding, them to ob- 
ſerve thoſe days, and to ſolemnize them 3; willing them to charge their Succeflors to 
do'the like, tothe end that this Feaſt might continue for ever. For ſince on that day 
they ſhould have been deſtroyed by Hamar, they ſhould do well if after they had eſca- 
ped that danger, and taken revenge on their Enemies, they ſhould obferve the ſame day

A Judas being dead, Joh# his Son. obtained the Place, and was the cauſe.that Bagoſes, #i» & Ruf- 
General of Artaxerxes's Army, polluted the Temple, and made the Jews Tributariesz:fo The _— 

that before they could offer their ordinaty and daily Sacrifices, they were compelled. go taken on ok 
1 pay for every Lamb 50 Drachmes, which. hapned upon this occafion: Fob had a Brother >> 4 
called Jeſus, whom Bagoſes favoured, arid. promited to give him the High-Prieſtbood... . - 
One day theſe'two Brethren being in the Temple, they fell out about the Succeſſion, and - 
the Quarrel rofe'fo high, that Johr flew his Brother Jeſa# in that holy./place. It was a 
thing very ſtrange, that Joh» being a Prieſt, ſhquld commit ſuch an impiety- againſt kis 
Brother ; and yet far mioreſttange, in that ſo cruel an ad, and an offence ſo impious, 
hath neither hapned amongſt Greeks nor Barbarians. But God left it not anpuniſhed;- in 
that for the fame Sin the People loſt their Liberty, and the Temple was polluted by the 
Perſians. When Bagoſes had intelligence, that Johx (the High-Prieſt-among the Jews) 
had lain his Brother Jeſ## in the Temple, he camethither in all haſte, and began to break 
K forth into bitter threats againſt the Jo - Have you (faid. he) been Nh bold as to. commit 
murther in your Temple © And, when he attempted. to enter, they hindered him. Where- 
upon he replied, Amr I therefore more polluted than the Body. that: lieth dead ini the 
Temple. And having ſpoken thus, he entered thereinto, and for the ſpace of ſeven years, 
Bagoſes being thus incenſed againſt the Jews, puniſh'd them for murthering Jeſs. Aﬀter Jaddw High- 
that Joh was deceaſed, Faddus his Son was made High-Prieſt, who had a-Brother call'd J7i*# whoſe 
Manaſſes : Sanaballath ſent by the late King Darivs to govern Samaria, (for he alſo was of re: marri- 
the Race of the Chuthears, from whom came the Samaritans) knowing that Jeruſalem was th Sanabal- 
a famous City, and that the Kings thereof wrought much trouble unto the Iahabitants of _ 0ange: 
Aſia, and Celoſyriaz he willingly marrieth his Daughter Nicaſ/s to this Manaſes, with

Alexander the Great, King of Macedonia, paſſeth ont of Euzope into Aſia } Referoys the 
Empire of the Perſians 3 and. when it hg, 77s that he. would have Jos cs -the 
City of JERUSALEM, he pardons the Jews, and treats them very jevonrably. 


Bout this time, Philip King of Macedon died in the City of AEgea, being trii- Alexander 
M terouſly ſlain by Pa»ſavizs the Son of Ceraſtes, of the Race of Orefter., and\his 124e King 
Son Alexander fucceeded him in the Kingdom 3 who paſling over the Hell hw , gave _— 
battel unto the huge Army of Darizs near the River Grazic, and. 'there' obrain'd''a King of Mece- 
famous Vittory. And hereupon alſo invading the Country of Lydia, (afrer: he had 
conquer'd Tonia, and over-run Caria) he fell upon the Quarters of Pemphilza, as is. d& 
clared in another place. But the Elders of Jeruſalem were much difpleaſed, that: Feddas's 
Brother, who was at that - time High-Prieſt, and had married a foreige Woman, ſhould 
be Companion and Aflociate with: him in the Prieſthood, ' fo as they' mutinied againt - 
him. For they ſappoſed that that Marriage would be but a means to animate thoſe who 
had a mind to profane Marriages, and prove an inducement to others to communicate in 
N Marriage with Strangers 3 calling to mind, that the cauſe of thei Evils and firlt' Captivity 
was, becauſe ſome of them had fallen, and offended, by coupling themſelves with'Women 
of foreign Nations. 
They therefore commanded Maraffs either to forſake his Wife, or elſe never more to 
approach the Altar. The High-Prieſt-likewiſe being incenſed againit his Brother, as well 
as the People, drave him in like manner from the Sacrifice. For which cate, Marafſes L 
(addrefling himſelf to his Father-in-Law Sanab4lath) told him, Thai although he loved his ger Ge of 
Daughter Nicaſis very entirely, yet would he not condeſcend for her ſake to be deprived of the greater For- 
Priefthood (which was the greateſt Dignity that could be among their Nation, and whith hag 5 oe 
ever continued in his R.1ce.)

At the ſarhe tifrie Darizs underſtanding that Alexander having paſſed the Heleſpont,had 
Hedio & ruf-OVErcome thoſe Governours,whotn he ha placed near uinto the River Granicws,and that he 
finws, cap. 8. /pafled further, ſpoiling his Country 3 hegathered together his Horſe-men and Foot-men 
refolving to tnake head againſt the Macedonians, before they ſhould gain all Aſia : He 
therefore paſſed Exphrates; and Mount Tavrw+ in Gilicia, to encounter his Enemies. Sang- 
ballath joyful at Dariws's approach, incontinently told Maraſes, that he would fulfil his 
/Promiſe, as ſoon as Darixs ſhould return from the Conte of his Enemies. For not 
only he, 'but alſo all the Aſars perſuaded themſelves moſt afſuredly, that the Macedonians 
would not abide the battel againſt the Perffans, by reaſon of their great multitude; bur 
Alexander's itt fell out altogether contrary to their expettation: For the Perſ#ar encountering with 
ie oy the Macedonians, was overcome 3 and after he had loſt the greater part of his Army, and C | 
, ' Jeft his Mother, Wife, and Children, Priſoners, he himſelf fled into Perſia. . Alexander ar» 
riving in Syrie, ſeiz'd on Damaſcus, took Sidon, and beſieged Tyre z and by his Letters ſend- 
ing unto Jaddws the High-Prieſt-of the Fews, he requir'd him to fend him ſome eons 
and to ſell his Army Victuals for their Money ; afſuring him, That if be deſered the Friend- 
ſhip of the Macedonians, he wonld give him that Tribute which he paid to Darias, and he ſhould 
have 10 cauſe to'repent of the choice which he ſhould make. The High-Prieſt anſwer'd Alex- 
ander's Meilenger, That he had ſworn unto Darius never to bear Arms againſt him, during bis 
life-time 3, againſt whith Oath of his , he could not af. Which when Alexander heard, he 
was diſpleaſed, but reſolv'd notwithſtanding to continue the Siege at Tyre, until ſuch time | 
aSit ſhould be taken; yet threatned he, that as ſoon as he had taken 1t, he would lead D [ 
forth his Army againſt the High-Prieſt, to the end that all men might know to whom they 
ought to keep their Faith. For which cauſe, ſparing no labour, he overcame Tyre and 
after he had given order for the ſettlement thereof, he came unto Gaza, and took it with 
Bahemeſes the Captain of the Gariſon that held it. But Sanaballath finding a. fit Opportu- 
nity tomake himſelf great, forſook Darixs, and follow'd Alexander, leading with him eight 
thouſand of his Subjects :* And coming to him at the beginning of the Siege of Tyre, he 
offered toſurrender to him all thoſe places wherein he commanded, acknowledging him 
for his Lord more willingly than he had Darins. Alexander receiv'd him graciouſly : 
Whereupon, Sznaba//ath inform'd him of his Condition, andlet him underſtand, that Ma- 
waſſes (who was Brother to Jaddns the High-Prieſt of the Jews) was his Son-in-Law, who E M 
with divers of the ſame Nation, were defirous to build them a Temple in the Countries 
under his Dominion, aſſuring the King of much profit thereby ; becauſe in ſo doing, the 
force of the Fews' would be diſmembred into two parts, and they could not conſpire to- 
gether to make any new InſurreCtion or trouble, as in times paſt they had done during the 
Government of the Kings of Aſſyria. |

lem ; which when the High- Prieſt Faddrs underſtood, he was much grieved, and afraid, 
not knowing how to gain the favour of the Macedonians : And, on the other fide, know- 
ing that the King was diſpleaſed with him, (becauſe heretofore he had difobey'd him, 
he commanded the people to make their Prayers unto God, and he in his own perſon 
offered ſacrifice beſceching God that it would pleaſe him to be a ſhield of Defence 
and Succour to their Nation, and to deliver them from thoſe imminent Dangers where- 
with they were threatned. But the next night following, whilſt he {lept, God appeared 
unto bim, and commanded him to be of good Courage, and that as ſoon as he had gong

my ſelf by what means I might attain to the Conqueſt of Aſia, he connſelled me to make no de- 

lay, but to march forward boldly, aſſuring me, That it would be he that would guide both me and 

mine Army, and would deliver the Empire of the Perſians into my hands. Since that time, I 

have not ſeen any one attired after the ſame manner : And at this preſent beholding this Man, 

and calling to mind the Viſton and Exhortation that he gave me in my ſleep, I hope that mine 

Army being conduted by Divine Providence, I ſhall overcome Darius, and diſcomfit the Per- 

fians, and that my Deſigns ſhall have a happy iſſue.

Whereupon the High-Prieſt anſwer'd, That he deſired that they might be permitted to live ac- 
cording to the Laws and Cuſtoms of their Forefathers, and that every ſeventh year they might be 
exempted from Tributes. Which was granted them fully. They beſought him likewiſe, 
That by his permiſſton, the Jews that were in the Countries of Babylon and Media, might live 
according to their Laws. And he promiſed them willingly to do all that which they de- 
fired. He made proclamation alſo among the people, That if any one of theme would bear 
Arms under him, ( and live according to the Cuſtom of their Nation ) he was ready to receive 
them, Whereupon divers liſted themſelves under him in the Wars. 

After that Alexander had thus behaved himſelf at _ he tnarched with his Army 
againſt the Neighbouring Cities 3 and whereſoever he went, he was received with great 
affection. But the Samaritans, whoſe Metropolitan City at that time was Sichem (fitu- 
ate near unto the Mountain of Garizim, in which there dwelt divers Jews alſo; that were 
revolted from their Nation) ſeeing how favourably Alexander had received thoſe of 
Jeruſalert, they reſolved to profeſs theinſelves to be Fews. For ſuch is the nature of the 
Samaritans, (as we have declared heretofore) that when the Jews are in affliftion, they The ama.

Agatharchides the Cnitia# (who 
wrote the Afts of Alexarter's Sncceſſors, teftifieth the fame) reproaching us of St- 
perſtition 3 as if by that rtleans we loſt our City.

-A | Fter the death. of Prolomews Soter, his Son Ptolomeus Philadelphws ſucceeded in the 

Kingdom of Egypt, and held it for nine and thirty years ſpace, he it was that 

Hedio & Raf- tranſlated the Law into the Greek Tongue, and delivered the Jews from that ſervitude 
I whetein they were inthralled in /Zgypt,to the number of {ix{core thouſand, upon this oc- 
of Prolomey caſion. Demetrizs Phalerizs Maſter of the Kings Library, endeavoured to make a col- 
Philadelpbw. \eftion of all, ſorts of Books that were in the World, and brought all which he thought 
would be agreeable to the King, who was very curious in his collection. of books 
The:King demanding one day. how many thouſands of Volumes he had already gather- 
ed, he anſwered him, that he had already got about two hundred thouſand: Volumes; 

but that ſhortly he hoped: to have to the number of five hundred thouſand. Beſides he 

told him, that he had been lately informed that there were divers Volumes. among the 

Jews, wherein many things touching their Laws and Polices were written, which were 

worthy to be known, and deferved a place in ſo memorable and famous-a Library, 

but that it would be very difficult to tranſlate them into the Greek Tongue, for their 
charaQers ſeem to have ſome relation to the Syriack, and their pronunciation likewiſe 

1s not much different from itz notwithſtanding they have their phraſe proper and pecu- 

liar unto themſelves. But nevertheleſs he believed it might be done, fince his Majeſty 

would not think much of an Cee; the King approved of this Propoſal, and wrote 

unto the High-Prieſt of the Jew: to help him to theſe Books. In the mean time a certain 

Man called Ariſiexs, who was intirely beloved by the King by reaſon of his Modeſty, 

and had divers tumes reſolved with himſelf to ſolicite the King, to. diſmiſs / all the Fews 

that were in. his, RngcOm, ſuppoling that at that inſtant he had a fit opportunity to 

make his requeſt, he ſpake unto Softbes, to Terentin, and Andrew the chief Captain of the 

Kings Guard, beſeeching them to favour him in that which he intended to moye to the 

King. Having found how they ſtood inclined, he addreſſed himſelf unto theKing, and 

ſpake unto him after this manner. Since your Majeſty hath reſolved not only to tranſcribe, 

ut alſo to tranſlate the Laws of the Jews, I ſhould. not ſpeak to your Majeſty with that free- 

dom and ſincerity which I ought to uſe, if I ſhould not inform you that I know not how this can 

be fairly done at the ſame time that you detain as your Slaves ſo great a number of Jews with- 

'7n your Kingdom of Kgypt: Ton will therefore do a work anſwerable to the Greatneſs of your 

courage and benignity if you deliver them from their miſery, conſidering that he who gave them 

their Law « Grd o governeth your Kingdom ( as by diligent inquiry I have certainly learnt ) 
for both they and we 2: one God, Creator of all things, whom we eall by the name of Jup!

ter, for 4s much as he preſerveth our life and the lives of all Men. For that hononr therefore 


which you owe unto God, ſend back theſe People into their Country, and permit them to inhabit 
it,;who amongſt all Men are moſt ſingularly affeFed to their Religion. Neither hath your 
Grace occaſion to ſuſpeF, that I make this addreſs unto you, becauſe I am either allied or 
deſcended of any of their Tribes 5 but only for this reaſon , becauſe I am aſſured that 
there is but one God, who is the Maker of of 


Men, and that he taketh pleaſure in thoſe that 


before corifts with him divers Priſoners from the better quarters of Judea, and the places near unto

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1 addi themſelves to Beneficence. When Ariſteus had 1 poken thus, the King beholding him NR —_ ] 
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with a cheerful Countenance, ask'd him, How many thouſands he thought they were, whoſe world, 3684. 
liberty he deſired Andrew (being nigh at hand) anſwer'd, That there were more than Before Chriſf's 


120000. Whereupon the King replied, 1s this Demand, Ariſteus, 4 matter of ſmall conſe- 
quence, which thou requireſt ? Soſebixs and 1 arentin replied, That he could do nothing more 
worthy of. himſelf, than by ſuch an Aion, to acknowledge the great Obligations which God 
had laid upon him, in raiſing him to the Throne. The —_ being well pleaſed to (ce them 
ſo unanimous in their Requeſt, promiſed that the Jews ſhould be ſet at liberty, and that 
he would pay unto his Soldiers 120 Drachmes for each Few that was his Slave: And 
touching the Requeſt made by them, he promis'd them to diſpatch his Letters Patents,in 
moſt ample manner, to bring an happy iſſue to Ariſtexs's ſuit 3 or rather to ſatisfie the 
Will of God, which was chiefly to be regarded. . Hereupon he ſent out his Proclamati- 
on, declaring, That he not only ſet them at liberty, who had been brought thither by his Fa- 
ther, or thoſe of his Army who attended him ; but thoſe alſo who heretofore had been in his 
Kingdon, or lately had been brought thither : And notwithſtanding it was told him, that 
the Money that would be required for their Ranſom, would amount to more than 
400 Talents, yet ceaſed he not to confirm that which he had promiſed. But that it 
may more plainly appear how great his Royal Magnificence was, I thought good to in- 
ſert in this place the Copy of the Edi&, which he lent abroad, to this eftect : 


IWhoſoever of you that in my Father's ſervice (by bearing Arms unto him ) have made any 
inroads into Syria and Phaenicia, and afier the Conqueſt of Judea, having taken any Priſoners,

and brought them ints our (Cities and Countries, with intent to ſell them: All they alſo, who ingthe liberty 


have heretofore detained any, or at this preſent have any ſuch Captives in their poſſeſſion, they 
are commanded hereby, to ſet them at libert 'y that live under their thraldom, recetving for the 
Ranſom of every Perſon 120 Drachmes ;, if they are Soldiers, at ſuch time as their Wages ſhall 
be paid them As for the reft, they ſhall receive their Money ont of the King's Treaſury. For 
I am perſuaded, that it was contrary to my Father's intent, and againſt all right, that they 
have been taken Priſoners, and that their Country hath been haraſſed by the inſolency of the 
Soldiers, who have thought to make their profit and merchandize by them, by bringing them in- 


L to Egypt. Having therefore an eſpecial regard to Juſtice and intending to ſhew mercy to 
[4 


thoſe who are wrongfully oppreſſed, I command that all thoſe Jews who are detained in ſervi- 
tude be diſcharged, and that they who hold them captive, receive the Ranſom promiſed by us, 
fo as no deceit or fraud be uſed therein. And to the end that our Ordinance be exatly and 
fully obſerved, our Will is, That this Edi@ of ours be publickly proclaimed three days after it 
ſhall come unto your Hands; and that thoſe who hold kick Priſoners in their poſſeſſion, declare 
how many Priſoners they have. Moreover, it ſpall be lawful for any Man that will, to accuſe 
ſuch as obey not this Edi; and our Pleaſure is, That ſuch as ſhall not obſerve it, ſhall have 
their Goods confiſcated to the King s uſe. 


M When this Edict of the King's, publiſhed tothis effe&, was proclaimed abroad, and 


N tending the fame evenunto Children. 


that only point was omitted, that concerned thoſe that before-time had been, and atter- 
wards the ſecond time were led away Priſoners, in whoſe behalf he had given no di- 
rection, he ſhewed himſelf moſt bountiful in hike manner toward theſe 3 and gave or- 
der that the Number and Tally ſhould be ſpeedily gathered, and the Money diſtributed 
to the Commiſſioners and Treaſurers appertaining to him. This was diſpatched in the 
{pace of ſeven days, all the King's Ordinance was accompliſhed, and there was laid out 

or the Ranſoms of them all, to the ſumm of more than 460 Talents : For the Maſters 
exacted fixſcore Drachmes for the Children alſo, grounding themſelves upon the King's 
Edict, by which it was ordained, that for every Perſon they ſhould have that ſumm, ex-

After this extraordinary Munificence,according to the King'sCommand,he appointed 
Demetrius to make a Decree, touching the Tranllation of the Books of the Jews. For 
the King did nothing raſhly, but adminiſtred all things with great Wiſdom and Cir- 
cumſpettion 3 and therefore the Copy of Demetrins's Propoſal, and the Letters ſent to 
this effe&, are regiſtred, and recorded in writing : The number likewiſe of the Pre- 
ſents that were ſent, and by whom they were offered. - So that whoſoever ſhall behold 
them, he will judge by the curious Workmanſhip, the great Skill of the Workman z 
and by the ExceJlencies of the Pieces, he will know by-whom each of ther was faſhio-

poſſible, I bave found, that amongſt others, we want the Books of the Laws of the Jews 3 for 
they being written in Hebrew Chara#ers, we have no notice thereof 5 nor have we taken the 
pains to enquire after thewr, becauſe your Moiſt hath not as yet thought fit to deſire them, But 
I think it neceſſary, that your Majeſty ſhould have them procured, and that they be faithfully 
tranſlated, becauſe thaſe Laws praceeded from Gad himſelf ; and it is moſt certain, that of all B 
other Laws in the World, they are the wiſeſt and incorrupteſt, For which cauſe, tlecateus the 
Abderite ſaith, That meither Ports nor Hiſtorians have made any mention of them, nor of thoſe 
that have been governed under the ſame z, becauſe in themſelves they are pure, and are not to be 
publiſhed by the month of the prafaue. May it therefore pleaſe your Majeſty to write unto the 
High-Prieſt of the Jews, commazding him to ſend you ſix of every Tribe, ſuch as he ſhall know 
to be moſt expert in their Law, by whom we may clearly apprehend the ſenſe contained in thoſe 
Books, to the exd that having the faithful interpretation of thoſe things that are contained 
therein, we may colle& and gather then together, to the ſatisfation of your Majeſty. 


When the King in this manner had been advifed, he wrote unto Eleazar the High- C 
Prie(t of the Jews, touching this matter 3 letting him know what liberty was by him 
granted unto the Fews that were in his Kingdom : He ſent him alſo 50 Talents of Gold 
to make Cups, Ewers, and Veliels, with an infinte number of precious Stones, com- 
manding his Cofferers, who had the charge of his Jewels, to ſuffer the Workmen 
to chooſe what Stones they liked beſt. Furthermore, he appointed that 100 Talents 
ſhould be given far the Sagrifices and Qblations, and other uſes of the Temple. But 
after that | have declared what was the Copy of the Letter ſent unto Eleazar the High- 
Prieſt, and the manner how he obtained that Sacerdotal Dignity, I will give an acconnt 
of the rich Preſents, and their curious Workmanſhip, 

After the death of Owias the High-Prieſt,his Son Sizrox (irnamed the Fuſt,ſucceeded in D 
his Place, who for that cauſe was ſo called, by reaſon of the Piety which he ſhewed to- 
ward God, and good Aﬀettion which he bare into his Country-men. This Sizwe dying, 
and leaving behind him one only Son,of young and tender years, who was called Orizs ; 
his Brother (which was this Eleazar of whom we fpeak at this preſent) took upon him 
the Prieſthoodz and to him wrote Ptolowy, in ſuch manner as 1s hereafter expreſied,

Whereas divers yu dwelt in my Kingdom, whom my Father had honoured, (though du- 
ring the Reign of the Perſians, they were ſent thither as _— and wade ſome of them F, 
Captains in bis Ware, allowiug thera honourable Wages and Conditions : To others born iu his 
time in Egypt, he hath committed his Forts aud Gariſons, which wade they much honoured 
and feared among the Egyptians. Since my comting to the Government, [ have behaved my ſelf 
graciouſly towards all Men, and eſpecially towards thoſe of your Nation, of whom [ bave deli-' 
vere4 more than 100000 ont of Captivity,paying their Ranjors ont of mine own Coffers : 1 bave 
likewiſe liſted ſome of thoſe thas mere of Age inthe Companies ad Bends of my Men of War : 

1 have received ſome into my Gourt,' whom I took ta be faithful and loyal, and in my Opiniox 
well worthy of fuch Preferment ;, ſuppoſing this to be the moſt acceptable Preſent that 1 could 
offer up unto God, for bis Providence ingdvancing me to-the Kingdom. And being defirout 
not only to gratifie them, but alſo all thoſe Jews that are. itt the whole. World, I have determi- F 
ned to _m yr Law to be tranſlated, ont of Hebrew into Greek, that I might put it in my 
Library. Tou ſhall therefore da well, if you chuſe oxt fix difcrett and learned Meu of - every 
Tribe amongſt you, and ſend them nyto me, ſuch as byreaſon of their Age ſhall be well inſtructed

We have 
therefore daily offered ſacrifice for you, your Wurex Artinoe, your Children and Friends : The 
People likewiſe have prayed that God would ſeud you. happy Succeſs in whatſoever you deſtre, 
that your Kingdom may be continued in Peace, and that the Tranſ/ation' of our Law. may be ac- 
corapliſhed at your dcfire, for our own ſatisfation, T9,that intent we have choſen ſix Elders 
out of every Tribe, whom we ſend unto, you, together with the Original of .our Law. Our re- 
queſe is, that according to your accuſtomed 'Piety aud Juſtice, yourreturn ns both our Laws 
and theſe Interpreters in ſafety, as joou' es they have anſwered your expedation.

For this cauſe the npper part ofthe Table appeared1o be of twoparts,and of three 
Angles, which (as we ſaid) were apparent at ſuch time as the Table was tarned, each otic 
iceming of equal magnitude with the other. Upanthe gravenbends there were precious 
Stones chaled, daſtant by equal proportion the one from the other andfaftned by golden 
buttons yed by Loops.

TT Dung down, the Ears of Corn ſtood upright, and all was incloſed with Pomegranates, A 
World $684. and the precious Stones were inchaſed in Gold thorow the whole circuit of the Table, 
 Befare Chajl's to preſent each ſort of Fruit in their native Colours. There was alſo a rank of Ovyals 
nyt 0 os nnder the Crown, not unlike to the former, made of Gold; ſo that on both ſides, 
' _ boththe Variety and Delicacy of the Work appeared, both in the Bends and Borders, 
as alſo in the Table, in which there appeared not any difference, on whatſoever fide it 
was turned 3 and from the top unto the bottom one and the ſame Workmanſhip appeared, 
For it had a Plate of Gold, four Fingers broad, comprehending the breadth of the Table, 
on which the Feet of the ſame were ſ{taied, which were afterwards faſtned to the Border 
by Buttons and Claſps of Gold, to the end that the excellent and curious Workmanſhip 
might the better be ſeen, and on what fide ſoever it were turned, it might always ſeem B 
the ſame. They engraved alſo on the ſame, a Labyrinth, in the midſt whereof there 
were divers kinds of precious Stones, ſhining hke Stars: And amongſt the reſt there 
were Rubies and Emeralds of moſt Orient brightnef, as alſo all other ſorts of Stones that 
either are eſteemed for their Beauty or Price. Near unto this Labyrinth, from the one 
end unto the other, there were certain Knots engraven, the middle whereof was like to 
a Rhombus or Loſenge, upon whych there were certain Pieces of Chryſtal and Amber, 
inchaſed and placed one by the other in equal diſtance, and proportion 3 which gave 
a marvellous ſatisfa&tion to the beholders. The Corniches of the Feet were made after 
the form of a Lily z the leaves whereof bent themſelves under the Table, and the 
Stalk ſeemed to be ſtretched out ſtraight. The Baſe of the ſame was an hand's breadth C 
large, adorned with a Carbuncle in every part. The breadth thereof was eight Fingers, 
on which all the Plate of the Feet was ſtajed; and on every one of them was there 
engraven by curious workmanſhip Ivy and Vine branches loaden with cluſters of Grapes, 
io made to the life, that they ſeemed to be Grapes indeed. For the whole was ſo fb! 
tle and delicitte, that when the Wind blew, the Workmanſhip waved and was car- 
ried up and down ſo that it ſeemed that theſe Fruits were rather natural, than counter- 
tcited by Art. The Work was made after a new Faſhion, as if it conſiſted of three 
Piecesz and notwithſtanding it was fo well ſhut and cloſed together, that the Seams 
and Joynts might notany ways beſeen : The thickneſs of the Table was no leſs than half 
a Cubit. earch 
See here what this was, which the King preſented ; wherein the price of the Stuff, the 
diverſity and beauty of the Workmanſhip, and the excellency of the Engraving was very 
excellent; ſo that the richneſs of the Materials, and the great variety of Ornaments of 
this Magnificent Preſent,made it evident, that though this great Prince could not, for the 
Two golden 7<aſons before-mentioned, make this Table larger than the former, yer he ſpared no 
ſtandiig Charges to make it ſurpals it inall other reſpects. He gave beſides this, two Veſſels of 
"ug Gold, ſcaled from the bottom as far as the half part of the Cup ; and beſides that, inriched 
with divers precious Stones curiouſly inchaſed. And in the midſt of them there was 
a Labyrinth a Cubit-high, made of all ſorts of precious Stones, and at the Foot there- 
Two Silver Of were engraven Spires, after the manner of Twigs, and faſt by them a certain Fold E 
ſtanding like unto a Net, made in oval faſhion, that aſcended even unto the brims. The midſt 
cups. its, DErEOf Was filled- with little Targets, ' of the bigneſs of four Fingers, made of precious 
Pralory's Stones; and round about the edges thereof were Lilies, Ivy Flowers, and Vines with 
Charge and their cluſters of Grapes engraven round about. This was the Beauty and Excellency of 
the finiſhing "DOTE tWO Cups, each of them containing twenty and four Pints. There were alſoothers 
of his Pre- made of Silver, ſo tranſparent as if they had been of the pureſt Chryſtal, thorow which 
—_ all things that were put into them, were manifeſtly diſcovered. He cauſed alſo thirty 
Ewers to be made, in which all the Gold that was not covered with precious Stones, was 
ſhadowed with Ivy,Leaves, and Vine Branches moſt curiouſly engraven : And all theſe 
things were not only curjouſly wrought by the wonderful cunning of the workmen 3 but F 
were in like manner ſeconded by an ambitious diligence of the King, who thinking it not 
enough that without ſparing for any thing, he had undertaken the Charge, did often- 
times ( forſaking his moſt ſerious Afﬀairs ) viſit the Shops, and examine the Works; and 
that which more and more increaſed their diligence, was, becauſe they ſaw him ſo intent 
upon'the Work.

om" hediſmiſled and ſent them bacKagain. No ſooner were they arrived in Alexandria, G 
but the King (having notice thereof, and how the ſeventy two Elders were come —

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13 them ) he ſent ro ſeck out his Ambaſſadors, Andrew and Ariſtens, who came and pre- The Tonif the 
ſented bim with Letters from the High-Prieſt Eleazar, and anſwered him to all which wais, 2684. 
he demanded of them. And being defirous ro communicate with the Elders that *fre Chris 
came from Jer»ſalem to expound and interpret the Law, he contrary to his ordi- "CES 
nary. cuſtom and manner diſtnifjed all thoſe that came to him about private buſineſs, 
to whom he was accuſtomed to give Audience every fifth day ; as he nſed month! 
to Foreign Ambaſſadors. Having therefore tor that time diſmitled them, he kept hos 
by him whom Eleazar had ſent unto him 3 who coming to his preſence ( accompanied 
with thoſe Preſents .which the High-Prieſt had dehvered them to prefent unto him, 
with the Original. wherein the Law was written in Golden Letters) he asked them 
1 where their Books were and they diſcovering and opening them, ſhewed them unto 
him. After the King had. ſcen them, he was very much aſtoniſhed, to ſee the Parch- 
ments ſo delicatic, and to behold the whole form thereof ſo pertedtly conjoyned, that 
it was impoſlible to diſcover the Seams; and he told them that he gave them thanks, 
that were come unto him, and unto him that had ſent them, but more eſpecially unto 
God, who was the Anthor of theſe Laws. Whereupon the Elders and thoſe that af: 
liſted them, cried out altogether, and wiſhed that all good hap might befal the King 
who through the excellive Joy that he conceved, burſt out into Tears; for naturally ex- 
treme Joy as well as great Grief is the cauſe of Tears. - After he had commanded that theſe 
Books (ſhould be committed to their Truſt who were deputed to that Office, at length he 
x ſaluted the Elders, telling them that it was very requiſite after he ſhould have treated 
with them concerning the occaſion of their coming to take care of their particular enter- 
tainmenc, . In a word, he confeſſed unto them, that their coming was ſo acceptable unto 
him, that he promiſed them ſo long time as he lived, he would every year renew and 
honour the memory of that day, (and by good hap it was the very ſame day wherein he 
overcame Antigonys by Sea. His pleaſure was alto, that they ſhould be his Gueſts, and 
he cauſed divers goodly Lodgings to be aſtigned them under the Caſtle. 
Nicanor likewiſe, who had the charge to entertain ſtrangers, commanded Dorotheus 
(who was ordinarily imployed in the ſame) to prepare for every one of them ſuch 
things, as were neceſlary for their Diet and Entertainment, For fo was it ordained 
L by the King, that in every City, there ſhould be a Commiſſary appointed to provide 
for Foreigners that ſhould: come to that place, to the intent they might be treated ac- 
cording to their own Cuſtoms : Intending thereby, that their Entertainment ſhould be 
the more agreeable unto them, and that they might be the leſstired with Foreign Novel- 
ties. This Cuſtom of his was put in practice at this time by Dorothews's Care and exact 
Diligence, whoin his own Perſon diſpoſed all that which was neceffary for that Hoſpi- 
tality. He prepared two places to Banquet in, in two ſeveral parts (according as the 
King had commanded him) ſo that ſome of them might fit on either (ide of him and 
the reſt might be placed near unto his Table, omitting nothing of that which concerned 
their honour, When they were in this manner placed, the King commanded Dorotheus 
M to entertain them as he was wont to do thoſe who repaired unto his Court from Judea. 
Hereupon he diſmiſſed the Egyptian Prieſt, and others that were wont to make the or- 
dinary Prayers 3 which done he commanded that one of the Elders called Eliſens ( who 
was a Prieſt) ſhould bleſs the Tablez whereupon he ſtanding upright in the midſt of 
them all, beſought God to bleſs both the King and his Subjects with all happineſs. 
Whereupon there aroſe an applauſe and acclamation of all Men, which being ceaſed, 
they fell to their Banquet, and made good cheer with that which was ſet before them. 
When the King had kept ſilence fo long as he thought convenient, he began at laſt to 
play the Philoſopher, asking of every one of them certain queſtions in Phyfick, The Banquer 
praying them to diſcuſs the ſame z and when each of them in order had very pertinently "bar w - 
N anſwered to the queſtion that was propounded unto them, the King took great pleaſure Fews, and 
therein, and for twelve days ſpace he continued this Feaſt. Whoſo defireth to know CO 
the queſtions that were propoſed unto them 1n particular, let them read the Book es 
which Ariſtens hath written to that effect. The King was aſtoniſhed at their anſwers, 
and the Philoſopher Meredemus confeſled that they confirmed him in his Opinion that The Tranſls- 
all things were adminiſtred by Divine Providence, and that they furniſhed him with rea- — 
lons to maintain his Sentiments. But the King proteſted in their preſence, that their Greek rongue. 
Converſation had infinitely contented and inſtrufted him, 1n that by their means he had 
obtained the good hap to be informed by them how to govern his Kingdom. Whereupon 
he commanded that each of them {hould have three Talents given him, and that they 
O ſhould be conveyed to their Lodgings. Some four daysafter, Demetrius took them with 
him, and led them over that Trench of the Sea that containeth ſeven Farlongs, and that 
Bridge which joyneth the 1fland to the Continent, inp toward the Northern part _ 
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of, he aſligned them a Lodging remote from all noiſe, and fit for Contemplation; to A

| dro Aa which place after he had brought them, he beſought them, that fince they had all thoſe 
before Chriſt's things that were neceſlary for the interpretation of their Laws, they would apply them. 
Narnith 189 ſelves unto it without any diſcontinuance of the Work, until they had brought it to 
pertetion 3 whereupon they imployed all the diligence that was poſlible, to the end the 
interpretation might be exza@, intending only this from the morning until three hours 
after noon 5 after which time they imployed the reſt of the day intheir refeCtion ; and 
to that end they were furniſhed in all abundance with all ſorts of Victuals. Beſides, 
Dorothews preſented them with a part of divers Diſhes which were prepared for the 


King ; for ſo had his Majeſty commanded it. Thus every morning entred they the 


King's Palace, and after they had ſaluted him they retired themſelves to their accuſtomed g 


lacez and after they had waſhed their Hands in the Sea-Water, and were purified, they 
ke down in that manner to proſecute their tranſlation. Now when the Law was 
fully interpreted, and the Work was finiſhed, in the ſpace of ſeventy and two days, De- 
metrius aſlembled all the Jews in that place where the Law had been tranſlated, and 
cauſed it to be read over 1n the preſence of the Interpreters themſelves. Which done, 
the Aſſembly approved the Expoſition of the Interpreters; and praiſed Demetrius, by 
whoſe ſuggeſtions they enjoyed ſo great a good. They requeſted likewiſe that this Ex- 
poſition ſhonld be peruſed-and over-read by the Nobles and Governours. After this, 
both the Prieſt, the Elders, the Interpreters, and the Magiſtrates of the People required, 


that fince this Tranſlation was ſo happily atchieved, it migat remain unaltered ; ſo that C 


no jot thereof might be changed. 

Which reſolution being allowed by all Men, it was ordered, that if any Man perceived 
any thing jn that Tran(lation, which was either exuberant or deficient, he ſhould conſider 
thereupon and give notice thereof, to the end it might be corrected 3 dealing herein very 
diſcreetly, to the end that that which had once been adjudged good, ſhould continue 
inviolable for ever. The King therefore was highly contented, ſeeing his endeavours and 
purpoſe in that behalf ſo bappily and profitably finiſhed 3 but above all things, he took 

leaſure in reading the Law, admiring at the profound Wiſdom of the Law-maker, and 
an to queſtion with Demetrizs, by what means it came to pals, that neither any Poet 


nor Hiſtoriographer had made mention of that Law,notwithſtanding that 1n it ſelf it was D 


ſo admirable. To whom Demetrivs gave this anſwer; That no Man was ſo hardy to touch 

that Work, by reaſon that it was Divine, and every way Venerable; aſſuring him alſo, 
God' Juſtice *Dat certain Men who had attempted to ſet their Hands thereto, had been puniſhed by 
upon thoſe God 3 giving him to underſtand, bow Theopompns, intending toreduce ſome part of that 
99cm. -_ Law into his Hiſtory, had ran mad for more than thirty days, and that having ſome inter- 
with che (a- Miſſion of his fit, he appeaſed God by Prayer ; thereby eaſily conjetturing what was the 
cred Scri- cauſe of his Malady. Moreover, he was certified by a Viſion that appeared unto him in 
FT his ſleep, that this inconvenience befel him, becauſe he had too curiouſly ſearched into 


Sacred and Divine matters, and had intended to communicate the ſame unto prophane 


and wicked Men, from which enterprize when he had defiſted, he recovered his right wits E 


again. He likewiſe infinuated further, that Theodeftes the Tragick Poet, intending to 
make mention in ſome of his Poems of a certain Hiſtory written 1n the ſacred Scriptures, 
was ſtrucken blind; and acknowledging the cauſe hereof to proceed-from his audacious 
preſumption, he was reſtored to his ſight after he had appeaſed God's diſpleaſure. 

When the King had conſidered on theſe words, according as Demetrius had diſcourſed 
them unto him, he proſtrated himſelf on the Earth,and commanded that the Books ſhould 
be carefully kept, to the end they might continue free from corruption. Furthermore, he 

.exhorted the Tranſlators to repair oftentimes unto him from Judea, aſſuring them that in 
ſo doing,the matter would redound both to their honour and profit 3 telling them that for 


that time he thought good to diſmiſs them 3 but when they ſhould return unto him again, F 


of their own motion, they would obtain all that which their Wiſdom deſerved, or Magni- 
ficence could impart unto them. This ſaid, he gave them leave todepart.after he had given 
each of them three ſeveral Suits of Apparel,two Talents of Gold, and a Cup that was1n va- 
The Prefents 111e worth a Talent,and a certain Bed or curious Couch to fit and banquet upon. This gave 
ey hw he them for themſelves : But to Eleazar the High-Prieſt he fent, by them, ten Couches,

Sria,oppoſed himſelf againſt them. Again, when Veſpaſcar and his Son Titus had conquerd tixb comi- 
the World, although the Alexardrians and Antiochians deſired that the Pnviledges which Med corhe 
the Jews enjoyed might continue no longer 3 yet could they not obtainit. Whereby the oy” 
humanity and valour of the Rowars may appear,and eſpecially of Veſpaſ#ar and Titus,that 
notwithſtanding they had received ſo great trouble by the Wars of the Fews,and were ſo 
bitterly incenſed againſt them, for that they had not,by laying down their Arms,ſubmitted 

K themſclves,but had continued War againſt them to the uttermoſt,yet they deprived them 
not of their Priviledges,but put a ſtop to that diſpleaſure which they had long before con- 
ceived againſt them 3 and in like manner had no regard to the requeſt of twoſo puiſſant 
Cities,as Alexandria and Antioch : wherefore they granted nothing in favour of them, nor 
ordained any thing to the prejudice of thoſe whom they had overcome in War, ſoas to 
aboliſh one jot of thoſe Priviledges which they had 1ntimes paſt 3 but faid that they that 
hadreſiſted them by Arms,and who had been overcome, wereſufficiently puniſhed for their 
obſtinacy : and as touching thoſe that had not committed any offence, they ſaw no reaſon 
to deprive them of their Rights and Priviledges. We know likewiſe,that Marcxs Agrippa 
was of the ſame opinion touching the Jews. For whereas the [oniars were ſeditioully bent 

L againſt them, and beſought Agrippa, that it might be only lawful for them to make uſe of 
the Priviledges which Artiochns Selencxs's Nephew (whom the Greeks intituled by the name 
of God ) had given them 3 requiring, that if the Jews wereof their Blood,they might be tied 
to adore the ſame gods which the [onians worſhipped: When therefore this matter was 
referred to the determination of the Judges, the = had the better, and obtained the li- 
berty to live according to their own Laws and Cuſtoms: and he that at this time pleaded 
their cauſe, was Nicholas Damaſcene. For Agrippa pronounced, That it was unlawful for then 
to innovate any thing. And if any Man deſire to have a more exact knowledge hereof, let 
him read the 123 and 24 Book of the Hiſtories of Nicholas, Neither ought this judgment 
of Agrippa's, to ſeem in any ſort ſtrange 3 for at that time our Nation had not by any 
M Wars procured the Romans diſpleaſure. But upon juſt occaſion may a Man admire the mag- 
nanimity of Veſþaſiar,and of his Son Titzs,who behaved themſelves with fuch moderation 
after ſo great a War,and ſuch doubtful Battels as they had fought againſt us. But to return Arrixchus itic 
to my purpoſe, from whence I have digrefled : At ſuch time as 4»tiochus the great reigned great, + by 
in Aſa, the Country of Fewry was much haraſſed, and both the Jews and Inhabitants of —_ 
Celoriaendured many miſeries. For Artiochns making War againſt Ptolomy, Philopater the Jews. 
and his Son,called Ptolomy the famons,they were miſerably perplexed. For whether Aztio+ 
chus overcame,or was overcome,they were continually ſpoiled ; ſothat betwixt the pro- 
ſperity and adverſity of Antiochns,they fared like a Ship tofled in a ſtorm. Burt atlength, 
after Antiochus had overcome Ptolomy, he conquer'd Jewry. After the death of Philopater, 
N his Son ſent agreat Army into Celoſyria, under the condutt of Scopas, who ſeized a great 
number of thoſe Cities 3 and falling upon our Nation alſo,he conquer'd it. Not long af- 
ter this, Antiochus fought with Scopas,near unto the River Jordan, and obtained the Vico- 
ry, diſcomfiting the greater part of the Enemies Army 3 at which time Artiochus reco- 
ver'd again thoſe Cities of Celoſyria, which were before taken by Scopas. He took Samaria 
alſoz which when the Jews perceived, they ſubmitted themſelves of their own accord 
unto him 3 and having received him in the City of Jeruſalem, they gave both his Army 
and his Elephants abundance of Proviſion, and willing]y affiſted him with their Forces, 
to ſubdue thoſe Gariſons which Scopas had placed in the Fortreſles of the higher City: 
Whereupen Artiochs ſuppoſing it to be for his honour, to acknowledge and remunerate 
O the affetion and forwardneſs which the Jews had expreſled in his ſervice, wrote unto 
his Captains and Friends, ſignifying unto them how forward the Jews had been in his 
Wars; and to let them know, that he was reſolved ” gratifie them for their ſervice.

Before Chrift's ill recite out of the ſixteenth Book of his Hiſtories, Scopas (faith he) the General of 
Nativity294- Pjolemey's Army,marching towardsthe Mid-land, did in one Winter overcome the whole 
Prolomy Epi- Nation of the Jews.

pork a" Whereas the Jews have given us moſt apparent Teſtimony of their AfeTtion towards us, ſince

_—_ and our Elephants ; and have likewiſe taken Arms with us againſt the Figyptian Garriſon - 
Jews. we have thought fit to afford them ome, ſatis faction in repairing their City, ruinated by caſu- 

alties, to the intent it might be in abited and peopled again, by gathering together thoſe Jews C 
that are ſcattered abroad in divers places, and planting them again in the ſame. And in 
eſpecial ( to the end that the Service of God may be renewed ) we have ſet down a certain ſunt 
of Money, to be imployed in Sacrifices, and in buying Beaſts for their Offerings, Wine, Ol, and 
Incenſe 3, that is to ſay, twenty thouſand Sicles of Silver, and for fine Flour, according to the 
Law of the place, one thouſand four hundred and ſixty Meaſures of Wheat, and three hundred 
ſeventy and five Meaſures of Salt. And my will is, that all theſe things that are above- 
nem 4, be delivered unto then according to the form of our Ordinance, We likewiſe command, 
that the work of the Temple be finiſhed with the Galleries, and other neceſſary Buildings; and 
that all the Timber be brought out of Judea and other places, and eſpecially out of Libanus, 
without any Tax or Tallage; which exemption alſo ſhall wa in all other neceſſaries that D 
are requiſite towards the reparation of ſo _ a Temple. My pleaſure likewiſe is, that all 
they of the = Nation govern their State according to their own Laws. Let the ancient 
Prieſts and Scribes of the Temple alſo, and the ſinging Men be freed from all Taxations, that 
are payed by the Poll, and the Tributes of the Crown, and all other whatſoever. And to the 
end that the City may be the ſooner built, I grant unto all them that inhabit the ſame at this 
preſent, or that hereafter tranſport — thither within the Month of October, to in- 
habit the ſame with exemption from all Charges for three Tears ſpace, We forgive then 
moreover the third part of their Tributes, to the intent they may recover their loſſes, We 
will alſo that thoſe Citizens that have been forcibly led from thence into ſervitude, be ſet at li- 
berty, both they themſelves, and alſo thoſe that are of their Alliance commanding their Goods E 
to be rejtored unto them, Farewell.

Cuſtcm of the place. That no Man ſhould bring into the City any Fleſh of Horſes, Mules, wild 
or tame Aſſ#s, Leopards, Foxes, or Hares, or generally of any Cattel prohibited to be eaten by the 
Laws »f the Jews. That it ſhould not be lawful likewiſe for any Man to bring their Skins into 
the City, or to nouriſh any ſuch Beaſts in the ſame, but that it might be only lawful to uſe thoſe 
Beaſts which might be ſacrijiced unto God, according to the Law of their Anceſtors. That who- F 
ſoever ſhould not objerve theſe Laws he ſhoul4 pay three thouſand Drachms of Silver unto the 

Prieſts. Furthermore, to expreſs his Piety and Fidelity towards ws, at ſuch time as he heard 
of the troubles that happened in Phrygia and Lydia, he wrote alſo unto Teuxis Governour 
of one of the higher Provinces, and his intire Friend, commanding him to ſend certain of onr

After this, Antiochas contracted an Alliance and Friendſhip with Ptolomy, Friendibip 
who gave him his Daughter Cleopatra in Marriage, and aſſigned him for her Dowry {1 I 
Celoſyria, Samaria, Judea, and Phenicia; and becauſe theſe two Kings divided the Fri- Prolony. 
bures between them, the chiefeſt in Authority in every Province, collected from their 
Country, and paid the Sum agreed upon to the King's Treaſury. 

At that time the Samaritans pufted up with their Proſperity, vexed the Jews, ſpoiling The Samari- 
their Country, and leading them away Priſoners by force. This hapned under the High- #1- moleſt 
Prieſt O45. For after the deceaſe of Eleazar, Manaſſes his Uncle obtained the Prieſthood, og op

Before Chriffs Joſeph, the Nephew of the High-Prieſt Onias, obtains Pardon fr his Uncle, of Ptolomy 
Nativity 194. King of Egypt, gets the havonr of that Prince, and raiſeth a very conſiderable Fortune 
for himſelf. Hircanus, the Sor of Joſeph, becomes a great Favourite of Ptolomy. The 
Death of Joſeph. - 


The Taxation wy {Jt a certain Man call'd' Foſeph, the Son of Tobias and of Omias Siſter, who was the 
oy _  Þ High-Prieſt,being young -1n years, (but honoured in Fer»ſalem for his Wifdom, Fore. 
fending the ftght and Juſtice, having certain notice by his Mother of the arrival of this Ambaſlador, 
E10g: came-unto the City (for he had been abſent in'the Village of Phicala, where he was born) g 
and ſharply reproved Orias his Uncle on the Mothers fide, becauſe he did not any ways 
provide for the ſecurity of his Country, but ſought to draw his Countrymen into a ge- 
neral hazard, in that he retained an his Hands that Money which was levied for the Tri- 
bute, whereby hetold him, that he had obtained the Government over the People, and 
purchaſed the High-Prieſthood. And that if he were fo bewitched with Money, that for 
the love of it, he could have the patience to ſee his Countrymen in hazard, and behold 
his Citizens ſuffer all that which Cruelty could inflict upon them, he adviſed him to repair 
to the King,and to require him to beſtow the whole or the half of the Tribute upon him: 
- Herennto Orias anſwer'd, That he would” no more execute the Government ; and that if it 
was poſſible for him, he 'was ready to give over the Prieſthood, rather than repair unto the G 
King. Whereupon Joſeph asked him, If he would permit him, in the Peoples behalf, to go 
Ambaſſador to Ptolomy. Whereunto On1as anſwer'd, That he gave him leave. Upon this 
occafion Joſeph went up into the Temple, and ſummoned the People to a general Aſſem- 
bly, exhorting them to be no ways troubled, and to conceive no fear through the neg- 
ligence of his Uncle Onias, wiſhing them to be of good Courage,and promiſing themthat 
he himſelf would go Ambaſſador unto the King, and faithfully plead their Caule before 
him, and perſuade him that they had committed no inſolent neglect or contempt againſt 
his Majeſty 3 which when the People underſtood,they gave Foſeph hearty thanks. Where- 
upon he preſently came down from the Temple, and honourably entertained the Ambaſ- 
| ſadors that came from Ptolomy, and having preſented them with gifts of great value, and D 
 feaſted them magnificently for many days, he fent them back to their Prince ; aſſuring 
them, that he would in Perſon follow them. And the rather was he incited to this 
Journey, becauſe the Ambaſſador had perſwaded him to come -into Egypt, under ſuch 
aſſurance, that he would obtain all his requeſts at Ptolomy's hands z the rather, for that he 
| was won with the young Man's free Spirit and noble Entertainment. 
The King's As ſoon as the Ambaſlador returned into Egypt, he certified the King of Orniar's Ingra- 
Ambaſſador titude, and Joſeph's Humanity certifying him, that he would comein Perſon to entreat 
honourzly Pardon for the People for that Offence they had committed againſt him 3 and the rather, 
who repor- for that he was in eſpecial Authority among the People ; and he ſo far enlarged himſelf 
rerh 7oeps in the Praiſe of Joſeph, that both the King and Queen Cleopatra had a good opinion of E V 
on his rem him, although he was yet abſent. But Joſeph ſent unto Samaria to his Friends, and 
into his Coun- borrow'd Money, making preparation for his Voyage. Having therefore furniſhed him- 
= ſelf with Apparel, Veſlels and Horſes, and with almoſt twenty thouſand Drachms, he ar- 
rived at Alexandria. 

At that time it hapned, that the Princes and Governors of Phenicia and Syria repaired 
thither to farm their Tributesz for the King was accuſtomed every year to ſell them to 
theMen of moſt reſpeC& in every City : Theſe meeting with Joſeph on the way, began to 
mock at his Baſeneſs and Poverty. But when he came to Alexandria, and had intelligence 
that the King was at Memphis, he ſet forward, and went out to meet him, When there- 
fore the King, accompanied with the Queen, and Atherior his Friend, who had diſcharged F N 
the place of r= in Jeruſalem, came riding in his Chariot 3. Athenion (who had 
been honourably entertained by Joſeph } perceiving him upon the way, certified rhe 
King that it was he of whom he had ſpoken upon his feturn from Jeruſalem ; proteſting 


on his behalf, that he was a virtuous and honourable young Man. Whercupon Ptole- 
»y received him with more Kindneſs than the reſt, and made him come up into his 
Chariot 5 where he was no ſooner ſeated, but the King began to accuſe Ornias for what 
he had committed. But Joſeph ſaid unto him, Pardon him, O King, and have reſped to | 
his old Age. For you know that ordinarily old Men and young Children have one and the 
ſame underſtanding 3, but from our ſelves who are young, you ſhall have what you pleaſe to 
require, without any pretext or cauſe of diſcontent. 
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H This wiſe anſwer increaſed the affection which the King had already conceived tor th oi 
him 3 whereupon he commanded that he ſhould be lodged in his own: Palace, and that: wee, 3776. 
daily he ſhould accompany him at his Table. befare Chrift's 

| As ſoon as the King caine back to Alexandria, the Lords of Syria ſeeing Joſeph fitting — 
near unto the King, were diſpleaſed ; and the day drawing near wherein they were to 
know what they ſhould pay for their Tribute, Soy: that were of the greateſt quality in 
their Country farmed it 3 ſo that the Tributes of Celofjria, Phenicia, Judea, and Sama- 
ri4, amounted together to eight thouſand Talents. Whereupon Joſeph ariſing, blamed 
the Farmers,becaule they had deſigned amongſt themſelves to Fear down the price of the 
Tributes, promiſing to give double ; and that he/would likewiſe return the forfeitures 
1 that were levied upon the Goods of fuch as offi 3 which were farmed together 
with the Tributes. The King gave ear to this diſcourſe of his with great content, and The Tribites 
laid, that he approved the ſale of theſe Tributes unto Joleph, who would. hereby ſo confederably * c*hjria 
awgment his Revenue. When therefore he was asked whether he conld give Surety 2 he _— ” 
made him anſwer with great confidence: O King (faid he) 1 will give thee ſuch Pledges 
as are both worthy and honourable, and juch as you cannot miſtruſt, When therefore the 
King deſired him to produce them 3 1 wil/ ({aid he) O King, preſent thee for Sureties, thy 
ſelf and the Queen thy Wife, that one of you may be Surety for me to the other. Ptolomy ſimi- 
ling hereat, granted him the farm of the Tribute, without farther Surety. This favonr 
of his diſpleaſed thoſe Governours of the Cities that were come into Egypt, in that they 
x ſaw themſelves contemned and conſtrained to return with ſhame unto their Houſes; 
But Joſeph obtained 2000 Footmen from the King , that he might by their affiſtance 
levy the Tribute from thoſe Cities, who were negligent m their payments : And after 
he had borrowed five hundred Talents of the King's Friends in Alexandria, he departed 
into Syria. 
5 as he came to Aſcalorn, he demanded the payment of the Tribute at the Citi- 
zens hands, which they not only refuſed, but moreover upbraided him with injurious 
words. Whereupon laying hold on about twenty of the principal among them, he 
put them to death 3 and having gathered their Subſtances together, he ſent the King ſome 
thouſand Talents, certifying him of that which he had done. Ptolomy admiring art his 
L Wiſdom, and approving what he had done, permitted him to diſpoſe of all things at 
his pleaſure. The Syrians when they heard this beganto fear the hke ſeverity 5 and per- The 4ſcats 
ceiving that the Aſcalonites were (lain by Joſeph, they opened their Gates, and received nites and 55- 
him willingly, and payed him their Tributgs. Whereas alſo the Scythopolitanes comnma- —_ 
ciouſly ret ed to lay down, according to order, their accuſtomed Tributes, he flew the tor their 
chiefelt amongſt them, and ſent the confiſcation of their Goods unto the King. When <onempt 
therefore he had gathered much Silver, and made great gains of the farming of the Tri- 
butes, to the intent he might eſtabliſh and make his power of longer continuance, he li- 
berally emploied his gains, conſidering with himſelf, that it was a part of Wiſdom to 
ſecure his good Fortune, by thoſe Riches which himſelf had gotten: For he ſent many 

M Preſents both tothe King and Queen, and gave liberally to their F _— and Favourites, 
and to all thoſe which had any Authority or Credit in the Court, that he might win, and 
bind them unto him by nis Benevolence. And in this Felicity continued he twenty two 
years; during which time he was the Father of ſeven Children by one Wife; and of 
another called Hircarns, by another Wife,who was the Daughter of his Brother Solyzrins, 
whom he married upon this occaſion, 

Going once to Alexendria in the company of his Brother ( who carried with him his 7:*pb's 
Daughter already marriageable, intending to beſtow her upon tame Few of good quali- Yen an 
ty) whilſt he ſat at Meat with the King, a fair Damlel coming into the Room danced fo | 
well that ſhe gained the Heart of Joſeph, whereupon, he told his Brother of it, praying 

N him, ſince by the Laws of their Country it was forbidden to a Jew to marry a ſtranger, 
that he would hide his fault, and be an afliſtant unto him, that he might procure her for 
his Miſtri. His Brother promiſed him his afliſtance, and in the mean time he dreſs'd 
up his own Daughter, and brought her, by night, unto his Bed 3 whercupon he lay with 
her (not knowing who ſhe was, becauſe he bad drunk over-much) and had her company. 

His Love ſtill increaſed, and not knowing how to conquer h# Patjicn, he told his Brother 
that he feared the King would not beſtow this Damicl on him.

idle. Whereupon heſent Hircazxs the youngeſt of them into a deſart place, diſtant from 
the high-way ſome ſeven days journey, and gave him with him three handred couple of 
Oxen, to ſow the Ground in that barren place, concealing trom him the Yokes that ſhould 
couple them together. _e 
When therefore he came unto the place, and perceived that the Yokes were miſling, B | 
he asked advice of ſome of the husbandmen ; who counſelled him to ſend ſome one back 
unto his Father to fetch the Conples. Burt he ſuppoſing he ought not to- loſe ſo much 
time as would be ſpent in ſending back a Meſlenger, he made uſe of a contrivance which 
ſeemed much beyond his years. For he cauſed ten couple of the Oxen to be flain, and 
diſtributed the Fleſh amongſt his workmen, and made them cut the Skins, and faſhion 
Couples thereof, and having yoked his Oxen, he cauſed the Land to be manured,accord- 
ing to his. Fathers diretion; and afterwards returned home unto him. Whereupon he 
loved him the more intirely, by reaſon of his Wiſdom and the ſubtlety of his Under- 
ſtanding and eſteemed him as if he had no other Child but him alone, bur this in- 
creaſed the malice and envy df his Brothers. C þ 
' When news was brought unto Joſeph, that about that time King Ptolomy was bleſſed 
with a young Son, and how all the chiefeſt Lords. of Syria, and the Countries under 
his obeyſance, repaired to Alexandria in great Pomp to celebrate the Birth-day of the 
King's Son; he being of himſelf unable ( by reaſon of his age ) to go thither, he asked 
his Children, whether any one of them would go and compliment the King. When 
therefore the elde(t Sons had excuſed themſelves, and refuſed to undertake the Journey, 
pretending they were unfit to perform the Meſſage, and underſtood not the manner of 
living -at Court, all of them adviſing that their Brother Hircars might be ſent : Joſeph 
was well pleaſed thereat, and calling for Hir-ans, asked him it he would go to King 
Ptolomy; he promiſed to undertake the Journey, and told his Father he-needed no greatD [ 
ſum of Money to perform it, becauſe he ſhould travel frugally, and content himſelf for 
the whole expence with ten thouſand Drachms. Joſeph was very glad to hear of his Sons 
Prudence; and after Hircanws had kept ſilence tor a while he adviſed his Father, that 
he ſhould not preſent the King with any thing out cf Judea, but that he ſhould write 
unto his Faftor in Alexandria, commanding him to deliver ſuch ſumms of Money as he 
thought convenient, to bny that which he found to be moſt Magnificent and of beſt 
eſteem in the City. Foſeph imagining that perhaps he would imploy about ten Talents 
in Preſents, .and approving of his Son's Counſel, wrote unto hjs Factor Ario» (who had 
the uſe of almoſt three thouſand Talents of his in Alexandria. ) For gathering up his 
Money in Syria, he was wont to fend it thither 3 and as oft as the prefixt time came E M 
wherein the King's Tribates were to be paid, he commanded Ario to pay them. Having 
therefore Letters of Credit unto him, he went towards Alexandria, Whereupon his 
Brethren wrote preſently unto all the King's Friends, that by ſome Means they would 
make him away. 
.As ſoon as he was arnved in Alexandria,and had delivered his Father's Letters to Arior ; 
Arion asked him how many Talents he would have? hoping that he would defire but ten, 
or thereabout; but when Hzircarus had told him ye had need of a thouſand, he waxed 
wroth, and reproved him for his Prodigality, telling him how his Father had gathered 
his Goods with much Labour and Frugality, and refuling to give it him, he prayed him 
to imitate his Father's example 3 and in a word he told him, that he would deliver F N 
him no more than ten Talents; and that for no other uſe,than to buy Preſents for the King, 
Whereupen Hircars was offended and cauſed Arion to be kept in Priſon, Whereof his 
Wife informed Queen Cleopatra, and deſired her that the young Man might be chaſtiſed 
for his inſolence (for Ario» was in great eſteem with the Queen, ſo that ſhe acquainted 
the King with the matter. ) Whereupon Ptolomy ſent for Hircanxs, and faid unto him 3 
That he marvelled, that being ſent unto him by his Father, he had not as yet viſited him and 
beſedes, that he had committed his Father's Agent to Priſon; he therefore commanded him to 
yreld him 4 reaſon thereof. Whereunto he anſwered, that there was a Law among the Jews 
that no Man ſhould taſte of the Sacrifices that had not firſt of all viſited the Temple, and ſacri- 
ficed unto God 5, and that in that reſpe& he had not hitherto viſited his Majeſty, becauſe he ex- G 
peFed certain Preſents to preſent unto his Majeſty —_ his Father who was his Servant.

The King was ſo well pleaſed with his difcreet 
anſwer, that. he commanded the reſt not to offer tum any affront for the future. 
The next day he ſought out all the King's Friends, and rhe principal Courtiers, and Hircamis 
ſaluted them one by one, enquiring of their Servants, what Preſents they would court —_—_ 
the King with. upon the Birth of his Son ? Who told him'that ſome of them would Men would 
give twelve Talents, and others that were in Dignity, wonld prefent them according to 8< =_ 
their Ability. Whercupon Hircanus ſeemed diflatisfied, as wanting power to offer ſich the reſt, for 
' a Preſent, pretending that he had no more than five Talents.. All which theſe Servants which he re- 

L preſently reported to their Maſters 3 who, were very joyful thereat, in hopes that the —_— 
King would not be well pleaſed to receive a fmall preſent from Hircanys. ' Now when reward. 
the day of Solemnity was come, and they that pretenided' to prefent the King moſt mag- 
nificently, offered.no more _thantwenty Talents 3 Hircanns preſented the hundred young 
Lads he had bought to the King,.and the Virgins unto Cleopatrz ; for whom he had paid 
a Talent by the Pole. A this unexpected Magnificence, all Men were atnazed : But be- 
tides this, he gave Gifts of divers Talents to the King” and Queens Favourites and Ser- 
vants, and their Attendants z whereby he ſecured himſelf fromthe dariget that might 
fall upon him by ;their means. For the Brothers, of Hircanus had written into them to 
murther .him. Ptolomy was, much pleaſed with the great Maghihcence of this young 

'M Man, and bid him ask whatſoever he pleaſed” at his hands. But he required no other 
thing, but that it would pleaſe the King to recommend him, 'by his Letters, tb his Father 
and Brethren. When therefore the King had particularly honoured him, and had given 
him many rewards, he wrote unto his Father and Brethren, and all hisGovernours, and 
Commitlaries, and in that manner ſent him away. ' His Brothers hearing how he had in fHircanw's 
all things highly pleaſed the King, and that he returned with great glory, they went out mpeg 
to meet him, with anintent to murther him,with their Father's knowledge : For he being the way, are 
diſpleaſed with him, by reaſon of his above-mentioned large expence, took no care to ſe- ——_— ma 
cure hjimz yet concealed he his diſcontent for fear of the King. But when his Brothers © 
came and encountred him on the way, he flew divers of thoſe that accompanied them,and 

'N two of his Brethren alſo were left (lain upon the place, and the relt fled erm 0 5 

unto their Father. And when upon his coming unto Ferxſalewr, he perceived that no 

Man welcomed him, he was afraid, and departed preſently trom thence to the other fide 

of Jordan, where he paſt his life in receiving and gathering the Tributes of the Burbarians. 

In that time Selencus, firnamed Soter, the Son of Artiochus the Great, reigned in Aſia. At Furhs 
that time alſo died Foſeph, Hircanus's Father, who was a Man of good Repute and great EET 
Courage 3 who eſtabliſhed the People of the Fews 1n a laſting Peace, and freed them from Stmon his Son; 
- Poverty and many Diſaſters, and collefted the Tributes of Syria, Phenicia and Samaria, pork gel 
for the {pace of twenty two years. His Uncle Oi2s dicd allo about the fame time, lea- finw, chap.q; 
ving the Prieſthood to his Son Sir ;, after whoſe death, his Son Onias was made High- 

O Prieſt; to whom Arixs, King of Lacedemon, ſent an Embutlage and Letters, the Copy 
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Onias, firnamed Menelaus, ſeeing himſelf excluded from the High-Prieſthaod , retires to. An- 
tiochts, and renounceth the Religion of his Forefathers  Antiochus enters Egypt, and be- 
ing ready to make himſelf Maſter of it, the Romans force him to retire, 


Nias the High-Prieſt being dead about this time, Artiochus gave the Prieſthood to 
Feſus, firnamed Jaſon, his Brother : For that Son unto whom Qnias had left the Suc- 

ceſſion, was as yet very young (of whom we will [peak 1n- convenient time and place. _ . : 
This Jeſus (Onizs's Brother) was deprived of the Prictthood, through the. King's Ditplea- gy wh 
ſure conceived againſt him, who gave it ſhortly after to his younger Brother called Onias : tired in his 
For $420: had three Sons, who, as we have declared, ſucceflively poſlefied the Prieſthood : _ , 
This Feſus cauſed himſelf to be call'd Jaſor, as his other Brother cauſed himſelf to be wixe 7aſon 
call'd Menelaws, whereas his Name was Onias, Bur Jeſus, who had firſt of all been eſta- 224 Mnelaus, 
bliſhed in the place of the High-Prieſt, aroſe againſt Menelavs, who. was lected into the 22% 
place afrer him. So that the People were divided into Fattions, and Tobias's Sons -were 7Je»iſh Reli- 
on Memelass's (ide 3 but the greater number of the People follow'd Jaſon; ſo that Mere. 
laus, and the Sons of Tobias, being much troubled by them, retired to Artiochas, telling 
him that they intended to forſake the Religion and Ordinances of their Fathers, and to 
- follow that of the King, and to hve after the manner of the Greeks exhorting him to 
give them licence to ereCt a place of Exerciſes in Jeruſalem, Which when Artiochws had 
granted them, they ſo behaved themſelves, that there appear'd no moreſfign of Circamci. 
fion in them 3 ſo that. at ſuch time as they were naked, there was no difference between 
them and the Greeks 3 and neglecting all the Ordinances and Cuſtoms of their own Coun- 
try, they conform'd themſelves to the Behaviour and Manners of other Nations, Artio- 
chus having all things in his Kingdom according to his Hearts Defire, reſolv'd to make 
War upon Egypt : He contemned Ptolomy's Sons age , (who were not as yet capable to ma- 
nage their Affairs.) Arriving there near to Peluſcur with a great Power, he circumven- 
L ted, by a ſtratagem, the young Ptolomy Philometor, and ſubdu'd Egypt : For after he had 
belieged Memphis, and taken it, he came to Alexandria,with an intent to- befiege the City, Aniccha ens 
and to lay hold on the King, who was therein. But he was driven; not only from Alex- meer 
andria, but alſo out of all Egypt, by the Summons that were ſent him by the Romans, who £27. 
commanded him to depart, and withdraw his Army out of that Country, as we have here- OP 
tofore declared in another place, Now will I more largely and particularly diſcourſe the Epiphanes. 
Adts ot this King who overcame Jxdea, and {poil'd the Temple: For having only made a 
brief mention of him m my former Works, I think it neceffary in this place to make a 


more exact recital of his Hiſtory, 
CHAP. VIL 


King Antiochus being received into Jeruſalem, utwerly ruines it ; pillageth the Temple, and 
builds a Cittadel that commands the Town. He aboliſheth the Worſhip of God, mary Jews 
forſake their Religion. The Samaritans diſown their Relation to the Jews, and conſecrate the 
Temple at Samaria to Jupiter. 


As that King Artiochys was return'd out of Egypt, and for the fear of the Ro- PROPS Went 
mans had forſaken that Country , he led his Army againſt Jeruſalem , and en- tering Jeraſa- 
camped before the City, and took it by ſurrender, the Gates of the City being ſer open —_— 
unto him by thoſe of his Faction 3 which hapned in the 143 year fince the beginning of oy; 
the Reign of Seleucus, When he ſaw. himſelf Lord and Maſter of Jer»ſalem, he flew 
divers of the contrary Fadtion ; and after he had gather'd together many great and rich 
Spolls, he return'd back to Antioch. Two years after, in the 145 year of the Reign of 
that Family, on the 25th Day of that Month which we call Chaſtex, and the Macedons Apel- 
lens, the Romans December, in the 153 Olympiad, he return'd again to Jeruſalem , at 
which time, he ſpared not them who gave him peaceable entrance, and opened the 
Cates. But his inſatiable Avarice tranſported him ſo far, that he 'feared not to violate 
the Temple, and to ſpoil it of all thoſe Riches which he knew to be there laid up3 being 
no leſs inſolent towards his Friend, than to the Qffender 3 he ſpared neither. For having 
(een what quantity of Gold was in the Temple, and how great a number of Preſents and 


23% precious Ornaments were there laid up, he was ſo covetous, that ne brake and. viola- 


gedall Covenants and Conditions. After therefore he had ſpoiled the Temple, and car- 
W<d away the Veſlels dedicated unto God, the golden Candleſtick, the golden Altar, the

befye EhrifPs hind him of any value, to compleat the mileries of the Jews, he torbade them to offer 
Narivirn, 15 theits uſual and daily Sacrifice unto God, according to the order of the Law : And atter he 
hadiſpoiled the whole City, he ſlew a great part of the Inhabnants, and carried away 
the reſt of them into captivity, with their Wives and Cluldren, to the number of 1ccco, 
Furthermore, he burat the tairelt Buildings of the City, and razed the Walls, and raiſe 
a Forerefs in the lower City. For the Temple was as it were a high Cittadel, 'command- 
ingthereſt. For this cauſe, having inclofed it with high Walls and Towers, he placed a 
Gariſorr of Macedonians therein; with whom remained the rabble and ſcum of the wicked 
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Apoſtate Jews, who were given over to all Impietices, and who allo aftlited their Fel. p 


low-Citizens with/ many Injuries. The King alſo commanded that an Altar ſhould be 
creed in the Temple, on which he-cauſed Swine to be (laughtered , offering'Sacrifice 
waa contrary to the Religion and Ordinances of the Fews. He conſtrained them hkewiſe to 
God's Law, forſake the Worſhip of the true God, and to adore thoſe Idols whom he reverenced for 
n+, Hoa Gods, building in every City and Borough both Temples and Altars, on which he'ordina- 
ny erforcerh rily cauſed Swine to be offered. He forbade them likewiſe to circumciſe their Children, 
the Zews ro threatning to puniſh him whoſoever he were that was tound to do the contrary. Moreo- 
| Horry a ver, he choſe certain Overſeers thatſhould compel them to obſerve his Commands, ſo that 
Temple. a greatnumber of Jews, ſome of thetr'own accord, others for fear of puniſhment, confor. 
an RF.med tothe King's Commands, But thoſe Men who were of upright Hearts, and valiant 
'=Þ7 minds, little regarded theſe menaces: For having more reſpect totheir Laws and Cuſtorns, 
than to the Torments wherewith' they were threatned, it they obſerved not the Edit; 
they were beaten, and expoſed to-moſt cruel puniſhments, for many days, amidſt which 
many times they yielded up the Ghoſt. ' For after they were whipt, and maimd in their 
Bodies, they were-crucify'd and tortur'd alive: They ſtrangled the Women alſo with 
their circumciſed Children, whom, according to the King's Command, they hung about 
the Necks of their Parents, who'were crucity'd : And if in any place they found any part 
of the facred Scriptnre, they defac'd and burnt itz and they with whom it was found, 

were put to a moſt exuel Death. -

Mr Our Anceſtors, enforced by the continual Peſtilence that reigned in their Country, and indu- 
ced by a certain ancient Superſtition, have beex accuſtomed to obſerve that Day as a Feſtival, 
which the Jews call their Sabbath 3 and _ built on the Mount of Garazim a Temple, and F' M 
dedicate1 it unto aGod who hath no Name, they have offer d up in the ſame divers ſolemn Satrifices. 
| But ſince that you have inflicted puniſhment on the Jews, according as their Wickedneſs deſer- 
veth, the Commiſſaries of the King, Juppoſing that we were tied to their Cuſtoms, (by reaſon of 
ſome Alliance between us ) joyn us with them, and charge us with the ſame Accuſations; \where- 
as we are born Sidonians, 4s appeareth by our publick Records. We therefore beſeech you, who 
are our BenefaFor and Saviour, to command your Goverxour Apollonius, ard your Steward Ni- 
canor, mot to moleſt ys any more, by charging us with thoſe Accuſations which are peculiar to the 
Jews; 'who neither are tied to us by Alliance, nor agree with ws in Cuſtoms 5 but that our Temple, 
which hath not hithevto born the Name or Title of any God, may now be called the Temple of |u- 
Piter of Greece : By which means, we ſhall be deliver'd from all trouble 5 and being at liberty to F N 


attend our Affairs, we may the eaſier and more willingly pay you the greater Tributes. To this 
Requelt of the Samaritans the King anſwer'd, ſending them back their own Letter : 


King Artiochys to Nicanor, Health, 


The Sidonians of Sichemn have ſent us this Requeſt, to which we annex unto theſe our Letters : 
Since they, who were ſent unto us to this intent, have ſufficiently made appear both to ws and our 
Conneil, that they are utterly ſtrangers unto thoſe Crimes wherewith the Jews are charged , and 
are deſiroxs to live according to the Laws of the Grecians, we abſolve them in as much as concer- 


meth this Canſe, and their Temple, which hereafter ſhall be called by the Name of Jupiter of Gi _ 


Greece : We have written to the like effe& alſo to Apollonius their Governonr. Given the 46th

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Matthias 474 his ſons ſlay thoſe that were ſent by King Antiochus to compel thenr to offer Freon - 

minable Sarrifices, an4 after betake themſelves to the Deſart. They are folowe4 by many 0- x oSIeo 
thers, of whom a great mmber are ſtifletl iy their Caves, becauſe they woul4 not defend them- 
ſelves on the Sabbath-day. Matthias aboliſheth that IBS and exhorts his Soxs to 


aſſert their Privileges, and deliver their Country from Bon4age. 


T this time there dwelt a certain Man in M-4iz (a Village of J»rry) whoſe name 
was Matthias, who was the fon of John, who was'the' ſon of Simon, the fon of 
I Aſmones aPrieſt, of the rank of Foarib, born in Jernſater. This Matthias had 5 ſons, John 
call'd Gaddis,Simon call'd Matthes, Tudas call d Marehabews, Eleazar named Arran, Jonathan 
call'd Aphns. This Matthias oftentimes complain'd unto hisfons, of the deplorable con- 
dition to which their Nation was reduc'd, of the ruine of their Cnty, the defolation of 
their Temple, and the miſeries of the People, telling then, That zt'were- better for then to The zeal and 
die in the defence of the Laws and Religion of their Forefathers, than to live aiſhonourably anridft picry {of oy 
ſo many Calamities. When therefore the Commillaries, deputed by the King, came unto GY 
Modin, to conſtrain the Jews to perform that which was cnjoin'd them, and trocommand 
them to ſacrifice according to the ordinance 5 requiring Matthias ( who ſurpatled the 
reft in Honour and other qualinies, but eſpecially in-excellency of Deſcent and Nobility ) 
K to begin firſt of all to offer Sacrifice, tothe end that the reſt might follow him, and be 1n- 
duc'd by his example; alluring him, That the King would teſtifie hjs being well pleaſed with 
his compliance, by the rewards which he woul4 ſuddenly ſend him. Matthias an(wer'd, That he 
wonld by no means commit that Idolatry ; affaring them, That although all other Nations of the 
World, either for Looeor fear of Puniſhment,” ſhonld obey the Edits of Antiochus; yet that nei- 
ther he, nor any of his Chil4ren, would be irdncd to forſake their Father's Religron, Ax ſoon poten Þrck 
as he hadreturn'd this anſwer, he held his peace, and a certamn Jew'{tepped forth to offer quin - Forth 
ſacrifice according to Antiochus's Ordimance z wherewith Matthras was {0 marley — =o thias. 
thar both he and his ſons fell pon bim,and with their {words hew'd him in'preces. He flew 
Apelles the King's Captain likewiſe, and the Soldiers which he brought” with him, to com. 
L pel the People to commir Impiety. And rot content herewith, he overthrew the Altar, 
crying out with a loud voice, If ( ſaid he) any one'be' affeFed tothe Liws Fo TW, 
and the Service of God, let him follow me : And this, ſaid, he preſently retir'd into the De- 2 n- 
fart with his Sons, leaving the Borough wttetly nnpeopled. The relt, after his example, into che de- 
retir'd alſo into the Deſart, with their Wives and Children, and made their habitation jn fr 
Caves: The King's Captains having intelligence hereof, 'gather'd thoſe Forces that were 
at that time in the Cittadel of Feruſalerr, an4 purſued the Jews into the Defart. And ha- 
ving overtaken them, they labour'd firſt of all to make them ſubmit thenyſelves, and, to 
make choice of that which was moſt for their advantage, rather than to endanger them- 
ſelves, and enforce them to chaſtiſe their diſobedience with Blood. But the Fews nothing 
M mov'd herewith, reſotv'd rather to die, than commit ſuch'att Tmpiety,? "Whereupon they 
(who.omrrted no opportunity). aſſailed the Jews on a Sabbath-day, and burnt.them with- 
in ther Caves who neither refiſted their Enemies, nor f6 mnch-as clofed up the months 
of their Caves, forbearing to make any. reſiſtance, by reafon of the day, refolving with | 
themſelyes not to violate the Sabbath-day, (for we are commanded to ceafe from all la- The Jewr ate 
bour on that day.) There were therefore about a thouſand ſtifled mytheir Caves, with ever gr 
their Wives arid Children. Yet notwithſtanding divers efcaped,and joined themſelves with which laugh- 
Matthias, whom they thofe for their Captainz who declared unto them, That they oirght to ter makerh 
fight on the Sabbath-day : affuring them, That if they did not, but ferupuonſly obſerved the —— 
Law, they themſelves ſhould be Enenties unto themſclues, if perhaps the Enemy ſhould aſſail them 
N or: that day, aud they ſhould not ſtand upon their guard: for by that means they ſhould be de- 
ſtrozed withant reſiſtance. Aereby he perſuaded them to do as he had faid : and until this 
day, it is a cuſtom among us, thatif need require, we make no difficulty to fight on the _ 
Sabbath-day. Matthias therefore having atlembled a fatticient number of Men about _ 0 
him, deſtroyed the Altars, and (lew thoſe that had forſaken their Religion, as many of all tdolarry. 
them as he could lay hands on. For divers were ſcatter'd here and there among the Na- 
tions, for fear; he commanded theſe to circumciſe their Children that were not circumci- 
fed,driving thofe from every place, whom Artiochs had ordain'd to ſee his law executed. 
Afterrthat Matthizs had govern'd for the ſpace of one year, he fell ſick of a dangerous Hedi & Ruf- 
Diſeaſe; whereupon he called for his Sons, and ſpake unto then after this manner ; My" ©? 5 
Sore, I rnſft now go that way which js deftined unto all Men ;, I therefore exhort you to follow my 
 atvice, and diligently to obſe ve it, remembring the intent of your Father, who hath begot and 
2 ponriſl 4 you; which is, to maintain the Laws of 711 Country, and to eſtabliſh our State, which

Apollonius, Gemeral of Antiochus's Army, cometh into Jewry, and is diſcomfited and ſlain; 
and, alſo Seron, Governonr of the lower Syria. | 


: Hen Apolon;xs, who was Antiochns's General in Samaria, heard hereof, he gather- 
1 mp4 Ruf- ed his Army together, and invaded Judea: againſt whom Machabexs made head, 
udr Macha and overcame him 1n a Battel, wherein there died many, andamongſt the reſt Apollonizs, F 
p_—_ whoſe Sword Machabezs got as his part in the ſpoil. There were a great number of them 
21 alſo wounded, and; much Booxy was taken in the Enemies Camp : after which Vidory, 
Seron, Gover- enriched with ſpgils, he retreated. But Seroz, Governor of Celoſjria, hearing hereot, 
_—_—_ ck and underſtanding that divers had joyned themſelves with Juds, and that he had already 
Fobs in Fades about him a ſfufficzent power to keep the Field, and give him Battel 3 he thought that it 
concern'd him to begin to puniſh thoſe who obey'd not the King's Edits. Whereupon, af- 
ter he had aſſembled all the Forces that he had, and beſides them, hired certain Apoſtates, 
or fugitive Jews, he marched forth againſt Judas, and came as far as Bethoron, a Village in 
Jewry, where he encamped. Judas alſo came out to meet with him, reſolving to give 
imBattel.: and ſeeing that his Soldiers would hardly be drawn out to fight, (both by F 
realon of their inequality of number, as alſo becauſe they were faint by taſting a long 
time) he encourag'd them, ſaying, That the mears to obtain ViFory, and to have the upper 
hand over their Enemies, conſiſted not in the greatneſs of their number, but in their dependance 
5b God : whereof they had a moſg. eminent example in their Forefathcrs, who had  lugra' 
feated with a ſmall number of Men, divers thouſands of their Enemies, becauſe they fought 
for tha defence of their Laws, and for their Children : for the greateſt power, ( {aid he ) that « 
Man can have, s to be innocent, and without offence. By theſe words, perſuaded he his Sol- 
diers, ſo that without any fear of the multitude of their Enemies, they all together ran 
upon Seroz, and encountring with him, they diſcomfited the Syrians. For their Chieftain 
being ſlain, allthe reſt betook themſelves to flight, in which thing only conliſted the ſafe- 
ty of their hives. Judas therefore purſuing them as far as the Campaign, flew about 800 
of. them. The reſt ſaved themſelves in thoſe quarters that bounded upon the Sea. 
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1 mercenary Iſlanders, he prepar'd himſelf to invade Jude about the Spring-time. But

Jadas Machabeus defeats a great Army which King Antiochus ſent againſt the Jews. Lyſias : 
the next year returns with n much greater power, Judas kills five thouſand of his Men, and 


cauſeth him to retreat. He purifieth the Temple , and ſetteth it in order. Other great 
Exploits perform'd by him. 


WW Hen King Artiochus heard theſe things, he was much diſpleas'd at that which had qarixhurspre- 
hapned 3 whereupon he multer'd all his Forces, and hiring divers Strangers and nmr Set 
after the muſter of his Army, when he found that his Treaſure fail'd him, and that he was 
in great ſcarcity of money, (for his Tributes were not duly paid him, becauſe the Nations 
were rebellious) being likewiſe in his own Nature, a Man of great and magnificent Spirit, 
which put him upon great Expences, he rcſolv'd firſt of all to go into Perſza, to gather 
his Tributes. He therefore lett the charge of his Afairs with Ly#as, (a Man very much 4vtixiur 
eſteem'd by him, and one that govern'dall the Country from Enphrates, as far as the Bor- his Kingdom, 
ders of Egypt, and the lower A#a) giving him likewiſe a part of his Ariny, and ſome of his Provinces,and 
Elephants.

Lyſias choſe Ptolomy the Son of Dorymenis, Nicanor, and Gorgids, (Men of great Power 
and Authority amongſt the King's Friends) and gave them 40000 Footmen, and 70co 
Horſemen, toinvade ; "na Who marching as far as the City of Emaws, encamp'd in the 
Plain near unto it, and ſtrengthned their Army with divers Allies out of Syria, and the 
Countries thereabouts, and with divers Fews alſo who were Apoſtates. There came alſo 


L certain Merchants with them, with an intent to buy thoſe that ſhould be taken Priſoners, 


bringing Gives with them, to manacle thoſe that ſhould be captivated, and money to pay 
for them, 

When Judas had view'd the Camp, and numbred the Enemy, he encourag'd the Sol- zedio & ruf: 
diers,exhorting them to repoſe their confidence and hope of Victory in God, willing them =_ _— 
to invocate and call upon him, according to their Law; and that cloathing themſelves in pong Ni 
fackcloth, they ſhould hamble themſelves according to their accuſtomed manner in fuch car's war in 
extreme Dangers, and call upon God with Supplications and Prayers; and that in ſo do- /** 
ing, God would have compatlion on them, and give them power to ſtand againſt their 
Enemies, and put them to flight. When therefore hehad order'd his Battel according to 


the Cuſtom of his Country,by thouſands and hundreds,and'fent away thoſe that were new- 


M ly married, and ſuchas had newly bought Poſlefhons, leſt the love of their Wives or

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Eſtates ſhoald abate ſomething of their Courage, be ſtood up in the midſt of them, and 
exhorted his Soldiers to fight valiantly, in theſe, or ſuch-like words : 

My Country-men and Companions, never have we hitherto had any oor ev more neceſſary, Judas's Orati- 
wherein we ought to ſhew our Courage, and contemn our Dangers, than at this preſent. For at - to his Sol- 
this time, z you fight couragiouſly, you may recover your liberty; which of it ſelf is ſo acceptable © ©*© 
unto you all, and ought the rather to be deſired, becauſe thereby you will enjoy the free exerciſe of 
your Religion. As therefore you ſhall behave your ſelves at this time, you may obtain the Vitory, 
and enjoy a happy Life, (which conſiſteth in living according to our Laws and ancient Cuſtoms ) 
but if you prove Cowards, you are to expe nothing leſs than the extremeſt Infamy, and the ut- 
ter extermination of all your Race. Think therefore with your ſelves, that if you fight not, you 
muſt die ;, and, on the other ſide, aſſure your ſelves, that in fighting for your Liberty, for your 
Laws, and for Piety, you ſhall obtain immortal Glory. Prepare your ſelves therefore, that to 
morrow morning you may give your Enemies battel, Thus ſpake Ju4as to his Army, to en- 
courage them. 

Whalſt he wasintent upon the Battel, certain tydings was brought him, that Gorgias i Machab. 4, 
was ſent with 1000 Horſemen, and 5000 Foormen, to the end that under the conduct of 
ſome Fugitives, he might by night, and when he leaſt ſuſpefted him, ſet upon him : Where- 
upon he reſolv'd the very ſame night to break into the Enemies Army, eſpecially fince he 
knew that their Forces were divided. Having therefore refreſh'd both himſelf and his 
Army, andleft a number of Fires in his Camp, he marched all that night, and ſoughr out 
the Enemy, who was at Emans. Gorgias perceiving that the Fews had farſaken their 
amp, ſupposd they were retired for fear into the Monntains to hide themſelves : So 
Ee 3 that 
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that he reſolved to proceed, and ſearch for them diligently. But early in the. morning, , 
Judas, accompanied with 3000 Men, (who were illarm'd by reaſon of their Poverty) came 


before ,Chrilt's up unto his Enemies, who were at Emans 3 and after he had ſeen their warlike Diſcipline,

and mighty number, and how Soldier-like they were encamped, he exhorted his Follow- 
ers, telling ther, That they ought to fight, although they were naked ;, for although they were 
in that condition, yet God (who took pleaſure in the greatneſs of their Courage ) had already 
given them the Vittory againſt a number of armed Solaiers. And forthwith he commanded 
the Trumpets to ſound; ſo that ruſhing in upon his Enemies on the ſudden, the ſur- 
prize and aſtoniſhment was ſo great, that he flew divers of them who reſilted, and put 
the reſt to flightz he purſu'd them as far as Gadara, and the Plains of Iaumea, of Azor, 
and of Jaxmia, In this Encounter there died about 3ooo of the Enemy. Notwithſtan- B 
ding, J«das would not permit his Soldiers as yet to take the benefit of the ſpoil, becauſe 
they were to fight againſt Gorgias and his Army, atJuring them, That as ſoon as they ſhould 
have defeated him, they might take their Booty, without fear, becauſe they ſhould have no more 
Enemies to exped. 

Whilſt he thus ſpake unto his Soldiers, they that were with Gorgzas, perceived from 
the top of an Hill, that the Army that was left behind them, was put to flight, and that 
their Camp was on fire : For although they were far off, yet did the ſmoke aflure them 
of it. Which when they underſtood, and perceiv'd J#4as and his Fellows in battel aray, 
expecting their coming, they fear'd, and betook themſelves to flight. When as therefore 
Judas perceiv'd that Gorgias's Troops were diſcomfited, without ſtroke ſtrucken, he went C 
out to gather the pillage 3 and after he had gotten together great ſtore of Gold, Silver, 
Scarlet, and Purple, he returned to his Quarters with joy, praiſing God for their happy 
ſacceſs: For this Victory did not a little advantage them, towards the attainment of their 
liberty. But Lyſas, to repair the Diſhonour which he had ſuffer'd by this Defeat, raiſed 
the next Year another Army of almoſt 60000 choſen Men, and 5000 Horſemen, to invade 
Judea. After he had therefore made his entry by the Mountains, he encamped 1n Beth-

The Temple 
of Jeruſalem, 


The Temple 
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Judas having notice thereof, came forth againſt him, accompanied with 10000 Men 
and diſcovering the number of his Enemies far to exceed his, (after he had beſought 
God by Prayer, That it would pleaſe him to aſſiſt him in the battel) he charged the Van- D 
gard of the Enemy with ſo great Courage, that he diſcomfited them, and flew about 5000, 
leaving the reſt ingreat fear. Ly#as knowing the reſolution of the Fews, and how they 
were reſolved to die, except they might enjoy their Liberty ; and tearing their deſpera- 
tion, more than their force, he gather'd together the reſt of his Army, and returned back 
to Antioch, where he ſojourned, hiring many foreign Soldiers, to make a greater Army 
toinvade Fewry, After that Artiochws's Captains had been diſcomfited ſo many times, 
pr aſſembled the People together, and told them, That after they had obtained ſo many 

iFories through the mercy of God, it behoved them to go up to Jeruſalem, and to purifie the 

Temple that was left deſolate, and to offer thoſe Sacrifices ordained by the Law, When he 
came thither with a multitude of People, he found the Temple like a Deſart, and the E M 
Gates thereof burnt, and Graſs growing within it 3 ſo great a Deſolation drew Sighs from 
his Heart, and he wept with all thoſe that accompanied him : And having choſen out cer- 
tain of his beſt Soldiers, he commanded them to aflault the Gariſon that were in the For- 
tres, whiles he himſelf purged the Temple. Which Command of his being exactly and 
reſolutely fulfilled, he fent for new Veſlels, a Candleſtick, a Table, and Altar of Incenſe, 
all made of Gold. He put alſo Veils or Hangings to the Doors, accuſtomed to be ſpread 
abroad, and made Gates to the Temple. And having thrown down the Altar of Burnt- 
Offerings, which had been prophaned by Artiochas, he built a new one of all ſorts of 
Stones, neither hewn, nor hammer'd, according to art. The 25 Day of the Month of 
Chaſleu , (with us September) there were Lights ſet upon the Candleſticks, and Perfumes F N 
laid upon the Altar, and Loaves upon the Table, and Sacrifices offered upon the new 
Altar. All which hapned the ſame Day three Years, wherein the ſacred Religion was 
changed into prophaneneſs and impiety. For the Temple was ruinated and left deſolate 
by Arztiochus, and remained in that ſtate for the ſpace of three whole Years. For this de- 
(olation hapned in the 145th Year, and the 25th Day of the Month called Apel/zxs, or Ar- 
guſt, m the 153 Olympiad; and the Temple was purified the ſame Day, in the Year 148, 
and the 154 Olympiad. This Deſolation of the Temple hapned , according as Dariet 
had foretold, four hundred and eight Years before; for he declared that the Macedonians 
{ſhould deſtroy it. 

After that Judas had re-eſtabliſh'd the Service of the Temple, both he and his Coun- Ga 
try-men ſolemniz'd a Feaſt for eight Days, omitting not any kind of lawful Pleaſure, ban- 
quetting ſumptuouſly, and honouring God in Hymns and Pſalms. Thus rejoyced the 
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& ceiving thatit was Machabers, whoſe Valour and good Fortune they had already experien-

cover'd the Cuſtorrs of their Country, and their ancient Religion : So that a Decree was world, 3501. 
made for thoſe that ſhould come after, whereby it was commanded, That for the ſpace of t*fow* Chrifts 
croht Days, the rebuilding of the Temple ſhould be ſolemnized, with the Ceremonies and ancient Ry 
Ordinances, And ever ſince that time, until this Day, we celebrate this Feaſt, called the 

Feaſt of Lights, tor this Reaſon, in my Opmion, becauſe this ſo great Felicity began to ſhine 

unto us asa Light, contrary toall hope. He encloſed the City likewiſe with a Wall, and 

built high Towers thereon, in which he placed Gariſons againſt the Incurſions of the Ene- 

mies. He fortified the City of Bethſara alſo, that it might ſerve as a Fort againſt the 


Enemy. 

Whit theſe things paſſed thus, the Nations round about diſpleaſed with the re-eſta- Hedio @ Rafe 
bliſhment and power of the Jews, flew divers of them, whom they ſurprized by Ambuſhes fnw, cap. 13. 
and Treachery. On thoſe Judas made continual War, to hinder thar Incurſions, and to ES 
make them partakers of thoſe Evils they had inflicted upon the Fews. So thar invading continual 
Acrabathan, he (lew the Idumeans that were deſcended from Eſa, and bronght away a War with the 
oreat Prey out of their Country, and ſhut up the Sons of Baez their Prince, who lay in yyfone®””® 
wait for the Jews; and having beſieged them, he overcame them, ſetting fire on their 
Towers, and killing all the Men that were therein. After this, he departed from thence, 
and made War upon the Ammonites, who hada great and mighty Army, under the Con- 
dutt of Timothens : Theſe he encounter'd and overcame; and took their City of Jazor, 
and burnt it, and led away their Wives and Children into Captivity, and afterwards re- 
turned into Judea. The Neighbouring Nations hearing of this, aſſembled themſelves to- 
gether in Galaad againſt the Jews, who inhabited the Frontiers of Galaad; who having 
retired to the Fort of Dathema, ſent Letters unto Judas, to let him know, That Timotheus 
intended to ſurprize the place whereunto they were retreated, and requeſted him to deliver them 
from this Danger. And whilſt he was reading of theſe Letters, certain Meſſengers came 
unto him ont of Galilee, to inform him, that they were aſſaulted by the Inhabitants of Hedinzty Ruf-

Gates of Ptolomais, he ſlew about 3000: And after he had gather'd the Spoils of ſuch as Galilee, deli 
were (lain, he ſet many Jews at liberty who were Priſoners; and having reſtor'd them to Y***h the 
their Goods, he retir'd back again to his Country. But Judas Machabens, and Jonathan _ —_ 
his Brother, having paſt Jordan, and marched on the other fide thereof for the ſpace of Jud# and 3+ 
three Days, came at length to the Nabatheans, who peaceable came out to meet them Toy = 
by whom he underſtood the ſtate of thoſe that were in Galaad, and how divers of them fieged in 6«« 
were In extream want, incloſed and beſieged in Caſtles and Cities of the Country by 4: 
their Enemies. Theſe likewiſe beſought him to make haſte, and encounter the ſtrangers, 
and to ſeek the means to ſave their Country-men. Hereupon he returned into the De- Baſra taken 
ſart, and firſt of all aſſailed the Inhabitants of Boſra, and took their City, and ſet it on and burne, 
fire, killing all the men that were therein, who were able to bear Arms. Neither was he 
contented therewith, but when night drew on, he marched towards another Caſtle where 
the Jews were incloſed, and ſhut up by Timothy and his Army z and coming up to them 
about break of Day, he ſurprized the Enemy at ſuch time as they were railing their Lad- 
ders to ſcale the Walls, and made ready their Engines for battery : Whereupon he cauſed 
the Trumpets to ſound, and after he had encouraged his People to fight valiantly and 
faithfully for their Kinſmen and Friends, being in great danger, and had diſtributed his 7«da ſucco-

This Victory hapned on the 
13th day of the Month Adar, as our Country-men call it, and the Macedonians Diſtre : Adar, March. 
And hereof each year there i a ſolema Feaſt and Memorial obſerved. From this time 
forward, the Nation of the Jews were in quiet without any Tnvaſton, and lived in Peace 
for a little time 3 but afterwards they were troubled with the hke Incurfions. Whereas _ 
therefore the High-Prieſt Alcim intended to beat down an old Wall of the Sanctuary, _ 
which had been built by the holy Prophets, he was ſuddenly -ſtrucken'by Gcd 3 fo that Sek.

Atter his death, the People with a general conſent, conterred that Office upon Judas ; HedioQy Raf- 
who hearing of the great Pawer of the Romars, and how' they had conquer'd Gazle, oy by 17s 
Spain, Carthage, Greece, and the Kings Perſers and Philip 5; and belides all theſe, the great Tudas coves 
King Antiochus, he reſolved to procure their. Friendſhip, and to that purpoſe he ſent Ex- mage 2 , 
polemus the Son of John, and Faſo the Son of Eleazar, his two molt intimate Friends, unto bn mn 
Rome, to entreat the Romans to be their Allies and Confederates, and to write unto De- 
metrins, That he ſhould forbear to make War againſt the Jews. When the Ambaſſadors that 
were {ent from Judas were arrived at Rome, the Senate recerved them; and atter they had 
diſcourſed with- them upon the occaſion of their coming, they accepted their Alliance, 
; and made a Decree, the Copy whereof was then brought into Jude, and: the Original 
reſerved in. the Capitol, engraven cn a Table of Braſs. Which Decree of the Romary, 
concerning their Alliance with'the Jews, contained theſe Articles : | 
That no Man under the abedjence of the Romans, ſhould maintain War againſt the Nation of The Decree ot 
the Jews; nor ſhould furniſh thoſe with Votnals, Ships, or Money, that ſhould make War againſt _— 
them. And if any nemies ſhould aſſail the Jews, the Romans ſhould grve them Succor to t. ciety and 
utmoſt of their Power : And. that likewiſe if any one. ſhould make War againit the Romans, the he fea of 
Jews ſhould ſuccor them. That if the Jewifh Nation would add or diminiſh any thing bf that 
Aſſociation, it ſhould be done with the common advice of the People of Rome 3 and that that 
which ſhould be ordained; ſhould remain irrevocable.

Judas Macchabeus with 800 Men, engageth againſt the whole Army of Demetrius. He is 
ſlain, after he had performed Adions almoſt incredible. His praiſe. 


Acchides drew out his Army, and ranged them in Battel, placing the Horſemen on 
both the Wings, his light-armed Soldiers and Archers in the Front of the Army, and 
after theſe a ſtrong Band, called the Macedonian Phalanx; and he himſelf led the right 
Wing of the Battel. And in this Array he approached Judas's Camp, and cauſed the 
Trumpets to be ſounded, commanding his Soldiers to give a great ſhout, and tocharge 
their Enemies.

ceiving the flight of thoſe in the right, went after Jxdas, and incloſed him behind. So 
that being unable to fly, and ſeeing himſelf incloſed by his Enemies, he reſolved to fight 


lain himſelf. 1t out. And after having ſlain a great number of his Enemies, he found himſelf ſo tee- 


ble by the Wounds which he had receiv'd, that he fell to the Ground,and crowned all his 
other great and immortal Actions by a glorious death. His Soldiers ſeeing him dead, and 
having no Commander of note left amongſt them, after the loſs of ſo valiant a Captain, 


Jud buried betook them all to flight. Sizz0z and Forathar his Brothers, upon intreaty, recover'd his 


Body, and carried it to Modiz, ( a place where his Father was buried 3) there was hein- D 
terred by all the People, who wept for him divers days, and honour'd him publickly, 
according to the cuſtom of their Country. Such was Judas's end, who was a valiant 
Man,a great Warriour, and very reſpeCtive of the Commandments of his Father Matthzas, 
having done and ſuffer'd all that was poſlible, to recover the liberty of his Country, 
Being therefore after this manner accompliſhed, he had left behind him a perpetual re- 
nown of his worthy Acts, and an honourable Memory of himſelt obtained by the liberty, 
in which he re-eſtabliſhed his Nation, delivering them from the ſervitude of the Maceds- 
zians ; He died, after he had diſcharged the Office of the High-Prieſt for the ſpace of 
three years.

as'we have already declared in another place. . Now when Demetrius knew that Alexar- 
der had ſeized Ptolemajs, he gathered all his Forces, and marched forth againſt him.

own Coffers, Theſe are the promiſes and offers that Demetrins made untd the Jews.

ple in Egpr. bling in all things that at Jer»ſalent 3; and that he might have liberty to place Levites and 
Prieſts in it of his own Kindred : And hereunto was he eſpecially moved, by a certain 
Prophecy of Iſaiah, who more than 600 years before, had foretold that a Temple ſhould 
be affuredly built in Pept, in honour of Almighty God, by a Jew. Being therefore en- 


conraged by this Prediction, he wrote a Letter to Ptolerry and Cleopatra, to this effett. 


During the time that I was employed in your Wars, and by God's favourable aſſiſtance have D 
done you many ſervices, T have vifeted Caeloſyria and Phoenicia, and have been 3# the City of 


Leontopolis ( which is in the Territories of Heliopolis) T1 have alſo viſited divers ' other 
places, wherein the Jews have built Temples, without 0 ſerving thoſe Rules that are neceſſary up- 
on ſacl an occaſion, which is the cauſe that they agree not among themſelves : As alſo the like 
hath hapned among the Egyptians, throngh the multitude of Temples, and the great diverſity 
of Religions. And having found out a ___OOI place near a Caſtle called Bubaſtis in 
the Plain, where there is ſtore of all ſorts of Materials for Building, and Cattel fit for Sacrifice ; 
T beſeech you that it may be lawful for me to purifie the Temple that is ruinated in that place, 
and dedicated to to ſacred power + And that in ſtead _— to erect a Temple in honour of Al- 
mighty God, according tothe form and "57 of that Temple which is at Jeruſalem, where 
we ſhall pray fo the Preſervation and Proſperity both & your ſelf, your Queen, and Children. 
And this will certainly unite all the Jews within the Kingdom of Egypt, for they will all in 
this place aſſemble to celebrate the Praiſes of God, atcording as it hath been foretold by the Pro- 
phet Tfaias, There ſhall be (/aith he ) a Temple for our Lord God in, Egypt. Many other 
things alſo hath he foretold touching this place. 


This is the ſubſtance. of that which Orias wrote unto King Ptolemy. And by his an- 
{wer which he made-hereunto, a Man may eafily conje&ure what Piety was both in him, 


and Cleopatra his Siſter, and Wife., For they have returned the fin and tranſgreffion of 


the Law, which through this means fell upon Oria-*s head, by this anſwer that enſuetb.

faulty in his Proceſs. Now the Advocates which pleaded tor the Samaritans, were Sab- 
beus and Theodeſtns 3, and Andronicus, the Son of Meſſalem, detended the Cauſe of thoſe of 
Jeruſalem, and the other Jews. And both of them {wore both by God and the King, That 
they would bring their Proofs according to the Law, beſceching Ptolemy to adjudge him 
to death, whom he ſhould find to have falfih'd his Oath. The King therefore fat down 
with his Friends, to hear the Cauſe, and determine their Differences. But the Fews of 
Alexandria were much difpleaſed with them that had drawn the preheminence of the 

K Temple at Feruſalexe into queſtion, and were highly diſcontent, that a Temple fo ancient 
and famous, and ſo eſteemed and honoured through the whole World, ſhould be ſo diſpa- 
raged. When therefore the day of Audience wascome, Sabbens and Theodoſous ſuffered 
Andronichus to ſpeak firſt 3 who began to prove the Lawtulnels, Holineſs, and Religion 
of the Temple in Jer»ſalem out of the Law 3 and by the ſucceſſive Government of the 
High Prieſts, who from Father to Son, and from Hand to Hand, had received this honour; 
therein alledging, That all the Kings of Aſia had honoured the Majeſty of that place 
with Preſents and rich Oblations 3 whereas neither in the record of Men, nor courſe of 
Antiquity, the Temple of Garizim had been in any eſtimation. Hereunto he added 
ſach other reaſons, as perſuaded the King, that the Temple of Jeruſalem was built accord- 

L ing to the Ordinance of Moſer, and cauſed him to adjudge Sabbexs and Thedoſrns to death. 
This way ſuffice to have ſpoken concerning the Differences of the Jews of Alexandria, 
and ſuch things as befecl them during Ptolemy Philometor's time.

Ptolemy yielding a willing Earto his requeſt, wrote back, That mos 
he was very glad that he had recovered his Father's KingAom, promiſing him to give hin hjs Prolemy's 
Daughter in Marriage ;, aſſuring him, that he would meet him at Ptolomais, and bring his 2%8"r: 
Daughter unto him to that place, and there celebrate the Nuptials. After he had written theſe 
Letters, Ptolemy made haſte to Ptolomajs, and led with him his Daughter Cleopatra, where 
meeting with Alexaxder, (according to their appointment) he deliver'd him his Daugh- 
N ter, and gave her a Dowry, worthy of ſogreat a King. Unto the folemnizing of his 
Marriage, Alexander, by Letters, invited the High-Prieſt Jonathan, commanding him to 
come to him to Ptolomwais, He went thither, and preſented magnificent Preſents to both 
the Kings 3 he was highly honour'd by both, infomuch as Alexander conſtrained him to 
put off his ordinary Garments, and to put on a Purple Robe, and after that to fit upon 
a Royal Throne, commanding his Captains to march before him through the City, and 
to command by publick Edidt, That »o Mar ſhould dare to ſpeak any thing againſt him, 
nor offer him any cauſe of diſcontent. All which the Captains performed ; fo that they, 
who purpoſely and mialiciouſly carne thither to accuſe him, ſeeing the honour that was 
done unto him by the Ring, fled away, leſt the miſchict which they defigned for him, 
0 ſhould fallupon their own heads. This King Alexander loved Jonathan ſo incirely, that 
he afforded him the chief place amongſthis deareſt friends.

At that time Ptolemy began to repent of beſtowing his Daughter in Marriage on A- 
lexander, and for refuſing Demetrixs to be his Friend and Confederate; fo that he broke 
off the Aﬀinity that he had with him 3 and after he had withdrawn his Daughter from him, 
he preſently ſent Ambaſſadors unto Dezretrivs, to confirm a League of Peace and Amity 
with hun, promiſing him to beſtow his Daughter apon him in Marriage, and to eſtabliſh . 
M him in his Father's Kingdom. Demetrius very joytul to hear of this Ambaſſage, accepted 8 
both of the League and the Marriage. There only remained one difficulty for Ptolemy to 
ſurmount, which was, how he might perſuade the Aztiochians to adtnit Demetrius, againſt _ 
whom they were ſo much incenſed, for the Indignities which his Father Dewetrins had of- 
fered them 3 but this difficulty he overcame by this means. The Arntiochians hated Alex- 
ender, becauſe of Ammeninus ( as we have related before) and by that means were the 
more eaſily drawn to drive him out of the City. He perceiving himſelf to: be thruſt 
out of Antioch, came into Cilicia, Whereupon Ptolemy came unto Antiveh; arid was both 
by the Citizens and Soldiers therein proclaimed King, and was conſtrained to take two 
Diadems, the one as King 7 a the other as King of Egypt.

Galilee, he 
might pay no more than 3oo Talents for Tribute; he' granted him a full exemption, and

For the preſent Troubles at that time gave him no opportunity to do what he ny 49 
intended: He therefore prayed, at preſent, to ſend him ſome of his Forces, becaule his caſtle of 7e- 
own Army was Revolted. Whereupon Jonathan choſe out 3o0co fighting Men, and ſent ay mt 
x, them unto him. But the Aztiochians hated Demetrius, both becaule of the Injuries they pg 
had endur'd under him, as alſo for the hatred they had conceiv'd againſt his Father, who 
had, in like manner, done them much wrong 3 ſo that they only expe&ed an opportunity 
to caſt him off. Underſtanding therefore that the ſuccors that Jonathan ſent unto Deme- rhe reretlion 
trins wereat hand, and foreſceing that in a ſhort time he would gather a great Army, if of the Ciri- 
he were not timely prevented 3 they betook themſelves to their Arms, and beſer the 53 4m 
King's Palace, after the manner of a Siege, and ſecured all the Gates, with an intent to lay revenge taken 
hold on the King. Who ſeeing himſelf beſet by the armed multitude of the 4rtiochz- 97 them by 
ans, took thoſe hired Soldiers ( with thoſe whom Jonathan had ſent him ) and charged 
them 3 but he was forced to retire, being over-powered by the number of the Inhabitants. 
M- Whereupon the Jews perceiving that the Artiochians had the upper-hand, they mounted 
npon the battlements of the Palace, and from thence ſhot again(t them, without any dan- 
ger tothemſelves ( by reaſon of the diſtance and height of the place where they were ) 
yet they much annoyed the Inhabitants, inſomuch that they drove them from the Houſes 
near adjoining, which they incontinently ſet on fire, whereby the flame was ſpread thro' 
the whole City 3 ſo that the Houſes that were cloſe built the one by the other, and for the 
moſt part framed of Wood, were burnt down to the ground. The Inhabitants percei- 
ving that they could not put out the fire, betook themſelves to flight, and the Jews cha- 
ced them from Houſe to Houſe. When the King perceived that the Citizens of Antioch 
ran here and there to ſave their Wives and Children, and had given over the Battle, he 
N {et npon themin diversplacesat once, whereby divers of them were ſlain, and all at laſt 
enforced to caſt down their Arms, and to yield themſelves to Demetrins's Mercy, who par- 
doning their Rebellion, appeaſed the Sedition. After this, he rewards the Jews with part 
of the Pillage, thanking them as the only Authors of his Victory. Whereupon be ſent 
them back to Jonathan, with no ſmall acknowledgement and teſtimony of their Proweſs 
and Virtue. But afterwards he diſcover'd his evil nature towards him, and broke his 
promiſes, threatning him to make War upon him, unleſs he paid him thoſe Tributes which 
the People of the Jews ought, and were wont to pay unto the King's Anceſtors hereto- 
tore. And that he had certainly done, had not Tryphor hindred him : for hewas forced 
tO turn thoſe Forces that he had prepar'd againſt Jonathan, to make War upon Tryphon : Demetrius 
O who returning from Arabia into Syria, with the younger Antiochns, (who at that time wn pp 
was under Age) he ſet the Diadem upon his Head. All the Army likewiſe that had aban- " 


dond Demetrins, for contratting their Pay, came and follow'd him, and made open War

——_— that he would fight on his ſide againſt Demetrius, of whom he had ſo great reaſon to romplain, B 
vors againſt #11 that he had made no other return but ingratitnde, for all thy ſervices which he had done him, 
Demet1i4, But after that Artiochs had granted himleave to levy a great Army out of Syria and 
Phenicia, to fight againſt Demetrizs, he went into the neighbouring Cities, and was by 
them very kindly received ; yet did they not afford him any Men of War. Coming 
from thence unto Aſcalor, the Citizens in honourable array came out to meet him with 
Preſentsz whom together with the Cities of Celoſyria, he exhorted to forſake Demetrins's 
part, and to follow Aztiochxs, to the end, that joyning themſelves with him, they might 
all of them combine their Forces againſt Demetrizs, and take vengeance of thoſe miſ- 
chiefs which they had oftentimes endur'd by his means : and which if they prudently 
examin'd, they had many reaſons to proſecute their revenge. After he had perſwaded 
theſe Cities to enter into Confederation againſt Demetrixe,he came to Gazato induce them 
likewiſe, and reconcile them to Artiochyus. But he found the Gazears to be of a far con- 
trary diſpoſition than that which he expected, for they flatly reliſted him : and although 
they were intended ro forſake Demretrivs, yet would they not joyn their Forces, or ſub- 
mit the City to his Government. For which cauſe, Joxathan beſieged their City, and 
ſpoiled their Country : for with the one half of his Army he begirt Gaza, and with the 
other half he over-ran the Country, ſpoiling and burning the ſame. The Gazears ſeeing 
theſe miſeries which they were conſtrain'd to endure, and perceiving that no ſuccors 
came unto them from Demretrivs, but that their own overthrow was at hand, and their 
aſſiſtance far off : and that Which was worſe, moſt uncertain 5 they thought it to be the D 
wiſeſt part for them, to forſake the one, and follow the other. Whereupon o ſent 
meſſengers unto Jorathan, proteſting, That they wonld be both his Friends and Confederates, 
For Men do unwillingly take knowledge of their Profit, before they huve bought it to their ſor- 
row 3 and that which they negleFed at firſt, ant was moſt expedient for them to perforne before 
they were afflicted, that do they earneſtly hn»t after, at ſuch time 4s they have been chaſt iſed, Up- 
on this ſubmiſſion of theirs, Forathar receiv'd them into favour, and took pledges of them, 
and ſent them to Fer»ſaler,and from thence marched he along the Country as far as Da- 
»aſeo. And whereas an huge Hoſt ſent by Demetrivs, came out againſt him, as far as the 
City Cedaſa, near unto Tyre and Galilee, making their reckoning to divert ng from 
Syria, by ſuccouring and relieving thoſe of Galilte, who were their Confederates : Fora- x 
than went out ſpeedily to meet with them, recotamending the ſtate of Jade to the charge 
of his Brother Sizzo79. Who aſſembling all the power that was pollible to be gathered 
Simon, Jona- throughont all the Country, eticattped before Bethſara, a ſtrong Fort in Fudea, and be- 
th-s brother fjeg'd 1t (for Demetrivs being before-time ſeized thereof, kept Gariſon therein, as be- 
_ fore this we have declar'd. When as therefore Si*or raiſed his Bulwarks, and fitted his 
Engines to aſſault the City, and employ'd all his ſtudy to ſaurprize the ſame, they that 
were beſieged waxed afraid, leſt if he ſhould take the Town by force, they ſbould loſe 
their Lives. For which cauſe they ſent an Herald unto Simon, R_—_— him, That he

As ſoon as they were come to Rome, and had preſented themſelves before the Senate, 
thev declar'd how they were ſent from the High-Prieſt Jonathan, who defir'd to renew Jencrhen re- 
thar Alliance. Whereupon the Senate granted all which they demanded, and gave them friecdfhivand 
their Letters of recommendation to all rhe Governors of Afa and Erxrope, and to thoſe confederacy

1, thought it meet to be troubleſome unto you, or to any other of our Allies, But fince we have ob- 

tained an happy iſſne of all theſe troubles, we have ſent Numemus, the Sor of Antimachas, 
and Antipater, the Son of Jaſon,” Men honourable amongit our Counſellors; both to the Romans, 
and to you alſo, to whom we have given our Letters to be-preſented unto you, in our behalf, to 
the end they might renew the amity which js between you and ws : you ſhall therefore do well if 
you write back unto #s, and certifie us wherein we may ſerve you, there being no good Office 
which we are not ready to perform. 


Theſe Ambaſſadors were kindly entertained by the Lacedemonians, who made a pub- 
lick Ordinance touching their atfociation and amity with the Jews, which they deliver-

FJoxathan ſuſpetting no 

ſinilter ;dealingy and believing that Tryphor ſpake what he intended, Gisbanded his For- 

ces, and took only. 3002 Men with him, whereof he left two in Galilee, and with 1000 he 

came tg Tryphon at Ptolomais. But the Inhabitants of the City ſhutting the Gates as ſoon 

as he was entred, (according as Tryphon had commanded. them) took Jonathay Priſo- 

-Ner,--and {lew all thoſe that attended upon him. Hereupon Tryphox prelently ſent part 

of his Army unto the 2coo that were left in Galzlee, to the intent to put them all to the

Simonere&s 
a ſtately Monument for his Father, aud his other Brethren. He is created Prince and High- 
Prieſt of the Jews. His admirable Condud# z, he delivers his Nation from the Macedoniatj 
Toke ;, takes by ſtorm the Fortreſs of Jeruſalem, and defaceth it, levelling both the Cittadel 
and the Hill whereon it ſtood, even with the ground. 


| Jen the Inhabitants of Jeruſalez: heard of the ſurprizal of Jonathan, and the » wats. 14, 
\W,\ loſs of his Soldiers, they were much troubled , that fo great a man was ta- /-iban's 
ken from them, for they feared, (and that not without cauſe) that being depriv'd 7 
of his Valour and Condud, the neighbouring Narions would invade them with all man- Mcn. 

ner of Hoſtility, which till then they durſt not artempt, ſtanding fo much in awe of Jo- _ _ 
nathan. Neither did their Expectation deceive them ; For they underſtanding Jona- _—_— Try- 
than's Death, began preſently to1nvade the Jews on all ſides, as thofe who had no lon- 1% invade 
ger any Captain under whoſe Condut they might make War, and .ſhew their Valour. 0 
And Tryphon having likewiſe gather'd Forces, was reſolv'd to march into Jadea, to make 

War againſt the Inhabitants thereof. Srmor perceiving that the Citizens of Jeruſalem were 

allarm'd with the fear which they apprehended of thoſe Rumours and new Tumults of 

War; and being deſirous to animare them againſt all Incurſions and Attempts intended by 


Tryphor, aſſembled the People in the Temple, and began to exhort them after this man- 
L ner: ; 


You are not ignorant (Met and Brethren) how both I, my Father, and Brethren, have volun- Simon, Fond- 
tarily expoſed our ſelves to all Dangers for your Liberty.

For 1 am of no bet- 
ter account than my Brethrex, to value my Life more than others; neither am 1 leſs than they, 
to be backward aud cowardly to follow their footfteps, but I ſhall rather glory to imitate them in 
dying for the defence of our Cauntry, Laws, and Religion. 1 will make manifeſt therefore by all 
M the Teftimonies that I car, that 1 an their true and lawful Brother :, for I traſt 3n God, that he 
will give me power to take Vengeance of our Enemies 5 and deliver not ouly aff of you, but your 
Wives and Children from the Injury which they intended againſt you : po by the Grace of God, 
T will preſerve the Holy Temple, the it may ngt be ruinated by their prophane hands : For [ al- 
ready perceive, that the prophane Nations deſpiſe #s, and contemn you, 4s if you had no Leader :

hundred Talents of Silver, ad two of Jonathan's Children for Hoſtages, to aſſute him, That being | 
ſet at liberty, he ſhould not withdraw Judza from the Obedience of the King. (For, till thr 
by reaſon of the money which he ow'd the King.) 
Simon was no ways ignorant of this canning intent of Tryphox's, but knew well enough 
that he ſhould both loſe his money, if he ſhould deliver the ſame; and that his Brother 
ſhould not be enlarged, no, though his Children were deliver'd for Hoſtages : On the other 
fide, he feared, leſt the People ſhould judge f(iniſterly of him, as if he had been the cauſe 
of his Brother's Death, both by not delivering the Money, o—_ the Children. Ha- 
ving therefore aſſembled the Army, he declared unto them what Tryphon demanded, tel- 
ling them, That the whole ſcope of his Aﬀions were nothing elſe but treacherous Stratagems an4 
Subtilties : Yet notwithſtanding he told them, That he had rather ſend both the Money and the 
Children to Tryphon, than by refuſing his Conditions and Demands, to be accuſed to have neg- 
leFed the life of his Brother. Simon ſent therefore both the Money and Children of Jo- 
#athan ;, but Tryphon having receiv'd both, kept not his Promiſe, but detain'd. Jonathay ; 
and leading his Army thorow the Country, intended to paſs by Id»umzea to repair to Je- 
ruſalem. He came therefore to Dora, a City in Idumea ; and thitherward marched S;mor 
to encounter with him, encamping always right over-againſt him. They that were inthe 
Caſtle of Feruſalem, hearing news hereof, ſent Tryphon word that he ſhould haſten and 
come unto them, and fend them munition : Whereupon he addre 1s Horſemen, pre- 
tending that very night to ride unto Feryſalem 3 but the Snow in that time fell in ſuch a- 
bundance, that it covered the way in ſuch ſort, and was fo thick, as the Horſes could not 
travel, which hindred his repair to Ferzfalemw. For which cauſe he departed from thence, 
and came into Celoſyria, and foeediily invading the Country of Galaad, he put Forathay to 
death in that place 3 and after he had buried him there, he returned to Artioch. But 
Simon ſent unto Baſca, and tranſported his Brother's Bones, and interred them in his Coun- 
try Modir, in his Father's Sepulchre, and all the People monrned and lamented for him 
many Days. Simon alſo built a great Monument of white and poliſhed Marble for his 
Father and Brethren, and raiſed it to a great height, and garniſh'd it round about with 
Gallenes and Pillars all of one = which was an admirable Work to behold. Beſides 
that, he erected ſeven Pyramids for his Father, Mother, and Brethren, for each of them 
one, ſo great and ſo fair, as they cauſed admiration in thoſe that beheld them, and are as 
yet to be ſeen at this preſent Day. So great was Simzor's care, that Jorathar and the reſt 
of his Family ſhould be honour'd with ſo magnificent a Sepulchre 3 which Forathar died, 
after he had exerciſed the place of High-Prieſt, and poflefſed the Government for four 
years. Thus much as touching his Death. 

As ſoon as Simon had taken poſſefiion of the High-Prieſthood, by the eleftion of the 
People ; the very firſt year of his Government, he acquitted the People of the Tribute 
which they were wont topay to the Macedonians. This liberty and exemption from Tri- 
bute, hapned m—_—_ _—_— one hundred and ſeventy years fince the time that Selevcsr, 
fined 1 Nicenor, obtain'd the Kingdom of Syria, And in ſo great Honour was Simon a- 
mong(t the People, that in their private Contracts and publick Letters, the'Date began, 
From the Firſt Year of Simon the BenefaFor and Governour of the Jewiſh Nation. For they 
proſpered greatly under his Government, and had the Victory of all their Neighbouring 
Enemies round about them. For he deſtroy'd the Cities of Gaza, Joppa, and Jamia : 
He demoliſhed or {lighted alſo the Cittadel of Ferxſalem, and levell'd it with the ground, 
to the intent the Enemies might never ſeize on it any more, nor retreat thither to enda- 
mage the City, as they had done before. Which when he had brought to paſs, he thought 
it not amiſs, but very profitable, to level the Hill whereon the Caſtle ſtood, to the intent 
the Temple might be the eminenteſt place. All this he perſuaded the People to do ina 
common Aſſembly, repreſenting to them how much they had ſuffer'd by the Garriſons, 
and how much they were like toſuffer hereafter, if a Stranger ſhould once more be Maſter 
of the Kingdom, and build a Cittadel in that place. By theſe Exhortations he perſua- 
ded the People to finiſh theſe Works, and all of them began to work without inter- 
miſhon both day and night, ſo that in the ſpace of three years, they levelled the Mountain 3 
and from that time forward, there was' nothing bnt the Temple that commanded the 
City, See herewhat Si»20x perform'd hitherto. 
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Tryphon cauſed Antiochus, Alexander Ballez's Sor, to be put t6 death, and is made King z 4s. 
his Vices rendred him ſo odious to his Soldiers, that they offered themſelves up to Cleopatra, 
Demetrius's ReliF. She married Antiochus Sother, Demetrius's Brother, and made hin 
be crowned King he overcame Tryphon, who fled to Dara; and frdm'thence to Apamea, 
were he was taken by force, and killed, Antiochus took a.great liking to Simon the grear

ander, firnamed Good, notwithſtanding he had the care and charge of his Education ay” _ 


for four years that he reigned 3 and ſpreading abroad a certain report, That the young King Typiin mur- 
in exerciſing himſelf, fortuned to die ; he ſent his Friends and Familiars to the Souldiers, pro- thering Alex 
miſing them, That if they would chuſe him King, he would give them a great Summ of Money z eth the King:

proclaim'dhim King. Bur after he had attained the fulneſs of his Deſires, he ſhewed —_ _— 
- how malicious and wicked his Nature was: For when he wasa private Man, he flatter'd dominion,diſ- 
the People, and made a ſhew of moderaticn 3 and, by ſich Allurements, he drew them to —_— 
do what he pleaſed : But after he had taken poſleſſion of the Kingdom, he diſcover'd his tre. aj 
Hypocrifie, and ſhew'd plainly, that he was not unaptly call'd 7ryphor, rhat is to ſay, Tri- Nada &s 
fler, or Mocker. By which means he loſt the Hearts of the better ſort ; and as for his ie 
Army, it became ſo averſe from him, that it ſubmitted it ſelf ro Cleopatra, Demetrins's ''* Deme- 
Wife, who had, at that time, confin'd both her felt and her Children in Selexcia. And Ms F 
whereas Antiochus, firnamed the Devout, and Brother to Demetrins, was driven from, place Antixchus So- 
to place, and had not any City that would entertain him, for fear of 7ryphon ; Cleopatra and com:

As ſoon as Antiochus wasarrived in Seleucia, and that from Day pes = hag 
to Day his Forces encreaſed, he marched forth into the Field, and fought with Tryphon, 38, driven pf 
and overcame him in Battel, and drove him out of the higher Syria, and purſu'd him as far ore 
as Phenicias where after he had retired himſelf into Dora,a ſtrong and impregnable Caſtle, him in Dora.

confirm a Friend(hipand Confederacy with him, Sizzoz very courteoufly accepted his De-

Ut the innate Avarice that was in Aztiochrs, and the malignity of his Nature, made him Hedi» & Rufs 
B forgetful of thoſe Offices and Services that $:-10x had done him; ſo that he ſent Sede. £5 cap. 1%: 
N bens, his great Friend, with a mighty Army to invade Fewry, and to ſurprize Sizzov. But 
he having ſome privy Intelligence of Artiochus's Treachery, notwithſtanding thar at this 
time he was very old, was ſo provoked with the Injuries that Antiochns had done him, that 
animated with courage ore than became his age, he went himſelf to the War, as if as 
yet he had been but youthful : He therefore cauſed his Son to march before, with the beſt 
Soldiers of his Army ; and having left anumber of his Soldiers in ambuſh, in the hollow $1 and tie 
retreats of the Mountains, he executed all his Deſigns, without failing in any one of them : Son expellech 
So that after he had every way obtained the upper hand of his Enemies, he ever after en- ſry "—_ 
joyed his Government in peace, during the remainder of his life, and renewed likewiſe the 
Confederacy with the Romars.

True it is, 
chem co = That his Mother ſtretching oat her hands, befought him, That for her ſake he wowld not give 
__ mem ver valiantly to affanlt the place, but that he ſhould be the more enconraged to ſurprize the For- 

treſs, and to lay hold upon his Enemy, and to be revenged of the wrong that was offered unto his 

deareft Friends ; alledging, That ſhe thought it better to die in the midjft of a thonſand Torments, 

than that the Enemy ſhould eſcape unpuniſhed, who had been ſo manifeſt an occaſion of their miſery. 

When Hircanws heard his Mother ſpeak thus, he was more turioully incenſed to give the 


Affault; but as ſoon as he ſaw his Mother ſo beaten and fore wounded, his Heart meked p 


within him 5 and the fervent Defire which he before had to batter and beat down the 

City, was preſently allayed and cooled: And ſo the pitiful Compaſſion of his Mother, 

Theend of ſtyrmounted and overcame his wrathful Defire of Revenge.

When as therefore the Fealt of Taber- Antixtur af- 
nacles was to be celebrated during thee affairs, they that were within, had compaſſion of {9rderd feven 
their Country-men, and drew them within the Walls, and entertain'd them within the Jes ey 
City. At this time Hircanws ſent a meſſenger to beleech Artiochsr to grant him 'Truce feaſt of Ta- , 
for ſeven days, by reaſon of the ſolemhity of the Feaſt 3 which he granted, for: the ho. **5. 
nour, which he bare unto God.. Furthermore, he ſent a magnificent Sacrifice into Fernſalen 

of Bulls with gilded Horns, and veflels full of divers Pertumes, with other veflels of Gold 

and Silver... Thoſe that had the charge of the Gates, received the Sacrifices at their hands 

that brought the ſame,-and offer d them in the Temple.  Aztiochas himſelf alſo gave the 
Soldiers'certain Meats to grace their Feſtival, ſhewing himſelf herein to be of a far bet- 

ter diſpoſition than Artiochus Epiphanes, who, after he had taken the City, cauſed Swines 

fleſh to be ſacrificed upon the Altar, and -beſpringled the Temple with 'the Hogs Blood, 

making a confuſion of 'the Ordinances of the Law of God, which was the cauſe that this 

Nation rebelled, and conceived a deadly hatred again{t him : But Antiochus, of whom 

we ſpeak at this preſent, was by all Men call'd Devout, becauſe of the incredible affe&ion 

that he had to the ſervice of God. Hircanws acknowledging the bounty and affeftion he 

had towards God and his Sacrifices, ſent Ambaſſadors unto him, requiring him, That he jj. ma. 
would permit them to live according to the ancient Laws and Cuſtoms of their Forefathers, kech peace 
Whereupon the good King rejected. their Counſel who advis'd him'to deſtroy the Fewiſh $i Ani 
Nation, for being contrary to the cuſtoms of all other People. . And-underſtanding that Siege is given 
all the converſation of the Fews was conformable unto Piery, he anſwer'd the” Ambaſ- ver:

The 
overthrow. Wingof the Jews Vanguard ſeeing themſelves freſhly charged, and not ſuccoured by 
any means, began to fly ; and ſo far werethoſe that marched next them from yielding 
them adiſtance, that all of them became partners in one ſhameful flight. But they of 
Ptolemey's ſide, behaved themſelves far otherwiſe; for they purſued and ſlew them: and 
after they had put them in diſorder,they charged them ſo hotly,that they bluntegheir 
Weapons, and wearied their Arms with killing them. Ir is reported that 3 ere 
ſain in the Battel, (7;mageves faith, 50000.) As for the reſt, ſome of them were taken 
— to Priſoners, andother ſome fled-ynto their houſes; After that Ptolemey had obtained this 
moi "4x, Vidory,he over-run and ſpoiled the whole Countrey,and in the evening, he quartered 
the Fews with himſelf in certain Villages of Judea, which he found full of Women and Children, and D 
_ —_ commanded his Souldiers, without reſpect of perſon, to cut their Throats, and to chop 
Solder them into pieces, and afterwards to caſt the morſels into a boyling Cauldron, and when 
eatMan's fleſh. they were well boyled, tocat the fame: All-which he ated, tothe intent that they that 
were fled from the Battel,and retired to their own Habitations, ſhould know that their 
Enemies would cat Man's Fleſh ; that by this means they mightbe more afraid of them.

K but as ſoon as the day appeared, and this opinion was found falſe, as foon as the Jews 
were aſſured of the Truth, they turned back upon them, and charging the Gazeans,they 
ſlew about 1000 of them. | 
Notwithſtanding all this,the beſieged ſtood out tit], being neither daunted with loſs 
of Men,nor lack of Proviſion whatſoever, reſolving rather to endure any miſery, than 
yield to their Enemies:and that which madethem more confident, was the hope of help 
which they expected from Arera,King of 4rabia,gwho had promiſed no lefs.But it came 474145, King 
to paſs,that Hpolodotus was ſlain before his arrival, andthe City taken. For Ly/machus gl 9s. 
his Brother, conceiv'd a jealouſie againſt him, by reaſon of the good opinion which the Gazeans, with 
Inhabitants had of him, and having ſlain him, and gather'd thoſe fighting Men that he Fe 
L might, he yielded up the City unto Alexander,who at the firſt made a peaceable entry; Kileth his bro- 
but afterwards diſperſed his Souldiers, and gave them licence to execute all hoſtility a- ther Apolade- 
gainſt the Citizens;ſo that they ated-their cruelty in every place,and ſlew many of the —— = 
Gazeans. Neither died theſe Citizens unrevenged ; but ſo manfully behaved themſelves, to Alexander, 
that they butchered no leſs number of Jews,than they murthered Citizensamong them, 
Some of them likewiſe perceiving themſelves to be alone, ſet their Houſes on fire,taking 
away firſt that which was therein, that the Enemy might not he enriched with their 
Spoils. Others killed their Wives and Children with their own hands; todeliverthem 
from the Enemies cruelty. But the Senators, to the number of 500, fled into the Tem- 
ple of Apollo, for to fave themſelves,but that did not ſecure them(far when the Enemy 
M entred the Town,they were by chance aſſembled in Council )A4/exander put them all to 
the Sword, and inſtantly razed and levelled that City with the ground ; which done; 
he returned to Jeruſalem, after he had ſpent one whole year at the Siege before Gaza. . - 

About this time Antiochws,firnamed Gryphus, died by the Treaſon of Heracleos,in the ,,,;,.;., 
45th year of his age,& in the 29 of his Reiga. His Son Selexucus had the Kingdom after Grypbus ain, 
him, who made War againſt his Uncle Azt:ochus,firnamed Cyzicenus, and having over» Seleqw Grp 
come him,he ſlew him.

Ne of thom, he beſieged them ; and after he had taken the City, and brought them under his 
them in Be. fubjeRion, he carried them ts Feruſalem,where he commirted an unf? 
thom. Murther. For whilſt he banquetted with his Concubines, in the fight of them all, he 
Alexandsy commanded 800 of them,or thereabout, to be crucified, and before their eyes whilſt 
crucifieth 800 they yet lived, he cauſed their Wives and Children's Throats to be cut. All which he did 
Jews, _ to be revenged of thoſe wrongs which he had received ; but he exceeded the bounds of 
their Wives Humanity herein,notwithſtanding they had rebell'd againſt him;and reduc'dhim into 2 
and Childrea moſt pitiful eſtate, and put him in danger both of his Life and Kingdom.

Hereupon a certain ſort of reprobate Soldiers amongſt the Jews, hearing theſe words of 
his, ſtoneth him to death : But God immediately puniſhed this cruelty in them,and the 
murther of 0xias ſo curſedly perpetrated, was revenged by this means which enfueth. 
Ariſtobulus and the Prieſts _ beſieged, the Feaſt of Zafter or the Paſleover fell out, 
during. which time it was an uſual cuſtom among the Fews to honour God with many fa- 

E crifices : Now they who were with Ari/obulus, not having any beaſts to offer upin facri- 

fice,they requeſted the other Jews that were without, That they might have ſome delivered 

unto them for their money. Wheredillhy it was anſwered, 7hat if they would give one thou- 

fand drachms for everyhead, they have ſome delivered unto them. To this demand 

of theirs, Ariſtobulus and the Prieſts that were with him, willingly condeſcended, and let 

down the prefixed price,and delivered the fame from the wall: but the others,after they 

had received the money, delivered them not rhoſe beaſts which they defired them to ell 

them to ſacrifice ; but they were ſo impious, that they falſified their oaths not only to- 

wards men, bur defrauded God alſo, indenying that which they had promiſed toward the 

furniſhing of their ſacrifice. For which caule, the Prieſts (being defrauded in this | 

F manner, contrary to the oath and proteſtation of their adverſaries) beſougtit God to ro de the 
ſhew vengeance on their Country-men, that had committed this heirious and perjutious revenge theres 
impiety : neither did God defer their puniſhment, but immediately after he ſent a great of.

I have ſent you the copy of an inſcription, regiſtred in favour of Hircanus Alexander's 
ſon, High-Prieſt, and Frince of the Jews, to the end it may be placed among publick | 
monuments > and my will is, that it be engraven in a table of braſs, both in Greek and Ly. 
tin letters; the Tenour whereof is this that follweth: Becauſe Hircanus Alexander's ſoy, 
the Jew, both at this preſent,as alſo heretofore, as well in Peace as in War, bath expreſſed 
his fidelity towards us and our eſtate, as drvers Commanders of our Armies yield teſtimony 
of him, and for that in our laſt Alexandrine War,he ſeconded us in the battel with Fif- 
teen hundred Men; and having been ſent by us to Mithridates, hath ſurmounted all thoſe 
of his Company in wvalour. For theſe cauſes my will is, That Hircanus Alexander's ſon and 
his ſucceſſors, be Princes of the Jews : and further, that they continue always in the Highs 
Prieſthood, according to the ordinance and cuſtom of their Country; and that both he and 
hs children be our aſſociates; and be inrolled likewiſe, as our chiefeſt friends: and all K 
rhat which appertaineth to the Prieſthood, according to the ordinances of the Jews, be at- 
tributed to h11 and his, and if there happen any difference touching the diſcipline of the 
Jews, our pleaſure is, that it be determined by him.

Pheenicia, by the gift made unto them at ſuch time as they were allied to the Romans : 1 
The Senate (T ſay ) ordaineth, "That Hircanus the High-Prieft and Prince of the Jews 
poſſeſs the ſame. It is lawful atſs for Hircanus and his ſous; and their Ambaſſadors ſent by 
them, to behold the tiltings and gladiators, and to fit among the Senators, and that at all 
times, wherein they ſhall require to be” brought mto the Senate by the Dittator ,/ or by the 

B Maſter of the Horſe, they may have free entrance; anid that within ten days at the moſt 
they receive their anſwer, 'if there be any Decree ratified by the Senate. - 

Caius Czar, Emperor, the fourth time Conſul, and the fifth time Dittator for the term 
of Life, hath ed theſe things, as touching Hircanus tbe ſox of Alexander, the Highs 
Prieft and Prince of the Jews : Becauſe that the Generals, my Predeceſſors, have witueſ« 

ſed as well in the Provinces, as before the Senate and People of Rome, both of the good 
deſerts of Hircanus High-Prieſt and Prince of the Jews, and that Nation alſo, towards 
#s and our State; and whereas both the Senate and People of Rome have gratified them 
for the ſame: We think it convenient alſo to have the ſame Recorded, and to give Order, 
that Hircanus and his ſons may be remunerated by the Senate, and People of Rome, ac+ 
C cording to the meaſure of their Loyalties and good Deſerts. 

Julius Caius Ceſar, Roman Conſul. To the Governors, Senate and People of Patras; 
Health : 7he Jews are come unto us to Delos, with ſome of the Colonies of their Country- 
men, in the preſence of your Ambaſſadors, and aſſure us of a Decree made by you, whereby 
you forbid them the P! attice and ancient wſe of their Sacrifices and Oblations : 7 think it 
not fit that you make any ſuch Decrees againſt our Friends, and Aſſociates; neither that 
you forbid them to live according to their Faſhions aud Cuſtoms; or to employ their purſes 
together in ſupplying their Feaſts and Sacrifices; fince in Rome it ſelf they are not In- 
terdifted or forbidden to perform the ſame. For at ſuch time as Caius Cxiar Conſul, bad 
probibited by Editt,that in celebrating the Bacchanals,zo one ſhould Dance about the City; 

D yet were the Jews alone exempred from this Tuhibition : and neither have they been prohis 
bited to contribute, neither to Banquet together. My ſelf alſa in like caſe, in the defence I 
have made to forbid all other Societies, have excepted the Jews therein, aud have given 
them leave to aſſemble and demean themſelves according to the Cuſtoms, Ceremonies, and 
Ordinance of their Country: If therefore you have made any ſuch Decrees againſt our 
friends and aſſociates, Y ſhall do well to'difſannul them, by reaſon of the wertue of the 
Jews, and the forwardneſs they have proteſted in performance of our ſervice, 

After Caius Czfar's death, the Conſuls, Marcus Antonius, and Publius Dolobella, aſs M. Antonits, 
ſembled the Senate,and having brought in Hircanus's Embaſſadors, they teclared their re- new 
queſt,and contrafted amity with them: The Senate likewiſe ordained, that each thing ſhould OY 

 E be granted them that they required. And Dolobella having received Hircanus's Letters, Embaſtadors 

ſent them throughout all Afia,zo Epheſus (which is the Metropolitan City of Aſia ) in theſe T9<Scvate. 
terms: The General Dolobella to the Princes, Senate, and People of Epheſus, Health: Letters to thg 
[The General, or Emperor Dolobella; this word Emperor, was in thoſe times a Title of ho- Epheſians. 
nour conferred on thoſe Generals who had obtained ſome great Vitlory.] Alexander the ſon of 
Theodore, Embaſſador to Hircanus, the Figh-Prieſt and Prince of the Jews,hath given 
us to underſtand, that his Subjefts cannot go to Wars, becauſe it is not lawful for them to 
bear Arms, nor Travel on the Sabbath Day; as alſo for that they may nor ſeek for their 
Vittuals and other neceſaries on that Day, according tothe Cuſtom of their Country: For 
this cauſe I grant them exemption from the War,as my Predeceſſors have done; permitting 

F them to uſe the Ceremonies and\Rites of their Country,afſembling themſelves to make their 
0#lations aud Sacrifices,as their Laws and Cuſtoms require,in contributing to the offering 
of the Sacrifices in the Temple. Aud my will is, That you write to this effeft, to every 
City of the Province, See here how Dolobella honoured Z7ircanus, when he ſent his 
Embaſladors unto him. 

Lucius Lentulus Conſul, pronounceth that the Fews,that are Citizens of Rome and that Lucius Lyeut- 
obſerve and offer the Sacrifices of the Fews in Fpheſus before the Tribunal, be exempt {4 in the 
from warfare, by reaſon of their Religion.

Beſides, Cafius was ſo much tranſported. with Cho» M 
ler, that he had ſlain Malichas, if Zircanus had not reſtrained his fury, by ſending him 
One hundred Talents of his own Money by A»tipater. But as ſoon as Caſſius was de» 
parted out of the Country : of: Fadea, he practiſed Antipater's death, ſuppoſing that 
this his cutting, off, wenld affure H:rcanus's ſtate. But Antipater was not ignorant of 
his reſolution; for having an inkling thereof, he got himſelf on the other ſide of Jor- 
an, and aſſembled an Army of Soldiers, both Fews and Arabians. Hereupon, Malichus 
{ who was  politick and fabtil Fellow )denied ſtoutly that. he had intended any Treas

C Men. But Herod flighted them thar brought him this news, and notwithſtandingthis 
command, entered the City by night : whereat Malichas was much amazed. Where- 
upon, according to his ordinary Afrinlativn, he openly wept atid bewailed the deazlt 
of Antipater his eſpecial friend ; but nnder-hand he prepared a giiard'for his own\ſafes 
ty. Notwithſtanding it was thought fit' by Herod's friends to' taken notice of his 
diſſimulation; but to make ſhew that they were well-affeted towards Malichus, * itt! 


CHAP. XX 


Caſſius at Herod's entreaty, ſends orders to the Commanders of the Roman Troops, to 
D revenge Antipater's death ; they fab Malichus.

Erod having aſſured Caſſius of 4ntipater his father's death, he knowing very well 

what a wicked man Malichus was, wrote back unto #7er0d that he ſhotild & 
venge the death of his father: beſides,He-ſent ſecret Letters to the Captains that were 
in Tyrecommanding them to aid and affMt Z7erodin'thatjaſt execution which helnten- 
ded. After that Caſhes had taken Laodicea, and the Inhabitants of the Country Gaitie 
together,bringing with them Crowns and Silver to preſent him, ' Herod expettingthat 
Malichus ſhould receive his puniſhmene-there, ' but Malithas miſttuſting>their defigns 


E when he was drawing neat to Tyre in Ph#vicia; he contriv'd ' a greater- enterprize/ Fort 


whereas his ſon was an hoſtage in'7yre, he entered the City to draw him thence, and 
afterwards return into Jadza; taking that opportunity by reaſors of  Caſſur's troubles 


( who marched to meet with A»thoxy) he reſolved'to draw the 'people'to an inſurre-. 


Ction, - and to make himſelf Lord of the Country : ' | bur” God diſappointed his uhfuſt 
purpoſes: for Herod being a man of a ripe judgment , immediately” Jiſtovered his in- 
tention, and ſent one of his ſervants before, under the notion ro prepare 4 ' banquet be- 
cauſe he had told him formerly thathe would entertain'all his followers but itv ef{66t, 
he ſent him to the Captains, ro command them to go out with their Daggers, and'ts6 
meet Malichus; who marching forth, and reeting with himnear the ſhore, he ſtabbed 
him. Which a& did ſo much aftoniſh Zzircanny, that through amazehe grew ſpeech- 
les: and being much moved, he demanded of Zerod's men how this accident had 
hapned, and who it was that had killed Malichus; 'Which having heard; and /how no- 
thing was done without Caſius's command, he anſwered that all was well done, My 
lichus being a wicked man, and a Traitor to his Country. See here how AMalrchus 
was juſtly puniſhed for the wickedneſs he committed againſt 4rtipater. a 
When Caſs was gone out of Syria, there aroſe anew tumult in F#dea: for. Felix; 
who was left in Jeruſalem with an Army, marched forth againſt Phaſzlzs, and all the 
people were in arms. For which cauſe Herod ſpeedily repaired 'to Fabius, Governor 
of Damaſco, and intending to ſuccouf his brother,was prevented by a-ſickneſs: fo that 
G Phaſzlus obtaining a viRtory by his own forcesagainſt Fzl;x,cncloſed himup in a Tower, 
whence afterwards he diſmiſſed him under compoſition. Whereupon he oricvouſly 
rebuked FHircanns, that being forgetful of divers good offices which he had received

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by him, he had given aid unto his Enemies. - For Malichus's brother being at that time H 


World, 2924. tevolted, plarited Garriſons in divers Fortreſles, and namely in Maſſada, which Was the 
beforeChriſt's ſtrongeſt of them all.

Herod alſomarching forth againſt him,diſpoſleſſed 
him of them all; and graciouſly diſmiſſed thoſe Zyriavs that had the keeping thereof, 
beſtowing Preſents on ſome of them, for the love he bare unto their City. And that 
done, he came and.encountred with 4»tigonus, and fought him, and overcame him 
before he had-ſcarcely entred on the marches of Fadea, and drove him from thence, K 
Being,come in triumph to Jeruſalem, Hircanus and all the People honoured him with 
Crowns. For 7ircanus look'd upon him as one of his Family, becauſe he was to mar- 
ry Mariamne, daughter of Alexander, ſon of Ariſtobulns, and of Alexandra, Hircanus's

After Caſlius's defeat near the City Fl Philippi, Antonius cometh iuto Aſia; Herod ob- L 
taineth bis friendſhip by great Preſents; Antonius's Edits in favour of Hixcanus and 
of the Jewiſh Nation. 


A; Neon:us and Ceſar having overcome Caſſius, near unto the City of Philipptz C2- 
"A Far went from thence into Fraxce, and Antonius into A/ia, And being in Bithy- 

ia, Embaſſadors reſorted to him from all parts: Thither alſo repaired certain princi- 
pal.Men among the Zews, to accuſe, Phaſ#lus and Herod; faying that Hircanus had one- 
ly the name, but he the authority of the Kingdom. But Antonzws greatly honoured 
H#ejod, who-came unto him, to anſwer thoſe accuſations that they had impoſed on him : 
for; which cauſe, they that were his adverſaries could obtain no Audience: for Herod M 
had bought that privilege from them with his Money. As ſoon as Antonius was arri- 
ved-in- Epheſus, Hircanus the High-Prieſt, and all our Nation preſently ſent an Embaſ- 
ſador unto him, with a Crownef Gold; requiring him that he would write unto the Pro- 
vinces,that the Jews whom Caffus had taken Priſoners (| contrary tothe law of Arms ) 
might be ſet at liberty, and that their Country, which was taken from them in Cz/- 
fus's time ) might be reſtored. A»tonius ſuppoſing that the demands which the Jews 
had' propoſed, were reaſonable, wrote back preſently to the High-Prieſt 77ircavws and 
the Jews; and ſent an Edi@ alſo to the Zyrians, to this effect :

Lyſimachus he ſon of Pauſanias,and Joſeph the ſon of Mznnzus,and Alexander the ſor 
of Theodore, your Ambaſſadors came unto me to Epheſus, and have renewed the ſame 
Embaſſage which they beretofore brought to Rome, and at this preſent likewiſe they have 
duly od faithfully acquitted themſelves of the Embaſſage which they preſent in the behalf 
of you, and your Nation, by giving us to underſtand what affeition you bear towards us : ſo 
that I eſteem you for fron: fince T underſtand how friendly you have behaved your ſelf 
towards us, both in words and deeds. For when our adverſaries and enemies of the Ro- 
man Nation ſpoiled all the Country of Aſia, and without regard to their Oaths, ſpared 
neither Cities nor Temples; we have oppoſed our ſelves againſt them, not only for our pri- O 
vate reſped, but in the quarrel of the Common-weal, to puniſh the authors of ſuch offences 
tommitted againſt Men; and of ſuch impieties perpetrated againſt Gid : for which we jo 
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A poſe, that the Sun hath in a manner obſcured himſelf, by beholding with unwilling eyes LF 
what an heinous offence was committed againſt Ciſar. But ive have gotten the upper hand World, 3924. 
of their impious enterprizes, which are fallen upon Macedonia, as on the Country and beforeChrijt”: 
Air, from whence proceed ſuch deteſtable defigns : and we have likewife tut off the courſe prgukop 
of their deſperate reſolution, which made them encounter us near to Philippi,a City of Mace wy wy WVG 
donia, where we ſerzed their places fortified by nature, and encloſed with mountains as if 
it were with walls, as far as the Sea, ſo that the paſſage was barred up, as it were with a 
gate, had not the gods given us way by refting their unjuſt exploits, and furthering, ours. 

Brutus is likewiſe compelled. to flie to Philippi, where being bejuged by us, he ſuffered with 
his Conſort Callius, and fince they have been puniſhed as they deſerved; we hope for the 

B future to enjoy peace and tranquillity, and that Alia ſhall be delivered from all the miſe- 
ries of War,and as for your part, you mayaſſure your ſelves, that both you and your Coun 
try, ſhall have your ſhare in this happineſs, becauſe we bave ſo great a kindyeſs far yoa to 
loſe any opportunity to procure your advantage, and all the body thereof ſeems to be relie- 
ved from a grievous malady, by means of our vittory : We have already ſent Letters from 
City to City, to the intent that if any one among, you, either captive or. free-man, have 
been ſold to the utmoſt by Caius Callius, or any of that Army, they may be {et at liberty. 
And our will is, that you reap the fruits of all the favors that we and Dolobella have 
granted you; forbidding the Tyrians to moleſt you, and commanding them toreſtore all that 
which they have taken from the Jews, in goods or poſſeſſtons. As for the Crown which you 

C ſent me, I accept of it. | | | ns |

have been informed in Epheſus by Hircanus's Embaſſadoxs(who is High-Prieſt and Prince _ x 
of the Jews ) that you have ſeized on their Country, and ſpoiled the ſame, when our ad- ftrues of Tyre 
verſaries held that Province. But as we have undertaken the War for the Empire, and toreitore 
in defence of Juſtice and Piety, we have puniſhed theſe ungrateful, diſloyal aud perfidious 1, ew, _ 
perſons. Our will is, that you ſuffer our Allies to live in peace; and as touching that Lands, Goods 
which you have obtained of our adverſaries; our pleaſure is, that you reflore the ſame to and Liberties 
thoſe that are diſpoſſeſſed. For none of them had obtained either Province or Army by the 
conſent of the Senate ; but had uſurped them by force, and afterwards beſtowed them on 

D thoſe who have been Miniſters of their impieties and injuſtice. But fince they have been 
puniſhed according to their deſerts, we require that our Allies enjoy their own, without any 
hindrance: and if you hold any places at this preſent, which belong to Hircanus Prince of 
the Jews (that were ſeized fince the time that Caius Caſſius by an unjuſt War invaded our 
Provinces ) reſtore them unto bim, without offering to hinder him from the poſſeſſion of his 
own. And if you have, or pretend to have any right in them, when I ſhall repair to thoſe 
places, it ſhall be lawful for you to debate your right, jand we will ſo judge, that our Af- 
lies ſhall receive no wrong. ZEE 

Marcus Antonius Emperor, to the Governors, Senate, and People, of Zyre, Health: 
I have ſent you my Edift,my pleaſure is that you carefully con{ider it, and that you regiſter 

p it among your publick Records, in Roman and Greek letters, and ſet it up in Writing in 
an opex place, to the end that it may be read by all Men. 

Marcus Antonius Emperor and Triumvir, in the preſence of the Tyrians aſſembled for 
their publick affairs, hath declared, that Caius Caſſius,durivg the troubles , by the aſſi- 
ance of his Souldiers, hath uſurped another mans Province; and hath in like ſort ſpoiled 
our Allies, and hath ranſackt the Nation of the Jews, who are friends to the people of 
Rome: and for that by our valour, we have repreſſed his inſotence, by our Editts and 
Judgments we will corret his offences, to the end that all things may be reſtored to our 
Allies, and that all whatſoever hath been ſold, and appertained to the Jews ( whether 
they be Priſoners or Poſſeſſions ) be reſtored to their Maſters; to the end that each Man 

x maybe at liberty as he was before,and that each mans poſſeſſion ws. be reſtored to his firſt 
owner. And my pleaſure is, That whoſoever diſobeyeth this Ordinance, he may be pus 
niſhed accordingly. He wrote to the like effe& to the Sidonians, Amtiochians, and Ara- 
bians; all which we will inſert in a convenient place, to teftifie what account the 


Romans made of our Nation.

Notwithſtanding this, as ſoon as they returned from their 
Embaſlage, they could not contain themſclves in quiet, but reſorted once more unto 


Antonius , to the number of 20000, to the City of Tyre, where Antoninvs was. But An- 


Niehs putts misfortune ſhould befal them. Which they not regarding, certain Jews 'and Inhabj- 
mw tants of that City, all at once ran upon them, kill 
the reſt taking their flight towards their Country, everafſterwards contained themſelves 
and lived in quiet, through the fear they had-conceived, But when the people ceaſed 
not to exclaim and proteſt againſt Herod, Antonius was ſo difpleaſed, that he comman- 
ded all thoſe whom he held priſoners to be put to death. 

The year after Pachorus the King's fon, and Barzapharyes a Prince among the Par- 
thians, invaded and ſeized Syria. About this time Pro/omy died, the fon of Menneus ; 
and his ſon Ly/ras reigned jn his ſtead, who plighted friendſhip with Anrigonus the ſon 
of Ariftobulas, who obtained favour at his hands, by the counſel and follicitation of a 
certain Prince of great authority and credit with him. |

Hedio &5 Ruf- Ntigonas having promiſed the Parthians to give them One thouſand Talents of Sil- 
finus, Cap, 22. {"Y ver, and five hundred women, if fo be they would deprive F:rcanus of the King- 
onaſcth the 10M, and reftore it unto him, and withal, put Herod and his friends to death, The 
Parthiansa Parthians undertook it, and marched towards JFadza, though they had not received as 
great ſum of yet any of Autigonus's Money.

S ſoon as Barzapharnes was gone, certain of the Farthians took Fircanus and Pha- phaſelus fur- 
[zlus Priſoners, who mightily deteſted his Perjuries. But the Eunuch that was priſcd by the 
ſent unto /7erod, had inſtructions given him to entice him without the City Walls, and *9**=* 
afterwards to apprehend him. But Herod was forewarned of this treachery, by certain 
Meſſengers ( who wereſent by Phaſ#/us to give him notice thereof ) who being inter- 
cepted by the enemy in the way, and Herod getteth notice thereot,he addreſſed himſelf 
to Pachorus (and thoſ> in great authority among the Parthians) whoſubtilly diſſembled, 
G notwithſtanding they knew how all things went,telling bim,that he ſhould do well tore- 
pair with them without the Wall, to go and meet thoſe Meſſengers, who brought him 
Letters; who had not as yet been ſeized by their adverſaries, but came to acquaint him 
that Phaſelus was well. But /7erod gave them no credit, becauſe he was already other-

trothed , whom he was to Marry ( who was Alexander's Daughter the Niece of 


Ariſtobulus ) and her Mother ( who was Fircanw's Daughter ) and her younger Bro- 


ther, with all their Family and Train, he departed into /damea, without ſuſpicion of 


the Enemy. Amongſt whom there was not one fo hard-hearted , who ſeeing ſuch a 
pitiful Spetacle, could not be moved to Compaſſion, beholding the Mothers drag a- 
way their little Children, and abandon their Country with Tears and Complaints : and 
that which was worſe, to leave their Friends in Bondage, without any hope of Comfort 
or Redreſs. 

But Herod maſtered theſe misfortunes by his invincible Courage,and for thathe was 

HH eccomfor- , conſtant Man in all Fortunes, he exhorted every one of them whom he met in the 
in their Fight, Way, to be of good Courage; and not abandon themſelves in immeaſurable ſorrow, 
for that by ſuch means they might hinder his Retreat, on which their ſole and ſecureſt 
conſervation depended : Whereupon they for their part endeavoured themſelves to di- 

geſt their Griefs, according to Herod's Exhortation. Mean-while he hardly refrained 
_— from laying violent Hands on himſelf, by reaſon of the Chariot wherein his Mother 
Chariot over- rode, Which overturned, had almoſt ſlain her; yet, ſo much did this caſualty terrifie 
turned, is rex- him ( for fear leaſt the Enemy in purſuit ſhould ſurpriſe him during theſe delays ) fo 
oC %* that he drew and prepared his Sword to kill himſelf, had not ſome aſſiſtants and 

| followers ſtept in to him, and ſtayed the ſtroke, beſeeching him inſtantly not to for- 
fake them, and leave them ſubject to the Enemies violence: aſſuring him, that it was 

not the part of a Valiant Man to reſpe&his own private intereſt,and neglect his Friends 
danger. By theſe perſuaſions he was induced to hold his hands, both by reafon of the; 


L 


apprehenſion of theſe words, which were ſpoken unto him, as aHo for that he was! 


over-ruled by the Multitude of thoſe who would not permit his hand to execute his 
will,ſo that taking up his Mother,and doing her atl the ſervice that the time permitted, 
he followed on his way,and with the ſpeedieſt and neareſt means he could, heretired 
toward the Caſtle of Maſſada; where in the way,he oftentimes fought againſt the Par- 
rhians that charged and purſued him,but he always got the Victory. The Jews alſopur- 
Ferod retiring fugd him during his flight ; for ſcarcely had he travelled ſixty furlongs out of the City, 
_ but that they aſſailed him in the high-way : but he put them to flight, and obtained the 
bythe Parchi- Vietory, not likea deſperate Man, enforced thereunto through neceſſity, but like a di- 
_ ſcreet, clear cons and valiant Soldier. So that in the very place where he obtained 
the Victory againſt the Jews ( after he was made King ) he builded a moſt ſumptuous 
Palace, and a City, which he called Herodium. Whilſt he remained at Reſa( a Borough 
of 1dumea ) Joſeph his Brother came forth to meet him, and to conſult with him con- 
cerning their preſent condition, and to know of him what ſhould become of that great 
multitude that followed him, conſidering that they had no Soldiers in Pay, and the 
Caſtle of Maſſada, ( whither they intended to fly ) was too little to hold all the People :

For which cauſe he ſent away many, to the number of Nine thouſand, willing them to N 


diſperſe themſelves here and there in the Country of /dumeza, and for the better dif- 
patch of their journey, he furniſhed them with Victuals. As for himſelf, he took with 
him his moſt able Soldiersand Friends, and repaired to the Caſtle of Maſſada( in which 
place he left the Women and their Train, to the number of Eight hundred, or there- 
abouts)and furniſhing the place with Corn, Water, and other Proviſions neceſſary, he 
ThePar:hians Went into Petra, the Chiefelt City of Arabia. As ſoon as it was day, the Parthians plun- 
ſpoil the Citi- dered all that ZZerod left in Jerwſa/ems and amongſt other things, they ſpoiled the Pa- 
ng aryl lace; but they medled not with Hzircanus's Money, which amounted to ſome 3 00 Ta- 


firoy Maryſa, lents. They left divers other things behind them alſo that appertained to {-rod, and 


Eſpecially that which had been tranſported into /dameza by his providence. Neither O 


were the Parthians content with the ſpoil of the City, but they forraged all the Coun- 


try round about, and ruined Mariſſa a very rich City.

Seeing inftatment ih 
therefore that he could not diſpatch himſelf by other means, ( becauſe he was bound **<Prielthood 
and chained ) he knockt out his own brains againſt a ſtone, and ſo ended his lite ( with 
as great honour as may be imagined in ſuch a deſperate eſtate ) depriving his Enemy ann ba os 
of that power which he intended to praQiſein tyrannizing over him at his pleaſure : It gn brains. 
is faid, that the Wound being very deep, Aztigoxus ſent privily Chirurgeons to cure Antigens 
him;and that under colour of healing him,they ſhould put poyſon into the ſame, where- Pt*th poy- 
through he might die. But before Phaſelus gave up the ghoſt, he underſtood by a ſe!uss wounds 
certain woman that his brother Zerod had eſcaped from his Enemies: for which cauſe _— of cu- 
he endured his death with far greater cheerfulneſs and conſtancy, ſeeing that he left "5 
GC behind him ſuch a man as would revenge his death, and puniſh his Eneries. Burt Z/e- 
rod was no ways diſcomfited with the greatneſs of thoſe adverſities which invironed 
him round about, but was the more whetted on to find out new inventions, and toad- 
venture conſiderable attempts. For he went unto Malchas King of the 4-abians ( to _—_ «any 
whom formerly he had ſhewed much courteſie ) hoping to receive the like of him in king of 4r4- 
this time of his great neceſſity, and todraw ſome money from him, either by intereſt 5, to borrow 
or gift.

zu, reaſon of Zerod's promiſes of certain ſums of money, if he were made King by his 
means, as he had been formerly declared Tetrarch. But that which moſt moved him 
hereunto, was the hatred which hebareunto Arrigonus, whom he accounted to be a 
Ceſar Augu- mutinous man, and an Enemy to the Romans. On the other ſide, Ceſar was well incli- 
flus, Herod's ned to ſuccour him, both in regard of thoſe Armies which Antipater had brought into 
friend. Egypt in his father's ſervice, as alſo becauſe of the good hoſpitality and kindneſs that he K 
had ſhewed him in all things; and eſpecially to gratifie Artonius,who was well affected 
towards Z/erod. Whereupon the Senate being aſſembled, Meſſala and Atratinus brought 
forth Herod, and after they had praiſed him, and recited the favours which the Ro- 
mans had received by his father, and the great affeftion and good will which he bare 
to the people of Rome ; they accuſed and declared Antigonus the Romans Enemy, nox 
only for his ancient crimes, butalſo, that in contempt of the Romans, he had received 
the Kingdom from the Parrhians. Whilſt the Senate was ſore diſpleafed at the report 
of theſe things, Antonius aroſe, and declared openly before them all, that in further- 
Herod admit- ance of the Parthian War, it were not amiſs that Zerod ſhould be made King : which 
tedinto th? opinion of his was generally allowed, and finally ratified. The principal demonſtr- 1, 
—— ation of the love and affe&tion which Antonius bare unto Ferod, was, that he not only 
obtained him the Kingdom, beyond all hope, for he never thought that the Romans

CH AP. XXVI. SAR 
Herod being returned from Rome, raiſeth an Army, taketh ſome places, and beſiegeth before Far 


Jeruſalem, but cannot take it; he defeaterh the Enemy in a great Battel ; the Art Le Nativity. 38. 
uſed to draw ſeveral of the Jews, who had hid themſelves in Dens, from Antigonus's: 
party ; he marched with ſome Troops to find out Ant onius,who was making War againſt 
the Parthians. The frve Battels that he fought on the way; Joſeph, Herod s Brother, us 
killed in a Fight, and Antigonus cauſed his Head to be cut off. The manuer how Herod 
revenged his Death ; he befiegeth Jeruſalem, where Soſius joineth him with a Roman 
Army ; during this Siege, Herod marrieth Mariamne. 


A Fter that Herod was come from Italy by Sea to Prolemais and that he had aſſembled 
£ A no ſmall number of Soldiers,both Strangers, and his own Country-men, he mar- 
ched forward againſt A»rigonns, and paſſed through Galilee. Silo and Yentidius allo 
gave him aſſiſtance in this Action, having received direQion by Gellius from Antonius, Hedio & Ruf- 
that they ſhould aſſiſt Herod to recover his Country. But Yentidias was employed in yo 5, Cap 24. 
appeaſing the Troubles that were raiſed in the Cities by the Parthians ; and as touch- %..,; reurn- 
ing S:/o,he kept in F«dea, having been corrupted by' A»tigouns.But the further that Z7e- ing back out of 
rod dailymarched into the Country,the more his Forces did encreaſe; and all Ga/ilee(ex- {4 wes 
cept a very few) ſubmitted themſelves unto him. Whilſt he marched forward rowards _y park op 
Maſſada , (being moved thereunto, for to relieve his Parents that were beſieged there. 4nt1gonu. 
C in) the City of Foppe would not grant him paſſage ; for the Citizens thereot were his CR 
Enemies ; ſo that it behoved him firſt of all to ruinate the ſame, to the end he might takethir. 
leave no Retreat behind him for his Enemies, if he made towards Feru/alem. Upon 
which occaſion S$i/o laying hold, diſlodged his Army, and made thitherward ; whom, 
when the Jews did purſue, Herod fallieth out with a ſmall Company, and put them 
to flight, and ſaved $i/o, who could not reſiſt any longer. Afterwards having ſeized on 
Foppe, he haſted forwards to deliver his Friends that were beſieged in Maſſada; bur part 
of the Inhabitants ſubmitted themſelves unto him, for the Friendſhip they had born , Oy 
unto his Father;and othersof them,for the honour that they bareunto him: the reſt ad- as. 
mitted his Government, in acknowledgment of thoſe Favours they had received from Hered. 
D them both. But the greateſt part was moved thereunto by the hope they had conceiv'd 
of their new elected King, and the confirmation of his Government. Thus by -theſe 
means was his Army mightily encreaſed. 

Whilſt thus he marched forward, Antigonus ſeized on thoſe places that were fitteſt 
to lay Ambuſhes in, or to fight at advantages by the way ( notwithſtanding that by 
thoſe Stratagems he did but ſmall or no hurt at all to his Enemy ; fo that Herod raiſed 
the Siege, and relieved his Friends out of the Caſtle of Mafſada: and after he had taken 
the Fort of Reſſa, he approached Jeraſalem , being attended by Si/o's Army, and by di- Reſſs taken , 
vers Citizens of the City, who were afraid of his power. And when he had pitched his Fs | 
Camp to the Weſtwardof the City, thoſe that kept the Watch and Guard on tht ſide, o_ 
E ſhot their Arrows,and threw Stones againſt him: Divers likewiſe fallied forth,and fought which Herod

Antigonus re- About this time, S4/oz and bis Captains, who had paſſed the Winter in the faid Ga- 
tuſerh to vi-. riſons,came unto him ; Antigonus would no more furniſh them with Victuals;tor he gave 
them maintenance tor no more than a Month, commanding thoſe that dwelt round 
about them to ſpoil the Country,and afterwards toretire themlelves into the Mountains, 
tothe end thar the Rowans might be deſtitute of neceſſary maintenance, and by that 
means might be conſumed with Famine. Herod gave Pheroras his youngelt Brother the 
charge of that Proviſion, commanding him to encloſe the Fort of A/exandrion with a 
Wall; who ſpeedily brought to paſs that rhe Soldiers had all ſorts of Neceſlarics at com- 
mand: re-edified alſo the Fort of Alzxandrion which had been laid deſolate. About 
that time Antony was in Athens, and YVevtidius was in Syria, who having ſent for Si/on 
to accomany him againſt the Parrhzians,did firſt of all charge him to ath{t Herod in that 
War, . and afterwards to excite the Provincial Confederates to further his War. Burt 
Zlerod diſmiſiing $:/on and his Company, to follow their deſtinated Wars with Yent/- 
dius,did in his own perſon lead out his Soldiers againſt thoſe Thieves that lived 1n Dens.

of the King's free Pardon, by a Herald, ſubmitted themſelves. The next day they re- 

newed and continued the ſame manner of Fight, and divers went out of their Coffters, 

to fight at the entrances of the Caves, throwing in Fire, which,there being much fewel 

in the Caves,did great execution. Within theſe Caves, there was a certain old man ap- , .._.-. :: 
prehended, with his wife and ſeven Sons ; who,being deſired by them,that he would man killeth his 
ſuffer them to go and ſubmit themſelves to their enemies,took up the entry of the Cave, wife and feven 
and as his Sons advanced to pet out, he ſlew them all, and after them his Wife; and at 5.59% 
laſt, when he had caſt their dead Bodies down the Rocks, he threw himſelf down head- catteth him- 
long after them, preferring death to ſlavery. Yet before his death, he reviled Herod bit- _—— 
terly,and upbraided him with his ignoble extraftion; and although Herod (who faw all * "RY: 
that which had hapned) ſtretched out his hand unto him for pardon, yet he would not 

give ear tohim ; and by theſe means were all theſe Caves entred,and the Thieves taken. 

Now when the King had eſtabliſhed Pzo/omy General over the Army in that Country, Herod reticeth 
he retired into Samaria,with ſix hundred horſe,and three thouſand foot;witha reſolution wget 
D to fight Antigonus, and to end their quarrel : But Prolomy had but very ſlender ſucceſs with deed 
in his Government; for they that betore-time had troubled the Country of Galilee, fal- nw. 
lied out upon him, and defeated him. Afterwhich execution,they fled into the Mariſhes 
and inacceſſible places, where they robbed and ſpoiled all the Country. But Herod 
returning, and ſetting upon them, puniſhed them; for he ſlew ſome of them, and the 
reſt were conſtrained to fly into ſtrong places ; where he beſieged them, and entring 
their Fortreſſes perforce, put them to the Sword, and deſtroy'd their fortifications; and 
having brought this Rebellion to an end, he condemned the Cities to pay him the fum 
of one hundred Talents. Mean while Pachorus was killed in the War, and the Parthians 
were defeated with him ; which was the cauſe that Yentidius ſent Macheras to ſuccout 
E Herod with twoLegions,and 1000 Horſe,by Antoniws's order, corrupted by Antigonus's Herod punifh- 
Mony.But Machzra;,notwithſtanding Herod'sdiſſuaſion, yet he went tohum,alledging, etb the Rebels 
that he did it to look into his aftions. But Antigonus ſuſpeRing his ſudden approach, 7,C47e* 
entertained him not, but cauſed him to be darted at, and driven thence, giving him to eat 
underſtand by his entertainment,what opinion he had of him,who at that time perceiv- 2ach17us and 
ed plainly that Herod had given him good counſel,and that himſelf had failed in misbe- _—_ _ 
lieving his advice : for which cauſe he returned to the City Emaus, and killed all thoſe Macheras 
Jews whom he met withal in the way,being much troubled at it, whether friends orene- *ill<th many 
mies, he was fo highly diſpleaſed at that which had hapned. Herod came to Samaria, {rot refols- 
reſolving with himſelt to go to Antonius, to complain of theſe grievances; and to tell ing to depart 
F him that he had no need of ſuch Aſſociates, who did him more harm than his enemies; 2 uomnh 
whereas of himſelf he was able to make good his War againſt A4»tigonus.

This Exploit of Herod did very much abate the courage of his Enemies, who loſt all 
B hopes of any better ſucceſs for the future; for a man might have ſeen them flie away 
in whole droves ; and had not a ſudden and violent Tempeſt fallen upon them, the tri- 
umphant Army of Herod had immediately entred Feruſalem with aſſurance of Victory, 
which had made an end of all that War. For A»tigonus had no other thoughts but toflie 
away, and to forſake the City. Now the Night drawing on, Herod gave order for the 
Soldiers to eat ; and himſelt being weary, retired into his Chamber to bathe, whetehe ;,.,, heir 
eſcaped a molt evident danger through God's Providence ; for being naked, and having alone, and A 
no body within but one of his Servants, three of the Enemies, who had hid themſelves k<9 in his 
for fear, ſtarted out with their Swords in their hands, and ran away, without daring to jc oh 
attempt any thing againſt the King's perſon, ſo terrible was his preſence to them.

planted cheir Siege nigh unto the Wall of the City that extendeth towards the North- 
ward. The Army conſiſted of eleven Legions of Foot, with 6000 Horſe, beſides the 
Auxiliaries that came from Syria. Two Generals commanded this Army ; namely,Sof- 
#5, who was ſent by Antonius to fuccour Herod ; and Herod himſelf,who made War for 
himſelf, with an intent, that having diſpoſſeſſed Antigorus,' (whom he had proclaimed 
Enemy to Rome) he himſelf might be King in his place,according tothe Senate's decree. 
Thoſe Fews thatwere within the Walls (that is to fay, almoſt all the Nation) reſiſted 
the Herodians with great courage, boaſting much of the Temple of the Lord, and wiſh- 
ing all good Succeſs to the People ; namely that God would deliver them from all dan- 
gers ; and ſpoiling all proviſion without the City, that was either behovetful for the uſe 
of Man or Beaſt,by their ſecret excurſions, they made the Beſiegers deſtitute of Vidtu- 
als, Which inconvenience Z7erod prevented, having laid Ambuſhesto cut them off. As 
for Victuals,he made much Proviſion be brought from remote places ; ſo that within a 
very little ſpace they had abundance of all that which was neceflary in the Camp. He 
erected alſo with no lefs care three Bulwarks, by the diligent labour of a great number 
of Workmen ; for it was Summer-time ; and neither was the Air incommodious, or neg- 
lIigence of the Workmen ſuch, but that they preſently furniſh'd and finiſh'd them. At- 
terwards having raiſed their Engines upon them, they batter'd the Wall, with as much 
violence and diligence as was poſlible ; notwithſtanding all this,they did no ways daunt L 
thoſe that were within, who, for their parts uſed all the cunning imaginable to defend 
themſelves, and by divers Sallies ſet on fire the Enemies Engines ; and burnt not only 
thoſe that were half made, but thoſe that were wholly perfected ; and when neceſſity 
drave them to cloſe Fighting, they ſhew d no lefs valour than the Rowans;but they were 
inferiour tothem in Skill and Martial Diſcipline. And whenas the firſt Wall was beaten 
down,they built up a new,and countermined againſt thoſe Mines that were made by the 
Enemy, ſo that they fought under ground hand to hand. Thus uſing Deſpair rather 
than Courage, they reſiſted to the uttermoſt ; notwithſtanding they were beſieged by a 
great Army,and preſſed by Famine and want of Vidtuals;for the year wherein the ſiege 
wascontinued was the ſeyenth,in which the Earth was unmanur'd,which by us is call'd 
The year of Reſt. Butat laſt 20 choſen Soldiers firſt of all mounted upon the Wall, and 
aſter them one of So/1us s Centurions ; for the firſt Wall was taken in the fortieth day 
aſter the Siege,and the ſecond on the fiftieth, and ſome Galleries were burnt which were 
nearunto the Temple ; which (as Herod faid) were burnt by Artigonus,to bring him 
into more hatred among the Jews. When the outward part of the Temple, and the 
lower part of the City were taken, the Fews fled into the Temple, and into the higher 
Town,left the Romans ſhould hinder them from offering their daily and ordinary Sacri- 
fices unto God and they ſent Ambaſiadors to their Enemies, to require that it might be 
lawful for them only to bring in certain Beaſts to offer them for Sacrifices. Which 
Herod their King granted them, hoping by this means that they would ſubmit themſelves jy 
and yield up the places.But perceiving that his opinion failed him herein, and that they 
obſtinately reſiſted him,to continue the Sovereignty in Antigonus,he gave the afſault,and 
took the City by force; where all places were preſently filled with murthers,in that the 
Romans were diſpleaſed, becauſe they had continued the Siege ſo long ; and the Jews that 
were on #/erod's fide, enforced them utterly to deſtroy all thoſe that were of the con- 
trary party ; fo that Slaughters raged and reigned every where,both inPorches, and 
inthe Houſes whereintothey entred : neither did the Religious Reverence of the Temple 
ſave thoſe Suppliants that reſorted thither for ſafety ; but without compaſſion both old 
and young were put to death ; neither did their murthering hand ſpare or refrain from 
Women; nay,not ſo much as trom young Infants. And although the King requeſted 
caem to torbear,yet no man gave over,but all ſorts of perſons were murthered by them, 
without reſpect cither of Sex or Age. 4atigonus inconſiderate of that eſtate wherein he |

alſo intothe Sanctuary. He therefore exhorted ſome, and threatned others,and reſtrain- Herod fore 
ed the reſt by force of Arms; and he was more troubled at that preſentin being a Con- ines - 
queror, than if he had been conquered ; for that thoſe rhings that were nor lawtul ro a. 
B be ſeen, were beheld by prophane Men. He prevented likewiſe the ſpoil of the City, as The Spoil of 
much as in him lay ; beſeeching Sofus moſt inſtantly, to preſerve it to the utmoſt,ask- rt, _ 
ing him, If the Romans would leave him King of a Deſart, after they had voided the Ci- 
ty of Men and Goods 2 alledging furthermore, That he eſteemed the Government of the 
whole World of no value, in regard of the Life of one of his Citizens. Softas an{wer'd, That 
it was reaſon that the Pillage ſhould be given to the Soldjers, who had born the hazard of 
the Siege : whereunto Herod anſwer'd, That he would ſatisfie every Man out of his own 
Treaſury; and by this means he ranſom'd the reſt of the City, by fulfilling thoſe Pro- 
miſes ; for he gave many mighty Gifts unto every one of the Soldiers, and by propor- 
tion unto the Captains ; but above all, he royally rewarded Sous: fo that every one 
C of them departed very well fatisfied. |

But Herod fearing leſt if 
Antigonus ſhould be kept by Antonius, and ſent to Rome, he ſhould debate his Title 
with him before the Senate by Proteſt, that he was deſcended of the Royal Line;where- 
as Herod was but a Plebeian,and commonPerſon;and that although he had offended the 
D Romans, and thereby might not deſerve to be King ; yet atleaſt his Children,who were Hered bribeth 
of the Princely Line,were not to be denied their Title: ZZerod,I fay,fearing theſe things, puns with 
prevailed ſo much,by force of his Money,with 4ntonzus,that he cauſed him to put Auti- — 
gounus to Death, fo that at that time Herod was truly deliver'd from all his Fear.

N the former Book Thave declar'd how Sofrus and Herod took the City of Feruſa- 
lem by force, and with it 4Antigonus Priſoner : Now we will atfo declare that 
which hath ſubſequent followed ; for after that Zerodhad obtained the abſo- 
lute government over the whole Land of Fadea,headvanced all thofe among the 
common people, who favoured his proceedings; 'as for thoſe who were oppoſed 

againſt him, there paſſed not a day wherein ſome one or other of them fuffered not pu- 

niſhment: But,amongſt the reſt, Po//zo the Phariſee, and Sameas, his Diſciple, were high- 
ly honour'd by him: For during thetime of the Siege of Feruſalem, rhey countelled the 

Jnhabitants to receive and entertain Herod ; for which caufe, he refpetedthem accord- 

ingly. Some are of opinion that Sameas made this Predition. This Polio heretofore M

Moreover he condemn'd 45 of Antigonus's principal and nobleſt Favourites to Death, 
ſetting a Watch about their doors,that none of them might be carried out under colour 
of being dead. The dead Bodies likewiſe were trodden under foot ; and all the Gold,Sil- 
ver, or Jewels, that was to be found among(t them, was carricd to the King, and con- N 
verted to his ule;ſo that there was no end of theſe Miſeries: For the Covetouineſs of the 
Conqueror ( whoſe greedy and thirſty defirecould hardly be quenched ) laid hold on 
whatſoever was theirs. And becauſe it was the 7th. year, it neceſſarily came to paſs,that 
the Land was left uncultivated ; for we are forbidden toſow in this year. 4»tony having 
taken ntigonus Priſoner, reſolv'd to keep him Priſoner until the time of his Triumph : 
Bur after that he had heard the Fews were ready to rebel, and continued their good at- 
tection towards Antizonus, in regard of the hatred they conceiv'd againſt Herod, he 
concluded with himielt to take his Head from him at Antioch ; for the Fews could 
ſcarcely contain themſelves. Straboof Cappadocia teſtifieth no leſs in theſe Words: =O 
Antony having brought Antigonus the Jew to Antioch,cauſed his kead to be cut off ;and 
was the firſt among the Romans that had cauſed a King to be beheaded in this manner ſuppo- 
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A ſing that the Jews might never otherwiſe be induced to change their opinions, and receive AA. 
Herod ; yet this opinion of his was not au werable to equity." For notwithſtanding whatſoe- yp,14 -».tog 
ver violence he did deviſe,yet could they not be induced to call him King, info high eſteem before the Na- 
ard account held they their former King.

Thelike alſo did all they of that Nation,inhabiting as far as Fuphrares, 
which did not a little content F7:ircanus.But after that he was advertis'd that Herod Was _ 
poſſeſs'd of the Kingdom, he transferr'd his hopes another way,being of his own nature —_—— 
D tenderly affe&ted towards his friends,expecting that one day Zerod would requite him, 4 expetdeiy 
for that he had deliver'd him from death, whereunto he was condemn'd, and in danger favour at He- 
likewiſe of the penalty and puniſhment.He began therefore to conſult with the Fews a- dmc 
bout his journey,who,in way of duty and love came to viſit him,and who pray'd him, 
and importun'd him to continue with them,oftering him all ſervice and honour ; affu- 
ring him, that he ſhould in no leſs manner be reſpe&ted among them than their High- 
Prieſt & King;yea,in far higher regardthan he might any ways be in his own Country, 
by reafon of the Maim he had in his Body through Antigonus's Tyrannyalledging,that 
Kings do not ordinarily call to their remembrance thoſe pleaſures thar they have receiv'd 
in their mean condition,becauſe that with their eſtares rhey change both their manners 
E and inclinations. But notwithſtanding all theſe, or ſuch like Allegations,yet could not 
Hircanus be withdrawn from the defire he had to repair homeward. Herod alſo wrote 
untohim,7hat he ſhould require Phraates and the Jews that inhabited his Kingdom, in ag 
ſort to envy his felicity, in that he ſhould partake with him both in dignity and royalty ; al- 
ledging,that the time was now come wherein he might acknowledge the kindneſs h had re- 
cerved,by being heretofore nouriſhedand preſerved by him, With theſe Letters he ſent Sa- Samarats 
maralla likewiſe,in quality of an Ambaſſador, to Phraates, furniſh'd with great and rich Hero's Fs 
Preſents, endeayouring by that means to win him, that he in no ways ſhould hinder his 949" *6 
good intent towards onethat had fo highly deſerved it at his hands; yer his Proteſtati- ; 
ons were not anſwerable to his Pretence.For inſomuchas he governd not with rhat up- 
F rightneſs which becamea juſt King, he fear'd leſt ſome alteration might betall him,accord- 
ing to his demerits ; for which cauſe he ſought to get /7ircanus under his power, or at 
leaſt-wiſe to diſpatch him out of his life, which he afterwards perform'd.When therefore 
Herod had perſuaded the Parthian to diſmiſs Hircanus,and the Jews tofurniſh him with ;7.., highly 
money ſufficient to bear his expence in his journey,he receiv'd him with all honour. Jn bonoureth 
common Aſſemblies, he gave him always the higheſt place; and in the time of Feſti- #445 
vals,he made him always fit down before him; and the more cloſely to deceive him, he 
called him Brother,endeavouring by all means wholly to take away all colour and ſuſpt- 
cion of Treachery,neither omitted he any other ſtratagems, whereby he might any ways 
further or promote his cauſe;and yet by theſe means occafion'd no ſmall fedition in his 
G own Family. For tearing leſt any oneamong the Nobility, ſhould be eſtabliſhed High- Herod giveth

Which Cleoparra gig 
named Mci- moſt willingly,but Antonius made little reckoning of thoſe Suits.A certain friend of his, 
ation, for the called Ge/lius, who was come into Jewry, about certain of his affairs, and who had ſeen 
6. ogra Ariſtobulas, fell inlove with him by realon of his Beauty ; and admiring likewiſe his tall 
Son. ſtature, ang allured by Mariamne's admirable Beauty, he openly proteſted, that he ac- 
counted Alexandra a happy Mother in her Children; and diſcourling to this effect 
with her, he perſuaded Her to fend the pictures of her two Children to Antonius ; for 
that if he ſhould but behold them, he would refuſe him nothing wherein he ſhould re. 
queſt his Friendſhip. A/exandra perſuaded by theſe words, fent their Pictures unto Auto. 
nius, Gelliusalſo made the matter more wonderful;telling him,that the Children ſeem'd 
rather to be ingendred of no mortal ſtrain, but by ſome divine power ; endeavouring as 
Untonius re- Much as inhim lay,that Anrovius might be allured to affection them. Who ſuppoſing it 
qureth Ari- to bea matter ill beſeeming him to ſend for Mariamne, who was married to Herod,and 
fopulus tHe" Gefirous likewiſe to avoid Cleopatra's Suſpicions, wroteunto //erod, that under ſome ho- 
© neſt pretext,he ſhould ſend Alexandra's Son unto him { with this addition, if it might K 
not ſeem troubleſome untgq him.) Which matter, when erod underſtood, he thought 
it no ways fafe for him to ſend Ariſtobulus, (who was a handſome young man, and lit- 
The Cauſes tle moreat that time than ſixteen yearsold, and nobly born;) conſidering that Antoni- 
_ eng us was at that preſent in ſuch authority, that no one in Rome was 1n greater credit than 
lent. he; and who beſides that, was very much addicted to his pleaſures, which he openly hunt- 
ed after, without fear of puniſhment, in regard of his greatneſs and power. He therefore 
wrote him this Anſwer, That if the young man ſhould but only depart out of the Coun- 
try, all the Land would preſently be filled with war and troubles;lor that the Jews pre- 
tended alteration in Government, and ſought to innovate by preferring a new King, 
When he had in this manner excuſed himſelt unto Aztonius, he reſolved to entertain L 
both the younger Ari/tobulus,and his Mother Alexandra, with morereſpett. Moreover, 
his wife Mariamne did continually importun2 him to givethe Prieſthood to her Brother, 
alltdging, that by that Honour, he might prevent the occaſion of his Journey, For

tepding +." rentthat her Son, by Antonius's means, might govern in his ſtead. Which practice of 
dos, © hers was ſomuch the more unjuſt, becauſe ſhe deprived her own Daughter of that Ho- 
nour wherein ſhe was, and raiſed up troubles likewiſe in that Kingdom which he had 
conquered with great labour,and extreme danger; yet notwithſtanding that,he willing- M 

ly forgat that which was paſt, and forgave thoſe wrongs ſhe had done againſt him, and 

was ready notwithſtanding, to ſhew all kindneſs and courteſie both to her and hers. 

He gave the High-Pricſthood to young Ari/tobulus ; alledging, That heretofore he had 

eſtabliſhed Azanel in that place, for no other reſpe&, than tor that Ari/tobulus was un- 

der years. 

After thathe had thus ſeriouſly and conliderately diſcourſed in the preſence of theLa- 
dlexendre dies,and Conſiſtory of his friends, Alexandra, almoſt beſide her ſelf, not only through 
(elf; and ha- the joy ſhe had conceived by this unexpected good fortune, but allo for the fear ſhe had 
ring promiſe tobe ſuſpected, began to defend her ſelf with tears and proteſtations, ſaying, That al 
naps : _ whatſoever ſhe had either prattiſed or done, was to prefer her Son unto the Prieſthood N 
Son, is recon- whom ſhe ſaw diſhonoured; but as touching the Kingdom, that ſbe had never pretended, 
__ to He- neither would (if ſo be ſhe ſhould be preſented therewith) receive the ſame, thinking her 

4 ſelf for the preſent ſufficiently honeured, both for that ſhe ſaw Ariſtobulus in that e/tate, 
for the aſſurance that all her progeny ſhould receive, in that he was raiſed up in dignity a- 
Love the refi. Being therefore overcorre by thoſe Favours, ſhe accepted willingly the 
honour for her Son,and ſhewed her {elf obedient in all things,requeſting him,that if ſhe 
had committed any thing raſhly, or through inconfideration or paſſion, either in re- 
ſpeR of her Children, or by the looſneſs of her Tongue, he would be pleaſed to pardon 
her. After theſe Debates and interchangeable Diſcourſes on both ſides, they ſhook hands 
che one with theother, in token of a more fixed and unfeigned Friendſhip than was be- O 


tore, burying (as they pretended) all evil ſuſpicion, or cauſe of unkindneſs. 
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Herod depoſeth Ananel from the Diguity of the HIg-Fricfiioed, and chnferreth it ubon WR 
Ariſtobulus , he cauſeth Alexandra to be ſeized 'on, and Ariſtobulus, , when they were 
about t6 make their eſcape, by gaing, to Cleopatra ; he feigneth a reconciliatiqn with 
them, and afterwards cauſeth Ariſtobulus ro be drowned, beſtowing a coftly.

The firſt that rranſgrefled this Ordinance was Antiochus Fpiphanes, who diſpolſeſſed at's _ 
Toſaah,andpreferr'd his Brother On4as to this place. Theſecond was Ari/ltobulus,away from trom three. 


C his Brother /7ircanus,and uſurped it ſelf. ZZerod was the third,who gave the Prieſthood

to Ariſtobulus,eſtabliſhing him in Ananel's place before he'was dead ; and by this mgans 

ſuppoſing that hehad found qut a remedy to appeaſe the diſcords of his Family, he not- 
withſtanding all this, lived,not without ſuſpicion what event would follow after this Re- 
conciliation:For he feared Alexandra;leſt demeaning her ſelf as ſhe had done,the ſhould

Beſides Cee by 
that, he had appointed certain Intelligencers, who ſhould. dfligently obſerve that no» Heredis ſpied 
thing ſhould be done without his —_— no, not concerning her particular Ex- #24 watched, 


pences and Table. All which things exaſperated her againſt Zero; for being tuff of — 


Feminine Pride; the difdained to ſee her ſelf thus wrongfully ſuſpe&ed, deſiring rather 

to ſuffer any thing than to'be deprived of the liberty of free Speech, and under colous 

to behonoured, to live continually in ſervitude and fear. Whereupon,' ſhe ſent! me 

of her'truſty Friendsto Cleopatra, to complain and lament the inſupportable Miſeries of 

her preſent eſtate, entreating her,according to her power, to give ſpeedy relief. Where- 

upon, Cleopatra ſent her word, that ' both ſhe and her Son ſhould reſort unto her into 

Feypt with as great ſecrefie as' might be poſſible. Upon which Advice, ſhe praiſed 

this Policy : She caufed two Coffins to be made, fuch as men were want to bury their 

dead in, in which ſhe hid her ſelf and her Son, commanding thofe Servants of hers that 4 

were privy to her Deſign,to carry them out in the m_ trume,& to go'direMly tawards —_— 
the Sea, where there was a Bark in readineſs, prepared to convoy thzmi'thto Egypt. But fly intoEz»pr, 
Eſop, one of her Houſhold-Servants,declared this Enterprize of hers to Sabbion, one of >. wy by 
Alexandra's friends, ſuppoſing that he had been made privy thereunito; who had no 
ſooner inkling thereof, but (for that beforetimes he was Herod's enemy, by reaſon he. 
was ſuſpected to have been one of thoſe that ſought to poyſon Artipater) he reſolved 
by diſcovery of his ſecret flight, to convert Herod's'hatred into friend{hip;and preſently 
diſcovered Alexandra's ſecret enterprize to the King.Who difſembling the matrer, until 
it was upon the point of execution, ſurprized her at fuch time as ſhe thought to fly ; 
and yet notwithſtanding, he pardoned her that fault (in that he durſt not decree any 
puniſhment againſt her,though he could have found 1n his heart to have uſed ſeverity) 


F for that Cleopatra would not have contained her ſelf, had ſhe but had ſuch an occaſion 


oftered her to expreſs her hatred againſt ZZerod. For which cauſe, under the colour of 

a high and magnanimous Spirit, he made ſhew to pardon her of his meer clemency ; Herod contri. 

yet inwardly reſolved to deſtroy young A4ri/tobulus ; yet not raſhly upon-the inſtanc, => 

leſt the Act ſhould grow apparent and palpable. COP 
Now the Feaſt oft Tabernacles was at hand, which was one of thoſe that was ceremo- 

nouſly and ſolemnly celebrated among us; for which cauſe he concealed his Intents 

during the Feſtival Days, intending both in himſelf, and in the preſence and company 

of the People, to follow all kind ot Pleaſure and Delight ; yer his Envy incited him 

to haſten the execution of his Will. A4ri/tobulus was at that time ſome ſeventeen years 


G old, who when he approached the Altar to offer Sacrifices, according to the Law, ap- 


parelied in the High-Prieſt's Ornaments,to perform the Ceremonies, he (who for ami- 
able countenance and good ſtature, ſurpaſſed the renderneſs of his years } expreſhng/

before Chriſt's actions of Ariſtobalus his Grandfather. All the People being therefore ſurmounted by 
Nativity, 33- their Aﬀections, and at that preſent time being all of them over-joyed, they brake out 
'X by little and little into acclamations, mix'd with Wiſhes and Prayers ; ſo that the good 
will the people bare to Ariſtobulus, diſcovered it ſelf openly, and they manifeſtly (| al- 
though too haſtily in ſyucha Kingdom) declared what Evils they generally endured: For 
all which Cauſes Herod concluded to execute that which he had plotted againſt 4r;- 
ftobulus. Aſloon therefore as the Feaſt was over-paſſed, he went unto Fericho, where 4- 
 lexandra entertained him. In that place he uſed 4ri/obulus with all kindneſs to draw 
him to ſome ſecure place, playing with him, and counterfeiting to ſport, after the fa- 
ſhion of the young men, to gratifie him. Now the place where they ſported, being too 
hot, they quickly wearied, left their Sport, and went out together to take freſh Air,and 
finding a pleaſant Shade under certain Arbours, and near certain Fiſh-pools, which were 
largely ſpread round about, they beheld certain of their Servants and Friends that ſwam 
4riftobuiu is therein, with whom, not long after 4ri/{obv/w began to ſwim, being perſuaded there- 
drowned by unto by Zerod. Whereupon Herod's Confederates ( who were deputed to execute the 
_— s due: Murther) laid hands on him, and thruſt himunder the Water, pretending to duck him, 
; in ſport, and never gave him over until ſuch time as they had ſtifled him in the water. 
This hapned about the Evening,and after this manner died Ari/tobulus,aſter he had liv'd 
_— _ in all for the ſpace of eighteen years, and adminiſtred the Prieſthood one whole year ; 
Prieſthood. and after this 4»ane/ preſently recovered his former Dignity. 

When this Accident was reported to the Women, all of them burſt out into Tears, 
The Lamenta- 1nd were tranſported with ſtrange Lamentations, which they uttered over the dead 
ſtobuluss Pody. All the City alſo was mightily troubled, neither was there any private Family 
Death, that thought not it ſelf touched by this inconvenience, but imagined the loſs in particu» 
far to concern himſelfand noother. But above all, when Alex auara had notice of this 
wicked Deed, . the was more paſſionate and perplexed than any other, being ſo gmuch 
the more diſcomforted, for that ſhe knew how all things had hapned. But rhe fear of a 
far greater Miſchief, conſtrained her to repreſs her Paſtion, ſo that divers times ſhe was 
ready to bereave her fclf of herown Life, and diſpatch her ſelf out of Miſery with her 
own hands, But fhe contained her ſelf, to the end, that ſurviving, and living after her x 

Son, who was ſo fraudulently deſtroyed, and prolonging her own Life, without giving 
any ſuſpicion,or ſhadow, that ſhe magic with more opportunity expect the occaſion to 
revenge her ſelf : For which cauſe ſhe diſſembled all things, concealed her grief, and 
made thew that ſhe knew nothing of that which was either intended, or had hapned. 
As for FZerod,he laboured by all means to perſuade the ſtrangers,that this Death had be- 
1410s coun. allen Ariſtobulus without his knowledge; and did not only prepare that which was 
erfert ſorrow. TEQuiſite for the Funeral, but made ſhew to be truly ſorrowful ; and it may be, that in 
remembrance of Ariftobulus's beauty,and flouriſhing young years,he was really touch- 
ed with compaſſion, notwithſtanding, that he imagined that his Death ſhould be a 
Means of his own Security,demeaning himſelf in all things circumſpectly, with intent M 
to purge himſelf of that Crime: But eſpecially, he ſhewed his great Magnificence in 
the interring of his Body, both in the furniſhing and preparation of the Herſe, asin 
the Perfumes and other things thereunto belonging, in ſuch ſort, as the grief which 
the Ladies had conceived, was pacificd aſter this manner of Conſolation.

Cleopatra goeth into Judea, and uſed all her endeavours ( but in vain) to make Herod fall 
in love with her. Antonius having conquered Armenia giveth her great Preſents. 


A that Cleopatra had obtainedall theſethings, and had accompanied Antonius as —_ oe 

far as Eaphrates, who at that time went to make War in Armenia ; ſhe returned T2 iodhred 

back again, and by the way, viſited 4pamea and Damaſco, and at laſt took her progreſs her in that 

into Fewry; where King Herod met with her, and aſſured that portion which had been po —_—_ 

given unto her in Araki, with all the Revenues of Fericho, unto-her. This Country a ” Fe 
bringeth forth that Balm which of all other Ointments is the moſt precious, and only rich» thatwere 
groweth in that place; and alſo the fineſt Palm-trees in the World. Being arrived inthat p_ op 
place, and grown inwardly familiar with Herod, ſhe ſought to allure and draw him to her —— given 
luſt; being of her ſelf naturally addited to fuch Pleaſures and Intemperance, or ra- toluſt. 

D ther (as it ſeemeth moſt likely) ſhe laid this foundation to intrap him, under colour to 

revenge her ſelf of ſome injury by that means. Burt in effe&, ſhe generally manifeſted, 

that ſhe had a paſſionate love for Herod; but he was not fo kindly bent towards Cleopa- 

tra ; knowing how badly ſhe was inclined towards all Men; andat that time he concei- 

ved the greater hatred againſt her, becauſe, by«that intemperance of hers, ſhe pretended 


to deſtroy him; and although, that from the beginning, he had rejected her ſollicitati- Herod goeth 


ons; yet he reſolved: to.be reveng'd of her, if ſo be by theſe her ſubtle underminitigs about to put - 


ſhe ſhould continue her Policies to betray him. He asked.counſel of all his Friends, C/-9p«:ra to 
whether having her in his poſleſſion, he ſhould put her to Death. | For in fo doing, — by 
all thoſe ſhould be delivered from divers Evils, whom either in time paſt ſhe had mo- his Friends. 
E leſted, or hereafter ſhe ſhould bring in trouble. Moreover,that it ſhould be profitablefor 
Antonius alſo, whom without all doubt ſhe would forſake, if any occaſion or neceſſity 
ſhould enforce him to make tryal of her Friendſhip. But whilſt he debated and diſcourſed 
upon this reſolution, his Friends diflwaded him; aſſuring him that it was far below a 
Prince of his worth, to caſt himſelf into ſo manifeſt peril, beſeeching him to attempt 
nothing raſhly : For that A»ton;us would not endure the fame, notwithſtanding, it 
might be approved that it ſtood with his profit; nay, rather, that by this means he 
fhould increaſe his defire. Farther, that-no one colour of excuſe ſhould be left him, in 
that ſhe was the Woman ofthe greateſt Note and Nobility of that time; and that what- 
ſoever profit might redound unto him by her Death, it would be an affront ro Antowius: 
F Whereby it moſt evidently appeared, how great damages would betal to the Kingdom; 
and the:King's Family alſo; advifing him, ro humour her in all things, except in her Herod bring- 
unlawful requeſt. By theſe, and ſuch Reaſons, and probable ConjeRtures, they deterred «th Cleoperre 
and difſwaded him from adventuring upon this apparent danger, and attempting fo — 
hainous an ad; 1o that contrariwiſe they induced him to offer Cleopatra many ricli Ezypr. 
Preſents, and to condutt her onward on her way towards Ezypr. | 
As ſoon therefore, as Antonius had made himſelf Maſter of Armenia, he ſerit Arteba- —_— png 
26s, Tigranes's foh, with all his Children, who were great Princes, Prifoners into Fgypr; men 
and preſented them to Cleopatra; with all thoſe precious Jewels likewiſe, which were 
taken by him, or found in the Kingdom. But Artaxits's elder fon (whoat that time 
G had faved himfelf by flight) reigned in Armenia; whom Archelawand Nero the Empes 
ror drove out of his Kingdom, and placed his younger Brother 7igraves in his room; 
as it ſhall bedeclared hereafter. As forthe Tributes ofthe Countries which #/2rod was 
bound topay unto C/eoparra, for the Lands beſtowed on her by 4»:0vjus; he; without 
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HI : deceit, juſtly paid them, ſuppoſing itto be very ſuitable to his ſecurity, to continue H 
Weird, 3033, himfelt in her good favour. As for the Arabians,they ſeeing that Zerod had thelevying 
before Chriſt's of fuck a Tribute, paid him for ſome little time 200 Talents a year,but afterwards they 
C43" grew flow and negligent in their payments, and ſcarcely fatisfied the halt. 


CHAP. VI. 

Herod inteudeth to go to aſſiſt Antonius, againſt Auguſtus; but Antonius ob1;geth hin 
to follow on his deſign againft the Arabians : ſo he entreth their Country, giveth them 
Battel, and gaineth it ; but loſeth a ſecond, when he thought to have won. 


A Retas demeaning, himſelf thus ungratefully, and refuſing todo that which in right 
J heoughtto perform; Herod made ſhew to take Arms againſt him, but deterred I 
his revenge, in regard of the Contentions amongſt the Romans. For at that time no- 
thing elſe was expected but the Atian War (which fell -in the hundred and eighty 
ſeventh Olympiad) in which Auguſtus Ceſar determined to try his Title with Antonius 
Hered levieth for the Monarchy. In the mean while Herod, who had already for many years been 
an-Army, to Maſter of a peaceable and fruitful Country, from whence he drew rich Revenues, and 
—_ many Forces, gathered divers Forces with the greateſt expedition that he might, to ſuc- 
mm Cour Antonius. But he by Letters ſignified unto him, thathe had no need of his aſſiſtance: 
Heredis inci- notwithſtanding, hecommanded him'to make a road upon the Arabians, whole pertidi- 
ng < ers ous dealing Antonius had not only underſtood by Herod himſelf, but alſo by Cleopatra's 
- War. advertiſements. -For ſhe very cunningly conceived, that it would redound 'unto her K 
profit, if one of theſe. two ſhould overthrow the other. Herod according to theſe in- 
ſtructipns from 4»tonius, returned back into his Country, and-retained his Army al- 
waysready about him, and preſently invaded Arabia,and with his Forces,both Horſe and 
Foot, came direly to-Dioſpolzs, where the 4rabians (having notice of his intended: War 
againſt them) came ont tomeet him; They fought a moſt cruel Battle, wherein, at laſt, 
the Jews had theupper hand; After this, a great Army of the Arabrans aſſembled them- 
Herod's Bar. 1EIVES at Cana,actrtainplacein Czloſyria. Whereof, when Herod was tore-advertiſed, he 
tlesand Con- arched forth againſt them, accompanied with the greater part of his Forces. As ſoon 
quelts. as he drew near toCara, he reſolved:to incamp in that place, and after he had well tor- 
tied and intrenched his Forces, to fet on the Enemy with the firſt opportunity; but 4 
whilſt he imploy'd himſelf in the execution hereof, all the Army of the Jews cryed' out, re- 
quiring, him without delay, to: lead them forward:againſt the Arabians, and were fo 
encouraged, both .in|reſpect of the confidence they had in the good conduct and or- 
dering of their Army,: as in regard of their forwardneſs, who had been Actors ti-/the 
former, War, and-;partakers of the Victory ; / fo that they ſcarce: gave their | Enemies 
leiſure to ſtand to their Arms. When #erod perceived that the-heat and forwardnels of 
the Souldiers could hardly be appeaſed ; he thought good to make uſe of the readineſs 
of his '/Army, and arming himſelf, he marched on at the Head of his Army in Battalia: 
This:fudden approach daunted the Arabians; for although, for a while, they: made'head 
againft- chem ; yet perceiving their Enemies full of Heart, -and themſelves unable M 
ro re{iſt them, divers of them retreated, and betook themſelves to flight ; ſo that all 
them had been utterly defeated, had not 4thenio endamaged Herod and the Fews. For 
he having the command of that. Army which Cleopatra had in that place; and beſides 
Clones FRAt, bearing a privy grudge to Herod, diſpoſed his Army ina readineſs,and expecting 
1 "age the Event of the Battle, reſolved with himſelf to-contain his Forces if the. Aradbjans 
verthroweth overcame the Jews; and ſo if they had the worſt (as indeed it came to pals) to ſer up- 
—_—_ on the-Fews, who ſhould be ſpent by that time; and furprizing:them unawares, even 
in the:height oftheir hope of good ſucceſs, to Maſſacre them with freſh Supplies: When 
the Fews had ſpent all their ſtrength againſt their Enemies, and-expe&ed nothing leſs 
The Arabian; than the aſſurance.of the Victory,' he charged, and overcame them, who hadiretreated N 
returning to - into-Ecttain rough and difficult places (whereunto their Enemies were better acculto- 
eve Battle, kill ned:than themſelves)being grievouſly wounded by the Arabians,who returned back, and 
and tak< the ſet upon them, divers of them that fled were killed ; and of thoſe that eſcaped, few 
Camp. of them recovered the Camp. 4#erod loſing the hope of this Battle, poſted on Horlſe- 
back as faſt as he could, to bring on freſh Supplies; but notwithſtanding all- his expe- 
dition and diligence, yet could he:not recover the place in time. The Camp of the. Fews 
wastaken and tacked, and the Arabians obtained no ſmall ſucceſs, beyond their expecta- 
tion, -- From that time forward Herod began to make certain Incurſions into Arabia, 
preying on the Country, and doing them much miſchief, He incamped- hirnſelf 
likewite upon the Mountains, forbearing todraw his whole Forces into the Field; and O 
by his diligence and-induſtry, his labours were not fruitleſs; for prevailing in ſome ex- 
ploits, he put his Men in a capacity to recover their former loſſes. CHAP

T ſuch time as Ca/ar and A4ntoxy made trial of their Titles in the 44ian War, and Hedio& Rat 
in the ſeventh year of the Reign ofKing Herod,there happened ſuch an Earthquake _ cap. 6+ 

in the Country of J«dea, that never the like was ſeen in any other place ; fo that _—_ Ja 
divers Beaſts were ſlain thereby, and many Men were overwhelmed with ruines of their de: killeth ten 
Houſes, and periſhed to the number of ten thouſand. Only the Soldiers received no *b9uſnd men. 
damage, becauſe they encamped in the open Field. The Arabians hearing tidings there- 
of, which were tar greater by report, than they were in effect, by ſuch, who in tavour of 
the Arabiavs, and hatred of the Jews, reported the fame, grew proud ; yea, ſo much 
was their Courage increaſed hereby, as if all the Cities of Fewry had been already over- 
thrown, and the Men thereofextinguiſhed ; and as if they had no Adverſaries remaining 
alive to oppoſe them. For which cauſe laying hold of thoſe Embaſſadors of the Fews, The 4rabians 
who came unto them to Treat of Peace in their deſperate condition, they killed them, kl the _ 
and afterwards in the heat of their ſpleen, ſer upon their Enemies Camp. But the 4. Jew. 
Fews not daring to expect or prevent their aſſault, for their preſent Miſeries had ſo de- 
jected their Spirits, ſeemed to negle& their Common-weal, and in a manner to dif- 
pair of their ſafety. Theſe thus affeted did the King encourage, and called unto Herod com- 
him the Captains, and (as much as in him lay) reviving their drooping Spirits; and I 
when he had reſtored ſome to better hopes, at length he attempted to ſpeak unto all were out of 
the Army, who in the former overthrows would yield to no perſwaſion. Theſe he did _ —_—

CHAP. VIII.

Riends and Fellow Soldiers, there is not one of you but knoweth, how many mis- 4 
fortunes have hindred our progreſs of late, which are able to weary and amaze Co 
Men of the greateſt reſolution. But fince we muſt needs fight, and that all thoſe exhorteth his 
things that have befallen us unto this preſent; are of that Nature, that by your own 59% 
valour they may be recovered ; I have reſolved to inform, and confirm you in thoſe 
means, whereby you may retain and continue your accuſtomed valour and courage. 


Firſt of all therefore (as to our War} it confiſteth on juſt grountls, for we are inforced The cauſe of 

thereunto through the inſolence of our Enemies ; the Knowledge whereof ſhould chiefly make w__—_— | 
you recover your courage. Secondly, I will apparently prove unto you, that our condition is © _ 
not ſodeſperate, but that we havegreat and aſſured hopes to obtain the vittory. Firſt of al 

therefore, T will diſcourſe of that which formerly I propoſed, and will make your ſelves 

judges of thoſe things which Twill diſcourſe upon. For you are privy to the Arabians unjuſtice, 

and how perfidious they are to their Friends, and impions and barbarous towards all Men; 

but eſpecially they have always troubled us, provoking us through their extreme Avarice 

and malignant Envy, with perpetual Injuries. And yet tolet ſlip all other our benefits to 

that Nation, who is he that delivered them from their imminent peril and thraldom, that 

was hazarded by Cleopatra's means, but our ſelves > For the Friendſhip IT had with An- 


F tony, and his benevolence toward me, was the cauſe that their burthen of Miſeries was ſo 


lightned ; Antony forbore to commit any thing that might draw us to ſuſpicion. 

Bejides, after ſhe had wrought him by her ſolicitation to cut off certamn portions of the 
two Kingdoms to be given unto her, the matter was ſo handled by me, that by divers Pres 
ſents particularly beſtowed upon him by my Hands, I have obtained ſecurity for us both, 
and by disbarfing two hundred Talents of mine own, and giving my word for two hundred 
more for others, for the Revenues of that very Land which in time paſt was ours, and 
theſe now poſſeſs antl enjoy. 4 

Notwithſtanding, reaſon it were in my opinion, that we that are Jews ſhould not be Tribu- 
taries, 'or give any portion of our Country to any Man ; and if we muſt needs do it, it ill be 


G cometh us to pay it for theſe, who enjoy their lives by our means. It ſhould not be reaſonable 


for the Arabians, who after they had confeſſed withmany plauſible proteſtations and thankſ- 
givings, that they enjoy their liberty by our benefit, to have deprived-and thruſt us from 
our own,and to have unjuſtly dealt with us ; yea, even with us, I ſay, who were not their 
M m 3 Enemits:

Is there any queit ion then, whether we 
ſhould chaſtiſe theſe unjuft Men by a juſt War 2 Since both God commandeth no leſs, and 
enjoyneth us always to hate outrage, and revenge injuſtice, eſpecially in that War which is 
not only juſt, but neceſſary, For that which both in the confeſſion of the Grecians, and 
opinion of the Barbarians is moſt hateful and heinous, this have they perpetrated in mur- 
thering our Embaſſadors. For the Greeks ſay, that Embaſſadors are ſacred and invio- 
lable, and we our ſelves have received our wholſome and holieft Precepts of the Law of 1 
God by Angels; that is, from his Heraulds and Meſſengers; for this Name can both bring 
God io Man's knowledge, and reconcile Enemy to Enemy. © 

What Impiety therefore is more unpardonable, than to put thoſe Embaſſadors to Death, 
who bring tidings of Right and Fuſtice 2 Or what proſperity can they expett either in their 
Wars, or felicity in their whole lives, after ſo heinous a crime? Truly I cannot imagine 
any : But perhaps ſome Men will ſay, that right and equity is on our fide; but that the

In the firſt Battle we had the vittory, in the ſe- K 
cond, upon the firft charge we put them to flight, and found them unable to make their 
Party good againſt us. Afterwards, when the vittory was ours, behold, Athenio, not by 
lawful War, but by ſubtle Treachery aſſaulted us. But ſhall this be called their valour, or 
rather their fraud and ſecond iniquity > why therefore ſhould we have leſs courage, who 
ought to have the greater confidence 3 or why ſhould we fear them who are always inferiours, 
if they fight openly, and without fraud; and when they ſeem to overcome, they do it by 
unjuſtice 2 x 
Mereover, if any Man ſuppoſe. them to be valiant, this ſhould the rather incite them 
more and more unto Vertue; for it is no Honour for a generous and noble Mind to overcome 
his inferiour, but to have Means and Might to conquer his Superior. And if any one be 
terrified by our domeſtick aud homebred Miſeries,. and by our Ps Earthquake, firſt,of all 
let him think with himſelf, that he erreth in that which deceiveth rhe Arabians by ſup- 
poſing. the ſame to be more grievous and terrible than indeed it was. ' And afterwards let 
him think, that it becometh themmnot. to draw matter of fear from thence, whence the other 
took occaſion of conrage. For as touching themſelves they concerue not any hope through 
any Good that is in themſelves, but. only in the truſt they have. that we are atjeady tn 
jected by our Calamities. But when they ſhall ſee us march forth againſt them, their Cou- 
rage will be weakned, and our confidence by this means ſhall be awakened, for that we are 
not at this time to,cucounter with deſperate Men: For neither are we overmuch afflifted : 
neither (as ſome think) hath this miſery befallen us through God's diſpleaſure, but theſe M 
are the caſualties of Fortune. And if by the Willof God theſe things are come to paſs, it 
is a marvel if by. the ſame Will our Calamity ceaſe not; and that our puniſhment ſhould not 
ſatisfie his diſpleaſure. But that this preſent War is approved by him for juſt, he. himſelf 
hath. evidently declared. For whereas divers through the whole Nation. have been op- 
preſſed by the Earthquake, none of you that bear Arms have incurred any miſchief ; but 
all of you have been preſerved, which is a manifeſt token of the Will of God ; and if your 
Children and Wives had generally followed the Wars as you de, none of you ſhout have 
been wanting. Whenas therefore you ſhal{ have bethought your ſelves of theſe. things, and 
moreover in regard that God bath at all times an eſpeczal care over you, fail nat to purſue 
this injurious Nation with a juft War that neither. reſpetleth the Laws, of Freendſhip, N 
nor keepeth the League of Cavenant z valiant in murthering ſacred Embaſſadors ;.. and ab- 
jeit and villainous, where things are to be attempted hy valour,  _ _ EW 
-+ Theſe perſwaſions of his did nor a little encourage the Jews tothe Battle, and made 
them more forward than before. As for Herod, after he had offered Sacrifice,accordin 
to.the cuſtom, he drew his Army forth, and led them with.great confidence again 
the Arabians, and paſling Jordan, he encamped near untothe-Enemy, with an intent 
to ſurprize 8 Fort. {ituate between them both; making this account that ix woulg,fur- 
ther him much, either if :preſently he ſhould be drawn forth, to fight, or if it con- 
cerned him to march. forward, fox.that this place ſhould ſerve him to encamp in.with 
more ſecurity. The ſame refolytion alſo had the 4rabars, for which cauſe; they tell O 
wherein the firſt on both ſides that gave.the charge, and aiter- 


wards ſome..other .Followers - were killed; ſo that. thoſe ot the: 4rabians fide being 
. . overcome 
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21E year of the 


Tews, who ſeeing the Enemies Army addreſſed to attempt any thing rather than to ;z;,,; Res 
fight grew the more bold to aſlail the 4ra4ian in his Trenches, and beat him from his before eve Na- 
Camp. They being forced by theſe Aſſaults drew forward to their defence in great ©, 4 


diſorder,bringing neither Courage nor hope of Vidtory with them ; yet notwithſtand- 
ing rhey defended themſelves, both in regard of their great number, as alſo in reſpect 
of that neceſſity whereunto they were intorced by the: Fews. Theskirmiſh on toth ſides 
was hot,and diverson either Party were put to the Sword ; but inthe end, the Arabians 
being put tothe worſt, turned their backs. The ſlaughter was fo great, that they not 
B only periſhed by rheir Enemies Swords, but they themſelves murthered one another 
in the Croud, and diſorderly flight, in which they were trodden under foot, and lay 
murthered in a mannerby their own Weapons. So that, in that defeat there fell ſome 
five thouſand; the reſt fled on the other fide ofthe Rampzre; but being overpreſled with 
want of Vietuals, and eſpecially with lack of Water, they had not any ground or aſ- 
ſurance to eſcape. After them poſted the Fews, and being unable to recover the For- 
treſs with them, they begirt the Camp with a Siege, and ſhut up all the paſſages that no 
uccour could come unto them,and took from themall opportunity to eſcape, although 
they would have gone away.

Whenas therefore they ſaw themſelves reduced into ſuch extremity, they ſent "Y —_ 
C Embaſſadors unto Herod, firſt ofall to demand a Truce; and afterwards for that they \,;,q —_ 
were oppreſſed with thirſt, to crave ſome remedy for their preſent neceſlities. But truce at He- 


he neither reſpeted the Embaſladors, neither the proferred Ranſome for the Captives, !94s Hands. 


nor any other whatſoever reaſonable demand, deſiring earneſtly to revenge himſelf 
of thoſe injurious Treacheries they had practiſed againſt his Embaſladors. Being 
therefore intorced by thirſt (which amongſt other — moſt grievouſly afflicted 
them) many of them forſook their Trenches, and oftered themſelves to Bonds and 
to be led away Captives; ſo that within five days ſpace four thouſand of them yielded 
themſelves Priſoners. On the ſixth day, all the reſt determined to fally out, and aſlail 
the Enemy ; rather making cheice of aſſured Death, than thus lingringly and ignomi- 
D Niouſly topine away. Whenas therefore they had all concluded hereupon, they in- 
continently brake out of their Trenches, but like unapt Soldiers for a skirmiſh, decayed 
not only in Body, but in Courage; reputing their Death for advantage, to eſcape 
thereby their extream misfortunes: For which cauſe upon the-fir{t onſet, about ſome 
ſeven thouſand of them-were killed ; and thus the fierceneſs of this Nation being al- 
layed by this overthrow,' they ſubmitred themſelves to Herod, whom to their own 
ſorrow they had approved to be a valiant Soldier. 1

Antonius is overcome by Auguſtus iz the Battle of Atium ; Herod puts Hircanus'o 
death ; his pretente'for it ; he reſolveth to repair to Auguſtus; his orders before his

| Brod pufted up with his ſucceſsfull Fortune, returned back intohis own Country, 
having obtained great reputation by his Valour and Vertue. © But when he fup- 

poſed his Stare to be moſt aſſured, he grew in danger both to loſe his Dignity and Lite, 
by reaſon of that Victory that Cz/ar obtained againſt Antony in; the/4ttzan War, For 
at that time he not only- ſuppoſed  himfelt to be utterly overthrown, but both his 
Friends and Enemies that were round about him loſt their hopes, for that it was un- 
likely that he ſhould eſcape unpuniſhed with tony.  Whereby it:came to paſs, ;that 
his Friends 'could not! conceal their deſpair, and his Enemies under their colourable 
F and diſſembled Griefs, covered their'Joy; promiſing themſelves thereaftera better and 
pleaſing adminiſtration ofthe Common-Wealth. Hereupon #/erod perceiving thatex- 
cept' H/ircanus, there was not any/one of the Blood: Royal alive, determined to-cut 
him off, reſolving with hinrſelf; thatif he happened to eſcapethe danger, a Man whoat 
that time was worthier-the Kingdom than himſelf, ſhould not claim the. Crown and 
if any-misfortune ſhould befal him'in regard of Czfar, he defired to diſpoſleſs : Hir- 
canus of the Kingdom, 'in regard of the envy which he bare him, for that he was'the 
only Man who deſerved to be advanced to that Dignity. Whilſt thus he was tormented 


in his thoughts, he had an occaſion offered him by ZH:rcanw?s own Followers to execute

hundred Furlongs. And therefore he committed theſe Letters to Dofithews's truſt, both 
for that he favoured Hircanus and his Daughter, and ſeemed likely tor divers cauſes to

certain of his Brothers were put to Deathamong(t others at Zyre by Antony's command: 
yet for none of thoſe conſiderations continued he faithful to Hircanus. For he pre- 
terring the preſent favour of the King that then reigned to the reſt, diſcovered the 
Letter unto the King ; who firſt of all giving him thanks, required one office of friend- 
ſhip moreat his Hands; which was that folding up the Letter, and ſealing it, he ſhould 
convey and deliver the fame to Malchus, and return his Anſwer; for that it nearly con- 
cerned him, it he knew his reſolution alſo. Which when Do/thews had diligently per. K 
formed, the Arabian returned this Anſwer, That he was ready to entertain both him- 
ſelf and his whole Family, and all thoſe Jews likewiſe which were of this FaCtion, pro- 
miſing to ſend him a Band of Soldiers, who ſhould be able to conduct him fafely thither, 
and ſhould be obedient to his command in all things. Now as ſoon as Herod had ſeized 
on theſe Letters, he called for Hircanus, and demanded of him, whether he had any 
Confederacy with Malchus; he denied it, but Herod proteſting and bringing forth his 
Letter in an open Afſembly, commanded him afterwards to be put to Death. . Thus 
are theſe matters Regiſtred in Zerod's Commentaries ; for by ſome they are delivered 
otherwiſe; namely, that he was executed, not for this Crime which he had committed, 
but for ſome Treaſons againſt the King, For they. Write to this eftet, that Zerod at 
a certain Banquet (difſembling his ſuſpicion) demanded of F7ircanus, whether he had 
received any Lettersfrom Malchus; and that heanſwered, that he had received Letters, 
but ſuch as contained nothing elfe but Compliments. Heasked him alſo, whether he 
had received any Preſent ; and when he had anſwered, that he had received nothing 
but four Courſers for his Saddle ; the King wreſted this to a Capital Offence of Cor- 
ruption and Treaſon, and commanded him preſently to be led to Death. Now that he 
died guiltleſs, they alledge this for a moſt approved Argument ; namely, his gentle 
Difpoſition, who even in his youthful years never gave ſign or appearance of raſhneſs, 
or pride, or ſignification of audaciouſneſs, no not even then when he had the Royal 
Government in his Hands, but in the Freedom of Authority diſpoſed ofthe moſt things M 
by Antipater's adviſe. But at that time he was more than fourſcore years old, and 
knew that Herod's Eſtate was ſecure; and that there is no likelihood that he would 
remove from beyond Euphrates where he lived in great repute, to live under /erod's 
Juriſdiftion, or 30 engage in any trouble contrary to his humour, and fo far. different 
trom his Nature ; ſo:that all theſe things ſeem to be feigned by Herod. 

Thus ended Hircanus's Life, after his variable and adverſe Fortunes, wherewith du- 
ring all his life-time he was afflicted. For when his Mother 4exandra lived he was cre- 
ated High-Prieſt of the Fews,and obtained that Honour for the ſpace of nine years ; and 
after his Mother's Death, he had ſcarcely governed the Kingdom for the ſpace of three 
Months, but that he was expulſed by his Brother Ari/tobulus ; andatterwards reſtored by N 
Pompey's alliſtance, and receiving all his former Honours, helived in 7x rage of 
them tor the ſpace of forty years. After this he was once more diſpoſſeſied by 4n#t- 
gonss ; and being maimed in his Body, lived certain years in captivity among the Par- 
thians ; from whence not long after he returned home; and though he had many 
things promiſed him by Herod, yet after {9 many alterations of Fortune, he obtained 
nothing at his Hands; and that which amongſt all the reſt is moſt of all to be lamented, 
as wehave faid, he was unjuſtly put to Death, an Innocent, and in his Old Age: For 
he was a Lover of Juſtice,andan Obſerver of perpetual modeſty,and governed his King- 
dom for the moſt part by other Men's dire&ion, being only guilty in himſelf of Igno- 
rance and the love of Idlenels. Truly, Antipater and Herod. by this Man's Goodneſs O 
obtained ſo great riches: For which deſerts of his, againſt all Law and. Right, he was 
cruelly put to Death. | 3 
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But Zerod, aſter Hircamus's Death, addreſſed himſelf to perform his journey towards 


ther, that-if any misfortune ſhould befall him, he ſhould retain the Kingdom in his own 


betwixt her, his Mother and Siſter, he left her with her Mother, inthe Caſtle of 4/exan- 
{rion,and committed them to the Cuſtody of his Treafarer Joſeph, and Sohemus the 7tu- 
rean, and with her, the keeping ofhis Caſtles, both'which, had always been his Faith- 
ful Friends, and towhom, in way of Honour, hecommitted the Cuſtody of theſe Prince- 
ly Ladies. But he gave them alſo this command, That if they ſhould be certainly in- 
formed, that any ſiniſter miſhap had befallen him, they fhould preſently kill them both, 
and to the utmoſt of their power continue the Kingdom 1n his Children, and his Bro- 
ther Pheroras.

Herod /peaketh ſo generouſly to Auguſtns, that he obtained his favour ; he accompanieth 
him into Fgypt, and receirveth him with ſuch an extraordinary magnificence, that it 
put him in repute with all the Romans, 


in any ſort offended him, but gave account of all that which he had done, without be- wy day a 


regard to theſe my admonitions, by his own fottiſhneſs and indiſcretion," he hath hurt him- 
ſelf and profited you, becauſe, as I ſaid, he did not follow my Counſel. Now therefore (O 
Czfar) in regard of the hatred which you bear unto Antony, you condemn. my Friendſhi 
alſo.  T will not deny that which T have done ; neither am 1 afraid freely aud public 
to proteſt how much I have loved him; but if without regard of Perſons you confider how 
kindly Fam affeted towards my Benefaftors, and how reſolute and conſtant a Friend 1 am, 
and how mindful of kindneſs, the effett of that which I have done may make me known unto 
thee : For if the Name be only changed, the Friendſhip notwithſtanding may remain, and 
deſerve a due praiſe. 

By theſe words (which were manifeſt Teſtimonies of his reſolute and noble Courage) 
he ſo inwardly endeared himſelt unto Cz/ar, who was a magnificent and worthy Mo- 
narch, that he converted this his accuſation into an occaſion to win and work hin'to 
be his Friend; for which cauſe,Cz/ar,ſetting the Crown upon his Head;exhorted him that 
he ſhould no leſs reſpet his Friendſhip, than he had in former times Antony's; and with- 
all, did him much Honour ; certifying him moreover, that Capidius had written unto 
him, how much ZZerod had aſſiſted him in his Wars that' he had with the Monarchs of 
Syria. Herod ſeeing that he was thus entertained, and that contrary to his expectation, 
the Kingdom was more ſurely confirmed unto him, than before time, both by Ce/ar's 

bounty, 


Ceſar; and having little hope ofany good Fortune,in regard. of his'Friendſhip with A+ oe 


tonius ; he grew deſperately jealous of Alexandra, leſt ſhe taking” opportunity of the 5#ore Coryt's 
time, ſhould incite the People to rebel, and fill the Kingdom with Domeſtical Setftion ; 43212: 29+ 
for which cauſe, committing the Government to his Brother Pheroras, heleft his Mother —_ Saw

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Mg Ys his greater aſſurance, accompanied Ceſar as far as Egypt, preſenting both himſelf and 
before. ch: Na- his Friends with many rich Gifts, beyond the proportion of his Eſtate; endeavouring, 
pot ras 8 by theſe means, both to win their favour, and to ſhew alſo the greatneſs of his courage; 
0 KN requiring moreover at Ceſar's hands, that Alexander, who was one of Axtony's deareſt 
_—_— friends, might not be ſought out to be puniſhed; yet notwithſtanding, he could not obtain 
—— the fame,by reaſon of an Oath that Cz/ar had paſt betore he ſollicited him. That done, 
and preſenteth he returned back again unto Fewry, with greater honour and aſſurance than before ; 
tn whereby he ſtruck them with wonderful amazement, who expected his contrary ſucceſs, 
Ns as if by God's ſpecial Providence he always over-went his dangers, to his great Ho- 
Herod enter- nour. Therefore he prepared himſelf ro entertain Cz/ar, who returned out of Syrza, [ 
_ bo. to take his journey into Egypr, and received him at Prolemais, withall Royal Honour, 
Army very Aatid gave his Army Preſents with all abundance of Provifion ; ſo that he was accounted 
heroically. for one of Ceſar 's moſt affeionate Friends, and rode about with him, when he took 
the view of his Army ; he entertained him alſo, and his Friends with one hundred and 
fifty Men,adorned with moſt rich and ſumptuous Apparel. And for that they were to 
paſs through a Country, wherein there was great ſcarcity of Water, he furniſhed them 
with both Water and Wine; ſo that they needed neither of them. He gave Ceſar 
Herod giveth alſo Eight hundred Talents, and ſoRoyally fatisfied he all Men,that they conteſſed them- 
Ceſar 8coTa- ſelves to have had a far greater entertainment, than the Revenues and Profits of his 
_ Kingdom could afford them. By which means, he gave the more ample teſtimony of k 
his forward Friendſhip, and free Afﬀection to deſerve well ; and making uſe of the op- 
portunity of the time, he obtained the reputation of a Prince of an Heroick and Noble 
Spirit ; ſo that he was held inferiour unto no Man, for the good entertainment which 
he gave to the chiefeſt Romans in their return from Egypr. 


CHAPE{XE .. 

Matiamne giveth Herod ſo cold a reception when he returned from Czar, that being join- 
ed to the aſperſions which Herod's mother and ſiſter laid upon her, he had infallibly 
cauſed her to be put to Death at that wery inſtant : But he is engaged to return to 
Auguſtus ; he putteth her to death at his coming back. The Bufmeſs of Alexandra, Ma- [ 
riamne's Mother. Herod's deſpair after Mariamne's death; he falleth dangerouſly 
fick. Alexandra endeavoureth to make her ſelf Miſtriſs of the two Forts of Jeruſalem ; 
he made her be put to death, and Coſtobarus and others follow; he inſtituteth Plays 
and Shews in Honour of Augeſtus, by which he doth ſo irritate the moſt part of the 
Jews, that tex of them undertake to kill him; he putteth them to Death : He buildeth 
many Forts, and rebuilds a very fine, and a (trong Town upon the ruins of Samaria, 
which he names Sebaſte, 

Marianne UT as ſoon ashe returned unto his Kingdom, he found all his Houſhold troubled, 
and Mexen- and both his Wife Mariamne, and her Mother A4/exandra,grievouſly diſpleaſed with 
him. For they ſuppoſed (and not without cauſe) that they were nor ſhut up in that M 
Caſtle for their Security's fake, but as it were in a Priſon ; fo that, in as much as they 
neither might make uſe of other Men's, nor enjoy their own Goods, they were highly 
diſcontented. Mariamne alſo ſuppoſed that her Husband did but diſſemble his love, ra- 
ther for his own profit than for any entire affection he bare towards her. But nothing 
more grieved her, than that ſhe had not any hope to live after him, if fo be he ſhould 
happen to die, eſpecially for the order he had left concerning her ; neither could ſhe 
ever forget what commands he had before that time left with o/eph; fo that by all means 
poflible, ſhe laboured to win the Aﬀeions of thoſe that had the charge of her, and 
eſpecially Sohemus, knowing very well, that her ſafety depended wholly on his Hands. 
Who in the beginning behaved himſelf very wiſely and faithfully, containing himſelf N 
very cifcumſpettively within the boundsof his commiſſion; but after theſe Ladies had with 
pretty Preſerits, and Feminine Flatteries, wrought and mollified him by little and littte, at 


Sobemins dif- Jaſt he blabbed out all that which the King had commanded him ; eſpecially, for that 


—wrag = he hoped not that he ſhould retura with the ſame Power and Authority, which before 


he had ; and for that cauſe he thought thus in himſelf, that without incurring any dan- 

er in regard of Herod, he __ greatly gratifie the Ladies ; who in all likelihood 
ſhould not be deprived of that dignity wherein they were at that time; but would re- 
turn them the like kindneſs when Mariamne ſhould be Queen, or next unto the King. 
Furthermore, he hoped, that if Zerod alſo ſhould return withall things anfwerable to 
his deſires, that he would perform nothing without his Wife's conſent ; or upbraidhim Q 
with the a&,if the contradicted; for he knew too well that the King loved her fo, that 


it was impoſſible to equal or expreſs his affections ; and for theſe cauſes he _

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A the truſt that was committed unto him. But Mariamne was very fore diſpleaſed to hear FRAN 
that there was no end of her Miſeries, but they were altogether united arid ryed to the 72s Y os 
dangers of Herod; and ſhe oftentimes wiſhed that he might never more return again in befare Chriſt 
fafety, ſuppoſing that her Life with him thould be very intolerable; all which, ſhe'af- Narizucy, 25. 
terwards diſſembled not, but openly confeſſed that which'afflicted her with diſcontenr. FRIES 
For whenas Herod, beyond all expectation, arrived in his Country, being adorned with 
mighty Fortune, he firſt of all, as it became him, acquainted his Wife with his good 
eons and happy fucceſs, whom only amongſt all other his Friends and Wives, he 1,94 tur ? 
embraced and faluted, for the pleaſing Converſation and Aﬀettion that was iti her. But'coldly enter- 
ſhe, while h& repeated unto her theſe FortunateEvents of his Aﬀairs, rather entertained i7e9 by bis 

B the fame with a diſpleafant Attention, than 4pplauding Joy: Neither could her great-,.. 
ſincerity cover the ogitation of her Mind. ' For when he folded his Arms about her' 
Neck; ſhe unfolded her forrow in her ſighs ; ſo ſimple and unfeigned were her affeQi- 
ons ; and ſeemed rather to be difpleaſed than appeaſed by his narrations.  Whereupon 
Herod was ſore troubled, perceiving theſe things not only ſuſpeRed,but alſo fully mani- _ : _y 
feſt ; but above all things, he was diſtracted, when he conſidered the incredible 2nd }j; wites af. 
apparent hatred that his Wife had conceived againſt him, which incenſed him fo, that he fections di- 
could not reſiſt the love that had attainted him ; fo that he neither could continue in jews ras 
wrath, nor liſten long to peace, and being unreſolved in himſelf, he now was atternp- me 
ted by this; ſtraight diſtracted by a contrary affeftion : ſo much was his mind toſſed be- 

C: tween love and hatred, when oftentimes he defired to punith the Woman's Pride, his 
Heart by loves mediation failed him in the enterprize. For nothing did more tor- 
ment him than this fear,leſt executing his diſpleaſure againſt her,he ſhould by this means 
more grievouſly wound himſelf, through the deſire he bare unto his deceaſed Delight. | 
Whilſt thus he was tortured in his Paſſions, and conceived finiſter Opinions againſt Herod's filter 
Mariamnehis Wife ; Salome his Siſter,and his Mother, having an inkling of his diſcontents, 745 m0 
thought that they had gotten a fit opportunity toexpreſsandexecutetheirhatred towards the King by - 
Mariamne; for which cauſe they conferred with Zerod,and whetted his ſpleen and difs anderous re- 
pleaſure with variety of ſlanders, ſufficient at'one aſſault to engender hatred, and kingle 927 289m 
his jealouſie againſt her. - To theſe reproaches of theirs he lent no unwilling Ears; yet 

D. he had not the Heart to attempt any thing againſt his Wife, or to give free” credit to 

' their report; notwithſtanding his diſpleaſure increaſed, and was inflamed more and 
more againſt her, for that neither ſhe could colour her cares and diſcontents, nor he 
contain himſelf from exchanging his love into hatred ; and perhaps at rhat time he had 
publiſhed ſome fatal doom againſt her, had not a happy Meflenger brought him word, 
that Antony and Cleopatra ' being dead, Czſar was become Lord of Egypt ;- for which 
cauſe; haſting forward to meet and entertain him, heyleft his Family in that preſent A 
Eſtate. Upon” his departure, he recommended Mariamne to Sohemus, giving: him great Ceſar Lord

E/ + When Herod was arrived in Egypt, and'had friendly and familiarly conferred with' Herod with 
Caſar, he'was highlyithonoured by him; for Cz/ar gave him thoſe four hundred French Dignities. 4 
Men that were of Cleopatra's Guard ; and reſtored that part of his Country unto him J—_ 
again, which was taken away and ſpoiled by her. He annexed alſo unto his Kingdom Ceſar enbr- 
Gadara, Hippon, and Samaria, and on the Sea Coaſts, the” Cities of Gaza, Anthedon, wa + EN 
Joppa, with the Tower of Srraten; which'when he had obrained, he grew more migh- "Ou 
ty than before; and after he had accompanied Cz/ar as far as (Antioch, he returned into 
his own Country. Upon his arrival, he found that Fortune which was favourable un- 
to him abroad, too frowardat home, eſpecially in regard of his Wife, in whoſe Aﬀection 
he ſeemed to be moſt happy: For he was as inwardly touched with the lawful Loveof 
R Martiamre, as any other of whom the Hiſtories make report : And as for her, ſhe was 
both chaſte and faithful unto' him ; yet ſhe had a certain womanly imperfection and na- Marianne a | 
tural trowardneſs, which was the cauſe that ſhe preſumed too\much upon the intire af- 729-4 Wor 
ſection wherewith her Husband was intangled ; ſo that wirhout regard|of his Perſon, who 
had Power and Authority overothers, ſhe entertained himoftentimes very outragiouſly :

and was almoſt ready to ſtrike her; but. his Siſter hearing a greater ſtir and noiſe 
than was uſual, ſent-the Butler, who long before that time was ſubborned by her, whom 
ſhe commanded to tell the King, that Mariamne had prepared a drink for him to in- 
cite and quicken him unto love. Charging him moreover, that if the: King in hear- 
ing him ſpeak of this potion, ſhould ſeem to be moved therewith, that then he ſhould 
proceed further in his diſcourſe. He therefore (being in this manner before-hand in- x .. 
ſtructed what he ought to do) at that very inſtant was ſent to diſcover his treachery 
unto the King ; for which cauſe with a ſober and ſtayed countenance he entred in un- 
to him, being ſeriouſly and well prepared to diſcourſe, and told him, that Mariamne 
had bribed him to preſent his Majeſty with an amorous Cup of drink. Now when he 
perceived that the King was troubled with theſe Words, he proſecuted his diſcourſe, 
alledging that the Potion was a certain Medicine which Mariamye had given him, the 
virtue whereof he knew not, which he had received according as he had told him, 
knowing that it concerned both his own ſecurity, and the King's ſatety. 


Herod, who before this, was highly diſpleaſed, hearing theſe Words, was ſo much k 
the more incenſed ; for which cauſe, he preſently commanded Mariawne's molt faith- 
tul Servant to be examined by Torments, as concerning the Poiſon, ſuppoſing that it: 
was impoſlible for her to undertake any thing whatſoever without his privity. He 
being tried and tormented after this cruel manner, confeſſed nothing of that for which 
he was tortured ; but declared unto the King, that the hatred which his 'Wite had con- 
ceived againſt him, proceeded- from certain Words that Sohemw had told her. Scarce- 
ly had he finiſhed theſe Words, bur that the. King cryed our with a loud voice, fay-

Alexandra her Mother 'confidering rhe Eſtate ofthetime, and fearing no leſs miſchieb 
from Hered'shands than hex.Daughter was aſſuredof;ſhe undecently changed her Mind, 
and abjely laid aſide her former Courage and Magnanimity. For intending to make it 
known, that ſhe was neither -party nor privy to thoſe Crimes wherewith Mariamne was 
charged, ſhe went out to meet her Daughter, and entertained her injuriouſly, prote- 
ſing publickly that, ſhe was a wicked Woman, and ungrateful towards her Husband; 
and that ſhe well deſerved the puniſhment that was adjudged her, for that ſhe durſt be N 
ſo bold to attempt fo heinous, a Fat, negleting to requte her Husband's entire love 
with her unſejzgned Loyalty, Whilſt thus diſhoneſtly ſhe counterfeited her diſpleaſure, 
and was ready to.pull Mariamne by the Hair; the Aſſiſtants, according to her deſert, 
condemned her generally for her Hypocriſie; but ſhe that was led to be puniſhed, con- 
viced her ſelf by her mild behaviour; for firſt of all, ſhe gave her no Anſwer, neither 
was any ways altered by her Reproaches, neither would ſo much as caſt her Eye upon 
her ; making it appear, that ſhe diſcreetly concealed and covered her Mother's imper- 
teions,and was aggrieved that ſhe had ſaopenly ſhewed fo great indignity ; expreſſing 
tor her own part, a conſtant behaviour, and: going to her Death without change ol 
colour, fo that thoſe that beheld her, perceived in her a kind of manifelt Courageand O 
Nobiluy, even in her utmoſt extremity.

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A'Thus died Mariamne, having been a woman that excelled both in continence and courage, XN 
notwithſtanding that ſhe {ailed ſomewhat in affability and impatience of nature, for the , 2” __ 
relt of her parts, ſhe was an admirable and pleaſing beauty, and of ſuch a carriage in thoſe befve Chriſt 
companies wherein ſhe was entertained,that it was impoſlible ro expreſs rhe fame, in that Ne#2v42. 23. 
ſhe ſurpaſſed all thoſe of her.time;which was the principal cauſe that ſhe lived not graci- HE OTINN 
oufly and contentedly with the #ixg.For being entertained by him,who 7xt-rely loved her, 
and from whom be received nothing that might diſcontent her,ſhe preſumed upon a great 
and intemperate liberty in ber diſcourſe. She digeſted alfo the loſs of her- friends very 
hardly,according as 1n open terms ſhe made known unto the Xing; whereby alſo it came 
to pals, that both ZZerod's mother and ſiſter,and himſelf likewiſe grew ar odds with her: 

B After her death the Xing began more powerfully to beinflamed in his affefions,who 
before as we have declared, was already miſcrably diſtrafted. For neither did he love af. 
ter thecomm on manner of married folk; but whereas almoſt even unto madneſs he nou- 
riſhed this his deſire, he could not be induced by the too unbridled manners of his wiſe 
to allay theheat of his affection, but that daily more and more by doating on her.he in- 
creaſed the fame. And all that time eſpecially he ſuppoſed that God was diſpleaſed with 
himfor the death of Mariamne. Oftentimes he did invocate her name, uſing fuch Ia- 7794's mile- 
mentable expreſſions that did not become the Majeſty of a Xing. And notwithſtanding —_— _— 
he deviſed all kinds of delights and ſports that might be imagined, by preparing han. fer the d-ath 
quets, and inviting gueſts with Princely hoſpitality, to paſs away the time ; yer all ** 

C thoſe profited him nothing, for which cauſe he gaveover the charge and adminiſtration 
of his Kingdom. At length he was ſo beſotted with grief, that oftentimes he comman- 
ded his ſervants to call lis wife Mariamne, as it ſhe had been alive. Whileſt thus he was 
afflicted, there came a peſtilence within the City, that conſumed a great part of the peg- 4 plague inva- 
ple, and moſt of thenobility, and all interpreted that this.puniſhment was inflicted by ran ara 
God upon them, for theunjuſt death of the Queen. Thus the King's diſcontents being 2 
by this means encreaſed, he at laſt hid himſelf in a ſolitary wilderneſs, under pretext 
of hunting: where afflicting himſelf inceſſantly, at laſt, he fell into a moſt grievous 04 falleth 
ſickneſs. This diſeaſeof his was an inflammation or pain in the neck : he ſeemed alſo *. __—_ 
in ſome ſort torave and grow mad: neither could any remedies relieve him of his agony : ” 

D but when the fickneſs ſeemed rather to increaſe, all men at laſt grew almoſt deſperate of 
his recovery. For which cauſe his Phy/ician, partly in reſpedt of the contumacy of his 
diſeaſe, partly, becauſe in ſo great a danger there was not any free eleQtion of dyer, they 
gave him leave to taſte whatſoever beſt pleaſed his appetite, committing the uncertain 
event of his health to the hands of Fortune. 

Whileſt thus he continued in Samaria, which now is called Sebaſte, Alexandra, being Alexandra is 
at that timein Jeru/a/em,having notice of this his condition,endeavoured toreduceall the Herod's ab- 
frong fortreſſes that were within the Czry under her ſubjection : the one of which was ney, Seat 
hard by the Zemple: the other was ſituate within the Cty : for they that are Maſters of bY hg oy 
theſe keep all the reſt of the nation under their awe: becauſe that without theſe,neither Caſtles. 

E theuſual and daily ſacrifices may be performed : neither may the Jews live without ſuch 
ſacrifices and oblations, who had rather loſe their //ves than contemn their religion. She 
therefore ſollicited thoſe that had the government thereof ro ſurrender them vp to her and 
Hered's children begotten of her daughter Mariamne, leſt he being dead,they ſhould be 
ſeized on by others : and if it ſhould fortune him to recover his hea/th,in themean while 7 
they might be kept and held by no man more ſecurely, than fuch as were his neareſt 
friends. This ſuit and ſo/licitation of hers was but coldly received, and the Captainswho 
at all times ſhewed themſelves always faithful.at that time were the rather far more con- 
ſtant in their 4#ty, both for that they hated A/exandra, and alſo that they thought it a 
great offence to deſpair of the healthof their Prince. For thele were the Xing's old friends 

F andone of them was Herod's own Nephew, whole name was Achiabus. For which cauſe 
they ſent preſently meſſengers unto him to ſhew him Alexandra's intent: who having Hered's coun- 
heard theſe news,preſently commanded her to be put to death: and at length overcom- {*ncertitie 
ing his fickneſs,he grew ſo badly both affected in body and mind,that hegrew hateful unto all —_— —_

Coſtabarus was an /dumeangand one of the greateſt account among his country-men 
who was deſcended from the Prieſts of Cozas,whom the /dumgans eſteem for a god before 
that Hircanus had obliged them to embracethe Jews Religion. Ferod being made King 

G of the Jews, appointed Co/tabarus to be Governor in /dumea and Gaza, giving him Sa- ve ty

Nat:21ry, 23. withſtanding they had received their manner of government from them. He therefore 
ſent meſſengers unto Cleopatra, giving her to underſtand, that /dumza had always been 

under her Anceſtors ſubjeCtion : and for that cauſe ſhe ought upon juſt cauſe to demand 

and beg that Country at Antonius's hands, and that for himſelf he was ready ro become 

her ſervant. All which he practiſed, not to gratifie Cleopatra in any; fort whatſoever, 

but to the intent that if Zerod's fortunes ſhould be any ways weakned, he might more 

eaſily by this means both enlarge and obtain the Xingdom of /dumea. And with theſe 

fooliſh hopes was he tranſported, in regard of his birth and riches, whch he had heaped 

together by ſuch di/honef? means as he continually practiſed,as he that intended noſmall 

matters. But notwithſtanding Cleopatra's often and earneſt petition to obtain his ſove- 

Cotabarus reignty,yet could thenor obtain itat Antorius's hands. When Herod had notice of theſe 
bis —_ W covert and cunning prafices,he was ready to kill Co/tabarus. But upon the earneſt /up- 
tercefſion. plications of hisfiſter and her mother, he diſmiſſed and pardoned him; yet held him al- 
ways in ſuſpicion,by reaſon of this practice. Not long after it hapned, that Salome fell at 

debate with Coſtabarus,for which cauſe ſhe ſent a Bi//of divorce to her husband,notwith- 

ſtanding it were againſt the /aws and ordinary cuſtoms of the Jews. For according toour 
ordinances,it is only lawful for the husband to do the ſame; and as touching theWife,not- 
withſtanding ſhe were ſeparated, yet it is not lawful for her to marry again, except her 

husband firſt give her licence. But Salome without reſpeQ of the /aws of the Country, 

rounding her ſelf too much upon her own authority,forſook her hus hand : ſaying, that 

ihe ſeparated her ſelf from her husband, by reaſon of the great jriend/hip which ſhe bare 

unto her &rother, for that the had received ſome notice that Co/tabarus conſpired againſt

grown out of his remembrance. Now the cauſe of this enmity and hatred which he bare 

towards them, was gathered from this ground z when A»tigonus enjoyed the fovereign- 

ty, and ZZerod beſieged the City of Feruſaler with an army ; thoſe incommodities and 

neceſlities that ordinarily happen unto thoſe that are beſieged, were the cauſe that divers 
acknowledged Herod, and fixed their hopes upon him. But Babas's ſons being in autho- 

rity, and beſides that, attended by a great number of men, perſevered in their faithful 
obſervation of A4»tigonus, and blamed Herod continually, encouraging the inhabitants 

to continue the Kingdom in thoſe to whom 1t appertained by deſcent : and they them- 

ſelves followed that courſe, which in their opinion was moſt profitable for the Common-

weal, But after that the City was ſurprized by Herod, and he grew maſter of the eſtate, M 


Coſtabarus, who was appointed to keep the C7ty-gates, and to lie in wait that none of 
thoſe who were accuſed to have forſaken the X7g's /ide, ſhould eſcape, knowing that the 
ſons of Babas weregreatly eſteemed and honoured among the people, and fore-ſecing that 
their ſafety might be no ſmall furtherance to himſelf, if at any time there might enſue 
any alteration, he diſcharged and hid them within his own poſſeſſions: and notwith- 
ſtanding that at that time he had proteſted to Herod by an oath, that he knew not what 
was become of them, yet though ſuſpected of perjury, he concealed them. And after- 
wards when the King had by Proclamation promiſed a reward to him that ſhould diſco- 
ver them, and ſought for them by all means, neither then alſo would he confeſs the fad. 
For being afraid le{t he ſhould be puniſhed for his firſt denial, he concealed them ſtill,not 
ſo much tor their fake as for his own intereſt.

«/e,nor the preſentation of theſe /petacles,hath ever been practifed or taught by our An- before Chriſt's 


ceſtors;yet wasit his pleaſure to enoble this aſſembly,to the end it might be continued from 
five to five years, and this he proclaimed publickly in the Coun1ries round about, and to 
this fght he aſſembled all the nations. The wre/{/ersalloand all that which concerned their 
exerciſe,were ſought out from all corners of the wor/d,under the hope to obtain the pro- 
poſed palm and vittory ; and all the moſt expedient in thoſe exercj/es that were to be 
found, were invited to that aſſembly:For he propoſed moſt huge rewards,not only to thoſe 
that exerciſed wre/tling,but alſo to thoſe who are called Mu/1czans,and toall forts of play- 
ers on inſtruments, endeavouring to his utmoſt power, that all the moſt famous in thole 
profeſſions ſhould be aſſiſtant in thoſe paſtimes. He appointed alſo a reward of great value 
for ſach as ran upon the chariots of three, four,or of one hortc,and all that which was both 
ſumptuous and magnificent to behold; for every one thing was molt carefully provided ; 
for he ſtrove to have the honour of a moſt magnificent preparation tor his games. The Theatre 
was hung all about with Cz/ar's Titles,and the 7rophees of thoſe nations which were o0- 
vercome by him, altogether ſet out and ſhining with go/d and flver. As for the in/tru- 
ments thereof,there wanted neither farniture,co/tly ve/tments,or precious ſtones. Thither 
alſo were drawn certain wild beafts, as lions and other eafts, which were worthy to be 
placed in this fawous ſhew,being admirable both tor their force and rareneſs of nature,who 
fought the one with the other, and againſt ſuch wex likewiſe who were condemned to 
die:whereby the ſtrangers conceived, together with the admiration of hisexpence an un- 
comparable and unaccuſtomed pleaſure.But his country-men interpreted this thing tor a ma- 
nifeſt corruption of thoſe diſciplines and manners which they had entertained and ho- 
noured amongſt them. For it wasan act moſt maniteſtly impious,to hazard mexagainſt 
wild beaſts,todelight the eyes of other men:It was allo amazter as impious, to change arid 
prophane the ordinances of the connrrey, for foreign exerciſes : But the moſt hated ofall 
theſe were the 7rophees for in that they were certain mages attired in armor,the uſe and 
veneration whereof were forbidden by our /aws, this difpleaſed and grieved them more 
than any thing whatſoever : neither was Herod ignorant of thoſe troubles which they 
procured, But he thought it to bea matter of danger to attempt the fame for the preſent 
by force, and for that cauſe he familiarly debated the ſame with ſome few of them, and 
diſcourſe unto them his occaſions,to the end to rid them of their /uper/ttion,but could 
not prevail.Forall of them,with one conſent, cried out againſtthe indignity which they 
faw him commit:telling him that although all other things were ro be tolerated, yet the 
Trophees which were Images of men, were enſupportable, becauſe they were unuſual in 
their Country. Herod perceiving that they were diſcontented, and that they would not 
be eaſily wroughtupon, except they had ſome contentment, he called the worthieff men 
amongſt them, and led them into the Theatre, demanding ot them what they thought

theſe 7rophees were : and when they cried out that they were /mages of Men; he incon- The 7-ws ſup. 


tinently cauſed all the ornaments to be taken off from them, letting them ſee that they 
were noughtelſe but naked ſtocks of wood ; ſo that ſuddenly their diſpteafure was tur- 
ned into a laughter, and their doubts were preſently diſcuſſed. Thus appeaſed he the 
people and moderated the fury of their diſcontent : ſo that divers of them changed 
their opinions, and were no more diſpleaſed. Notwithſtanding there were ſome of theſe 
that perſiſted in the concert they had of thoſe exerciſes, ſuppoſing that the corruption 
of their ancient diſcipline was an inducement to their grievous calamities ; and they i- 
magined that it rather concerned them tro undergoall 4angers, than to endure any alte- 
ration in zbeir cuſtoms, by permitting that ZZerod ſhould introduce new and extraords- 
nary faſhions, who only in word was their Xing, but in effect an enemy of their whole 
nation. For this cauſe there were ten men amongſt them, who bound themſelves by 
oath to hazard all extremities, and to this intent they had hid certain ſhort ſwords un- 
der their garments: amongſt theſe there was one that was blind, whourged and egged 
on by the ſtrangeneſs of thoſe things which he had heard, not for that he was of ability 
to execute any thing with his hand, but to teſtifie that he was ready to ſuffer with the 
reſt, if any misfortune ſhould befal them, by his example the reſt of them were not a 
little confirmed : Theſe having mutually undertaken this reſo/ution, repaired to the 
Theatre, under hope that Herod ſhould not eſcape them, for that they intended ta 
aſſail him unawares : At leaſt if they failed of him, their hope was to fall foul on ſome 
of his favourites and followers, accounting this to be ſome comfort in their expected 
G death, if in regard of their violated Religion they might bring the Xing in hatred with 
the common people. And theſe intending to offer themſelves as Leaders unto the reſt, 
reſolved to execute thele things.

He H 
vpn knowing very well what hatred was continually hatched againſt him, betook himſelf to 
before Cbrijt's his Palace, and ſent for the conſpirators by their names : who being apprehended in 
RS: the fact, and knowing that there was no way for them to eſcape, reſolved to endure 
their preſent misfortunes with courage: for being no ways daunted, witha reſolute coun- 
tenance they drew out their weapons, proteſting that their conſpiracy was honeſt and 
holy, not attempted by them for private afteion, or their own profit-ſake, but in the 
behalf of their publick diſcipline, which no good man would either ſee or ſuffer to be 

violated, though it coſt him his lite. $20 
Now when with great confidence rhey had alledged theſe things for their juſtification, 
The ten men they were led away by the King's Miniſtcrs to be put to death by divers forts of tor- 
a Owned ments.Not long aſter this, that /ute//igencer who had betrayed them, growing hateful in 
ligencer is cut all men's eyes,was ſtabb'd by certain men,and chopp din pieces with their ſwords,and af 
in pieces. terwardscaſt unto thedogsin ſight and preſence of many.Yet did no man diſcoverthis ac, 
until after long and weariſome 1nquifitions made by Herod,it was got outofcertain poor 
women (who were privy to the fat) with divers trorments. Then were all the aRors of 
that murther puniſhed, with their whole families:and notwithſtanding all this, the com- 
mon people was no waysdaunted,bur were ready to defend their laws,except they were 
reſtrained by ſome greater power. Which when the K ing perceived, he reſiſted their 
endeavours with all diligence, leſt through theſe alterations in affairs, the people ſhould 
Herod fortifi- be drawn to an open rebellion. Whereas therefore he had two ſtrong Caſtles within the x

racies. might prevent and pacifie all alterationsat their beginning. After this, betaking himſelf 
to encompaſs Samaria witha wall,he brought to pals that divers of thoſe who had born 
arms with him againſt his enemies, and divers of the peoplelitkewiſe that dwelt round a- 
bout,came to inhabir it,both in regard of the Temple,which he intended to build in that 
place,asalſo for that hefortified the fame for his own ſecurity {although that formerly it 
was not in the number of famous Cities.) He therefore changed the name thereof, and 
calledit Seba/te,and diſtributed the lands that confined the City,among the inhabitants of M 
the fame(which was by nature a fruitful country) to the intent that within a little ſpace 
they might inrich themſelves. He invironed the City alſo witha ſtrong wall, being af- 
ſiſted by the natural ſtrength and ſteepneſs of the place : and beſides the whole circuit, 
he included ſo much ground,that it was no ways inferiour to any of the famous Cities; 
for it contained the circuit of twenty furlongs or ſtadia's. And in the mid(t thereof there 
was a ſecret.place,containing a furlong and a half, wonderfully adorned ; in which there 
was a Temple builded,famous both for beauty and bigneſs. And as for the other parts 
of the City,he adorned them with all ſorts of ornaments. And ſeeing how nearly it 
concerned himto provide for the ſecurity of his perſon in this walled City, heerected a 
Fortreſs for himſelt. And as for the beauty thereotghis intent was that it ſhould remain N 


for a monument to poſterity, of his magnificence and liberality.

appeared not any means whereupon they might hope 3 namely, for that the miſery: in- 

creaſed more than was expected ; yea, and extended it felt beyond that' Year: So that-they 

had nothing remaining by them, and the ſeed that was fown at that time mouldred away, 

and the Earth for all their labours afforded them no encreaſe. The necefiity therefore bemg 

thus great, conſtrained Men to ſearch out many new inventions to maintann their Life : 

and the King likewiſe was in noleſs perplexity, in that he was deprived of thoſe ordinary 

Revenues which he receiv'd by the fruits of the Earth ; and the rather, torthat he had ſpent 

his money in repairing his Cities, according as before this we have declared : All things 

were waſted by divers Calamities, ſo that a Man could conceive ho hope of Remedy. Be- 

ſides this, the People hated their King, for thar it is therr cuſtom ordinarily to-accuſe 

their Governours, as if they were the Authors of all their Evils. Yet did the King bethink 

himſelf how he might remedy theſe Inconveniences, but he hardly eould find the means, 

for their Neighbours conld not (ell them Victuals, becauſe they were no lets afflicted'than 

themſelves: And altho' he might have recovered ſome little for a great ſumm of money, 

vet he wanted it alſo to defray the charges : Notwithſtanding in that he knew;that it be- Am maketh 

hoved him to employ his uttermoſt Endeavours for a general Remedy to ſach a violent Op- 9999 & al 

prefiicn, he melted down all thoſe movables he had either of Gold or Silver within his ments and 

Palace, and ſpared nothing, either for the matter, the excellency, or faſhion; no, not fo por opairy 

much as the Veſſes wherein he was ordinarily ſerved. This money was ſent into Feypt, Sincs aa 

where at that time, under Ceſar, Petronivs held the Government. This Man being Heroz's buycrh Corn, 

Friend, in that he deſired the ſafety of his Subje&ts, at ſuch time as divers of them retired 

themſelves unto him, by reaſon of their neceſlity, he permitted them to buy up Corn, and 

afliſted them in all things, both in their Bargains, and in their Carriages; ſo that the greater 

or the whole ſum of their Succours was attributed to him. Bur after their return, Herod 


L did ſo much, that the care that was taken by him, did not onlychange the Aﬀettions of 


thoſe which were his Enemies 3 but beſides all this, he purchaſed great Praiſe and Com- 
mendation for his liberality and ſingular providence. For, firſt of all, he diſtributed a'cer- x9 digri- 
tain quantity of Corn to all thoſe who were not able of themſelves to ſupply their own — ; 
wants, uſing herein both great Care and Diligence. After this, for that there were a great reed 
number of ſuch, who in regard of their age, or ſome other infirmity, were unable to pre- the People, 
pare their Vitals, he took order for their relief, and appointed them certain Bakers, who 

ſhould farniſh them with Bread ſufficient for their ſub{iſtance. He gave order alfo, that 

they ſhould not paſs the Winter without clothing, bur provided for ſuch as were naked 

ſufficient raiment, conſidering that the ſheep were parrly dead, and partly devoured, and 

that there wasno Wool to ſet them awork, or other ſtuffto make garments of. Now after 


M he had furniſhed his SuabjeQs with theſe things, he thought good alſo to ſhew kindneſs to 


the neighbouring Ciries, and ſtored the Syrians with ſeed-corn to ſow their Lands, which 
yielded him no little profit 3 for the Earth incontinently gave him a large and plenriful 
tribute for that ſhe had received, fo that all of them had abundance of Vittuals ; and asſoon 
as the Harveſt was ready, he ſent fifty thouſand Men rnto that Country which he had re- 
lieved 3 and by this means he with all —_— reſtored his afifted Kingdom, and com- 
forted his Neighbours, who were oppreſſed with the like Calamity. For there was not any 
Man in neceſſity, that according to his quelity was nor affiſted and ſncconred. 
The Villages likewiſe and the Cities, and thoſe of the common fort who entertained 
oreat Houſholds, and were in want, having their recourſe unto him, received that which 
they had need of : So that to reckon up all the Corn which he gave unto thoſe who were 
not his Subjetts, it appeareth that he employed ten thouſand Cores of Wheat : Now the 
Core containeth ten Atherran Buſhels 3 and within the compaſs of his Realm, he employed 
etphty thouſand : Which care of his, and diſcreet favour, wrought ſo muchin the Hearts of ow =_ om 
the Jews, and was ſo highly renowned amongſt other Nations, that the ancient hatred for his Boun- 
which they had conceived againſt him, for that he had altered certain Cuſtoms of their 
Kingdom, was wholly forgotten, and he was ſuppoſed by them to have made a ſufficient 
recompence, by the diligence he had ſhewed in afliſting them in their necethities : And no 
leſs glory obtained he amongſt Strangers : So that by theſe Miſeries, the King's Honour 
was not a httle magnified, and whatſoever damage he received at home, fo much Honour 


U and Reputation atchieved he abroad. For whereas in ſtrangers neceſlities, he had ſhewed 


himſelf ſo generous, none did regard what he had been before, but ſuch as they lately 
tound him to be. |

room, as \ This place is diſtant from Fer»falem: ſome fixty furlongs, or ſtades, ſtrong by nature, 
daugher- *-and fit for Defence and Fortification. For near it there is a certain ſteep Hill made by 
Art, afterthe manner of a round Dug, environed with round Towers, with a ſteep aſcent 
of two hundred ſteps cut out of hewed Stone. Within the ſame there are divers places 
builded with great and ſumptucus Workmanſhip, made both for defence and delight. 
At the foot of this Hill there are two Houlcs worthy to be ſeen, for divers ſingularities, 
and namely, by reaſon of thoſe Conduits of Water, which although they ſpring not in that 
place, yet notwithſtanding they are brought from tar with great coſt and expence. The 
Plain that adjoyneth upon it, 1s all full of buildings, after the manner of a City, and the 
top of the Caſtle commandeth all the Plain. As loon as he had diſpoſed all his affairs, 
according to his hearts defire, he poſſeſſed the Kingdom in great quietneſs, for that he 
made his Subjects obedient unto him, both by fear, in ſhewing himſelf inexorable when 
it concerned him to puniſh 3 and by liberality, whereby he provided for their publick 
neceſlitiesz he therefore took an eſpecial care of himſelf, as if the life and ſafety of his 
Perſon had been the ſecurity of his People: He behaved himſelf officiouſly and favoura- 
bly towards all foreign Cities z he entertained the Princes with Preſents, which ac- 
cording to his occaſions he ſent unto them, to inſfinuate himſelf into their favours, being 
in his own nature magnificent and fit to govern: ſo that all his fortunes increaſed, and 
all things fell out happily according to his deſire. True it 1s, that the care which he im- p 
ployed in honouring Ceſar, and other mighty Magiſtrates of Rowe, cauſed him to outſtrip 
his Cuſtoms, and to alter divers Ordinances of his Country in building Cities, and erecting 
Temples in honour of them, although he builded them not in the Land of Jury: for the 
Jews would not have endured it, becauſe we are forbidden to honour Images and Figures, 
formed according to the likeneſs of a Man, as the Greeks are accuſtomed to do; but he 
did this in the Country and foreign Cities, and excuſed himſclf to the Jews : faying, that 
he did it not of his own head, but performed that according to the charge which he had 
AO _— from. others, who were greater than himſclf: and in the mean while gratified Ceſar and 
——_— no the Romans, in that he reſpefted their honour more than he did the Ordinances of his 
leſs coſts in Country ; although in all things he had regard to his particular advantage, and deter- F 
his bullding- mined with himſelf to leave behind him after his Death, large and ample teſtimonies of 
his Power and Greatneſs 3 which was the cauſe that he builded Cities with great charge 
and expence. 
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Herod cauſeth to be built a glorious City in honour of Auguſtus, which he calleth Cxzſarea. He 
ſendeth his two Sons to him, whom he had by Mariamne, their names were Alexander and 
Ariſtobulus, Auguſtus conferreth new favours on him. The cauſe why Herod uſed the 
Eflenians ſo kindly.

ing two Statues, the one repreſenting Rome, and the other Auguſtus Ceſar. This City alſo 
was called Ceſarea, as much to be wondred at for the matter whereof it was builc, as for 
the Art whereby it was erefed : and no lefs cunning was there ſhewed in the Vaults and 
Conduits under ground, than in thoſe buildings that were about them : ſome of them 
were conveyed toward the Port, and diſcharged themſelves into the Sea : but there was 
one that went athwarts all the reſt, to the end that thereby the Rain-water, and the clean- 
ſings of the City might be conveyed into the Sea, and that when the Sea ſhould flow, it 
might waſh and cleanſe all the City.

occaſion that followeth. A certain Man, called Zenodorxs, had rented Lyſanias Lands 5 zenovrus th- 
and nor contenting himſelf with thoſe revenues which he gathered, but deſirous to gather veh by ſpoil. 
more, he lived upon ſpoils and robberies in Trachona, which is a Country the Inhabitants 

whereof commonly live by pillage and ſpoil, which they purchafe from the Citizens and 
Merchants of Damaſeo. And ſo far was Zenodorws from prohibiting theſe robberics, that 

he himſelt alſo was partaker of the booty : ſo that the Nations neighbouring abour, ſeeing 
themſelves thus abuſed, ſought for remedy at Varss's hands, who was their Governor, re- 

quiring him to acquaint Ceſar with Zerodorus's proceedings. Which when he underſtood, 

he commanded that ſuch lawleſs Rioters ſhould be puniſhed, and that the Country ſhould 

be added to the Juriſdiction of Herod, to the intent that by his vigilancy, the Inhabitants 

ot Tracona (ſhould no more moleſt their Neighbours. For it was hard to reſtrain them, con-= 

f1dering that they were accuſtomed, and traded in ſtich Theft, and could not live other- 

ways. For they ncither had Towns nor Lands, neither Heritages nor any Pollcflions, but 

only certain retreats and Caves under ground, and lived pell-mell like Beaſts: and having 
made abundant proviſion of Water and ViEtuals, they might cafily endure War a long 
time,

rather by good means than open violence, being loth to give any occaſion of new trouble 
C:ſxr comerh Or diſquiet.

[clves, tions, began to continue their Exclamations,and ſomewhat the more andaciouſly, for that 

they perceived that they lived as yet unpuniſhed, whom Agrippa had delivered into He- 

rod's hands : For Herod had et them at hberty without any puniſhment, notwithſtanding 

that in regard of his own Subjects, he was inexorable as ever Man wasz and moſt patient 


in induring thoſe Injuries that were offer'd him by Strangers, whom he always diſmiſſed

without revenge. When therefore they accuſed him of violence and rapine, and for vio- F 


lating and razing down their Temples, Herod being nothing concerned thereat, preſented 
The Tear of t9* \zmſelt before the Emperony to juſtifie his Actions. But Ceſar entertained him very kindly, 
defi oh Ws. and diminiſhed nothing of the good Afﬀettion which he bare unto him, notwithſtanding 
tivity of Chriſt, all the uproars and inſolent tumults of the People. Thus was the firſt Day ſpent in Audi- 
"AA ence of their Complaints, and in thoſe Days that foHowed, there were no further Objetti- 
ons to be heard of : For the Gadareans perceiving both Ceſar's Diſpoſition and the Inclina- 

tion of his Conncil, and fearing (as it was moſt likely) to be delivered into Herod's Hands, 

the next night after fome of them killed themſelves 3 others for fear of Torments brake 

their own necks; and ſome of them alſo drowned themſelves in the River. And thus 

whereas they ſcemed-to condemn themſelves, Ceſar preſently abſolved Herod. 

Ulahs, py And this Felicity of his was ſeconded with another of ſmall conſequence : For Zenodo- 
n:1;andorher 175 having his Bowels broken through an extream flux of Blood, finiſhed his Life at Anti- 
Rerons = och in Syria, Whereupon Ceſar gave Herod his Country, which was a large Poſleſſion, and 
Py = wasſituate between Trachonita and Galilee, containing Ulatha, Pan-as, and the Countries 
Herd ghly thereabouts. He-made him one of the Governours of Syria alſo, commanding them to ex- 
een ectite nothing without his Advice. At this time he attained to the height of all worldly fe- 
Ceſ.s makerh licity: For whereas within the mighty Roman Empire, all things were diſpoſed by Ceſar 
reros 3.15 and Agrippa, Ceſar honoured no Man more than Herod next to Agrippaz and Agrippa re- 
| tpected him above alÞMen next to Ceſar. Whereupon he grew to be ſo confident, that 

he begged a Tetrarrhy at Ceſar's Hands, for his Brother Pherorasz, on whom he beſtowed 

one Hundred Talents ot his Revenue out of his own Kirgdow, that if he ſhould happen 

0 dic, Pheror4;'s Eſtate might be aſſured and left no ways ſubje& unto his Children. .

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A As ſoon as he had conducted Ceſar as far as the Sea, upon his return, he builded a 
ſtately Temple of White Marble in honour of his Mame , in the Country which be- 
longed to Zenodorus, near toa place which is called Paxion which is a huge Cavein the 
heart of a Mountain, and a place of great Pleaſure, under which there is a wide Pool of 
immeaſurable depth, which is full of ſtanding Water, and the upper part of the Moun- 
tain is very high. From under this Cave ſprings the Fountain-head of the Flood For- 
dan.This place of it ſelf fo famous and delightful, was choſen out by Hered,and adorn'd 
alſo with a Temple which he built in honour of Cz/ar. At that time alſo he releaſed the 
third part of thoſe Tributes which his SubjeRs paid unto him, to the end: (as he faid) 
that he might relieve his Subjects after the penury rhey had endured, But the truth of 
B his intention was, that he did it to that end to win their favours, who were finiſterly 
affected towards him. For they had conceived an hatred againſt hin, becauſe all Piety 
was ina manner aboliſhed,and the ordinances of the Country in a ſort difanulled by the 
means of thoſe Temples which he had built, and each man privily murmured bitterly 
againſt him;ſo that they were inclining to a Mutiny. But Herod, with great diſcretion 
prevented it, and cut off all occaſions of infurretion, commanding every one tomind 
his buſineſs;forbidding them to make any Aſſemblies in the City,or to talk one with a- 
nother under colour of walking abroad for pleafure,or feaſt's fake. Moreover he had ſent 
out certain /n/eliigencers to diſcover all that which was done, appointing grievous pu- 
niſhments for thoſe that miſliked his Government. For divers of then were led unto the 
C Caſtle of #ircania,ſome openly,ſome privately, where they were no ſooner impriſoned, 
but they were put to death;8r both in the City and in the Countrey, there were certain 
men apointed to take notice of all ſuch that us d any Aſſemblies upon any occaſion whats 
ſoever.He was ſo concerned at his Subjects diſtaſtes,that,as it is reported of him, hetook 
the habit of a private man,and thruſt himſelf in the nidht-time into the company of the 
people,tounderſtandand gather what they thought of his Government;and thoſe wizom 
he found to be untracable and obſtinate, and would not be conformed to his will, he 
diſpatcht them by one means or other, binding the reſt of the people by an oath to ſerve 
him faithfully,& conſtrained them to keep the oath they had ſworn,& to acknowledge 
his Sovereignty;whereunto divers through the fear they conceived;cafily condeſcended. 
D But they who had more courage, and were diſcontented to ſee themſelves conſtrained, 
he cut them off by 'all means poſſible. He required alſo an oath of divers of thoſe Se- 
aries who followed the Phariſees Po/lio and Sameas;and notwithſtanding they denied 
to take the oath, yet he did not puniſh them as he did the other for their refuſal, in re- 
ſpe and reverence of Po/lio their Maſter. From this rigouralſo were they exempt, who 
amongſt us are call'd Eſeans,which isaſort of men that liveafterthat manner that Pytha- 
goras did among the Grecians,of whom I have more expreſly diſcours'd in another place. 

I think it not a matter to beoverſlipt,neither varying from my Hiſtory,toreporrt for 
what cauſe the King had fo religious an opinion of thoſe men.There was a certain E/ſe- 
an called: Manahem, who in his Se was accounted an upright and juſt man, and one 
E that had obtained from God theknowledge of things to come.He ſeeing Herod one day 
at ſuch timeas he was very young,and went to School, faluted him,and called him Ang 
of the Fews. Herod ſuppoſing that Manahem knew him nor, or that he mocked him, re- 
proved him ſharply for his Speech, fay ing, that he acknowledged himſelf to be one of 
the common ſort. Manahem ſmiling, hit him gently with his hand upon the Back, and 
ſaid unto him, Thou ſhalr be King,and ſhalt have a happy Reign;for ſuch is God's pleaſure: 
and at that time remember thy ſelf of the Words that © ſpake unto thee, which ſhall 
ſerve for a teſtimony to put thee in mind of thy mutable eſtate. For it becometh thee no- 
thing more,than by Fuſtice, Piety; and Equity, to win the hearts of thy Subjeds; yet know 
[ Ly revelation from God,that thou wilt not follow theſe Inſtruitions ; for thou ſhalt forget 
and neglect both divine and humane Laws, though in other reſpetts thou ſhalt be moſt for- 
tunate, and purchaſe eternal Glory. Tet ſhalt thou not eſcape God's hands; for he ſhall cha- 
ſtiſe thee in the latter time of thy Life with a grievous puniſhment. 

Ar that tirme Zerod gave ſmall regard to thoſe his words,in that he had no hope that 
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any ſuch thing ſhould happen;but not long aſter,as ſoon as he had obtained the Xingdom, oneth with

« $.. admirable Actions, conceived in his Mind, a mighty Project : which Was, to re- 
eth to re-editie edifie God's Temple, of greater Bigneſs, and anſwerable Height ; hoping that this x 
God's Tem- Work, which was the moſt admirable of all thoſe he had undertaken ( as indeed it 
HY was) being finiſhed, would erernize his Memory. But fearing leſt the People, in re- 
eth the People gard of the greatneſs of the Enterprize, would be hardly drawn thereunto, he deter- 
—_=_ > — Arg mined to ſound their Intentions by his Diſcourſe; and tor that cauſe aſſembling them 
Temple. together, he ſpake after this manner : 

Men and Brethren, I hotel it to be a Matter both vain and ſuperfluous, to recount uy- 
to you what things I have performed during the time of my Government : For they have 
been of that nature, that they have returned me but little honour, and your ſelves great 
profit and ſecurity, For you your ſelves know, that in thoſe adverfities that have befallen 
you, T have been no ways negligent in that which concerned your profit ; and in thoſe Build- 
ings I have erefted by God's aſſiſtance, I have not ſo much regarded my ſelf, as that which 
thnrcerneth you all; and my hope is, by the will of God, that I hawe brought the eſtate of 
the Jews to that degree of Felicity, that they never had or expetted before this time. As 
for that which 1 have particularly done in the heart of the Country , and in the Cities 
which I have augmented, as well with ornament and beauty, as with a number of Inhabi- 

- fants ; ſmce you your ſelves know, T think it a ridiculous matter to reduce them to your 
Memory. But I muſt aſſure you, that the Deſign which 7 will preſently undertake, is far 
more holy and more excellent than may be performed by us. For our Predeceſſors, after 
they were returned from the Captivity of Babylon, Builded a Temple in Fonour of our 
great and mighty God, which in height wanted fixty Cubits of that which Solomon firſt T, 
built ; yet ought we not to objett it as a blame, or aferibe this Attion to any impiety in 
our Anceſtors. For the Temple was not at their diſpoſing ; but the meaſure of their Build- 
ing was ſet down by Cyrus and Darius the Sox of Hyſtaſpes,to whom, and their Succeſſors, 
they have firſt of all been Slaves, as after their time they have been under the ſubjettion 
of the Macedonians; ſo that they had not the Means and Opportwnity to raiſe this reli- 
gious Monument, according to the firſt Pattern, to that requiſite and convenient height. 
But ſince at this preſent, by God's permiſſion, I have obtained the Kingdom, and that for a 
long time hitherto we have enjoyed a happy peace ; and that neither Money nor great Re- 
venues are wanting; and that which 7s our greateſt good, we are made happy by the fa- 
wour of the Romans, who in a ſort are Lords of the whole World, and in effett are our M 
entire Friends , I will enforce my ſelf to repair that Defett, which happened in times 
paſt through the Miſeries of our noble Predeceſſors ; reſolving with my ſelf to perfett 
that which is requiſite for the Service of God, in acknowledgment of the Benefits which 
I have received from him, by whoſe Mercy and Means 7 have obtained my Kingdom. 

This ſudden and unexpeRted Speech of Zerod's filled all mens ears with wonder, and 
hearts with expeQation, in that he ſeemed to promiſe ſuch a thing as was beyond 
their hope, and, as they thought, far greater than his power; and that which moſt di- 
ſtracted them, was, for that they had conceived a fear, leſt after he had pulled down the 
old, he ſhould not be of ability to ere a new.

He encompaſled all the Temple with moſt ſtately Gal-* 
leries, correſpondent to the magnificence of the ſame, and .ſurpaſling/ thoſe in times 
paſt for the coſt: ſo that never any man before him fo magnificent adorned the' 

Temple, Two of which were underpropped with very ſtrong Walls,” Whele Work-' 
manſhip was ſo exquiſite, that it is incredible to relate,;. There was a ſtony riſing or 
hillock, and very ſtreight and high, the top whereof towards the. Eaſtermpſt parr of” 
the City was ſomewhat ſmooth and bending. The firſt that, encompaſſe@ it With a wall, 
was Solomen our King, who by God's favour and labour of divers workmen, did firſt of 

C all build the higher part: Herodalſo incloſed the lower part thereof with another wall, 
under which to the Southward there lieth a moſt deep valley. This wall Wis made of 
huge ſtones, cloſe faſtened one unto the other with Lead,ſhuttiog all within his incloſure, 
and extending it ſelf very deep: fo that the greatneſs and height of this four-{quare- 
building was an incredible thing to be imagined. The greatneſs of the Stones appeared 
in the Front, but on the inſide they were faſtened together with clapſes of Iron, which 
fortified and ſtrengthned the building for ever againſt all injuries of times. ©* This work 
having been thus continued to the top, and the void ſpace between the. wall and the 
riſing hillock filling up the floor above, was made level. The whole circuit of the 
Tower contained about four ſtades or furlongs, a ſtade or furlong in length from angle 

D to angle. On the inſide and near unto the top there was another wall of. ſtone exten- 
ded along the Eaſtern fide : having a double porch of equal greatneſs, withthar of the 

. wall, and placed in the midſt of the Temple, and openeth right upon the: gates there- 
of, which the Kings formerly had adorned. Round about the Tem le were planted 
thoſe ſpoils which were taken from the Barbarians, which King, Herod had placed 
there, with all thoſe ſpoils which he had taken from the Arabians. In a corner on the 
North-ſide there ſtood a very ſtrong Fortreſs, builded by the {monians; who were 
Herod's Predeceſlors, and had been both Kings and High-Prieſts, and had impoſed a 
name on that Tower which was Bari, in which they kept the Prieſtly Veſture, where- 
with the High-Prieſt was wont to be adorned at that time only, when he was-to offer 

E facrifice. King Herod kept the fame in that place, and there remained it after his 
death, until the time of 7;berius Ceſar, under whom Yite/zus Governor of Syria, came 
unto Jeruſalem, where he was entertained by all the people with as great magnificence; 
as was poſlible: and being deſirous to acknowledge the favour that he had received at 
their hands, being requetted by them that they might have the keeping of the High- 

Prieſt's Ornaments, he wrote unto Tiberius Ceſar to grant them that favour : and till 
the death of King Agrippa the Jews had the fame in their poſleſſion, But after that 
Agrippa was dead, Caſſius Longinus that governed Syrza, and Caſpius Fadus Lieutenant 
of Judza, commanded the Fews to return the ſame into the” Fortreſs A4ztonia; ſayin 

That the Romans ought to be Lords thereof,as they had been in times pafF Forwhich caute, 

F the Jews ſent Ambaſſadors to Claudius Ceſar, to requelt his favour therein, who arri- 
ving at Rome, found the young King 4grippa there, who befought the Emperor that it 
might be lawful for him to have the keeping of the habit : who commanded Yz:re/ius 
the Governor of Syra, to deliver it into his hands. It was fermerly kept under the 
ſeal of the High-Prieſt and the cuſtody of the Treaſurers, and on the Eve of a certain 
ſolemn Feaſt, the Treaſurers went up to the Captain, who kept the 'Fortrefs fot the 
Romans, and after they had opened their ſeal, they took the habit: and after the Feaſt - 
was paſt, they returned it back again unto the ſame place,and ſhut it up under the ſame * .

eretted this. Porch of fo great a heighth, thar but tolook from the top thereof,and to con- 
ſider the depth as well ihe Valley, as the heighth of the Porch, it would make a man 

iddy, and his eye could not pierce unto the bottom of the fame. Thoſe Galleries were 
upported by foar ranksof Pillars equally diſtant ; and a ſtrong Stone-wall filled up 
the ſpaces-that were between the Pillars of the fourth rank : the thickneſs of the Pillars 
was ſuch, that one was as much as three Men could fathom, holding one another by 
the hand, for each of them was twenty and ſeven foor about, with a double baſe ar 
the bottom. The whole number of them was.one hundred ſixty and two, they were 
engraven and damask'd with Corinthian work, fo. that it moved admiration 'in' thoſe 
that beheld it. Betwixt theſe four ranks of Pillars there were three Porches, con- 
taining in breadth'cach of them thirty foot, and'in lengtha ſtate or furlong : and more 
than fiſty foot in heighth. That in the midſt was in breadth once and half as much 
as theſe two; and in heighth twice as much, "The Floor was made of rare-Planks, 
engraven with divers Figures, and theRoof thereof was far higher than any of the reſt, 
in, which ,were certain huge beams morteiſed, on which there were certain Pillars 
builded, united and joined ſo together, that it is incredible to thoſe that have not 
ſeen it, and admirable to him that beholdeth it : for all the work ſeemed” to be but

' reſt. The people were repleniſhed with the fulneſs of joy, and every one gave thanks 


unto God for that the whole Work was finiſhed fo ſpeedily, and wiſhed all happineſs to 
the King for his coſt and diligence in the execution and finiſhing thereof ; and they ce- 


The dedication [ebrated a great Feaſt in honour of the reſtauration of the Temple. Then did the King 
of the Tewple- "fer up three hundred Oxen unto God, and the reſt of them, cach one according to 


his ability offered ſo many facrifices, that they can hardly be numbred. 

About the very time of the Celebration of this Feaſt, in the honour of the Re-edift 
cation of the Temple, the Rings day of Coronation fell out, which he was wont to ſo- 
lemnize every year with great joy ; and for this two-fold occaſion the ſolemnity and joy

inn, ap. GB SSzs dom: Which Law did not ſeem ſomuch to intend the puniſhment of 
new Law, that | Malefaftors, as the diſſolution of his own Country-Cuſtoms. For to 
wall-breakers ſerve foreign Nations, who lived not after the manner of the Jews, and to do whatſo- 
inco bondage EVeEr they commanded them, was more prejudicial unto Religion than unto the Par- 
out of the tjes convicted of that fatt, Wherefore it was ſufficiently already in the old ancient 
> gunne Laws provided for the puniſhment of ſuch People, to wit, that a Thief ſhould reſtore 
ment of rhefc four times as much as he ſtole : Which it he was not able to do, that then he was to be 
according t® {old not unto ſtrangers, nor into perpetual bondage, but only for ſeven years ; at 
Joes, Exod.r.

« received 3 but rather I ſhould firſt of all put you in remembrance of the Letters that 
« the Emperour writ unto the Senate concerning this matter, wherewith he obtained 
&« for Antipater the Honours and Priviledges of the City. For this only argument had 
« been ſiifficient to have declared that we did not obtain ſuch favour without deſert, 
« and requeſt thee now to confirm the ſame, of whom we might juſtly hope for new 
« Benefits, ſeeing ſuch friendſhip and familiaricy between thee and our King. ' For we 
« have underſtood by our Nation that dwcll in Fedea, how many Offerings thou didſt

D Now nooneof the Greeks offered to oppoſe himſelf againſt that which Nicholaxs did 
ſpeak; for this was no contention to a Judge concerning their Right, but only a depre- 
cation and ſupplication to avoid injury. Neither did they deny it, only thus they ex- 
cuſed themſelves,that the Jews dwelling amongſt them, were troubleſome unto them. 
But the Jews ſhewed themſelves to be free Citizens, and to live according to their Reli-

gion and Laws of their Country, without any Man's moleſtation or injury. Where- Agine con-] 
tore Agrippa A that they were wronged, anſwer'd thus: That he would hot firmerh the 
only gratifie them for his Friend Herod's ſake, but alſo for that they ſeemed to him to de- / __—_ 


mand a reaſonable matter. Wherefore though they had demanded a greater thing of 
him, he would have granted them whatſoever he might, without prejudicing the People 
of Rome. And now ſeeing they only, demand of him that which already the Rowars 
had granted unto them, he would ratifie and confirm urito them the Benefit which they 
had alread received at the Roxrars hands, _ and provide that henceforth no Man ſhould 
moleſt them for living according to the Inſtitution and Ordinances of their Country. 
Having thus ſpoken, he diſtnifled the Aſſembly. Then Herod ariſing, thanked him in 
all their Names. And then, after mutual embracing one another, they departcd, taking 
their leaves from Lesbus. -

And which, was the greateſt matter of all, he had not uſed the H 
"Weirld, 2659. ; Authority of a Father againſt them after theſe Enterprizes, but brought them unto Ceſar 
before, Cbrift's their common Benefactor ; and that forſaking his own Right of a Father, who, had been 
CEE: injured 5 or of a King, againſt whom Treaſon had been wrought ; he was now content 
to debate his matter with them before ſuch a Judge, as well knew how to decide the 
thinginqueſtion according to Right and Equity 3 yet requeſted him that their Offence 
might not beleft unpuniſhed, nor he forced to lead the reſt of his Life (till in perpetual 
fear ;,;nor ſuffer them' to beſo miſerable, as never to enjoy themſelves, nor delire to 
ſee the light of-the Snn; after having violated the moſt ſacred Laws of God and Na- 
ture. ' Herod having with a vehement voice objected theſe Accuſations againſt his Sons 
before Ceſar, the. two Princes were not able toabſtain from Tears whilſt he was yet 
ſpeaking; and having ended his Speech, they wholly burſt out into Tearsz not that they 
were guilty of thoſe Impieties laid unto their charge, but that they were accuſed 
by. thar Father ; ' againſt whom. it. was not decent to ſpeak . freely for themſelves, 
Alias, cap. 9.” NOr expedient to etal to defend their own Cauſe. Wherein they remained doubt- 
_—_—_—_ fal what to do, moving .the Auditors to pity them by their Tears and Lamentati- 
moved all char ONS 3. and fearful withal, leſt. it ſhould be thought that their guilty Conſciences did 
were preſent, trouble them , that they were not. able to ſpeak in their own defence 3 ſeeing that 
_ *indeed it was only for want of Experience, by reaſon of their tender years. Which

CHAP. -VIII. 


Of Alexanders's defence, and how the, two Brethren were reconciled to their Father 
Herod. 


T” Hen the young Princes perceiving both their Father and Czſar to be' mollified 
and they that were preſent partly to pity them, partly to ſhed Tears of Com- 
paſſion 3 the one of them named Alexander, who was the elder, direting his Speech to 
his Father, began thus to clear himſelf of the Crimes objected againſt them : Father, how 
well and Fiendl-minded thou "art towards ws, this preſent Judgment declareth ; for hadt 
_ ned thou determined any heavy Sentence againſt us, thou wouldeſt not have brought us before 
his Brother's him, who js the Preſerver of ws all; for thou mighteſt, being a King, or for thy Authority 
deicned' "ger ws as a Pather, have puniſhed us for our Offence according to thy Power : But in that thou 
Baſt brought as to Rome, and made Czlar our Judge, it is an argument that thou ſeekeſt to M 

ſave #43, for no Man "_ any one to the Temple whom he purpoſeth to deſtroy 5, which greatly 

' aggravateth our cauſe, who do cenſure "of oy unworthy to live, rather than'to incurr an 
Opinion 4 Impiety committed againit thee ſuch a Father. How far more expedient is it to 

die guiltleſs, than to live ſuſpeFed of ſo great an -Ingratitnde £ _—_ if God grant ws 
fo much ſucceſs in our defence, as to perſuade you of the truth, we ſhall not rejoice” ſo nmech 
for ' having eſcaped ſo great a danger, as to be found innocent by your Judgment 4 for we 
do not deſire to' live with the ſuſpicion f thoſe Calummies. * F/ is a probable Acenſation 
to actuſe our years, 4s having affeted the” Kingdom; and our unfortunate Mother's 
"Calamity maketh it. ſeem more probable. But" tonſider, I beſeech thee, if the ſame Crinte 
may not 3s wel' be framed againſt any one whomſoever , as againſt us. For any King x 
Having Children by a Wife that is now dead, may, if it pleaſe hint, ſuſpect them, as praiſing 
Treaſon againſt him their Father. But ſuſpicion is not ſufficient to prove a Man Impi- 
ons and Guilty: Wherefore produce any one that can bring ſufficient proof, that may 
induce any moderate Judge to believe, that we ever attempted fe a horrid Crime. Can 
"any ' Man ſhew that Poyſon was prepar d by us for you,, or that we conſpired" with any, 
-or that we corrupted any Servants with Money and Gifts or that we writ any Letters 
againſt thee 2 Tet Calumny may feign every one of theſe upon no occaſion. 'It is a grit- 
-vores matter for Diſcord to be in a Prince's Court ; and the -hope of Dominion , which 
your Majeſty affirmed to be the reward of Piety, doth often impel Men's Minds wnto' haindns 
Offences. But although it be moſt certain that we cannot be convitted of any Crime, yet hw © 
can we clear our ſelves from Accuſations forged againſt us, before them that will ot - hear us f 
But did we ſpeak ſome inſolent Wortls 2 yet were they not againſt thee; O my Father {for that ha1 
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A been Impiety ) bat againſt them who traduced us, We bewailed owr Mother's misfortunes. Ne * 
I: is true 3, but not becauſe je is deal, but betauſe after her death | ay is evil ſpoken of by thoſe abr Ang 
wo ought not to doit, We affe# the K ingdom of our Father, he being yet alive, Where- %fore Chriffs 
in? Is not that purpoſe of ours vain and frivolous, we having already been graced with King- " NI 
ly Honours * And ſuppoſe we were not 3, yet might we hope for them. But could we expe them 
with killing of thee, whem both Earth and Seas would diſdain afier ſo execr.uble an Offence 2 
Or could we have expeted that the Loyalty of thy SubjeFs, and the Laws of our Nation would 
have permitted us, having gotteu the K ingdom by murthering our Father, to have enjayed the 
ſame, and entred into the oly Temple, which thou didjt repair £ Or ſuppoſe we deſpiſed then 
all ;, yet coul4 any one that murthere4 thee eſcape, Czlar being living £ The Children by thee | 
begoticn are not ſo impious nor fooliſh, though more unfortunate than thy Eſtate requires. And 
ſeeing thou haſt nothing to accuſe us of, or nothing to prove any accuſation laid unto our charge, 
how canſt thou be perſuaded that we are guilty of ſuch inhumane A#s? Is it becauſe our Mo- 
ther was put to death 2 But her death ought rather to have made us more wary, than inſolent 
and raſh, We could ſpeak more in okr own defence than this ; but what need is it to excuſe 
that which was never done 2 Wherefore we beſeech Cxzſar (who is Lord of all, and now our 
Judge ) only this, That if thou canſt, O my Father, put away ont of thy mind all ſuſpicion of 
ws, to ſuffer us to live hereafter, how unhappy and unfortunrte ſoever : For what is more mi- 
ſerable, than to be raſhly accuſed without cauſe £ But if thou canſt not, we living, live without 
fear of us, let us die condenmed by our own cenſure. For our Lives are not ſo dear unto as, that 
we defire to keep them to his moleſtation that beſtowed them upon us. 


Ceſar with thefe words, though betore not greatly crediting fuch Accuſations and 
Slanders laid againſt them, was now more moved to believe that they were guiltleſs, and 
the rather, that fixing his Eyes upon Herod, he perccived him alfo to be moved, and all 
that were preſent were ſorry tor the young Princes: So that all who were preſent cen- All Men do 
ſured the King, for the abſurd and frivolous accuſation framed againſt them; their youch P!i*y chezoung 
and handſomneſs made all the Speftators ſo concerned at their misfortunes, that there mY 
was nothing wherein they were not ready to affiſt them: And much more, after that 
D Alexander had ingeniouſly refuted his Father's Accuſations, the accuſed remaining (till in 
the ſame poſture and place, and for griet fixing their Eyes upon the ground. At laſt fome 
hope appeared, ſo that the King humſelt ſeemed to need ſome exciſe for having ſo 
raſhly accuſed his Sons, without any certain proot of his Accuſations. Atlaſt, Ceſar ha- E«/# pro- | 
ving a while deliberated with himſelf, pronounced that the Princes were innocent of y_ _ 
the Crimes laid unto their charge. Yet herein they were to blame, that they had ſo be- hls mY 
haved themſelves, that they gave their Father occaſion to ſuſpe&t them. And as for "*<<ftended, 
Herod, he requeſted him to lay afide all ſuſpicion, and to be reconciled to his Children. —— «. 
For it was unjuſtly done of him to believe ſuch torged Accuſations againſt thoſe whoth ſupicion, and 
he had begotten 3 that he was fully perſuaded that they would prove ſo dutiful to him os _ _ 
for the future, that he would not only forget that diſtaſte that they had given him, bur be cache 
x. that he would alſo renew his former Aﬀettion towards them 3 and borh Parties endea.. *2 is Chil 
vouring thus to re-eſtabliſh the Friendſhip and Truſt that ought to be between ſo near TY 
Relaticns, their union would be greater and more fincere than ever. Ceſar having thus Herod is re- 
admoniſhed the young Men, they prepared themſelves to entreat their Father's wonted <9iled ro 
favour: He, not expecting ſo long, came and embraced cach of them one after ano- _—— 
ther, they weeping exceedingly 3 and all thoſe that were preſent, both Servants and 
others, did the like. 

Then giving humble thanks unto Ceſar, they departed together, and A-tipater with Antipater 
ther, counterfeiting himſelf to congratulate their Happineſs for being reconciled unto **vdly der 
his Father. Within a few Days after, Herod gave Ceſar three hundred Talents, who tus | ro 
was now beſtowing his Gifts and Preſents at Rome, and exerciſing his liberality upon the **rurncd in- 
People. And Ceſar again beſtowed upon him half of the Revenues out of rhe Mines of wen,

After this, Herod return'd again into Jude4, in whoſe abſence the Trathonites, that 4 
were no {mall part of his Kingdom, were revolted, yet by the induſtry of the: Captains are conguts 
he left to overſee all in his abſence, they were reduced again, and forced to do as they ©4 
were commanded. As Herod and his Sons were failing towards home, arriving at Elexſa

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King of Cappadocia. Archelaws did courteoully entertain Herod, and was very joyful 14 
World, 3555. that his Sons and he were made Friends, and that Alexander his Son-in-Law had ſo well 
before Corilt's cleared himſelf and his Brother of the Crimes laid unto their charge. And fo each one 
—_ beſtowing apon the other Princely Gifts, they departed, taking their leave one of the 
other. After this, Herod being newly returned into Judea, and calling the People togg- 
'ther into the Temple, told them all that had paſt in his abſence from them, and the 
courteſie of Ceſar; and told them allo of other Afeairs that he thought fit for them to 
know;and turning the latter end of his Speech unto his Sons, and exhorting the Courtiers 
.and common People to concord, he told them that his Sons ſhould reign after him, and 
firſt of all Antipater ; and after him, his Sons that he had by Mariamme, Alexander and Ari. 
ſtobulzs. In the mean time, every one of them ſhould hononr him as King and Lord, not- l 
withſtanding his old Age, which for long experience was the fitter to govern, ſeeing there 
was nothing in him wanting to keep both his Subjects and Children in their Obedience; 
and that the Souldiers alſo, it they only reſpected him, ſhould live in all happineſs and 
felicity without moleſtation. Having thus ſpoken, he diſmiſſed the People, fome think- 
ing he had ſpoken according to equity , others thinking clean contrary : For having 
now as it were cauſed an emulation amongſt his Children, there was as it were already 
a ſhew of ſome mutation.

And a great 

Company being gathered together to behold theſe Sports, he received all Embaſladors 

ſent unto him from other Nations, to thank him for the Benefits he had beſtowed on M 

them 3 and he lodged, feaſted, and recreated them : And being all day long amongſt 

the People to ſee thoſe Sports, at night he received them with Banquets, and ſhewing 

them his Magnificence; and gained great praiſe and commendations for a worthy King. 

For, he 1n all things ſo provided, that the laſt was more pleaſing and grateful than the 

firſt, and cauſed him to be more admired. And it is reported that Ceſar himſelt and 

Agrippa often did ſay, That Herod's Magnanimity was greater than his preſent Revenues 

Ceſar and 4» conld bear, and that he well deſerved an Empire as big as all Syria and Egypt. Theſe 

£4 fs Sports being ended, he builded another Town in a Field called Capharſaba, chuſing for 

Magnanimity, 1t a Watery Soil fit for Plants : The City was compaſſed with a River ; and he allo 

£1227415 planted round about it a Wood full of fine Trees. This Town he called Arti- 

| patris, after his Father's Name Antipater. After which he alſo builded a Caſtle about 

Cypronis builr. Jericho, called after his Mother's Name, Cyproz, which was very ſtrongly fortified, and 

adorned within with rare and ſumptuous Edifices. And not forgetting his Brother, 

he dedicated nnto him moſt ſtately Buildings 3 for firſt he built a Tower as, big as

the Inhabitants, asa Beauty unto their City. He alſo helped to maintain the Sports at 

Olympas with yearly Revenues, that for want of maintenance began to- decay ; So that The Sports of 
by his means there were more {olemn Sacrifices, and all things more ſumptuous to pleaſe Oymyes. 
them that came to behold them : For which L 1berality he was declared perpetual Maſter _ 

and Maintainer of thoſe Sports. It 1s admirable to ſee in one Van ſuch diverſity of Minds; a, uw gil 
tor on the one fide, if we conſider his Liberality towards all Men, we muſt nceds fay, he firangers, and 
was of a moſt free and bountitul Nature 3 contrariwile, if we conſider the Injuries and at = 
Cruelty he ſhewed againſt his Subjefts and deareſt Friends, we muſt confeſs him to have © 
been a hard Man, and intractable, and who paſled all bounds of modeſty ; fo that we 

would think him to have been of two contrary diſpoſitions. But am otherwiſe perſua- 

ded, and think that both theſe did proceed trom one matter : For becauſe he thirſted 

after Glory and Honour, and wholly apphed himſelf therennto, he became liberal where- 

ſoever he was, in hope either to reap preſent thanks for his labour, or a future remem- 

brance. Wherefore ſpending above his Revenues for this matter, he was forced to be 
chargeable to his Subjects 3 forit was neceſlary that he that ſo laviſhly beſtowed ſuch 

huge ſams of money upon others, ſhould ſomewhere get it, though with evil mcans. 

Laſtly, ſeeing himſelf tor fuch-like Injuries hated of his Subjects, he thought it a hard 

matter to get their Good-wills 3 which he could do no ways elſe, but by remitting the 

Tribute they paid him. Wherefore he abuſed the Hatred of his People for his own 
Commodity : For if any one of them did not tolerate that Slavery wherein they lived, 

or did endeavour to ſhake off the Yoke of his Dominion, againſt ſuch he uſed a prodigji- 

ous Cruelty 3 and injured them no leſs, than it they had been his Enemies, withont re- 

garding Fricndſhip or Kindred; for that he deſired alone to be honoured of all Men. 

And how greedy of Honour he was, we may gueſs by the Honours he did unto Ceſar, Herd greedy 
Aerippa, and others of their Friends: For he deſired to be an example to his Subjects, * f9n0ur. 
that as he himſelf honoured Men better than himſelf, fo they ſhould all honour him like- 

wiſez thereby declaring what thing he did naturally moſt deſire. But the Jews Religi- 

on doth not permit them licenſe to honour Potentates, who of neceſlity ought to have 

greater care and reſpe& of Right and Equity, than of ſuch officiouſneſs towards Supe- 

riours: For it was diſprofit enough unto the Jews, that they could not with Statues and 

Temples obtain the King's Favour, and with like Flatteries ſatisfie the fond Appetites of 

a vain-glorious Man. And this ſcemeth to me to be the reaſon that Herod was unjuſt 


p 4nd hard towards his Friends, and to thoſe whom he made partakers of his Counſelsand

And the Grecians making no end of their Injuries, they were conſtrained by <4 by the 
Embaſladours to complain of them unto Ceſar: Who wrote unto every Province, there, ſend an 
Thatit was his pleaſure, that the Jews ſhonld enjoy like Priviledges with the other In- —— = 
habitants of the Country. The Copy of which Writing we have here ſet down, that it er fy ns 
may the better appear how the Roman Emperours of ancient times were aftected unto Immunicy. 
our Nation, 
Czlar Augaſtus Pont. Max. Trib. poteſtatis, thus decreeth : Foraſmuch as the Nati- 
on of the Jews hath always been truſty unto the Romans, not only at this Day, but alſo in all 
former Ages, and eſpecially in the time of our Father Czſar the Emperour, under Hircanus 
tecir High-Prieſt : I heve ordained, That according to the common Sentence of the Senate, 
they 
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World, 2057. High Prieſt of God, and that their Temple ſhall retain the Right of a Sanduary ; and that 
before Chriſt's 3+ ſhall be lawfil for then to ſend votive Money unto Jeruſalem by certain Perſons ; and that 
nj AP they ſhall not be compelled to appear before any Fudge upon their Sabbath Days, or the Day be- 
fore their Sabbaths, after Nine of the Clock upon the Preparation Day. And if any one be 
known to ſteal their Holy Books or Holy Money, laid up in their places appointed for Religion, 
he ſhall be guilty of Sacriledge 5 and his Goods ſhall be confiſcate unto the Treaſury of the 
People of Rome. I alſo decree, for the Good-will 1 bear unto all Men, That their Memorial 
or Requeſt offered unto me by C. Marcus Cenforinus, ſhafl, together with this my E4:, be pub- 
liſhed in the famous place, which all Alia hath dedicated unto my Name, to wit, Argyra. And 
if any ſhall be ſo bold as to do contrary to our Decree, he ſhall be puniſhed extraordinarily, B 
This was engraven in a Pillar in Ceſar's Temple. Czfar wiſheth Health znto Norbanus 
Flaccus. Let it be lawful for alf Jews whereſoever living, to carry their ſacred Money to Jerg- 
ſalem, according to their ancient Cuſtom, and that no Man ſhould forbid them ſo to do. And 
this did Ceſar writein favour of the Jews. 
 .  . Aerippaalſo wrote in the Jews behalf, as followeth : Agrippa wiſheth Health unto

| wiſheth Health to the Cyrenian Magiſtrates and Senate, The Jews inhabiting among you, 
for whom Auguſtus hath already written unto Flavins the Preſedent of Lybia, and unto other 
Magiſtrates of that Province, are not to be hindred from ſending their Holy Money to Jeru- 
ſalem, as therr Cuſtort is and they have now complained unto me, That they are eſt by 
the falſe accuſations of ſome bad People, and forbidden to do it under pretence of a certain Tri- 
bute, which notwithſtanding they are not to pay. Wherefore I command that they may be 
permitted to live after their Cuſtom, and free in all ſuch matters : And if in any of your Cities 
any ſacred Money of theirs be intercepted, that by certain Perſons which you know to be fit for 
Cave Nora. T4 purpoſe, Je make choice of them, to ſend it again unto the Jews. Item, C, Norbanus H 
nus Flacas Flaccus Proconſul : Health unto the Magiſtrates of Sardinia 3 Cxfar hath written unto me, 
writeth in the commanding that no Man hinder the Jews, according to their Cuſtom, to ſend ſacred Mo- 
Jews vebalt. cy whto Jeruſalem 5 wherefore 1 alſo write unto you of the ſame, that you may not be j t 
Fulins Antoni © 2 , Jou 0 3 b, y 2 OHOrAN 
xs Proconſul. both of my Will and Czſar's alſo. Moreover, Julizs Antonius Proconſul, did alſo write 
to this effeft : Health unto the Magiſtrates, Senate, and People of Epheſus. The Jews of 
Aſia, in the Ides of February, I fitting in the Judicial Seat at Epheſus, ſignified unto me, 
That Cxſar Auguſtus ard Agrippa have permitted them to uſe their Country Cuſtoms ;, and 
every one according as he thinketh good, to contribute his Firſt-Fruits for Religion ſake, to be 
carried without lett or hindrance_unto the Temple of the Moſt Mighty God ; and they deſrred 
me to ratifie by my Conſent , that which they had already granted them by the above-named E 
Emperours. Wherefore I would have you to know, that I alſo, according unto Czfar's and 
Agrippa's Decrees an4 Ordinances, do permit and grant them alſo to do all things they pleaſe, 
according to their Country Cuſtoms, forbidding any Man to hinder them therein. 

I have tho:ght good to add theſe Decrees, becauſe I know that theſe my Writings 
will come into the Grerians hands, that I may ſhew them, that in former ages we were 
ſo eſteemed of the publick Magiſtrates, that none were permitted to hinder us from 
uſing our Country-Rites and Ceremonies, and that by their Conſent we worſhipped 
God in our own Religion, which I do inculcate the oftner, that I may move ſtrange 
and foreign Nations, and take away their Hatred conceived againſt us, which is with- 
ont all reaſonable cauſe, For no Nation doth always uſe the ſame Cuſtoms, but almoſt p 
whole Towns among them do ſometimes alter and differ from the reſt ; yet 1s Juſtice 
cqually to be diltributed unto all Men 3 which is moſt profitable, as well to the Gre- 
cians, as to the other barbarous Nations, which is greatly obſerved in our Laws; which 
if we follow and violate not, are able to make all Nations love us. Wherefore we re- 
queſt all Men, not to deſpiſe us, for differing from them in Religion; but favour us 1n 
that we follow Virtue. For this is commen to all Nations; and without this, Man's 

Life muſt needs be unhappy. But I will now return unto my Hiſtory,

E chance, ſuch calamity at that time befel him, as might juſtly be thought the reward of 


impiety. For there was a diſcord in the Court not unlike to Civil Wars, every one 
ſtriving againſt other with hatred and forged accuſations : But eſpecially Antipater's quipaters 
politick praftice againſt his Brethren was to be noted, who entangled them by other crafcy plorting 
Men's forged accuſations ; himſelf ofrentimes ſeemed to take upon him their defence, gn 
that making a ſhew of good will unto them, he might ſecretly oppreſs them the ſoon- | 
er ; and he did fo crafrily circumvent his Father, that his Father eſteemed him to be 
his only Conſerver. Wherefore the King commanded Pro/omews his chief Secretary 
of State, to conceal nothing of the affairs of the Kingdom from Antipater, who im- 
parted all to his Mother, fo that all things were done according as they pleaſed; and 
they made him diſpleaſed with thoſe, againſt whom they knew the Kings diſpleaſure 
might redound unto their profit.

And ſhe, to pleaſe her Mother, related, 
how that oſten when ler Husband and Alexander were alone, that they were wont to 
talk of Mariarmne their Mother, and uſe reproachtul words againſt their Father ; and 
threatninz, that if they ever did obtain the Kingdom, they would make the Sons 
of the King, whom he had by other Wives Notaries and Town-Clarks, and fo they 
might reap profit of their Learning which they had attained to: and whenſoever they 
ſaw any of the Kings Wives wear any of Mariamne's apparel, that then they vowed in- 
ſtead of that attire, to cloath them with Sack-cloth, and ſhut them up where they 
ſhould aever ſee the Sun.

Herod was nevermore ſurpriſed 3 and not enduring to be falſely accuſed of 
ſo ſhamelul a faft, inveighing againſt the great malice of his Friends ; who for his good 
oftices he did them, fo rewarded him. He preſently ſending for Pheroras, very ſharply 
began to chide him, laying ; O »woſt impions that liveth anonz2ft Men! art thou become ſo 
nn2r.tefal, either to {peak or think ſuch a matter of us ? Thinkeſt thou that I do not perceive 
thy drift, that thou [peakeſt nvt thiſe words unto my Son to d:ſcredit me, but alſs to the in- 
tent by this m:ans thou mighteſt work ſome Treaſon againſt me, and cauſe me to be Poyſoned ? 
For who bit 4 good Som, as this is, would ſuffer his Father, ſuſpetted for ſuch a matter to live, 
and not to be revenned on him for ſuch offerce ? Whether doft thou think that thou didſt put N 
theſe [poeches ito his mind, or by thrm a Sword intohis hand to kill his Father withal? Or 
what was thy intent, ſeeing thou hatsft him and his Brother ; and only counterfeiting good 
will towards me, to b:ly me, and to report that of me, that without impiety could not be 
thought ?

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A death, being one who did eſpecially wiſh him well ; and what in her lay, ſeeking his —_— 
ſafety ; and that now he was in danger of more Treaſon, than ever before : For (faid eto 9 
ſhe) 1 was the only cauſe that you aid put away the Woman whom you ſo doted after, per befme Chriſt's 
ſwading you to marry the Kine s Daughter 5 and this is the cauſe that you hate me. With yr 
theſe ſpeeches, tearing her Hair and {triking her Breaſt, ſhe made a ſhew of nnocency ; 

but this geſture was a colour to hide her bad intent. So Pheroras was lefc in great per- 

plexity, not knowing what to ſay or do; and could find nopretence to excuſe his fat : 

For on the one (ide he confeſſed that he rold it unto Alexander ; and on the other he 

could not make Herod believe that he heard it of Sa/ome. This contention endured a 

good while ; at laſt, the King being wearied, ſent away his Brother and his Siſter ; and 

B greatly commending his Son's moderate mind, and that he had given him intelligence 

of thoſe ſpeeches: Ir being then late he went to ſupper. 

After this contention, Salome was hardly thought of, becauſe ſhe was judged to x1. 5:4 & 
be the Author of this ill report ; and the King's Wives hated her, becauſe they knew calumniation 
her to have ſtrange qualities ; and ſo variable, that one while ſhe would profeſs 
friend{hip, and preſently after hatred. Wherefore they till had ſomething to inform 
Herod of againſt her; taking occaſion happening by chance, which was this : There 
was a King of the Arabians, named 0bo4s, a {lothful Man, and onegiven to idleneſs : 

And there was one Sy/le that did govern all; this Man was a crafty fellow, and in 
the prime of his youth, and very beautiful. This $//25 coming urito Herod about 
C ſome buſinel(s, and viewing So/ome, who then far at Supper with him, began to ſet 
his mind upon her ; and finding ſhe was a Widow, he entred in to talk with her : 
And ſhe finding her Brother now not fo friendly unto her as before he had been, and 
alſo entangled with the beauty of this young Man, did not greatly deny to marry 
him ; and many Feaſts being made at that time, they ſhewed evident ſigns of their mu- 
tual conſent, and love one to another. The Kings Wives told the King of this in j-aſt. 
Herod commanded Pheroras, at Supper time to note if he could eſpy any tokens of fa- 
miliarity betwixt them ; and Pheroras, told him, that by ſigns and mutual viewing one 
another, they ſufficiently ſhewed their intents. After this the Arabian being ſuſpe&ed, 
departed into his own Countrey. But two or three Months after, he came again in- $)/teu the 4- 
D to Judes only for this purpoſe, and talked with Herod touching this matter, requeſting 71a" def- 
him to let Salome be his Wife; affirming that that affinity would be profitable unto him 7735<ometo 
for the traffick between his People and the Arabians, whoſe Prince he was to be ; and nicd. 
did already enjoy a great part of the Dominion. © Herod rold all this -unto'his Siſter, 
and asked her it ſhe would marry him; and ſhe anfwered ſhe would. Then they re- 
queſted that Sy/l2us ſhould become a Jew in Religion, or elfe it was not lawful for him 
to marry her. He would not condeſcend hereunto, affirming that he ſhould be ſtohed 
to death by his People, if he did it ; and fo he departed wirhout obtaining his purpoſe. 
From that time forth, Pheroras, and eſpecially the King's Wives, accuſed Salome of in- 
temperancy ; affirming that ſhe had had'the company of the Arabian. Now Herod 
E determined to marry his Daughter unto Sa/ome's Son, whom Pheroras refuſed for the 

love of his Maid 3 which Son of Sa/ome's was her eldeſt that ſhe had by Coftabarns; to 

ihew his good will towards Sa/ome his Siſter. - But he was diſſwaded by Pheroras, who 

told him that the young Man would never love ſuch a Father-in-Law, becanſe of his 

Father's death ; perſwading him rather to marry her to his eldeſt Son,who was to ſuc- 

ceed him in his Tetrachy, which he eaſily perſwaded the King unto, and fo obtained 

pardon for his former offence. Wherefore, the Match being changed, the Maid was #7 marri- 

married unto the young Man, who had an hundred Talents in dowry with her, more _—_ —_— 

than otherwiſe ſhould have been given with her. ras's Son. 
But all this while this diſſenfion of Herod's houſe did not ceaſe, but rather encreaſ: 
F ed; it having a ſhameful beginning, and coming to a ſorrowful end. * Heyod had three 

Eunuchs, whom he greatly eſteemed for their beauty ; one of them was his Butler, 

the other his Cook, and the third his Chamberlain ; whom alſo he was wont to eni- 

ploy in ſerious affairs of his Kingdom. Some one or other informed the King, that 

theſe three Eunuchs were corrupted by his Son Al-xander, with great Snms of Mo: The Son's ha: 

ney ; and being upon Tortures examined if they had accompanied with him; they red rowards 

confeſſed all ; yet they affirmed that they knew no praftice of 1 his attempted againſt *<ir fa _ 
his Father. But their torments being encreaſed by Antipater's Favourites, they were © —_ 
forced to confeſs that Alexander ſecretly hated his Father ; and he'exhorted them'ro 

forſake Herod, who was now good for nothing ; who diſſembled his Age by paintin 
G his Face,to make himſelf ſeem younger than he was ; and colouring his Head and Bea 

black, which were already grown very white through age : But rather ſet. their minds 

upon him, who would in diſpighr of his Father, enjoy his Kingdom due-unro him; 
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IEF and that then he would advance them to the higheſt honours of the Kingdom : For he H 
weld, 3937. bad not only Title to it by his Birth, but alſo was now prepared likewiſe to invade it ; 
before Chriſt's and that he had many of the Captains, of the Souldiers, and many of the Kings Friends 
Nati, on his fide, who were prepared to do or endure any thing for his ſake. 

Herod hearing this, fear and anger did ſeize on him, by reaſon that his Son's words 
ſeemed both inſolent and threatning ; and being for both theſe cauſes in a rage, he 
feared ſome greater matter to be put in pratice againſt him, which he could nor ſud. 
denly, having fo little warning, avoid : And not daring to make open enquiry, he 
ſet ſecret Spies awork, to tell him how all matters ſtood, himſelf now miſtruſting all 
Men and accounting it his ſecurity to miſtruſt all, even them that deſerved it not : and 
not moderating his ſuſpicious mind ; now whoſoever was the neareſt to him, was the

were taken, and did by other Men's means ſuffer the like, being entrapped in the ſame 

trap they ſet for their Enemies. For the King did quickly repent, for having put very 

many to death, who were not convifted ;; yer for all that, he was not hereby admoni. % 

ſhed to beware of the like hereafter ; but on his repentance for their death, raped 

ſo far, as to cauſe him to inflit the ſame Puniſhment upon the Accuſers, which he

Herod eenieth merly experienced, not to come in his ſight, nor within his Court-gates. For he did 

with Andre» now ſhake off the friendſhip between Andromachus and Gemellns, and himſelf, who 

_ and were his ancient friends; and oftentimes had gone Ambaſſadours for him, and al- 

ways been of his Counſel, and had been Tutors unto his Children, in whom he had 

always repoſed more truſt than in any others; the one of them, for that his Son Deme- 

trius was familiar with Alexander; and Gemellus, for that he knew him to be a L 

Friend to Alexander ; for he was one of them that had brought him up, and had tra- 

velled with him to Rowe. And nodoubt but he had cenſured them with ſome more 

heavy ſentence, had it not been that they were ſo eminent Perſons. Wherefore at that 

time he was contented to have baniſhed them, and deprived them of all their Authority 

i to the end, that having diſgraced theſe good Men, he might the more freely play the 

dntparer me Tyrant. Antipater was the cauſe of all this miſchief ; who from the firſt time that he

Alexander's King preſently tortured all that he imagined any way to favour Alexander, to ſee if they

knowing nothing to inform him of, died amidſt their Torments. Where he ſo much 

the more tortured others, for that contrary to his opinion, he found not ſo much as an 

evil thought againſt him; Aztipater craftily interpreting it, that they had rather in 

Torments conceal the truth, than to ſhew themſelves not truſty ro their Maſters and 

Friends ; wherefore many being taken, he cauſed them to be tortured to get ſomething 

out of ſome of them. At lait one amongſt the reſt, not able to endure thoſe Torments 

impoſed upon him, faid, that he had often heard Alexander ſay, when any one com- 

mended his tall ſtature, orskilfull ſhooting, and the reſt of his vertues, that Nature had 

beſtowed upon him theſe qualities to his prejudice 3 for his Father through envy herear, 

was offended ; ſo that when he talked with him, he did on purpoſe draw his Body to- 

gether, leſt his Father ſhould perceive the talneſs of his ftature ; and thati when he 

went a hunting with him, he on purpoſe did miſs the mark he could have hit; becauſe 

he knew his Father could not endure that he ſhould be commended. And-whilft

10, 

a little before infinuated into Czſar's acquaintance, by chance was then alfo abour the Sa 

Palace ; and hcaring theſe news, he preſently changed tus Apparel ; and clothing fed +er94 unto 

himſelf in black, he went in this manner unto Ceſar, informing him how Arabia was ©" 

afflicted with Wars,'and that the whole Kingdom was waſted by Herod, who had en- 

tred into the Country with an Army, and with tears complained that 2500 of the 

Arabian Nobility were killed, zud amongſt them his Friend and Kinſman Vacebrs ; 

and great riches were taken away, which were laid up at Repzz ; and that all this was 

done in contempt of Obodas, who had no Army ready, nor a fit Captain for his 

Forces, he being not there. Syl2w having thus ſpoken ; adding moreover, that he 
F would not have come to Rome, but that he was perſwaded that Ceſar would have 

had a care of the common peace and tranquility of his SubjeQts ; and that had he 

been at home, H-ro4 to his colt ſhould have violated that Peace.. Cze/ar hereat was 

greatly moved, and enquired of fome of Herod's Friends who were then Preſent, and 

of certain Men that were lately come out of Syria alſo, whether He704 had led an 

Army out of the limits of his own Kingdom. W hich they not denying, and Cz/ar not 

vouchſafing to hear the cauſe why, his diſpleaſare againſt Herod was greatly encreaſed, 

lo that he writ threatning Letters unto him ; telling him, that hicherto'he had uſed 

him as a Friend, but hereafter hz would uſe him as a Subje& ; which alſo: $z/ezs Fhe drabin 

lgnified unto the Arabians.

Sy/lexs to die 3 and repenting himſelf to haye written fo-threatning Letters to Herod, — 
he objected thar alſo unto Sylexs ; affirming, that by his falſe informations he had 

cauſed him to pals thelimits of friendſhip, in uſing his Friends fo hardly, And fo he ſent

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ILSS How Herod's Sons were condemned in the Council of Berytum. 


Eyod receiving this Letter, rejoyced above meaſure ; both for that he had a- 

gain obtained Cz/ar*s favour, and for that Ceſar had given him full Authority 

todo what he pleaſed unto his Sons. And yet I know not how it came to paſs, that 

he who in his proſperity was a hard Father, yet did ſhew himſelf not raſh in putting 

his Sons to death ; and though his affairs. were in a very flouriſhing condition, yet he 

Herod aſem- was very moderate in his revenge. Wherefore by Letters he called together all thoſe 
gem 1 whom Ceſar appointed, only 4rchelaus excepted, either for that he hated the Man, 
excepr Arche- Or elle for that he feared he would have withſtood his purpoſe : And when they were 
_ all come together, as well the Preſidents as the reſt, who were called out of divers 
Cities, he would not bring his Sons into the Counſel, but kept them 1n a Village of 

the Sidonians, named Plataz, not far diſtant from the City, to the intent, that if 

they were called for , he might bring them forth. Then Hero himſelf alone entring 

into the Counſel, before an hundred and fifty Men there aſſembled for that pur- 

ſe, began to accuſe his Sons before them ; and uſed a ſpeech not only pitiful for 

his one calamities, but alſo little becoming a Father, For he was very vehement in 
inveighing againſt their offence ; neither Nd he ſi Hiciently expreſs his mind, ſhewing K 

Herd accuſed many figns of fury and anger ; neicher did he deliver in writing any proofs of the Ac. 
"18501 cufations unto the Judges ; but undecently himſelf alledged there, the Father againſt

Laſtly, affirming that both Nature and Ce/ar gave him authority a- 

oainſt them; and his Country Laws fo commanded, that it anv one being accu- 

ſed his Father or Mother ſhould lay their Hands upon his Head, and the ftanders L 

by muft preſently ſtone him to death 3 which though he might eaſily do in his own 
Countrey and Kingdom, yet he thought good alſo to expett their cenſures. Yet 

he came unto them, not for that they were to judge his Sons, who were taken 

in a manifeſt crime ; but that by this occaſion they might add their ſuffrages to 

the juſt indignation of a Father offended, and that, they might leave an exam- 

ple unto all poſterity, that ſuch Treaſons ought not to be left unpuniſhed. The 

King having thus ſpoken, and not permitting the young Princes to be brought in to 

anſwer ; all ſeeing whar the King intended, and that there was no hope to reeoncile 

them unto their Father, or ſave their lives, they all confirmed his authority. And 

Saturninus ' firſt of all Saturninys, one that had been Conſul, and had been adorned with many M 


corn pre- ....

Bur Tyro immo- 
deſtly and Soldier-hke urging the King, and for his own fimplicity- not able to 
diſcern what fitted that time, the King at laſt thought this, rather a turbulent up- 
braiding him, than a friendly Admonition : And asking who thoſe Captains and 
Soldiers were, he commanded them all, and Tyro alſo, to be bound and kept in Pri- 
ſon. Then one Tripho the King's Barber, taking hereat occaſion, told the King, that 
Tyro had often ſollicited him, as he ſhav'd the King to cut his Throat with his Razor, _ 
promiſing him for recompence great Rewards, and that he ſhould be one of Alexander's 22 * by bis 
chief Friends. Having ſpoken theſe words, the King commanded him to be appre- ber accuſed to 
hended, and the Barber, and Tyro and his Son to be tortured. Tyro his Son ſeeing his res = m4 
Father in moſt miſerable Torments, and that he ſtill perſiſted in them (and by the gainſt the 
King's diſpleaſure, conjeCturing that there was no hope of life) told them that Tor- King 
tured: his Father, that he would confeſs all the Trath, conditionally that his Father 
and himſelf might be no more tormented: and having his requeſt granted, he told 
them that it was agreed, that Tyro with his own hand ſbould have killed the King : 
for he could get opportunity to come unto the King when no Man elſe was with him, 
and fo he would kill him, and for Alexander's ſake endure any Torments whatſoever. 
This ſpoken, he delivered himſelf and his Father from further Tortures : but it is un- 
certain whether the Tale he told was true, or whether he deviſed it to free them both 
from Torments. Then Herod now laying all doubt afide (if before he were in any) 
thought what death his Sons ſhould die, and leaving no place to Repentance and Mer- 
Cy, he haſtened to execute his purpoſe : and producing 3oo Captains, and Tyro and Hro with 300 
his Son, and the Barber his accuſer 3 he accuſed them all before the People, and the _—

Nicholays Da- | But Nicholaws, according as he; was requeſted , proſecuted that Accuſation which 
raſcene pro the King had, begun 5, urging all things to. the nttermoſt, and; producing all the Wit- 
King's Accu- nefles, and thoſe manifeſt Proofs that were. gathered from their examinations. that 
facion. were tortured, Eſpecially he diſcourſed at large of the King's Virtue, which he had fa- 
therly expreſſed in the education - and inſtruFion of his Children 5 for which be . had. been 
So. unkindly and unnaturally requited. Moreover, that his firſt Children's fooliſh raſt- 
neſs was not ſo much to be wondred at ; for that being young, they had been corrupted 
by the malice of their Counſellors, and had blotted out of their hearts all true Laws of yp 
"Nature, rather through ambitign: of Rule, than deſire of Riches. But that. Antipater's 
boldneſs ivas- both wonderful and wicked, who, more cruel than:the cruelleſs Beaſts, ( who 
towards their Benefaors acknowledge each good turn ) was nothing mollified - by his Fa- 
ther's ſo great Indulgence, nor terrified by his Brother s Calamity ;, but waf needs emulate 
then in their Cruelty. And thou thy ſelf (ſaid he) O Antipater, wert the Judge of their 
attempted Treaſons, by thy inquiſition they were indited, thou didft execute the juſtice 4: 
cainft them being convicted, Neither do we diſallow that thou didſt proſecute them with 
juſt indignation, -but rather admire thee for that thou imitateſt their Intemperance ; An4 
we eaſily gather, that thoſe as of thine were not. attempted for thy Father's. ſecurity, but 
intended for thy Brother's overthrow, that by. deteſting their Matte, . thou might5t inſinuate N 
thy ſelf into the favour of their Father and thine, that afierwards thou mighteSt more cun- 
tingly and ſecurely bring him to. bis end, which at length thou hait attempted to. perform.

After theſe Speeches, he added certain points concerning Aztipater's Mother, which

had offered Sacrifices, and made Prayers for the Death of the King. And moreover, 


E hedeclared what laſcivious pranks Axtipater had played with. Pheroras's Women, in ban- 


quetting and amorous and wanton Dalliances, The, Iatormations. hkewiſe that were 
preſented by ſuch as were tortured, with ſundry Teſtimonies of divers Men 3 ſome ſub- 
oined, the other found out to be immediately produced and confirmed : For each 
Man ſecing that Antipater was expoſed to the Accuſations of thoſe: Men who had the 
Government in their hands, and that the good fortune that had long accompanied him, 
had openly delivered him into the hands of his Enemies, they immediately diſcovered the 
inſatiable hatred which they had conceived againſt him, whereas before the fear that 
they had of him, enforced them to be filent : Yet he was not ſo much burthened with 
other Men's Hatreds, as with his own Wickedneſsz namely, his deadly Hatred againſt his 
Father, his breach of Amity amongſt his Brethren, whereby he filled the King's Houſ- 
hold with Seditions and Murthers, of ſome complotted, and afted by others 3 neither 
giving place to Hatred according to Juſtice,. nor to Amity according to good Afﬀedcti- 
on, but according as it might {tand with his profit. Which becanſe divers Men per- 
ceived long before that time, they judged of Events according as they had reaſon, and 
the rather becauſe that being void of Hatred , they, ſpake;-bur their Opinions. And 
whereas heretofore they had cried with a loud voice againſt him, as ſuch time as they 
were ſhut up 3 atthis time when they. were deprived of their fear, they declared all 
things that they knew. And whereas there were produced diversof the miſchiefs com- 
mitted by him, yet there ſeemed nothing to be feigned, for that the Accuſers neither

_ 1s the cuſtom of all wicked Men, that as often as they _—_ any hainous att, they en- 
gage themſelves in all wickedneſs, without any refpe& of God's Juſtice 3 and when as 
by their mi{d<eds they are fallen into danger, then they call upon God, by whoſeinvo- 
cation and teſtimony they deſire to be dehvered 3 making a ſhew that they commit all 
things to his determination.

perceived that the inſide of the Meſſenger's under-Coat was newly ſewed ; for he had 
two Garments, the one opon the other : And conjetturing that the Letters might be hid 
in the folds thereof, asindeed they were, he ripped the fame, and found them; the 
Acme's Letrers tenour whereof was this : Acme to Antipater, Health : I have written the Letters to your 
to Antipater. Father, according as you gave me InftruTions, and I have conmterfeited the Copy of my Letter, 

4 if it had been ſent by Salome to my Miſtreſs. Taſſure my ſelf, that when he hath read the 
Japre, he will puniſh Salome as one that hath praiſed Treaſon againſt him. But that Letter 
that was ſuppoſed to have been written by Salome to Acme, was of Antipater's 1nventl- 
on, and in Acme's ſtyle.

ſpent all their time with them ) underſtanding that the King's (ickne(s was dangerons, 
they incenſed the younger ſort, counſelling them to overthrow all thole Works that the 
King had cauſed to be made, contrary to the Law and Cuſtom of the Country 3 to 
the end, that they fighting for Piety, might obtain the reward that attendeth the ſame. 
For in that the King had undertaken and done many things. contrary to the Law, di-

detained. For Herod had done divers things contrary to the ancient Law 3 againſt 
which Judas and Matthias exclaimed openly. For he had eretted over rhe Portal of a Golden Ex- 


the great Temple, an Eagle of Gold of great value. Now the Law prohibiteth that they, 8 uponche 
who pretend to live according to the ſame, ſhould in any ſort erect any Image, or re- 
preſent any Figures of living Creatures whatſoever. For this cauſe theſe Dottors coun- 
ſelled them to pull down that Eagle telling them, that although the matter ſeemed Conrempe of 
very dangerous, yet ought they to prefer an honeſt Death before a pleaſant Lite, if ſo 4 
be 1t be employed for the defence of their Country-laws and Religion. For in t© 
doing, they ſhould obtain immortal praiſe for the preſent, and a memorable and eter- 
Gnal glory in time to come 3 neither that they ſhould protra&t the execution there- 
of for fear of danger, fince death was a thing that could not be avoided; fo that fince 
by the general courſe of Nature, they muſt needs dic, it ſhould become them bravely

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IT he 9 forſake their lives with praiſe and honour in embracing Vertue. For to die in g 
Wold, 3943. the Execution of ſome noble exploit ( which cannot be atchieved without hazard of 
after Chris danger ) their Children ſhould be richly rewarded with the fruits thereof, and their 
Marruny, 1 other Parents that ſhould outlive them (of what Sex foever) ſhould reap' the fruits of 
that glory which was honourably atchieved by them. - In theſe or ſuch hke words they 
encouraged the young Men. | 
About that time there was a rumour fpread, that the King was dead 3 which gave 
The Joe very great furtherance to the Doors reſolution. For at Noon they went up into the 
dow the g- Temple, they pulled and hewed down the Eagle with their Axes, in the fight and af. 
den Eagle, fembly of a great number of People that were in the Temple. Now when the ti- 
hew it in pie- dings hereof came unto the ears of the King's Captain, he tearing leſt fome further 
AXCs, and more fatal tumult might be raiſed, drew out a ſtrong company of Soldiers with 
him, to repulſe thoſe that were aſſembled to hew down the Eagle ; and chargmg the 
rade and diſarmed multitade, who were gathered together, he eafily killed and diC- 
perſed the moſt; as for thoſe forty young Men that valiantly prepared themſelves to 
Judas and TEliſt, he apprehended them, and with them rhe Authors of Seditton, Judas and Matthias, 
Matthias with who ſcorned to ſubmit themſelves 3 and led them to the King; who demanding of them 
wm how they durſt deface the ſacred Image? They anſwered, that long before that time 
being broughe they had reſolved it z and that now, according as they had refolved, they had like 
o the Rings Valiant Men performed the ſame. For we (faid they) maintain the honour of God, 
Fee ther and the Do@rine of our Law, whereof we are Diſciples 3, neither ought you to admire, that K 
actions with 1i1/ contempt of your Ordinances, we have preferred the Laws of our Forefathers, which Mo- 
Kine ſendeth ſes hath left vs in writing, according as he was ſuggeſted and taught them by God : Neither 
them bound: do we ref#ſc ay death or puniſhment which thou ſhalt infli# upon us, being aſſured in our 
to Jericls. Conſciences, that we ſuffer not for Impiety, but Piety's ſake. Thus ſpake they all of 
them ; continuing the like conſtant boldneſs 1n their anſwers, as they had ſhewed in 
their ations 3 being alſo ready, conſtantly to endure any puniſhment for that 
which they had attempted. Hereupon the King commanded them to be bound, and 
— ſent them to Jericho: Then calling before him thoſe principal Jews,who had the Govern- 
— ” eng ment under him z and being brought into their Aſſembly upon his Pallat, by reaſon of 
vernours of his weakneſs, he recited unto them the numberleſs toils he had endured for their ſakes; L 
_ in like manner, how upon his great charges, he had repaired and re-edified the Tem- 
with them a- ple 5 whereas the Aſmonears, for the ſpace of 125 years, wherein they reigned, could 
bour this not perform ſach a Building to the honour of God. Moreover, he ſignified unto them, 
On how he had adorned the fame with precious Gifts 3 for which he hoped that after his 
death his Memory and Glory ſhould ſurvive. After this, he expoſtulated with them for 
what cauſe they abſtained not from offering him that injury during his life time ? And 
why at Noon day, and in the ſight of all the People, rhey had laid hands on thoſe Pre- 
ſents which he had dedicated unto God and had taken thoſe things away violently, 
which, though in words they appertained to him, yet 1n the ctfett, if they were well ex- 
amined, they had taken from God ? The Governours ſuſpetting his Cruelty, and fear- 
ing leſt his unbridled paſſion ſhould urge him further, by. which means they might be 
aſjured of ſome ſevere puniſhment 3 anſwered him, that thoſe things were not done by 
their conſents, and that in their opinion, the injury ought not to be let flip without 
puniſhment. At that time Herod ſhewed himſelf more favourable towards the reſt, but 
| he cauſed Matthias to be deprived of the Prieſthood, as one who in part had been the 
—_— cauſe of that which had happened; and in his place ſubſtituted Jozar, one of his Wives 
High Prieſt- Brethren. During the Prieſthood of this Matthias 'it happened alſo, that another High 
hood, and 7*- Prieſt was elefted that very day wherein the Fews did uſually celebrate their Faſt. For 
his _ Matthias, the night before the day of the Faſt, ſeemed in his Dream to have the com- 
| pany of his Wife; and whereas for this cauſe he was unfit to offer the Divine Sacrifice, N 
7oſeph Edemi he had Joſeph, the Son of Elemus appointed him to be his Affiſtant, by reaſon of his 
tor one day Alliance. Herod therefore depoſed Matthias : And as for the other Matthias, who had , 
+ romqg moved this trouble, both he and his Companions were by his order conſumed with hire. 
Zadas burned, This very night the Moon was eclipſed, and Herod's fickneſs grew more vehement. 
ME Rr: For God puniſhed thoſe ſins which he had committed. For he was enflamed with a 
fines, chap. 9. flow fire, which to the outward ſence ſeemed not ſo vehement, but inwardly ſearched 
—</ tam - and afflicted all his Entrails : He had alſo a ravenous and unnatural Appetite to his mear, 
Cole which could no way be ſatisfied, Beſides that, he had an Ulcer in his Bowels, 
with a ſtrange and furious Collick. His Feet were ſwelled, and of venemous colour 
and his Stomach was no leſs affetted alſo. His Members rotted, and were full of crawl- 
ing Worms, with a filthy, and no leſs troubleſome Priapiſme, accompanied with an - 
tolerable Stench : Beſides all this, he had a ſtrong Convulſion of his Nerves, and

nite Impieties and Sins committed againſt the Majeſty,of God. And although he ws Smet 
tormented with an unſupportable ſickneſs, yet he had hopes to eſcape ; and for that "LP 


cauſe he ſent for Phyſicians from all places, and refuſed none of thoſe remedies which 
they thought requiſite for him. He therefore pats'd over Jordan, and went into the hor 
Baths of Caltirees; the Waters whereof are potable, beſides other vertues they have a- 
gainſt all other kind of ſickneſs: this Water diſchargeth,it {elf into the Lake called A/- 
phaltites. Being, there, it was thought good by his Phyſicians, that he ſhould refreſh him- 
{elf in thoſe Waters : There being ſet by them into a Bathing-tub filled with Oyl, he 
B grew ſo (ick, that they held him for dead. Whereupon all his Domelſtick Servants wept 
and lamented, and all his familiar friends cried out, bewailing him 3 and with their

great noiſe cauſed him to come to himlelt: And ſeeing himſelt wholly out of hope to yea beſtow-* 
eſcape, he gave order that there ſhould a diſtriburion be made, to every Soldier the <2 diſtribu» 


ſum of fifty Drachms; and he offered great Preſents to their Captains, and his Friends. 
Afterwards, he returned to Jericho, where a melanchcly humour poſſeſſed him, which 
made him unſociable, and difpleaſed againſt all Men 3 ſo that ſeeing that he muſt needs 
die, he bethought him of this wicked action that tolloweth. For the Nobleſt Men a- 
monegſt the Nation of the Jews, reſorting unto him from all Parts (by his Command, 
under the expreſs Penalty of loſs of Lite, to whoſoever ſhould neglect the ſame ) the

King ſhewed himſelf to be diſpleaſed, as well againſt thoſe whom he thought guilty, che Jews - 
as againſt them who had-given him no occaſion of diſcontent, For he cauſed them to \94beflan 


be (hut up in aplace called the Hippodrome, which was the Tilt-yard to ran Horſes in; 
and ſent for his Siſter Salome, and Alexas her Husband, telling them that his End was at 
hand, for that his Griefs did incetlantly torment him which as he ſaid, he ought to 
bear patiently, becauſe it was an End that ſhould happen to all Men. But that which 
moſt grieved hit was, that he ſaw himſelf deprived of thoſe mournings and lamentati- 
ons which a King deſerved. For he was not ignorant of the Jews affeQions, neither 
how his death was deſired and longed for by them, fince that in his life time they pre- 
ſumed fo far as to Revolt 3 and diſhonour and deface thoſe Gifts, which he had beſtowed 
upon the Commonweal. It therefore behoved to afford him ſome ſolace in that his 
bitter anguiſh ; for that if they refuſed not to perform that which he had contrived in 
his mind the lamentation of his death ſhould be magnificent, and as great as ever any 
King ever hadz and the pleaſure and laughter that might accompany his death, ſhould 
be abated by their ſorrow, who ſhould unfeignedly lament for the whole Nation. He 
therefore commanded them, that at ſuch time as he ſhould give up the Ghoſt, they 
{bould canſe the Hippodrome to be invironed by his Soldiers, as yet unadvertiſed of his 
death (which he would not have publiſhed before his execution was ended) and to com- 
mand them to ſhoot their Arrows at thoſe that were ſhut up therein. And that when 
they had killed them all after this manner, they ſhould make him triumph and rejoyce 
gina double joy 3 firſt, for that in his death, his Commands ſhould be ratified by effet : 
Secondly, For that he ſhould be honoured by a memorable lamentation. Thus weep- 
ing, he entreated his Kinsfolk, for the love they bare unto him, and for the faith they 
bare unto God, that they ſhould not ſaffer him to die fruſtrate of his laſt Honour 3 and 
they proteſted that they would not transgrefs any point of his Commands. Hereby a 
Man may conjecture what his nature was, who took pleafure in theſe above named Im- 
pieies, and who, through the defire he had of long Life, hath after this ſort dealt with 
thoſe of his Blood : And it may be conjeCtared by theſe his laſt Commands, that he 
had nothing in him that favoured of any humanity ; for that departing out of the 
World, he had ſach a mind that all the Nation, and all ſach as were moſt affeftionate 
F towards him, ſhould be driven to ſorrow and deſolation, commanding that in every 
Houſe one ſhould be kilted ; yea, ſuch as had not in any ſort offended him, and were 
not accuſed of one miſ-deed committed againſt any other 3 whereas they that have any 
vertue finding themſelves at thar ſtate, have been accuſtomed to lay afide the hatred 
which they have before born unto their Enemies,

wil men" the Jaylor concerning his deliverance, offering him great Preſents both in hand and 
very, which hereafter, asif there had been no other queſtion but of that. But fo far was the Jaylor 
_— _— from obeying that which Aztipater demanded, that he went and acquainted the King 
«h him to be What his intent was, and what offers he made him. Herod who had already concei_ 
ſlain. ved a (iniſter opinion of his Son, hearing what the Jaylor had ſaid, began to exclaim 
and to beat his Head, although he was at the uttermoſt gaſp and lifting himſelf up? 
upon his Elbows, he commanded that one of his Guards ſhould preſently go kill him; 


and that done, he ſhould be buried in the Caſtle of Hircaviov, without any Honour,

Ta Julia, Ceſar's Wife, and 

to certain others, he bequeathed five millions of Drachms, amounting to five hun-

all things, ſome five days after he had cauſed Artipater to be executed, he departed

At that time alſo the King's Hearſe was prepared, and Archelaus gave order that his alias, cap. 12. 
Obſequics ſhould be moſt royally performed and beſtowed all the Furniture that was |5*** £2725 
requilize for that Funeral and Princely Interment. He 'was carried ont in a Gilded grea: pomp & 
Litter, adorned with divers precious Stones, the Cover thereot was of Azure colour. —_— tn 
The dead body was apparelled in a Purple Raiment, having ar Diadem upon his head © 
over which there was a Crown of Gold, and a Scepter pur in his right hand. About 
this Litter marched a great number of his Children and Kinsfolk 3 and after them fol- 
lowed his Soldiers, diſpoſed in Bands and Troops, according to the Cuſtom of every 
Nation : The firſt of theſe were the Archers'of his Guard z atter them went the Thra- th. Gormars * 
cians 3 and laſtly, marched the Germans and Galatians ;, all of them in their Warlike and French 
Drefs and Diſcipline. After them followed all the Army, marching in order, as when {<4 under 
they were drawn up in Battalia, each one under his/Captain. Next theſe followed five 
hundred of his Houſhold Servants, bearing Perfumes. And all theſe in his Equipage, 
marched to the Caſtle of Herodion, diſtant ſome eight Furlongs off. For there he was 
entombed, according to the Tenour of his Teſtament. Thus died Hero. Archelays 
continued his Mourning for ſeven days ſpace in honour of his Father. (For the Law 4-chelazs 
of the Country ordaineth no leſs.) And after he had feaſted the People, and laid a- —_— 
fide his Mourning Apparel, he aſcended up into the Temple. All the way as he went, © 
all the People with Shouts and Acclamations, cried, God ſave the King :; and with 
Prayers and Praiſes honoured him to their uttermoſt : And he being condufted up to a 
high Throne of Gold, which was made on purpoſe, entertained the People very gra- 
cioully, taking pleaſure 1n their Acclamations and Congratulations that they beſtowed 
upon him. He gave them thanks alſo, © For that they had blotted out of their re- 
* membrance, the Injuries that his Father had done unto them; proteſting in his own 
« behalf, that he would certainly take care to requite their kindneſs, with an entire 
« attection. He likewiſe told them, that for the preſent he accepted not the-Title of 
* King , becauſe the Honour was bequeathed him with this condition, that Ceſar 
«* ſhould ratifie his Father's Teſtament. For this cauſe, although the Soldiers that were 
in Jericho, were ſo kindto ſet the Diadem upon his Head, yet he would not accept 
of that uncertain Honour 3 becauſe it was not reſolved whether Ceſar, who. was the 
principal Party in the Gift, wou!d grant him the Government or no. 
He proteſted likewiſe; That if, his Afﬀairs ſucceeded according to his defire, hewould 4rcle!:us 
not, in Honour, forget their love, or leave their good AﬀecCtion unrequited. And that ENDS 
in the mean while, he would enforce himſelf, by all means, to further thoſe things that approbacion, 
p concerned them 3 and entertain them with more kindnels, than his Father had done. p< vl care- 
But they, according as it is the Cuſtom of the commom People, thinking that thoſe that hes 
enter into ſich Dignities, declare and open their minds at the firſt day : The more Ar- ard profirs of 
chelaus (pake kindly and courteouſly unto them, the more they applauded him; and _ 
preſented him with divers Petitions, for Grants and Donations from him. Some of 
them cried out unto him, that he ſhould take off ſome part of their. yearly Taxes : 
Others cricd to him, to deliver thoſe Priſoners that were committed by Herod, of whom 
divers had pined a long time in Priſon: Others inſtantly urged him to cut off thoſe 
Tributes which had been impoſed by him upon Bargains and Sales, which was to pay 
the half of the Bargain. Whereunto Archelaws did not any ways contradi&, ſtriving to 
G the uttermoſt of his power to pleaſe the People z for he knew very well, that their 
good affe&tion would be no ſmall advantage towards him, in the confirmation of his 
kingdom, That done, he ſacrificed unto God 3 and afterward fell ro banquering and 
entertainment of his Friends, CHAP,

- 23 ditious PE £0 death and condemned, for defacing the Golden Eagle 3 becauſe that after their 
people bewail deceaſe, they had neither been publickly honoured, nor lamented, by reaſon of the 
Matthiss, and fear that the People had conceived of Herod, For which cauſe, at that time they re. 
_—_ quired with lamentaticns and out-cries, that their Obſequies might be ſolemnized 3 and 
red withthem as if the dead Bodies had received ſome ſatisfaction by their tears and exclamations, they 
uttered many odious and diſgraceful expreſſions againſt Herod ; and aſſembling them- 
ſelves together, they requeſted. Archelaws to do them Juſtice againſt thoſe, that during 
bY \, Herod's hife, were in Authority 3 and eſpecially they demanded, that the High-Prieit 
be reverged WHO was advanced by his Father, ſhould be depoſed, and that another more lawful and 
on Herod's upright might be placed in his ſtead, to exerciſe the High- Prieſts Function, Now, 
friends, and. though Archelavs was ſore diſpleaſed at theſe violent proceedings, yet notwithſtanding, 
the High: he conformed himſelf to their humour, in that he was with all expedition, to repair unto 
Prieſt, Rome, to underſtand and attend Ceſar*s pleaſure. Therefore he called for the General 
of his Army, commanding him to perſwade them not to ſeek revenge for thoſe Men 
who were dead, notwithſtanding they were their Friends ; becauſe whatſoever was 
done, was done according to Law 3 and that no enquiry might be made thereof, except, 
to the great prejudice of his reputation, and hazard of his ſtate, in regard of- the un- 
certainty of the time; that it was more expedient for him to ſtudy for the maintenance 
of Peace, until ſuch time as being eſtabliſhed in the Kingdom by Cz2ſar's conſent, he 
{ſhould return back again unto them, and that then he would conſult with them for 
the common profit, according to their demands; wiſhing them for the preſent to con- 
tain themſelves, and to take heed leſt they ſtirred up Sedition. 

When he had thus inſtrufted his General, he ſent him unto them. But they cried out 
with a loud voice, and would not ſuffer him to ſpeak ; but for fear of danger and death, 
they put him to ſilence. Andif any other were ſo forward as to ſpeak nnto them, and 
perſwade them to ſome moderation, and to alter their ſiniſter reſolutions, he was alſo 
in danger: For that they had this perſwaſton, that all things ought rather to be order- 
cd according to their pleaſures, than by the Authority of their Superiours;z ſuppoſin

that although, during Herod's life time, they had been deprived of their deareſt friends, M 


it would be now a matter unworthy their Courages, after his death to be cut off from 
their privilege to demand their revenge. For they were tranſported with their own 
opmions3; and held all that for lawful and upright, which was in any ſort conformable 
to their pleaſures, without fore-ſeeing the danger that might happen thereby 3 they 
were ſo deſirous to be revenged on thoſe, whom they reputed to be their Enemies. 
Now whereas divers were ſent by Archelaxs to adviſe them, and divers cameunto them 
not as Meſſengers from him, but as friends and lovers of Peace, of their own motion, 
with an intent to pacifie them, they wonld not permit any of them to ſpeak 3 and 
through their rage therearoſe a great Tumult, which had grown to a further extre- 
mity, if a great number of People had joyned with them. 

Sedition az At that time fell the Feaſt of Unleavened Bread, which is called Paſcha, which 1s a 

— of Memorial of their deliverance out of Egypt at which time all Men do moſt willingly 
preſent their Sacrificesz and a greater number of Beaſts are killed at that Feaſt, than at 
any other time. To this Solemnity alſo, an infinite nnmber of People aflembled from 
all Parts to honour God whereby the ſeditious (ſuppoſing that they had gotten fit 
opportunity) lamented Judas and Matthias, who were the Expoſitors of the Law, and 
kept themſelves within the Temple, whither they had gathered good ſtore of Vidtu- 
als, which they were not albamed impudently to beg for. But Archelaxs fearing leſt 
their-rage ſhould produce ſome more grievous effe& of miſchief, ſent out a Captain, 
with a Regiment of a Thouſand Men, to repreſs their fury, before the reſt of the People 
were inteted with their Folliesz and to bring them likewiſe unto kim, _ wy 
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A found to be the forwardeſt in that Commotion. Againſt thoſe the Seditious cried out len hs 
with great Clamours, and incenſed the People againſt them, ſo that all of them ruſhed World, 3954. 
in upon theSoldiers, and killed divers of thenn. The reſt of them eſcaped with their = COIs 
Captain yet not without divers Wounds. That done, they which were within the Ae 
Temple, returned again to their Divine Service. | 

Now Archelaus ſappofing that his whole Fortune was endangered, except he repre(- 
ſed the rage of the multitude 3 he ſent out all his Foot, with a certain number of Horſe, 
to prevent, leſt they that were without ſhould yield affiſtance to thoſe who had taken 
up their lodging in the Temple; and to put thoſe to the Sword, who having eſcaped 
the violence of the Foot, ſuppoſed themſelves to bein ſecurity. Theſe Horſemen flew 
B about three thouſand Men, the reſt retired themſelves into the Mormntains that were Logomy 
near adjoyning. Hereupon Archelays made Proclamation, that each one ſhould re- gain. 
pair unto his own Houſe. For which cauſe they departed, and abandoned the Feaſt, 
for fear of greater miſchief; notwithſtanding they had ſpleen enough, as it is the or- 
dinary cuſtom of the ignorant multitude. 

After this, Archelaws, accompanied with his Mother, took his Voyage to Rowe, with ,,,, _ 
Nicholas and Ptolomy, and with divers other his Friends 3 committing the Govern- paics to Rove, 
ment of all his Honſhold and Kingdom to his Brother Philip : Salome, Herod's Siſter _ many of 
went alſo, leading with her, her Children. There went alſo divers other of his Kind- follow tim. 
red, who faid that they would all of them endeavour for Archelazs, that he might 0b- 
tain the Kingdom 3 but 1n effect, it was to hinder him with all their Power: and eſpe- 
cially, to accuſe him unanimoully, for what was done 1n the Temple. Sabinzs, Ceſar's 
Viceroy in Syria, poſting into Jewry to take charge of Herod's Money, met with Arche- #4io & Ruf- 
lanus in Ceſarea, But Varws arriving in the mean while, detained him from finiſhing that {/"7,0Þ 7 
Voyage; for Archelaus had ſent tour him to come thither by Ptolomy, and Sabinus wil- 
ling to do Varns a pleaſure, would not ſeize the Fortreſs of Fewry ; neither ſealed np He- 
ro4's Treaſures, but left them in Archelaz;'s poſleſſiton, until ſuch time as Ce/ar had gi- 
ven order fot che E'rate ; and atrer he had made this promile, he ſtayed in Ceſirea. 

After Archelans had ct (ail towards Rowe, and Varns was departed for Arntio-h, Sabi- Sabinus re-

Mother alſo with him, and Ptolomy the Brother of Nicholaus, who had been one of He- 
rods moſt eſteemed friends, and was well affected to further his Title. But eſpecially 
he was ſtirred up to ſeek the Kingdom by Irenens, a Man very eloquent, and to whoſe 
charge, in regard of his ſufficiency, the Afﬀairs of the Kingdom had been committed. For 
which cauſe, although he was perſwaded to give over the Kingdom unto his elder Bro- 
ther, who was we kg” in the Kingdom by his Father's Teſtament, yet he would not 
give car thereunto. But Aztipas no ſooner arrived in Rowe, but all his Kinsfolk re- 
volted from Archelans unto him ; not ſo much for the love they bare to him, as for the 
hatred they conceived againſt Archelansz and above all, for the defire they had to re- 
cover their liberty, and to draw themſelves under a Roman Governour. For they 
thought that if there were any contradiction, that Artipss, for whom they endeavour- 
ed to procure the Royalty, ſhould be more profitable to them than Arehelazs : Sabinus 
alſo, by his Letters, accuſed Archelans to Ceſar; but Archelans by Ptolomy, exhibited 
unto Ceſar a Supplication, containing his Right and Title unto the Kingdom, his Fa- 
ther's Teſtaments, and the account of the Money which Herod his Father had ſealed up, 
together with his Ring, and expetted the iſſue. 

But when he had read theſe Letters, and thoſe which Varzs and Sabizns had ſent him, 

and underſtood what ſamms of Money he had left, and what the yearly Revenue was, 

and how Aztipas challenged the Kingdom, and appropriated it to himſelf, according 

as is Letters mention 3 he aſſembled all his Friends, to have their advice thereupon. 

Amongſt them was Caizs, the Son of Agrippa, and his Daughter Julia, adopted by him, 

whom he cauſed to fit in the chiefeſt placez which done, he commanded the Afliſtants 

to {peak what they would concerning this matter. At that Artipater, Solome's Son, a Share, £6.

tle and Authority of his Allowance. Moreover, he objeFed againſt hin, that of his own Ay. 
thority he had changed certain Officers of the Army, and that he had ſeated himſelf in the 
Rozal Throne, and like a King, had determined certain Cauſes, and had granted certain 
Demands of the People : That he had left nothing undone, which he might have performed, 
had Czſar confirmed his Title. He alledged alſo, that they who were encloſed in the Hip. 
podrome, were diſmiſſed by him; and divers other as, partly true, partly orgs in re-

things : Beſedes this, his negleÞ in mourning for his Father 5 and withal, his rare Banquets 

all night long at that very time his Father died 5 whereat the People began to moving, Grim:

the Kingdom, he would behave himſelf no leſs unkindly towards him, than he had done to 
his moit kind Father, That it was no leſs than an odious Crime in him, to delight himſelf 
with Songs and Dances at his Father's death, as if he had been his Enemy : That he now 


came to Czlar's Preſence, to the intent to obtain the Kingdow by his conſent, whereas alreg- 


dy he had behaved himfelf no otherwiſe, than if he had already been eſtabliſhed King by his 
Authority. But moſt of all he exaggerated the Slaughter he had committed in the Temple, and 
the Impicty perpetrated ſo near to the Feait of Eaſter 5 at which time divers, both Strangers 
and Citizens Jad Leen killed after the manner of Sacrifices, and the Temple filled with 


Carcaſſes 5, not by a Stranger, but by him, who, under the colour of Religion, deſrreth the Go- 
wernment of the Kingdom, to the end he might ſatisfie the injuſtice of his nature, in exerciſing 
each way his Tyranny towards all Men; for which canſe his Father never thought nor ever 


dreamt to ſubſtitute him King in his place. For he knew both his fe and diſpoſition, and

by his © ng Teſtament (" and that of greateſt force ) had ordained

ment he pretendeth;, yet, that he had already declared what kind of King he was like to be, 
who contemned Czlar's Authority in confirming the Kingdom , and being as yet a private 
Mar, doubled not to murther the Citizens in the Temple. This ſaid, Antipater ( to give 
greater credit to his words, bringing divers of his Kindred as Witneſles of that he kad 
{aid ) ended his Oration. 

Whereupon Nicholas aroſe, and alledged in Archelaxs's behalt as touching the ſJaugh- 
ter, that it was to be imputed to their Impiety, who could not be reſtrained from thar 
Tuamults and Uproars, before Archelaws was enforced to __ them by force; alledg- 
ing, That they were ſo much the more guilty, for that they had not only exerciſed their malice, 
but alſo had enforced others to attempt ſo great a revenge againſt them 5 for their inſolency 
ſeemed in appearance to concern Archelaus, yes in a ſort their contumacy pertained to Czlar's 


ruine, For thoſe that had been } a by him to appeaſe and redreſs their Sedition, were a- 


gainſt all Law and Right, charged and killed by them, without reſpe# of God, or regard of 


the ſolemn Feaſt : Whoſe defence Antipater was not aſhamed of, without reſpe@ of equity, ſo 
that he might ſatisfie that hatred which he bare unto Archelaus. That therefore it was their 
fault, who jirit of all abſtained not from Injury, but whetted thoſe Swords which were drawn 
in maintenance of the Peace, againſt their own boſoms. He enforced all other things allo, 
whereof they had accuſed Archelaxs, againſt themſelves, ſaying, that none of theſe things 
were done without their conſents 5 and that the offence was not ſo grievous, as they intended it 
ſhould be eſteemed, to the end they might diſcredit Archelaus. So great a defire was in them 
to hurt their Kinſman, a Man both well reſpeted, and affeFed by his Father ;, as alſo kind 
and officious towards them in all things that concerned them. As for the Teſtament, that it 
was made by the King when he was in perfeF eſtate of mind and body, and of greater force 
than the former, m—__ the Authority and confirmation thereof was aſcribed unto Cxlzr, 
the Sovereign of the World. 

Further, that Czſar would not imitate them in that wrong they did unto Herod, w0 
( being, during his life-time, bountifully graced by him, by many benefits ) 4o now after his 
death, go about to violate his laſt and trueſt Teſtament ; but that rather like a Friend and 
Confederate, he would confirm his Will who, like his faithful and ſworn wel-willer had 


committed all things to his truif. For that there zuſt needs be a great difference _

ing. For he had been allotted the Kingdom by his Father, not when his mind was 
dead before his body, but when both his Tudgment was ſound, and his Body in health, Yea,

For which canſe he would not judge his Decree to be inconfidetately paſt, who left his Succeſ- waid, 3964. 
bon to his well-deſerving Son, and referred all things to his truſt. For thet it was unlikely ſos Cory 
that he ſhould err in the choice of his Sucteſfor, who had ſo diſcreetly ſubmitted all things to _—< 
Czſar's Judgment. After this manner Nicholas alſo finithed his Diſcourſe. Hereupon — 
Ceſar courteouily raiſed Archelaws, who lay proſtrate and humbled betore his feet, telling 4.1; grrF 
him that he was moſt worthy to be King, by giving an apparent Teſtimony, that he was worthy of the 
conſtant in his Reſolutionsz pretending that he would do nothing but that which thoald Fe pop 
be anſwerable to Herod's Teſtament, and Archelazs's profits, and tecing the young Man fir, chap-14 
was confirmed in ſore good hope with this his Promiſe, he determined nothing more 

for that time z but diſmiſſing the Council, he debated with himſelt, whether he ſhould 

ratifie the Kingdom to Archelazs only, or divide it amongſt Herod's Kindred, eſpecially 


fince they all had need of his afliſtance.

To pacitie which, Varws *Þhe Sedi 
reſorted thither, and puniſhed the Anthors of the fame: And after he had appeaſed jatem. —_ 
1 to Antioch, leaving a Regiment of Soulidiers in Feruſalem, to re- 

ſtrain the faftious Innovations amongſt the Fews 3 yet he prevailed nothing by his Po- 
licy : For as ſoon as Varss was gone, Sabinzs, who was Overſeer of Ceſar's Afﬀeairs, Alis, cap. r4, 
remaining in that place, grievoully burthened the Jews, truſting to that Power that OORIS 
was left him, and ſappoſing that he was already enabled to withſtand the multitude. greae Sediti- 
For he armed divers Souldiers , and made uſe of them to oppreſs the Jews, and to pro- 92 in Jeruſa- 
voke them to Sedition : For he took upon him toſurprize their Fortrefles, and by torce eye x 
to make ſearch after the King's Treaſures, for his private Lucre and Covetouſnels ry. 
ſake. When therefore the Feaſt of Whitſortide was come (which is one of our Feſti- 
vals) divers thouſands from all parts repaired to Fernſalew, not only for Religion's 
lake, but alſo for deſpite and hatred they had conceived againſt thoſe Violences and 
Injuries,. which Sabinns had offered them. And not only were thoſe of Jud2z grie- 

veully offended, but divers alſoreſorted out of Galilee and Idumea, from Jericho and 
the Cities fituate on the other fide Fordar, defiring all of rhem to be revenged on Sa- 
.birus, And dividing their Camp into three Bands after this manner 3' one part of 
them took up the Hippodrome; and of the other two, the one ferzed the Southern 
Quarter of the Temple, and the other: the Eaſtern, and the third which were in the 
Hippodrome, were planted to the Weſtward, where the King's Palace ſtood 3 and thus 
pony they all things that were necefiary'to ſet upon the Romans, whom they had

ſhort, that Herod had no other ways governed, than as 1t the Government had. been wird, 3966. 
committed to a moſt wild Beaſt. For which cauſe, whereas in times palt that Nation #7 riffs 


had been afflifted with many Calamities and Murthers, yet that there is no example ex- 
tant amongſt their Monuments of MM that may be compared with their preſent 
Calamity under Herod. For which cauſe, upon jult reſpects, they had with one con- 
ſent, named Archelavs their King 3 ſuppoſing that whatſoever King might befal them, 
he would always demean himſelt more attably than Herod had done; and that to ho- 
nour Archelaus, they had mourned with him for his Father, to gratifie him in other 
things, to the intent they might obtain his good Afﬀection. But he without delay, and 
all at once, had made manifeſt to the whole Nation, what Opinion they were to conceive 
of him, notwithſtanding that as yet he was not confirmed King (for that it lay in Czſar's 
hands togrant it) and as if he had been afraid, leſt he ſhould afſuredly be acknowledged 
for his Father's Son, he had ſhewed an example of his Virtue, Moderation, and good 
Government, that he would uſe towards his Subjects, by the firlt Ac which he had 
committed, not only againſt God, but alſo againſt Men. For in the Temple it ſelf he 
hath cauſed three thouſand of his Country-men to be killed inſtead of Sacrifices. And 
how can he chuſe but be jaſtly hated; who beſides his other Cruelrties, objecteth againſt 
us the Crime of Rebellion and Mutiny ? The etfect of their Requeſt therefore was this, 
That they might not any more be governed by a King, nor any ſuch-like Government ; 
but that they might be united unto yyria, and ſubmit themſelves under their Gover- 
nours that ſhould be ſent thither : That in ſo doing, it ſhould truly appear whether 
they were ſeditious and addicted to changes, or whether they would live 1n peace, when 
they had favourable Governours. After the Jews had ſpoken to this effect, Nicholaws 
diſcharged the Kings of thoſe Accuſations that were objected againſt them, and namely 
Herod, who (as he ſaid) had never been accuſed all his life-time 3 and that it was no rea- 
ſon that they who juſtly accuſing him, might have cauſed him to be pnniſhed during 
his life-time, ſhould now addrels their Accuſations againſt him atter he was dead. And 
as touching thoſe things which were objected concerning Archelaw's Actions, it ought to 
D beimputed to their infolence ; for that engaging themſelves in matters contrary to Law; 
and having begun to Murther thofe who ſought to appeaſe the tumult, they accuſed 
ſuch as had kept them in obedience. Beſides this, he objected againſt them, that they 
were addicted to alterations, and took pleaſure to ſtir up Seditions, for that they knew 
not what thing it was to obey Juſticeand the Laws, and that there was no Nation in 
the World fo headſtrong as that of the Jews 3 for. that they would have the upper hand 
over all, Thus ſpake Nicholaws.

CHAP. XIIL 
Czſar confirms Herod's Teſtament, and appointeth his Children to be his Succeſſors. 


WY Hen Czſar had heard theſe things, he diſmiſſed the Aſſembly. But ſome few Days 
after, deſirous to make an end of this matter, declared Archelaus not King, but 
Lord of half that Government that appertained to Herod; promiſing him to beſtow a 
Royal Dignity upon him, it ſo be he behaved himſelf virtuoully, according as it be- 
came him. As for the other Moiety, he divided it between two of Herod's Sons, Philip 
and Artipas, who debated with his Brother A4rchelaus for the whole Kingdom: The 
lame Artipas allo had the Country on the other fide Jordan and Galilee, with two 
hundred Talents of yearly Revenne. As for Philip, he had Bathanea, Trachonitis and 
Auranitis, and part of the Palace that was called by Zenodorws's Name, with an hun- 
dred Talents. As for Archelans, he had Idumza, Judea, and Samaria, which were dif- 
charged of the fourth part of the Tributes by Ceſar, for that they had joined themſelves 
with thereſt of the People, during the time of the Sedition. Beſides that,  Archelaus 
had the Tower of Straton, Sebaſte, Joppe, and Feruſalem, For (Gaza, Gaaara, and Hippor 
were Cities of Greece, which Ceſar had ſeparated, and adjoined to Syria, Archelaus had 
five hundred Talents of yearly Rent out of his Country. Thus was the Patrimony

An Impoſtor counterfeits himſelf to be AlexanJer, Herod's Son 5 Auguſtus finds ont his Cheat , 
and ſends him to the Galleys, 


my Ref Uguſtzs having thus ordained Hero's Succefiion, a young Man, and a Jew born, 
Alias cap 17; brought up in the City of Sidor, by a certain Roman Free-man z mtruding him- 


The falle 4' {elf into Herod's Kindred ; for all thoſe that beheld him, reported that he reſembled 
Alexander, Herod's Son, who was kill'd by him; and by this means he began to a- 
ſfpireto theKingdom : Whereupon, calling to him a Companton, who was his own 
Conntry-man, and along experienced Courtier, his Arts-Maſter , and fit to make di- 
ſturbances 3 he, by his Inſtrutions, feigned himſelf to be that Alexander, Herod's Son, 
who was delivered from death-by the means of a certain Friend, who had the charge

toſee him executed; who'executing others in their ſteads, delivered both-him and his K 


Brother Ariſtobulus, and that they were both eſcaped in this manner. Being puffed up 
by theſe Toys, he failed not to deceive other Men 5 and as ſoon as he'came to Creet, 
as many Jews as he fell in conference with, he perſuaded them no leſs; and getting 
mach Money from them, he ſailed into the Ile of Melos; where he gathered a grear 
ſumm 'of Money, under pretext that he was of the King's' Blood. And now hoping 
that he ſhonld recover his Father's Kingdom, and that he {hould reward thoſe that 
were beneficial-to him, he haſted towards Rome, accompanied with - his Friends in 
great pomp. And being arrived at Puteol, he was entertained there with no leſs fa- 
vour by thoſe: Fews, whom he deceived by his colourable Trle z and divers others, 


who had been Herod's'Friendsand Familiars, came unto him, and entertained 'him as p, 


their King. The cauſe hereof was the natural Diſpoſition of Men, who take pleaſure in 
falſe Reports, together with the report of his Reſemblance. For they that had frequent- 
ed very familiarly with Alexander, held it for a matter moſt affured, that he was the 
Man, - and none other; and affirmed unto others upon their Oaths, that it was he; fo 
The falſe 4- that this rumour at laſt came to Rowe. And all the Fews that dwelt there came forth 
—— +0 ng to meet him, ſaying, That 1t was God's handy-work, that he was after that manner 
preſerved beyond all Men's expectation : And they greatly rejoiced in his Mother 
Marianne's behalf, from whom he was deſcended 3 he was carried in a Litter through 
the Streets with all the Apparel of a King, the charge whereof was defrayed by thoſe 


who werehis Friends. He: was attended by a great multitude of Men, -and honoured M E 


with great applauſe, as it ordinarily falleth out at ſach time as beyond all expectati- 
on, any one is'found to have been miraculoufly preſerved. When this 'News was 
brought to Ceſars Ears, he gave ſmall credit thereunto, perſuading hunſelt that 1t 
was 4 hard matter to deccive Herod, in a matter of ſo-great importance : Netwith- 
ſtanding, conforming himſelf in ſome ſort to the Opinions of 'Men , he fent'a certam 
Free-man of his, called Celadus , who had very famihiarly' converſed with Alexander 
and Ariſtobulys during their Infancy ; giving him charge to bring Alexander unto him, 
tothe end he might ſee him 3 which he did, and was never the wiſer in diſcovering 
The falſe 4- him. Notwithſtanding, Ceſar was not fully deceived : | For, although he reſembled 


p—_— him ſomewhat , yet he was not ſo exaCtly hke him, that he could decave thoſe who x

Cifar,  Parrowly obſerved him. For this counterfeit-Alexander had hard Hands, in that he 


had been accuſtomed to labour, which thetrue Alexander conld-not have, /in regard 
of his tender and delicate Education ; andlikewiſe this Manas of a rongh Skin, and 
hard Fleſh. Cz#far therefore diſcovering the Treachery both of 'the counterfeit-Scho-

Brother in his place. After this, he re-edified the Palace in Jericho, and ſumptuouſly hood iscaken 
adorned itz drawing away the half. of thoſe Waters which ſerved the Borough of Ne- _— — 
ara, and conveying rhem thorough a Field which he had planted with Palm-Trees; he to Zleazar, 
builded a Borough in that place, which he named Archelajs ; and contrary to the Laws ** yr yr 
of his Country, he married Glaphyra, Archelaws's Daughter, who had been his Brother HE, of Sia. 
Alexander's Wife, by whom he alſo had divers Children ; notwithſtanding, the Law 4cbelais 
of the Jews forbiddeth a Man to marry his Brother's Wife. Neither did Eleazar enjoy a: 
the Prieſthood any long time 3 but during his lite-time, Jeſus the Son of Sas was ſub- 

D ſtituted 1n his place. 

The tenth year of Archelaws's Government, the chiefeſt Governours among the Jews 
and Samaritans, unable any longer to endure his cruelty and Tyranny, accuſed him be- 
fore Ceſar; and eſpecially after they had underſtood that he had tranſgrefled C2ſar's 
Command, who had charged him to behave himſelf graciouſly towards them. Which 
when Ceſar underſtood, he was ſore difpleaſed, and cauſed Archelaus's Agent to becal- 
led before him, who was thenat Rox, and ſent for Archelaws alſo; and eſteeming it too 
baſe an indignity for him to write unto him, Go (ſaid he) unto him with all expedition, 
and bring him unto me without delay. He poſting forward with all diligence, at length 
arrived in Fudea, where he found Archelaus banqueting with his friends; and having ac- 

E quainted him with Ceſar's Commands, he haſtened him away. As ſoon as he came to 4rchelaus ba- 
Rome, after that Ceſar had heard his Accuſers and his juſtification, he baniſhed him, and — | 
confined him in the City of Vienna in France, and confiſcated all his Goods. TY 

' But before Archelays was ſent for to Rome, he reported unto his friends this Dream 
which enſaeth : He thought that he ſaw ten Ears full of Wheat, and very ripe, which 
the Oxen were eating 3 and as ſoon as he awaked, he conceived an opinion that his 
Viſion preſaged ſome great matter. For which cauſe he ſent for certain Sooth-ſayers, 
who made it their profeſſion to interpret Dreams. Now, whilſt they were debating

fied by this, in that the earth being laboured by the Oxen, altered its condition and 
ſhape 3 and as touching the ten Ears of Corn, they ſignified the ike number of years : 
And therefore, when as one Summer ſhould be over-paſt, that then the time of Arche- 
laxs's Sovereignty ſhould be at an end. Thus interpreted he this Dream. And the 
fifth day after the Viſion thereof, Archelaws's Agent, by Ceſar's Command, came in- 
to Jewry to ſummon him to Rowe.

Notwithſtanding this, 1 will not 
forget the love that I have born thee, but will deliver thee from him, wbo hath done thee 
this reproach, by retaining thee for mine own, as heretofore thou haſt been. After that ſhe 
had told this Viſion to ſome Women that were her Familiars, ſhe died very ſhortly 
after. Which accident I have thought good to regiſter 1n this place, in that I was 
to treat of thoſe things 3 and otherwiſe the matter ſeemeth to be a notable example, 
containing a moſt certain argument of the Immortality of Souls, and God's Provi- 
dence.

9 nour of all Fewry. Cyrenivs therefore came into Judea,which was alrea- 
dy united to,Szr24, to tax the Goods of the Inhabitants thereof, and 
to confiſcate Archilbds Subttice. "And although at the firſt the Fews thought this Tax 
very unreaſonable, yet notwithſtanding without contradiCtion they ſubmitted them- 
felves, being; perſuadedthereunto bythe Counſel of the High-Prieſt Foazar the Son of 
Boethws, Par after: this there aroſe a certain Few called Judas the Garlanite, born in K 
the Town of Gamala; who having a certain Man called Sadoc, the Pha riſee, confederate 
with him, laboured to ſtir up the People to Rebellion; alledging, That the Seſswas no 
otherthing, but.a confeſſion of their Servitade : Exhorting all the Nation to maintain 
their liberty, and putting them an hope that they thereby (hoald happily eſtabliſh their 
ERates, and enjoy their Goods with ſecurity z and belides this, obtain both Honour and 
Glory, un proſecution. of ſuch. an Eaterprize. Moreover, that God would not afford 
them a moreaſſured way toſettle their Fortunes, than by this means ; namely, if they 
would etnploy themſelves in the execution of their Deſigns; and if having conceived 
in their Minds high and noble Attempts, they forbore not to accompliſh the ſame, not- 
wittftanding the execution coſt them their Lives. Theſe Speeches of theirs were enter- 
tained by the People with great pleaſure, and by the ſame they were the more confirmed 
and"heartned to Rebellion. $0 that there was no kind of Evil which theſe Men ſet not 
abroach z yea, the whole Nation was ſo full of Maſeries, that it was impoſbible: to re- 
late them: For the Wars went on with ſuch fury, that it was impoſlible to reſtrain 
the violence thereof; fo that they neither ſpared Friends not Enemies, but were wholly 
given over to the Spoil. There was nothing but Robberies and Murthers of the Nobi- 
lity, under pretence to eſtabliſh the Eſtate of the Commonweal, but in effe&t for their 
private profit fake 5 whereby the Cities were ruined with Seditions and Murthers, m 


* which the [ahabitants killed one another, after a ſtrange manner of fury, and deſire they 


had not to ſpare any that was of their Faction. They were afflifted with foreign Ene- 1 
mies. and Famine z yet node of theſs could pacifie their fury, nor make them forbear 
to deſtroy Cities, and ſhed innocent Blood; till at length the horrible miſchief took 
ſuch a head, that they conſumed the Temple of God, and burned all the ftately Build- 
10gs: .S0 FAngrooms a thing 1t.is to change the Cuſtoms and Manners of a Country. For 

oc having iatroduced and raiſed a fourth Sed&, and tying the Seftanies to

Burt :re{ixs being refolved ro make War a- 
cainft Aretas, gathered together two Legiohs, and all thoſe Horle or Foot, that he 
conld aſſemble among: thoſe Kings who were the Roneps: Allies ; and marching to- 
wards Petra, he ſtayed at Prolemais, becauſe he pretended to-pals by Jude:z. Which 
when the principal Nobles amongſt the Jews had notice of, they went» qut to meet 
him ; beſeeching him thac he would not paſs thorow that Countrey, becauſe it was 
2 cuſtom among(t them not to ſee any Images born, ſuch as he had of divers colours in 
his Army. Whereunto he condeſcended.; and having changed his purpoſe, he caul- 
ed his Army to march thorow the great Plain : As for himſelf, he came to Jeruſalem 
C .ccompanied with Herod the Tetrarch and his Friends, 'to offer Sacrifice to. God upon 
the next Feſtival day ; where he was moſt magaiticenly received by all the People of 
the Jews. He ſtayed for the ſpace of three days, during which time, he dcpoled Jo- 
»athan from the High-Prieſthood, and gave it to Theophilns his Brother, The fourth day 
Letterscame to him, that advertiſed him of T iherins's death ; for which cauſc he com- 
manded the Oath of Fideliry' ſhould be miniſtred to the People, in the new Emperour 
Caius's behalf. He called back his Army alſo, and ſent chem ro their Winter Quarters ; 
becauſe it was not lawful for him to proſecute the War, by reaſon the Empire was fal- 
len unto Catus. 

It is faid, that Aretas hearing news of Yirelius's Expedition or Voyage, and after he 
D had taken counſel of the Augurs, ſaid, thatthe Army ſhould not advance as far as Pe- 
tra ; becauſe he that had the command of the Expedition, or he that obeyed his Or. 
dinance in conduCting the fame, or he againſt.whom the Army was conducted, ſhould 
die. Vitellizs therefore, retired to Antioch. A year before the death of Tiberius, 4- 
gripe, Ariſtobulus's Son, came to Rome, to treat with the Emperor about certain 
Afairs. Burt before I ſpeak any thing hereof, I will relate Heroa*s Progeny, both for 
that it is pertinent to this preſent Narration, and alſo, that the greatneſs of God's Pro- 
vidence may appear 3 © the end that a Man may know,:that neither the number of 
Children, nor any other human force whatſoever it be, can be; available without 
the fear of God; conſidering that within the ſpace of one hundred years, or ſome- 
whatlel(s , ir fell out, that all Herod's Line, which was. very:populous and frauicful, was 
extinguiſhed, a very few excepted. Whereby we are-given to under{tand what the 
miſery of mankind is, and learn to moderate our ſelves. .-Iris alſo expedient ro ſpeak 
ſomething of ' Agrippa' 31. who amongſt all other, deferveth admiration; that being a 
Man wholly in obſcurity, and baſe 1n-Birth, he was exalced to ſuch greatneſs, as no 
one of thoſe that knew: him, would ever have thought his Fortane- ſhould have ſuch 
ſucceſs and/power. And although heretofore I have fpoken ſomewhar of this matter, 
yet it is requilice that I ſpeak ſomething more 6 in this. place. Heyod

After her birth, Herodjas, in contempt 
of the Laws of the Countrey, married her ſelf with Herod, her Husband's Brother, be- 
gotten of the ſame Father, being ſeperated from him during his life-time, who was Te- 
trarch of Galilee. His Daughter Sz/ome was married to Philip, the Tetrarch of Tracho- 
nitis, Herod's Son ; Who dying without Children, Ari/tobalrs married her, who was 1 
Herod's Son, and Agripps's Brother : They had three Sons, Herod, A4erippa and Ariſto. 
baulus, See here the Poſterity of Phaſelus and Salampſon. Antipater, by Cypros, had a 
Daughter that likewiſe was called Cypros, which was married to Alexas Selctas, the S6n 
of Alexas; of whom he begit a Daughter called likewiſe Cypros. As for Herod and 
Alexander, who (as I ſaid) were Antipater's Brothers. they died without Iſſue. Alex. 
ander, Herod's Son, who was killed by his Father, begat 4/exazder and 7;granecs on the 
Daughter of Archelaus, King of __ : Tigranes being King of Armenia, died with- 
out Iſſue, after he had been accuſed at Rome : Alexander had a Son called Tipranes, af. 
ter his Brother's name, who was ſent by Nero to reign in Armenia, who had a Son cal. 
led Alexander, who married Fotepe, the Daughter of Antiochns, King of Comagent : 
This A/-xander, by Veſpaſian, was eleted King in Leſis, a City of Cilicia. As ſoon as 
Alexander's Poſterity began to multiply, they fell from their Countrey Religion, to 
follow the cuſtoms of the Greeks. All the reſt of King Herods Daughters died with- 
out Iſſue. Having after this manner reckoned vp Herod's Poſterity, which continued

ſhortly ſurrender the Kingdom and Empire unto Cazs, who was each way more wor- 
thy than he. Theſe words of his were overheard by the Coachman called Eutychus, 
who was Azrippa's Free-man, who for the time ſpoke not a word thereof. But being 
afterwards accuſed for ſtealing Arrippa's garment (as he indeed had done) and brought 
back again, after he had fled away to Piſo (who was the Governour of the City) he 
Hedin & Ruf- asked him why he fled ; who anſwered, thar he had certain ſecrets which he-delired 
4/8 '3 to-reveal unto Ceſar, that appertained to his profit and ſafety ; for which cauſe he was 
nay fe 3 ſent by him in Bonds to Capreas. 1iberius according to his dilatory manner, wherein 
man, bechinks no King or Tyrant ever equalled him, held him Priſoner. For neither did he preſent- 
——— entorg ly admit any Ambaſſadours, neither ſent he Succeſſors to thoſe who were Covernours 
the Emperor. Of his Provinces, when the former were dead 3 and was no leſs negligent in yielding 
audience to his Priſoners. Burt when his Friends at any time \ ny him, why he 
uſed theſe accuſtomed delays ; he anſwered them, that he deferred the Ambaſſadours 
after that manner, leſt, if he ſhould ſuddenly diſpatch them, they ſhould inftantly re- K 
turn with new, whereby it ſhould come to paſs, that he ſhould be continually troubled 
in entertaining an1 diſmiſſhng them. | 
And as for his Offices, he leftthem in their hands to whom he had committed them, 
_—_— in regard of his SubjeAs welfare. For naturally all Magiſtracy is ſubje& to Avarice z 
changed nor but eſpecially ſtrangers induce rhoſe who exerciſe the ſame, to gather and ingrols the 
bisGovernors more eagerly, whenas the time of their Authority is ſhort, and of ſmall aſſurance ; 
where»s, 11 rhey ſhould continue in the ſame for along time, in regard of the gain they 
had made, and the much profit they had raiſed, they would be afterwards lefs greedy 
to extort furrher. Now if he (hould fend others to ſucceed them on a ſudden, it were 
impoſſivie for him to content them, notwithſtanding their many Bribes : whereas, in L 
giving them timeto fill their Purſes, when they had gotten well, they would abate the 
urious deſire of Lucre which they afteQted before. And to this purpoſe, he told them 
an example of a poor Man that was a Lazar, to whoſe wound a great number of Flies 
aſſembled themſelves, and covered the ſame ; at ſight whereof ſome by fortune ar- 
ariving there, and having compaſſion of his miſery, and ſuppoſing that the cauſe why 
he repulſed them nor, proceeded from his diſability, approached near to help him, 
but he prayed rhem ro let him alone. Whereupon, they demanding the cauſe where- 
fore he that was hurt, refuſed to be delivered from fo irkſome an evil ; he anſwered 
them, for that they ſhould do him more wrong, if thoſe Flies were driven away; for 
that b:ing already fall of Blood, they prick me not, (ſaid he) neither ſuck me ſo earneſtly, M 
but give me ſome eaſe, whereas if nw ſhould light on wy wound which were hungry, and 
ſpould ſeize my fleſh in that deſperate eſtute that I am, they would procure my death. For' 
theſe cauſes he ſaid ; that ſeeing his Subjedts already conſumed by ſo many exaQions, 
he thought tt a good policy in him, and a better proviſion for them, not to ſend them 
new Governours continually, who might, after the manner of Flies, ſack them to the 
quick ; eſpecially, if to their innate covetouſneſs, he ſhould add the fear of their ſud- 
cen diſplacing. Now to prove that to be true, which I have declared of Tiberius's 
diſpoſition, this ation of his may ſuffice ro juſtifie me ; For having been Emperour for 
the ſpace of twenty two years, 21! thoſe Governours which he ſent into Fewry weretwo, 
namely Gratws, and Pzate his Succeſſor; neither carried he himſelf otherwiſe towards N 
why C</s the reſt of his SubjeQs of the Empire.

to Caius. For. which cauſe he ſaid tro. Macron, bind me this fellow, , He ſcarcely under- 
ſtanding that which he: ſpake, and no ways ſuſpeCting that he ſhould give that Com- 
E mand againſt 4z r7:ppa, deferred the performance, url ſuch time as he might more ex- 
ally underſtand his mind. . W hea therefore Ceſar turned into the Hippodrome, and by 
chance, met with Agripp4 in the Teeth : This is he (faid he) Macron whow I have com- 
manded to be. bound : And demanding of him once more, of whom he ſpake ; I: is A- 
grippa, ſaid he. Then had Agripps recourſe to ſubmiſſive and humble Prayers, refreſh. 
ing the, memory of his Son, with whom: he had been. brought up; alledging the edu- 
cation he. had uſed towards his Nephew Tiberius; but he prevailed nothing, but was 
led away bound in thoſe Purple Ornaments which he then wore.

This Preſage of the German%'ſeemed as ridiculous to Agrippa, 'as admirable after. 
wards, But" Aztoria being fore” grieved at the young Man's Calamity, thought it not 
only a difficult matter for her to entreat Tiberis for him, but altogether unprofirable, 


in regard ſte ſhould be repulſed; yet, ſhe prevailed'ſo much with Macror, that he was L 


committed to rhe cuſtody of ſach- Souldiers, who were of a more mild behaviour, and 
had a Centurion appointed to keep him, that ſuffered him to riſe his daily Bathings, 
and gave his Friends and Servants leave to viſit him, by whole fervice and kindneſs, 
his neceſſities might be relieved. His Friend Si/as alſo, was admitted to ſpeak with 
him, and amonglt his Free-men, Marſpus and Srichus, who brought him in fuch meats 
as he was delighted withal, and Coverings under colour to ſell them ; which, by the 
permiſſion of the Souldiers, whohad no leſs direCtion from Macros, they fpread by night 
Azrippe liv- for him to take his reſt upon. See here the eſtate wherein Azrippa lived in Priſon for 
cd ix months the ſpace of fix Months. But Tiberius being returned ro Capreas, began ar firfl to be 
Tiberius fal- attainted with a Certain lingring diſeaſe ; and for that his ickn 
(ech ick, and more, he began to conceive a ſiniſter hope of himſelf; and commanded Euodus, whom 
his Sos. be moſt honoured among all his Free men, to bring him his Sons, becaulſc he intend- 
ed to talk with them betore he died. But the truth 1s, that he had not any Children of 
his own, but had adopted them : For Druf#s, who was his only Child, was already 
7:hkerixe Ge. dead, and had left behind him a Son called Tiberius, firnamed Gemellus, He had Cains 
mellus, the alſo, his Brother Germanicus's Son, who was in the flower of his Age, and had been 
Son of Priſ- very well bred. To him alſo the People aſcribed very much, in remembrance of the 
cious Germas Virtue of his deceaſed Father ; and as for himſelf, he was of a fweet converſation, and 
nicur's Son. ſo modeſt; that he was familiar and affable to all Men, Whereby it came to pals that 
not only the People, but rhe Senate alſo, held him in great eſtimation ; as alſo all the N 
SubjeCts in every ſeveral Province : For they that ſpake with him were drawn, a} 
ly by his affability, partly by the fidelity they ſaw in him; fo that when he was dead, 
all of them mourned, not counterfeitly lamenting his boſs, bur with unfeigned ſorrow ; 
for that there was not any one that ſuppoſed not. his death to be every Mans parrticu- 
lar toſs. He therefore demeand himſelf ſo modeſtly cowards all Men, that, his Son at- . 
ter his death, was highly advanced thereby :* For amongſt the reſt, the Souldiers made | 
their reckoning, that although ir ſhould coſt them their lives, to get bim. he Empure, 
they would not refuſe the hazard. | 
After that Tiberius had charged Enodus to bring him the two young Men the next 
morrow, by break of day ; he beſought the Gods of that place, to give him.an evi--O 
dent fign, whereby he might kaow who ſhoald ſiicceed him :, For although be deſired

For being in this thought, he commanded Euodus, that as ſoon as he could, 

in the Morning, he ihould ſufter him, of the two young Princes, to enter in unto him, 

who ſhould arrive the firſt. He walking out, met with C4i«s before the Chamber door 

(for Tiberius was not there ; who being ignorant of chat which his Grand-father thought, 

was bulie about his Breakfaſt) and {aid unto him, that the Emperor his Father called for 

B him ; and withal, ſuffered bim to enter. When Tiberius beheld Caigs, he ſuddenly 

began to conſider the Power of God, who deprived him of the means ro diſpoſe of the 

Empire, according as he had determined with himſelf, for that it lay not in his power ; 

and he lamented greatly, not ſo much for that he ſaw hisdeliga could not be brought to 

effeft, as that his Son T iberivs was in danger of his Life ; ſeeing that in all appearance, 

Cains would be Maſter; who being ſo near a Relation, would prove the more dange- 

rous to young T iberius, becaul: Sovereignty delireth no (harer : And Caius would be 

always jealous, and never think himſelf ſure, ſo long as young Tiberius was alive. 

In a word, Tiberius was very much addifted to Aſtrological Prediftions ; ſo that 735-1;,; a44;.

But at that time he was grievoully diſquieted * 

by reaſon of the misfortune that had happened ; yea, he was fo grieved, as if his Grand- 

child had been already loſt ; and he blamed himſelf, becauſe he had ſought theſe Preſa- 

ges; for that he might have died, without falling into thar diſaſter, in being ignorant 

of that which was to come; whereas, now he ſhould dic in the knowledge of their miſ.

For, faid ſhe, 7 cannot endure to live, if Agrippa, Ariſtobulus's Sox, condemned to 
che by the ſentence of his own Fatber (' ſo poor and indigent, that to redreſs his meceſſaties 
wherewith he was daily preſſed by his Creditors, he was conſtrained at laſt to flee to Rome) 
(bould return with ſuch Titles of Honour; and that ber FHusband,who was a K. ing's Son, and 
was called torhe Kingdom by his Father, ſhould live obſcure, and paſs his life like a private 
may : Husband (ſaid ſhe) if heretofore it hath been noprejudice to thee, tolive in leſs Dig- 
B nity than thy Father hath dore; now, at leaſt, deſire that ane honour which belongeth to thy 
Family 5 neither think it ſufferable to be infericur to him, who in times paſt kath been main- 
tained by thy Bounty : Nejther ſuffer it to be thought ( through thine own ſloth ) that he in his 
neceſſity, had more induſtry to obtain an ample Fortune, than you amid(t your abundance 3 
as if it redounded not to thy ſhame, to be thought inferiour to him at this time, who not long 
fince, except by thy pity, bad no means to live, Let us therefore baſtily repair to Rome, and 
neither ſpare (Gold, Silver, or any other expence, for that it availeth us not ſo much to keep 
the ſame, as to employ it in the purchaſe of a Kingdom. But Herod dillwaded her as much 
2s he could,for he contented himlſeli co live in quiet,and ſuſpected the Contution that 
was at Reme 5 Which he endeavoured, as much as in him lay,to lay open to Herod7as: 
C But the more negligent ſhe ſaw him,the more inſtanely ſhe incited him to ſeek out tor the 
Kingdom 5 and never gave over,until ſhe had conformed him to her deſire z which ſhe 
forced him to, rather than obtained. Having therefore turniſhed himſelf after the 
moſt magnificent manner,and ſpared no coſt,he repaired to Rome,and led Herodias his 
Wite with him. Agrzppa ſmelling their intent, and the preparation they made;he beſtir- 
red himſelf too: And having notice that they were put ro Sea,he ſent Fortunatus,one of 
his Free-men,to Rome, with Preſents tothe Emperor, and Letters againſt Herod ; with 
Commiſſion to acquaint Caizs with every particular, according as the occaſion ſhould 
ſerve. He embarking himſelf after Hered,had a quick paflage,and was only prevented 
by him, but for the ſpace that ered preſented himſelf to Cajus; for he preſently tol- 
D lowed him,and delivered his Letters. For they arrived at one time at Puteol, and found 
Caius at Baia,aVillageot Campania,diſtant irom Puteo! ſome five Stades, adorned with 
moſt Royal and ſumptuous Palaces; tor that every Emperor enforced himſelf to exceed 
the honour of his Predeceſſor, by reaſon of the hot Baths that naturally iſſued out of 
the Earth,ſerviog both for the health of the body, and recreation of the ſpirits. Whilſt 
Cajus talked with Zerod, having viſited him firſt, he received Agrippa's Letters,contain- 
ing Herod s accuſations; for they accuſed him of a Conſpiracy plotted betwixt him and 
Sejames, ſince the beginning of 7iberizs's Empire: And how tor the preſent he favoured 
Artabanus, King of rhe Parthians, to the prejudice of the Emperor Caius z of whichthe 
preparations Herod had ſtored up in his Arcenals, gave evident teſtimony,which were 
E ſufficient to arm ſeventy thouſand men. Caius was much moved withthele informati- 
ons, and asked Herod it that which was informed him, rouching his warlike preperati- 
on, Was true : He unable to contraditt the ſame in any thing, for fear he ſhould be con- 
victed of falſhood, conlefsed no leſs, W hereupon Caius ſuppoſing the Acculation of his 
revolt tobe ſufficiently proved,deprived him of his Terrarchy,and annexed it to Agrip- 
þ4's Kingdom z beſtowing Herod's Subſtance alſo upon him. He baniſhed him likewiſe 
tor ever, and confined him in the City of Liens, in France 3 and underſtanding that He- 
rodias was Agrippa's Siſter,he gave her all that wihch in right appertained to her, And 
ſuppoſing that {# would not willingly accompany her husband in hiscalamity,he told 
her thathe pardoned her for her Brother's ſake : But ſhe gave him this reply 3 Mighty

After that Appios had urged many things, and ipveighed prie- 
w Ceſar. |, vouſly againſt the Jews 3 hoping that Caius would be provoked againſt them, as in all 
for hn jou is likelihood and appearance it ſnould have fallenout : Philo, the. chicteſt among the Am- 
ſhut out, and þafſadours of the Jews, a man of great worth, and Brother to Alexander Alibarchs;

Law which Almighty God hath propoſed unto us, under the reward of Eternal Felicity : For 
which canſe, we will endure all Fortunes whatſoever, ſo that our Country, Law, and Religion

Petronius conjefturing by theſe their anſwers, how hard a matter it was to force them "JN SY 


ereftion of his Statute, without great Blood-ſhed, whereby much murther and inconvenience 
might follow ; he took ſome of bis neareſt and deareſt friends with him, an4 poſted to 
Tiberias, that he might more conveniently and circumſpettly look into the Jews Attions. 


They fearing ſome imminent danger through the Wars they expeded from the Romans. and 
greater miſchief through the breach of their Laws; aſſembled once more many thouſands of 


them, and met with Petronius at Tiberias 3 beſeeching him that he would not enfor. e them 
to that nece{ſity, nor defile their Sacred City with forbidden Images, Whereunto Petro- 
wins ai-er.' : Therefore (faith he) will you fight with Czlar, without reg od, eter of 
his ability, or your own weakneſs * We will not fight ({aid they) But we will rather die, than 
depart from our Laws. Whereupon, proſtrating themſeives, and layi-g pen their na- 
ked throats, they ſaid they were ready to die. In theſe terms they continued for the 
ſpace of forty days, negletting their Husbandry, though that was the chieteſt Seed- 
time : For it was moſt reſolutely concluded among them rather to ſuffer death than 
to admit the Statue. Whilſt the matter ſtood upon thele terins, 4rifob lus, Agrippa's 
Brother, and Eſas, accompanied with divers of their Train, and lome ot the chic.efi 
among the Jews came unto Petronius, beſceching him that he would conſider the ob 

ſtinacy of the people, neither give them occaſion to draw them into deſperate ations; 
but rather, that he would write unto Caias, with what obſtinacy the people refuſed 


* the Dedication of his Image in the Temple: And-how, giving over the care of their 


Husbandry, they prepared themſelves for War,without any truſt or confidence in their 
own ſtrength z beg rather reſolved to die, than toſuffer ſo great an indignity to be 
offered to their Religion. Belides, how giving over their Tillage, there was nothi 
to be expetted but Robbery, whereas they ſhould want means to pay their Cuſtoms; 
by which mans, they hoped that Ceſar would be moved to moderate his ſeverity to- 
wards that Nation, and not to givethem cauſe of Rebellion; And that if he might 
not be moved from the proſecation of the War, that then he might go forward with 
his buſineſs. This was the effect of Aritobulus's requeſt. 

Bur Petronis, partly in reſpeCt of their Prayers who inſtantly urged him, and the 
weightinels of the affair; partly in regard of the contentious reſolution of the Jews, 
ſuppoſing that it wasa matter unworthy a man, to put-ſo many thouſands of men.to 
death,'to ſatisfic Caius's foolith ambition 5 and touched with the fear of God, and re- 
morke'of his own Conſcience, he had rather to his owndanger;informthe Emperor of 
the abfurtliry of the matrer by his Letters,being no ways ignorang of his cholerick ſpi 


* rit,and-torwardnels in revenge,except his turious paſſion and expeCtation were anſwer. 


ed. For-this thopght he.that although it altered not his reſolution, but happily enforc'd 
his diſpleaſure againft him, in that he ſpeedily executed not hisCommand) yet, that 
« wasthe duty of agood man, not to refuſe an aflured death, if ſo be it might fave fo 
guiltleſs and huge a multitude. When therefore, he had aſſembled the Jews together 


'E in 7iberias (when many thouſands of them reſorted thither)and diſpoſed all thoſe war-

ke Forces, that at'thac time gave attendance on him, round about him ; he told the 
Jewsfirft of all,not his own, but the Emperor's intent, who would fhortly have them 
teſte his difpleaſure, and enforce them to the burthen of his indignation,who were 
ſo bold as to contradi& him : For himſelf, it neceflarily concerned him, that Gnce,by 
the Emperor's favour he had received fo great. honour, he ſhould not commit any thing 
contrary-to hisCommand. 7hold it (ſaid he) s matter muſt juſt to employmy life and ho- 
wour for :0u, to the end. that ſo huge a number of men ſhonld not be drawn into the dunger of 
death, and T will reſpet the excellency of the Laws of your Fathers, for which you think you 
onght-t0 undergo aWar and Danger: neither is it lawful to ſuffer the Temple of God to be defied 
by the Authorit1.of Princes.

your hands, which will purchaſe you the reputation of piety, and will procure God to be pro- 
pitious unto you in all your attions ; and which alſo, will breed me much glory among thiſe who 
(pall hear that I have not been refuſed in my demand, which concerneth me more than the ne- 
ceſſities of this life : I therefore beſeech you, that it will pleaſe you to give order that that Sta- 
tue, which you have charged Petronius to ere in the Temple of the Jews, may never be put 
there. This was Agrippa's requeſt to the Emperor, knowing very well how dange- 
rous a matter it was, and as much as concerned his life, to demand any ſuch thing at 
Caius's hands, that was not anſwerable to his humour. Cates, on the one ſide, moved 0 
with the ſervice Agrippa had done him 3 and on the other fide, ſeeing how great an.n-

The Governor of Babylon likewiſe intending to cut off this miſchief before it 
rew to greater head,afſembled as many men as he could poſſible, both Parthians and 
Babylonians, and marched: forth againſt them ; with an intent to root them out, be- [ 
fore they ſhould have any inkling thereof to prepare themſelves for theirdefence. Ha- 
ving therefore:prepared his Army, he lay inambuſhnear untoa Marifh, and the next 
day tollowing (which was the Sabbath, 'in which the Jews forbear all kind of work, 
he making his account thattheTnemy darſt not make head againſt him, but without 
fight he ſhould leadthem- away captives) he march'deafily, thinking to charge them 
unaware. | Afmeus, who at that time fate idlely with his fellows, baving his Arms by 
him : Yemen (faid he) merhinks I hear the.neighiog of Horſes, not Rich as when 
they areintheir heat; but as when they are backt by men. Moreover, - I hear the 
noiſe of their: Bridles, and Ifear leſt the Enemies ſecretly ſtealing upon us, ſhould

by them. He alſo declared, thatthere was a mighty number of Horſemen, who were 
allembled like a drove of Beaſts, ſufficient and able utterly to overcome Afinexs and 
all hisGompeny, foraſmuth'as they were not in a readineſs to defend'-themſelves : 
and. our aw forbiddeth nstodo any r of work onthe Sabbath. - Afinizus reſol- 
ved' withhimſelf net ts:do thatwhich the Spy had ſaid, bur thought that it was better 
for them to behave themſelves valiantly in their neceſlity wherein they wereplunged, N F 
and that if they muſt needsdie, it better became them to make breach of their Law, 
than to heatten tlicirBhemics by their ſubmiſſion. He therefore preſently betook 
himſelf to his weapons, '#nd' encouraged all thoſe that were about him, to make'it 
known inef& what their 'valour was. Whereupon all of chem at onee marched 


forth/agairiſt theEnemy, andſlaughtered a great many of them, for that they,deſpiling 


Afſmeus and his followers,\rtrarched as if they went to lay hold on men already vat- 


quilhed:;ittn the end'they were conſtrained ro berakethem to flight. 


When the dews of this skirmiſhwasbrought'to the King of Parthia, he was wholly 


aſtoniſhed ut chebokdnefs of theſe 'two Brethren,and hed a'great deſire'to ſee them and

Afinent retufed' to enterprize this Voyage, but ſent his Brother A4ni/zus 
with certain Prefents,ſuch #s he could poſſibly find, He'therefore departed with the 
Meſſznger, and' preſented himſelf before Artabanus z who ſeeing Anilens tome alone, 
asked him how it happened that 4fm.eus came not with him : And underſtanding that 
he ſtayed in his Mariſh,through the fear thathe had of him'; he ſwore by the Gods of 
his Anceſtors, that he would do him no wrong, wiſhing them to give credit ro his 
B promiſe, and he ſtretched out his hand, which is the greateſt fign with which the 
Kings of that Country ufe'to aſſure thoſe rhat parley with" them. For after they 
have mutually given one another their hands,there is no ſiniſter praQtice to be feared, 
and they, from whoma man expeCteth any harm, are no more to be feared, at ſuch 
time as they have given this teſtimony ofafſurance. This done, Artabanns ſent back 
Anilzus, to perſwade his Brother Afmens to come to Contt, Artabamis did' this, ſup-

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A ces which the Parthiars imagine may be offerea them, Having after this diſgraceful 
manner carried him into a Forreit,ſome of his tamiliars perſwaded him to. kill him: but 
Anileus told them, that they ought to deal-with him far otherwiſe ; four that it behov- 
ed them not to kill aman, who was one of the chief among the Nobility of the Par 
thians, and one that was moſt honoured in regard of that athnity and alliance he had 
with the King : that although all that which heretofore had been offered to Mitbri- 
dates, were inlupportable ; yet if they ſhould be inſtrumental to ſave his life, he would 
don the injuries, and reward-them for their Mercy in faving his life z whereas if 
they ſhould deal ſeverely with him,rhe King would ſeek his revenge, and make a hor- 
rible ſlaughter of thoſe Jews that inhabited Babylon : whom they ought to have com- 
B paſlion of, both for thatthey were of their blood, and for that it any miſchief ſhould 
befal them they knew not. whither toretire rhemſelvesz whereas they might be aſliſt- 
ed with the flower and (clect men of their Nation, Having thus diſcyſled and debated 
the matter to his Soldiers, his opinion was approved, and tney were perſwaded ; and

But he no ſooner returned home unto his hauſe, but his Wiſe hit himin the. teeth, 
that he lived but by che mercy of his enemies,notwith{landing he were the King's Son. 
in-law 3 that he had mage no reckoning to puniſh thoſe, who had ſo much injured 
him 3 that he likewiſe contented himſelf ro have his lite faved,after he had been pr1- 
ſoner to the Jews: For which cauſe (aid the) recover thou thy former virtue and honour, 
C which thou haſt heretofore loſt, or I ſwear by the Gods of the If ing my Father, that the bond 
of Marriage which is betwixt me and thee ſhall be diſſolved. 

Mithridates, unable to endure theſe uſual reproaches, and on the other ſide appre- 
hending his Wives haughty courage, from whom he feared to be ſeparated, he af 
ſembled the greateſt power of men that he could poſlible, notwithſtanding it were 
againſt his will, and led them forth ; ſuppoſing himſcit to be unworthy of lite, if ke, 
who by Nation was a Parthian, ſhould be put to the worſt by the Jews. When 
Anileas underſtood that Mithridates came forth againſt him with a great force, he 
thought that it would redound greatly to his . indignity, if he ſhould lie lurking 
amidit his Marſhes, and hoping that he ſhould have no worle fortune againſt his enc- 
D mies, than he had ar firſt, and building much upon his Souldiers, who were ever wont 
toget the upper hand in their encounters, he likewiſe drew forth his Army: to them 
alſo others adjoyned themſelves, who ſoughr nothing elſe but pillage, and hoped that 
with their only preſence they' might diſcourage their enemy. 

But after they had marched about ninety (tades, and paſſed thorow a Country that 
was ſcant of water, and were about the heat of the mid day burned up with thirſt ; 
Mithridates Army came in fight, and charged them even atthat time, when they faint- 
ed for want of drink, and through the extremity of heat, fo as they could ſcarcely 
handle their weapons. At that time Anilzus's Souldiersencountring with Mithridates's 
freſh men, were ſhametully pur to flight : whereby it cameto pals that agreat number 
F ofthem were killed. But Anilzus himfelt, and all rhoſe of his Company, retired them- 
ſelves in great haſte into a Forreſt, leaving Mithridates Lord and Maſter of the Field, 
whereof he was very joyful. Notwithſtanding this diſaſter, an infinite namber of 
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lawleſs men reſorted to 4nileus, who let Intle by their lives, provided there might A great num- 
no linut be propoſed to their unbridled licentiouſnefsz {o that he gathered a greater ber of difſo- 
number of men than thoſe he had loſt; yet chey were far different 1n valour trom the dy 


former: for they were wholly ignorant of warlike diſcipline. Notwithſtanding, he les, with 


being accompanied with theſe men, went and ſer upon divers Boroughs of the Baby-

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Babylon, the Jews that remaitied there, were enforced to ſeek them ſome hew habita« 
tion 5 and that removing of theirs into the City of Selevcia, was the cauſe likewiſe, of 
their further miſchief, as | will make mahifeſt. The Greeks who dwelt in Seleucia, are 
ordinarily at debate with the Syrians, and have always the upper hand ; but after 
thatthe Jews came to inhabit that place, in a certain Sedition that aroſe amon 
them, the Syrians had the under hand, by the means of the Jews, who joyned their' 
Forces with theirs, who of themſelves were valiant and good Souldiers, 

The Greeks being repulſed in this Tumult, and having no other means left them 
to maintain their tormer honour, but to break 'that League of Friendſhip, which 
was between the Syrians and the Jews ; deviſed in private; each one with thoſe Sy. 
rians with whom they were acquainted, promiſing to live in peace and amity with 
them ; whereurito they condeſcended willingly. For the chiefeſt of theſe two Nati- 
ons concladed the Peace, which preſently after followed, to the end that onboth parts 
they ſhould joyn in hatred aguin the Jews : So that altogether charging rhem at 
unawares, they kflted more than fifty thouſand of them they were all pur co the 
Sword, except. ſome few, who throngh the mercy of their Friends, and aſſiſtance * 
of their Neighbours, were ſuffcred to eſcape. Theſe retired themſelves'to Crefiphon a 
City of Greece,that was not far from Seleaciz,wherethe Ring reſideth every year, and 
keepeth the greareſt part of his Moveables 3 hoping in that place, through the re- 
verence of the King, they might remain in moreſatety and ſecurity. All the Nati- 
on- of the Jews that were in theſe Quarters, ſtood in great ſcar: For the Babylonians 
and the Selenciaus,with all the Aſſrians of that Country agreed amongſt themſelves ro 
make a general War againſt the Jews ; whereby it cameto paſs, that they aſſembled 
themſelves at Neard a and Ni{bis truſting themſelves to the ſtrength of theſe Fortreſſes, 
which were inhabited alſo by men who were expert in Arms, See here what the, 
condition of the Jews wes, who remained in Babylon.

A been one of his eſpecial friends, and one of the rareſt men that were ever found amoni 
the Roman Citizens (whom Caius had put to death through” the fear he kad conceived 
of him) knowing well that all they, againſt whom Cazs'was incenſed, . could 'gor & 
ſcapewith lefs puniſhment than lols of lite. As for the third'man Chzreas, he could 
not endure the ſhame and reproach of cowatdile that Caius had obje&ed apninſt him; 
but feared beſides, that his friendſhip and inward familiarity with Caius would draw 
him into manife it dangers : for which cauſe, and his own ſecuriry and honours fake; 
he reſolved to diſpatch him. Generally all of them were' reſolved to rid the World of 


Caius, and bring an end to his pride and tyrannical power, tor, their hope was that

For, before that time, asofien asthey met 
together, they wer2 accuſtomed to eſteem Minxcianus tor the moſt honorable man 
of the Company, as in truth, among all the Citizens of Rome he was the motit ta- 
mous,valtant and beſt eſteemed among them : being theretore aſſ-mbled at that time, 
he was firſt of all requeſted to ſpeak his opinion. For which cauſe he asked Chereas 
what the watch word was he had received that day (for all the City knew very well

Minucianus, perceiving with what affe&ion Chereas ſpake, embraced him with 
all love 3 and after he had praiſed him, he exhorted him to continue his conſtancy : 
then departed they one from the other, with prayersand wiſhes 3 and at that time 
there hapned a preſag: nat confirmed them the more. ; For as Chereas entred into 
the Senate, ſome one ameng the people caſt out a word,that redoubled his courage ; 
Diſpatch (faid he )that which thou haſt todo for God will affiſt thee, Chereas was 
ſomewhat afraid, leſt ſome one of his Aſſociates had betrayed him. Burt at laſt, he 
thought it was ſome one of thoſe, who, being privy to his reſolution, gave him a 
Watch word to animate him the more 3 or that it was God# who, governing and ob- 
ſerving humane affairs, puſhed him torward. Atter he had imparted this bis delibera- 
tion to divers; ſundry Senators, Knights, .and Souldiers being advertiſed hereof were 
in Arms. For, there was not any one that ſuppoſed not that Caivs death was the great- 
eſt good hap the Common: wealth could expect, For which caule,all of them entorced 
themſelves as much as they could, to afli(t the executzon with couragious and virtu- 
F ous reſolution :, and as forward were they, inaffeCtion as in power z in words as in ef- 
ſe&, deſiring each of them to be partakers in the diſpatch of a Tyrant. For Cali/tbus 
alſo, who was Caizs free-man and raiſed by him to great Authority, yea,ſuch as almoſt 
equall'd him, adjoyned himſelf tothem tor-the tear he apprehended of all men, and 
for thoſe great riches which he had gathered-together; for that he was a man ofa cor 
rupt conſcience, and eaſily won by bribes and preſents, doing wrong toall men, and 
abuſing the powerhe had, againſt whomſoever he pleas'd,contrary to all right and rea- 
ſon. Beſides, for that he knew the unbridled nature of Cajes, who having once cogceiv- 
ed anill opinion of any man, could never afterwards be difſlwaded or reconciled. A- 
mong(t divers other dangers that he had to apprehend, the greatneſs of the danger 
x of his riches was not the leaſt, which was the cauſe that made him ſerve Claudine, 
and ſecretly to follow him, under hope; that after Caizs death, he ſhould be his Suc- 
ceſſour in the Empire, and that at that time he ſhould by him be maintained in the 
lame eſtate, which he enjoyed: and by this means he thought to obtain. hisamity and 
good liking, by giving him to underſtand how Caius had 'commanded him to poyſoa 
bum, and how he had invented infinite delays to defer'this execution. . As for mine 
own part, I think that Caliſthus forged this matter. ,For if Caius had pretended to 
kill Claudixs, he had not been dilſwaded by Ca'i(thus allegations, who had preſeat- 
ly received his reward, if he had deferred to execute his Maſters command with all 
expedition in a 1natter ſo acceptable to him. $0 it is; thatthe Providence of God 
would not permit Caz#s to execute that rage againg Claudins ; and. Cahſthus: was there-

For, 
cation to aflall > man ſuſpected Chereas, ſo diſcreetly had he behaved himfelf in all things: and te 
. perſwaded himſelf that no man would have thoughtthart he ſhould lay violent hands 
on Caius. Andalthough he had done nothing to any effect ; yet ſo it is, that the pow. 
er of the Gods was ſufficient to give him force, and to kill him withour drawing 
weapon. Chereas was fore diſpleaſed againſt his Companions, in reſpe&t that he 
feared that they would ler flip their occaſion 3 and although they perie&1y | 
knew that he intended it for the maintenance of the Laws, and for the goodof them 
all : yet did they requeſt him to delay a little, for fear leſt in the execution he 
ſhould in ſome ſort miſcarry, and for that cauſe the City might be brought in trouble 
by the informations that would be made of thar a ; and that at length when Cajus 
ſhould be {o much the better provided againſt them, they ſhould not know how to 
ſhew their virtue, when the time required that they ſhould affault and fet upon him, 
They therefore thought it good that the opportunity to ſet forward this bulineks, 
ſhould be the time in which the Games of the Palace were celebrated, which were 
ſolemnized in honour of Czſar, who firſt of all diſannulled the Peoples Authority, and 
appropriated it to himſelf, This Solemnity is celebrated in a Tent betore the Palace, & 
where the noble Citizens, with their Wives and Children remained to behold the 
ſport, and Czfar himſelf likewiſe. At that time they concluded that it would be an 
Thd final con- eaſje matter for them, when ſo many thouſands of people ſhould be ſhut up in fo 
nn wy narrow a place ; ſothat he, who would ſtep formoſt to give the ſtroke, might very 
as touchlng eaſily be ſuccoured, for that he coald have no afliſtance, although his Guard ſhould 
Caurdeath. have the courage and deſire to defend him, Chereas reſolved upon this, and it was 
concluded that rhe firſt day of thoſe ſports that were next at hand, the deed ſhould 
be done : but their adventure was greater than their concluſion, For the- delay was 
ſach, asthe third day was almoſt paſt, and hardly could they be drawn to attempt 
the matter on the third day. At which time Chereas aſſembled all the Confederates, 
and told them that the opportunity of time had overſlipt them, accuſed and repreach- 
ed them of flackneſs in that execution, which had been fo virtuouſly reſolved 4- 
mong them : and that it was to be feared, leſt if any ſhould be diſcovered, the whoke 
matter ſhould be fruſtrate : by which means Caius might grow more cruel than 
he was before. See we wot (laid he) that by how much liberty we take from our ſelwes, 
by ſo much we augment Caius tyranny > whereas we ought firſt of all to obtain ſecurity for 
our ſelves, and afterwards purchaſe perpetual felicity to others, the greates glory whereof 
ſhall redound unto our ſebves. Now they having nothing to reply againſt ſo honorable 
a reſolution ; and yet notwithſtanding no ways enforcing themſelves towards the atti- 
on, but remaining altogether amazed without one word ſpeaking, Chereas ſpake M 
thus : 

Moſt noble and generous Gentlemen, what is the cauſe that we linger and delay in 
this manner> See you not that this day is the laft day of the Games, and that Caius is 
ready to go toSea ? for be hath determined to ſail into Alexandria, and to ſee Egypt 
truly it will be a ſmall honour for ns, if we ſuffer him to eſcape out of onr hands, to the 
end that both by Land ani Sea, he may triumph over the Romans negligence. How 
can we chooſe but condemy our ſelves juſtly, and challenge nothing but diſhonour, if ſome 
Egyptian, ſuppoſing that men of free condition could not any longer endure bis inſ0- 
lence, ſhould put the matter in execution © For mine own part, T will dream mo longer yy 

your conſultations, but this very day will 1 hazard my ſelf; and betide me what 
can, T will ſuſtain all fortunes with pleaſure and courage. For I am a man of that 
mind, that no danger can be ſo great or: grievous to daunt me, or draw me fron ſo 
worthy an enterprize which ſome other will put in execution if I delay, depriving 
me of the greateſt honour and glory that the world canafford for its deliverance, Thus 
ſaid, he parted with an intent to attempt and end the matter, and encouraged the 
reſt to do the like 3 fo that all of them were defirous to ſet hand to the enterprize, - 
without any further delay. The cuſtom was, that the Caprains of the-Guard entred 
the Palace with their ſwords by their fides, and in ſuch equipage they asked the Emy 
peror the Watch-word. At'that time it fortuned that it was Chereas turn to fetch the 
; Watch-word, a great number of people had flocked to the Palace, to take up

notwithſtanding, this was. a preſage tor Aſprexas, For he was {1 in that very day _ Caſe. 
that Caius was. It'is reported that Caius' at that time, contrary to his own nature, 
behaved himſelf moſt affably towards all, men, fo that all the aſliſtance were aſtoniſh- 
ed to behold the courteſic that he uſed. After the facrifice was done, he fate him 

3 down to. behold the Paſtimes, and had about him the moſt noble of his friends, and 
familiars. Now was there every year a Theatre builded, according ro this form and TheTheatre, 
faſhion that enſueth ; It had two gates, the one towards the open yard ; the other 
opening upon the pqrch, by which the aftors hadtheir egreſs and, regreſs, without 
diſturbance of thoſe who ſate to behold the paſtime. There was within the ſame a 
certain room, ſeparated from the reſt, whgre the Players, and Mulicians kept, when 
the people were ſeated, and Chereas, with the Captains were near about Ceſar, Who 
fate on the right ſide of the Theatre : Batibius one of the Senators, a' man very exp=It g,qipiue.

Now whilſt ſome one darted certain Apples and rare and precious Birds at, the 
People, Caius took great pleaſure to behold how they ſtrove one with another roun- 
about him, buffeting one. another to {ce who ſhould get the ſame: but at that pre, 

| ſent there chanced two preſages : for the ſport that was repreſented, was of a Judge, 
who was apprehende41 and crucified, ,and in the Dance they repreſented Cyyera, who 
D was killed with Myrrha her Daughter : and there was a great quantity of blood ga- 
thered to counterfeit both the murtaer of, the Judge that was crucified, as allo of 
Cenera,. It is affirmedJikewiſe, that the day was the very fame, whereon Philipthe 
Son of Amyntas King of Macedon, had been killed by-Paſanias one. of his familiars, 
at ſuch time as he entred the Theatre. Whilſt Caizs was incertain with. himſelf whe- 
ther he ſhould remain until the ſports were finiſhed, that it was. the laſt day of 
them, or rather ſhould reſort to the Bath, and after he had refreſhed himſelf, return 
back again thither as he bad done. before ; Minucianns (itting next unto him, 
tearidg leſt the occaſion ſhould be overſlipt, becauſe he had ſeen Chereas go. our 
of doors, with an intent to go and encourage him. But Cats catcht him by the 
E Gown, ſaying, Whither go you, my friend > At which time for the reverence ſake 
that he bareunto Ceſar, he fate him down again : but the fear that- he had, grew fo 
forcible, that he arole again 3 ſo that Cazus could not detain him, ſuppoſing that 
he had gone thence to diſpatch ſome important buſineſs. At that time did 4/- 
prenas counſel Ceſar to repair to the Bath, telling him that after his refreſhment he 
might return thither again 3 all which he did, being defirous that the reſolution might 
take effect. They that were with Chereas were ready diſpoſed to take advantage 
of the Time, and were agreed each of them to ſtand prepared and in a readineſs, in 
a place appointed,to the Intent to a& the Tragedy : and the delay ſeemed very tedious 
to them, for it was already three a clock afternoon. So that Chereas ſeeing that Caius 
F lingred lolong, incended to goin unto him and'afſail him in his ſeat.z but he con- 
ceived that he could not bring that to pals without great loſs and murther of the Se- 
nators, and Knights. that were preſeat. Now although he had this apprehenſion, 
yet addreſſed he himſelfto the execution thereof, ſuppoling that the loſs that might 
happ?n by the death of ſome one, would be well recompenſed by the ſecurity and li- 
berty, that would redound unto all men, - When as therefore they were.in a readi« 
nels to enter the Theatre, news was brought them, that Caius was riſen to come forth ; 
by means whereof there aroſe ſome noiſe. For which cauſe the Confederates turned 
back into the Theatre, and appeaſed the people, telling them that they dilpleaſed 
and annoyed the Emperor : but the effe& was, to draw. him aſide ffom all thoſe, 
G who might yield him any aſſiſtance z and (oto ſet upon him. Before Caivs marched 
Claudins tis Uncle, and M. Memucianus his Siſters Husband, and Yalerins, who at thar 
time was Proconſul, who might not by any means be drawn from their place, al-

though they had the will, by'reafon of the Place and Dignity-which they held. 'Caizs H 
followed after. them, acconipatiied with Paries Aurantins. Now: when he was en- 
tred iato the Palace; he left the ready way where his Officers Were, and Claudins and 
his Aſſociates held: and ruffied afide' by an unfrequented' way to the Baths, on pur- 
pole to ſee certain Young Boys, who were come out of Afa, and were 'fent him cut 
of that Country, partly to ſing'in thoſe Ceremonies that were inſtituted by him, 
and partly ro dance im Arms about the Theatres and in that place Chereas came and 
encountred him,” asKing im the Watch-word* which -Cains gave him very reproach- 
tully according to his cuſtory, For which cauſe without any further delay, Chereas 
aſſailing him both in'word and att, drew his ſword and gave him a great wound, 
which notwithſtanding was not mortal : ſome fay that Chizreas, purpoſely wounded [ 
tor- 
ment increaſe the number of his wounds -- but I cannot believe it, for that-in ſuch ex- 
ecutions a man hath no leiſure to determine how to ſtrike. © And if Chereas had fach 
an intention, I acc>ant him the verieſt fool that might be, for he rather took plea- 
ſure to conteat his deſpite; than readily to- deliver both himtelf and others, who, by 
his delay, in being of his Confederacy might be drawn mro hazard For, if Caixs had 
not been ſudden]y killed, he conld not have wanted reſcue, and it ſhould ſeem thar 
Chzreas had not pretended to do fo much miſchief to Cazzs, as ro himfelf and his Fe- 
tow: confederates. And being in this uncertainty, whether his enterprize ſhould have 
{allen out happily or no; he: hxd without reaſon both undone himfelt, and loſt the oc: K 
caſion, whereas having happily hit home, he might withour a word-ſpeaking ſecure 
himfelf againſt rhoſe who would offend him. But let every man think what beſt pleaC- 
cth him. Cazs teeling the grief of the wound for he was ftricken berween the ſhow- 
der and the neck, and his ſword could not pierce further, by reaſon that it hit upon 
the firſt bone of the breaſt) he cried nor at all, neither called for any of his "friends 
whether it were that he diſtruſted them all, 'or that he had ſome' other thoughts ; and 
in latnenting himſelf he paſſed forward. But he' was met by Cornelivs Sabinus who 


'was already prepared to encounter him, who' thruſt him down upon his knees : 


whereupon all of them environed him round 'about, and with mutual exhortations 
encouraged one another to do their utmoſt 'in murthering him. At length in all x 
mens opinion they agreed on this, that it was AguiZ/a'that gave him the deadly 
wound, that ſevered his ſoul from his body. Bat this a&t -ovght to be attributed ro 
Chzreas : For though divers ſet to their hands in the aftion, yer was the the firſt 
who had bethought him of the aftion, having a long time before any of them pre- 
meditated the ſame, after what ſort it ſhould be attempred : and he alfo was the firſt 
that durſt boldly impart it unto others, and who after they had allowed of his reſo 
lJurion, aſſembled rhem : and when every one was to ſpeak his opinion, he conclu- 
ded the ſame very diſcreetly, and had always done far more than the reſt ; {6 that 
by his carneſt and honourable perſwaſions, he encouraged thoſe that were faint- 
hearted, ſince at ſuch time as the opportunity preſented-it (elf, to ſet hand to the exe- M 
cution, he was the firſt that attempred it, and who valiantly ſtruck and made an caſie 
way to the reſt, who found Caius calm enough, for he was almoſt dead. For which 
cauſe, it is neceſſary that all which others have done, ſhould be aſcribed to Chereas ad- 
vice, vertue and diligence. 

Thus died Cajvs, being ſtruck with many mortal wounds. Now when Chereas and 
his Companions had diſpatched him, they perceived well that 'it would be impoſſible 
for them to fave themſelves, if fo be they ſhould return by the way thar they came; fo 
much were'they raviſhed with that which they had done : For they drew themſelves 
into no ſmall Caper by murthering an Emperor, who was cheriſhed and beloved 
through the folly of the common people, and whoſe death the Souldicrs would not N 
leave unpuniſhed. Now in thatthe ways were narrow -where the murther was done, 
and they themſelves alſo were hindred by reaſon of the great number of people, and 
Officers and Souldiersthat gave their attendance that day, in grarding the Emperors 
they took another way, and retired themfelves into Germanicng's lodging, who was 
Caius's Father, whom they had lately killed. This houte-adjoyned unto the Palace. 
For although the Palace was but one, yet conſiſted it of divers lodgings which were 


* builded by ſeveral Emperors; whoſe.natnes, whether they had begun or finiſhed the 


works, were impoſed upon the ſame 'buildings. 'When therefore they bad eſcaped 
as long as the inconvenience that had befallen

bloody as he was; and after this manner-declaimed betore-the people : See here, how 
they, that ſpread theſe, rumours, preferred their \conjetures, which" were void of all reaſon : 

-” which diltracted. thoſe that heard it, according as. they were affedted. Notwithſtand- [ 
| ingall this, no. manremoved from; his place; tar.tear leſt they:{hould be ſuddenly ac. 
culed ; knowing well that, they ſhould be accuſed, not according to their thoughts and

affections, but according,to the dilpoſition,of their: Judges and Accuſers, 


wereſeized with ſuch an amazemeat, as if they had already felt rhe ſtrokes ; ſo rhat 
they knew not what to do, 'having no, heart to depart from, thence 3 and. otherwiſe 
perlwading themſelves, that if they ſtayed'there any longer, it would breed them fur- 
ther danger. ; Atlength, when the Souldiers. were entredato the Theatre by force,all 
the Aſſembly. cryed out,.. proteſting that, whatſoever was done, it was befides their x 
knowledge, whether it were either attempted by Conſpiracy,or any other means. They 
therefore moſt humbly entreated them, / that they would. ſpare them, and not inflict 
the” penalty, of the guilty on;thoſe that areinnocent : For thejr owa parts, they pray- 
ed them to ſearch oyt thoſe who had committed the ad, if. any ſuch thing were com- 
mitted. And. thus-ſpake.they with tears, beating their breaſts, and calling the Gods to 
witneſs ; alledging that which the preſent danger ſuggeſted them with, and as mnch as 
ſuch as pleaded for their lives could fay, By theſe perſwaſions of theirs the Souldiers fus 
ry was abated,(o that they began to repent for what they had executed in the Thea- 
tre 3, for this alſo was acruelty,, as they themſelves (notwithſtanding their barbarous 
incivility) ſuppoſed it to be, which was,that the heads of 4ſprenas and others that were 1, 
killed, were carried and ſetppon an Altar. Whereat all the Aſſiſtants were moſt griev. 
- ouſly diſcontented,remembring themſelves ofthe dignity ofthe men,and having com- 
4+ paſſion of that which had befallen them ; conſidering alſo, that they themſelves were 
not far off from dangers, being, uncertain whether they ſhould ſave themſelves, where- 
; by it came to-paſs, that ſome of thoſe who had cauſe to. hate Cazvs, durſt nor. freely rc- 
Joyce at his death, becauſe they. were upon the point to loſe. their own lives, having as 
yet no appearance of any ſafety. 


Aurntins en- Atlength, Auruntius, a manwho was gracious among the people, and was one of the 
reth-che - common Criers, who.had a ſtrong voice; and by crying ſuch goods as were to be ſold, 


nifiech the had gathered ſo great ſubſtance, as that he was accounted one of the richeſt men in M 
Emperour's Rome, and in greateſteem amongſt all men in that behalf, entred the Theatre in a

mourning Habit,and after a Jamentable manner : And although he igwardly hated Cai- 
4s, yet tor the fear be conceived leſt he ſhould loſe his goods, and in conlideration of 
the preſeut' danger, he diflembled his joy 3 wearing all thoſe Garments of mourning, 
and uſing no leſs lamentation, than if he had bemoaned the death of his deareſt friend, 
Aﬀer this manner he came into the Theatre, publiſhing Cais death, to the intent thar 


The Germans the people might not be ignorant of that which had hapned: After this, he began to

preſs the rage of the Germans, and commanded their Captains and Tribunes to put 


death of Caius, UP Their Swords, aſſuxingethem of the Emperor's death ; which af of his did maniſeſt-

ly faye the lives ofall thoſe who were aſſembled in rhe Theatre, and all them. likewiſe, 
whom they could have met with,  Forif they had but the leaſt 'ſurmiſe, that Caius 
had as et been alive, there was not any ſort of cruelty which they had not commit- 
ted: or they bare him ſo. great love and afeRion, that to ſecure him from that mil- 
fortune, they would have redeemed him with the loſs of . their own lives, But as ſoon 
as they underſtopd he was dead, they repreſled their furious rage, which egged them 
forward to revenge; knowing that it availeth them nothing todiſcover their afteQi- 
ons towards him, in that he could, yield them no requiral Beſides, the fear they bad 
©, Jeſt, that in purſuit of their Tyrannous Murthers, the Senate ſhould be incepſed againſt 

- - them, it fo be the Government of the Eſtate, ſhould be returned into their hands, madg ' 
net contain themſelves. Thus was the fury ofthaſe Germans appeaſed for the death 5 
of Catus. Fd 4K we 

Mean. while Chereas (who feared very much, leſt Mizacianns ſhould fall Ae the 
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A Germans hands, and in their fury be murthered by them ) ſought for him among the 
Souldiers; enquiring of every one, whether they knew ifhe were killed or no. Where- 
upon Minucianus and Clement were brought unto him, whoin his preſence commended 
Chereassexploit, and gave him thanks in the nameof the whole Senate 3 who witaeC. 
(cd that it was to the general benefit, and good of the Common-weal, and that the 
greateſt perſons were beholden to him, for that he had neither wanted good advice in 
his deliberation, nor courage to execute his reſolution ; alledging that the nature of 
Tyranny was ſuch, that bein pufſed up with a4hort pleaſure of unjuſt and intollerable 
rule, it finally (as being hated by all good men )) determined and endedin miſery, as 
manifeſtly appeared in that which had betallen Caius ; who, before any thing was ci- 

B ther deviſed, pradtiſed or executed againſt him, was already hateful to all men; -and 
had in ſuch ſort violated all Laws, that hisgreateſt friends were reſolved to take Arms 
againſt him, who ig appearance had deprived him of life, when both in truthand in et- 
ſet it was he himſelf, who was the Author of his own ruine. 

'  Hereupon all they aroſe who were in the Theatre,and raiſed great noiſe and trouble 
in ſeeking to ſave themſelves. The occaſion was, that a certain Phyſician called A4rcioy, 
being called out to go and dreſs certain men that were wounded ; making a ſhew as it 
he went to goand prepare ſuch things as were neceflary for thoſe that were wourded, 
made thoſe 1fſue out with him,who fate neareſt unto him z but the truth was; he did ir 

C to the end to draw them out of the preſent danger. Mean-while the Senate aſlembled 
themſelves in the Palace, and the people flocked together to make inquiry atter thoſe 
who had murthered Caius : The people with an intire and fimple intenr, the Senate 
only to uſe ſome formal proceeding, For Yalerius 4fiaticus, who had jormerly been 
Conſul,came forth among the people,who were in an uproat; and ſuppoſing ita ltrange 
matter that no man knew who had killed the Emperor,- whilſt every one enquired 
who it was that had done the deed; O, faid he, would it had been 1 that had done it. 
But the Conſuls publiſhed an EdiR, containing the Accuſations that were preſented a- 
gainſt Cains 3 commanding the People and Souldiers,who were as yet inthe Thearre,to 
retire themſelves to their Lodgings. And the people were put in great. bope,thar they 
ſhould be caſed of thoſe Taxations, wherewith they had been burthened: And the 

D Souldiers were promiſed Honours and Diguities, it they would contain themſelves in 
their accuſtomed order, and ſtir up no further trouble. For it was to be feared, leſt if 
they had been further fleſhed in Murthers, the City ſhould have fallen into ſome great 
danger, through Kapines and Spoils both of Houſes and Temples. But by thistime all 
the whole Senate was aſſembled, eſpecially thoſe who were Confederates in Caius's 
murther ;z who ſeemed to gather courage, and to ſpeak boldly, as if the Government 


of the Eſtate had been fallen into their hands.

F that ſo many, and ſo weighty affairs of the Commonweal, ſhould be well managed by a Emperer 


Popular Governmentz and t it could be poflible, that it would yield them little 
or no profit : On the other ſide, if it ſhould happen that one of the chiefeſt of the Se- 
nate were choſen, that he would prove their enemy, for not having contributed to his 
Eleftion. Whilſt therefore, the Sovereign Authority remained as yer undiſpoſed of, 
they thought fit to ele& Clandius,who was Cains's Unkle, fortheir Emperor 5 who was 
a man of that reputation,that nane of thoſe who were aſſembled inthe Senate, was more 
capable than he was, both in regard of his Birth, and alſo of his good Education ; who 
likewiſe being by them exalted to the Dignity of the Empire, would honour them agd 
with all anſwercable bounty acknowledge their good deſerts. Wheretore they reſolved to 
G $80 to his Lodging,and take him out to declare him Emperor; Cnexs Sextius Saturninas, 
hearing of it andconceiving that there was|no time to be' loſt, ro witneſs both his worth 
and his conrage ; he got up (as if he had been compelled, but in cffeft, of his own ac-

cious thing. 7 45 flouriſh. For mine own part, I cannot remember our ancient Liberty, for that I 
was born after the ſubverſion thereof : But I infinitely defire to have the happy fruition of 
that which we enjoy at this preſent. And I think them alſo very happy, who are birn and 
brought up in virtuous Studies. T likwiſe ſuppoſe that a ſecond honour mxt to the immore. , 
tal Gods, is to be aſcribed to them, by whoſe Virtue at laſt, though wery Lite, even in this 
our Age, we have obtained the felicity to enjoy the ſame; which happineſs would God, with 
our Inheritances, w2 might bequeath to our Poſterity. For in regard of. cur ſetves, this dy 
ſufficeth us both, as well all thoſe that are young, as they alſo who are old. * For the Aged ſhall 
forſake this life with more pleaſure, in that they have had the knowledge of that Blejiire, 
which is joyned to their Liberty: And the younger ſhall be furniſhed with a Royal Exam. 
ple, in admiring and knowing their Virtues, by whcm we enjoy this benefit of Freedom, 


= v4 as For in regard of the preſent time, there is not any thing that we ought more earneſtly to af- 
chaſerh by 


pang fett, than to live virtuouſly: for only Virtue ts the thing that confirmeth men in their Li» 
Tyrannies berty. I cannot ſpeak of the time paſt, but only by kear ſay; but for what I have ſeen with K 
rar nJ minecyes, and perceived by my obſervation, I know how great miſchiefs Tyrannies doth ordi- 
Common- naril; breed in a Politick Eſtate : For they utterly extinguiſh all Virtue, and deprize Free- 
we 


m:n of all that perfett magnanimity that may be in them ;, and teach both to flatter, and to 

fear, for that the Commonweal is abandoned, not to the wiſdom of the Laws, but to the 

Julius Ceſar. fury of intemperate Governors. Far ſince Julius Cxlar Lent his thoughts to overthrow the 
Popular Government in Rome, and violated the happy courſe of Law, whereby our State 
flouriſhed, the  Commonweal hath been overthrown. For in ſubjefting the Law to his good 
liking, and himſelf to his particular defires, there is not any kind of miſery an4 miſchief, 
that hath not overthrown our City ;, ſo that his Succeſſors have implozed themſel.es to the 
uttermoſt, and with a certain emulation, to aboliſh the Laws of our Countrey ; ſtriving [ 
which of them might deprive our Commonweal of her Nobleſt Citizens: For that they + 
have made their account, that their ſecurity conſiſted in communicating their ſecrets with 
ſuch as were baſe and abje® ; abaſing, not only the great Courages. of thoſe men, who were 
famous for their Nobility and Virtue 5 but alſo by murthering a great number of them by all 
ſorts of Puniſhments : And whilſt all of them endeavoured to be abſolute in their Command, 
they made it their buſineſs to oppreſs the Commonwealth. 

But amongſt all the reſt, Caius, who this day hath loſt the benefii of life, hath wrought 
greater miſchiefs himſelf alone, thaw any other, by diſcharging kis brutiſh and beaſtly wrath, 
no? only againſt the Common Citizens, but alſo againſt his own Parents and Friends; de- 
meaning himſelf alike towards all men ; and manifeſting bis injuſtice, in that he purſued M 
them moſt, who' were moſt innocent 5 and by this means grew hateſul, not only to men, but 
alſo to the Immortal Gods, For it is not enough for Tyrants toſatisfie their Concupiſcence, 
to uſe all ſorts of Injuries, to raviſh both men's Wealth and their Wives but alſo, they gio+ 
ry, when they may utterly ruine both thtir Firtunes and Families, who are their enemits- 
For all Liberty is oppoſed againſt Tyranny, and it is impoſſible (notwithſtanding all the mi- 
ſeries that may beimagined or offered) that Freemen (hou'd agree with Tyrants, how lit- 
tle time ſoever it;be that they have exerciſed their Tyrann). They alſo know too well, with 
how many miſchiefs they have entangled their Subjets (although they have not the ſpirits to 

| revenge themſebves of thoſe wrougs that are done unto them) and being well aſſured into 
'þ | what incumbrances they have drawn them, perſwade themſelves, that they have but one on» 
|  #y means left themto ſecure themſelves from ſuſpitions, and to procure their own ſecurity ; 
p An Exortati-| which is, to put them to death, if they may poſſibly do it. Since therefore at this time 
| 19,0 maintain you are delivered from ſo many miſchiefs, and are no more ſubjeft, except to one another 
; g (which is a Pledge of Concord for the preſent,. and of ſecurity in time 10 come, and Glory 
'| | unto him that hath redreſſed the Eſtate ) you ſhall deal very well and wiſely in my opinion, 
to provide for the Commonweal, foreſeeing very diligently, all that which concerneth ihe 
| good and profit thereof. It is free for any man to Jet his opinion of that which diſpleafet b 
bim, for that there is no Superiour to conntermand their ſayings, or that is exempt fr om 
reproof, if be offend againſt the Commonweal,- or that may threaten with, the Authority f 
an Emperor, for that ſhall be' ſaid. For what elſe, in theſe later times, hath «nreaſed 
and ſurthered our over-topping Tyranny, than their ſlothful fear, who durſt in no wiſe oppoſe

"Thus ſpake Sentius, and his advice was entertained with great applauſe, not only by 
the Senators, but the Knights alſo that, were there prefent. Whereupon, a Seqator, cal- 
led Trebellius Maximus aroſe; and ſtepping to him, pulled oft the Ring which Sextias 
had on his finger, wherein was inchaſed a Stone with Caia/s Picture. an it; which Sex- 
tius had forgot to pull off 3 ſo intent was he about that which he both faidand did;; 

c and by this means the engraved Image was broken, Now, in regard it was late,) Che- 
rea? demanded the Watch-ward from the Conſul ;, who gave higqthe word, Liberty. 
They were all aſtoniſhed at his charge, and could ſcarcely believe that which happened 
For ſince the Popular Government had been aboliſhed, the Confuls had never given 
the Watch-word, until that preſent time: For before the City was ,opprelied by I y- 
ranny, the Conſuls commanded rhe Souldiers. After that Cheress had, received the 
Word, he gave it his Souldicrs, who ſubſcribed to the Senates, Authority : Of theſe 
there were about four Companics, which preferred the Lawtul;Goyernment before a 
Tyranny 3 who alſo.retired themſelves to their Officers, As tor the/People, they re- 
turned to their reſpe@ive homes, tull of joy, bope..and courage, . for that they had re- 

D gained the Government of the State, which belonged unto them, ang.not toany parti - 
cular Government. Io a word, Chereas, was thein only. bope : He toreſeeing thacthete 
would ſome miſchief follow, it Cazus's Wite: and, Daughter ſhould, remain alive.z and 
that if all his Friends and Family ſhould not be utterly extinguiſhed, all thoiw who 
ſhould be ſpared, would ſerve to no other cnd,but to the Ruin of,-the Commog-weal, 
and'the Laws : And on-the ocher {ide, deſiring to {ee an end of. that which he hag-be- 
gun, and to ſatzsfie'that hatred he had conceived againſt Cains3,;he ſent Fulius Lapys, 
one of the Captains of the Guard, to kill both his Wake, and Daughter;z which he did. 
And the cauſe why he gave this charge chiefly to Lapus, was, tor that Lapus was Cle- 
ment's Kinſman, who was a Confederate in the Executzon of Caixs; 5 t9;the end; that 

E partaking after this manner inthe death, ofthe Tyrant, he might, ve:known tg have dealt 
as forwardly for the Common-weal, as it, from the beginmung, he kad been a Counleller 
and Agent in the Conſpiracy. Notwithſtanding there were ſome-oi lis Companions of 

that opinion, that it ſhould be buta cruelty ro deal with a Woman 1n thar ſort, for that 
Caius had offended through the corruption ot his own, Nature, aad not-by the counſel 
of his Wite 3 and that all thoſe evils which he committed in the Commonyeal, by de- 
folating the Flower thereof, was his owa offence, not bers. v 
There were others that accuſed her to be the.caule of all that which Caius had com- 
mitted ; alledging that ſhe had given him an Amorous: Drink,..by, which-he was ti- 
ed and entangled in ſuch ſortumo her, and fo led and tranſported by. ber love, that 
p ſhe governed all that which concerned the Eſtate of Rome, and the. World fubje& to 
Rome : But her Detenders prevailed nothing.

To finiſh this Tra edy Lupus wasdiſpatcht,who lolt no time in the accompliſhment 
of their intent who had ſent him, for fear he might have been blamed, and accounted 
but coldly affetionate towards the good of rhe Common-weal.. Therefore, as food as 
he came into the Palace, he found Ceſonia, Cains's Widow, lying by the: body of her 
murthered Husband, deſtitute of all that, which the Law. gratifictly thok-that are dead 
with 3 altogether bloody, and greatly afftied 3, having her. Daughter lying-by her : 
being n this condition, (hg. was heard to. utter. no other, words, but. that i ſhe blamed

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The jear of the (6 1) ofe'a tempered meaſure with virtue, for fear, leſt his Subjefts miſliking ot his 


manners, ſhould -feek his deſtruAtion. Others took it, asit ſhe had encouraged Cains 
to ſct-upon the Conſpirators, arid Kill them without any delay; yea, before they had 
committed any offence, and by that means provide for his ſecurity. They therefore 


' Naid,/tharCoſonta blamed Cazns, for that he had behaved h:mlelf too careleſly, in that 


whetein ſhe had counſelled him. 'Such were the words which C2/0nz2 [pake, and ſuch 
was the expoſition, as divers men interpreted them. 

-She ſeeing Lupus coming, ſhewed him Caius body, and prayed him with tears and 
complaints ro come nearer : But perceiving that he made no anſwer, then ſhe knew the 
caule of his arrival, and offered het naked throatunro him with a great courage, uſing 
ſuch expreſſions as they ordinarily do, who deſpair of their lives; ſhe deſiring him to 
defer no longer to finiſh that Tragedy which his Companions had began ; and ſodied 
couragiouſly by the hand of Zyprs -' and after her, was her Daughter killed, which 
was very young. This did Lap»s allure Chereas of with all expedition. This was Cazus's 
end;/after he had reigned four years wanting four months. Betore ſucli time as he ob- 
tained the Empire, he was ah 1ntemperate and wicked man, and addicted ro his plea- 
ſare; a favourer 'of Tale-bearers, exceeding fearful ;” and for that cauſe, when he got 
the upper hand of any man, he was ready to kill him, He eſteemed this the only fruir 
of his power, to abuſe it againſt Innocents; and to gather and heap up great Spoils and 
Booties, by wicked and unjuſt Murthers, Rapines and Oppreſſions; lifting humſe]t a- 


to be tranſported by the peoples Praiſes; All that which the Law condemned and 
puniſhed asa thing moſt deteſtable, that made he uſe of to puniſh Virtue with. He ne: 
ver remembred any friend(hip that had been done him, how great ſoever it either was 
or had been, when he was in his paſſion ; and was apt to infli puniſhments in his rage, 
on juſt and upright men. All that which was anſwerable to Virtue, was odious in his 
eyes. In all things that pleaſed him, he had fo violent appetites, that it was impoſſi- 
ble to contradift him ; ſo that he was not aſhamed to uſe the unlzitul company of his 
own Sifter: whereby it came to pals, that the Citizens of Rome began to hate him ex- 
treamly, for that the'like had not been ſeen or heard of : of along time men could not 
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IAA Wurthers' which he exerciſed againft his Cirizers : and that in his Government, he H

bove all Humane Authority, and affeQing to be eſteemed as a God, ſuffering himſelt * 


believe it, notwithſtanding they ſufficiently expreſſed the hatred they bare againſt the L 


fact he had committed. Ir cannot be ſaid of him, that he builded any work beſeeming 
his Royal Magnificence, worthy the mentioning, or profitable. cither to the preſent or 
furure World; except ſome Portsthat he made near to Rhegiam and Sicilza, for Har- 
bour of ſuch Ships as came and went into Fgypy for Corn ; which doubtleſs,is a ſtately 
work; 'and very profitable for ſachas travel by Sea. True it is, that it was not brought 
to pÞrteQtion, butonly halt finiſhed, becauſe the Work-men wrought ſlowly. But the 
chiefcauſe thereof was, that he ſpent his ſtudy in unprofitable matters, and loved ra- 
ther to confume hisSubſlance, to feed his own private Luſts, wherein he took great de- 
light, than to ere and build any goodly and famous Work, which might have re- 


dounded to the profit of the Common-weal. Otherwiſe, he was an eloquent man;and M 


very. expert in the Greek and Vulgar Roman Tongues, apprehending preſently. that 
which others faid ; and although they had been tedious in their. expreifions, yet he 
anfwered them in an inſtant 3and in Aﬀairs of Conſequence, - had ſuch a moving per- 
ſwaſion and power, that no man could exceed him, both in regard of his quick Wit, 
and eaſic apprehenfion, becauſe he had -taken pains, and had exerciſed himſelt in Learn- 
ing. For being/ Tyberizs's Brother's Son, whoſe Succeſſour he. alſo was, he was cntorced 
to be ſtudious; ſeeing that 7zberius, who was of the fame years, wasin like manner ex- 


cellently learned. Cazws therefore enforced himſelf to imitate the Emperor 7Zerius, 


whoſe near Kinſ-man he was; and ſurpaſſed all thoſe that were in Rome at that time: 
Yet, notwithſtanding all theſe great advantages, which his good inſtruction; had bred 
in him, could not hinder the misfortune that beiell him, by the abule of his Authority.

moſt excellent : but after he was given over 'to licentiouſnels, the affection that he bare 

them was changed 3 and inſtead thereof,he grew more averſe from them daily ; where- 

by they, were enforced to'conſpire againſt him, and ſeek his ruine. GT 
Now as | have' heretofore declared, Claudius underſtariding of that which had. be-

was in ſuch-diftre(s, that he knew not” what ro doto fave bimfelt;. but went. and hid

"time. were wholly amazed*ar- the trouble, and the Palace wasfull of fury and fear, 


and. gothing reigned more in general thag confuſion and diforder; the Souldiers'of | 


the-Guard,”. who were the molt experienced and bold, confulred/amongft rhemfelves 
what courle they were totake. Neither were they muchdiſcontented-with Cai: death, 
in that they fuppoted that upon juſt occaſionhe was put ro tieath,' for which caule they 
rather bethanght rhemſelves on that which concerned their: fortunes,” and-how they 
might a{ſure therafelves in choſe dangers;ſeeing the Germans were whotly bent againſt 
thole who had killed Cazzs ; rather incited thereunto of their own cruel natures, than 
of any good attections they had rowardsthe welfare of the Common-weal. All which 
things troubled Clavdins,and pur bim in fear of his life,the rather for that he ſaw. 4/pre- 
nas head, and the reſt of the Nobility that were maflacred, carried about to beſeen ; 
for this cauſe he kept himſelf in a certain place, which was only accefſible by 
certain eps or fairs, and hid himſelf therein, becaufe.ir was obſcure. In that place one 
of the Souldiers of the: Palace called Gr atzs, being unable ro diſcern who he was; in re- 
gard of the obſcurity of rhe place, and ſuppohing him to be lome one that defired to be 
concealed, he: drew: near unto him, to the'4ntent he might the better know him: And 
when Claudius befought him, that he would depart and leave him, he paſſed the more 
onwards, and laying hold of him, and drawing him into che light, knew him ; crying 
out to thoſe that tollowed him; This is Germazicss; let us take hold of him, and create 
him Emperor..Clzudius perceiving that he was ready to be attach'd, and fearing leſt 
they {hould put him to Jeath as they had done Caius, belought chem that they would 
pardon him, proteſting untothem his innocency, and how he had no ways beeit'either 
acceſſary or agent in that which had been done, Whereupon Grat#s beginning to ſmile, 
took him by the hand, ſaying, that he had no cauſeto ſuſpect his life : * For (Aid he 
* ix behoveth thee to rouſe up thy ſpirits, and to bethink thee how ro governan Em- 
+ pire, of which the gods (who have the care of the whole World) have deprived C aus, 
* ta reward thy virrue with. Ariſe therefore, and take poſſeſſion of the Throne of thine 
Anceſtors. This faid, he lifted him on his ſhoulders, for that Claudius could not walk 
on foot, through the fear andjoy that he had conceived of that which had been told 
hi 


m. 

Upon theſe ſpeeches, divers of the Souldiers of the Guard aſſembled about Grars, 
and perceiving that it was C/audivs, whom they ſuppoſed to be dragged to his death, 
they had compaſſion of him ason an innocent, for tharthey knew him to be a man 
of a mild nature, who all the time of his life intermedled with nothing, and who in 
like ſort had been often in great danger during Cais life. There were others of them 
that ſaid, that the judgment of this matter belonged to the Conſuls: Whereupon, 
although a great number of Souldiers flocked abour him, and the ſimple people that 
were unarmed fled from them ; yer could not C/audizs gooh his way ; fo weak and 
feeble felt he himſelf in his whole body. Ir fortuned likewiſe, that they who carried 
his litter, perceiving his plight, fled away for fear, andleft him, fo little hope had 
they that their Maſter ſhauld eſcape with his life, whom they {aw to be thus drawn 
by the Souldiers. Now when Gratss and his aſſociates were arrived in the Court 
of the Palace, which (as it is reported) is the place which was firſt of alt inhabited 
in Rome, they began to think upon that which was tobe done: thither alſo there 
flocked a great number of other Souldiers untothem, who took pleaſure to behold 
Claudius, entorcing themſelves to place him in the Imperial Dignity, in regard of 
that good afteQtion which they bare to Germasices his Brother, whoſs memory was 
much honoured among all choſe, who had converſed with him. Moreover, they 
ripped up how many avaricious aQts the Senate-had commitred, and how great errors 
the chictelt Senators had been guilty of, before the Publick Government was changed. 
Moreover, they confidered the danger and difficulty of their aRions then in' hand, 
tor that the Government being adminiftred by one only man, would be dangerony 
lor them, if he ſhould obtain the ſamie by any other means ; whereas if Claudius ſhould 
enjoy the ſame by their permiſſion and good will, he would have them in remernbrance 
who had favoured him, and would recompence them according totheir merits. This 
was the eftett of their diſcourſe, which they held anecgthatefl ves, or when they met 
with one another. All of them at length concluded upon thisadvice, and'environed 
' Clandivs, and lifting him up upon their ſhoulders, they (carried him into the Ar- 
my, tothe intent that no man might hinder them to finifhthay which they _— 
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Difference 


'Therefeli-a debate alſo betwinet-rhe Senators and Citizens':. For, the Senate deſirous H 
, 'and-enforcing themſelves to avoid the ſlavery that 
had befallen them by the wickedneſs of Tyrants, intending themainrenance of their 


Nativity, SH ar fortune.  Contrariwiſe, the people envied them that Dignity. And 
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knowing that their Emperors ſhould be as it were bridles to reſtrain the avarice of 


' the Senate, andthe refuge-of the People, they were very glad to ſeethat Claudius was 
-advanced; making their account that if he were created Emperor, they ſhould avoid a 


Civil War; like unto that which happened in Pompeius rime. 

«. The Senate knowing that Claudins was carried intothe Army by the Souldiers, 
« choſe.out ſome of their order, andfſent them as Embaſſadours in their 'behalfs, to 
&« Gonifie-unto him, that he ought to uſe no violence in obtaining the Empire, but ra- 1 
© ther to remit the charge of the Commonweal tothe Senate. Thar he both was and 
© ſhould be one of the Senators, and have the condutt of the Commonweal, and dif. 
© poſeit according toLaw,perſuading him to call unto his remembrance thoſe grievous 
&© milſchiefs which the former Tyrants had wrought in the Commonweal, and what 
« dangers he himſelf had alſo ſuffered with them, during the reign of Cazus their late 
« Emperor. That it ſbould ill become him, who had deteſted the fury of others Ty- 
« ranny, now willingly to be drawn to oppoſe himſelfagainſt his Countrey. Thar if 
&« he would obey them, and continue to expreſs the virtue and conſtancy of his: Life, 
« which intimes paſt he led with commendation, he ſhould obtain thoſe Honors which 
© free Citizens could afford him, and in ſuffering himſelf to be governed by Laws, to K 
« theend he might have part in the command, - and to be commanded in his turn, he 
« ſhould obtain the praiſe of virtue. That if he would not be diſſwaded by the death 
* of Caius, which was freſh! in memory, for their own: parts they would hinder his 
© proceedings as much as. in them lay. They allo alledged, that they were 
© provided with Souldiers, and ſtore of Armour, and a great number of domeſtick 
« ſervants, all which they would employ againſt him : Bur over and above theſe 
* things, they had far greater helps, namely, their hope, and good fortune, and 
* the gods, who were wont to fight for thoſe who maintain virtue and goodnels. 
© They ſolemnly proteſted alſo for their own parts, that they were of that mind, that 
** there was nothing; more honeſt and juſt, than to fight for their Liberty and Countrey. [, 
The Embaſſadours thar brought this meſſage were Yeranius and Brocenus, who both of 
them were Tribunes of the People. They proſtrating themſelves on their knees before 
him,humbly beſought him, that he would not engage the Commonweal in a CivilWar. 
And ſeeing that Claudius was incloſed with a great number of Souldiers, in reſpe& of 
whom the Conſuls were of no force,they beſougit him, that it would pleaſe him to de- 
mand the Government at the Senates hands, and receive it from them if he were reſol- 
ved to be Emperor ; for that it would be an att more holy, and juſt, if he ſhould 
obtain the ſame with their good will, and not in deſpight of thoſe, who would vouch- 
fate it him willingly.

CHAP. V. 


King Agrippa emcourageth Claudius to accept of the Empire. The Souldiers, who had 
been for the Senate, forſake it, whether Chareas would or not , and joyn with thoſe 
that had ſworn to Claudius. So Claudius becometh Maſter, and condemns Chareas 
to die: He ſuffers with a wonderful Conſtancy. And Sabinus, who had been one 
of the chiefeſt of the Conſpiracy, killeth himſelf. 


Lthough Claudius knew with what preſumption the Senate had ſent this N 

Ronballage, et he modeſtly entertains the ſame.for the. preſent. But ſup- 
poling that-it _ very little with his ſecurity to commit himſelf to their truſt, and 
being encouraged by the exhortation of the Souldiers, who promiſed him their ut- 
molt endeavour, and by the incitation of King 4zripps, he determined by no means 
to let the Sovereignty flip-out of his bands, in that it was ſo willingly and freely be- 
ſtowed on him when he thought leaſt onit. After that 4oripps had performed all 
thoſe duties unto Caius which were requiſite for ſuch an one as had been by him advan- 
ced to Honour, and having taken his body and laid it in a litter, he brought him out 
before the Souldiers of his Guard, and afſured them that Caius was yet alive, and for 
that he found himſelf ſick of thoſe wounds that he had received, he ſent to ſeek for 
Phyſicians. But afterwards underſtanding that Claudius was taken by the Souldiers, 
thruſt ſo much,that he got himſelf paſſageunto him, whom he found altogerherdauntec, 
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A and ready to ſurrender all things intothe Senates hands ; and encouraged him, to 
take upon him the Government of the Empire, which the Souldiers had offered him. 
Which done he departed, and was ſuddenly ſent for by the Senate, whither he reſort: 
ed altogether perfumed, as if he were returned from ſome Banquet, and had known 
nothing of that which had happened : Hetheretore asked the Senators, what was be- 
come of C/audius, who told himof the truth ; and beſides that, required him to give 
them his opinion and counſel, rouching the preſent Afﬀairs : © His anſwer was, That he 
© was mn to adventure his life in the behalf of the Senate : Yet, by the way he told 
&* them, that they ought to have an eſpecial regard of the Common-weal, rather than 
« all the pleaſure they could pretend ; and that they who would be Lords of an Em- 
* pire, had need of Arms and men to maintain themſelves, leſt being weak and un- 
* provided, they ſhould be deceived in their expeCtations. The Senate replied, That 
* they had great ſtore of Furnitare, and that they would contribute money 3 thar 
*« they had good ſtore of Sorlaters, to whom they would add their Slaves, and give 
« them liberty. But Agr:ppareplied, Would God, Grave Fathers, that you were a- 
« ble to perform the matters you intend ; yet will I not fear to diſcover that unto 
« you, which concerneth you nearly, You know well, that the Army that is with 
& C/audins, conliſteth of ſuch men, who have been long time trained up in Feats of 
« Arms, and that thoſe that are to fight on your ſide, are but men gathered together 3 
«and ſuch as you joyn with, are the very ſcum of your Slaves, who are both 
« untratable and untrained. We ſhall therefore enter fight againſt expert Souldiers,and 
« commit our Fortunes to ſuch men as ſcarcely know how todraw their Swords : I ra- 
« ther think it fit that we ſend unto Claudius ſuch men, as may perlwade him to give 
« oyer the Empire. And to perform this Meſſage, behold my felf ina readineſs tobe 
* commanced by you. Lg: 

To this effeCt ſpake 4grippa ; and hereunto the Senators agreed, and ſent him to 
Claudius, appointing him others to accompany him. As ſoon as he came to Claudine, 
he ſecretly diſcovered unto him in what perplexity the Senate was, and gave him in- 
ſtruions to anſwer and carry himſelf like an Emperour, and to ſhew his Dignity and 
Power. Whereupon Claudius gave the Ambaſſadours this anſwer ; © That he won- 
« dred not that the Senate were ſo unwilling to be commanded by a Sovereign; in 
& regard of that cruelty which the fore- paſſed Emperours had uſed to their deſtruQti. 
«on. But for the preſent they ſhould taſte of his mercy, and feel his moderate 
{« Rule ;and they ſhould live under the Government of ſuch an one, who althoughin 
« name he had the Imperial Authority, yet that in effet he would govern all things 
© by their di/poſicion. For which cauſe, he wiſhed them in no fort to diſtruſt him, 
* whom, as they themſelves could witneſs, they had ſeenand known to have dealt 
« virtuouſly and juſtly in many Afairs, although the ſtate of times had been far 
« different. Thoſe that were ſent from the Senate hearing theſe words, returned back 
again, But Claudius inſtantly aſſembled his Army, and exaCted an Oath of _ 
from them ; beſtowing on every one of them who were of his Guard in way of Largels, 
five thouſand Drachma's, amounting to ſome twenty five Pound a man,of our ſterling 
money. He preſented their Captains alſo with Preſents anſwerab!e to their Qualities, 
promiſing to perform no leſs bounty to all the reſt, in what place ſoever they were. 
Hereupon the Conſu!'s aſſembled the Senate in the Temple of Jupiter the Vidtorious, 
before day, and ſome of them hid rhemlelves through the fear they had of that which 
ſhould be ſpoken : Others departed out of the City, and relorted to their Countrey 
Farms, foreſeeing with themſelves the iſſue of a!l thele things ; and perceiving that 
their hope of Liberty was loſt, they thought it far better for them tobe exempt from 
danger, and to paſs their life inquietneſs, though it-were with SubjeQion, than to be 
altogether uncertain of their ſecurity and ſafety, by maintaining the Dignity of the Se- 
nators: Yet, about a hundred of them drew themlelves together, and no more. Now 
whilſt they were conſulting upon that which they were todo, they ſuddenly heard a 
ſhout of Souldiers that were alſemLlled round about them, requiring the Senate tochuſe 
them an Emperour, and not to ſuffer their State tobe loſt through a multitude of Go- 
vernours ; and tothis efteQt ſpake they, leſt the Government ſhould be given to divers, 
and not to one. This courle of theirs gave little content to the Senators, both in re- 
gardof the loſs of that liberty which they expeQted, as through the liking they 
had of Claudius; notwithſtanding, there were ſome that pretended ſome hope to be 
advanced, both in reſpeS of the Nobility of their Race, as 1n regard of their Alliance. 
that they had by Marriage with the C2ſars. For, Marcus Minucianus, a.man of himſelf 
of Noble deſcent, and who had married Julia, Cains's Siſter, ſtood up. todemand the 
Sovereign Goyernment ; but the Conſuls reſtrained him, alledging excuſe upon excuſe, 
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= Another, Mizatianus alſo, one of Caius's Tutors, withdrew Ylerius Aſfiaticus from H 
m__ bn thinking on thoſe + And there had happened as great a {laughter as had ever 


after  Chrift's been heard of, had any of theſe had the liberty to deſire the Empire, or oppoſe them- 
ſelves againſt Claudius, For amongſt others, the Fencers, who were of no ſmall number, 
they of the Watch, and the Saylers, joined themſelves together with the Army. They 
cherefore, that pretended todemand the Empire, gave over their Suit, partly in the

About break of day Chere4s and his Companions went forth to debate the matter 
with the Souldiers ; and made ſigns to them, that he would ſpeak with them, bur 
oceeding any farther, for all of them 
bent to havean Emperour and Sovereign Lord ; and required with ail I 


they made a =_ noiſe to cut them off from 
wereearneſtly 

expedition, that they might have one proclaimed and known. Sothe Senate under- 
ſtood, by the Souldiers di{daining its Authority, that it was impoſſible to re-eſtabliſh 
the Republick ; and on the other ſide, the Souldiers miſregarding fo worthy an AC. 
ſembly, was unſufferable to Chereas and his Confederates againſt Caius. Arlength, 


Chereas being unable to conceal his Paſſion, and hearing that they asked for a Mo. 


narch, promiſed that he would give them one, if they would bring him a Token 
from Burychus, who was the Wagoner to the Green Band, whom Cas had loved 
extreamly ; inſomuch as he employed his Souldiers in fervile Labours, as to build 
him Stables for his Horſes, beſides ſeveral other reproaches, threatning them that he 
would bring them C/audius's head; and rold them that it was a ſhame, after having 
taken the Empire from a Fool and a Mad-man, to give it toa Block-head. Yet none 
of theſe words could divert them from their purpoſe ;. but all of them drew their 
Swords, and with difplayed Colours, marched rowards C/znains, to unite themſelves 
with thoſe, who had already bound themſelves by an Oath, to ſerve him faithful- 
ly. Sothat the Senate was abandoned, and deſtitute of all defence ; and there was 
no difference betwixt private men and Conſuls. All of them were aſtoniſhed and 
confuſed, not knowing what to do, becauſe they had thus provoked Claudins's dit- 


pleaſure againſt them. And now fell they to reviling one another, in teſtimony of 
Whereupon Sabin, one of 


the repentance they conceived for their proceedings. 
thoſe who had murthered Caizs, aroſe, and proteſted, that he wou!d fooner cur his 
own throat, than conſent to the eſtabliſhment of Claudius, or behold with hiseyes, 
the miſery and thraldom of his Countrey : He likewiſe encouraged Chereas ; telling 
him that he deſerved very little by cutting off Caixs, if he thought ro live without 


the liberty of his Countrey. To which he anſwered, That he made no account of 


his life; yet that he intended to ſound Claudins's mind, and with this reſolution they 
concluded. Mean while ſome of the Senators thought on every fide to break through 
the midſt and thickeft of the Souldiers, to go and do reverence and homage to Clau- 
dins: Among(t whom was Q. Pompeins one of the Conſuls, whom the Souldiers accu- 
ſed to be one of the principal Attors to incite the Senate to recover their Liberty ; 
and they drew their Swords againſt him; and if C/audins had not reſtrained them, 
they had ſurely diſpatched him : But he made him fit down by him, and by that 
means delivered him from the danger. The other Senators, who accompanied him, 
were not entertained thus honourably ; but fome of them were wounded, even then 
when they preſſed forth to ſalute Clandins : Apomus retired himſelf fore wounded, 
and the reſt were in great danger to loſe their lives. But King Agrippa drawing near 
unto C/audins, defired him to uſe as much lenity as was poſſible in him towards the 
Senators ; for that if any miſchief fhould beride them, he ſhould have no other per- 
ſons to command. To the which Counſel of his Cl2udizs gave place, and aſſembled 
the Senate in the Palace, caufing himſelf to be carried thorough the City tn the com- 
pany of his Souldiers, who marched before him, keeping back the common people. 
But amongſt thoſe that killed Caius,Chereas and Sabinms were come ont into the ſtreets, 
notwithſtanding they were forbidden by Polio, whom not long before Cl/anudus had 
made Captain of his Guard. And as ſoon as Claudias came into the Palace, whither 
he aſſembled his friends, he pronounced ſentence againft Chereas, For although 
his ation was accounted both generous and noble, yer he was condemned for this, be- 
cauſe he was perfidious ; whereupon he was adju ped to die, to give example to 0- 
thers, to the —_— Princesand Emperonurs may hereafter live in fafety. He was 
therefore led to his death with Lupus, and divers other Romans. Ir is ſaid of Cherec, 
that he endured this accident with a great courage, which he exprefſed, not only in 
that he changed nor his countenance, but alſo by the reproaches which he gave L»pss, 
who wept. For when Epos was putting off his Cloaths,and complained of the cold that 
he felt, he taunted bim thus, alluding oli name,which wasLspss;That never any ys 
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A did harm toa Wolf. Furthermore, when he came to the place of Execution, where 


a great number of people were gathered together to behold the ſpeQacle, he asked 
the Souldier that was appointed to behead him, if he were a cunning head({-man, and 
whetier he had a new Sword; wiſhing him to uſe that wherewith he murthered Car. 
His death was happy, for he received but one ſtroke ; whereas L»pxs was faint-hearted 
and received divers, becauſe he ſtretched not out his neck freely. Some few days at- 
ter, at ſuch time as the Romans ſolemnized their Expiations, and that every one ho- 
noured the memory of his dear Friend, they gave Chereas a part of that honour, and 

caſt his portion into the fire ;. ſaying, That was to deface and purge their ingratitude 
| whaaidby were guilty cowards him. Thus ended Cherexs his Lite. But for Sabinus, 
although Claudius had not only abſolved him, bur alſo ſuffered him to exercife his Ot- 
fice, as he had done before ; yet he thought that he ſhould do amiſs, and again't Ju- 
ſice, if he falſified his Faith ro his Aſſociates and Confederates; for which cauſe he 
ſhortned his own days, «thruſting his Sword through his own body, to the very hilts. 


CHAT ©: 


Claudius the Emperor confirmeth Agrippa in his Kingaom, adding Judza and Sami- 
ria thereunto : He giveth the Kingdom of Chalcis to Herod, Agrippa's Brother ; 
and maketh Edits in favour of the Jews. 


Ne of the firſt things that C/audjus did after his eſtabliſhment inthe Empire, was 

to disband thoſe Souldiers whom he ſuſpeCted; and publiſhed an Editt,by which 

he confirmed the Kingdom to Azrippa, that Caius had given him, accompanying his 
bounty with many Praiſes ; adding moreover unto his Government all thar which his 
Grandfather had poſſeſſed; to wit, Jude and Samariz, which in that they were as one 
Lawfullnheritance,appertaining unto him.He gave himalſo out of his owaDominions, 
Abela,and all theCountry about Libants, that in times paſt appertained to Ly/ani.cs. And 
D he cauſed the Alliance that was paſs'd betwixt them, to be engraven and regiltred in an 
open place of the City of Rom?. He took from Antiochus the Kingdom that he had,and 
gave him in exchange a portion of Celiciaand Comagens, He let Alexander Lyſimachas 
Alcbarcha at liberty, who had been his old Friend, and ſometimes Governour in 474+ 
bia, and once his Mother A»tonia's Steward ; who had been committed Priſoner 
through Caizs's diſpleaſure, and eſpouſed Bernice, 4grippa's Daughter, to his Son 
Marcus ; which after the death of Marcus, who died before he was married, was after- 
wards married with her Father Azrippa's allowance, to H-rod his Brother, for whom 4- 
grippa begg d of Cl:adins the Kingdom of Chalcis. Atthat very time, the Jews that 
were in the City of 4/-xandria, mutined againſt the Greeks : For after Caius's death, 
the Nation of the Jews which had been oppreſſed during his Reign, and injuriouſly 
dealt withal by the Alexandrines, recovered their former courage. For which cauſe 
Claudius gave Commiſſion to the Governour of Appt, to pacifiz and appeaſe that Up- 
roar, He ſent alſo his Letters Patents into Alexandria and Syria, at the requeſt of the 

two Kings, Azrippe and Herod, to this effeQ : 

Tiberius Claudius Czfar Auguſtus Germanicus, Father of the people, ſiznifieth this 
that followeth : Underſtanding that the Jews, Inhabitants in Alexandria, and for that 
cauſe called Alexandrines, have at all times enjoyed the ſelf ſame Priviledges of the City, 
which the ancient and firſt Alexandrines have had: Which Favours they h wwe obtained by 
the Leave of thoſe Princes that were our Predeceſſors, as it hath been plainly mage known 
mnto ts, as well by Letters which have been written unto us, 4s by confirmed Decrees : And 
that ſince Alexandria hath been united to our Empire by Czlar Auguſtus, their Priviledzes

Tet notwithſtanding, the Alexandrines have mutined againſt the 
Jews, being in the City of Alexandria, i the time of the Emperour Caius, by resſon of the 
folly and frenzy of Caius, who diſeraced and oppreſſed the Nation of the Fems, betauſe 
they would not violate their Religion, nor acknowledge the ſaid Caius for a God, Our

will inform you of one. My Liege, 1 have a Brother, who towards God and you, is 
pure and innocent, whom I dare commend unto you for a moſt fit man for that Dignity. 
The King took great pleaſure in theſe his words, and leaving Jonathan, he beſtowed 
the Prieſthood on Matthias his Brother, according as Jonathan adviſed him : And not 
long after this, Marſus ſucceeded in Petronius's room, and took upon him the Govern- 
ment of $yr:a. 


CHAP. | VIL 


Silas ( Gezeral of Agrippa's Forces) his great Imprudence, obligeth this Prince to put 
him in Priſon. Agrippa fortifieth Feruſalem, but the Emperour Claudius com- 
mands him to forbear :. His excellent Qualities ; his ſtately Buildings : The cauſe 
of his falling out with Marius, Governour of Syria : He beſtoweth the Great Prie#t- 
hood on Atoneus : dieth after a terrible manner : Leaveth for his Succeſſor his 
Son Agrippa, and three Daughters : The Inhabitants of Cxzlarea and Sebaſte 
prove extream ungrateful to his Memory, Claudius the Emperour ſends Fadus to 
be Governonur of Judea, becauſe of Agrippa's Minority. 


Ir being made General over the King's Army, and for that he had always been 
\_) faithful unto him, and had never forſaken him in any danger that was offered, 
without partaking the utmott extremity ; but had always adventured on the greateſt 
dangers, in reſpett of his entire and conſtant reſolution ; he made this account, that 
being ſo firm a friend tothe King, he ſhould alſo be partaker and Companion with him 
in the Honour : 1 herefore he ſubmitted nbt himſelf to the King, but challenged to 
himſelfa liberty to {peak what he pleaſed. For this cauſe he grew hateful in the King's 
Gghe, for that in particular he boaſted of himſelf beyond meaſure, and oftentimes re- 
freſhed the memory of thoſe Adverſities the King had paſs*d, the rather to expreſs how 
afteCtionate he had bcen towards him ; and his continual talk was nothing elſe, but of 
the hardſhips he had endured. Now, for that he obſerved no meaſure in this his dil- 
courſe, the King took itasan injury done to his Honour, and was offended with the 
unbridled Licente of chis mans prattle: For nothing ſoundeth more harſh in a man's 
ear, than the memory of his fore-paſſed miſery ;- and it is but the part of a fool to rip 
up the Courtelies he hath employed on another man. At length, S/as grievouſly pro- 
voked the King's diſpleaſure az ainſt himſelf, rhat rather ſubſcribing to his wrath, than 
his wit, he not only diſpoſicfſed $:/25 of his Generals Place, but alſo ſent him bound 
into his Countrey, there to be held Priſoner. Yet notwithſtanding, time afſwaged 
this diſpleaſure ; and the King taking it into better conſideration, and remembring 
what S:/as had endured 1n his behalf, he revoked the Sentence that he pronounced. 
And as he was ready to celebrate the Feſtival day of his Birth, and all his SubjeQs were 
to take their pleaſure ; he ſpeedily ſent for $7/as, to the end he might be partaker there- 
of, and feaſt with them, Bur $/as. who wasof a free nature, ſuppoſing that he had 
juſt cauſe to be diſpleaſed, concealed it not from thoſe who were ſent unto him, but 
ipake unto them after this manner : ©* To what honour doth the King invite me at this 
*« preſent, purpoſely to deprive me of it again? For he hath not only deprived me of 
« thole Honours which he beſtowed upon me, in acknowledgment of the affeQtion I 
{© havealwaysſhewed unto him : But he hath altogether abuſed me; if he thinks char 
© he can reſtrain me from ſpeaking freely, he deceiveth himſelf. For my Conſcience 
*knoweth how many hazards I have delivered him from ; and as long as I breathe, I 
« will ring in all mens ears, how much I have endured for his Conſervation and Ho- 
* nour, in recompence whereof I am this day in Bonds, and ſhut up in ao obſcure Pri- 
* ſon, which will never forget." Yea, and when my Soul ſhall depart out of this Bo- 
* dy, ſhe ſhall bear with her the remembrance of thoſe benefits I have employed on 
* him. Theſe words ſpake he with a loud voice, deſiring them to relatethe ſame un- 
to =_ Agrippa; who ſeeing that he was grounded in an incurable folly, left him in 
Priſon. 

After this, the King began tofortifie the Walls of Jer»/alem, on the (ide of the new 
Town, upon the common charge, encreaſing them both in lengrh and breadth: Which 
if he might have thoroughly finiſhed, ithad been n invincible Fort. But Marſ#s the 
Governour of $yria,acquainted Ceſar what the work was,and Claudius ſuſpeQting ſome 


mandeth 4- Commotion,wroteexpreſly to 4erippe,commanding him thence-forward to deſilt from

deſiſt further building of the Walls, according to that form wherein he began;whereunto he 


would not diſobey. This King 4grippa was of nature ſoready to exerciſe Liberatny; 
an 
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A and took ſo great pleaſure to uſe his magnificence towards all forts of Nations, that 
the great expences he was at, obtained him great reputation. So that his whole plea- 
ſure and delight was, to ſhew courtelie unto all men, and ro purchaſe good efteem, 
being every way different in nature and diſpolition from King Herod his Predeceſlor. 
For Herod was naturally malicious, extream in puniſhing, and irreconcileable to <xr142- fi- 
thoſe with whom he was diſpleaſed, manifeſtly expreſſing that he loved the Grecians _ the 
better than the Jews. For he beautified thoſe Cities that belonged to ſtrangers, and than tires 
gave them money, and erefted them Baths, and ſumptuous Theatres, and Temples, 
and in ſome of them Galleries : But as for the Cities of the Jews, he beſtowed not this 
bounty on any of them, no not the leaſt reparation or gitt that was worthy the ſpeaking 
of. Contrariwiſe King Agripps was very courteous and affable, and equally imparted 
his bounty unto all men, He was courteous unto ſtrangers, and teſtified no leſs by che 
bounty he beſtowed on them. To his Countrey-men he behaved himſelf affably, and 
eſpecially he was merciful to all thoſe that were in miſery. For which cauſe his ordi- 
nary Court, and the place he took moſt pleaſure in, was Feruſalewm. He was a dili- 
gent obſerver of the Laws of his Countrey, and lived religiouſly, and with as great 
piety as was poſſible : Neither paſſed there one day, wherein he offered not Sacrifice. 
It happened at one time, thata certain cunning Lawyer, who was called $S;mox, and Simon the 
dwelt in Jeruſalem; had aſſembled the people by reaſon of the King's abſence, who |= -- ban 
for the preſent was in Ceſarea: In which Aſſembly he alledged many things againſt King —"wk 
him, that he was a prophane man, and that upon juſt cauſe he was forbidden toenter craving par- 
the Temple, in that it was not lawful nor decent for thoſe that were unclean to enter = ——_— 
thereinto. Theſe words of Simon's, thus wrongfully ſpoke againſt him, were ſignified 
to the King by Letters ſent by the Governour of the City : Whentheretore he fate 
him down in the Theatre, he commanded that very S:mor to lit next him ; and in 
peaceable and kind manner, he ſpake thus unto him : Te# me, I pray thee, what ſeeſt 
thou worthy of reprehenſion, or done contrary to Law, in that which is done here ? Simon 
not having any thing to reply, beſought him to pardon him. The King grew friends 
with him far ſooner than it could be imagined; reſolving with hindſelf , that mercy 
doth far better become a King than wrath , and that moderation is more requilite, 
than cruelty ; ſo that after he had beſtowed certain Preſents on Sims, he dilmiſſed 
him. Now, although he had many reparations indivers places, yet he honoured thoſe 4%", <2p- 20. 
of Berith above all the reſt, and builded them a Theatre ſurpaſſing all other in ſump- 2227 5 
tuouſneſs and beauty : And beſides that, he made them a ſumptuous Amphitheatre, 7:*b with good 
and Baths, and Porches no way inferiour.

inthe Theatre, in which there were all forts of Muſick and Recreations ; expreſſing in 
all things the greatneſs ofhis Magnificence ; and being deſirous to delight the peopke 

with a Combat, he gathered all the MalefaQors he could get, and made two ſeve- 

ral Companies of ſeven hundred a piece, and brought them together to fight,to the end 

that insKkirmiſhing they might receive their puniſhment ; and belides, that by this 

Warlike Exerciſe, he might preſent the people with a Paſs-time, concluded with the 
P—_— of wicked men; for they fought fo deſparately,that nor one of them came 

off alive, 

After that he had finiſhed theſe above-named Buildings in Berich, he reforted to T;- Hedis & Rus 
berias, a City of Galilee, and was admired of all the other Kings, ſo that Azviochss King en pon 
of Comagena came to viſit him : The like did Samſigeran, King of the Emeſeniavs, Co 
tys King of Armeniathe leſs, and Polemon Lord of Pontus : And beſidesall theſe, Herod 
Prince of Chalcis, aad his Brother : All whom he received and entertained mott mag- 
nificently and amiably, to ſhew his greatneſs ; tothe end, that all men might perceive 
that he was deſervedly honoured with the preſence of ſomany Kings. And whilſt theſe 
Princes were with him, Mar/#s the Governour of Syria viſited him likewiſe, whom, to 
the end he might expreſs the reverence he bare to the Romans, he met with, ſeven fur- 
longs off from the City. This interview of ſo many Kings, was the original of thatdif- 
content that grew betwixt him and Marſss ; who ſeeing all thoſe Kings that came to rrpreis 
lee Agrippa, fitting in the ſame Chariot with him, ſuſpected ſuch Concord, and ſo —— 
Amity ; ſuppoſing that this agreement of ſo many Kings, would be to ways DIC for ſending 2- 
or beneficial tothe Romans. For which cauſe he preſeatly fent unto them, charging way theKings. 
them with all expedition, to return each of them into their awn Countreys: W hic

and conceived thereupon a moſt hearty and inward grief : And ſuddenly he was ſeized 
with a terrible griping in his belly, which began with very great vehemency : For 
which cauſe, turning his eyes towards his friends, he ſpake unto them after this mar. 
ner : Behold him (aid he) whom y0u eſteem for a God, condemned to die; and deſtiny 
ſhall apparently convince you of thoſe flattering and falſe ſpeeches, which you have lately uſed 
in my behalf: For I, whoby you have been adored as one immortal, am undey the hands of 
death, But I muſt willingly entertain that which God pleaſeth to ſend me : For I have not 
lived in obſcurity, but in ſogreat and wonderful fel:ity, that each of you have h 14 me 
happy.

AW hill he ſpake thus, his griefs augmented in ſuch ſort, that he was brought almoſt 
to his laſt ; for which cauſe, he was with all expedition conveyed into his Royal Pa- 
lace, and the rumour was ſpread in every place, that very ſhortly he would be dead. 
For which cauſe the people, with their Wives and Children, put on Sack-cloth, accor- 
ding tothe cuſtom of the Countrey, to the end they might ſolicit Tod's Mercy on the 
King's behalf ; and all the City was filled with tears and lamentations. The King that 
lay in an upper Chamber, and looking down into the Court, ſaw them lying thus on 
the earth, could not refrain from tears. And after he had, for the ſpace of tive days 
without ceaſing, been tormented with griping in his belly, he gave up the Ghoſt, in 
the fifty fourth year of his Age, and the ſeventh year of his Reign : For he had reign- 
ed four years under the Empire of Caius Ceſar (having firſt of all governed Phil p*sTe- L. 
trarchy three years, to which was added the Seigniory of Herod in the fourth year) and 
three years under the Empire of Claudius Czar ; during which time he governed over 
the above-named Countreys; and moreover, over Judea, Samaria and Ceſarea. His 
FAALY Revenue amounted to twelve hundred Myriades; beſides which, he made many Loans.

$".  afterthey hadplaced them, they uttered all the indignities they could poſſibly ; pra- 
QAiſing ſuch ſhameful matters, as they may not be expreſſed. Beſides this, reſting them- 
ſelves 1n the publick places, they banquetred in the open Strecr, wearing Chaplets of 
Flowers on their heads, and pertuming themſelves with Odours, to ſacrifice to Charon, 
drinking to one another for 1oy that the King was dead. Thus they expreſſed their N- 
gratitude, not only towards their King Azrippa, who had beſtowed ſo many Liberali- 
tieson them ; butalſotowards Herod, his Grand-father, who had bui!ded their Cities, 
PRETIN and to his extream charge, erected their Ports and Temples. At that time Agr/ppa, the 0 
4, ron. deceaſed 4o2rippa's Son, was at Rome, and was brou ght up under the Emperor Clandins. 
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A Arrippa, he was hi bly diſpleaſed, and moved with their ingratitude : And his pur- 
poſe was, to ſend the younger Agripps with all expedition, to take poſſefſion of the

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ingdom of his Father, and therewithal todiſcharge him of his Oath ; but divers of fre» cir:#;

his Free men and Friends, who were in great credit with him, difſwaded him from it; 
alledging that ic would be a dangerous thing to commit the greatneſs of ſuch a King- 
dom to a young man, who ſcarcely had as yer attained to the age of eighteen years ; 
and for whom it was impoſlible to ſupport the care of ſo great a Kingdom, conſidering 
that if he were at man's eſtate, he ſhould find himſelf over-burthened with the charge 
of a Kingdom. This advice of theirs was approved by Ceſar, and for this caule he ſent 
Cuſpins Fadus to govern Judes, and the whole Realm ; honouring his dead Friend in 
this, in that he would not ſuffer Marſus, who had been his Enemy, to enter into his 
Kingdom. He gave = Commiſſion allo, that Fadws ſhould ſharply puniſh thoſe of 
Ceſareaand Sebaſte, for the injuries they offered to his deceaſed Fried, and the ex- 
cels that was committed againſt his Daughters who were yet living ; commanding 
him to tranſport the Companies of the Czſareans and Sebaftens, and the five Roman 
Legions into the Countrey of Poyxtus to ſerve in that place, and to take thoſe Roman 
Souldiers that bare:Arms in Syr7a,to ſerve there : Yet, notwithſtanding this Command, 
they were not diſpleaſed ; for they ſent Ambaſſadors to C/audius to appeaſe him, and 
by this means they obtained the favour to remain 1n Judes. After this, they gave be- 

1oning to thoſe moſt grievous miſchiefs and calamities that befel the Jews ; tor they 
C ſpread the ſeed of the War which was awakened under Florus's Government. And for 
that cauſe, after that < — had obtained the ViCtory, as it ſhall be hereafter declar- 
ed, he cauſed them to depart out of that Province, and, made them ſeek their Habita- 


tion elſewhere.

Monobazns was much troubled 
hates. at this voice, and as foon as he awoke, he told it to his Wife 5 and afterwards, when 
the Child wasborn, he called him 7zares. Beſides, he had another elder Son by the M 
{ame Wife, who was called Monobazus, according to his ownname. And he had al- 
{o other Sons by his other Wives ; yet notwith(tanding, Izes was moſt manifeſtly 
his beſt beloved, and {o cheriſhed by him, as if he had been his only begotten Son ; for 
which cauſe, his other Brothers envied him. The Father muatlellly perceived all this, 
yet he pardoned them ; knowing that 'they did it not for malice, but for the deſire 
that every one of them had to be beſt eſteemed by his Father. Notwithſtanding, 
being afraid leſt ſome miſ-hap ſhould betide Izater, by reaſon of the hatred his Bre- 
7zates ſent to thren bare unto him, he gave him many great Gifts, and ſent him to Abemerigus, who 
Abemerigus, Teigred at that time in a Port called Spofinus ; committing his Son's life into his hands, 
marneth his  Abemerigus allo, entertained him very kindly ; and loved him ſo, that in proceſsof yy 
pry time he gave him Semachs his Daughter to Wife ; and for her Dowry, he gave him 
a Countrey of great revenue. 

Monobazas being, old, and ſeeing he had not long time to live, deſired before his 
ca. v'y death, chat his Son might come and viſit him; he therefore ſent for him, and receiv- 
Amommn, in Ed him very lovingly, giving him a Countrey which hecalled Cerov, which bringeth 
which the forth great abundance of Odoriferous Plants.

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A Izates might be Kjng in his ſtead, and hath eſteemed him moſt worthy of ſuch az honoar : 
et T expect your judgment in this point. For he that receiveth the Sovereignty, not 
from one mans hand, but from many, and hath the ſame confirmed unto him by their con- 
ſent, is happy. She uſed this diſcourſe unto them t0 try what their intent was, who were 
there aſſembled. They underſtanding her mind, proſtrated themſchues firſt of all upon 
the earth before the Queey, according to the cuſtom of their Country, and afterwards an- 
ſwered her, that they approved the K ing's elettion, and took pleaſure to obey Izates, whom 
his Father deſervealy, and to all their contents and the deſire of the common people, had 
preferred above the reſt of his Brethren : alledging moreover, that they would put his Bre- 
thren aud Kjnſmen to death before his coming, to the end that he might enjoy the Kjng- 
dom with all ſecurity : for by their deaths all the fear that might grow by their hatred and 
envy, might be extinguiſhed. Hereunto the (2ueen anſwered ; That ſhe gave them thanks 
for the favour they bare unto h:r and her Son lzates : notwithſlanding ſhe required them 
to ſuſpend their judgments touching the death of his Brethren, until ſuch time as Tzates 
himſelf ſbould give his conſent thereunto. | 

'They ſeeing they might not obtain the liberty to put them to death, were of opi- 
nion that they ſhould be kept Priſoners until his coming, to the end that they might 
do him no harm in-his abſence ; and that moreover, until his coming, there might one 
be appointed to govern the State, whom ſhe ſhould eſteem moſt truſty and fairhful 
unto him. Whereunto He/exa condeſcended, and made his elder Brother Monobazns 
King, and ſet the Diadem on his head, and gave him his Father's Seal-ring, with that 
Robe which they call Sampſera ; exhorting him to govern the Kingdom until his Bro« 
thers arrival. 1zates having certain notice of his Father's death, reſorted thither ſpee- 
dily, and receiving his Brother Monobazas's willing ſurrender, took upon him the Go- 
vernment of the Kingdom. 

Whikſt [zates was in the Fortreſs of Spaſinus, a certain Merchant who was a Jew, 
called Ananias, having acceſs tothe Kings wives, taught them the manner how to ſerve 
God according to the Religion of the Jews: And Azanias by their means growing 
acquainted with Izates, taught him the like, and accompanied him into Adzabena ; 
being drawn thereunto by his earneſt intreaties, when Izates reſorted thither upon his 
D Fathers ſending for. It chanced alſo that Helena was 1n like manner inſtructed by 
another Jew, and retained the Rites and Religion of the Jews. 

Afﬀeer that Izates came into his Kingdom, and knew that his Brethren and Kinsfolk 
were impriſoned, he was much grieved. Conceiving therefore with himſelf that it 
would be a great impiety in him to ſuffer them to be put todeath, or kept in priſon ; 
and that on the other fide, it were a dangerous matter for him, if beingat liberty they 
ſhould remember the evil they had endured : For this cauſe he ſent ſome of them to 
Rome for Hoſtages, with their Children,unto the Emperour Clazdis, and the reſt unto 
Artabanus King of Parthia, Afterwards when he was thoroughly afſured that his Mo- 
ther was wholly addiQted to the Religion of the Jews, he endeavoured the more to 
ſhew himſelf zealous therein: and ſuppoſing that he could not be a perfect Jew, ex- 
cept he were circumciſed, he prepared himlelf tobe circumciſed. Which when his 
Mother underſtood, ſhe endeavoured to her uttermoſtto hinder his reſolution, aſſuring 
him that in ſo doing he ſhould bring himſelf in great danger ; for that in being King, 
he would draw himſelf into the diſlike of his fubjeCts, if rhey ſhould have notice that 
he was addited to a new Religion, andto ſtrange Ceremonies, and that they would 
not endure, that being a Jew, he ſhould be their King: ſo ſhe for a while by her dil- 
{waſion reſtrained him from his deſire. But the King required of Anenies, who, ac- 
cording with Helena in the courſe of her diſlike, threatned 7zates, that it he would 
not obey his Mother, he would forſake him, and depart from him, for that he fear- 
ed, leſt if the matter ſhould be publickly known, he ſhould ſuffer ſome puniſhment, as 
being the only Author and Inftrufter of the King in undecent matters ; that otherwiſe 
he might ſerve God, although he were not circumciſed, fince he had reſolved to live 
according to the Inſtitution and Laws of the Jews, and that God would pardon him : 
for in this, true Religionconſiſteth more, than in circumciſion of the body, though he 
were not aCtually circumciſed, ſince the neceſſity and fear of his Subyetts over-ruled 
him, By which words the King for that time was perſwaded to proceed no further. But 
a little after (for he was not wholly altered in that affeQion which he had) another 
Jew called Eleazar, coming from Galilee, and accounted a Learned man 1n the 
DoQtrine of our Religion, perſwaded him to be circumciſed. For comin 
one day unto him, to falnte him, he found him reading of the Books © 
Meſes , and faid unto him; O Kzng, contrary . to your knowledge you offend the 
Law, and God likewiſe ; for it ſufficeth you not, that you underſtand the ſame, wy br 
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chiefeſt matter you are tied unto, is to do that which the Law commanadeth;, how long there. H 
Wild . 260. Fore will you remain antircumriſed ? And if as yet you have not peruſed the Law as touch 
after "hiſs ing this point, read it now, to the end you may know what preat impiety it is to omit it.

Helena the peace, and that by all mens opinion, both home-bred and ſtrangers, her Son was re- 
Queen of 4- puted happy by the good will of God, ſhe was ſeized with adefireto go and viſit 
forteth to 7c» the City of Jer»ſalenr, and adore God in the Temple, which was ſomuch renowned | 
rſadem. through the whole world, and offer Sacrifice of Thanksgiving therein; for which 
ar, cap:% cauſe ſhe beſought her Son, that he would ſuffer her to pertorm her Vows ; who wil- 
lingly condeſcended to her defire, and furniſhed her Royally with all things that were 
neceſſary for ſucha Voyage ; giving her a great Sum of Money with her, and bring- 
ing her on her way many days journey : So that at length ſhe arrived in Fer»/alem, to 
the great advantage of the Inhabitants of that City. For at that time the 
City was oppreſſed with a gnevous Fame , ſo that many died for want of 
food ; for which cauſe Queen Helena ſent her fervams, ſome into A/cx4naria to buy 
a preat =_ of Corn, the reſt into Cyprus tobuy dried Figs, who returned with 
all expedition they might ; whereupon Helena diſtributed the Vittuals amongſt the 5 
poor, leaving a ſingular memory of her Liberality to the whole Nation. Her Son 
Izates alſo underſtanding of this Famine, ſenta great ſum of Money to the Governour 
of Jeruſalem. But hereafrer I will declare what other benefits the King and Queen 
have beſtowed upon our Nation. 
arthur re. Now Artabanus King of Parthia, perceiving that the Princes of the Kingdom had 
rireth himſelf conſpired againſt him, reſolved with himſelfto go to Izares, for the ſecurity of his 
OD = perſon, hoping by that means, if it were poſſible, to recover his Kingdom. He there- 
"Miance, foreretired rhither, and brought with him abont one thouſand men of his Kinsfolk 
and domeſtick ſervants. And by the way he met with 7zates, whom he knew very 
well by his Royal Train, notwithſtanding he was unknown unto him by countenance. 1 
Drawing therefore near unto him, he firſt of all humbled himſelf on his knees, 
according to the cuſtom of the Countrey, and afterwards ſpake unto him after this 
manner : 

Dread Kjag, forſake me not who am thy ſervant, neither rejef thou my prayers. For bes 
ing dejetted by means of my misfortunes, and of a Kjng become aprivate man, I have need 
of thy ſuccour. Conſider therefore the inconſtancy of fortune, and think with thy ſelf, that by 
providing for me, thouſhalt provide for thy ſelf. For if thou makeft no reckoning of the 
wrong that is done unto me, divers men will grow audacious to enterprize upon other Kings. 

Theſe words he prononnced with tears, and with looks fixed upon the ground :

For this ſorrow of thine ſhall beſuddenly changed, and thou ſhalt 

finda better Friend and Ally, rhan thou _ for at this time : For eitherT will re- 

poſſeſs thee of thy Kingdom of Parrhia, orT will loſe my own. This faid, .he cauſed 

Artabanus to get oh Horſeback, and walked 'by him on foot, yielding him this honour, 

as fo a greater King than himfelf. Which when Arrabanus faw, he was diſcontented, 

and ſware by his Honour and Fortune to come, that he-would fer foot on ground, if 

he would not = on Horſeback and ride before him ;* whereunto he obeyed, and 

mounting apon his Horfe'again, he conduQed him to/his Palace; yielding hin all the O 

honour that was poſſible, both in his Banquets and in his Afſenibfies, not regarding his 

preſent condition, buthis former Dignity : conſidering with-himſelf, that ſuch caſual 

misfortunes 
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A misfortunes and- changes are incident to all men. Moreover he wrote unto- the 
Parthians, perſwading them to receive their King Ariabenss, afuring them on his 5,4” 


Faith and Oath, that he would obtain a free pardoa for all that which was paſt, and 
to that intent he offered himſelf tobean Arbitrator between them, The Parthians 
gave him this anfwer, That they would not refuſe to entertain him, but that they 
could not : For that one who was called Cinneamus was advanced in his Placeand 
Dignity, and that they feared leſt a Sedition ſhould happen amongſt them. Cinne- 
21s, Who was a noble and honourable minded man, knowing that their intent was 
ſuch, wrote himſelf unto 4r:sbanxs, who had nouriſhed and brought him up, exhort- 
ing him co return upon his Faith, and to receive again hisown Kingdom. Artabanus 
upon this Motion gave credit to his words, and returned back again, Whereupon 
C:nnamis came forth and. met him, and proltrating himſelf before his feer, called 
him King ; and afterwards taking the Diadem from off his own head, he ſet it upon 
Artabanus head ; who by this means was reſtored to his former eftate by 7zates me- 
diation, aſter he had been'driven out of his Kingdom by his chiefeſt Nobility, And 
he did not forget the favours which he had received at [zares hands, but did him 
all the honour that poſſibly he cou'd imagine : for he permitted him to wear the ſtraic 
Tara, and to ſleep upon a gilded Bed, which is a Priviledge which belongeth only to 
the Kingsof Partbia. He gave him allo a plentiful and great Country which he had ta- 
ken from the King of Armenia. This Country was called NV:iſib:s, where in times paſt 
the Macedonians had builded the City of A4nt:och, by them called Mygdonis. 

Preſently after [ates was thus honoured, Artebanns died, leaving his Kingdom to 
his Son Vardan's ; who repaired to [zares, praying him tojoyn with him in that War 
which he intended to make againſt the Romans; but he prevailed not with him. For 
Tzates knowing the Romans torce and good fortunes, imagined that he undertook a 
matter beyond his power. Belides, he had ſent five of his young Sons to Jeruſa/em to 
learn our tongue and diſcipline, and his Mother likewiſe toadore in the Temple, for 
which cauſe he the rather held back and diſſwaded /ardaxes from going againſt the 
Romans, whole power and conqueſts he ordinarily reckoned up unto him, co the 
end he might diſcourage him, and by theſe aſſertions cauſed him to giveover his pur- 
D poſed intent of Waragainſtrhem. But the Parthian was diſplealed with his perſwali- 
on, and for that cauſe denounced a preſent War againſt 7zates. But his enterprize had 
but a fruitleſs iſue ; for God cur offall his hopes. For che Parthians underſtanding 
what Yardaves intent was, and how he wasrelolved to make a Waragainft the Ro- 


mans, killed him, and gave the Kingdom to his Brother Gotarzs, whom not long after Kingd

after Aris Vologeſus , King of Parthia, defiring him to kill zates, and to beſtow another King up- 
Nativity, 47- on them, who was a Parthian, for that they hated their King who had aboliſhed their 
The Lords of Religion, and had embraceda ſtrange Law, The Parthian underſtanding hereof, pre- 
Adiabena per. pared himſelf for War; and having no juſt colour or pretext to authoriſe it, he ſent 
pager Ep, a meſſenger unto him to redemand thoſe honours which his Father had given hin, 
tet. which if he refuſed, he denounced War _ him. Jz1tes was not a little troubled 
in his mind, when he underſtood this meſſage : For he thought that if he ſhould re. 
ſore the gifts, he ſhould do himſelf great prejudice, for that it would be imagined 
that he did it for fear; knowing on the other fide that if the Parthian ſhould recover 1 
that which he redemanded, yet he would not be quiet ; he therefore commended his 
cauſe to God, truſting that he would take care of him. And building upon this, that 
the greateſt good he might have, was to have God to help, he ſhuc his Wives and Chil- 
dren intoa ſtrong Caſtle, and his Corn in his ſtrongeſt Tower ; and afterwards burned 
all the Hay and torrage : and having after this manner provided for all things, he ex- 
peCted the approach of his Enemy. The Parthian came forward ſooner than he was 
expected, with a great power of Horſe and Foot. For he marched forward in all haſte, 
and encamped near unto the River that ſeparateth Adiabenatrom Media. Izates like. 
wile encamped not far from thence, having with him abour fix thouſand Horſe. To 
whom the Parthian ſent a Meſſenger to give him to underſtand how great his power x 
was, which extended from the River Euphrates as far as But7ria, ſhewing him what 
Kings he had under his ſubjeCtion, threatning him to puniſh him very leverely,in that 
he behaved himſelf ſo ungratefully towards his Benefactors ; yea, that tlie God whom 
he adored, could not deliver him out of the King's hands. Hereunto /z res anlwer- 
Fates calleth ed, that he knew w<ll chat the Parthian far exceeded him in power, bur that he was 
upon God, far better aſſured that God's power extended beyond all mens contradiftion. And 
_ Fm having returned them this anſwer, he betook himlelt to his Prayers, and proſtrating 
and Sacansin- himſelf upon the earth, and caſting aſhes on his head, and fafting,himſelf, his Wives 
to Parehi2,up- and Children, he called upon God, and prayed after this manner : O Lord Almighty, 
— Fologefu if T have not vainly ſubmitred my elf to thy proteQtion, but have intirely choſen thee x 
retuneth, for my only and true God, be thou my helpand affiltance, and not only deliver me 
from mine enemies, but alſo abate and controul their pride, who have not been a- 
fraid in their blaſphemous Language, to prophane thy holy and ſacred Name, and ut- 
ter blaſphemous Speeches againſt thy Power. Thus prayed he with ſighs and tears, 
and God heard him ; tor the very ſame night Yologeſas received Letters by which he 
was certified that a great number of Dahans and Sacans taking opportunity by his ab- 
ſence, were entred into the Kingdom of Parthiz, and ſpoiled the whole Countrey. For 
which cauſe he returned back. into his Countrey, without any further trouble. © And 
thus Izates by God's providence was delivered from the Parthian threats. | 
+-2te5 deliver. Not long after this, atter he had lived fifty hve years, and reigned four and twenty, M 
«h up the and left behind him four and twenty Sons, hedied, and appointed his Brother Mono- 
Kingdom to þ4zus to ſucceed him in the Kingdom, requiting hereby his Faith and Loyalty, in-that 
hs 2 during thetime of his abſence, andafter the death of his Father, he had faithfully 
and dieth =ruledand governed the Kingdom to his uſe. His Mother Helena hearing news of his 
death, lamented very grievouſly that ſhe being his mother, was deprived of a Son that 
ſo zealoully honoured and feared God, yet notwithſtanding ſhe was comforted, when 
ſhe underſtood that her eldeſt Son was to ſucceed him in the Kingdom, and haſted 
with all dil:gence to go and meet him. As ſoon as ſhe arrived in Adiabena, ſhe lived 
not long time after her Son [zates. Whereupon Monobazus took both her body and 
his Brother's Bones, -and ſent them to Feruſalem, commanding that they ſhould be bu- jy 
ried in three Pyramids which Helena had builded, ſome three ſtades or furlogs from 
medio & Ruf- Jeruſalem.

Fter Fedas, ſucceeded Tiberius Alexander, the Son of that A4lexander who had 
been Governour of Alexandria; a man of as great Riches as any one of his time 

and place, who ſurpaſſed likewiſe his Son Alexander in piety, who forſook the Reli- 
gionof his Forefathers. At that time there happened a great Famine in Fewry, during 
which, Queen Helena ſent huge Sums of Money into £2ypr, and bought Corn,and di- 
{tributed the ſame to thoſe that were in want, according as | have faid before. At 
the ſame time Fames and Simon, the Sons of Judas of Galilee, who had buſied them- 
ſelves to incite the people to reſiſt the Government of the Romans, were put todeath 
at ſuch time as Cyren:ws valued each mans Goods, as we have heretofore declared. 
Theſe did Alexander command to be crucified, Herod King of Chalcis took away 
the Sovereign Prieſthood from Joſeph the Sonn'of Camyds, and transferred it to Anant- 
as, the Son of Nebederws, After Tiberius Alexander, fucceeded Cumanus: Then died 
Herod, who was Brother to King Azrippathe Great, inthe eighth year of Claudine Ce- 


C /ar. He left behind him three Sons ; Ariftobulus, whom he had by his firtt Wife Ber- 


nicianus ; and Hrircanus by Bernice, his Brother's Daughter. Claudins Ceſar gave his 
Kingdom to Aorippa the younger. During the time that Cymanus governed, there hap- 
pened a Sedition 1n Judea, whereby divers Jews miſcarried, The cauſe of all which

CHAT IT 


4. Thbe horrid Inſolence of « Roman Souldier, cauſcth the death of twenty thouſand Jews: 
Another Souldier's Inſolence. 

T the time of the Feaſt of Paſcha (during which time the Fews are accuſtomed to 
A feed on unleavened Bread) a great number of people aſſembled themſelves from 
all parts, to the City of Jeruſalem. Whereupon Cumanw fearing left by this occaſion 
there ſhould ariſe ſome Commotion, he gave order that a Company of his Souldiers 
ſhould be armed, and ſhould keep their Guard in the Porches of the Temple, to the 
end, if any trouble ſhould happen, they might repreſs it. Thoſe Governours, who 
had been his Predeceſſors, had done the like in ſuch manner of Aſſemblies. [It came 
to paſs, on the fourth day of the Feaſt, that a certain Soldier diſcovering thoſe Privi- 
ties which were undecent to be ſeen, ſhewed them before the people; wherewith 
they thatbeheld the ſame were much diſpleaſed and provoked, ſaying, -that the di- 
honour was not done to them, butto G And ſome of the boldeft of them utrered 
certain Speeches againſt Cumanus, ſaying, That the Soldier was ſet on by him ; which 
when Cumanw underſtood, he was in like manner grievoully offended, in regard of 
thoſe Injuries ; yet exhorted-thoſe, whom he ſaw roo forward, ro keep the Peace, 
for fear leſt a Sedition ſhould ariſe during the time of the Feaſt : And ſeeing they 
would no ways obey him, bur commiriwith they ceaſed not to injure and revile him, 


he commanded that all the Forces he had ſhould be in Arms,and retire themſelves in« 
to the Fort of A»tonia,that was near unto the Temple, as we have heretofore declared. 


F The people ſeeing the armed Soldiers, were afraid, and beganto fly; and becauſe the 


places thorough which they iſſued, were but narrow, they imagined that they were 
purſued by their enemies ; ſo that they thruſt on one another in their flight, and divers 
of them werethronged ro:death. In this mutiny there died twenty thouſand men ; 
and after this, inſtead of a Feaſt, there was nothing but mourning; and without be- 
thinking themſelves of their Prayers and Sacrifices, all of them began tq weep and 
lament. So-greata miſchiefſprung from the inſolenceof one Soldier.”This firlt Lamen- 
tation was ſcarcely finiſhed; before-a ſecond ſucceeded the fame. / For ſome of thoſe:

_ ſpoil the Jed more of them away Prifoners. Whenthechicfeſt Magiſtrates of Jo>»/alem law in- 
_ to what a number of miſeries they were fallen, they cloathed themſelves 4n Sackcloth, 
and caſt aſhes'on their heads, exhorting thoſe that were Mutinous, co vonſider, that 
if they did not - down Arms, and retutn peaceably to their own homes, they would 
be the cauſe of their Countrey's utter ruine ; that they ſhou'd ſee the Temple burnt 
before their eyes, and themflves, their Wives and Children, made Slaves. By 
which words, m the end, they being perſwaded, returned home, and herook them 
to their buſinels. The Thieves alſo retired again into their Rrong Holds, -and from 
tet & my.

Jes befofe _. contemned by the Jews ; who notwithſtanding, ought poerkenois as their 
+; competent Judges ; yer, neverchelefs, thar they aſſembled ehemiclves, as if the Ro- 


' mans were not their Superiors, For which cauſe they addtefſed rhetnſelves to him, 
tothe end, they mighthaveredrefsof thoſe wrongs which they had receivedby them. 
This is that wherewirh the Satharitans charged the Jews, who anſwered tothe con- 


trary,

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A trary, alledging that the Samaritans themſelves had been che Authors of that mu- 


B 


tiny and uproar ; and that Camanus being wholly corrupted by their mogey, had 
ſmothered the matter, and 'done-no juftice on the murtherers. When Qzagratus 
heard this, he reſerved the judgment till another time, telling them thathe would 
give ſentence inthe matter when he came into Judea, and hadexaminedthetruth on 
both ſides'; ſo that they returned without doing any thing. 

Shortly after, (Quadratss came into Samaeris, where he heard that the Samaritans 
had been'the Authors of the trouble ; andon the other fideknowing that fome Jews 
hkewiſe intended fome inſurre&ion, he cauted them to be crucified, whom Cumarxs 
had left in prifon. From thence he tranſported himſelf to Lydds, which is a Burrough of 
no leſs bigneſs than a City ; in which place he fitting on his tribunal Seat, heard the 
Samaritans the ſecond time, and diſcovered by the report of a certain Samaritan, that 
one Dortus, one of the chiefeſt among the Jews, and tour other his Confederates, in- 
duced the people to rebel againſt the Romans. Zuaaratss cauſed them to be execu- 
ted. As for Ananias, who was the High-Prieft, and the Capeain Azanus, he ſent them 
bound to Rome, to render an account to the Emperour Claudius of that which they 
had done. Moreover, he commanded the chiet Governours both of rhe Samaritans 
and Jews, that they ſhould ſpeedily repair to Rome ; whither Cumezus and Captain 
Celer ſhould conduCt them, to the end they might be judged by Ceſar himſelf, upon the 
information taken on both ſides. And fearing left the common people of the Jews 


C ſhould break out into ſome Rebellion, he repaired to the City of Jeruſalem, to give 


order that the Jews ſhould attempt to raiſe no new ſtirs ; but when he came thither; 
he found all 1n peace, and buſied in the celebration of the Feaſt, and offering Sa- 
crifices to God, according to their accuſtomed Ceremonies. Being therefore aflured 
that no man would rebel in that place, he left them to their ſolemnities, and repaired 
to Antioch, | 

But the Jewsthat were ſent to Rowe with Cumanus and the principal Samaritans, had 
a day aſſigned them by the Emperour to decide the difterencesthat were between 
them. Cumanus and the Samaritans endeavoured all that they might by the media- 
tion of Ce/ar's friends and free-men, to have the upper hand of the Font ; and indeed 


D the day had been theirs if young 42r/ppe had not been at Rome. For he ſeeing that 


the matter was handled to the diſadvantage of the Jews, beſought Agrippina the 
Emperour's Wife, that ſhe would prevail fo with her husband, that he would be pleaſ- 
ed to take full knowledge of that which was done; and that afterwards he ſhould 
execute due juſtice on thoſe whom he found guilty of that ſedition. Claudivs favour- 
ably gave ear to this requeſt : and hearing the whole matter, he found that the Sa- 
maritans were the firſt Authors of all thoſe miſchiefs, and cauſed them to be pur to 
death wha came before him to plead, and baniſhed Cumanus : He gave order alſo 
that Captain Celer ſhould be ſent back to Jeruſalem, and that there in fight of all 
the people he ſhould be dragged about the City, until he died. He ſent Claudius 
Felix, Pallas Brother, to govern Jude. 

In the twelfth year of his Reign, he gave Agrippe, Philip's Tetrarchy, with Batanes; 
and beſides that, added thereunto Trachoxitis and Abils, which in time paſt appertain- 
ed to Lyſanias Tetrarchy; taking from this, the Province of Chalcs, which he had go- 
verned for the ſpace of four years. After that Agripps had obtained this gift at C2/ar's 
hands, he married his ſiſter DY«filato Azizns King of the Emeſſenians, who conſent- 
ed tobe circumciſed, becauſe Fprphanes, King of Antiochus Son would not give ear unto 
the marriage, for that he refuſed to entertain the Religion of the Jews, although in 
times paſt he had promiſed his Father no leſs. He gave Marianne to Archelans, Chelcias 
Son, who by her Fathers conſent was formerly promiſed him, on whom he begat a 


F Daughter called Bernice, A little after this, the Marriage of 4zizus and Druſilla was 


broken off on this occaſion following : When Felix governed Jewry, he ſaw Druſil/a 
and fell in love with her, ſhe ſurpafling all other women in Beauty. He therefore 
ſent a certain Magician called Simon, who was born in Cypres, and one of this great- 
eſt friends among the gown who perſwaded her to forſake-her firſt Husband, 2nd to 
marry Felix, giving her to underftand that ſhe ſhould be happy, if ſhe refuſed not 
this march, She unadviſed, and reſolved torid her ſelf from hatred which her 
Siſter B-r»ice bare towards her ( who hated her in regard of her beauty, and for this 
cauſe ceaſed not to injure her) condeſcended to forſake the Religion of the Jews, and 
to marry Felix, by whom ſhe had a Son called Agripps; whole death hereafter I will 


G feclare, and how in the Emperovr Tirus's his time he died, and was burned inthe 


fire of the Mountain Veſwvins with his Wife. Bernice remained a Widow, very 
long after Herod's death, who was both her Uncle and her Husband, and the report 
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was thatſhe had the company of her Brother. At length ſhe wrought ſo much, that 
Polemon King of Cilicia cauſed himſelf to be circumciſed, to the end he might marry 
her, purpoſing by chat-means to make-it known how fallly ſhe had been acculed, 
Whereunto Polemon gave ear, becauſe ſhe was rich. But this Marriage continued nor 
any long time : For Bernice.through her 1mpudency, as 1t is reported, abandoned 
Polemon, who giving over that Marriage, forlook alſo the Religion of the Jews. Ar 
the ſame time Mariamne having forſaken Archelanus her Husband, married Demetrius, 
one of the chiefeſt Jews that were in A/exandr/a, both ia regard of his deſcent, as al. 


- ſo his riches; whoat that time alſo exerciſed the office of 4/ubarcha, that is to lay, the 


Governour of Arabia. She cauſed the Son-{he had by him-to be called 4grippinus. 
But of all this I will ſpeak more exaQly herealter. : 

The Emperour C/zudius died after he had reigned thirteen years, eight months 
and twenty days. Some fay that he was poyſoned by Agrippina his wife, the daughter 
of Germanicus,'Claudius's Brother. She was firſt married to Domitins Anobarbus, one 
of the greateſt men of Rome; after whoſe death, and long Widowhood, the wasar 
length married to C/andins, into whoſe houſe-ſhe brought her Son, called Domitius, by 
hisown Fathers name. Claudins had put Meſſaline his Wite to death, for the jealouſie 
he had of her ; although he had had children by her, namely Britannicus and Otta- 
via: And for his daughter Antonia, who wasthe eldeſt ofall his children, and begot- 
ten on Petins one of his former Wives, ſhe was married to Vero, whom Claudins 10 
named-and adopted for his Son. Agrippina, feared leſt Britannicus, growing to mans 
eſtate, ſhould ſucceed his Father in the Empire, and delirous to make her own Son 
Emperour, as is reported ; ſhe left nothing unattempted that might bring her Huſl. 
band to his death ; and preſently ſent Burr»s, who was General of the Army, with 
ſome otherCaprains,and thole of the greateſt power among other his free-men,to bring 
Nero into the tie'd, and proclaim him Emperour, He being thus eſtabliſhed in the 
Empire, cauſed Brita»nicus to be ſecretly poyloned ; and not long after this, he open- 
ly cauſed his Mother to be put to death, yielding her this recompence, not only for 
that ſhe had born him in her womb, but alſo becauſe by her means he had obtained 
the Empire. He likewiſe murthered Octavia his wife, the Emperour C/audins's daugh- 
ter, anddivers other Noblemen, under colour of ſome Conſpiracy intended againſt 
him. But I will not proſecute this matter, for that there are divers who have writ Ne- 
ro's Hiſtory ; of whom ſome have no regard of the truth, but have ſpoken at their 
pleaſure, for that he had been their BenefaQtor : Others tranſported with hatred and 
deſpite againſt him, having not beenaſhamed to publiſh ſuch impudent lies againſt his 
renown, that they deſerve to be condemned. Neither do I wonder that they have 
invented fo many lies againſt Vero, conſidering that in thoſe Hiſtories which they 
wrote of the former Emperours, they have not ſtudied to ſpeak truth, although 
they had not any occaſion to hate them, conſidering that they lived a long time 
after their death. For my own part, I am reſolved never to deviate from the 
truth, contenting my ſelf to touch only by the way thoſe things that concern my 
purpoſe ; neither will I treat in particular, but of what relateth to my Country, with- M 
out diſſembling our own faults, any more than the afflictions that they brought upon 
us. Iwilltherefore return to the diſcovery of our Afﬀairs. - Azizus King of Emeſene 
being dead the firſt year of the Emperour Nero's reign, his Brother obtained the 
Kingdom : Ariſtobulus the ſon of Herod King of Chalcis, had the Government of the 
leſſer Armenia from Nero, who gave Agrippa a certain portion of Gali/ee, commanding 
thoſe of Tiberias and Tariches to live under him. Beſides this, he gave him Julias, 
ſituate beyond Jordan, with fourteen Burroughs near adjoyning thereunto. 


CHAP. VI. 


Foelix, Governour of Judza, cauſeth Eleazar the High-Prieſt to be murthered ; and his 
Murtherers commit other Murthers, even in the Temple. Robbers and falſe Pro- 
phets are puniſhed. A great debate betwixt the Jews, and the other Inhabitants of 


Czlarea. Kng Agrippa e#abliſheth Iſhmael High-Prieſft. Fiolences committed by 
the Highs Prieſts. . 


BT the affairs of Judea grew daily worſe and worſe : For the Country was ſtored 
again with Thieves and Inchanters, who deceived the common People. Fz/:x ap- 
prehended many of them: daily, and cauſed them to be executed. He took Elcazur O 


nt ro Reme. alſo the Son of Dineus, who was Captain of thoſe Outlaws and Thieves that ranged

ft 
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Ain the Countrey, Felix had given him his word, that he ſhould no ways beendan- 
ered ; whereupon he came and ſubmitted himſelf, and was preſently fettered and 
ent to Rome, Whereas the Governour hated extreamly Joxarben the High Prieft 
becauſe be uſed to find fault with him for his miſ-behaviours, leſt he ſhould be blamed 
for him, becauſe it was through his means that the Emperour had made him Gover- 
nour ; he reſolved to make an end of him ; there being nothing more unſufferable ro 
the wicked, than to be rebuked. To compaſs his deſign, he bribed z man called Ds- 
14, who was born in Jeruſalem, and was one of thoſe in whom Jonathon repoſed his 
greateſt truſt; to bring in certain Thieves to murther Jonarhan; who yo lifter 
ed to his demands : and deſirous to gratifie the Governour, by thismeans thar enſu- 
eth, brought that to effe&t which he had intended. There were certain Thieves that 
came up to Jeruſalem, under Colour of Devotion; who carrying their Swords cloſe 
hidden under their Garments, accoſted Jonathan, and killed him. Now, for that this 
Murther was let ſlip, and not puniſhed ; from that day forward, the Thieves reſorted 
boldly to ſolemn Feaſts, having their weapons hidden under their garments; and 
thronging in among the people, killed ſome of thoſe who were their Adyerfaries and 
others, to pleaſure thoſe who had hired them with ready money to rid them of thoſe 
they miſ-liked. And they did fo, not only up and down the City, but inthe Temple 
likewiſe ; where they killed ſome who little ae non that any impiety ſhould be com- 
mitted in that place, For my own part, Ithink that God hath deſtroyed our Outy, in 
C deteſtation of that Impiety : and for that he accounted the _ impure, he hath 
ſent us the Romans, who hath ſer it on fire to purge the City, and make us ſlaves, with 
our Wives and Children; intending thereby to teach us Wiſdom by our own miteries. 
Thus was the City filled with theſe Thefts and Murthers, And as for the Enchanters 
and deceivers, they perſwaded the common people to follow them into the Deſarr, 
promiſing them to ſhew them ſigns and miracles done by the power of God ; where- 
unto divers gave ear, andar laſt ſuffered the penalty of their folly : For Fz/:x recal- 
ling them back again, puniſhed them. 

At the ſame time there came a certain man from Egype to Jeraſalem, who termed 
himſelfa Prophet ; who incited the common people to follow him to the Mount called 
D Oliver, ſituate not far off from Jeruſalem, and only diſtant fome five furlongs from 
thence ; telling them, that from thence he would make them ſee the Walls of the City 
fall unto the ground, by which way he promiſed to give them entry : Which being 
reported to Felix, he cauſed the Soldiers to arm themſelves; and departing out of 
_—_— with great ſtore of Horſe and Foot, he ſet upon them, and kilted four hun- 
dredof them, and took two hundred alive ; as for the Egyptian, he eſcaped out of 
the skirmiſh, and no man knew what became of hm. The Thieves alſo, incited the 
people anew to make War againft the Romans, telling them that they ought not to 
yield them obedience ; and they burned and ſpoiled divers of thoſe Boroughs which 
oppoſed themſelves againſt them. It chanced alſo, that the Jews that inhabited C2ſa- 
rea, mutined againſt the Syrians that were in the ſame City, in that they ftrovero 
have anequal Authority in the Government of the State as well as they. The Jews 
pretended the Title of Superiority, becauſe that Herod, who was a Jew, had builded 
the City of Ceſarea ; on the other fide, the Syrians owned the Jews fayingsto be true ? 
but they replied alſo, that Czſares was formerly called the Tower of Stratos, and that 
at that time there was not one Jew that inhabited the ſame. Which when the Gover- 
nours of that Countrey heard, -they laid hands on the Anthors of this Sedition, as well 


means, the trouble for a little ſpace. For the Jews once more being up with 
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as, 18. 
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their Riches, and contemning the Syrians, injuriouſly revited and provoked them : On ſc between 


þ the other ſide, the Syrians being weaker in ſubſtance, butas great mheart(by reaſon the 
ge number of thoſe thar bare Arms —_ yr Re and _ 

ens) at ſome times break out into opprobt agat ews; and at 
length the quarrel grew to that hear, that they caſt ſtones at one another, ſothat an 
both ſides divers of them were both killed and hurt ; yet the Jews had the upper hand. 
Felix perceiving that this debate might breed'a War, came m between them, requi- 
ring the Jews to defift from further violence, and commanding his Souldiers to beat 
down thoſe who would refuſe ro obey him ; by which means a great number were kil- 
led, and divers taken Prifoners. Moreover, he gave his Soldiers liberty to ſpoil, and 
rob divers very rich houſes. The other Jews, who, befides their Authority, were re- 
G Nowned for their moderation, fearing leſt the like miſery ſhould befall them, befoughe 

Felix to ſound a retreat, and to call in his Soldiers, and tp {pare that which as yer re- 


mained, being ſore grieved at that which had happened; to which pay =" 
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ſcended.' At the ſame time King Agrippe gave the Prieſthood to Iſbmae!, the Son of H 
Phabews. There aroſe alſoa diſſention betwixt the High Prieſt, and the other Prietts 
and Governours of Jeruſalem ; and each FaQtion walked forth, accompanied with 

a Troop of proud and mutinous perſons, who decided theirdebates with bitter words, 
and flinging of ones, {o that no man might pacifie them ; For all things were ſoout of 
order, as if there had been no Magiſtrates 1n the City ; and the impudency and auda- 
ciouſneſs of the High Prieſt permitted ſo much, that they ſent their Servants to the 
Barns to ſeize the Tenths that were due unto the Prieſts ; whereby it came to paſs, 
that ſome poor Prieſts died for want : ſo much did the violence of the Seditious at 
that time prevailabove all right.

CHAS : VI 


Feſtus ſucceeds Foelix in the Government of Judza. The Inhabitants of Czſarea 
obtain of Nero to have the Jews freedom recalled, Kjng Agrippa cauſeth an A- 
partment to be built, from whence all that was done about the 1 emple might be ſeen ; 
the people of Jeruſalem canſe # high Wall to be built to hinaer it, by the Emperor's 
Authority. 


Fter that Portius Fzſtus had been ſent by Nero to ſucceed Fzlix in the Govern. K 
ment of Jud, the chiefeſt of thoſe Jews that inhabited Ceſarea, repaired to 
Rome to accuſe Fzl:x; and without all doubt he had been puniſhed for the injuries 
he had committed againſt the Jews, if Nero had not pardoned him upon his Brother 
Pal.s*s ſubmiſſion and entreaty, who importuned him, and was at that time in great 
reputation with him. Furthermore. two of the chiefeſt among the Syrians wrought 

Berillus, who had ſometimes been Nero's Maſter, and at that time was Secretary of . 
Eſtate inthe Greek Tongue, by mighty Bribes, to beg of Vero the revocation of the 
Right and Title which the Jews enjoyed in the Government and Adminiſtration of 


the Commonweal. For which cauſe Berillus ſolicited the Emperour, and obtained a 


Letter from him, which was the cauſe of thoſe miſchiefs that afterwards happened 
in our Nation; for the Jews of Czſarea, underſtanding what Commiſſion the Syrians 
had gotten, were ſo much the more encouraged to make War. 

Therefore, asſoon as Faſtus was arrived in Fudea, he found the Countrey grie- 
voully afflicted with Robberies, and the whole Countrey was ruined with Fire and 
Sword. The Thieves likewiſe at that time encreaſed mightily ; they uſed ſhort 
Swords after the manner of a Perſian Cymetre, and crooked like the Roman Fal- 
chion ; with which they killed divers: For, thruſting themſelves into the preſsof 
the people that came 1n great multitudes on the Feſtival days to celebrate God's ſer- 
vice, they killed thoſe very eaſily whom they pleaſed ; and oftentimes repairing to 
their enemies Villages, they ſpoiled and burnt them. But Feſtus ſent divers Forces, M 
both of Horſe and Foot, againſt certain Jews that were ſeduced by an Enchanter, who 
had promiſed them to freethem from all their troubles, if they would follow him into 
the Deſart ; they killed both the deceiver and the deceived that followed him. At that 


. time King Azrippa erected a ſtately Building within the Palace at Jeruſalem, near 


unto the Porch. This Palace in times paſt appertained to the Aſmoneans, and was 
ſcituate in a high place, with a fine ProſpeQ, from whence they might with pleaſure 
behold the City of Jeruſalem, wherein the King took great delight, and beheld 
from thence that which was done in the Temple. The chieieft men of Jer»ſalem, 
ſeeing this |building, were very much diſpleaſed ; for neither doth our Cuſtom or 
Law permit that any one ſhould look on that which is done in the Temple, and eſpe- N 
cially forbiddeth that any man ſhould behold the Sacrifices and Oblations : They 
therefore builded a hf Wall upon the Gallery, which was within the Temple on 
the Weſt fide, which did not only hinder the ſight of the Royal Chamber, but allo 
that of the Gallery without the Temple on the Weſt ſide, where the Romans kept 
Guard near unto the Temple, onthe Feſtival days. Herewith was King Agripps bigh- 
ly diſpleaſed, and the Governour Fez/tus far more than he, who commanded them to 
_ down the Wall: But they beſoughr him that he would give them Licenſe to 
end their Ambaſſadours toVeyo, to this intent ; alledging that it was impoſlible for 
them to live, if any part of their Temple ſhould be beaten down. Which bein 
ou them, they ſent tengf their chiefeſt Nobility, and with them 1/b#ae/ the Hig 
rieſt, and Chelcias, the Treaſurer of the Temple, unto Nero ; who no ſooner heard G 
their fuir, but he pardoned them, not only for that they had done, but he any 
that 
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A that the building ſhould remain as it was: All which he did in favour of his Wife Pop- 


E 


ho was entreated by the Jews, ſhe being a devout Princels, to ſue for them. She 
Shes comminded uh ten RET toreturn, and kept Chelcias and I/hmae! 
for Pledges with her. The King underſtanding how all things had paſt, gave the 
High Prieſthood to Feſeph, ſurnamed Cabi, which was the Son of Simon, who1n times 


paſt had been High Prieſt. 


CHAP VAIL

Aſar being advertiſed of Feſtus's death, ſent Albinus to govern Judea. Bur King 
$S Agrippa commanded Joſeph to lead a private life, and advanced in his ſtead a 
ceriain man called Ananus, the Son of Ananus, who was reported to have been molt 
happy ; tor he had five Sons, all which ſupplied the place of the High Prieſt, after him- 
{ct had long time betore them enjoyed it ; the like whereof hath never happened to 
any of our Prieſts, The younger Ananus, who, as we ſaid, was advanced tothis place, 
was araſhand head-ſtrong man, that followed the Set of the Sadduces, who ( as we 
have aiready declared) were amongſt all other the Jews, the moſt ſevere in executing 
Juſtice : Whereas therefore, Ananus was of this diſpoſition, he thought that he had a 
tic occaſion ottered him to do what he pleaſed after Fe/us's death, and whillt Albinus 
was as yer upon his way. He therefore aſcendedand fate down in the Tribunal, al- 
lilted by the Judges ; and cauſed James, the Brother of J ESUS, who was _— 
CHRIST, toappear before him, with certain others, and acculed them tor tranſgrel- 
ſing the Law, and zlaſphemy againſt God, and cauſed him tobe ſtoned to death. They 
thac were men of upright Conſcience within the City, and diligent obſervers of che 
Law, were very much Gilpleaſed wich this AQ; and ſent ſecretly tothe King, beleech- 
ing bim to prohibir Azans, that hereafter he ſhould commit no ſuch like offence : tor 
that his ir ation was not allowable. Some of them alſo went to meet Alb;nus, be- 
ing 00 his way to Alcx4»dria, to inform him that it was unlawful for Azanus toaſſem- 
ble the Council without his Licenſe, A/binus perſwaded by theſe words, wrote a cho» 
lerick Letter to Ananus, wherein he threatned to puniſh him. And for the ſame cauſe, 
King Agrippa diſpolleſſed him of the Prieſthood, atter he had held the ſame for the ſpace 
ot three months ; and in his ſtead he eſtabliſh'd Jeſ#s the Son of Damness. Afﬀter that 
Albinus was arrived in Jeruſalem, he employed all his care and ſtudy to pacikie the 
Country by executing divers of the Thieves. ; | 

Bur the High Priett Av4n1.c daily encreaſed in honour and credit,and purchaſed the 
good will of che Citizens, by his liberality and great giſts. But he had ſome milchie 
vousServaits about him, who converſed with thoſe that were molt intemperate and au- 
dacious ; who repaired from Barn to Barn, and took up many T ithes that belonged to 
the Prieſts, and beat thoſe that refuſed to render them. The Prieſts uſed no leſs violence 
than their ſervants, having no manthat might reſtrain them; whereby it came to pals, 
that the Prieſts, who were formerly maintained by the Tenth, died at thar time for 
want of Victuals. And the Thieves renewing their entrance into the City by night, 
during the Feaſt that was celebrated at that time, took the Secretary of Captain Elea- 


F 24 alive, who was Ananizs's Son, who was the High Prieſt ; And having bcund him, 


led him out of the City ; ſeading Az4nas word, That they would deliver his SeCTCta« 
ry, it he would prevail ſo much with A/binus, as todeliver them their ten Companiors 
then Priſoners, who were taken by him; to the performance, whereof, An4nizs per- 
[lwaded Albinus by manifeſt reaſons : And by obtaining his demand, encreaſed and be- 
gata number of miſeries. For the'Thieves uſed all the cunning means they could de- 
vile, in apprehending ſome one of Ananias's houſe ; and when they had taken any one 
ol them alive, they would not deliver him, except before, they might have one of their 
own delivered. <o that encreaſfing both in courage and number, they became mere 
and more inſolent to aflict the Countrey. 


G Acthattime King Agr/ppa enlarged the City of Ceſare, ſurnamed Philippi; and in 


honour of Nero, called it Neronias. He builded alſoto his great charge, a Theatre in 


favour of the Berytians: he diſtributed Oyl and Corn for every one of the people, and 
Aaa adorned 
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adorned all the City with moſt antick and fine Portraitures upon the Porches. In H 
ſhort, he tratiſported into that City almoſt all rhe Ornaments of the reſt of the King.

Whereupon, there aroſe a diſcord 
between them ; for having aſſembled their reſolutelt followers, they came from bitter 
words toblows and ſtones. But amongſt all the reſt, Ananizs was the richeſt in wealth,

Priſoners that were notorioully guilty of Murther,and cauſed thern to be executed. As 
for thoſe that were impriſoned upon any ſmall or {light cauſe, upon payment of chetr 
Fines, he delivered them ; and in ſo doing, the Priſon was cleanſed of MalefaCors ; 
and from thut time, the Country remained full of Thieves and Robbers. | 

The Levites who were ordained to ſing Hymns to God, ſolicited the King to aſſem- |. 
ble the Council, and thereby to permit them to wear the Linnen Robe, which the 
Prieſts were accuſtomed to uſe ; telling him that ſuch an Ordinance would dignifie his 
Eſtate very much, in that he would be always famous in memory of this new Eitabliſh. 
ment. This Suit of theirs wis eaſily granted ; for the King, after he had conſulted with 
thoſe who were his Aſſiſtants, ſuttered the Levites that ſung the Hymns, to lay aſide 
their ordinary Robe, and to apparel themſelves in Linnen, as beit kked them. He per- 
mitted alſo, that another part of the Levites, who intended the ſervice of the Temple, 
ſhould learn to fing the Hyryns and Plalms, as they had required : All which he did, 
contrary to the OrFnatces of the Countrey ; which being broken, there was nothing 
elſe to be expeQed but puniſhment. 

At that tirne the building of the Temple was finiſhed. And rhe people perceiving 
that more than eighteen thouTand Work-men ſhould be idle, and deprived of Wages, 
whereupon they were accuſtomed to liveby the buildingof the Temple : On the o- 
ther (ide, being loath to referve their money through the fear they had of the Romans; 
to provide for thoſe Workmen (in the entertainment of whom they reſolved to em- 

loy their Treaſure, for if any one of them wrought but one hour of the day, he was 

uddenly paid his wages) they requeſted the King, that it would pleaſe him to re- 
pair the Eaftern Gate, on the outward part of the Temple, ſcituate in a Deſcent, 
the Walls whereof were in height four hundred Cubits ; made of {quare ſtones of 
white _ from the top to the bottom ; and every ſtone twenty foot tong, and fix M 
foot thick. 

This Work was firſt builded by King So/vmon, who was the firſt that builded our 
Temp. But Agrippa, to whom Clmains Ceſar had given the Commiſſton of build- 
ing of the Temple , thinking with Himſelf, that it was very eaſte to break it down, 
but very hard to build it up ; and that rore-edifie the Porch, it would coſt much time 
and expence, he dented their requeſt ; permitting them nevertheleſs, ro pave their Ci- 
ty with broad Stone. He took the Prieſthood from Feſus the Son of Gamnitel, and gave 
it to Matthias, the Son of Theophilus ; in whoſe time, the Wars betwixt che Romans 
and the Jews began. 

But I think it not amiſs, but very anſ{werable to the courſe of this prefent Hiſtory, 
to ſpeak of the High Prieſts, and to ſhew how they had their beginning, and ro whom 
this honour may be lawfully communicated, and how many they were in number un- 
til the endof the War. The firftof them was Aaron, Myſcs's Brother, after whoſe 
death his Children ſucceeded him ; and from that time forward, the hononr hath con- 
tinued with their Succeffors. For it is a Law obferved by our Anceſtors, that no man 
ſhould be admitred to the Prieſthood, except he be of Aaroz's Pofterity : For albert 
he were a King, if ſo be- that he were of another Line, it was impoſlible for him'to vb- 
tain the Prieſthood. All the Prieſts after 470», who (as we have ſaid) was rhe firſt, 
until Phenaſus, whom the Seditious created Prieſt in the time ofthe War, have been m 
number eighty three, whereof thirteen have executed the Office from the rime that 
Meſes ereQted God's Tabernacle inthe Defartuntil ſuch time as arriving in ED 
Solomon duilded a Temple to God, For inthe beginning, the High Priefiioo continue 
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A with the Poſſeſſors for term of life ; but afterwards, although the Prieſts-were yer a- 
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live, yet were there other: Succeſſors put in their rooms. - Theſe thirteen were of A44- 
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ron's Poſterity, and obtained this degree in ſucceſſion; the one afterthe other. Their after , Cbrifs 
firſt Government was Ariſtocracy, which is the Government of the Nobility ; after- MP9 0+ 


wards a Monarchy ; andat laſt a Royal Government. The number of years wherein 
theſe thirteen flouriſhed, were ſix hundted and twelve years, from the day that our Fa- 
thers departed out of Egypt, under the conduct of Moſes, until the building of the 
Temple in Feruſa/ezz by King, Solomon. k | 

After theſe thirteen High Prieſts, there were eighteen others ; who after So/omox's 
time ſucceeded one after another, until the time that Nehuchogdonozor King of Babylon, 
having encamped before the Cicy, rook it, and burned the Temple, and tran{ported 
our Nation into Babylon, and led away the High Prieſt FJoſedech Priloner.. The time 
of the Prieſthood and continuance of theſe eighteen, was four hundred fixty years, 
ſix months and ten days; ſo long as the Jews have had the Royal Government. After 
the {urprizal of Feruſalem by the Babylonians, until ſuch time as Cyras, King of Perſir, 
dilinifſed the Jews, and gave them leave to return from Baby/oy, into their own Coun- 
trey, with permiſſion to re edifie their Temple, there are ſeventy two years 3 and ar 
th:t time the Caprives being returned, Jeſ#s the Son of Foſedech, rook upon him the 
High Prieſthood ; who, with thoſe of his Poſterity, to the number of fifteen, have 
governed in a Democracy, or Popular Government, until the tine of Aztiochus, lur. 


: named Ezpator, for the {pace of four hundred and fourteen years. This Antiochus was 


the firſt, v ho, with his General Lz/#zz, diſplaced 0xi45, furnamed Mexelarzs, of his 
Prielthood, commanding him to be killed at Berth ; and after he had driven his Son 
out of the Succeſſion, he eltabliſhed Jacim High Prieſt ; who notwithſtanding, was of 
Aaron's Race, but not of his Family, For this caule 0nias, the Son of Oxiar, and Ne- 
phew tothe deceaſed On/as, retired himſelf into Ezypr 3 Where growing familiar with 
Prolomey, Philometor and Cleopatra his Wife, he perlwaded them to build a Temple in 
the Conkines of Heliopolis, not unlike to that of Jeruſalem, and to create a High Frie(t 
inthe ſame ; of which Temple in Ezypr, we have made very oftentimes mention. Af- 
ter that Facim had held the Prieſthood for the ſpace of three years, he died withour 
Succeilor ; ſo the City remained ſeven years without a High-Prieſt. Again, the Af: 

moneans recovered the Governmenr of their Nation, and atrer they had made War a- 

gaintt rhe Macedonians, they eſtabliſhed Jonathan High Prielt, who exereiled the Of- 
hce ſeven years ; but afterwards he was killed in an Ambulh;- and Treaſon'conſpired 
againlt bim by Tryphox, aswie have declared efewhere, After him, Simon his Bro- 
ther undertook the Priefthood;i:who was, .not long after killed treacherouſly by his 
Son-in-law ata Banquer: - »Afrer him ſucceeded his Son Hircanm ; who enjoying this 
Dignity for the ſpace of thirty one years , died'when he was, very old, leaving behind 

him Judas, furnamed:2aMl;fafinker; who dying, left his Brother Alexander his Heir, 
both of the Kingdom and HigheBrieſthood. After that A4rifobulus had obtained the 

Royal Government, he enjoyetboth Dignities one whole year. For this Judas, ſur- 

named 4r:/tobulms, was the firlt that ſet the Diadem on his head,  caufing himleltto be 

called a King ; the which Alexander did continue ; for he alſo joyged the Kingdom 

with the High Prieſthood, and reigned twenty ſeven years: And feeling himſelf draw 

near to his death, he left in Alexandre his Wives hands, -to diſpole of: the Prieſthood 

as ſhe pleaſed : She therefore beſtowed it on Hircanws; and as for the Kingdom, ſhe 

kept it in her own hands nine years, and afterwards died. Her ſon Hircanus was 

High Prielt for ſo-long time : For after Alexenara's death, his Brother Arifobulus 

made War againſt him ;, and having overcome him, he took the Kingdom from him ; 

and not only ſeized on the Crown, but the Prieſthood, | After he had reigned three 

years, andas many months, - Pompey repaired to Jeruſalem, andtook it perforce ; and 

taying hold of Ariſtobulus, ſent him bound unto Rowe with his Children. After 

which, he reſtored the Prieſthood once more to. Hircanw z| committing the Govern- 

ment. of the Nation unto his hands, forbidding him in the mean ſpace to wear the Dia- 

dem. Belides the firſt nine years, Hircenvs governed twenty and four : But Barzs- 

pharzes and Pacoras, Princes of the Parthians, paſſed Exobrates; and made war againſt 

Hircanus, and took him alive Priſoner, and made Antigonus, driſtobulus's Son, King. 

But aſter he had governed three years and three/months, Sofius and Herodtook him a- 

live perforce, and Antonius ſent him to Antioch, where he was beheaded..!- After that 

Herod was created King by the Romans ; there was never any High Prieſt created of 
the Polterity of the Aſmoneans (for he-gave the High Prieſthood to certain menof ob- 
(cure and baſzextration, who were ofthe Order of Prieſts)! J#iftobulus only. except- 

ed. This Ariftabalus was Hircanns's Nephew, who was a Priſoner among the Ones; 
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Jupral. 15. £3. his Son, followed his Father's ſteps in relpeRt of the Prieſthood ; and from that time 


forward, the Romans have enjoyed the Sovereingty over Jewry. All they then, that 
have exerciſed the Prieſthood from Herod time, until theday that Tiz#s took the City 
and the Temple, have been in all rwenty and eight : All che continuance of their Go- 
vernmemt was one hundred and ſeven years. e of theſe governed during Herod's 
life, and in the days of Arch2/aus his Son ; But after theſe two were dead, the Govern- 
ment was Ariſtocratical, or of the Nobility, wherein the Prieſts had the Government 
over the whole Nation, Thus much have we thought fit to fpeak at thistime concern- 
ing the High Prieſts.

All rhis, as I ſuppoſe, I have compiked and gathered together with careful diligence ; 
and T haveienforced my ſelf ro recite the number of thoſe, who have been High Prieſts 
for the ſpace of rwo thouſand years. I have alſo colle&ed the Succeſſion of Kings, 
their ACtions and Government, with the Power of their Monarchies, according as it 
is amply deſcribed 1a Holy Scriptures, as alſo I have promiſed in the _— 

of my Hiftory. Moreover, I dare boldly ſay, that wharſoever I ſet down, 1s 
true, that there is no man, either Jew, or of whac Nation ſoever, yea, although 
he ſhould have employed the utermoſt of his power, could more exaatly commu- 
7e/eph expert nicate the ſame untothe Greeks, than I have done. For in their Cooſefſhons and Opt- 


ad 0: nions who are of our Nation, I have ſuch knowledge in that which concerneth our O 


Tongue, Do&rine, as I ſurpaſs them/all : And asfor the Grecian Dilciplines, I have ſtudied 
and learned the Tonpue, although I cannot boaſt of the familiar and fir Pronunciation 
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A of the ſame, for that I have lived in the Country. For amongſt us we make but ſen- 
der reckoning of thoſe who are exerciſed in divers Tongues : for that this ſtudy is 
accounted prophane by us, and common, not only to free perſons, but alſo unto ſlaves ; 
and they only are eſteemed to have profited in Wiſdom, who fully know the Contents 
of the Law, and who can expound the Holy Scriptures. For this cauſe, alchough di- 
vers have buſied themſelves in thisexerciſe of writing Hiſtories, yet there are ſcarcely 
two or three of them that have written ſucceſsfully, and have received the Fruits of 
their Labours. And it may be that it will not be thought amils, if I freely ſpeak ſome- 
what of my Progeny and Life ; conſidering that there are men at this day living, who 
can approve or reprove me in that I ſet down. Andin this place I will make an end of 

p my Ancient Hiſtory, which I have reduced into twenty Books, containing ſixty thou- 
ſand Verſes. And if God grant me life, I will ſhortly treat of our Wars, and theeveats 
of the ſame that have happened hitherto, which is the thirteenth year of Domitianus 
Ceſar's Empire, and the fifty ſixth year of my Age. Moreover, I am reſolved todiſco- 
ver in four Books, the divers opinions of the Sets of the Jews, as touching God and 
his eſſence, and our Laws; according to which certain things are permitted us, and

Now t0 diſcover unto you the Oriainal of the Jews , what their Eftete hath been 
in times paſt, and after what manner they departed out of Egypt; to fbew what 
Conntreys they canqguered, and what Colonies they planted , were, in my judgement , 
both impertinent and to little purpoſe, confideriug that divers of mine own Nati- 
on have before my time writtews an exat# Hiſtory of the aitions of our Anceſtors : 
yea, many Greeks alſo have tranſlated theſe men's Writings inta their own Tongue, 
without much deviating from the truth. IT will therefore begin my Hiſtory in that 
time where theſe Writers, and our own Prophets have ended theirs, and ſet dann 
at large all thoſe Wars that happened in my time. As for thoſe things that precede 
p my particular knowledge, I will only touch them briefly, and in a word or two. Firſt, 
I will relate how Antiochus, /arnamed Epiphanes, took the City of Jeruſalem, and 
poſſeſſed the ſame for the ſpace of three years and ſix months ; and how he was dri 
wen out of that Countrey at laſt, by the Aſmoneans. After this I will ſet down the 
Diſſentions that happened amonzt Antiochus's Swcceſſors for the Kingdom; and how 
by this means they drew Pompey and the Romans into their Afﬀairs. How Herod, 
likewiſe the Son of Antipater, being aſſiſted by Solius, put an end to the Rule of the 
Aſmonean Princes: And how, in Auguſtus Czlar's time, after the death of Herod, 
and during the Government of Quintilius Varus, 4 Sedztion was raiſed among 
the people : And how in the twelfth year of Nero's Reign, the War began. What 
C likewiſe happened in Celtius's time ;. and what Warlike exploits the Jews perform= 
ed in their firſt Attempts and Revolts ; how they ſtrengthened the Cities and Forts 
about them; aud how Nero ( hearing of the great Overthrow which his Army re- 
ccrved under Ceſtius their General, and fearing leſ# he ſhould loſe all) made Titus 
Veſparian General of his Army ; who being attended by his eldeſt Son, came into 
Judea, accampanied with as great a number of Romans as he could poſſibly gather ; 
how great a number of his Allies were defeated in Galilee ; what Cities they took 
in that Province, either by Aſſault, or by Compoſition. Beſides all theſe things, I will 
expreſs what Order and Diſcipline the Romans obſerve in their Wars, and how they 
are accuſtomed to exerciſe their Souldiers. T will deſcribe alſo the places and nature 
of the Country of Galilee aud Judea, together with the Mountains ,. Lakes and 
Fountains thereof, with all the Properties of the ſame, not forgetting thoſe miſeries 
which the Captrve Cities ſuffered, and how they were ſurprized. All which ( toge- 
ther with all thoſe evils and miſeries which during thoſe troubles befel my ſelf) 1 nill diſc 
courſe with all truth and diligence, the rather becauſe I publiſh them to many who are no ways 
ionorant of them.

- After this, I will fet down how (upon the declining and downfal of the Jews) 
Nero died; and how at ſuch time as Veſpatian had undertaken the expedition to 
Jeruſalem, he was re-called from it, to receive the Imperial Dignity; and how whes 
he returned into Egypt to eſtabliſh that Province, the Jews began to mutiny among 
themſelves ; how many Tyrants aroſe among them, who hatched much civil diſcord 
and debate in their Government. Moreover, how Titus departing out of Egypt, 
came the ſecond time into Judea, and ranged over the Countrey; and how and 
where he levied and encamped his Armies. How, and how often, the City was wex- 
ed by Seditions, eſpecially at ſuch time as he himſelf was preſent, What Onſets he 
gave, and how many Mounts he raiſed, in begirting the City with a tripple Wall: 
The ſtrength and Proviſion of the City : The Scituation and Platform of the Temple 
and the Altars therein: The Rites and Ceremonies uſed on Feſtival days: The ſe- 
ven Purifications, and the Offices of the Prieſts: The Garments alſo of the High 
Þ Prieſt, and the Holy Sanituary of the Temple. All which I will recount without any 
diſſumulation or ſwerving from the truth of Hiſtory, After this, I will relate what 
cruelty the Tyrants uſed towards their own Countrey men, what Flumanity the Ro- 
mans ſhewed- to ſtrangers, and how often Titus (who defired to ſave both the City 
and Temple ) exhorted the Seditions to mutual Amity. Furthermore, I will report 
how the people of the Jews ( after the many and grievous Calamities which they ſaf- 
fered in the Siege, by War, Sedition, and Hunger) were at length reduced into ſervis 
tude after the taking of that great and potent City, Neither will I omit the ſlaugh- 
ter of ſuch as deſerted their Nation, neither the puniſhment inflifted on thoſe that 
were Captive : 1 will ſet down how the Temple was burnt againſt Czlar's Will, and 
what an infinite Maſs of Sacred Treaſure was conſumed by the Fire, and what ſions 
and wonders happen:d before the ſame : The Captivity alſo of the Tyrants themſelves , 
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and the number of thoſe that were led away into Captivity, and what miſeries they H 
endured: How the Romans continuing their Wars, utterly ruined the Fortreſſes of 
their Captives : "Finally, how Titus travelling through the whole Countrey , eſtabliſh- 
TheRomans , ed 4 Form of Government; and afterwards returning into Italy, triumphed with 
_ wer much honour. All. theſe things I have comprehended in ſeven Books, endeavonring 
Thecauſe as much as in me lieth, to avoid all occaſion of reproof from thoſe men who know 
ey wag theſe Affairs, :and were Attors in the War. Which I have done for their ſakes who 
'Y* love truth. And according to that Order and Form I promiſed, 1 will begin my

But Antiochus not fatisfied with the unexpeRted ſurpriſe of the City, nor with the 
pillage and ſlaughter of the Citizens, was ſo far tranſported by his paſſions, and incen- 
{:d with the remembrance of thoſe roy which he had ſuſtained during this War, that 
he compelled the Jews to renounce their Religion, to forbear the Circumciſion of 
their Children, and to immolate Swine upon the Altar. The abhorrence which the 
chiefeſt and honeſteſt amongſt them could not refrain todeclare againſt thoſe Abomi- 
nations, coſt them their lives. For Bacchides, who was Governour of all the Gariſons 
of Fudea, by the appointment of Anmtiochas, being naturally very cruel, omitted no 
occaſion to execute his wicked Orders ; inſomuch that he particularly tormented ſuch 
as were of Noble Birth atid Quality ; and every day repreſented to them the freth 
face and memory of the deſolation of their City. Bur, at kengeh, a Tyranny ſo inſup- 
portable animated thoſe that ſuffered it, to attempt the means of freeing themſctves 
trom it, and of executing revenge upotithe Authors. Matthias ( or Mathathies Mac- 
cabtus) the Son of Aſmonens, one of the Prieſts, who dwelt in a Village called Mogiz 
accompanied with his five Sons and his own Heuſhold, armed with Swords, flew Bac- 
thides ; and fearing the power and multitude of the Enemy's Gariſons, preſently re- 
tired himſelf into the Mountains. Thicher reſorted divers of the people unto him ; by 
which conflux, growing more confident and couragious, he deſcended from the Moun- 
tains, and overcoming the Caprains of Amtiochns, drave them out of the Borders of 
Judea. By many inſtances of ſuch happy ſucceſs, he became ſo renown'd, that he was 
by common conſent of the people (whom he had delivered from the ſubjeQtion of 
ſtrangers) made their Ruler: And when he died, he left his eldeſt Son who was call'd 
Judas, toſucceed him inthe Government. Phis brave Son of ſo brave a Father, could 
not doubt of the endeavours which 4»+/ochsr would uſe, - to rgpenge the loſſes he had 
received; and therefore he gathered rogether an Army of his own Countreymen, and 
was the firſt among the Jews that made a League with the wp. Antiochus tailed

wes very dear- dom. © For by reaſon of certain ſcandalous flanders, which his-envious and'malignant 
Pn Courtiers contrived and invented agamnſt him, he commanded him to be put to Death. 
Upon their firſt information drfhy (ſwayed by Brotherly affeQion) gave them'no 
credit ; coniceiving thoſe Acculations: to proceed.from envy, rather than anygood 
ground, But whea ,Antigonus xeturned from the War, at that Feſtival time, wherein

ſeeing her beaten and torn, he relented with compaſſion, and his mind agitated with dif- H 
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"A kccording to the cuſtom of our Countrey, we celebrate the Fealt of Tabetnacles:;* it 
happened that Ariſtobulus fell ſick 3 Antigonusthetefore; about cheend of thoſe Fefti- 
val days, atrended wicha great Equipage and Train of armed men, aſcended upinto 
the Templero offer Sacritice, and to pray God for the health of the King-his Brorher. 
Hereupon,ctrrain curſed and wicked derrattors repaired cothe Kingand cold him;char 
this -grear-Guard of :Soldiers which acco ied Antigoms, and his: magnificent 
Pomp, Thewed that he was nor contented with the Honour he had done him; 1n afſoct 


ating kim 'in che Royalty,” but was minded to poſſeſs it wholly ro himſelf; in which 
reſolurion'they {aid he wascome accompanied with ſo manySoldiers;rhatit could nor 


be doubred, but that. it wasto murrher him, Arifoba/us, though unwillingly, yer at 
B laſt beinzy wor tobelieve them, defirous to hide his fupicion, commanded his Guard 
to hide themſelves in acertain place under ground (himſelf then lodging; in a certain 
Caſtle; -which in times paſt was called Bari, and afterwards Antonia, by Herod, inho- 
nour of A»toatus) with this Commiſſion, that if Amtigomus came unarmed, they ſhould 
let him paſs if otherwiſe, rhey ſhould kill him. He ſent certain Meſſengers alſo to 
Antizenus, requiring him torepair untohim diſarmed : But the wicked Queen preven- 
ted this good intentof his by a ſubtil ſtraragem complotted by thoſe that with her con. 
ſpired againſt him ; for ſhe perſwaded thoſe that were to carry this meſſage,to diſcover 
nothing of what the King had commanded them ; but to tell Antizonivs," that his Bro 
ther having intelligence that he had brought very goodly Armour, with other fair Fur: 
C niture for War, from Galilee, deſired himito come to him, Arm'd ashe was, that he 
might havethe pleaſurero fee him in his Warlike Ornaments. Which when Anticonns 
underſtood, (who, by reaſon of his Brother's affeftion, ſuſpefed no miſchietyhe Armed 
himſelf, and reſorted ro him, intending to content him with his appearance. But no 
ſooner arrived he in the ſtrait, which is called the Tower of $rraton;) but the Guard of 
Ariſtobalas ſet upon him, and {Jaughtered him ; yielding by this means a demonſtrative 
celtimony, that Detrattion is able todeſtroy all good nature and friendſhip ; and that 
there is no union of afteClion fo great, as tt:can always reſiſt the attempts of envy, to 
ruine it. 

In this occurrence there happened a thing which cannot be too much admired : One 
Tudas, who was of the SeCt of the Eſſeans, had ſo certain a knowledge of the Future; 
that his Preditions were never found falſe. This man beholding A»tizonu» paſs through 
the Temple, cricd out to his familiars, who attended him in no ſmall number(as ordi- 
narily divers of his Diſciples did : ) 4h, how happy were it for me at this preſent, if 1 were 
dead, fince truth is dead before me, and one of my Predittions is found ' funtry ! | For | behold 
Antigonus yet {iveth, who ſhoald this diy have died in the Tower of Straton, which is di- 
ſtant from this place ſix hundred furlongs, and "tis now' the fourth hour of the dxy ; now 
therefore is the time, wherein my Divination ſhall! be falſified, Having ſpoken to this 
effect, the old man fate down, being altogether difconfolate and penfive ; within a while 
after, it was told him that Antigoxns was flainin a _ under ground, called che 
Tower of Strat0n, being of the ſame name of that of Ceſares, which. is [eituate vpon 
the Sea-coſt ; which conformity of names, was the cauſe that Judes ſtaggered in his 
Divination. 

The ſorrow which incontinently ſeized 4riftcbuius, for committing this hainons 
Murther, augmented his ſicknels in ſuch ſort, that his Soul was continually 
with the thought of his ſin ;. and his body through extream heat of paſſion,

His Wiſe after his Death delivered his Brother A/exander from Priſon,and eſtabliſh'd 
him-King; 'who'was both the eldeſt, and ſeemed to be the moſt moderate among the 
reſt of his Brethreo: But growing by this meaus boch-proud and potent, he/put one of 
his Brethzen:to death for aſpiring after the Kingdom; but ſpared the other aliye, for 
that he contented' himſelf with a private andcontemplativelite. He made War alſo 
againſt Prolomey;that was called Latbyrus, who had ſurprized the City of 4/o:h,and pur 
a great number of his enemies to the Sword ; nevyerthele(s. Prolorvey's ſide obtained the 
Victory : But retiring himſelf into the Countrey of Egypr, by reaſon thar his Mother 
Cleopatra purſued him with open War ; Alexander ad Ie an the City of Gadara, I 
and the Fort-of :Amarh (one of the greateſt of all thofe that were beyond Jordan) in 


* which place Theodore, Zen0's Son,had hoarded up his chiefeft and moſt precious Movea- 


bles, which he took, but enjoyed not 100g - for Theodore fuddenly ſetting upon him, 
recovered all thatwhich was his;and furthermore,laid hands on the King's Carriagezin 
ſeizing which, he ſlaughtered many Jews, tothe number ofcen thouſand. But Alexan- 
= he had recovered this loſs, invadedthe Frontire Towns upon the Sea- coaſt, 
and won Rapha, Gaza and Anthedon, which afterwards by King Herod was called Aprip- 
pias. But after he had conquered theſe places, the common fort of the Jews raiſed a 
mutiny againlt him,during a certain ſolemn and holy Feaſt; (as Mutinies and Seditions 
are commonlly raiſed at Banquets) and it is thought that he could not have prevailed a- 
gainft thoſe Rebels, had he not been aſſiſted by the Piſlidians and Cilicians, whom he hi- 
red to help him ; forthe Syrians he refuſed to hire, by reaſon of the natural hatred 
they bare againſt the Jews. - Having therefore {laineight thouſand of the Rebels, he 
warred upon Arabia; and overcoming the Galaadites and Moabices (and impoſing up- 
on them a Tribute) he returned to beſiege Amath. But Theodorus, daunted with his 
proſperous ſucceſs, and finding the Caſtle without any to defend it, razed. it to the 
ground. After this, he aſſaulted Obodas King of the Arabians ; who having laid Am- 
buſhments in the Countrey of Galaad, in a place fit for ſuch a purpoſe, diſcomfited 
him and his whole Army, being driven into a deep Vally, where they were peſtered 
with a multitude of Camels, 
But- A/exauder eſcaped to Feruſalem, where the people who:had conceived a hatred 


- againſthim, being encouraged by his great loſs and {laughter of men, began again to 
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"OPT 


rebel ; but then alſo he overcame them ; and in (ix years ſpace, in ſundry Battels, ſlew 


above fifty thouſand Jews :!Notwithſtanding, he never rejoyced in his Victory, becauſe 


the ſtrength of his Countrey was conſumed thereby, For which cauſe, giving over his 
Wars, he began to ſeek the people's favour by ſweet and mild courſes ; but they 
{o much hated his inconſtant and variable manners, that when he demanded of them 
whar he ſhould do to win their favours, they anſwered, that he ſhould die, and that 
ſcarcely they could pardon him if ſo be he were dead, who had done them ſo much 
miſchief. The Jews ſent to Demerriws, ſurnamed Emcerus, for help ; who, in hope of 14 
great Rewards, came and joyned his Forces with the Jews about Sicher, being three 
thouſand Horſe, and forty thouſand Foot : Alexander met them both with a thou- 
{and Horſe; and (ix thouſand Foot, that wereſtrangers, beſides ten thouſand Jews that 
remain'd faighful to him, | Before the fight began, the ewo Kings ſent Meſſengers to 
one another's Army, perſwading one another's men to forſake their Colours and Cap- 
tains: For-Demetrius hoped that Alexander's hired men would have forſaken his ſer- 
vice, and comeunto him ; and Alexander hoped that the Jews that followed Deme- 


. Frizs, would have left Demerrins, and come to him, But when both parts perceived 


that the Jews continued obſtinate 1n their purpoſe, and the Greeks kept their fidelity, 
therwo Armies encountred;. in which Encounter, Demetrius had the upper hand (al- N 
though A4/cxexder's Hirelings evidently ſhewed their ſtrengthand courage. ) But the 
endiof this Viftery was ſuch, as neither party expeQted ; for they who ſent for Deme- 


_ tris, after his Victory, forſook him ;- and Fortune changing her-Colours, ſix thouſand 


Jews fled to Alexander, into the Mountains, whither for ſafety he had beraken himſelf, 
This revolt much dilpleaſed and diſcouraged Demetrias ; ſothat he now thought, that 
Abtexander.unkting his Forces, was able to give him Battel ; and he feared that all the 
Jews would at that preſent follow Alexander ; for which cauſe, he returned home. Yet 
zherelt of the Jews, baving thus loſt the help of Demerriss,would not deſiſt from their 
Rebelhoa ; þut they ſo warred with A/exanger, till at laſt (the moſt of them be- 
ing flain) be drave the reſt into the City of Bemezeli ; and when be had ſurprized and 
lack'd the Ciry, he.led them Captive to Jeruſalem. But immoderate Anger turned his 
Cruelty.to impiety.; for having crucified eight hundred Captives in the midſt of the 
City, 
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x City, he killed cheir Wives, and the Children he maſſacred. before their, Mother's fa- 


- and this pitiful ſpeQacle he beheld with pleaſure, as he was a dri ng, and ma- 
ki ay merry with his > uy en Whereat the People were fo terrified, that the night 
after, eight chouſand-of the contrary. part fled out of the Countrey of Jude, and 
ſtayed in Baniſhment during the Life of A/exander. Thus, after he had by ſuch aQti- 
ons ſought the tranquility of his Kingdom, which he obtained not, but with long time 
and great difficulty, he ceaſed to make War againſt his Countrey, 


CHAP. IV. 


Of the War of Alexander, King of the Jews, with Antiochus and Aretas ; and of 
Ariſtobulus aud Hircanus; 

Fter this, Antiochus (who likewiſe was called Djonyſius, brother to Demetrius, 
and the laſt of all the Race of Seleucus) | raiſed up new brotls againſt A4/cxander ; 
who fearing him becauſe he had overcome theArabians,drew a deep Trench along that 
ground which lieth berween Antipatris, and the Sea-coft of Joppa: And before the 
Trench he built a very high Wall, and raiſed Towers of wood to hinder his Enemies 
paſſage. But all this could nor keep out Aztiochus; who burning the Towers, and fil- 
ling up the Trenches, entred and paſſed over them with his Forces. But not tarryingat 
that time to revenge himſelf of him who had thus forbidden him paſſage, he preſently 
marched forward againſt the Arabians. Aretas, King of Arabia, retiring himſelf into 
certain places of his Couutrey which were fitteſt for defenceand rerurning ſuddenly to 
Battel with his Horſe (who were in number ten thouſand) ruſhed ſuddenly upon Anti- 
ochns's Soldiers, and found them unprovided ; ſo char a hor. Skirmiſh began betwixt 
them; in which the Soldiers of Atochus, whillt he lived, ſhewed themſelves valiant 
(though they were on every ſide maſſacred by the Arabians) but ſo ſoon as he was ſlain 
(who was always ready to aſſiſt choſe that were indanger) all of them fled; and the 
greateſt parc of them were ſlain in the Batrel, and in flight: As for tholerhat eſcaped, 
they fled to the Town of Cana, where all (except very few) died for hunger. _ After 
this, the people of Dav/ſcus being incited with the hatred they bare to Prolomey the Son 
of Menneus, ſent for Aretas, and eſtabliſhed him King over Celofjria ; who warring a- 
gainlt Judez, and overcoming Alexenier in Battel, retired upon Compolition. Alex- 
ander having taken Pella, reſorted once moreto the Town of Geraſs, id that he was de- 
ſirous to get Theodorus's Riches ; and took the place, notwithſtanding that it was forti- 
fied with three Walls, and that upon every Walt chere was planted a Garilon. He took 
Gaulan and Seleucis, and that Town which is called the Valley of Antiochus, Moreover, 
having taken Gamala, which was a very ſtrong Caſtle, and impriſoned the Governour 
thereof, who was called Demetrizs, becaule he was a wicked Perſon; hereturned into 


E Judlerafter he had ſpent three years in War ; where, for his proſperous ſucceſs, he was 


joyfully received of his Nation. But no ſooner ceaſed he from War, but he fell lick 
ofa Quartane Ague; and he thought that he ſhould drive away his ſickneſs, if he em- 
ployed himſelf in ſome buſineſs; for which cauſe, labouring under his Diſcaſe, he appli- 
c1 himſelfro War, and toiling above his ſtrength, amidſt thoſ2 tumults, he yielded up 
the Ghoſt in the thirty ſeventh year of his Reign ; leaving the Kingdom to Alexandria 
his Wife, fully accounting thatthe Jews would in all things obey her, becauſe that ſhe, 
always miſliking and ſeeking to hinder his cruelty and iniquity, had won the hearts of 


the People ; Neither was he deceived ; for ſhe being admired for her Piety amongſt y 


them,they eaſily ſubmicted to her; the rather for that ſhe was well acquainted with the 


F Cuſtoms of her Countrey, and even from her Childhood deteſted rhem who violated 


our holy Laws, She had by Alexander two Sons, the eldeſt was called Hircanus, whom 
by ter 4 of his years,ſhe «Arn High Prieſt; and becauſe of his dull nature, ſhe thought 
that though he were in Princely Authority, yet he would moleſt no man : As for the 
youngeſt Son 4riſtobulus, becauſe he was of a hot ſpirit, ſhe was willing that he ſhould 
leada privare life. | EO |

This amend always deſnow!high emis, and daily {tudied to: en- 
creaſe her wealth : Shelevied two Armies, and many ftrangers, whereby ſhe not 
6Hly ſtrengthened her own Countrey, but allo made her felt feated by other Nations. 
She ruled orhers, but her ſelf was ruled by che Pharifees, who at lalt killed Drogenes, a 
g#llant man, and highty'in favour with King Alexander ; atlirming, that through his 
counſel, the King commanded thoſe eight hundred before-mentioned to be criicitied; 
And further, they perſwaded the Queen Alexandra, that ſhe ſhould put to death all 0- 
thers,through whoſe counſel Alexander herHusband had been imciredagainit thoſe eight 
hundred. The Queen being blinded with Superſtition, thought it unlawiul to deny any 
thing which they requeſted; ſo that they put ro death whom they pleaſed,rill ſuch time | 
as the chiefeft of thoſe, who were in this danger, in humble wiſe came to Ari/tovalus, 
who perſwaded his Mother to ſpare ſome, and ro baniſh others, who {he thought had 
deſerved puniſhment; which Exiles diſperſed themſelves through the whole Country, 
Now Alexander fentan Army to Damaſcus, and becauſe Prolomey daily vexed the City, 
ſhe rook ic without doing any thing worthy of memory. She alſo ſolicited 7igrazes, 
King of Armenia, with Gifts and Promiſes {who with an Army had belieged Prolemazs, 
wherein Cleopatra was) but he, for fear of troubles in his own Countrey, 1n that Ly- 
cyllus had entred into 4rmeniz, withdrew himſelf from thence. 

Shortly after Alexandra falling ſick, her youngeſt Son Ariſtobulus, with his Servants 
(which were many in number, alltrufty, and 1n the heat of their youth) got all the K 
Caſtles ; and hiring Soldiers with the money he found in thoſe Caſtles, he proclaimed 
himſelf King, Bur Alexandra (pitying the complaints of Hircanus)impritoned the Wite 
and Children of Ari/fobals, in a Caſtle near the North part of the Temple, which in 
old time was called Bari (as we faid before) afterwards Amtonia, trom Antonins, as in 
like manner Sebafte and Azrippias, other Cities, were named of Auguſtus and Agrippa. 
But Alexandra died before ſhe could revenge Hircanus of the wrongs which Arijtobulus 
had done him. This Queen reigned nine years, and left Hrircanus in polle(ſion of all, 
whom during her life time ſhe had advanced to the Kingdom. But Ari/tobulus being 
both ſtronger in power, and greater inauthority, eacountred with his Brother abour 
Fericho ; where many of Hircanus's Soldiers forfaking their King, fled to Ariffobulus ;7 
fo that he, and the remnant that followed him, were forced to fly intothe Caſtle called 
Antonia, where he found Hoſtages to redeem them, for (as we have already ſaid) Ari- 
obulus his Wife and Children were impriſoned in that place : And left any worſe mil. 
hap ſhould betide him, he concluded a Peace, upon condition that Ariftobulus ſhould 
be King, and that he, as Brother to the King, ſhould enjoy ſome other Dignities. Upon 
theſe conditions they were made friends in the Temple, where inthe preſence ot all 
the people they friendly embraced each other ; which when they had done, they 
par _ and Ariſtobalys went to the King's Palace, and Hircarns to Ariſtobu- 
{as's houle. 


CHAE V. 
Of the War between Hircanus and the Arabians ; and of the taking of Jeruſalem. 


N Ow a ſudden fear invaded all the Enemies of Ariffobalus, when they ſaw him(con- 


trary toall expeQation) made King ; and eſpecially Axtipater, above all others, 


whom Ariftobales had long hated. This Antipater was an Idumeazn born ; and for No- 
bility and Riches, the chief, and beſt reputed of his Nation.

Aretas 
beſieged him there, and he had been ſutel taken, if Scars, a Captain of the Romans, 
raking opportunity at thofe troubles, had nor raiſed the Siege : For Pompey the Great 
(who warred againſt 7jzr axes ) ſent him out of Armenia into Syria: And he coming to 
Damaſcus, found it newly taken by Metelſus and Loll;s , wherelore, underſtanding 
how matters ſtood in T:dea, he haſted thither in hope of a booty. As {oon as he en+ 
tred into the confines of the Countrey, both the Brethren ſent their Ambaſſadors to 
him deſiring him to rake their parts: But Ari/tobulus having ſent him tour hundred Ta- 
lents, theſe made him negle& Juſtice ; for Scavrus upon receipt of that Sum, ſenc Mel- 
ſengersto the Arabians and Hircanffhreaing the diſpleaſure of theRomans and Pom- 
pey,except they would preſently r iſe their Siege: Whereupon Arers being much terri- 
fied, returned out of Ju4ee, to Philadelphia, and Scaurns to Damaſcus. Yet it ſufficed 
not Ariſtobulus, that he had eſcaped from being taken ; but gathering all his Forces to- 
ether, he purſued his Enemies ;and joyning Battel with them about Papyron, he flew 
7 thouſand of them ; in which number was Cephalon, Antipater's Brother . but Herca- 
us and Antipater being deſtitute of the Arabians help, chought fir to ſeek for luccour 
from the Romans, who had hinder'd them from receiving that of the Arabians. For 
which cauſe, as ſoon as Pompey had enter'd Syria, and was come to Damsſcus, they in 
humble manner addreſſed him with many gifts, and made the ſame remonſtrances to 
him, that they had made before to Aretas ; earneſtly requeſting him, that he would 
conlider the violence offered by Ariſtobulus, and reſtore Hircanus to the Kingdom, to 
whom both by Birthright, and for his virtue, it was due. 
Ariſtobulus, who became confident in that he had gained Scaurus by Preſents, failed 
fo to repair to Pompey alſo, and he went with the Equipage and Pomp of a King; but 
not abiding to debaſe himſelf, and thinking it diſparagement longer to pay him relpedts 
in more abje manner than beſeemed a King, he returned to Dzoſpots; Whercat Pom 
pey being angry, atthe requeſt of Hircanus and his followers, he went againſt 4ri/obu- 
lus, accompanied both with the Reman Army, and the Syriaxs, their Auxiharics, When 
they had paſſed Pellx and Dizoſpolis, and came to Corea (where the Contines of Jud es 


begin) as they paſſed throngh the midſt of the Countrey, they underſtood that Ari/to- 75 


bulus was fled to Alexandrium (a Caſtle ſtrongly builr, and ſcituate upon a very high 
hill.) Pompey arriving there, ſent Meſſengers to him, commanding him to deſcend : 
Which imperious manner of ſo proceeding, appearing infupportable to Ari/obulus, he 
determined rather to hazard himſelf, than obey. But when he'ſaw that the People 
began to fear, and that his friends adviſed him to conſider the power of the Romans, 
whoſe ſtrength he was no ways able to reſiſt ; he followed their counſel, and came to 
Pompey; where having alledge _ reaſons to ſhew that he had juſt Title to the 
Crown, he returned again into the Caſtle. And afterwards, being urged by his Brother 
to come and plead his Title, he came, and returned thither agalD, without contradi- 
Ction from Pompey : As he fluQuated thus berwixt hope and fear, and doubted how 
the matter would go with him, he reſolved to go to Pompey, and tell him that he 
would do all that he ſhould defire of him; but as he was in the midſt of his way, 
ſearing leſt he ſhould ſeemrto Geahgnts any thing from the Majeſty of a King, he re- 
turned back again. Pompey willed him to write to the Governours of his Towns and 
Caſtles to ſurrender /becauſe he had commanded them nor to do it, except they re- 
ceived Letters written by his ownhand:) Inthis he fulfilled Pompey 's mind; yet being 
angry and diſcontented, he departed to Jeruſalem, and now fully determined to 
fight with Pompey : But Pompey not thinking it beſt to givehim time to prepare him- 
ſelf, followed him with all ſpeed ; and ſo much the more willing] , becauſe that near 
Fericho, he had news of Mithriaates his death. This is the fruictulleft place of Jedes,

before Chris ſhould be opened to Pompey. Ar laſt, Ariſftobulus's Friends nor prevailing, fled into 
prank BL, the Temple ; /and to the end that they might fight it out to the laſt, they cut down 
Pempgyand © the Bridge which leads out of the City into the Temple. Whea the reſt hadreceived 
his enter the the Romans into the City, and delivered to them the King's Palace, Pompey ſent a 
Mas res Caprain called Piſo, with Soldiers to ſeize the fame; who leaving a Garilon in the 
King's houſe. Town (ſeeing he could perſwade none of them that were in the-Temple to Peace) pre 
-r;febuls bis pared all things neceſſary to batter it. All which time Hircaxus and his friends ſhew:. 
the Temale ed themſelves ready to help chem to their power, and to do whatſoever they were 
commanded, Pompey at the North ſide filled the Ditch and Valley with earth, which 
his Soldiers carried ; though by reaſon of the great depth, and for that the Jews made 
reſiſtance, it was a hard thing to bedone ; and it had been left undone, had not Po- 
pes (obſerving the ſeventh day, wherein the Jews Religion obliged them to abſtain 
from all labour) cauſed it to be filled up thoſedays ; forbidding the Soldiers to fight 
at that time, to the intent he might fill the Dixch more conveniently (for it was lawful 
for the Jews only to do what was neceſſary to ſuſtain and:defend their Lives upoa the 
Sabbath.) Ar laſt, when the Ditch was filled, and the Towers were built upon the 
Rampire, he batter'd the Walls with thoſe Engines that he brought from Tyre; but they 
were beaten back by thoſe who reliſted fromthe top of. the Walls, who rouled ſtones 
at them : Againſt the violent power whereof, the Towers that were built in that 
Quarter, being ofa great and, goodly building, reliſted extremely well. Bur the Ro- 
mans found hard work in this place, and Pompey admired the valour of the Jews; that 
being amoneglt the thickeſt of their Enemies Darts, they omitted no Ceremony of their 
Religion ; but (as though they had had firm,Peace) they every day obſerved cheir Ce- 
remonies, offered Sacrifices, and moſt diligently pertormed the Divine Service; yea, 
though every day they were killed atthe Altar,they ceaſed not from the Lawful Rites 
of their Religion. Art laſt, ia the third Month of the Siege, o—_ which ſcarcely one 
Tower was beaten down, they brake into the Temple ; and the firſt that attempted to 
climb oyer the Wall, was Cornelius Fauftus, Sy{lz's Son; and after him two Centurions, 
Furius and Fabius, with their Regiments.; whocompaſling the Temple about(while

yr 43 A ds ye the Son of Ariſfobulus (who, in the way to Rome, eſca- 
ped from Pompey) gathered together a great Army,and.traitly beſer pm weving 
all Jzdea; and hoped quickly to take eruſalem,becaule the Wall which was de royed 
by Pompey, had not been bui't up again, But Gabiz4vs, a great Captain, who was ſent 
into $3ri4to ſucceed Seaurys, march'd wichan Army againſt him. Whereupon,fearing 
the worſt, he aſlembled all the Forces he could, to make reliltance : ſothat he had ten

joyfully returned and dwelt therein. Which when he had\done, he returned to Alex- þ, 


andrium, and began a more cloſe Siege ; whereat Alexander being terrified and made 
deſperate, ſent Ambaſſadors to him, beſeeching him to pardon him 3 promiſing to ren- 
der unto him the Caſtles of Macheron and Hircania, which were 1n his power, beſides 
Alexandrium: All which, Gabinius, by counſel of Alexander's Mother, deſtroyed, 
leſt they might be occaſion of new Wars : For the apprehenſion which this Princeſs 
hadfor hey Husband, and for her other Children, Priſoners at Rome, made her omit 
nothing to endeavour to gain the affeCtion of Gabinius. After this, Gabinius carried 
Hlircams to Jeruſalem; and committing the Temple to his charge, he committed to 0- 
thers of the Nobility the care of the Commonwealth, and divided the whole Nation of 


the Jews into five parts and Governments, whereof one was eſtabliſhed ar Jeruſalem, 
another 
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another at Doris, the third at Amathor, the fourth at Jericho, and the fifth at S:phoris, H 
a Ciry of Galilee : and the Jews being delivered from the Government of one man 
only, willingly ſuffered themſelves to be ruled by an Ariftocratical Government. But 
ſhortly after, Ariſtobulus eſcaping from Rome, raiſed new troubles ; and gathering a 
great Army, partly ofthoſe that deſired a change, and partly of fuch as loved him be- 
fore, took A xandrium, and began to compaſs ir again with a Wall : Bur hearing that 
Gabinins had ſent Siſenna, Antonins and Servilius againlt him with an Army, he wenr 
to Macheron ; and diſmiffing thoſe that were not fir for War, he took with him onl 
eight thouſand armed men, amongſt whom was Ptholaus, Governour of them that 
were revolted, who with one thouſand men, fled out of Jeruſalem : But the Romans | 
purſued them, and joyning Battel with them, 4riſfobu/us with his men fought valianc- I 
ly, till being by force overcome; the Romans ſlew five thouſand of them, and almoſt 
two thouland men fled intoa Mountain ; and the other thouſand, breaking the Ranks 
of the Romans with Ariſfobulus, retreated to Macheron ; where the King hiding him. 
ſelf the firſt night amongſt the R uines, hoped that having reſpit, he might gather ano- 
ther Army, and fortifie the Caſtle : Bur having for two days luſtained the Forces of the 
Romans with extraordinary courage, at laſt he was taken ; and with his Son Antigonus, 
who hah been impriſoned with him at Roaze, he was carried to Gabinius, and from 
thence to Rome, where the Senate put him in Priſon ; but his Sons they ſent into Jules, 
becauſe Gabinins writ that he had ſopromiſed Ariſfobslus's Wife, upon condition the 
Caſtles might be yielded. : 

W hilſt Gabinins prepared to war againſt the Parthians, Prolomrey hindred him, bein 
returned from Enphrates,into Egypt. Antipater and Hircanus aſſiſted him with all things 
belonging to the War; as Money, Weapons, Corn, and Men; and Artipater perſwa- 
ded the Jews, who kept the ways that lead to Pel«ſium, to ſuffer Gabinins to pals. Now 
inthe other part-of $5744, arthe departure of G4bi»ius there began a Commoacion; and 
Alexander, Ariſtobulus's Son, once more incited the Jews to Rebellion ; and having ga- 
thered a mighty power, purpoſed to deſtroy all the Romans that were in that Coun- 
trey : Which Gabinins fearing (who was returned out of Egypr at the beginning of theſe 
tumults) he ſent Atipater betore, who perſwaded ſome of the Rebelsto bequiet ; yet 
thirty thonſand remained ' with Alexander : For which cauſe he was very forward to 
fight,and went out to Battel; near 1:abyrivm they fought,the Romans prevailed, and ten 
thouſand were lain, and the reft were pur to flight, and Gabinius returned to Feruſar 
lem by the counſel of Arttpater ;zwhere ha O97 es all things,he marched thence, 
and overcame the Nabatheans in Battel; he likewile permitted Mithridates and Orſanes, 
two Parthian Noblemen, who were fled to him from the Parthians, ſecretly to depart, 
ſaying, that they had _— from the Soldiers. Inthe mean time, Craſſus, who was 
appointed to be his Succeſſor, had Syria delivered him ; and towards the maintenance 
of the Parthian War:, he took all the Gold that was in the Temple of Feru/alem, be- 
ſides the two thouſand Talents' which Pompey had forborn to touch : But paſſing 
over Enphbrates, he was both himſelf and his whole Army utterly overthrown ; of 
which matter it behoveth us nor to ſpeak in this place. After the death of Craſſus, 
the Parthians endeavoured toenter $yr/e ; but Caſſins who ſucceedded him in the Go- 
vernment, repulfed them ; and having gotten the upper hand, he ſpeedily paſſed into 
Fudea ; and taking Tarichea, Carried away about three thouſand men Captive , and 
put Pitholaus to death, for gathering a company of ſeditious people to Ari/tobulus his 
part. He'that counfelled his death was 4»tzpater, who was married to a Noble Wo- 
man of Arabia called Cypris, by whom he had four Sons, Phaſelns, Herod. afterwards 
King, J/eph and Pheroras; and one Daughter called Sz/ome, His wiſe: ConduQ and 


Liberality got him the friendſhip of many Princes, and eſpecially that of the King of 


Arabia, to whoſe fidelity he commicted his Sons, when he undertook the War againſt 
Ariſtobulus. But Caſſius made a Truce with Alexander, and in the mean time went to 
Euphrates, to hinder the paſſage of the Parthians; as we ſhall ſhew in another place.

Shortly after, Sextus Ceſar proclaimed him General of the Army, both in Syria and, , 
Samaria;, {o that now he was greatly to be feared by Hircanxs, not only for that he —_ . non 
was highly in favour with the Commenalty, but alſo for the Forces which he com- Army comerh 
manded. Hereupon Hircanws tell into extreme fear, verily perſwading himſelf that 9 {Hate 
Herod with his whole Army would preſently come againſt him.

. Moreover, that Prudence obliged him to confider the fortune of War, together with 


the cauſe thereof z that the juſtice of Hircarws's fide might do more for him than a 
whole Army; and that he ought not to hope for Viftory, being to fight againſt his 
own King, who had always been gracious unto him, and never had thonght of doing 
him hurt, but only being as it were urged thereunto by ſome of his Council, who 
through meer envy, and to fatisfie their own paſſions, had framed a ſhadow of an 


D accuſation againſt him. Herod was fatisfied herewith, and ſuppos'd it to be ſufficient

How Herod was accuſed, and ſet free. 


Fter Caſſu#s was departed from Syria, there aroſe another Sedition in Ferxſalerr, 
for Felix came with an Army againſt Phaſelus, to be revenged upon Herod tor ,,, j;, ,, 

killing Malichas. It chanced that Herod was at that time at Damaſcus with Fabins, a cap. 20. = 
Roman Captain, and would have come to afliſt Phaſelzs, but by the way ke fell ſick, * ES 
ſo that he could not ſaccour him : but it fo fell out, that Phaſelrs without any help, againſt pha- 
did of himſelf overcome Felzx, and afterwards reproached Hircanus as ungrateful, in /**. 
that he had both favoured Felix, and ſuffered Malichns's Brother to ſeize upon di- {0cnvover 
vers places (as already he had done, and eſpecially one of greateſt ſtrength caJled and reproach- 
Maſſada : ) Yet all theſe did not protect him Tow Herod, who was no ſooner recover- — 
ed of his ſicknel(s, bat preſently he retook them all, and at Hircarns's requeſt per: rude. - 
mitted him to depart. He alſo chaſed Marion, whom Caſſeus had made Prince of the Ty- 
r14ns out of Galilee, who had got three Caſtles in that Country. As for the Tyria-s that 
he took, he ſpared their lives, and ſent ſome away with Rewards z whereby he got the 
good will of the City, and the hatred of the Tyrant. When Marion had gotten into his 
hands all Syria; and for the hatred he bore to Herod, took with him Artigonns, Ari- 
ſtobulus's Son,, and marched againſt him : and by Fabins's means, whom Artigonns had 
gained to himſelt by Money : he alſo got Ptolomy to afliſt him in this Expedition 3 which 
Ptolomy was Father-in-law.to 4-tigonus,and furniſhed him with all nece{laries. Herod like- 4ntigmus 
wiſe, having prepar'd himſelf againſt them, gave them battle in the entrance into JE HEE 
dea, and got the victory : and having put Artigonws to flight, he returned to Jeruſalez, Hehe by He- 
where he was honoured by all Men for his courage in that victory ; ſo that even they rv. 
n that before deſpiſed him, now by reaſon of his affinity newly contratted with Hirca- 
us, ſought his friendſhip and familiarity. This Herod long before this time had a 
Wife which was a Noble-woman of his own Country, named Doris, and had by her 
a Son named Arztipater ; but he then married Mariamne, Daughter of Alexander Doris, Hered's 
(who was Ariſtobulus his Son) and of Alexandra Hircanns his Daughter, by reaſon fit wits, _ 
whereof he came to bein favour with the King. But when Caſſzus was (lain near Philip- —_ a 
pi, Ceſar departed into Italy, and Antonius into Afra; at which time the chief of the Jews Antiparrr. 
came and accuſed Phaſelus and Herod, alledging that they by force got unto themſclves 
the rule of the Country, and left Hircamns only the bare name of King. But Herod The chiefeſt 
being then preſent, ſo wrought himſelf into Artorins's favour by a great ſum of Mo- Jes repair 
pg ney, that he permitted not his enemies to ſpeak one word more; who thereupon wc 
returned home, Afterward an hundred Men of the moſt honourable amongſt the #w and Herod. 
Jews, repaired to Daphne near Antioch to Antonius (now doting on the love of Cleo- _ — 
patra) and offered an accuſation againſt the two brethren, having choſen ſome of the 
greateſt Quality and Eloquence to ſpeak tor them, Meſſala undertook their defence 
being allt{ted by Hircanus. Antonius having heard both Parties, demanded of Hir- 
canis, whom he thought the fitteſt to Govern the Common-wealth ? who anſwered, 
Herod and his Brethren, Whereat Artonins was exceeding glad (for he had been 
moit courteoully entertained by Artipater, when he came with Gabinus into Fulea ; 
and thereupon he made them Tetrarchs, committing to them the rule of all Judea:, , 
which, when the Fews Ambaſſadors miſliked, he put fifteen of them in Prifon, and ages. 
was near reſolving to put them to death 3 the reſt he ſent away, after he had treat- brothers Te- 
ed them very ill: Whereupon there aroſe greater tumults in Fer»ſalem, and the Jews 74, 5:0; 
lent another Embaſlage of a thouſand Men to Tyre, where Arztonins reſided with an once more 
intent to come againſt Jerxſalem, Antonius diſpleaſed with their Murmors and Com- CU -#A 
plaints, commanded the Magiſtrates of Tyre to kill all they could carch of rhe Jews, omar whine 
and to maintain their Authority, whom he himſelf had conſtituted Tetrarchs. But 4*mivs com- 
Herod and Hircanus went to theſe Deputies, who walked on the Sea-ſhore, admonith- g--_ ” 
ing them earneſtly to be contented, leſt by their indiſcreet proceeding, they ſhould 
become not only the cauſe of their own Deaths, but alſo of War againſt their own Coun- 
G try 3 but becauſe they would not be reclaimed by theſe admonirions, Artonins ſent out 
certain armed Men, who killed many of them, and wounded the reſt. Hircanns after this 
dilaſter cauſed the dead to be buried, and the wounded to be cured, notwith{tanding 
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City, that Artonins in diſplealure, flew thoſe that he had 1n hold. 


CHAP.: XL 


Ofthe War of the Parthians against the Jews. Of the flight of Herod, an4 hjs being male . 
- King of Jucza. 


Wo years aftet this, and when Barzapharnes, a great Noble-man of the Parthians, 
8 governed Syria with Pacorns the King's Son, Lyſarias who had ſucceeded his Fa- [ 
ther Ptolomens, Son of Minens, promiſed them a thouſand Talents, and five hundred 
Women, to put Artigonus in polletiton of the Kingdom of Judea, and depole Hir- 
canns, Þeing induced by theſe promiſes, Pacorus march'd along the Sea-coaſt, and Bar. 
Zapharnes paſs'd through the midſt of the Country, But amongſt the reſt of the places 
bordering, on the Sea, the Syrians would not receive Pacorys (notwithſtanding the Ci- 
tizens of Ptolemais and Sidon had given him entertainment) wherefore he gave part of 
his Horſe unto one who was the King's Butler, called Pacorss (as himfelt was; ) com- 
manding him to paſs into Jdea, and learn what their Enemies meant to do, ard 
to help Artigonns where nced required. As they waſted the Country about Garmel, 
many Jews came of their own accord, and joyned with Artigonns, (hewing themielves { 
very prompt to fight ; for which cauſe he ſent them before to take a place called Dry- 
705 ; where having fought with his Enemies, and put them to flight, he purſued them 
with all ſpeed as far _——_ : And his number being augmented, he came to the 
King's Palace. But Hircarns and Phaſelns met them with a ſtrong Company, and 
fought with them in the Market-place, where the Enennes were forced to fly, and part 
of them were by Herod ſhut up in the Temple 3 and he appointed to keep them f1xty 
Men, which he placed in the Houſes next adjoyning. But the People bearing a grudge 
to the two Brethren, ſet the Houles on fire: Whereat Herod being angry (tor that his 
Men were conſumed with fire) ſet upon the People, and-killed a great many of them, 
and every hour one laid wait for another, ſo that every day ſome were murthered. L 
Now the Feaſt of Pertecoi# drawing nigh, all places about the Temple, and the whole 
City was filled with people of the Country, whereof the moſt part was armed; and 
Paſelus kept the Walls, and Herod with a ſmall Company, kept the King's Palace 
and aſſaulting their Enemies upon the ſudden, as they were in the Suburbs, they 
killed a great many of them, and put al! the reſt to flight 3 part of them he coup- 
ed up in the City, others he ſhut 1n the Teraple, and the reſt between that and the 
uttermoſt Rampire, Whercupon Aztigonus requeſted that Pacorns might come and 
treat a Peace betwixt them. Phaſelus moved by theſe prayers received the Parthian 
mo the City, and entertained him into his Houſe, accompanied with five hundred 
dorſe, who came under a pretence to make Peace 3 but in efte& he reſorted thither jy 
to help Artigonrs; tor craftily conſpiring againſt Phaſelns, he perſwaded him to repair 
to Barzapharnes as an Ambaſlador to treat a Peace, notwithſtanding that Herod alto- 
gether diflwaded him, willing him to kill the Traitor, and not to truſt his ſubtilty 3 
adding that the Parthians were naturally unfaithful, 

Pacorus departing out of the City, took Hircarns with him that he might be the 
leſs ſuſpected 3 and leaving ſome Horſe with Herod, named * Elentheri, he followed 
Piaſelns with the reſt. When they came near Galilee, they found the Inhabitants at 
variance, and up in Arms, and met with Barzapharnes (who craftily, with pretence of 
courtefic and friend{hip, hid his Treachery) who after he had beſtowed Preſents upon 
them, and that they were retired, laid an Ambnſh for them; whereof they had in- N | 
telligence as they came to a place near the Sea-coaſt named Edippoy. Here they were 
informed of the thouſand Talents that were promiſed, and how that Antigonzs had 


given the Parthians more than five hundred Women of thoſe that were among{t them 3

Parthian, and believed that the Letters which Phaſelns had writ to him to diſcover the 
Treaſon, were fallen into the Enemies hands, would not go torth, though Pacorns in- 
cited him to ride out and meet them that brought the Letters, for he had already learnt 
B the taking of Phaſ#lus; and Mariamne a very wile Woman, Hircanns's Daughter, with 
many cntreaties perſwaded Herod not to go forth, but to beware how he truſted him- 
ſelf to the mercy of thar barbarous Peopic, whoſe ill deligns he could not be ignorant 
of. Whilſt Pacorxs was conſulting with his Complices, how he might privily eftect ,,..:;n we 
his Treafons ( ſecing it was not pothible openly to circumvent a Man of fo great Wif: righe time 
dom) Herod in the night time, whilit his Enemies neither knew nor ſuſpected his intent, fern inco 
took his neareſt kindred, and fled into IAumer; which being once known, the Parthi. 
ans followed him. For which cauſe he made his Mother, lus Brethren and Marianne, 
whom he had eſpouſed, and her Mother and youngeſt Brother to xcep on their jour- 
ney, and he with his Servants warily aſſaulted the Parihians; and naving in divers af- xer14 more 
C faalts killed a great number of them, he halted-cowards the Caltle of Maſſadaz and 19% purived 
in his retreat ſuſtained more harm by the Fews, than by the Parthians ; who, as they c5.r og mort 
had been always troubleſome, ſo now within threeſcore turlongs from the Town, they ian.

made Tetrarch : For he loved not Herod ſo well, but he hated Artigonws as much;

Mean while the Jews that were: withia the nie 
City were diverſly troubled; for the weaker ſort, gathering themſelves together abour 

the Temple, deplored their unhappineſs, and envied the felicity of thoſe” that diced be- 

fore they were reduced to theſe Miſeries. But thoſ& who were hardieſt among them, 

joyning themſelves together, robb«d 'and took away what they could;efpecially Vitu- 

als, from thoſe places that were next the City ;'fo 'that they neither left meat- for 

Horſes nor Men : And the valianteſt of them all being ſet to defend the/Walls againſt 

thoſe that beſieged chem, hindred the Adverſaries from ereCting their Batteries by ſome 

new device : Neither did they any ways prevail ſo much as by their Mines. The King 

ſought to repreſs the Excurſions of the Planderers, by placing an Ambuſh of Mento in- 

tercept them; and relieved the want and ſcarcity of ViQtuals, by ferching Proviſion from 

places far diftant. But rotwithſtanding they in fight failed not:to-exprels incredible 

valour, yet did the military experience of the Romans ſurpais them. A Wall no ſooner 


D began to totter. but they wrought with ſogrear diligence to make another, that this 


was finiſhed before that was fal.en. Ina word, they neither ſpared hands nor Engines, 

but were all of them determined to fight it out to the laſt ; And although they were 

beſieged by. two ſo potent Armies, yer they defended the Town five Months. But at jw. 51a; 

laſt, certain of Heyod*s braveſt Men, by a Breach, entred the City, and the Romans ers after five 

the like on another ſide. Thoſe places neareſt the Temple were the firſt that they _ Siege

ſeized upon : Afterwards, the whole Army entring the City, it was lamentable to ſee xy. 

how in every corner the people were maſſacred ; for the Romans being diſpleaſed that Savghreria 

the Siege continued ſo long time, became more cruel ;' and Herod's Army endeavoured VOY 


to let none of the-adverſe part eſcape. So that many were flain, both in the Streets; 


E and in their own Houſes ; yea, even then alſo when they fled into rhe Temple, without 


reſpe& of Age or Sex. For although the King commanded the Soldiers to ſpare the 
people ; yet, for all that, they never reſtrained their cruel hands ;' but like mad men, $9 raketh 
raged againſt all, Men, Women, and Children. Amrtigonus, not confidering his for 419. 
mer condition, came and proftrated himſelf at Sofins's Feet, beſeeching him to be mer- 
ciful unto him ; but Sofius nothing compaſſionating his Calamity, infulted over him, 
and called him Aztigona ; yet did he not permit him to depart free as a Woman, bur 
put him in priſon. 
Now when Herod had conquered his Enemies, he end: avoured to the utmoſt to re- 
preſs the infolence of his Auxiliary Strangers, who thronged to ſee the Temple, and 


F the Holy Veſſels that were therein ; bur he with-held them, not only by threatnings 


and entreaties, but alſo by force ; believing himſelf leſs unhappy to be conquered, 
than by obtaining the ViAory, to miniſter a means whereby thoſe things which were 
not lawful to be revealed, ſhould be expoſed to the eyes of prophane Strangers. He 
alſo reſtrained the Soldiers from ſacking the City ;' and told Soſius, that if the Romans 
would deſolate the City both of Men and Money, they would leave him King of a 
Defart : Adding further, that he eſteemed not the Empire of the whole World, to be 
a recompence for ſuch a Maſffacre of his Subjes. Herennto Soſtzs anſwering, that the 
Soldiers ought tohave the ſacking of the Town, in recompence of that labour they had 
ſpent in the Siege : Herodreplyed, that he had rather recompence them our of his 


G own Treaſury ; and by this means he redeemed, as it were, the ar gy of his deſolate Here liberal- 


Country; and in the end performed that which he had promiſed, for he bountifolly - Keg 


rewarded every Soldier and Captain, according 'to his merit ; and gave Sofius Pre-+he Soldiers.

Afterwards her covetous ming thought to effeQt the ſame 
againſt the Arabiens, and the Jewsalſo ; inſomuch that ſhe ſecretly went about to cauſe 
the Kings of thoſe places, Malichus and Herod, to be pu todeath : Antonive made 2 
ſhew as tho' he would have granted her Requeſt ; yet he thought ic great Impiety to 
kill good Men, and fo great Kings : Notwithſtanding, heno more accounted them his 
Friends ; but took a great quantit of Ground from the limits of both their Countries, 
and a Vineyard in Fericho where Balm grew ; and gave her all the Cities on this (ide the 

Cleopatra's River Eleutherns (Tyre and Sydow only excepted.) Now, when ſhe had obtained the K 

coverouſnels T5 inion of theſe Cities, ſhe followed Antonine to Euphrates, when he ſet forward to 
make War againſt the Parthians; and afterwards, by Apamis and Damaſcus, ſhe came 
into Judea;. where Herod having ſomething pacified her angry mind with great Gifts, 
obtained to pay; her yearly two hundred Talents for that part of his Country which 
Antonius had given her ; and ſeeking by all means poſſible ro get himſelf an intereſt in 
her favour, he.conduRted herto Pe/uſiurm. Not long after, Axtonins returned out of 
Parthis, and brought ,drtihezes. the Son of Tigranes Captive, and gaye him to Cleopatra, 
with all the Mony and-Prifoners that he had taken. |

hy, tg 7 the WW Hen War was declared between Auguſtus and Antonius, Herod prepared himſelf 
World, 3934. to attend Antonixs ; ſeeing for the preſent all troubles were pacitied in Jade, 
before Cbrift'* and he had already gotten the Caſtle of Hircanion, which Antigonus's Siſter had in her 
Nativity, 28- poſſeſſion. But Cleopatra craftily prevented him in this his Journey, ſo that he could not M 
Ant, lib. 15. go with Antonius : For ſhe deſiring the Ruins of both the Kings (as was before men- 
Chamess tioned) perſwaded Antonius to cauſe Herod to make War againſt the Arabians ; whom 
ſubtle Treaſon if he overcame, then ſhe ſhould be made Queen of Arabia ; and if himſelf were over- 
agtinſt Herod: Come, then ſhe ſhould be Queen of Jude : Intending hereby, that one of theſe Po- 
tentates ſbould ruin the other. But this praQtice of hers ſucceeded greatly to Herod's 
adyantage ; for firſt of all, making head againſt thoſe of Syria that were his Enemies, 
4 with all the Power of Cavalry he could, which was very conſiderable ; and meeting 
cap. 6. them near D4oſpolis, he overcame them, though they valiantly reſiſted. After which 
overthrow, a mighty Army of the Arabiars came to help them ; ſo that an infinite com- 
pany was gathered together about Celoria, expeting the Jews near the City called N 
Canatha: Where King Herod meeting them, purpoſed not to fight unadviſedly, but 
to compaſs his Camp round about with a Wall ; but his Army, puffed up with their 
former Vitory, would not be counſelled, but violently affaulted the Arbians, and at 
the firſt onſer put them to flight. Herod purſuing his Enemies, was greatly endan- 
gered by the Treaſon of the lnhabitants of Canatha (who were ſet on by Arherio, one 
of Cleopatra's Captains, who had always born him ill will) for the Arabians encouraged 
ea... their Help, returned again to Battel ; and they two joyned their Forces together, 
defedr erm And ſet upon Herod in Rony and difficult places and put his Army to flight, and flew 
Army. many of them ; thoſe that eſcaped fled into a little Village hard by; called Ormizs ; 
where the Ar«bians compaſſing them about, took both the Men and their Tents, with 
all their Furniture. Not long after this overthrow of Herod's Soldiers, he came

Hence forward endea- 
vir to comtinue faithful towards them that are more fortunate than Antonius ; for, for 
my part, I concerved a great hope and expettation of thy Valour and Proweſs. I cannot 
blame Antonius, in that he rather hearkned unto Cleopatra than to thee, ſince, by his im- 
prudence T have obtained thy , Friendſhip. That thou haſt begun. to do well, it hereby ap- 
prareth, becauſe Ventidius hath fipnified' unto me, that thou haſt ſent him Succoars ag amt 
his Enemies.

When Ce/artravelled into Egypt through Syris, he was entertained by H-rod with all #0: gra'u- 

Royal Pomp poſſible : And that was the firft time that he ſhewed himſelf to take part - _—_ 

with Ceſar, when near Ptolemais he took a view of the Soldiers with Ceſar,-and m ; 

a Banquet for him and all his Friends, and feafted the whole Army. And-in as much as 

he travelled to Pe/uſiym thorough a dry Country, when they returned again, he pro- 

vided Water for them, and furniſhed the Army with all Neceſfaries ; ſo that both Czfar 

B and the Soldiers thought the Kingdom a ſmall Recompence for his Deſerts. For which c encrea. 

cauſe, after he came into Egypr, and that Axtonius and Cleopatra were now dead, he did <th Arrot's 

not only encreaſe his Honour, but alſo reſtored to him that portion of his Country GENIE 

which was taken away by Antonius, and given toCl/copatra; And beſides that, Gadara, 

and Hippon, and Samaria, and other Cities about the Sea-Coaſt ; to wit, Gaza and An 

thedon, and Joppa and Straton's Tower ; and moreover, gave him four! hundred Gale 

tians, which before were Cleopatra's Guard. - Nor did Ceſar's Liberality ſtop here, but 

to ſhow how far his Eſteem of this Prince's Merit proceeded, he added to his Domini- 

on, Trachonitis, and Batanea, and Auranitis,upon this occation : Zfnodorus ' (who for 

Money had hired the Lands of Ly/anizs) continually ſent people out of Trachonitis, to 

rob the people of Damaſcus ; who in humble manner went to YVarus (who was at that 

time Governour of Syria) entreating him to inform Ceſar of their Calamity : C+ſ.” un- 

derſtanding the ſame, writ back again, commanding him to exterminate thoſe Thieves: 

Whereupon Yarus with an Army, went to thoſe places which were moſt infeſted, and 

rid the Country of the Thieves, and confiſcated the Territory from Zgwodorms ; which 

Ceſar (leſt it ſhould again be a Refuge for Thieves to ſpoii Damaſca} gave to Herod, mired made 

and made him Ruler over all Sz. Ten years after, Ceſar returning to this Country, Governour of 

commanded the Governours to do nothing without Herod's Counſel : And after Zexo- 2 

dorws's Death, he gave him all the Country between 1rachonitis and Galilee.

Of the Cities and Monuments repaired and builded by Herod, and of his Felicity and Libe« 


rality towards Strangers. 


E TN the fifteenth year of his Reign he repaired the Temple, and encloſed twice as mach The jear of the 
Ground as was before about the Temple, with a trong Wall, whereotthe beſtowed wr!d, 2947. 
great Coſts and Charges to beaurikie it ; as the you Porches will teſtifie, which he byile *f7 cis 
about the Temple, and the Caſtle on the North part thereunto adjoining; which he Z>ZAL; 
built even from the Foundation. The Caſtle was ſo rich and fumptuous, that it was equal 4-1. 15. 
to the King's Palace ; and in honour of Aztoxizs, he named it Antonis. He built him 57s eg 
{elf alſo a Palace in the upper part of the City, andin it two very great Apartments; ſo ings. 
rich and admirable, that no Temple was to be compared to them : He termed one of 
them Ceſarea, and the other Agrippiar, in honour of Auguſtus and Aprippias, But it was 
not only by Palaces that he would preſerve his Name to Poſterity, and immortalize his 
F Memory ; but in the Country of Samaria he built a fair City with a Wall, which was 
about twenty Stadcs in Circuit, and called it Scbaſte ; and he ſent thither ſix thouſand 
Inhabitants, giving them a moſt fertile Soil, and ſundry Priviledges. There aiſo amongft 
other Buildings, heereCted a very fair Temple, and odicated it to Ceſar. © Abour this 
Temple there was a piece of Ground containing three Stades and an half. For this Te- 
ſtimony of Herod's AﬀeCtion, Ceſar added to his Dominion another Country: In grati- 
tude for which, H-rod erected another Temple of white Marble to him, near the Head 
of Jordan, ir; a place called Paninm, where there is a Mountain riſing very high into the 
Air ; at the (ide whereof is an obſcure Valley, where there are high Rocks, that (by 
Ipouts of Water falling on them) are made hollow; ſo that the Water, ſtanding in their 
G Concavity cill they run over, faileth down with a Stream of ſuch a depth as is admira-' $ 
ble. At the foot of this Valley, on the outſide, ſpring certain Fountains, 'which many The Fourrais 
think to be the Head of the River Fordax ; which, whether it be true or no, we will de-Þ<ad of Zo- 
Clare hereafter. Ddd 32 w— 
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JI . Ar Jericho alſo (between the Caſtle .of Cyprus, and the other ancient Palaces) he 4H 
_ nu eel other Buildings fairer.and more commodious than the former, calling them af- 
before chris ter the namesof Argrſtws and Agrippe. - Finally, there was no convenient Place in the 
CEN $5: whole Kingdom, whercin he erefted not ſomething in honour of Ceſar ; and having 
| in every place of his own Kingdom deviſed and dedicated Temples unto him, in $5714 
alſo where he ruled he did the like ; founding in many Cities Temples, which he cat 
led by the name of Ceſar.'. And perceiving, that amonglt the Cities of the Sea-Coaſt, 
there was one called Stratop's Tower ; which being very old and ruinated, and for the 
ſituation thereof deſerving reparation andcoſt, he repaired it with White Stone, and 
built a very Royal Palacetherein.z in which Work, more than in any other, he ſhew- 
ed how great and high his mind was. For this ſtands in the midft between Dora and [ 
Topps, ina Coaſt-where there was no Port.or Haven; fo that they who fail from Phe- 
niciainto Egypt, are in great danger, by reaſon of the violent Winds that blow from 
Africa ; whole Blaſts = <v the Water with ſuch violence againſt the Rocks on the 
Shore, that;the Waves rebounding back again a good way within the Sea, make the 
Herod makes Whole Sea tempeſtuous. But the King, by his Liberality and Coft, —_—_— nature, 
a greater Port hyjjlt Stations for Ships. And. although the nature of the place was altogether con- 
+ trary to hisintent, yet he ſo overcame all difficulty, that the Sea could do that Building 
no harm :  And-it was ſo goodly and beautiful to behold, that one would have thought 
An apt deſerj. there had been no difficulty 1n this admirable Work. For having meaſured our a 
prion of a Hee fit place for the Port, he laid a Foundation Twenty El!s deep of Stone, whereof K 
_ molt of them were fifty foot long, nine foot thick, and ten foot broad, and ſome 
bigger ; and all the bottom-of the Haven, where the Water came, was laid with 
theſe Stones. Which done, he raiſed a Mole of two hundred foot ; whereof one hun- 
dred foot ſerved to break the violence of the Waves, the other hnndred foor ſerved 
for a Foundation of the Wall, wherewith the Haven was compaſſed ; and on which 
were built many goodly Towers, the greateſt and faireſt whereof he called Dy»ſius, af. 
ter the name of Dru/#4, the Son of the Empreſs Livia, Wite of Augyſts. Within the 
Port there were very many Vaults alſo to ſtore ſuch Merchandize as was brought into 
the Haven; and divers other Vaults for Sea-men to lodge in. A very pleaſant De- 
ſcent, which might ſerve fora Walk, encompaſſed the whole Port ; The entrance here- x, | 
nnto was on the North ſide ; for by reaſon of the ſituation of the place, the North 
Wind there is the calmeſt. 
Oneither ſide of the Entrance were three great Coloſles ſet on Pilaſters ; thoſe on 
the left hand are propped up by a Tower, being a Solid Rock of Stone. But at the 
Entrance on the right hand were two huge Stones joined together, which make a grea- 
ter Towerthan the other. There is al'o a Houſe adjoyning to the Haven, built of white 
Stone. The Streets of this City leading to this place, are of one bigneſs and propor- 
tion. Upon a Hill oppoſite to the Mouth of the Haven, he built a Temple very beanti- 
ful, and exceeding great, which he dedicated to Ceſar, wherein was placed Ceſar's 
Statue, full as great as that of Jupiter at Olympms (for it was made after that Model) and M E 
and anorher at Rome, like that of Juxoat Argos. The City. he built for the benefit of the 
difoila Inhabitants of the Province, and the Port or Haven for Commerce. All this hedid 
rimes paſt cal- 10; honour of Ceſar ; after whoſe name he called it Ceſarea., And that nothing might 
led the Tow- be wanting to render it worthy ſo glorious a name, he added to ſo many great works, 
Ae. 6b. 15. the faireſt Market-place in the World ; beſides a Theatre and an Amphitheatre, nor 
cap. 10, 12. inferior to the reſt, Healſo appointed Games and SpeCtacles to be celebrated every 
-—-+ Wh filth year, in honour of Auguſtus; and himſelf firſt began them in the 192 Olympi- 
ade ; and he propoſed great Rewards, not only to the Viftors, but alſoto the ſecond and 
third after them. - Moreover, he repaired Anthedon, which was deſtroyed by the Wars, 
Acrippium. and called it Agrippina, in honour of Aprippaz whoſe name he cauſed to be engraven - 
over the Portal he built to the Temple. Neither was he unmindful of his Parents ; 
for in the richeſt Soil of the whole Kingdom he built a City in memory of his Father, 
Antipatris. and by his name called it Aztipatris, being in a very rich Soil, both for Woods and Ri- 
vers. At Jerichoalſo he.built a ver ——_ and ſtrong Caſtle, and called it Cypros, 
0 in honour of his Mother. He likewiſe built a Tower in memory of his Brother Phaſe!us, 
Tower. At Jeruſalem, and called it Phaſeius his Tower ; of rhe Strength and Beauty of which 
we {hall ſpeak hereafter. He alſo called another City Phaſelus, which is ſituate 1n a 
Valley beyond Jericho, towards the North. 
Having thus eternized the memory of his Friends and Kindred, he did not forget to 
dothe like for himſelf; for he built a Caſtle on a Mountain near Arabia, having on one O G 
Heretiam. fide a ſtrong place of defence; and this Caſtle he called Herodiam, after his own name. 


By the ſame name alſo he called a Mount, fixty Stades from Jerſalem, artificially made

Havitig'eteQted thus many Buildings, he'ſhewed His <:f'c reſem- 
great Mind in ſtrange Citieslikewiſe3, for at Tripolis,” and Damaſcus, and Prolemais, he j13feal 
built publick Colledges for inſtructingYourh. He built the Wall of Byb#is ; and Seats, *; call men. 
Porches, Temples and Markers at Berftas and 7 yre © Ar Sidon and Damaſcus he built'a 
Theatre ; anda Water conduit-at Laozices, a Sea-Town. At 4ſcalon he built Fountaihs 
or Lakes very ſumptuous; and Baths with Pillars, rhat for greatneſFand good work, 
were miraculots. To other -places he gave Foreſts and Ports; and to miany Cities ad- 
ded Fields, as though they had been Fellow-Cirtes of his Kingdom. Andto others, asro 
Coos, he gave Annual Revennes forever; to the end they might neverloſe the rememni- 
brance of the Obligation-they had to-him. Moreover, he gave all poor People Cord; 
and he often, and in ſundry places lent the Rh»d:ans Money to build a Navy of Ships. 
At his own proper coſt he repaired the Teniple of 4pols Pythizs, which had been burnt. aerid famous

Nay and the Arh-nians Lacedemonians, Nicoph- - A 
lies, and the Citizens of Pergamus and Myſis, received very many Benefits at his hands, 77* 1a" 'f the 
He pavedalſo a large Streetin Antioch; of Syria, which was in length Twenty Stades zej,- 2; 
and that with fair Marble. This Street before that time was fo full of Dirt, that no % ny 8, 
Man could go through it: And all along it he built Galleries that people might godry 
through it 10 rainy weather, 
Some may ſay, that theſe Benefits thus beſtowed, were for the proper uſe of thoſe 
people on whom he. beſtowed them ; but no Man can deny, but that which he did for 
the Citizens of E/js, was not only common to thoſe of Achaia, but to all the World, 
where the Games, called Olympics Certamina, were folemnzied. For Herod ſeeing them 
D decay only for want of maintenance, and that this was the only remainder of all the 
ancient Monuments of Greece ; he, not only in his Perſon at that time became one of 
the propofers of Rewards in that Olympiade, in which he went to Roe ; but alſo gave 
ayearly ftipenJ to maintain the ſame, left for want they ſhould be left off. It is not 
to be told what Debts and Tribates he remitted ; for he delivered the Phaſelites and 
Balaneotes, and other Towns of Cilicia, from the Payment of a yearly Tribute : yet 
was he not ſo liberal to them as he would have been, fearing left the Envy of fome might 
accuſe him of ſome further'meaning, if he ſhould be more bountiful to the Cities than 
thoſe that were the Owners thereof. He exerciſed his Body likewiſe in Exerciſes fit for 742 a great 
ſo valianta Mind ;- for he was avery skiltul Hunter, wherein he had always his purpoſe, Huncer. 
E by reaſon of his skill in riding ; ſo that in one day he killed forty wild Beaſts. That 
Countrey hath many Boars, but it hath more ſtore of Harts and wild Aﬀes. He was ſuch 
a Warrier, that no Man was able to encounter with him ; ſo that many were aſtoniſhed 
to ſee him, with what force and exaQneſs he caſt the Dart, and drew the Bow. Beſides 144, befides 
the Vertue, both of his Mind and Body, he had alſo good Fortune ; for very ſeldom the vere of 
the event of War was otherwiſe than he expeRed ; if it ſometimes fell out contrary, it —

wept for Joy; which cauſed ſo great a Jealouſie in Herod, that the ſame night he 
ſent him to Jericho, to be drowned in a Lake by the Galazjans, who had received 
Commiſſion to perform the Murther. Theſe things did Mar/amne daily caſt in Herods 
Teeth, and upbraided both his Mother and Siſter, with very ſharp and Treproachful 
Words : yet he ſo loved her, that notwithſtanding all this, he held his Peace. But 
Herd'sMo- the Women were ſeton fire ; and that they might the rather move Heros againſt her, 
rier and Si” they accuſed ber of Adultery, and of many other things which bare a-ſhew of truth :

ger by the loſs of his Wife, but by his own death which he feared : For which cauſe 
being drawn by his Aﬀairs intothe Country, he gave ſecret commandment to Joſeph, 
his Siſter S«/omes Husband (whom he knew to be truſty, and'one who for affinity was 
his well-willer) to kill his Wife Mariam, if fo be Aztonins ſhould have killed him. 


But Joſeph not malicioully, but ſimply to ſhow how greatly the King loved her, diſclo- 


ſed that Secret unto her : and ſhe when Herod was returned, and amongſt other talk M 


with many Oaths ſware, that he never loved Woman but her : Indeed {ſaid ſhe) it may 

well be known how greatly you love me by the commandment you gave to J»/cph, 

ad whom you charged to kill me. Herod hearing this which he thought-to be ſecret, 
Hogs ups Was like a mad Man, and preſently perſwaded himſelf, that Joſeph wonld never have

As - ” __ 
for Antipater, he wrought himſelf into favour : tor he knew how to flatter his Father, Awipater by 
and raiſed many ſlanders on his two Brethren, partly invented by himſelf, partly divulg. digracing bis 
ed by ſome of his Favourites, whom he ſet awork about the matter, till at laſt he put geclared his 
his Brethren our of all hope of having the Kingdom. For he was now by the Kings Farhers Heir. 
Will and Teſtament declared King, fo that he was ſent as a King to Ce/ar, in a Kingly 

habit and pop, only he wore no Crown ; and in time he fo prevailed, that he wrought 

his Mother into Mariamnes ftead ; and with Flatreries and Calumniations fo moved the 

King, that he began to deliberate about putting his Sons to death. For which cauſe, wxrovicenſerh 
he condufted his Son Alexander with him to Rowe, and accuſed him before Ceſar, 4*zandey bes 
that he had given him Poyſon. But he with much ado, having obtained leave to © £4 
plead his own cauſe, and that before a Judge more wiſe than Herog'or Axtipater, 

C he modeſtly held his peace in all things his Father had offended in: And frft 

of all he cleared hie Brother Arifobulus from that Crime in which te was in- 

volved with himſelf. And afterwards he inveighed againſt 4xtipater's ſubtilry, and 
complained of thoſe Injuries which had been offered him, having, befide the equi- 

ty of his Cauſe, ſufficient Eloquence to acquit himſelf, for he was a vehement Ora- 

ror, and knew well how to perſwade. Laſt of all he objeted, That his Father 

having a deſire to put both him and his Brother to death, had laid an accuſation 

upon him ; whereat the whole Audience wept, and Ceſar was ſo moved, that not 

regarding the Accuſations that were laid upon them, he preſently made Herod and A reconcilia- 

them Friends, upon theſe Conditions, that they in all things ſhould be obedient ro *192 berween 


D their Father ; and that their Father ſhould leave the- Kingdom ro' whom by _ 


leaſed. 
: Hereupon Herod returned from Rowe, and though he ſeemed to have forgiven his 
Sons ; yet he laid not his jealouſie and ſafpicion afide. For Artipater ſtill perfiſted 
to make Herod hate his other two Sons, though for fear of him that reconciled them, 
he durſt not openly ſhow himſelfan enemy to them, afterward Herod failed by Cilicin, 
and arrived at Elewſa, where Archelavs received him very courteouſly, thanking him ,,,,,,, 
for the ſaf-ty of his Son in-law, and declaring himſelf very joyful that they were kindly cncer- 
made Friends: for he had writ to his Friends at Rome with all ſpeed poſhble, that they 39e: og 
ſhould be favourable to Alexander, when he came to plead his Cauſe. And after © © 
E this Entertainment, he conducted Herod to Zyphyre, and made him a Preſent of 
thirty Talents, and fo took his leave of him. Herod as ſoon as he came to Jeruſalem, 
aſſembled the People together, and in the preſence of his three Sons, he ſhewed them 
the cauſe of his going to Rome, and bleſſed God and thanked Ceſar, who had ap- 
peaſed the diſcord of his Family, and made his Sons Friends ; which he eſteemed 
more than his Kingdom : 4nd I (faith he) will make their Friendſhip firm. For C# tmt's wor- 
far hath pot -only given me an abſolute power in my State, but leave alſo to chuſe whom 1 —— 
pleaſe of my Sons for my Succeſſor. And now I declare my intention to divide my Kijng- —— 
dom among ft my three Sons : which purpoſe of mine, firſt I beſeech Almighty God , and diſtribuerh 
ſecondly you to favour : for one of them fr his years, the other for their Nobility of Birth, — _ 
F have right to the Kingdom, which is ſo large that it may ſuffice them all. Wherefore ho 

nour thoſe whom Czlar hath conjoyned, and 7 their Father ordained my Succeſſors : Give 
them the Reſpetts and Duty according to their Age, which they have reaſon to expect from 
their Charge not the order eſtabliſh d by Nature. For a Man cannot do a greater pleaſure 
to the younger when he honoureth him above his years, than he ſhall give diſcontent to 
the elder. For nhich cauſe, I will conſtitute to every one of them ſuch Friends and 
Well-willers, as with mhom they may be moft converſant : and of them I will require 
Pleages of Concord and Unity amongſt them, For I know that Diſcords and Contentions 
arife by malice of thoſe who are converſant with Princes ; and that if they be well dſpo- 
fed, they will encreaſe friendſhip. And I require not only theſe, but alſo all ſuch as = giverh 
G bear rule i» my Army, that they regard me only for the preſent : for I give not my - me rag

"us Sons fobulys could not endure that Artipater ſhould ſucceed to part of the Kingdom, and 
Antipater was griev'd that his Brethren ſhould have a ſhare with him; yet he ſo craftily 
carried himſelt, that no Man could perceive his hatred towards them. And they deri- 
ved of a noble Race ſpake all they thought, and many endeavoured to ſet them on; 
and others, friends to Artipater, infinuated themſclves into their Company, - to learn 
intelligence : ſo that Alexander could not ſpeak a word, but preſently it was carried to 
Antipater, and from him to Herod, with an Addition ; ſo that when Alexanaer ſpake 
any thing ſimply, meaning no harm, it was preſently interpreted in- the worſt ſence 


poſſible : and if he chanced at any time to ſpeak freely of any Matter, preſently it j, 


Antipater's was made a great thing. Antipater ſuborned Men to urge him to ſpeak, that ſo their 
aſt ke irs falſe Reports might be ſhadowed with a colour of Truth; and: that if he could prove 
ther Alexan- | ANY One thing true, all Lyes and Tales elſe divulged might thereby be juſtified. All 
der. Antipater's Familiars were either naturally ſecret, orelſe he ſtopped their Mouths with

der, Accuſations, which were, that Alexander was ſo deſirous of his death, as to frame 
Plots againſt his Life : And nothing made ſo much credit be given to theſe Calum- 
niations, as that Artipater colourably excuſed his Brother. Aerod incenſed hereat, 
every day withdrew his AﬀeQtion more and more from the two Brethren, and daily 
encreaſed his love towards Aztipater. The Nobility alſo were inclined after the 
ſame manner ; ſome of their own Inclination, and others out of compliance : So did 


Ptolemeus the chiefeſt of all the Nobility, and the Kings Brethren and all his Kin- 


dred ; for all Mens expeQtation was upon Aztipater. And that which grieved Alex- 


ander the more, was, that all theſe Conſpiracies deſignd for his. Overthrow were 
made by the counſel of Aztipater's Mother : for ſhe being Step-mother. to him and 
his Brother, was the more cruel againſt them, becauſe ſhe could not endure their ha- 
ving the advantage above her Son of being born of ſo great a Queen. And although 
many followed Aztipater, for the hope they had of him, yet were they alſo compelled 
thereunto by the King's command, who gave ſpecial charge to his deareſt Friends, 
not to follow Alexander or his Brother. And this Prince was a Terror, not only 
to thoſe of his own Kingdom, bur alſo to foreign Nations, becauſe C.e/ar had given him 
ſo great Authority ; for he gave him licenſeto rake any one that was a Fugitive from 


him, out ofany City, although it-were not under his Dominions. Now the young Men Q 


being ignorant of the Offences laid to their charge, were in the greater danger ; for 
their Father did not openly tell them of apy Matter ; but they every day perceived

hearing and believing. For they knew that Sz/ome was their Enemy, and Pheroras their 
Uncle; and both of them much to be feared, eſpecially Pheroras ; who was fellow with 
his Brother of all, ſaving the Crown, and had his own Revenues amounting to. an hun- 
dred Talents a year, and received all the Profits of the whole Country beyond Jor- 
dan, which were given him by his Brother. Herod alſo had obtained of Ce/ar to make 
him Tetrarch, and had beſtowed upon him for his Wite, his own Wife's Siſter :; after 
whoſe deceaſe he offered him his eldeſt Daughter, and three hundred Talents with her 
E fora Dowry : But Pheroras falling in love with a mean Perſon, refuſed fo honourable 
a Match ; whereat Herod being angry, married his Daughter to his Brother's Son, 
who was afterwards ſlain by the Parthians; Yet, after ſome time, he pardoned Phe- 
roras's Offence. Divers formerly were of Opinion, that in the life time of che Queen 
he would have poyſoned Herod ; and Heyod, although he loved his Brother very 
well ; yet becauſe many who had acceſs unto him, told him ſo, he began co mil- 
doubt : And therefore, examining by Torture many that were ſuſpe&ed, at laſt he 
came to ſome of Pheroras's Friends ; but none of them confeſſed the Poyſon, but on- 
ly, that he was determined to flee to the Parthians with her whom he was {o in love 
with, and that Coſtaberus, Satome's Husband, was privy thereunto, unto whom the 
F King had married her, after -her firſt Husband, for ſuſpicion of Adultery, was pur to 
death. Slome her ſelf was not free from Accuſation ; for Pheroras accuſed her, that

and tortured NOt confeſs more than in conſcience was true :- others, not able ro endure: the Torments, | 
his Friends. were forced to confeſs, that Alexander and his Brother Ariftobulus defigned Treaſon 
againſt their Father, and rhat they expeCtedtheir time cill he went a hunting ; reſolving 
with themſelves, that having killed him, they would preſently flee to Rome. Al- 
though theſe and ſuch like Calumniations were no- ways probable, yet extremity of 
pain forced Men to invent them: and the King willingly believed them, as it were com- 
forting himſelf 'thereby, that he might not be thoug ht to have impriſoned his Son 
Alexander du- anguſtly, Alexander perceiving that it was impoſſible for him to remove his Father's 
_ 05 m- ſuſpicion, thought it beſt 'to vield himſelf guilty : And-ſo he made ſour Writings, 
wrote four Wherein he confeſſed the Treaſon; 'and nominated his Partakers therein, namely, Phe- 
LD *panſt y0y25 and Salome, who were'the chief; which latter he ſaid had been fo impudently | 
Renms unchaſte, as to: come in thenight tohim withour his conſent, and lie in his Bed, Theſe 
Writings, which charged the greateſt amongſt the Nobility with moſt hainous matters, 
wete in Herod's hands, when Arche/aws, fearing his Son in-law and Daughter to be in 
great danger, ſpeedily came into J«d#a, and by his prudence appealed the King's wrath: 
For ſo ſoon as he came to Herod, he cried, Where «© that wicked Sor-in-law of mine, 
or where may TI ſee the face of that" wretch that gpoeth about to murther his Father, that 1 
may tear him in pieces with wine own hands, "and marry my Daughter to a better Hus- 
band ? For although ſhe be wot privy to his counſel, yet "tis enongh to make her infamous, 
that ſhe s Wife to ſuch a Man. | Nay, I admire your patience, who are in ſuch danger, 
Archelaus and ſuffer Alexander yet to live':' For I came thus haſtily out of Cappadocia, thinking M 
King of CaÞ- he had been put to death, to talk with you concerning my Daughter, whom | married to 
_ him for your ſake. Wherefore now let us take counſel what to do with them both ; and ſee+ 
ing you are too Father-like, and not able to puniſh your Son, your treacherous Son ; let us 
change Rooms, and let me be in your place torevenge you. How great ſoever Herod's Cho- 
ler was, this diſcourſe of Archel/aus difarmed it : And Herod ſhewed him the Books that 
Archelaw and Alexander had writ : And upon reading every Chapter with deliberation, Archelaw, 
Heres conlul? took occaſion fit for his purpoſe ;/ and by little and little laid all the fault on Pheroras 
{-% Books. and thoſe that were accuſed in the Book. And perceiving the King to give ear unto 
him: Lex as, (ſaid he) conſider whether the young man hath not been circumvented by the 
treachery of ſo many malicious perſons, and not of himſelf, formed a deſign againſt you : N 
For there appears no cauſe wby he ſbould fall into ſuch wickedneſs, who already enjoyed the 
honours of the Kingdom, and hoped to ſucceed you therein, had he not been perſwaded 
thereto by other Men ; who ſeeing him a youns Man, enticed him to ſuch an atten”. 
For we ſee, that by ſuch Perſons, not only young Men, but alſo old Men, and moſt Noble 


perd iin. Families; yea, and whole Kingdoms are ruinated. Herod, upon theſe Speeches be- 


cenſed againſt gan ſomewhat to relent, and abate his Animoſity againſt A/exand*r, bur encreaſed it 


— ii: Brovier towards Pheror.zs ; for he was the Subje&t of the whole Book. Pheroras perce ving the 


King ſo to truſt ro Archelaws's Friendſhip, that he was led by him to do whac he plealed ; 
he in humble manner came to Archelavs, ſeeking humbly for Succour at his hands, of 
whom he had no: deſerved any Favour. * Archel:vs anſwered him, that he knew no 
« ways to obtain his Pardon, who was guilty of ſo hainous. Crimes ; and convicted, 


©* manifeſtly to haye praCtiſed High Treaſsn againſt the King's own Perſon ; and "_ 
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A *< the canſe of all theſe Miferies that-had now befallen the young Man 3 except that he 
« would lay aftde all (abril dealing, and denying of 'his Faft, and confeſs the Crimes

and to be guilty of all that which was objected againſt him z and rhat the-cauſe which 
moved him to do all theſe things, was the frantick and mad fits he fell into, for the

love of that Woman. After Pheroras had thus become his own Accuſeft, and a Witneſ; pardon. 


B again(c himſelf, Archelaws endeavoured to mitigate Herod's wrath towards him, and 
excuſe his fanlt ; by alledging for example, that his Brother had attempted greater 
matters againſt him whom notwithſtanding, for Relations ſake, he had pardoned: : 
Adding that in every Kingdom, as in mighty bodies, frequently ſome part begins to 
inflame, which notwithſtanding, is not preſently to be cur off, but to be cured by eca- 


fie means. | 
Archelaus uſing many ſpeeches to Herod to this purpoſe, at laſt quite appeaſed his

wrath towards Pheroras, but (till countertented himtelt angry with Alexander, affirm- compellerh 


ing that he would take his Daughter away with him; till, at laſt, he bronght Herod 
of his own accord to intercede for the young Man, not to break the Marriage. Ar- 
chelaus after much entreaty anſwered, that he was willing that the King ſhould be- 
{tow -his Daughter upon any, ſave Alexander, tor he greatly eſteemed his affinity. He- 
rod replied, that if he would not divorce his Daughter trom Alexander he ſhould 
think that he had beſtowed his Son upon him again : For they had no Children, and 
his Daughter was dearly loved by the- young man 3 ſo that if he would permit her ro 


ſtay ſtill there, for her ſake he would pardon all Alexander's offences. Hitherto Arche- 


lanus with much ado agreed, and ſo was reconciled to his Son in-law, and he to his 
Father. Yet Herod affirmed, that he mult needs be ſent to Rome, to ſpeak with Czſar, 
for he had written the whole matter to Ceſar. Thus Archelans craftily delivered his 
Son-in-law from danger 3 and after his reconciliation was made, they ſpent the time 
p in Feaſting and Mirth, Upon Archelaus's departure, Herod gave him ſeventy Talcnts, 
and a Throne of pure Gold, adorned with precious Stones 3 and Eunuchs, and a Con- 
cubine named Parichis 3 and rewarded every one of his Friends according to their 
deſerts. And all the King's Kindred, by this appointment, beſtowed rich Gifts upon 
Archelans ; and both he, and all his Nobility, accompanied him to Antioch. 

Not long after, there came one into Judea tar more ſubtil than Archelaus ; who 
both diſanulled the reconcihation made for Alexander, and cauſed his death allo. 
This Man, named Emrycles, was a Laredemonian born; and brought to Herod rich 
Gifts, as it were for a bait of that he intended. He had (o behaved himſelfin Greece, that 
it could no longer tolerate his excels: And Herod again rewarded him with far great-

p er Gifts than thoſe were that he gave him : But he eſteemed his liberality as nothing, his dearh. 


except it were accompanied with the blood of the Princes. For which cauſe he cir- 


cumvented-the King, partly by flattering him, partly by praiſing him feignedly, and 
eſpecially by his own craft and ſubnlty. : and quickly perceiving his inclination, he 
both in word and deed ſought to pleaſe him 3 fo that the King acconnted him among 
his chiefeſt friends. And both the King and all the Conrt honoured him the more for 


his Country-ſake, becauſe he was a Lacedemonian. But he perceiving the diſtraCti- 
ons of Herod's Houſe, and the hatred between the Brethren, and how the King was 


affected towards each of them, he firſt of all lodged at Arztipater's Houſe 5 making a

ſhew, in the mean while, of good will towards Alexander; pretending, that in times {<!"<% 


paſt he had been much beloved by King Archelans, his Father-in-law : And by this 


friendſhip de- 
ceiverh Alex 


means he quickly infinuated into favour with him, and was conſidered as a friend, and 94. 


a faithful triend. Alexander preſently likewiſe, brought him into friendſhip with A- 
riſtobulus; and he having gained their affe&tions, accommodated himſelf to their hu- 
mours, in order to compals his deſign of adhering to Artipater, and betraying Alex- 


ander, And he often uſed incenling words to Aztipater, as it were chiding him, that 
being eldeſt of the Brethren, he ſo flenderly looked after them, who pretended to 
put him beſides the Crown, which was his right. Many times likewiſe he uſed the 
Iike words to Alexander; admiring that he who was born of a Queen, and a Husband 
to a Queen, would permit one deſcended of a private Woman, ro ſucceed in the King- 


G dom; eſpecially, ſeeing he had ſuch a fair opportunity and means to effett the con- 
trary ; for he might aſſure himſelf of Archelans's help 1n any thing. Alexander ſup- 


poſed he ſpoke as he thonght, becauſe he connterteited friendſhip with Archelans 5 fo 
Ece that

Ariſtobulus to ſpeak to the like effe&t : And having animated them both to complain 1n 


this ſort againſt their Father, he preſently went to Antipater, and diſcloſed: to him all 


their ſecrets, fal{ly adding alſo, a (tory of Jome Treachery which thoſe two Bre- 
thren intended againſt him 3 which was to diſpatch him with 'their Swords. Artz- 
pater rewarded him with a great Sum of Money for this advice, -and commended him 


to his Father, And thus he, being hired to effect the death of Alexander and Ariſtobu- 


lxs; became himſelf their accuſer : Wherenpon, he came to Herod, and told him, that 


in regard of thoſe benefits he had received at his hand, he would now venture his life: 


for hun, by giving him notice of a thing which concerned his own ; which was, that 
Alexander and; Ariſtohnlus bad long ſince reſolved together to kill him, and that he 
only was the cauſe that they pertormed it not,” by promiting them to a{liſt them in the 
matter : That Alexander uſed. theſe ſpeeches, that Herod was not contented. to enjoy 
a Kingdom which was another's right, nor yet to have put Queen Mariazre to death, 
but he would alſo leave the Kingdom belonging to their Anceſtors, to a pernicious 
Baſtard, Antipater. But for this cauſe, he would revenge Hircarms and Marianne's 
death : and that it was not fit that ſach a Man as Aztipater ſhould recave'the King- 
dom without Blood : And every day he had occaſion given him to pertiſt in this re- 
ſolution, for he conld ſpeak nothing without being calumniated; for if any mention 
were made at any time of any ones Nobility, preſently he was upbraided - without 
cauſe ; tor his Father would preſently ſay, There 1s none noble but Alexander, whote 
Father's baſe Birth is a ſhame and diſcredit unto him. And that going a hunting, if 
he held his peace, his Father was offended ; it he praiſed him, then it was faid, he 
mocked : So that in every thing, he found his Father's affe&ion turned from him, and 
that he was only favomable to Atipater 3 fo that he would die with ail his heart, if 
he failed of his purpoſe: If he killed him, his Father-1n-law Archelaus would attord 
him ſafety, towhom he might eaſily flee. And after, he would go to Cſar, (who, as 
yet, knew not Herod's manners) and he would not ſtand before him then, as he did 
betore, terrified becauſe his Father was preſent 3 neither would he only fpeak of his 
own wrongs, but of the — of the whole Nation, who were oppreiled by exaGti- 
ons, even to the death, And then he would lay open on what pleaſures, and after 
what ſort, the Money gotten with Blood was conſumed 5 and who, and what 
kind of Men they were, that were thereby enriched : and what was the cauſe of the 
aftiiction of the City : and there he would bewail the death of his Uncle, and his Mo- 
ther, and unfold all Herod's wickedneſs 3 which being once made manifeſt to the 
World, no Man would account him a Murthcrer of his Father. Emxrycles having fallly 
reported this of Alexander, to Herod, tell preſently topraiſe and extol Antipater ; at- 
tirming that he only loved his Father, and hindred ſuch practices, 


Enrycles, counterfeiting pity for them, and forrow for their misfortune 3 enticed 


that-miſdoubting norbing; he diſcloſed to him all his mind concerning Aztipater, fay- H 
394246. ing; that it wasno wonder though Herod diſ-inherited them of the Kingdom, fince he

Another falſe The King, yet not throughly appealed for that which was paſt, grew into exceed- n 


accuſation of jng fury 5 and Antipater again ſuborned other falſe Witneſles againſt him, who affirm- 
Ts * ed that they were wont to have ſecret talk with Jucundus and Tyrannms, who ſome- 
moves He-04 times were Officers of the King's Cavalry, and now difplaced for ſome offence they 
— + gh had committed. Whereupon, Herod being very angry, preſently tortured them: and 
the King's No- they affirmed, that they were ignorant of all that which was laid to their charge. But 
14 Þryrqmg there was found, and brought to the King a Letter, pretended to be written by A- 
ters in Alex- 1exarder, to the Governour of the Caſtle of Alexandrinm 5 requeſting him, that be 
ander's name. would receive him and his Brother Ariſtobulus into the Caſtle, when he bad killed his 
Father ;. and to afftiſt them both with Arms, and other Necel(laries. Alexander affirm- 
ed that this Letter was counterfeited by Diophantns, the King's Secretary; who was 
boih malicious, and could counterfeit any one's hand ; and who afterwards having 
counterteited many, was at laſt, for the ſame put to death. 

Herod cauſed the Governour of the Caſtle to be tortured, but he confeſſed nothing 
that was laid againſt him : and although he had no good proof of any thing, yet he 
commanded his two Sons to be kept in hold. He likewiſe termed Enrycles ( who was 
the Incendiary of his Houle, -and the breeder of all the miſchief) Author of his ſafety, 
and one who had well dceterved at his hands, and gave him fifty Talents: Who, de- 
parting from Jude before matters were well known, went to Archelaws, and feigning 
that he had reconciled Alexander and Herod, he received there a piece of Monev. 
From thence he went into Achaia, and ſpent that which he had evilly gOt, IN as ba 
manner as he had got un, Laſtly, he was accuſed to Cefar, that he had cauted 4ifſention

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Ain all Achaia, and ſpoiled the Cities 3 for which cauſe he was baniſhed. And this was Boy. $0 
the puniſhment that was inflicted upon him for his treachery to Alexander and Ariſto- ad ra og 
bulus. before Chriſt's 
It is not amiſs here in this place to compare Avaratus of Cons, unto this Ewrycles ; TS 
who being a dear friend to Alexander, and arriving abour the faine (ime that Eurycles Com Evardru, 
did 3 being pat to his Oath, ſware that he heard the young Men fa; nothing 3 though 

indeed his Oath nothing prevailed nor profited them, tor Hero wontd only hear and 

give car to Accuſations, and he highly eſteemed them that would believe them with 

him, and ſhew themſelves moved thereat. 

Moreover, Salome encreaſed his rage againſt his Sonsz for Ariſtobulus minding to 4. 66. 16, 
8 engage her-to affiſt him, being his Mother-in-law and his Aunt, ſent to her, to look © ** 
to her ſelf, as though the King was minded to put her to death, becaule it was report- 
ed to him, that ſhe purpoſed to marry with the King's Enemy, Sex, the Arabian, to 
whom ſhe privily revealed the King's Secrets : This was the utter ruine of the young 
Men, wherewith they were overthrown, as it were with a violent Tempeſt. For preſent- 
ly Salome went to the King, and told him of what Ari/tobulxs had admoniſhed her: And #7, by $+- 
he becoming outragious, cauſed both his Sons to be bound, and imprifoned in ſeveral jqpagoon® 
places. Then he ſent Volummins, General of his Army, and Olympus,one of his familiar his Sons. 
Friends, to Ceſar, to carry the Informations againſt his Sons 1n writing who failing 715,927 whe 
to Rome, after their arrival, dclivered the King's Letters. And C2ſar was very f{orry 9d, 3561- 
c for the young Men ; yet he permitted the Father to do what he would to his Children; ejee Civiſe's 
and ſo writ to him, that he ſhould have licence to do what he thought good: Yet he - Ay 
ſignified to him, that he ſhoulil do better to call his Nobles together, and let them 
make enquiry concerning the Treaſons 3 and then, it he found them guilty of thoſe 
things whereof they were accuſed, to put them to death. 

Hereupon Herod, according to C2ſar's direction, went to Berytum, and there ga- Aur. kb. 16. 
thered an Aſſembly to fit in Judgment 3 the chief in that Judgraenz were the Gover- =—_ 
nours that Ceſar in his. Letters appointed. Saturninus and Pedanins prelided, and hn 
with them Volumnizs, Intendant of the Province; next the King's Kindred, and $a- againſt Alex- 
lome and Pheroras ;, and then the Nobility of Syria, Archelaws only excepred ; who, —_— 4 
D becauſe he was Father-in-law to his Son, Herod ſuſpetted-him to be partial. But he : 
ſuffered not his Sons to'come into Judgment, for he knew that the very fight of them 
would have moved all Men to, compathon: And moreover, if they were permitted to 
ſpeak for themſelves, that Alexander would ealily have acquitted. them both : For 
which cauſe they were kept in Platar, a Village of Sidoria. The King beginning his #794 zccu- 
Oration, was as vehement, as though they had been preſent againſt whom he ſpake : {50,8 50s 
, But he was half afraid to objeCt any Treaſon againſt them, becauſe he had no proat meac. 
thereof, and therefore he aggravated their opprobrious words, ipjaries and offences, 
which they had committed againſt him, which he affirmed to be more unſufferable 
than death. 

FE At laſt (when no Man contradicted him) he began to complain of their filence, 

which ſeemed to condemn him ; and thereupon, requeſted every'one' to 'give their eras Sen- 

Verdi. And firſt of all, Saturninus condemned his Sons, bat not to die; faying, rence againit 

that he had three Sons preſent, and he could not be fo ſevere, as to judge other Mens "* 

Sons to death. The two other Delegates alſo affirmed the ſame, and fome others tol- 

lowed their advice : But Volumnizs was the firſt that pronounced the forrowtul Sen- 

tence; after whom all the reſt followed ; ſome to flatter Herod, ſome for hatred they 

bare him, but none for any indignation againſt the young Men. Then all Ju4ea and 

Syria expefted an end of this Tragedy 3 yet no Man thought Herod fach a Tyrant, as to 

Put his two Sons to death. Herod cauſed his Sons to be bronghr to Tyre, and from 

thence, by Ship, he conveyed them to Ceſarea, bethinking himſelf what death he 

ſhould put them to. In the'mean time, 'there was an old Soldier of the Kings, named To, an old

O King, 

thou ſcexreſt to me moſt unhappy, who giveſt credit to wicked and vile Perſons, againſt thy 

deareſt Sons; for Pheroras and Salome thou believeſt before thine own Children, whore, 

G notwithſtanding, thou haſt often foun4 to have deſerved death ; and thou perceiveſt not 

that they do this, to the intent to make thee want lawful Succeſſors, and leave thee none

ment, was purpoſed to have killed him. Many that were preſent, thought it was a 
device of the young Man, to free his Father from torments 3 but others were per- 
ſwaded that it was true. Upon this, Herod made a ſpeech unto the People, wherein 
he inveighed againſt the Officers of his Army, and Tyro, and made the People arm 
m_ ent themſelves, and kill them with ſtaves and ſtones. After which, he ſent his Sons to 
Sons to be - Sebaſtz, which was not far from Czſarea, and there he cauſed them to be ſtrangled;

CHAP. XVIII. 
Of Antipater's Conſpiracy againit his Father Herod. 
Ant, lib. 17. Ntipater now hoped without all controverſie to ſucceed in the Kingdom, but he 
cap. 21, became generally hated of the whole Nation; for it was openly known, that 


he, by falſe Calumniations, had cauſed his Brethrens death. And on the other fide 
he ſtood 1n no little fear of their Children, whom he perceived to begin to grow to 
years : For Alexander had by Glaphyra two.Sons, Tygranes and Alexander : and Ari- 
ftobulus had by Bernice, Daughter to Salome, five Children; to wit, three Sons, He- 
- rod, Agrippa, and Ariſtobulus z and two Daughters, Herodias and Mariamne. Herod, 
after he had put Alexander to death, ſent away Glaphyra with her Dowry into Cappa- 

docia; and married Bernice, Ariſtobulus's Wite, to Antipaters Uncle 5 for Artipater 
had deviſed this Match to become friends with Salome, whom before he hated and en- 
Antipater Vied. He alſo by his great Gifts, ſought to get Pheroras's favour, and the Friend- 
ſtrivern by ſhip of ſuch as were Friends to Ceſar, ſending to that end great ſums-of Money to 
outs and, Rome, He gave Saturnins, and all the reſt, great Riches in Syria. But the more he 
creepinto gave, the more he was hated of all Men; for every one conſidered his Preſents, not M 
Men's favours. 1; proofs of his Liberality, bur as effe&s of his Fear; ſo that he got not the love of 
them upon whom he beſtowed them; and they to whom he gave nothing, were ſo 

much the more his Enemies. Yet he continued his bounty rather than diminiſhed it, 

when he ſaw, againſt his expectation, Herod made much of theſe Orphans, whoſe Pa- 

rents he had (lain. Intending to ſhew how much he repented their deaths, by the 

pity and compaſſion he took of their Children. For aſſembling together his friends, he 

| _ cauſed the Children to be placed by him; and the tears ſtandin in his eyes, he ſaid, 
_—_— Since my ill Fortune hath taken away from me the Fathers of theſe Children, there is no care 
wy —_ ſo great, which Nature, and my compaſſion of their preſent condition, obligeth me not to 
expreſliog the take of them, Wherefore I will JL Hehe , that ſeeing I have been a moſt unfortunate 
made hen Father, I may be a moſt affeFionate Grand-father 5 and leave them who are moſt dear un- 
on towards to ze, to reign after me.

——_" "BY inſtead of a Father to him : and to your Son, Antipater (ſaid he) I aſſure the Darghter 
rrotherh his of Ariſtobulus, that ſo you may be the ſame to, her, and my Son Herod, Grand-ſon by his 
Nephei's8 Mother to Simon the High. Prieſt, ſhall marry her Siſter. This is my will and pleaſure, 
touching this matter, and let no Man who loveth me ſeek to alter it. And I _ Al- 

mighty God to proſper theſe Marriages to the good of my Country, and of theſe my Nephews 3 

and to look upon theſe Children with a more favourable eye than he did upon their Fathers. 

Having thus ſpoken, he wept, and joyned the Children's hands, and courteouſ]y fa- 

lating every one, diſmiſſed the Council. CE

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A At this attion Artipater was ſo amazed, that all the Orphans well perceived it. , > 
For now he thought himſelf diſhonoured by his Father, and that he ſtood in great bo xd og 
danger, ſeeing that Alexander's Son was ike to have both Archelaus and Pheroras the vefore Chriſt's 
Tetrarch to prote& him. Moreover he conſidered how he was hated, and how the O22 
People compaſſionated the Children that were Fatherlefs ; and look'd upon him as the x 
Martherer of their Fathers. Wherefore he reſolved by all means polltble to break 
theſe Marriages. Yet he feared to inſinuate any thing to his Father cunningly, who 
was now very ſuſpicious and miſtruſtful z and therefore went openly unto him to 
make his hamble ſuit and requeſt to him; that he would not leave him without Ho- 
nour, nor deprive him of that Succeſſion, which before he had judged him worthy 

B of, by giving him only the bare Title of King, and leaving the authority of the 
Kingdom in other Mens power. For it would be mmpoſlible for him to obtain the 
Kingdom, if Alexander's Son were ( belides Archelaws his favour ) made Son-in-law 
to Pheroras. Wherefore he earneſtly pray'd him, that ſeeing he had many Daughters, eros Chil. 
he would change theſe Marriages : For the King had nine Wives, and by ſeven of dren by his 
them he had Children ; Artipater by Doris, Herod by Mariamne, Daughter of Sm: leyen Wiyes. 
the High Prieſt, Archelaws by Malthace the Samaritan, and a Daughter call'd Olympias, 
whom his Brother Joſeph married : and by Cleopatra of Feruſalew, Herod and Philip, 
and by Pals, Phaſer, he had two other Daughters alto, Roxane* and Salome, one 
of them by Phedra, and the other by Elpis. He had likewiſe two Wives, by whom 
he had no Iſſue, his Couſin and Niece and befides theſe he had two Daughters by 

C Mariamne, Siſter to'Alexander and ——_— Wherefore Aztipater ſeeing his Father 
had ſuch choice of Daughters, requeſted the Marriages to be altered. 

The King well perceiving his mind and purpoſe towards the Orphans, and calling er is per- 
to remembrance the misfortune of his Sons, whom he had put to Death, he judg'd ſwaded by 
that if ever he found occaſion, he would be as induſtrious to deſtroy the Children by OS - 
Calumnies, as he had done their Fathers 3 and fo falling into great danger with {harp break eff the 
words he drove him out of his Preſence; yet hw he ſo flattered Herod, that he 5% 
got the Marriages to be altered. And firſt of all he joyned Ariſtobulww's Daughter 
with Arztipater himſelf, and his Son to Pheroras's Daughter. Here one may ſee what 

D Antipater could do by flattering Speeches :. For Salome, in the like matter, could not 
ſpeed, although ſhe was his Siſter, and procured many times the Emperour's Wife 
to ſpeak for her, that ſhe might marry with Sy/ews the Arabian, yet was ſhe not per- 
mitted fo to do. But Herod {wore that he would account her as an utter Enemy, ex- 
cept ſhe would deſiſt from that purpoſe; and afterward, againſt her Will, he married 
her to Alexas, a friend of his; and one of her Daughtcrs to Alexander's Son, and the 
other to Antipater's maternal Uncle. 

As for Mariamne's Daughters, one of them w as married to Axtipater, his Siſter's Son, 4r.1. r7.c. 3. 
the other to Phaſelus, his Brother's Son. When Axtipater had quite-overthrown the pate 
hope of the Orphans, and joyned affinity as he thought good, he now held himſelf on the nk eng 
ſure ground: And adding confidence to his malice, he became intolerable to all 
Men. And ſeeing he could not avoid their hatred, he now ſought by fear to work 
his own ſafetyz and ſo much the more, becauſe Pheroras now afſliſted him, as one 
that was confirmed and eſtabliſhed for King. Alſo the Women in the Court fell at , ,,_ 
variance, and raiſed anew broil : for Pheroras's Wite, with her Mother and her Siſter, ES 
and the Mother of Artipater did behave themſelves very inſolently in many things, dies in the 
towards two of the King's Daughtersz of which A-tipater, who hated them, was very 
glad, none of the other Women, except Salome, daring to oppoſe this Cabal. But $4- 
lome went to the King, and told him that their - meetings were not for his ſer- 
vice. 

The Women underſtanding how ſhe had informed the King, and that he was of- 
fended thereat, they met no more together openly, but abſtained from their wont- 
ed familiarity 3 and in the King's hearing feigned to fall out one with another. Ar- 
tipater alſo made the ſame ſhew, ſo that he ſtuck not openly to affront Pherorgs : not- 
withſtanding they had Meetings and Banquets in the Night, and the unity was the 
more confirmed, the more they perceived themſelves to be noted 3 for Szlozre knew 
all this, and told it to the King. The King was very angry, and eſpecially againſt 
Pheroras*s Wife, whom chiefly Salome blamed : and having called together all his Kin- 
dred and friends, he accuſed her before them amongſt other things, that ſhe had be- Anr. iis. 17. 
haved her ſelf contumeliouſly towards his Daughters, and that ſhe affiſted the Phari- ©? 4

that Antipater ſhould be King, and. after bim Herod the Son of Mariamne, Daughter 
of the High-Prieſt. But Syllews the Arabian, neglecting Ceſar's commandment, at the 
ſame time ſailed to Rowe, there to contend with Artipater, about matters which were 
before in controverſie between him and Vicholaws. - He had alſo a great contention 
with Aretas his King, whoſe friends he had {lain, and amongſt others, Sohemws, the 
moſt wealthy Man 1n all the Country of Petra; and Fabatws, Ceſar's Procurator, 
whom he had corrupted, aſſiſted him againſt Herod, But Herod afterwards givin 
Fabatws a greater ſum of Money, alienated him from SyUe45, and by this means dif- 
patched that which Ceſar commanded : and becauſe Fabatws reſtored nothing, he accu- 
Fabatw Ce- fed him, that he was. Procurator, not for Ceſar, but for Herod : wberewith Fabatus

vere!h Syllew his ſecrets, and ſignified to the King, how that Sy//2u5 had corrupted Corinthws one of K 


ſecrets. his Guard, whom he adviſed to be taken and kept in hold. The King more ealily 
hearkned to his counſel, becauſe Corirthus, though always brought up in the King's 
Court, yet was born in Arabia. Wherefore he preſently took him, and two other A- 
rabians that were found with him 3 one of them was Sy/ews's friend, and the other 
Phylarchus. Upon their examination they confeſſed, that Corinthus for a great ſum of 
Money was hired to kill the King. After this they were ſeat to Saturnirus, Governour 
of Syria, and by him to Rome. 


CHAP. XIX. 


L 
How Herod ſhould have been poyſoned, and how the Treaſon was diſcovered, 
Herod baniſh- Erod ſtill urged Pheroras to forlake his Wife : for he knew not how elſe to pu- 
+ H niſh her, having many matters againſt her : which becauſe he would not yield 
ind his wife, £0, at laſt he was ſo moved, that he baniſh'd them both. Pheroras taking this injury 
patiently, departed to his Terrarchy, taking an Oath that his baniſhment ſhould en- 
dure as long as Herod lived z and that whilſt he lived, he would never come any 
more to him : And accordingly he would not come to viſit him when he was fick, 
notwithſtanding he was often-:ſent for, when (as he thought) he lay on his Death- 
bed, and would gladly have imparted ſomething to him : but contrary to all hope 
he recovered, and afterwards Pheroras fell ſick. At which time Herod ſhewed his 
patient and humble Mind ; for he went to him, and very kindly ſought help for him 
Pheroras died but he was too far ſpent, and a few days after died : and although Herod loved him 
and was buri- nntil his dying day, yet was it bruted abroad, that he poyſoned him. Herod cauſed 
cd in Jer®-: His body to be. brought to Jeruſalem, and commanded all the Nation to mourn, 
and baried him with a ſumptuous funeral. Thus one of the Murtherers of Alexander 
and Ariſtobulus came to this end : but ſhortly after, the revenge of that wicked fact 
Ant. 1. 19.c.7. fell upon Artipater, who was the chief Author thereof. For certain freed Men that 
belonged to Pheroras came in mournful manner to Herod, and complained to him, that N 
his Brother Pheroras was poyſoned, and that his own Wife had given him a drink, 
| which, as ſoon as he had drunk, he preſently fell ſick ; that two days before his fickne(s, 
Awitchot there came a Witch out of Arabia, ſent for by his Mother and Siſter, to give him a 
Love-potion 3 and that ſhe in ſtead thereof, through S$y/25's inducements, had given 
him poyſon 3 for ſhe was of Sy/2#'s acquaintance. | 
The King moved with this diſcourſe cauſed divers of Pherorgs freed Men, and freed 
— Women to be put to torture; and one of them impatient of the pain, exclaim- 
menin cheir £d in this wiſe : O God, ruler of Heaven and Earth, revenge us upon Amtipater's 
torruress Mother, who is the cauſe of theſe our evils. When the King underſtood thus 
much, he became more eager to ſearch out the truth; and the Women diſcloſed An- 0 


tipater's Mothers intelligence with Pheroras and: the other Women, and their ſecret 
meetings 3 and that when Pheroras and Artipater came from the Palace, they wg" «

room with them; and one of the Libertines Wives revealed this. ' And when EVETY World, 3916.

it was evident wherefore Arztipater had'complotted 't6 go to” Rome, and Pheroras be- rt 


yond the River Fordar. For they were often wont to ſay, that Herod having killed 
Aexander and” Ariſtobulus, would next come to us and our Wives : and that it was 
anlike that he would ſpare any one, whor ſpared not Mariamne and her Sons; and 
therefore it was beſt to flee as far as poſlible from ſuch a wild Beaſt. © They alſo de- 
pos'd that Artipater was often wont to complain to his Mother, that now he grew 
gray-haired, his Father became young and Juſty ; that himſelf -might die perhaps 
B before him, and that though tvs Father died firit, yet he ſhould enjoy the pleaſure 
of the Kingdom but a ſhort time. That moreover, the heads of Hidra, that is to 
ſay, Alexander and Ariſtobulws's Sons began to ſpring up again : and that, he could 
not reaſonably hope to Jeave the Kingaom- to his Sons, tice Herod had declar'd 
that he would have it go after him to Herod the Son of Mariamne; wherein he was 
perſwaded that he doated, if fo be he thotght his Will ſhould be of force; for he 
would take ſuch an order, that he would have none of all his Progeny alive 3 and 
that Herod was the greateſt hater of his Sons of any Father in the World : and was 
not therewithal contented, but he alſo hated' his own Brethren. A proof whereof 


was, that he not long ago gave him an hundred Talents, that he ſhould have no more . 


commerce with Pheroras: and that when *Pheroras asked wherein he had hurt him, 
Antipater anſwered, I would to- God' that he would take away all from us to our 
ſhirts, and leave us only our lives 3 bar ſaid he, it is impoſlible to eſcape this dange- 
rous Beaſt, who will not ſaffer Men openly to ſhew friendſhip to one another. Thus 
we are rednc'd to that paſs that we cannot meet but in ſecret : yet if we bear the 
hearts and hands of Men, the time will be when we may talk and meet openly. The 
Women in Torments diſcloſed theſe ſpeeches, and that Pheroras was determined to flee 
with the reſt to Petra, Herod believed all theſe Sayings, and the rather becauſe of 
that which was ſaid concerning the hundred Talents: For he faid nothing of the fame 
to any one but to Artipater. 


* Now firſt of all he turn'd his fary upon Dorzs, Antipater's Mother : and taking from p,;, Antipa 


her all the Jewels which he had beſtowed upan her, of the value of many Talents, tr Mocher

men from Torments 3 yet he became ſo prone to ſuſpicion, that he tortured many ne}... 


that were innocent, leſt he ſhould let any efcape that were guilty. Amongſt others & tc Palace, 


he baniſh'd her. When his Wrath was ſomewhat appeaſed, he releaſed Pheroras's Wo- 


Antipater the Samaritan, who was Steward to his Son Antipater, ng Formemy 
confeſſed, that his Son Artipater had procured poyſon out of Egypt to; kill him, by 
means of a friend of Artiphilus ; which poyſon Thendion, Artipater's Uncle took of 
him, and delivered to Pheroras, whom Antipater charged to diſpatch Herod whilſt 
he was at Rome, far from ſuſpicion 3 and that Pheroras gave his Wife the poyſon to 
F keep. Whereupon the King _ for her, commanded her to bring forth the poy- 

fon : and (he, making as though ſhe went forth to fetch it, caſt her (elf headlong 
down from a Gallery, thereby to prevent the Torments, which, if ſhe were convidt- 
ed, they would inflict upon her. But by the Providence of God ( as it ſhould ſeem) 
it came to paſs thar ſhe fell not on her head, but on her fide, and fo eſcaped death, to 
the end that God might inflict puniſhment upon Artipater. And being brought to 
the King, as ſoon as ſhe was come to her ſelf (for ſhe was amazed with the fall) the 
King demanded of her, wherefore ſhe had done fo, and ſwore unto her, if that ſhe 
would truly diſcloſe all, he would pardon her; bur if ſhe told an untruth, her body 
ſhould be torn in pieces with torment, and not be buried. She a while held her 


F peace, and at laſt ſaid, Wherefore ſhould I keep any thing ſecret, ſeeing Pheroras is Pherrs wife 
dead, to ſave Antipater, who hath cauſed all this miſchief? Hear, O King, and God, 


weeping by Pheroras as he lay a dying, he called me to him, and ſaid, See, Wife, how Poyſon. 


much 1 was deceived concerning my Brother's love tewards me; for I hated and 
ſought to kill him, who thus loved me, and forroweth ſo much for me, though I 
am not yet dead : but truly I am juſtly rewarded for my Iniquity. And now (Wife) 
bring me hither the poyſon which was left by Atipater in your keeping for my Bro- 
ther, and make it away before my face, that I carry not with me to Hell a guilty 
Conſcience for that Crime. So I brought it as he defired me, and the moſt part of 
Git I calt into the fire, where it was conſumed, and kept a little thereof, for fear of 
miſchances, and of you. And having thus ſaid, ſhe brought forth a box which had 
n it a very little of the poyſon. Hereupon the King tortured the Brother and _—

CHAP. XX. 
How Antipater's malicious pradices againſt Herod, were diſcover d and puniſy'd. 


FT" He arrival of Bathyl/us was the laſt proof of Artipater's Crime, and confirm'd 
all the reſt. This Bathyl/xs was one of his freed Men, and brought from Rome 
another ſort of Poyſon, compos'd of that of Aſps and other Serpents 3 to the end, 
that if the firſt proved too weak, and; took not effe&, then Pheroras and his Wife 
might make an end of the King with this. And for the height of Antipater's wick- 
edneſs, he alſo had given this Man Letters, which he had written to Hero4 againſt g 

Antipate's Archelazs and Philip his Brethren, who were at that time brought up at Rome to ſtu- 
—_— dy, being very hopeful young Men : and for that Artipater feared they might be 
law and Phi- ſome hindrance to him in that which he expected, he deviſed all means poſlible to 
lip his brother make them away. And the better to effeft this purpoſe, he counterfeited Letters in 
his friends name that were at Rowe, and for Money got others to write, that theſe 
two young Men uſed in taunting-wiſe to rail againſt their Father, and openly to 
complain of the death of Alexander and Ariſtobulus : and that they took it ill that 
they were ſent. for home (for their Father had ſent word that they ſhould come a- 
way ) at which alſo Aztipater was much troubled. For before his departure from 
Judga to Rome, he procured ſuch like Letters to be forged againſt them at Rome ; , 
and fo delivering them to his Father, to avoid all ſuſpicion, he ſeemed to excuſe 
his Brethren 3. affirming ſome things that were written to be Lyes, other things to be 
Antipater gi- Offences whereunto young Men were prone. At the ſame time, he gave great ſums 
—__— of Money to them in whoſe name he had written the Letters againit his Brethren : 
Woh hereby, as it were hiring them to be. ſecret. For the concealment of which ſubor- 
counterfeir nation from Herod's knowledge, he bought much rich Houſhold-ſtuff and Tapiſtry of 
nn curious Work, and Plate, and many things more, amounting, by his account to the 
ſum of two hundred Talents, which he pretended was to be imployed in Preſents, 
in proſecuting the buſineſs againſt Sy/2459. But the miſchief which he provided a- 
gainſt was inconſiderable, in compariſon of thoſe which he had more reaſon to fear; 
and it cannot be ſufficiently admired, that though all thoſe that had been tortured 
gave evidence againſt him, how that he practiſed his Father's death, and the Letters 
witneſſed how again he went about to make away other two of his Brethren; yet, 
for all this, none of them who went out of Judea to Rome, bare him ſo much good 
will as ta give him intelligence what troubles were in. the Court at home, although 
it was ſeven Months before he returned to Judea from Rome. Peradventure they who 
were minded to tell him all, were forced to hold their peace by conſideration of the 

blood of Alexander and Ariſtobulus which cried for Vengeance againſt him. 

| At laſt he ſent Letters from Rome to his Father, that now he would ſhortly:return 
= =_ !5- home, and that Ceſar had treated him very honourably. The King deſired greatly to 
Antipater is have the Traytor in his Power : And fearing that if he had inkling of:matters he would 
LY look to himſelf, feigned great kindneſs towards him, and ſent back again unto him 
many kind Very loving Letters, willing him to haſten his Return : which if he did, poſtibly he 
words to ha- might obtain Pardon for his Mother's offence : for Aztipater had underſtood that ſhe

' Antipater received a Letter at Tarentum, whereby he underſtood the death of Pie- 
roras, and greatly lamented it 3 which divers that knew nothing thought well of. 
Yet as far as one may conjecture, the cauſe of his grief was, that his Treaſon had not 
gone forward as he wiſhed, and that he feared leſt that which had paſled might 
come to light, and leſt the Poyſon ſhould be fonnd. Yet when he came to Cilicia, 
and there received his Father's Letters before-mentioned, he then made great haſte 
homeward. When he came to Celenderis, he began to refle& more upon lus yr 90A $ 
| iſgrace, 
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A diſgrace, his mind as it were preſaging ſome {iniſter*fortune. 
his friends about him, counſelled him not to go to his Father, till ſuch time as he 


be feared, that he would be accuſed alſo of the ſame Crime that was laid to his Mo- 
ther's charge. But the more 1imprudent being rather deſirous to {ee their Country, 
than to contrive what was expedient for Artpater, prelled him to make haſte, leſt 
his long delay ſhould breed any ſuſpicion in his Father, and lelt thereby he ſhould 
give occaſion to malignant People to raiſe ſlanders : For, faid they, if any thing 
had paſſed _ you 3 1t was 1n your ablence;z and were you in preſence no Man 
durſt do or ſpeak againſt you 5 and it were a very unwiſe part, for uncertain ſaſpici- 
B ons, to deprive himſelt of certain felicity, and not to return ſpeedily to his Father, 
and receive a Crown from his hands, which he could place upon no other head but 
his. This counſel (as his ill fortune would have it) Aztipater followed, and fo ar-

came near him. For although he was always hated, yet before they durſt not ſhew their 
hatred. . But now. they abſtain from coming to him for fear of the King 3 becauſe 
the rumour of thoſe things which Artipater had done was known in every City, and 
to every Man, only Artipater himſelf was ignorant thereof. For there was never any 
Man brought thither with greater Pomp than he, when he was to fail to Rome; 
Cc and never Man more. baſely entertained at his return. And now apprehending the 

danger at home, he craftily made himſelf ignorant thereot 3 and norwihſtaking 
that he was almoſt dead for fear, yet in his countenance he counterfeited confidence. 
For he could not now poflibly make any eſcape, nor rid himſelf out of the preſent 
danger : and yet he heard no certain news of matters at Court, becauſe the King by 
an Edict had forbidden all Men to give him notice thereof : So that many times he 
comforted himſelf thus; that either all matters concerning him were yet ſecret ; or 
if any thing was come to light, that he by Policy and Impudence could acquit him- 
ſelf thereof ; for thoſe two were his only Weapons. Being thus determined, he went 
to the King's Palace alone, without any of his friends and followers, who at the very 
D firſt gate, were moſt contumeliouſly repulſed. By chance Varws, the Ruler of Syria, 
was there 3 and then boldly going into his Father's preſence, he advanced bold- 
ly near him, to ſalute him. But Herod putting him back with his hands, and ſhaking 
his head, cried out, What thou that haſt 
yet preſume to offer to embrace me, being guilty of ſo many Treaſons ! Mayeſt thou iſ, 
wretch, as thy crimes deſerve. Come not near me till thou haſt cleared thy ſelf of a 
is laid to thy charge ;, for thou ſhalt have juſtice, and Varus ſhall be thy Fudge, who is by 
good fortune now here, Go and premeditate how to acquit thee againſt to Morrow, which 
is all the time I will give thee to do it.

Theſe and others being brought in, Artipater alſo came 
in after them, and proſtrating himſelf before his Father's teet, he faid, I beſeech yor, 
F dir, bear no prejudicate opinion againſt me, and lend me an open ear, whilſt 
ſelf; for if you pleaſe to give me leave, I will prove my ſelf guiltleſs. Herod command- 
ing him to hold his tongue, ſpake thus unto Varws : I know well, Varus, that you, or

This Fellow once warned me, 
that whilit Alexander lived I ſhould beware of him, and not put every one in truſt with 
my Perſon : This is he who was wont to go before me into my Bed-chamber, and look about 
in every Corner, let any ſhould have lain in wait to have attempted any Treaſon againſt 
me : This is he who watched by me in my ſleep, and in whom I thought my ſclf ſecure ; 
who comforted me when I mourned for them that were put to death, This js he who gave K 
me good or ill charaters of his Brethren when they were alive. This was my defender 
and champion. O Varus, when I remember his crafts and ſubtilties, and all his counter-

B corrupting .of Pheroras, who by Artipater was drawn in. to purpale the Murther of we 
his Brother and King, and how he had alſo corrupted the King's deareſt friends : and perorarion. 
{o filled the whole Court with wickedneſs. When he bad accuſed hum of many other 

things, and brought proof thereof, he ended his ſpeech. 

Then YVarws commanded Aztipater to make anſwer to thete things, and ſeeing thar The poyſon 
he continued lying on the gronnd, and {aid nothing more, but God was witneſs uf ws ward 
his innocency 3 he called for the Poylon, and gave 1t one who was condernned to mg 
die, who having drunk thereof, preſently died. Then FVarw talked apart with 
Herod; and what was done there in that Council he wiit unto Ceſar, and the next 
day he departed. And when Herod had put Artipater in Priſon, he ſent Meſlenyers 
C unto Ceſar, to inform him of his hard fortune and calamity. After this it was dit- 
covered that Antipater delign'd the death of Salome. For one of Amntiphilns's Servants 
came from Rome, and brought Letters from Acxre, who was one of Julia's Maids, 
which ſhe writ to the King, telling him that ſhe found a Letter of Salome's among Ju- 
lids; which for good will (he had ſent him. Theſe Letters which ſhe affirmed to be 
Salome's contained many invettives againſt Herod, and many accufſarions. But theſe 
Letters were feigned by Artipater, who tor Money had pertwaded Aczre to write them yn 
in her own name; as the Letter that ſhe writ to Aztipater evidently ſhewed ; for ſhe-4rriparer. 
writ as followeth. 

I have writ to your Father as you _—_— me, and ſent alſo other Letters ;, and I aſſure 
mn my ſelf he will not ſpare his Siſter, if he do but read the Letters. Tou may do well, ſeeing 
I have performed all your requeſts, to be mindful of your promiſe. Thus Letter againſt yulome 
and others, being tound to be counterfeited, the King began to doubt that Alexan- 
der was made away by ſuch connterfeited Letters 3 and he remember'd that he had 
almoſt put his Siſter ro «death, throngh Amtipater's device. Wherefore | he reſolved 
no longer tc delay to puniſh him for all; yer was he hindred by a great ſickneſs from 
accompliſhing his purpoſe. He only ſent Letters to Ceſar concerning Acme's treache- ,;,,zinerq. 
ry and faiſe accuſation of Salome; and changed his Teſtament, and blotted ont the eth Antiparer's 
name of Aztipater, and in his room writ Aztipas, leaving out Archelans and Philippys, Punitument, 
who were the elder Brethren, becauſe Antipater had render'd them odious to him. das - 
F He bequeathed to Argnſt#s a thouſand Talents, belides many other rich gifts: and to Tame our of 
his Wite the Empreſs, and Children, and Kindred, and Freed Men, above five hun- * ment: 
dred 3 he alſo gave great gifts to others, either in Land or Money, and left to his Siſter 
Salome great riches.

for the death of his Children, that though he were in health, yet he took no plea- 
lure in any thing 3 and his {ickneſs was fo much rhe more grievous to him, becauſe 
that Aztipater was yet alive; but he purpoſed to put him to death as ſoon as he was 
recovered of his ſickneſs. To increaſe his Calamity, there aroſe a tumult among the 
People.

The King hereat was 
ſo greatly moved with anger, that for all his Diſeale, he went torth and made a Speech 
to the People, wherein he inveighed againſt theſe Pertons as Sacrilegiousz who, under 
prerence and colour of their Country-laws and Religion, attempted ſome great mat- K 
ter; and he adjudged them as impious People, worthy of Death. The People fear- 
ing that he would torture many to learn who had favoured the act, requeſted him that 
only the Authors and Actors of that Crime, might receive puniſhment ; and that he 
The young Would remit the offence to all the People beltdes.

Herod ſeekerh NENT laid upon him, for the death of the two Doctors. Herod, notwithſtanding he 


. remedy in his was afflicted with ſo many and grievous ficknetles, yet he was deſirous to live, and 


—— ſought remedy, in hope of health. Atlaſt, he patied over Fordar, where he ulcd che 

warm Waters of Caliroe, which run into the Lake of A/ſphaltites 5 and are fo ſweet, 
that Men uſe to drink of them. There the Phylicians cauſed his body to be bathed 
in hot Oyl, and he was therewith ſo weakened, that his ſenſe failed, and he was as 
though he were dead ; whereat thoſe that were about him being troubled, with their 
cries they cauſed him to look up ; and now deſpairing of lite, he cauſed fifty Drachmes x4 
to be diſtributed to every Soldier, and great Sums of Money to the Captains and his 
friends. 

As he returned, when he came to Jericho, he was in a very great likelihood to dic 
and his melancholy put into his head a wicked reſolution : For he cauſed the chict 
Men of every Town and Village in all Judza tc be a{lembled together, and then he (hut 
them up in a place called the Hippodrome - And calling unto him his Siſter Salozve, 
and Alexas her Husband 3 I krow (ſaid he) that the Fews will make Feaſts for joy of my 
death ; yet if you will do what I deſire, it fhall be mourned for, and I ſhall have a remark- 
able Funeral, As ſoon as I have given up the Ghoſt, cauſe my Soldiers to encompaſs theſe 
Men whom I have here in hold, and kill them all : By this means all Jadza, and every N 
= omvale- Flouſhold thereof ſhall have cauſe to lament. After he had commanded this to be done, 
Ars ddach, thoſe whom he had ſent to Rowe, brought him Letters, wherein was ſhewed how Ace, 
and bring Ler- Julia's Servant, was by Ceſar's Command put to death, and Antipater adjudged Wor- 
hore Heng tDY tO die: yet Ceſar writ, that if his Father had rather baniſh him, ke permitted it.

But the chiefeſt of them didnot only deny to do it, but allo went pre- SAA 
ſently to the King, and told him what Aztipater requeſted. Herod hearing this, lifted Wort, ao. 
up his voice with more ſtrength than was meet for a ſick Man, and commanded his #fter Corifts 
Guard togo and kill Aztipater, and bury him in the Caſtle called Hircanion. And now + 
again he altered his Teſtament, and appointed 4rche/aus his eldeſt Son King, and Anti- Anipater's 
pas his yy Brother Tetrarch.

rod died ; having reigned thirty and four years after he ſlew Antigonus, and thirty ſeven <p 
years after the Romayxs had declared him King. In many things he was as fortunate as 

any Man ; for being born but a private Perſon, he got the Crown, and kept ir, and 

lefr it to his Poſterity : But in his Domeftick Aﬀairs, he was moſt unfortunate. Sale, 

B beforeit was known to the Soldiers that the King was dead, weat forth wich her Huſ- 

band, and releaſed all thoſe that were in hold, whom the King had commanded to be 

ſlain; ſaying, that the King's mind was altered, and therefore he gave them all licence 

to depart ; And after their departure, the King's death was publiſhed to the King's Sol- pwrid's death 
diers; who, together with the other multitude were aſſembled in the Amphitheatre at fgnitied © 
Jericho, by Ptolomy, Keeper of the King's Seal ; who madea Speech to them, and told ***>916iers 
them that Herod was now happy ; and he comforted the Multitude, andread untothem 

a Letter which the King left, wherein he earneſtly requeſted the Soldiers to favour and 

love his Succeſſor. After the Epiſtle read he recited the King's Teſtament, wherein 

Philip was appointed Heir of Trachonitis, and the places thereunto adjoyning ; Arti- 

C pas Tetrarch, and Archelaus King. He > oe his Ring tobe carried to Ce/ar, to 

whom he referred the cognizance and diſpoſal of all with tull Authority ; requiring, 

that as to any thing elſe his ſaid Teſtament ſhould be performed. 

This was no ſooner read, but preſently the Skies were filled with the voices and cres ,,,,,... 
of the people, who congratulated Archelaus; and the Soldiers and the People promiled claimed Kiog 
to ſerve him faithfully, and wiſhed him a happy Reign. This done, the next care was ?fer his ba 
about the King's Funeral, on which Archelass ſpared no coſt, but buried the King wich Ae. 
all Royal Pomp poſſible. The Herſe whereon he was carried, was adorned with Gold pous Funeral. 
and Precious Stones ; upon it lay a Bed wrought with Purple, whereupon was laid the 
dead Corps of the King, covered alſo with Purple, a Crown and Diadem of pure Gold 
n 92 his Head, and a Scepter in his Right hand. About the Herſe were his Sons and 

Kinsfolk ; and the Guard, and Bands of Thracians, Germans and Gauls, all went be. 
fore in order, as though they had gone to Wars. The reſt of the Soldiers, in Warlike 
order, followed their Captains and Leaders ; and five hundred of his Servants and 
Freed-men carried Perfumes. And thus the Corps was carried the ſpace of two hun- 
dred Furlongs from Jericho, to the Caſtle of Herodion; where, as himlelf had appoint- 
ed, it was interred.

"Then Nicholaus ſtood up, and firſt of all ſhewed, that the ſlaughter of them ini the Nicholas de- 
Temple was neceſſary and unavoidable; for they, for 'whoſe death Arch-/ars was _—_ _ 
now accuſed, were not only Enemies of the Kingdom, bur alſo of Ceſar ; And for 6: 
ther Crimes objeQed, he ſhewed how that they were done, even by the counſel and 
perſwalion of the Accufers. He alſo urged, that the ſecond Teſtament might be of 

force, for that therein Herod had refererd it to Ceſar, to confirm his Succeſſor. And

) of Archelas, fell lick and died ; and many Letters came our of Syr7a, ſignifying  *: 17-4 
that the Jews had rebelled. Which Yaras foreſecing after the departure of Archelau Sire ie 
from thence, had gone to Jeruſalem to repreſs the Authors of that Sedition:: And be. Jer»ſalem. 
cauſe the multitude would not be _— he left one Legion of the three which:he 
brought out of $y774, in the City, and fo returned to Antioch, But Sabinus coming 5.4 wei. 
afterwards to —_— was the cauſe that the Jews began a new Broil : For he for- «th the King's 
ced the Garriſons to render to him the Caſtles, and rigorouſly made:fearch for the LO an 
Kings Treaſure : And he was not only aſſiſted by thoſe that Yar#s left there, but alſo ger poethon 
he had a great multitude of his own Servants all armed, to further his Avarice. - Ang *f tis For- 
in the Feaſt of Pentecoſt (fo called, becauſe it happens at the end of ſeven times ſeven Ow. 
days) the People gathered themſelves together, not for Religions ſake, -but for anger 
and hatred ; ſo that there was an infinite multitude of People which came out of Gz- 
like, and Jdamea, and Jericho, and the Countrys beyond Jordan. Yet the Jews 
which were inhabitants of the City, ſurpaſſed the reſt both in number and courage Three Camps 
and they therefore parted themſelves into three Bands, and made three Camps; one © ** 1%: 
on the North fide of the Temple, another on the South towards the Hippodrome, the 
third on the Weſt near the Palace 3 and ſo they befieged the Romans on every fide. 
Sabinus greatly fearing them, both for their Multitude and for their Coutage, ſent 
many Letters to /arus, earneſtly requeſting him with all ſpeed to bring ſuccour ; for 
if he did not, the whole Legion would be deſtroyed. He himſelf gat into the high- Sbiws ger- 
eſt Towerof the Caſtle of Phaſelus, {d called from the n2me of Herod's Brother, whorn tet inco che 
the Parthians killed ; and from thence he gave a ſign to the Roman Soldiers to iſſue a_pTouct 
out ſuddenly upon their Enemies ; for himſelf was in (ach a fear, that he: durſt not eſt Caſtle, © 


come down to the Soldiers of whom he was Commander, The Souldiers obeying his 
F ff 5 Command, 
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Command, attacked the Temple, and there fought a fierce Battel with the Jews ; who 1 
having none 20 affiſt them, and being unexperienced in Warlike Afﬀairs, were ſoon 
after Chriſt's conquered by them that were skilful. Ar laſt; many Jews.got upon the Porches, and 
_ # caſt Darts at them from the Pinnacles, ſo that they killed many :: But the ather could 
LEN not-revenge themſelves of them, who fought.againſt them from ſo high a place ; nci- 
rn ke. then-could they ſuſtain the force of them whojoyned Battel with them ; till at lalt the 
mans. .,, Romans fired the Porches, which for greatnels, and curious work were admirable. By 
a Rona this means many Jews were either de{troyed-with the ſuddain fire, or elſe, leaping down 
Porches. ... © aMidſt their Enemies, were by them {lain ; others going backward, were cat headlong 
from the Wall ; others deſpairing of life, killed themſeives with their own Swords; and 
they who privily came down,the Walls, being afſaulted by the Romans, and aſtonilbed | 
with fear, were eaſily overcome: Till at laſt, all being either pur to the Sword, or fled 
through fear, the treaſure dedicated ro God, was left deſtitute of Keepers ; ſo that the 
Soldiers took away thereofabout four hundred Talents ; and that which they left, $b:- 
nis for. . 

But this loſs of Men and Money ſtirred up many more Jews, and thoſe more brave 
than the firſt, againſt the. Romans; whom they beheged. in the, King's Palace, and 
threatned all their deftruftions, unleſs they would preſently depart from thence : Yet 
promiſing S4binus.and the. Legion leave to depart, if he ſo liked. Part of the King's 
Soldiers, who of their own accord fled to them, aſſiſted them. But the moſt Warlike 
and valiant amongſt chem, were three thouſand Men of Herod's Army, whole Leaders g 
were Rufus and Gratus ; one of. the Foot, and the other of the Horſe ; both which, 
although they had had no Soldiers with them, might yer for their Valour and Coun- 
ſel, have been conſiderable to the Party of the Rumans. The Jews earneſtly conti- 

+ nued the Seige, and allaulted the Caſtle-Walls, crying upon S44;zus to depart, and not 
to hinder them now, after ſo long time, to recover their Country's Liberty. Sabinns, 
though with all his heart he wiſhed himſelf away, yer he durſt not truſt them; but he 
ſuſpected that their courtefie was but a Plot to _y him. And on the other ſide,ho- 
ping that Yarus would come and help him, he ſtill endured the danger of the Siege. At

Hen Y:rus had, by the Letters of Sabinws, underſtood the danger wherein the 4»e. 46. 17. 
B whole Legion was, being beſieged in Jeruſalem ; he hafted to ſuccour them Cs 
But firſt he went to Pro/emais with two other Legions, and four Cornets of Horle ; the Rena. > 
where he had appointed the King's Forces, andthe other Auxiliary Troops to meet him. "ſt che 
As he paſſed by Berir«s, the Inhabitants gave him fifteen hundred Men. Alſo Aret.zs the wy 
King of Arabia, for the hatred he bare to Herod, ſent him a great number, both of 
Horle and Foot. As ſoon as the Hoſt was afſembled, Yarus incontinently direted part 
of his Army into Galilee, adjoyning to Pzolemais;, and appointeda Friend of his, the 
Son of Cai their Governor, who preſently put all to flight againſt whom he was ſent; 
and having taken the Caſtle of Sephorzs, he fired it, and made all the Inhabitants theregf 
Slaves. LVarws, with the reſt of the Army, went to Samaris, and took it ; yet he did Yarus raketh 
C the City no harm, becauſe he found, that amidſt all theſe Tumults, they had been quiet. divers Cities 
When he had pitched his Tents at a Village called Ars, which belonged to Prolomy, Judca. 
the 4rabians ſacked it, for they hated thoſe that loved Herod. From thence they went 
ro $:7pho, another ſtrong Burrough ; which they in like manner ſacked and deſtroyed, 
without ſparing any thing. All was filled with c e ſlaughterand fires which the 4r24;- 
ans made, there was no end nor hindrance of their Avarice. Alſo Yar#s commanded max burns 
Emmaus to be burnt, being angry for the death of Ari«s,- and the reſt that were flain 
there; and the Inhabitants thereof abandoned it, every one by flight ſeeking to fave 
himſelf, From thence he went to Jeruſalem; and at his approach, the Jews that be- Yarus comett 
fieged the Roman Legion fled and ſcattered themſelves, ſome here, ſome there, all about 2 7*r/alem 
D the Country : They that remained in the City excuſed themſelves, that they were not my, — 
conſenting.to the Tumult ; but that for.the Celebration of the Feaſt, they permitted his only pre- 
thoſe Seditious to come into the City, affirming that they had rather have been belieg- ence diſmay. 
ed rogether with the Romans, than have joyned with thoſe of the Sedition ; and ſo they * 7 
laid the cauſe of that Tumult upon others. But firſt Joſephus, Archelaus's Couſin, with 
Gratus and Rufis, went to meet him ; leading the King's Army, and the Sibaftians, KN ethgr®: 
and the Roman Soldiers, adorned in their accuſtomed Apparel. Sabinus durſt not be Wold, 06” 
ſeen by Yaras, and therefore got him out of the Town before, and went to the Sea- fter cirift's 
coaſt.

Apollo, which he had built on Mount Palatine. The whole Body of the Jews appeared 
with the Legats againſt Archelans and his Friends, Archelansr's Kindred neither came with 
him, nor with the reſt of the Jews : with him they would not joyn for envy ; and with 
the Jews they durſtnot for ſhame. Amongſt rhem alſo was Ph1/ip, the Brother of A- 
chelaus, whom Yarus ſent in courteous manner to afliſt his Brother; or to the end, that 
if it ſhould pleaſe Ceſar to divide Herod's Kingdom among his Children, he might have a 
part. The Ambaſſadors ſpoke firſt, and began to declaim againſt Herod's Memory : 
Firſt of all they faid,that they found him not a King, but the moſt cruel Tyrant that ever 
was ; and that he had murthered many ; and thoſe whom he left alive, endured ſuchmi- 


ſery, as they thought themſelves far more unhappy than rhoſe that were ſo butchered. 4 


For (ſaid they) he was not only contented to tear his Subjett's Bodres with Torments, but 
alſo defared and ruined the Cities of his own Country, to adorn and beautific the Cities of 
Strangers : And he permitted Foreigners to maſſacre the Jews without revenge. And in- 
ſtead of their ancient and wonted Happineſs which Judza enjoyed by a Religious obſervation 
of the Laws, the Country was by him made ſo poor, and ſo waſted with Injuſtice, that with- 
in theſe few years that Herod reigned, they have ſuffered more Murthers and Maſſacres, than 
all their Anceſtors had, from the time of their departure out of Babylon, ix the Reign of 
Xerxes, 70 the days of Herod. - That being by —_ ſuch miſery, now accuſtomed to the 
Toke, they had willingly ſubj*#ed themſelves to his Son Archelaus after that Herod his Fa- 
ther was dead, notwithſtanding he was the Son of ſuch a Tyrant ; and had publickly mourned 


for the death of Herod, and offered Sacrifice for the Proſperity of his Succeſſor. But he, to 


foew himſelf Herod's true Son, began his Reign with the laughter of three thouſand Citi> 
zens; and becauſe he had ſo well deſerved the Kingdom, he offered ſo many Men to God for 
Sacrifice > and on a Feſtival Day, filled the Temple with ſo many dead Bodies," WW, herefore, 
'tis not ſtyange that they who eſcaped that Maſſacre, conſider their own Calamity ; and as in 
Battel, turn their Faces az arnſt thoſe who wounded them, and beſeech the Romans, that they 
would think the remnant of the Jews worthy of compaſſion ; and not abandon and expoſe the 
reſidue of their Nation as a Prey to them, by whom they are like to be moſt cruelly butchered ; 


but that it may ple them to adjoyn their Country to Syria, and to let them be ruled by the

are under peaceable and quiet Governours, a peaceable Nation, With this Petition the Jews 
ended their Accufation. After this Nicholaus ſtood up againſt them ; and firſt of all 


'acquitted the Kings of the Crimes laid to their Charge, and then reproved his Country- 


men, as people not to be eaſily governed, and of their own nature averſe, except for- 
ced, to obey their King : And by the way he alſo blamed the Kindred of Arche/aus, who 
joyned with his Accuſers: C.e/er having heard what both Parties could fay, diſmiſſed 
the Aſſembly. And within few days after he gave Archelans half the Kingdom, with 
the Title of Ethnarch ; promifing moreover to make him King, if he behaved him- 
ſelf well : the other halt he divided into two Tetrarchies, -and gave the ſame to the 


cheleus for the Crown. Artipas his Part lay from Galilee, beyondfthe River Jordan; 
the Revenues whereof amounted to two hundred Talents a year. Philip had Bztanes, 
and Trachonitis, and Auranitis, and part of what belonged to Zenodorus near Jami ; 
the Revenues whereof amounted to one hundred Talents a year. Archelaus bad in 
his Ethnarchy 14umea and all Fudea and Samaris, which was freed from the fourth 
part of the Tribute, becauſe they had not rebelled with the reſt. Theſe Cities allo, 
were given him, S:ratoz's Tower, Schaſte, Joppa and Fernſalem., But Gaza, and Ga- 
dara, and Hippon, Ceſar took from the Kingdom, and joyned them to Syria. Arche- 
lans's yearly Revenues amounted to four hundred Talents a year. Ceſar allo , belides 


that which Herod had left Szlome, as Jamnia, Azotus and Phaſelis, gave her the Pa- 0 


lace at Aſcalon; all which amounted to threeſcore Talents a year. But Ceſar obliged 


her to live in the Country ſubjeft to Archelavus, And having confirmed the =

T the ſame time a certain Foung Man, a Jew born, brought up by « Freed-man je js. 17. 
A of Rome in the Town of Sidon, being very like Alexander whom Herod had put cap. 18; 
to death, went to Rome, having one of his Countrymen for his Companion, who 5c” 
knew very well the Eſtate of the Kingdom ; and by whoſe In(truQtions he affirmed, feigning him- 
That my who ſhould have put him and Ariftobalss death, being moved t0:com- (robe thar 
paſſion, let them go, and put two others in their room like them, With chis Tale he hou —P 
deceived many Jews living in Cree, where he was honourably received : From thence flew, deceiv- 
he failed ro Melos, where he was entertained with grearer Pomp ; and enriching © 
C himſelf, he uſed fuch means, that he got his Hoſts (which gave him entertainment) to 
accompany him to Rome. Art his landing at Putes/:, he received great Preſents from 
the Jews who dwelt there, eſpecially thoſe that were well affeQed to his Father, ho- 
noured him as a King. For he was folike Alexander, that they that had ſeen Alexan- 
der, and knew him well, would have ſworn he had been the ſame. Wherefore, when 
he arrived at Rome, all the Jews deſired to ſee him, and an infinite multitude followed 
him whitherſoever he went 1n the Streets ; and they ſo doted upon him, that they car- 
ried him in a Horſe-litter, and at their own proper Coſt and Charges, prepared for him 
a Royal Train. 

But Auguſtus well remembred Alexander's Viſage . (for Herod had accuſed him be- ceſar defirech 
D fore him) and although, before he ſaw him, he judged that he was ſome Impoſtor; ©2 {< the 
yet he made as though he believed all; and ſent one Celedus, who knew Alexander "OOO 
well, to bring this young Man to him. Celadzs no ſooner beheld him, but forthwith 
he perceived the difference berwixt them ; and eſpecially when he took notice of his 
hard Fleſh and ſervile Shape, he preſently underſtood the whole matter. But he could 
not but be greatly ſurprized at his bold Speeches; for when they demanded of him 
what was become of Arifobulus, he anſwered, That he was alive ; but ons purpoſe rar- 
ried behind, and lived in Cyprzs ; becauſe, being aſunder, they could:not both ſo 
eaſily be entrapped. -Celadus taking him apart from'the reſt of che Company, told 
him that Ce/ar would fave his Life, if he. would truly-confels by ' whoſe Counſel he 
E feigned himſelf to be Alexander. He accepting this proffer, followed him to' Cz/ar, * 
and declared to him the Jew, who for Lucre fake, had made uſe of his likeneſs ro A- 
lexinder ; conteſſing that he had received as uw Gifts of the Cities by which he paſ- 
ſed, as they would have given A/exander if he lad: been alive, © Ceſar laught' at the C4 makerh 
Cheat, and condzmned the falſe Alexander to the Galleys, but put the other Jew to rh" 
death, who had induced him to this Impoſture. Ard: as. for the Jews at Milo, he aGalley-flave,

any Strangers, although he ſhould be thereto threatned by death. Adding moreover, 

that he will never deliver any DoQrine, ſave that which he hath received ; and dili- 

gently preſerve the Books, as well as the Names, of thoſe from whom they received it.

Theſe Proteſtations they oblige thoſe to take ſolemnly, whoenter into their Order, to 

F theend to fortifie them againſt Vices. Thoſe of the Society who tranſgrels notoriouſly, 

they thruſt out of their company :' And whoſoever is ſo puniſhed, for the moſt part di- 

eth a miſerable death ; for, it being not lawful for him tocat with any Stranger, he is 

reduced to feed on Graſs like Beaſts, and ſo he periſheth through Famine. For which 

cauſe ofrentimes they are moved with compaſſion, to receive many into their Order 

again, when ready by Famine to yield up the Ghoſt ; judging them to have endured 

penance enough for their Offences, who with Famine were almoſt brought to death's 

door. They are very ſevere and juſt in their Judgments; and to decide any matter, 

there is never fewer of chem than an hundred; and that which is by chem agreed upon, 

Is irrevocable.

ſecret places. And although this purging of their Bodies be natural, yet do they by 
waſhing purifie themſelves after it, as after great Uncleanneſs. Furthermore, amongſt 
themſelves they are divided into four Orders, according to the time which they have 
continued this exerciſe of life ; and they that are Juniors bear ſuch reſpect to the Seni. 
ors, that if they do but touch one of them, they are obliged to puritie themſelves, ag 
The Eſzans though they had touched a Stranger. They are long hiv'd, fo that molt of them live 
livea long an hundred years, which I judge is by reaſon of their well-ordered Dier, and their 
ame | Temperance. They contemn Adverſity, and by Conſtancy and Fortitude triumph over 
The Efeans Torments. They prefer an honourable Death before Life. The Wars which the Jews 
_— m made againſt the Romans, ſhewed what invincible courage and hardineſs they have in 
the Romans, All things ; for they ſuffered the breaking of the Members of their Bodies, Fire and 
13257, Sword, andallkind of Tortures, rather than be brought to ſpeak the leaſt word againſt x 
otros their Law.giver, or to eat Meats forbidded : They could nor be forced to any of theſe, 
after Chriſt's neither would they entreat the Torturers, nor ſhew any ſorrow amidlt their Torments: 
warm 17: Yea, in the midſt of their Pains they ſcoffed at their Tormentors ; and joyfully yielded 
The Efſeens UP their Souls, as though they hoped to paſs to a better life. For it 1s an Opinion 
—_— amongſt them, that the Body is mortal and corruptible, but the Souls remain ever im- 
bur they be- Mortal ; and being of a moſt Pure and Etherial Subſtance, wrap themſelves in Bodies 
—_— Priſons, being drawn thereunto by ſome natural inclination : But when they are 
of 4700? delivered out of theſs Carnal Bonds, then preſently, as freed from a long Bondage, 
The Grecians they joy fully mount into the Air.

When' Azrippacame' into his ou rok Herod the Tetrarch began to envy 
his eftate ; and Herodias his Wife fit urged him forward, in hope thar he ſhould be 
made a King alſo : for (faid ſheY chow wanteſt that Ggairy only chrough flothfulnefs, 
becauſe rhou wou!deſt not go' ro Czfar : for if Azripps be made a King, being be- 
fore but a private Man, how canſt thou doubt to be made a King, who arr alrea- 
dy a Tetrarch ? Herod herewith perſwaded, went to Caius Ceſar, who greatly re. 
proached his Ambition, inſomuch as he fled into Spain : for Azrippa had followed him 
to Rome to accuſe him before Ce/#r 3' and Caius gave him Herod's Tetrarchy.

The Emperor Caius orders Petronius, Govermour of Syria, ' fo conſtrain the Jews by Arms, 
to recejve his Statue into the Temple : Petronius forbears to do it. The death of Caius 
| faves him from puniſhment. 


FNAine Ceſar (o abuſed his Authority, that he would be thought to bz a god, and 
ſo called. Allo he pit oiany Noble Men of his Country to death by his 
cruelty ; which he likewife extended even to Fudea : For he ſent Perronivs withan K 
Army to Jerhſal, commanditig him to ſet his Statues in the Temple ; and if the 
Jews refuſed to receive them, that. thoſe who withſtood him ſhould be pur to the 
Sword, and the reſt led away Captive. Almighty God did otherwiſe diſpoſe this 


proud Commandment. But Petronius accompanied with rhree Legions, and many 


Mftants out of Syr/2, came with all ſpeed from Azricoh to Juder: many of the 
Jews would not believe any. War towards, notwithſtanding chat they heard a 
general report theteof : and they that believed ir, could nor bethink rchemſelves 
of ahy itieans' to reſiſt, Sudddegly a!l were in a great fear ; for the Army was now 
cottie to Ptolemars, which City is ſituate by the Sea-ſhore in Galilee, in a fair Field; 
and on the Faſt-ſide it is compaſſed with Mountains, diſtant from it threeſcore fur: p 
longs, which DO, to Galilee ; on the South fide if 1s inveſted with Mount Carmel, 
which is diſtant afi hundred and twenty furlongs : on the North ſide it is environed 
with an exceeding high Mountain, , which the Inhabirants call the Tyrians Ladder 
this Mountain is an hundred Paces diſtant from the City. Two miles from this City 
there is a River running by, call'd Pelus, a very little one, near which is the admirable 
Sepulchre of M:mnox, which is a hundred Cubits high and of a concave form. In this 
pace is ſeen a ſort of Sand as tranſparent as Glaſs, which many Ships carry away for 

alaſt ; but though-they empty the place of it, yet that place is orefiiely after cover- 
ed with the like Gand again. For thereare winds which as it were on purpoſe, carry 
this Sand from the higher places round about it thither ; and this Sand being put inco M 
the Furnace is preſently chinged into Chryſtal or Glaſs. And that which in my opi- 
nion is more to be wondred at, 1s, that the Sand being ſo turned into Glaſs, if after- 
ward any part thereof be caſt upon the brink of this place, it is again turned into or- 
dinary Sand, And this is the nature of that place. 

Now the Jews with their Wives and Children gathered themſelves together in the 
eld where the City Prolemats is ſituate, and humbly beſought Perronius not to vio- 
lzte their Country-Laws, but to have compaſſion on them. Perronins ſeeing the mul- 
ri!ude that humbly ſhed to him, and how earneftly they ſought his favour, left Ce- 


ſar's Statues at Ptolemais, and himſelf went from thence. to Galilee, and at Tiberias 


called all the Jews and Nobility together, and repreſents to them the power ofthe 
Romans, and how dreadful Ce/ar*s threatnings ought to be to them ; adding more- 
over, that the Jews ſupplication was indeed a contumely, ſeeing all Nations under 
the dominion of the Romans (the Jews only excepted, had already placed Ce- 
ſar's Statues in their Temples among thoſe of their Gods : and herein they did as it 
were revolt from.the Emperour, and affront him their Governour who repreſeated 
his Perſon. They anſwered, it was againſt the Laws and Cuſtoms of their Country : 
for it was not lawful for them to have the Image of God, much leſs of a Man ; and 
that they were not only forbidden by the Law to have an Image in the Temple, but 


alſo to have it in any prophane place. Perronius replied, if you obſerve your Laws

what they have. done in Egypt, your neighbour Country ; which reaching to Ethiopia and

Tet of this little avails them to withſtand the force of the Romans. For two Legions only 

placed in the City, keep all the great Country of Egypt, and the Nobility of Macedon in 

awe. Now ſince all the inhabited World js ſubje# to the Romans, what Aſſociates will 

you have from ſome Country not Inhabited, to aid you againſt the Romans ? Except per- 
adventure ſome of you hope for help from beyond Euphrates, and that your Country-men of 

Adiabena will help 'you : But they will not entangle themſelves in theſe dangerons Wars with- 

out reaſonable cauſe 5, and if they would conſent to ſo bad counſel, the Parthians will not ſuf- 

fer them : For they are careful to mantain their League with the Romans ? and would think 
howto ge ey it violated, if any under their Dominions ſhould war againſt them. It remaineth then, that 
Romans. ou muſt only truſt that God will help you 3 but you ſee God doth aſſiſt the Romans : For 
it is impoſſible that ſuch an Empire ſhould have been without the help of God. Beſides, conſe- 

der that although you were to war againſt far weaker than your ſelves, yet you could not pro- 

miſe 10 your Goes avourable ſucceſs 5 and it may ſo come to poſe that if you Religiouſly ob- 

ſerve the cuſtom of Sabbaths, and in them do nothing, it will not be hard to conquer you.

Man's help, Hands butcher his Wife and Children, and _—_—_ this goodly Country with Fire ;, for ſo

- A T this time, ſome of the chief Incendiaries aſſembled together, ſuddenly aſſautted 
A a Caſtle called Miſſads, which they took 'by ſurpriſe, and killed all the Romans 
and in their;places pur a Guard of their own Company., In the Temple alſo, Elcazar The Jon oe: 
Son of the High-Prieſt 424/45, a bold and deſperate young Man, Captain of the Sgul- Sacrifie:s for 
diers'; perſwaded them who offered i ſacrifices, not to. offer any, but choſe that were the'p: o-periry 
iven, by Jews. And this wasthe groundand cauſe of the War that enſued : For they — 
rejetted thoſe Sacrifices that were/wont to. be offered.in the name of the Emperour. 
And although the High-Prieſts, and [People of Account, requeſted them not-to omit 
that 'Cuſtom of oriaciog for their KIng an Governours ;; yet they refuſed lo ro do, 
truſting greatly to their Faction : All;thole of the City that Icfired alteration, were 
of this mind, and eſpecially E/zazer, who at that time was General, -as: is before ſaid. 
Wherefore all the chiet Men, High-Prieſts, and Principal of the Phariſees, aſſembled 
themſelves ; and perceiving into how -great danger thoſe Rebels brought the City, 
they determined to make tryal of the courage of the. Seditious People :, Wherefore, 
they aſfembled them together before the Brazen Gate, -which was inthe inner part of 
the Temple, towards the. Eaſt, © And firſt of all, they greatly complained of their 
© raſh and unadviſed Rebellion, and that they fought to ſtir up fo great a War againft 
* their Country ; inveighing againſt the cauſe that. moved them thereto, as: being 
© without Teafon : Telling them, that their Anceſtors, for the moſt part, adorned the 
© Temple. with the Gifts of Gentiles, never refuſing the Offerings of Strangers ; and 
* not only not refuſed their Offerings (for that were an- impious fact, but alſo placed 
<« in the, Temple the Gifts that they ſent, which were yet to be ſeen. And that it was 
* ſtrange, that now only they thought to provoke the Rowans to War, by making new 
**Laws : And beſides other danger alſo, .to make the City guilty of 'a great Crime in

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Florus:the chief whereof was: $/22z, the Son of Arnias ; others allo were ſent to H 
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—__ Azrippa, 'of which the chief was Sul, Antipas and. Coitubarns (who were all-akin to 
«fer ch"ft's the King) requeſting them both ro come with an army to the City, and ſuppreſs the 
Nativity, 68- Sedition which was raiſed, before it went further. - Flores was glad of thele tidings ; 
£4 and deſiring nothing more than War, gave no'an{wer to the Deputies. But Agrippe, 
ſalemberween willing to ipare both parts, 'as well che Good as the Rebels; and to preſerve Jude to 
cheSectnio the Romans, and the Temple to the Jews ; thought it not meet for him to buſie him- 
favoured {elf in ſuch affairs, but ſent three thouſand Horſe to aid the people againſt the Rebels ; 
Peace, Which Horſe were of Auranitis, Batanea and 'Trachonitis ; and he made Darixs their 
Captain, and Philip, Son of Joakim, General of all the Army. Theſe coming into the 
City, the Nobility, with the High-Prieſts, and the reſt of the People that deſired Peace, 
received this ſuccour in good part, and quartered them 1n the higher part of the City ; 
for the Rebels kept the lower part, and the Temple. The War began inſtantly with 
Darts and Slings, and ſhooting of Arrows ; and ſometimes they encountr'd one ano- 
ther hand to hand. The Seditious were more' valiant, but the King's Souldiers were 
more $kilful in war, and chiefly endeavoured to get the Temple, and expel out of it 
thoſe who thus prophaned it. The Rebels, with Eleazar, endeavoured, belides that 
which they had already, to get alſo into their hands the higher part of the City. 
Wherefore, during the ſpace of ſeven days, there continued a'great conflict betwixt 
them, and either part kept what they had. When the Celebration of the Feaſt cal. 
191i, , Ted Xylophoria was come , wherein every one carrieth Wood to the Temple, to keep 
rat  Aafire continually upon the Altar, the Rebels would not ſuffer their Enemies to do 
their Devotion. | | 
Now many of the Sicari/ or Thieves, who carried ſhort Poyniards under their 
Coats, went among(t che weaker multitude, and boldly followed their old practice. 
The Kin By which, thoſe of the King's ſide were forced to leave the higher part of the City ; 
Souldiers are Which the Rebels preſently entring, ſet the Palaces of 4nanias, Azrippa and Bernice,on 
overcome. fire; and forthwith went to the place where all Charters were kept, purpoſing there 
to burn all Bonds and Obligations of Debtors, thereby to defraud the Creditors ; and 
ſo to joyn all the Debtors to their Fattion, and ſtir up all the poor people againſt the 
rich, The keepers of theſe publick Writings, fleeing the ſeditions perſons ſet all on x 
tire : And ſo having deſtroyed thoſe Records, which were in a manner the publick E- 
ſtate of the City, they addreſſed themſelves againſt ſuch as refuſed their Proceedings. 
Some of the High-Prieſts and Nobles hid themlelves 4n Vaults; others fleeing with the 
King's Souldiers'4ato the higher Palace, locked up the doors after them ; amongſt whom 
was Azanias the High-Prieſt, and'Ezechias his Brother, and they who (as is before ſpo- 
ken) were ſent Deputies to Azrippn: And fo the Seditious were fatisfied that day with 
the Viftory, and firing of the Houſes aforeſaid. 
The next day, which was the fifteenth of Auz»/t, they aſſaulted the Caſtle 4ntoni:; 
The Jews Daving _—_ it two days, they took all that guarded it and killed them, and placed 
take Antonia, INK a Garriſon of their own company. This done, they went to the King's Palace whi- M 
and burnic. ther Agrippa's Souldiers were fled ; and dividing their Company into four Parts, they 
began to pull down the Walls ; none of them that were within durſt come out for fear 
of the Multitude, but went up to the Turrets of the Palace, and killed all thoſe that 
offered to come up, and many of the Thieves under the Walls, with things that thy 
caſt down. This conflict continued day and night, for the Reblels thought that thoſe 
within could not hold out long for want of ViQtuals ; and they within thought that 
the Seditious being ' wearied, would ſoon give over. In the mean ſeaſon, one Mana- 
hem, the Son of Judas of Galilee (that moſt crafty ſubtil Sophiſter, who reproached the 
Jews-in Cyrenins's time for paying Tribute, and for being ſubjeft to any but to God) 
raking with him certain Nobles, went to Maſſada, where King Herod's Armory was ; N 
and breaking into ir, he armed the common People, and the other Thieves ; and ha- 
ving them for his Guard,he returned again to' Jeruſalem as King : And being thus made 
Head of the Rebellion, he prepared the Battery againſt the Kings Palace.. But they 
wanted Engines, and cou'd not openly undermine the Walls, by reaſon of the Enemies, 
who-continually caſt down Darts upon them, Wherefore they began a Mine a great 
way off, till it came under one of the Towers, which then they ſupported with Poſts 
of Wood ; and they fet fire on the Wood ſupporting it, and went their ways ; ſo the 
Supporters being conſumed with fire, the Tower preſently fell down. But thoſe with- 
in fore-{ceing their adverſaries intent , perhaps by the ſhaking of the Tower ; had 
built a Wall behind ir, to'keep out the Rebels, between them and it. The Seditious 
verily thinking that with the fall of the Tower they ſhould be Vicors, when they ſaw 
another Wall were amazed.

CHAP. XVII. 
Of the death of Ananias tLe High-Prieft, Manahem, and the Roman Souldiers. 


HE next day following, Ananzas the High-Prieſt was taken in one of the Water- The Death oi 
Conduits of the King's Palace, where he had hid himſelf, and was there killed, 41-*a5 che 

with his Brother Ezechias, by the Seditious : And the Rebels beſieged all the Towers a rtphagry 4 
round about, and kept diligent Watch left any of the Romaas ſhould eſcape. But MZa- Brother. 

C n4hem,both upon his good ſucceſs in deſtroying the ſtrong Holds, and upon the death of 
Ananias the High-Prieſt, became ſo proud and infolent, that he thought none ſo capable 
as himſelf for Government,and became an intolerable Tyrant. Now Eleazar and ſome of 
his Companions aſſembled together, ſaid, That it would be ſhameful for them that had 
revolted from the Romans,only torecover their Liberty,to receive for Maſter one of their 
own Nation; who, although he were not ſo violent as Maxahem, yet was fo inferiour 
tothem3 apd if it were ſo, that it were expedient to have one Ruler over all the 
reſt, Manahem ought to be the laſt that ſhould be choſen to command them. Being 
thus agreed, they ſet upon him in the Temple, where he was praying with greac 
Pomp, apparelled like a King, and having about him a Guard of his Friends in Ar- 

D mour : Now when Eleazar and his Followers ſet upon Marahemr, the People all took £/e:32s Fol- 
up Stones to ſtone him, hoping that by his death the Sedition would be extinguiſhed. pjoer? araule- 
The Guard of Manahem at firft made ſome refiſtance 3 but when they perceived the Temple. 
whole Multitude againſt them, every one ſhifted for himſelf as he could ; and thoſe 
that were taken were put to death, and they that eſcaped were afterwards ſought for ; 
only a few of them fled to Maſada, amongſt whom was Eleazar the Son” of Fairw, 
Manahem's Kinſman, who afterwards became a Tyrant there. But Manahem fled in- 
to a place called Ophias, where he hid himſelf; and being taken, he was drawn out Merben wich 
from thence, and, after many Torments, pit to death, and with him all the chief Mini- CO_ 
ſters of his Tyranny, and particularly Abſalomon, who was his chief Officer. And in 

E this Matter (as I have ſaid) the People greatly helped, hoping hereby to have ſome end 
of that Sedition. But the Rebels did not kill Manahews, to the end to extinguiſh Sedi- 
tion, but to the intent to rob and plunder more freely. 

The People indeed, with many Intreaties, beſought them' to let the Romans alone, 
whom they beſieged ; but they were ſo much the more earneſt againſt them ; till be- The Romans 
ing no longer able to make reſiſtance, with the Conſent of Metiliss their Captain, and py —_— 
ſome other of more Authority, they ſent to Ekazar, requeſting him to give them leave vie chem" 
to depart with their Lives, and leave their Baggage to the Jews. © He accepting theit ſelves. 
Offer, ſent to them Gorion the Son of Nicodemw, and Ananias the Sadduce, and Fndis 
the Son of Jorathas, to confirm the Promife of their Lives. Which done, M-tilizs led 
F away the Souldiers : and whilſt the Romans had their Weapons, none of the Rebels 
durſt attempt any of their Treachery againſt them : but ſo ſoon as, according to Co- 
venant, they had laid down their Shields and Swords, and fo departed, miltruſting 
nothing, Eleazar's Guard ſet upon them and killed them 3 they neither made Rehi- 
ſtance, nor any entreaty for their Lives, only put them in'mind of their Promiſe and 
Oath. So they were all (lain ſave only Metilzws, who greatly entreating for his Life 3 The Romans, 
and promiſing that he would become a Jew in Religion, and be Circumciſed, they ſpa- 92inſt all Co- 
red him. Though this was a ſmall Loſs to the Romans, becauſe there were but a nia. 
few (lain of their great and almoſt infinite Army 3 yet it was eaſy to judg that it would fave 1rilins. 
cauſe the Ruin and Captivity of the Jews. 

3 When they ſaw themſelves to have given ſuihcient Cauſe of a War, and that the 

City was now ſo filled with Iniquity, that the Wrath of God hung over it ; tho there 

had been no fear of any harm to them by the Romans, yet the whole City mourned,

CHAP. XIX. | 
Of the great Maſſacre of the Jews at Ceſarea, and in all Syria, 


T the ſame hour, on the ſelt-ſame day, it hapned, as it were by God's Providence, 


that the Inhabitants of Ceſarea maſſacred the Jews that dwelt amongſt them ; 


{vo that at one time above twenty thouſand were (Jain, and not one Jew Iett alive in 
all Ceſarea : for thoſe that eſcaped, Florws took ard brought them forth bound to 
the People. After this Maſſacre done at Ceſarea, the whole Nation of the Jews 
The Jews ſpoil was enraged 3 and dividing themſelves into Companies, they waſted and deſtroyed, in 


the Villages, 


burn the {POE MIME, all the Borders of Syria, and the Cities thereabout, to wit, Philadelphia and 
Cities of $j- Gebonitis, Geraſa, Pella and Scythopelis : Alſo they took by force Gadara, Hippon, and 
Tide Gaulanitis ;, pulling down ſome Places, and firing others. From thence they marched 

towards Cedaſa, a City of the Tyrians, and Ptolomais, Gaza, and Ceſarea, and nei- 


ther Sebaſtza nor Aſcalon could reſiſt them, but they alſo were conſumed with Fire. 
Likewiſe wy deſtroyed Anthedon, with Gaza: And moſt Places belonging to theſe 
Cities were ſacked, to wit, the Fields and Villages ; and a mighty Slaughter was made

of them that were taken in theſe Towns. The Syrians made as great a Maſſacre of 


the Jews as this among them 3 for all the Jews inhabiting among them were murder- 


ed, not only for an old Grudg, but alſo to render their own Danger lefs, by diminiſh- 
ing the Number of their Enemies. By this means all Syria was in a moſt deplorable 


Condition, and every City was expoſed to the Diſorders and Violences of two ſeveral 


Armies, each of which placed their Safety in making a great Etfuſion of Blood. The 
Days were ſpent in Blood(hed, and the Nights in Fear, worſe than Death it ſelf: For 


though they only pretended to deſtroy the Jews, yet were they drawn to ſuſpe(t 
other Nations that followed the Jews Religion ; and becauſe 'they were as it were 
Neuters, the Syrians thought it not good to deſtroy them 3 but, on the other ſide, for 
their agreeing in Religion with the Jews, they were conſtrained to hold them as Ene- 
mies. Many of the contrary part, who before ſeemed modeſt, were now, through Ava- 
rice, incited to meddle.in this Murder ; fo that every one took the Goods of them that 
were flam, and carried them to other Places, as Conquerors.

For the Scythopolitans fearing that they would aſſault the City by Night, and excuſe 
their Revolting by their great Miſery, commanded all the Jews, that if they would 
ſhew themſelves truſty to the Gentiles, they, with all their Children, ſhould go into a 
Wood hard by.

CHAP. XX. 


Cruelties exerciſed againſt the Jews in divers other Cities, and particularly by Varus. - 
2 F:er this ſo great a Maſlacre of the Jews at Scythopolir, other Citics alſo, where Another 
A they inhabited, roſe againſt them 3 and two thouſand five hundred were lain at —_— " 
Aſcalon, and two thouſand at Ptolomazs 3 and the Tyrians killed divers, and put more te 
ia Priſon : Likewiſe they of Gadara and Hippon flew the moſt valiant, and thoſe of 
leaſt Courage they caſt into Priſon. Allo all other Cities, who either feared or hated 
the Jews, roſe up 2gainſt them. Only they of Antioch, Sidor, and Apamea, ſpared The Cities in 
thoſe that dwelt wita them, and neither killed nor impriſoned any of them z perhaps CHEE 
they ſtood in no fear of them if they ſhould have riſen, becauſe their Cities were fo 
populous z yet I think they ſpared them only for pity's ſake, becauſe they ſaw they 
D were quiet, and not ſeditious. The Inhabitantsalſo of Geraſa did no harm tothe Jews 
amongſt them 3 but when they deſired to depart, they conducted them fafely ro the 
end of their Borders. In the Kingdom alſo of Agrippe much Cruelty was ſhewed 
apainſt the Jews ; for he being gone to Ceſtins Gallns at Antioch, left the Rule of his 
Country to one of his Friends named Yarxs, Kinſman to King Solomon ; to whom 
there came ſeventy of the chief Nobility of the Country of Batazea, requeſting a Gar- 
riſon to repreſs thoſe that ſhould attempt Rebellion amongſt them. Yarzs, inſtead of 
receiving them well, ſent certain of the King's Souldiers by Night, and killed them all 77 kills &- 
as they were coming to him. He committed this Murder without Agrippas conſent $ hk 
only for Avarice. But being emboldened by this Fact, he ruined the whole Realm, 
E ſtill continuing ſuch Cruelties and Violences againſt his Nation, till ſuch time as A- 
grippa underſtood thereof 3 who, for Sohemus's fake durſt not put him to death, but 
diſpoſſeſlſed him of his Place. In the mean while the Revolters took the Caſtle of Cy- 
pros, which is ſituate about Ferichoz, and after they had killed the Gariſon, they de- 
ſtroyed the Fortreſs. Atthe ſame time a multitudeof Jews laid Siege before the Caſtle The Romans 
of Macheron, and perſwaded the Souldiers, left in Gariſon, to yield the Gaſtle 5 who, yield up their 
fearing, that if they denied, they ſhould be compelled thereto, delivered it to them, _ = 
upon condition that they might quietly depart: Which done, the Jews placed a ſtrong Jews.

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CH AP. XX. 
Fifty thouſand Fews ſlain at Alexandria. 


HE Citizens of Alexandria had alſo a quarrel againſt the Jews that lived with 

them, lince the time that Alexander the Grear, fortheir help againſt the Egyp- 

tians, permiteed them to inhabit Alexandria, and to have the ſame Privileges with the 
Grecians, This Honour and Privilege was allo continued to them by the Nocedlon of 
Alexarder ; who allo gave them a certain Place in the City ro dwell in, that they 
G might live more commodioully, and not be mingled with the Gentiles: And permit- 
ted them alſo to call themſelves Mucedonians, Afterwards, when Egypt was brought 
under the Rule of the Romans, neither Geſar, nor the tollowing Emperors, diminſhed 
the 
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between them and the Greeks 3 and although the Judges on both parts til} puniſhed 
thoſe that were in fault, yet the Sedition more and more encreaſed ; and though all 
Cities elſe were filled with Troubles, yet here the Tumult was moſt vehement. For 
when the Alexandrians had calted together the People, to determine of an Embaſlage 
to Nero, certain Jews mingled themſelves amongſt the Greeks, and fo went into the 
Ampitheater : Who being c{pied by their Adverſaries, the Greeks cried out, That 
the Jews were Enemies, and came as Spies, and fo they Jaid violent hands upon them. 
Some of them fled, only three of them were taken by the Greeks, whom they drew un- 
to a Place to burn them alive. All the Jews of the City came to fuccour them and 


firſt they drew Stones at them, and then taking Fire-brands, they ran in a rage into the [ 


Amphitheater, and threatned to burn all the People there aſſembled 5 which they had 
done.if Tiberius Alexander, Governour of the City, had not appeaſed their Fury; who 
did not at firſt uſe force of Arms againſt them, but ſent ſome of their chick Mein to 
perſwade them to ceaſe, and not to incite the Roman Army againſt them. Bnt the 


ſeditious Jews refuſed this Advice, and mocked Tiberizs : Who ſeeing that they would 


not otherwiſe be appeaſed, ſent two Legions of Romans, and five thouſand other Soul- 
diers, who by chance came out of Lybia, andgave them charge, not only to kill them, 
but alſo to fire their Houſes, and take their Goods. The Souldiers prefently weit into 
the Place called Delta, (where the Jews were gathered together) and did as they were 


commanded, though not without a bloody Victory. For the Jews gathering them- K 


{clves together, placed thoſe amongſt them that were beſt armed, in the Front, who held 
out for a long time : But when they began to flee, they were maſſacred like Bealts ; 
ſome of them were killed in the Field, ſome were burnt in their Houſes ; the Romans 
firſt taking what they found, and ſparing neither Infants nor old Men, bur killing al] 
Ages and Sexes 3 ſo that all that Place flowed with Blood, for there were (iain hifty 
thouſand Jews 3 and all the reſt had been extinguiſhed, had not Alexander (moved to 
compailion by their Intreaties) commanded the Souldiers toleave off ; who being obc- 
dient to him, preſently departed : But the People of Alexandria were hardly withdrawn 
from the Maſlacre, becauſe of the hatred which they had conceived againlt the Jews ; 


and with much ado they were withheld from tyrannizing over the dead Bodies. And L 


this befel the Jews of Alexandria. 


CH A P. XXII. 
Of the Maſſacre of the Jews by Ceſtius Gallus. 


Eftivs Gallzs now thought it time to beſtir himſelf, foraſmuch as the Jews wete 
now hated every where 3 and taking with him the twelfth Legion out of Antioch,

tris : and ſeeing they could not overtake them, they returned, bringing with them the 

warlike Inſtruments, and rifling thoſe that were {lain, and taking whatſoever the Ro- 

mans had left behind 3 and ſo ſinging Songs of Victory, they returned to Jeruſalem, ha- 

ving loſt very few of their company, and ſlain 5380 of the Roxwar Foot and their Auxi- 


liaries, and 580 Horſe. And this was done upon the eighth day of OZober, and in 
the twelfth year of the Reign of Nero,

He choſe 
20 Elders far ſeventy of the moſt ancient wiſe Men amongſt them, and made them Rulers over all Ga- 
lers in Galilee, [jſee, and elected ſeven Judges over the leffer Towns to judge inferiour matters : But 
and PPE he reſerved all great Afﬀairs and criminal Cauſesto his own hearing. Moreover, having 
every City ro ordained a forth of Juſtice that thoſe ſeventy ſhould follow, he took counſel how to 
— provide for his fecurity abroad. And being aſſured that the Roxans would come int; 
weigh, —Gatilee, he compaſied thoſe places with ſtrong Walls that were fit for his purpoſe; to 
Foſepb forifi- wit, Jotapata, Berſabea, Selamis , Perccho , Fapha and Sigoph, Tarichea and Tiberias, 
ern ene con:  Morcover, he fortified the Hill 1tabrrir, and the Caves near the Lake of Geneſareth, 
with Walls which is in lower Galilee 3, and in high Galilee, Petra, which is alſo called Acheberon, and 
Seph, Janmith and Mero 3 in Gaulanitis, alſo Seleucia, and Soganes, and Gamala ;, he 

only permitted them of Sephorjis to build their own Walls, becauſe he perceived them 

to be rich and prone to War of themſelves. Likewiſe Joh» the Son of Levias, at Jo- 

ſeph's Command, built the Walls of Giſcalz himfelt alone 3 but in all other places that 

were fortified, Joſe put to his helping hand, and direfed how they ſhould be done. 

He liſted at hnndred thonfand Men, who were all young Perſons, and fit for the War, 

and he armed them with old Armour, which he had gathered from all parts of the 
Country. And conſidering that that which made the Rowan Army invincible, was, 

that they were all obedient to their Cfhcers, and well diſciplin'd, and that he could not 


exerciſe them in Martial Diſcipline, by reaſon of his other occaſions, he thought good at 


Fach of theſe Governours diſcharged his place according to his Wiſdom and Dexteri« 
ty. When Joſeph came to Galilee, which was committed to his proteCtion, his firſt care 
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\ ſent to Fericho, and Manaſſes beyond the River, and John the Eſear to Tanna, every H

leaſt to teach them to be obedient. And calhng to mind that the multitude of Rulers L 


made obedience, he ordained many Captains, and conſtituted divers ſorts of Soldiers, 
as the Romans uſe to do; making ſome Governours of ten, others over a hundred, 
and others over a thouſand; and appointed likewiſe Rulers over them. He taught 
ſep? inſtru- them alſo how to give the Sign of War, and how toſound the Trumpet, both to call to

eth the Gal- encourage them, or make them active; but _ he exerciſed them in good Diſci- 
homd covey? pline, imitating in particular the order of the Rowayr, and often telling them that they 
inthe Wars Were to fight with Men,who for ſtrength of Body and courage, ſurpaſſed all Nations of 
the World. Alf, he told them that hereby he ſhould perceive whether they would 
be obedient in War, if now they abſtained from ſach things as were uſual to Souldiers, 
to wit, robbing and ſpoiling their Country-men, crafty and deceitful dealing, and 
ſpoiling thoſe with whom they converlſed, or their own gain ; for thoſe Wars had al- 
ways beſt ſucceſs, where the Soldiers carried good Conſciences z and thoſe that were 
Every one of 22d, ſhould not only have Men, but God alfo for their Enemy. After this man- 
the Cities of NET he daily exhorted them': And now he had got —_—_ as many Men as he deſired;

| CHAP. XXVI. 
Of Joſeph's Danger and Eſcape; and of the Malice of John of Giſcala, 


Wi; Joſeph thus ordered the 'Eltate of Galilee, there aroſe a Traytor born in 
Gifcala, John the Son of Levias, a moſt ſabtil and deceirful Man, who by vile 
Meaus was now become the richeſt Perſon in that Country, having before been very 
poor, and unable to put his Villanies in pratice. He could he at his- pleaſure, and 
thought Deceit a Vertue,which he uſed even towards his deareſt Friends ; he was alſo a 
great Countertciter of Humanity ; and-yet for the hope of Gain became a cruel Mur- 
der, Healwavs aimed at high Matters, with an aſpiring Mind, and at firſt nourith- 
ed his hope with ſmall Villanies. For firſt he was a Thiet alone, and lived ia Woods 
and ſolitary Places : at laſt he got to him a company of audacious People like himſelf, 
at firſt (mall, but afterwards he greatly encreaſed it. He alſo had a great care to chuſe 
no weak Perſons, but ſuch as wereſtrong of Body, valiant of Mind, and skilful in 
Marual Afﬀairs: Of theſe he gathered four hundred, moſt of them out of Thre, and 
the Villages thereabout 3 and with them he waſted all Galilee, and killed many of 
thoſe whom the fear of War had driven thither. This Man, long time before, had de- 
lire to be General of a formed Army, and aſpired to greater Matters, only the want 
of Money hindred him: And perceiving that Joſeph confidered him as a ſerviceable 
Man, he per{waded him to ſuffer him to build the Walls of that Place where he was 
born, and which was now deſvlate; and to accompliſh this, he gathered great Sums 
Money-of the richer fort : After which, having perſwaded Foſeph to give order to all 
the Jews that were diſperſed over all Syria, that they (ſhould ſend no Oil to the neigh- 
bouring Places, fave only that which was made by their own Nation, he cauſed great 
quantities of Oil to be brought to the Confines of Galilee : and buying four Barrels tor 
a Piece of Tyrian Money, (which amounted to four Attick Groats) he fold them again 
to the Aſſyrian Jews, the half of one Barrel for as much as all four colt him. And for 
that Galilee abounded with Oils, and eſpecially at that time, he conveyed it to fuch

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D: Places where there was great want,and none was brought but by himſelf : By this means 5a imploy-

him who had given him licence to ger it. And thinking that if he could depoſe Joſeph, yim by whoſe

he might come to be Ruler over a 
more than they did before ; and fo to trouble the Countrey, that he might eithe 
kill the Governour treacherouſly, if he ſought to redreſs it 3 or if he neglected it, to 
accuſe him of flothfulneſs, and ſo to make him odious to the People. Moreover, he 
had already given out Speeches, that Joſeph 'went about to betray alike to the Ro- 
mans 3 and he deviſed many things to thiseffe&, to work Joſephs overthrow. It hap- 
pened that at that time ſome of the Village of Dabarita, who watched in the Field, 
ſet upon Ptolomy, who was Steward\tb-King Agrippa, and his Siſter Bernice, and plun- 
dered all his Carriages, wherein wasi!mtich coſtly Apparel, and many Silver Veſlels, 
and fix hundred pieces of Gold. Arid forthat they could not carry it ſecretly, they 
brought all the whole Booty to Foſeph'kt!Tarichea 3 who'reproving them tor offering 
Violence to the King's Servants, and commanded the things to be kept at the Houle 
of Ernens, who was one of the richeſt Men in the Town, and ſhould reſtore them to 
the Owner when time ſerved ; wherein, thinking to do himſelf great good, he brought 
himſelf into much danger : For the Thieves being offended that they received no 
part thereof, and ſeeing that Joſeph would reſtore to Agrippa, and his Siſter Bernice, 
that which they had laboured for, they went round about the Villages 19 the Night, 
and ſpread this falſe Report in every place, that Foſeph was a Traitor to his Country 
and with the ſame Rumour allo they filled the Cities thereabout. So that early on 
the next Morning, ten thouſand Men armed, aſſembled them(clves together 10 the 
Theater at Tarichea: the greateſt part of them cried out in their fury, that the Tray- 
tor Joſeph ought to be ſtoned 3 others, that he ought to be burned: and Fobr himlclt, 
with one Fcſus the Son of Sapphias, who at that time was Magiſtrate in Trberias, omit- 
ted nothing ro animate the People yet more againſt him. All the Friends of Joſeph, 
and his Guards, being terrified with ſuch a Multitude, fl:d, four only excepted. Fo- 
Jeph 1n the mean while was aſlcep 3 and, had he ſlept a little longer, they had fer his 
Houſe on fire. The Tumult awakened him, and the four that remained with him, 


G counlſclled him to flee : but he not diſmayed, for that he was left alone, nor that fo 


great a Multitude came againſt him, went boldly towards them with his Garment all 
torn, and Aſhes upon his Head, holding his hands behind him, and his Sword upon his

thcy were : whereat they were ſodaunted, that-leaving their Weapons behind them, M 
they ran away. Hereupon Fon took occaſion tgencreaſc his Hatred and Jealouſy againſt 
Foin's Envy Fafephz and having ill Succeſs in this Policy, 'he/ ſtill attempted other Plots to bring

Joſeph thanked them for their good Will, ſaying, That he had rather conquer OT /9% 

his Enemies by Moderation, than by Fire and Sword; and therefore requeſted them 

to becontent, He alſo publiſhed an Edi, wherein he declared, That all thoſe that 

had rebelled with John, and did not forſake him within five days nextfollowing,ſhould 

loſe all their Eſtates, and their Houſes ſhould be ſacked and ſet on fire. Hereupon 

three thouſand preſently forſook Fohbr, -and came and Jaid down their Weapons at Fo- 

ſeph's Feet, proltrating themſelves before him ; fo that there remained with Fob but 

two thouſand fugitive Syrians, By whom being aſliſted, he again went ſecretly to Fobhn's Treaſon 

work, having had (o ill fucceſs by open dealing 3 and fo he privily ſent Meſſengers to *84inft Foſeph. 

Jeruſalem, to accuſe Joſeph that he had gathered a great Army, and that except he 

were quickly prevented, he would.come and uſurp Dominion over the Mother-City. 

But the People underſtanding before of John's hatred, did not regard it; yet divers 

rich Men and Magiſtrates who envied Joſeph, ſecretly ſent Money to Fobr, to hire Fo- 

reign Souldiers, that he might make War againſt Joſeph; whom they determined a- 

monglt themſclves to diſplace : And thinking that their Order was not ſufficient to ef 

fect ir, they ſent moreover two thouſand five hundred Men, and four of their Princi- 

pal Nobility with them, to wit, Joazar the Lawyer, and Ananizs the Sadducee, and 

Simon and Fudas the Sons of Fonathas 3, all very Eloquent Men, and learned in our 

Laws, to withdraw the Peoples Minds from Joſeph 3 giving them charge, that if he of 

his own accord came to them, then they ſhould permit him to ſpeak for himſelf ; but 

if herefuſed fo to do, then they ſhould hold him as an Enemy, Foſeph's Friends at Fe- 

ruſalem gave him intelligence that an Army was coming againſt him, but for what Cauſe 

they knew not, becauſc it was kept ſecret. And hereupon, before he could prevent it, 

four Cities revoled from him, to wit, Sephoris, Gamala, Giſcala and Tiberias ; which ne- Four Ciries of 

verthele(s he ſoon after eaſily recovered, without Force of Arms: And having taken _ ſubmic 

the four Captains and Counſellors of his Enemies, he ſent them to Fers/alem ; againſt Js 

whom the People being incenſed, would have killed them, and thoſe that ſent them, mics.

The Cities of Tiberias and Sephoris are recovered by Joſeph, 


OW John, for fear of Joſeph, kept himſelf within the Walls of Giſcala; and a few Tibrist is re- 
N days after 7iberias revolting again from Joſeph, the Inhabitants called in Agrippa, lob A 
who came not at the day appointed, only a few Roman Horſe ſhewing themſclves 5 ved by a Stre- 
Joſeph underſtanding this at Tariches, and having ſent his Souldiers to fetch Corn, he 8 
thought not good to go alone againſt the Rebels;z nor yet did he think it beſt to delay 
the time any longer, fearing that whilſt he delayed, King Agrippe would come and 
poſſeſs the Town 3 beſides that, the next day being the Sabbath, he could do no- 
thing. At length he reſolved to overcome the Rebels by Policy 3 and ſo he commanded 
the Gates of Tarichea to be kept ſhut, that his Intent might not be revealed to them 
of Tiberias, Then taking all the Boats that were in the Lake, in number two hun- 
dred and thirty, and in every one of them four Sailers, he ſpeedily failed to Tiberias: 

And when he came near the City, yet ſo far off, that the Inhabitants thereof could not 

eaſily diſcry him, he commanded all the Boats to (top, and the Rowers to beat the Wa- 

ter ſtill as if they were rowing 3 and taking only ſeven of his Guard with him,unarmed, 

he went near enough the City, that they might ſee him. When the Rebcls per- Jadyb with (e. 
ceived him, and thought that the Boats were full of armed Men, they threw down ?e® Souldiers 
their Weapons, and held up their Hands to him, beſeeching him to ſpare the City, Jo- —

oſeph brought Tiberias again under his ſubje&tion. And within a 


few days after he took' Giſcald/and Sephoris, which had revolted, having given the 


Spoils thereof to his Souldiers z yet afterwards he reſtored moſt that was taken away 
tothe People ; and the like he did to the Inhabitants of Tiberias 3 by which means he 


got the good-will of them all. 
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CH A P. XXVIIL 


How the People of Jeraſalem prepared themſelves for War ; and of the Robberies 
of Simon Sox of Gioras. 


Fter that theſe Broils, which hitherto hapned only in Galilee, were ceaſed, they 
"\ prepared themſelves againſtthe Romans. And the chief Men of Fernſalem, and 
Ananus the High-Prieſt, with allſpeed, renewed and repaired the Walls, and made all 
ſorts of Inſtruments for War, Arrows, and other Weapons ; ſo'that all the City was 
buſied herein, and trained their Men in warlike Diſcipline. All Places were filled 
with Agitation and Tumulc 3 but the graver ſort were very penſive, and many, as it 
were, foreſceing the Calamity that after enſued, could not refrain from Tears : They 
that deſired Peace, received no comfort inany thing : All things were done at their 
beck, who were cauſe of all this War. And the Eſtate of the City, even then before 
the Romans came, was like a City to be deſtroyed. But Azanus negletted that which 
was neceflary for War, and laboured to reconcile the Seditious FaQtion of thoſe that 
were called Zealous : But how he was overcome, and what his End was, we will de- 
clare hereafter. In the mean time one Simon the the Son of Gioras, in the Toparchy of 
Acrabatena, having gathered together a multitude of Seditious People, robbed and 
ſpoiled every-where 3 and he not only broke into Rich Mens Houſes, but alſo beat 
them grievouſly, openly exercifing his Tyranny. But when Amanys and the reſt ſent 
an Army againſt him, he fled to his Fellow-Thieves of Maſſada, and there ſtaid till 
Aramis and the reſt of his Enemies were lain : and then he waſted Iduzes with the 
reſt ; ſo that the Governours of that Place were fain to put a Gariſon in every Village, 
ſo great wasthe number of them that wasfſlain by theſe Thieves. And thus at this time 
ſtood the Aﬀairs of the Jews.

HEN the Emperor Nero underſtood the ill Succeſs of his Armies againſt the XN is ama-

matter, and made as though he were of more Courage, ſaying, That that which bapned, Jews

Indeed, 
they were more led by Rage and Fury than good Counſel ; and they againſt whom they 
fought were obedient, and would do nothing without the Commandment of their Leader. 
Wherefore their firſt Ranks being broken, they were forced by the Horſe to turn their 
Backs; and retiring themſelves to their own Company who turned toward the Wall, 
they became as it were Enemies to themſelves. So that ſeeking to avoid the Horſe-men, 
they were all diſperſed about the Field, which was in every place for the advantage of 
The Romans the Horſe.

Of the Romans only ſome were wounded in that Fight. Yet the Jews were not daunt- 
ed with this Misfortune 3 but the Grief thereof much increaſed their Courge : neither 
were they diſmayed with the former loſs of. ſo many Men within ſo ſhort time, but ra- 
ther calling to mind the great Victory they had got before, they drew upon themſelves M 
| another Defeat. For before their Mens Wounds were healed, they gathered together 
| all their Forces, and went again to Aſcalon in great Number and Fury, but with the ſame

{clves. Jeſeph ſeeing things in this poſture, aſſaulted the City Sepboris, in hope to take 
itz . but before ſach time as it revolted unto the Rowans, he had compaſied it with fo 
ſtrong Walls, that the Romans themſelves could not have taken it, and fo his hope 
was fruſtrate : for neither by Force nor fair Means would the Sephorites yield to him. 
Hereat the Romans being angry, troubled the Country more than before ; they now 
neither night nor day ceaſed trom deſtroying it, but robbed and ſpoiled all they found ;

The Princes that were Allies alſo brought great Aid : for Antiocus Agrippa, and So- 
hemws, brought each of them two thouſand Bow-men, and a thouſand Horſe : and 
Malchws King of Arabia, brought five thouſand Foot, and one thonſand Horle ; the 
moſt of his Foot were Archers, ſo that the whole Army, together with the King's Aid, 
amounted to the number of threeſcore thouſand, Horſe and Foot together ; beſides 
them that followed the Camp, who were a great multitude, and inferiour to none but 
their Maſters in Warlike Diſcipline. For one cannot too much admire the Romans, 
who ſo train up their Servants in time of Peace, that they are very fit for War. So that 
wholoeyer well beholdeth their Milicary Diſcipline, he ſhall perceive that they gained 
not this their goodly. Empire by Chance or Fortune, but by their Valour; for they donot M 
only then begin ta uſe Weapons when they come to fight, but they practiſe Military 
Diſcipline before they need: - and they are not idle in time of Peace, but always 
pradtife themſelves therein without ceaſing. Their Exerciſes are like War it ſelf, and 
The Diligence Every Souldier 1s every day enured to ſome ſort of Weapon, even as though they were 
fghting againſt the Enemy 3 fo that hereby they eafily endure the burthen and travel of 
War. For no diforder makes them forget what todo; neither doth Fear diſmay them, 
things neceſl- nor Contimuance of Fight and War weary and tire them. $0 that whoſoever they fight 
againſt, who are not fo well expert in theſe Afﬀairs as they, they always overcome 
them : and one may well call their Exerciſes amongſt themſelves, Conflits without N

Therefore ſeeing their Deeds ate ruled by Advice 
and , Councel; - and their» /Commandwents ſo well executed by the Army, what 
marvel-1s it 4t. their Empire in the Raſt reach unto Exphrates, in the Weſt to the jiew far the 
Ocean, \in the South to: Africk, in the North to the Fehine and Danubizs ? ſeeing that Roman _ 
one may jultly atfirm the Poſſeſſion les than the Poſſeflors. This I have ſpoken, oh, 
z not ſo much: to praiſe the Romans, but to comfort'the Conquered, and to terrify 
thoſe that deſire Alteration: and perhaps it may inſtriit theti who want good 
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Hew Placidus aſſan/ted Jotapata, and was repel''d by the Jews. 


N the mean time Veſpaſian being at Ptolemais with his Son Tit»s, prepared all things 
neceſſary for his Army. But Placidus was already entred into Galilee, and run 
through it, where he ſlew almoſt all he bad found, who were of the weaker ſort of Peo- 

Placidus Ple incapable of reſiſting. And ſeeing that thoſe of Courage always fled into the Cities [ 
drawerh his that Foſeph had fortified, He turned his Forces againſt Fotepata, which was the ſtrongeſt 
—_— gn of them, thinking it might eaſily be taken by a ſudden Aſſault, and that he thereby 
oy repul- ſhould get great Glory and Advantage 3 becauſe the People ſeeing the ſtrongeſt Cities 
ſed, flies ſyrprized, would not flee to any again. But it fell not our as he expected 3 for the 
People of Jotapata underſtanding his coming, met him near the Town, and ſuddenly 
encountering the Romans, being a great multitude, and well diſpoſed to fight, as thoſe 
that bear Arms for the general ſafety of their Country,and the Lives of their Wives and 
Children, they put the Romans to flight, and wounded many, though only ſeven 
were ſlain ; becauſe the Romans in flying, kept their Ranks, and were well armed : 

but the Jews being unarmed, rather truſted to their Darts and Arrows, than come to K 
handy-blows. There were three Jews (Jain, and a few wounded. And ſo Placidys 

when he ſaw bimſclf repulſed from the Town, abandoned the Enterprize. 
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CHAP. V. 
How Veſpaſian invaded Galilee, and how at the very ſight of him the Seditions fled. 


E fþaſian deſirous to maſter Galilee himſelf, departed from Ptolemais, making ſuch 
Journies as the Romans are wont to. And he commanded his Auxiliary Troops, [, 
becauſe they were lighter armed, to go before and repreſs the Enemies Incurfions, and 
ſearch the Woods and Foreſts fit for Ambulbes, whereby they were to paſs. ' After 
Veſpaſien di- then followed part of the Romans Foot and Horſe 3 and ten commanded oWQ of tvery 
recerhrheRo- Company, with their Arms and all things neceflary to make a Camp. Aﬀ#pthemn fol. 
mans Mare. owed the Pioneers, whoſe Office it was to mend the Ways where they werbad; and to 
cut down the Woods that were in the way, leſt by bad Way the Army ſhouWberetard- 
ed. After them he ſent his Baggage, and the Baggage of the Officers under”, with 
Horſe-men to guard it. And after them he himſclt tollowed, leading an Army of choice 
Foot and Horſe : And accompanied with: his own Guard of Horſe : For he had out of 
every Legion 120 Men for his Guard. Next followed thoſe that carried the Engins to M 
' | batter the Walls of Citics, and other Inſtruments, with the Prefe&s and Tribunes, 
guarded with choice Souldiers, After them the Imperial Eagles, which the Romans have

gion accompanied the Baggage. The laſt Company were Vicuallers, Handycrafts- 
men, and other mercenary Pcople, guarded by Foot and Horſe in great number. Thns 
Veſpaſian with his whole Army came to the Borders of Galilee, and there pitched his N 
Camp. He might have paſled on, but he thought fit by the ſight of his Army to ter- 
rify his Enemies, and give zhem time to repent, if any one would alter his mind before 
the War began, Yet 1n the mean time he prepared allthingsneceflary for a Siege. The 
only Rumor of his coming, made many Rebels faint-hearted. For Joſeph's Souldiers, 
who had pitched his Tents a little from Sephorie, when they knew that the Enemy ap-

efore they fought; but alſo before they ſaw them. Foſeph being left with a very few, 
and knowing that he was not able to abide his Enemies, and that the Jews were dil-

able Men and fit for War were fled out of the City. The Romans entring the 
place, put all-to death without mercy, - partly for the hatred they had conceived againſt 


Eſpafian went firſt to Gadara, and took it eafily at the firſt aſſault ; for all the - 


the Jews,and partly in revenge of that which had befaln Ceftizs. And they burnt the Ci- 


ty, and all the Towns and Villages adjoining : ſome of which were already deſfolate,and 
the Inhabitant» of the reſt were made {laves, Joſep preſence in the City, which he had 
made-choice of for his ſafeguard, filled it with fear. For the People of Tiberias thought he 
would never have fled, if there had been any hope of withſtanding the Romans: where- 


in they judged not ami( 3 for he foreſaw what event the War would have, and that 


their ſafety conſiſted only in changing their rebellious minds. He himſelf, though he 
hoped to obtain pardon of the Romans, yet had much rather have died, than lived 
pleaſantly with them again(t whom he was ſent, and ſo become a Traitor to the 
Country committed to his charge. Wherefore he determined faithfully to write a true 
ſtate of the Country to the Nobility at Feruſalew, and not to extol the Enemies Forces 
too much, leſt they ſhould ſay he was a Coward ; nor yet put them in any comfort, leſt 
perhaps now penitent for what they had done, they ſhould by his Letters be incited to 
go forward in their rebellious courſe. He defir'd them preſently to write an Anſwer, 
whether they thought good to enter into a League with the Romans z or,it they would 
make War, then they ſhould ſend a ſufficient Army againſt them. And having written 
to this effec, he preſently ſent Men to Jeruſalem to carry the Letters. 


CHAP. VI. 
Of the Siegeof JOTAPATA. | 


Eſpaſian was very deſirous to take Jotapata, becauſe he knew many of his Ene* 

mies were fled thither, and this was the ſtrongeſt Refuge they had. So he ſent 

betore ſome Foot and Horſe, with Pioneers to plain the ways, which were full of rag- 
ged ſtones, ſo that it was hard for Footmen to paſs, and altogether unpoffible for Horſe-

men. Within four days they <ffeed that which they were commanded, \.and made a - 


On the fifth day, which was the one and twentieth 


of March, Joſeph before they came, entered into the City, coming thither from Tiberias Jo 


to encourage the Jews who were diſmayed. A certain Runaway, told Yeſpaſiax that 
Foſeph was come thither, and adviſed him to haſten thither 3, for if be could take Foſeph; 
he might eaſily take all Fudea. Hereat Veſpaſian was very.glad, and took it as a good

came to Fotapata z and leading his Army on the North fide of the Town, . he pitched, tcgeged. 
his Tents upon a Hill ſeven ſtades diſtant from the City : purpoſely placing himſelf 
within the view of his Enemies, that the very ſight of his Army might terrifie them : 


as it alſo did ; for preſenily all was in ſuch a fear, that none durſt go out of the City. 
The Romans being wearied that day, would not affault the City ; but they beſet the 
Gates with two Squadrons of Horſe : and a third, that conſiſted of Foot, was placed 
without to intercept all paſſages, that none of the Jews could paſs any-whither. Here- 
upon the Jews now in deſparation, took heart; for in War nothing is more forcible 
than neceſſity. The next day began the Batrery, and. the Jews kept themſclves in 
order, and reſiſted the Romans before their Walls. But when Veſpaſian ſent 2ll the 
Bowmen and Slingers, and other Engineers to beat them off from the Walls, and he 
himſelf with Foot aflaulted the Wall in another place where it might. eaſily be entred ; 
then Joſeph, accompanied with all his Forces, iſſued ,out; the Town, and aſſaulted the 
Remans fiercely, and drove them from the Walls with great courage': , though they

How Veſpaſian battered the Walls of Jotapata with a Ram, and other 
Warlike Engines. 


\ T Eſpaſcan thinking himſelf as it were befieged, both in regard of the long time | 

which he had continued the Siege,and alſo of the divers Sallies and Excurſions of 

the Jewsz and having now almoſt raiſed the Rampiers as high as the Walls of the 

City, determined to batter them with a Ram. A Ram is a huge Beam like the Maſt 

of a Ship, whoſe end is armed with ſtrong maſly Iron, and made in the form of a Rams 

Head ; whence it takes its Name, becauſe it butteth Walls, as a Ram butteth with his 

A Ram, Head. It hangeth on another Beam with Ropes, like the Beam of a pair of Ballances : 

the Beam it hangeth on lying acroſs, is held up with two Props, which being drawn 

back by force of many Men, and then jointly with all their Forces ſhov'd torward, 

it ſtriketh the Wall with the Head of fron': And there is no Wall nor Tower fo ſtrong, 

but though it.abide the firſt Seroke of the Erigine, yet ean it not hold out long. The [ 

General of the Romans thought good to uſe this means to take the City by force, for 

that the Siege-was dangerous, by reaſon that the Jews never reſted, to which end the 

Romans with all kind of Shot endeavouredto beat the Jews from off the Walls that 

made any:Refiſtance : andthe Archers and'they that uſed Slings, were hard by : and 

when they ſaw that none of the Jews durſt'cotne upon the Walls, they apphed the Ram 

to:them ; * and covered it above:with Hurdlesand Skins, both for to defend themſelves 

and the Engine. At the firſt' Stroke the Walls were ſhaken,' fo that the'Cittzens cried 

as though the Town had been already taken. Joſeph ſeeing them ſtill beat one place, 

and that preſently: the Wall would fall, deviſed'a way to reſiſt the Force of the Ram, 

he filled Sacks with Chaff, and'letthem down'off the Wall juſt againſt that Place where M 
the Ranvſtrackordinarily, and ſb brake the' Force of the Blows, the Looſnefs of the 
7iſopb's De- Chaff making no Reſiftance, bur drowning orabating the Violence of the Stroke.

This Fa@ greatly troubled the Romans, who ſeeing Veſþaſtar bleed, preſently ſpread 

the News through the whole Army, and almoſt all of - them came running to (ce their 

General, and eſpecially Titzs, who feared his Father's Danger. But Veſpaſcar preſently 

freed the Army from all Preturbatioo, and his Son Tit»: from Fear : for, difſembling the 

Grief of the Wound, he ſhewed bimſclf to all that were forrowtul for bim, and incited 

them to fight againſt the Jews more earneſtly than before; Whereupon every one as 

it were to revenge their General, deſpiſed all Danger, and affaulted the Walls, exhort- 

ing one another, Joſeph and his Aſſociates, nutwithflanding many of them were +4. war re 

killed with Shot, Darts and Arrows, yet forſook not the Walls, but with Fire and newed agaiift 

Sword, and Stones, fiercely aſſaulted them, that, being defended with Hurdles, battex- *< J-% 

ed the Walls with the Ram ; but to little purpole : for they were continually killed 

by their Enemies, becauſe they could not fce them : But their Fire wade ſuch a light, 

as though it had been day, fo that the Romans eaſily perceived whither to dirett their 

Shot. And for that their Engines were not perceived afar off, the Jews could not de- 

fend themſelves from the Arrows and Stones that were ſhot againſt them, by which 

means many of them were ſlain, and the Tops and Corners of the Towers beaten down. 

And many that were behind, were ſlain by force of thoſe Stones 3 | ſo that any Man 

may perceive of what force that Engine is, by that which hapned thae night. For one 

that ſtood near Joſeph on the. Wall, - was ſtruck with a Stone, and his Head carried 

from his Body, by violence of the blow, three Furlongs off, as — it had been calt 

out of a Sling : and the next day a Woman, great with Child, was ſtruck on the Beily 

with one of thoſe Stones, and the Child carried forth of her, from the place where ſhe 

was ſtruck, three Furlongs 3 ſo great was the Force of this Engine. Thus the Violence The Force of 

of the Engines was moſt terrible, and likewiſe the Noiſe of Darts, Arrows, and other *< fomas 

Shot. Many were lain on every fide, and the Bodies of thoſe that were killed being . 

daſh'd againſt the Wall made a great Noiſe : and within the City was heard a pitiful 

Lamentation and Weeping among the Women ; and without a heavy Mourning and 

Cry of them that were wounded to Death; and all that part of the Wall where the 

Fight was, flowed with Blood : ſo that now the multitude of dead Bodies had (o filled 

the Ditch before the Wall, that the Romans might cahily paſs over into the City 3 and 

the Mountains about ecchoed with the Cries of the Citizens : and all that night long 

nothing wanted, that either might by the Eye or Ear move Terror. Thus many 

ſtoutly fighting for Fotapate, died moſt valiantly 3 many alſo were fore wounded : and 

notwithſtanding the Wall was continually battered, yet it was almoſt Morning before 

it fell, being all Night long beaten with the Ram.

How Jotapata was again aſſaulted. 


HE next day in the Morning Veſpaſcer brought his Army to enter the Breach, vipapun | 

having given them bur little reſt after their whole Night's Labour : and defirous to — _ 

make the Jews, that defended the Breach, forſake their Station, before tuch time as he the Ciry. 
entred, he took the moſt valiant of his Horſe-men, and diſmounting them, being armed 
from Head to Foot,and placed them inthree Ranks;that they being ſoarmed, might beſiege 
round that part of the Wall that was battered, having long Pikes in their Hands, fo 
that as ſoon as the Bridges were ſer, they might firſt enter the Breach. After them

ed them already under their Enemies Swords, and not only in danger to fall into their 
hands. Wherefore Foſeph commanded the Women to their Houſes, leſt their Cries 
ſhould diſmay his Souldiers; willing them likewiſe to keep filence, and threatned 
them if they did not: and fo he marched to the Breach, which place fell to his lot : 
He gave not much heed to them that ſought to ſcale the Walls, but only minded what 
effe& the terrible Storm of the Enemies Arrows would produce. 

As ſoon as the Trumpets began to ſound, the Air became obſcured with the multitude 


the war of Of Arrows. Joſepb's Companions remembring the Charge given them, ſtopped their L 


the Romans Ears, and covered their Bodies again(t the ſhot of Arrows. And as ſoon as the Bridges 
—_ were ſet againſt the Wall, preſently they fell on; and before the Romans could 
Bridg. enter upon them, they repel them back with great Prowels and Courage, which the 
Greatne(s of the Danger did not abate but mcreaſe, ſo that they did not give one 
foot back, till either they kill'd or were killed. ' But the Jews had not any freſh Men 
to ſecond thoſe that were tired ; and the Romans, ſtill as they were wearied, ſent freſh 
Supplies, and joining together their long Shields, exhorting one another, they became as 
it were a Wall of defence invincible ; and the whole Army like one Body, beat back the 


TheJews pour JEWS, and ſo ſet foot on the Walls. Foſeph, in this deſperate caſe, deviſed a new way to 


ſcalding Oil repel this preſent Danger : he commanded the Jews to fetch ſealding Oil, which they 14 


_— had ready, and pour it upon' the Romans, and alſo caſt the Pans upon them. This 
Device broke the body of the Romans, ſo that through great pains they fell from the 
Wall : for the (calding Oil ealily got between their Fleſh and Armour, and ſcorched 

them like Fire, being eaſily heated, and long continued hot by reaſon of the Fatneſs. 

The Romans being loaded with Helmets and Breaſt-plates, could not retire fo nimbly 

as was requiſite : 10 that ſome leapt down off the Bridg, and others died of the pain 3 

others would fain have retired themſelves, but could not, becauſe their Enemies fol- 

lowed them-ſo hard, But neither the Romans wanted Virtue ard Valourin adverſe For- 


tune, nor the Jews Prudence. For the Romans, notwithſtanding they were in intolera-

ion, and with him two thouſand Foot, and a thouſand Horſe : who hading the 
Town able to reſiſt, and the Inhabitants prepared for Fight, and marched out to meet T1. raking of 
him, (for the Town being by Scituation ſtrong enough, wasalſo compaſſed with a dou- of «the by 
ble Wall) he fought with them, and after a while put them to flight, and in the pur- 74 
ſuit entered with them at the firſt Gate : which the Citizens perceiving, ſhut the ſecond 
Gate, not ſuffering their own Citizens to enter in, leſt the Enemies alſo ſhould ruſh in 
with them, as they had done into the firſt Gate. Truly, God gave this Victory un- 
to the Romans 3 and his Will it was, that moſt of the valiant Men of the City ſhould 
have their own Gates ſhut upon them, and ſo fall into their Enemies hands, who were 
moſt greedy to deſtroy them, Many of them came to the Gates, and called thoſe that The Jews ſhur 
kept them by their Names, pittifully intreating that they might come in : which while vp by che Ro- 
they were kept out, were butchered like Sheep, being incloſed between two Walls ; Mwkyg1 oe 
their own Gitizens having ſhut one Gate upon them, and the Romans the other : and ain. 
many, thus incloſed, perithed by their own Fellows Swords; and an infinite number by 
the Rage of the Romans, having no Courage to reſiſt and revenge themſclves. For the 
Inhumanity of their own Citizens, and Terror of their Enemies together, utterly diſ- 
couraged them 3 and ſo they died all, in number 12000, curſing not the Romans, gain © -=_ 
but the Jews their own Country-men. T1rajar, thinking that the City was now defſti- 
tute of Fighting Men 3 or if they were within, that they durſt not reſiſt being thus ter- 
rified, refery the taking of the City for the General, and ſent Meſſengers to him, re- 
queſting him to ſend his Son Titus to accompliſh the Victory. Velpaſoan fearing that 77:us with his 
yet there would be ſome refiſtance, ſent Titzs with 500 Horſe and a thouſand Foot, who Forces comes 
haſtning thither, placed Trajar: on the left-ſide of the Town, and himſelf on the right : ©?

ſo the Romans on every fide ſcaled the Walls; and the Galileans, having a while 
reſted, at length left them. Then T7«s and his Followers leaping down, got into the 
City, and began a vehement Fight with them that were aſſembled therein, ſome va- A ſharp Skir- 
liantly iſſuing out of the narrow Streets, and aſlaulting them, and the Women caſting — 
ſuch things as they could get, upon the Romans, from the Tops of their Houſes 3 and twcen the Ge- 
thus they held Battel fix hours. When their Fighting Men were all ſlain, then the lileans and the 
, old Men and Children, and all the other Company, both in the Streets and in their 
Houſes, were ſoon diſpatch'd, that none of them were left alive, fave only Infants, 
who with the Women were led Captives. The number of them that were ſlain, both 
in the City and in the firſt Conflit, amounted to 15000, and the number of thoſe 
that were led into Captivity, were 1130. This Maſſacre of the Galileans hapned the

Cerealis thought it not the beſt way to go unto the Mountain, and at- 

tack the whole Multitude there, who were ſo numerous, but he commanded his Soul- 

diers to beleagure the Mountain abour, at the Foot thereof, and to keep there all 

the day. There happened at that time a vehewent Heat, and the Samaritans wanted 

wantof water Water, It was then Summer, and the People hac not provided themſclves with Vietu- 

"gp Foray þ als, ſo that many, in one day only, for want of Drii:k, 41.4 of Thirſt : others preferring 

Death before the Miſery they endured, fled to the R- mans : of whom Cerealis learned 

that thoſe that yet remained on the Mourt, were cv<n diſheartned by the Miſery they 

endured. Where he aſcended the Mountain, and compaſled about the Enemies with 

his Army. he firſt exhorted them to yield, 21d promiſed them all their Lives if they 

would caſt down their Weapons : but nothing prevailing with them, he {ct upon them, 

11600 Sanari- and killed them all, in number 11600. This was done the 27th day of Jane. Theſe

Nicanor 
recounted.to him-bow. mild the Romans were towards them whom they had conquered, 
and that the Roman Generals rather admired him for his Vertue, than hated him. 
Moreover, that his General intended not to puniſh him, which if he pleaſed, be might - 
do, (whether he yielded himſelf or no) but to fave him, _ ſo valiant a Man: ad- 
ding alſo, that if Veſpaſcaz meant ill, he would never have imployed his Friend in fuck 
a Meſſage, to uſe Friend{hip (fo noble a Vertue) to ſoevil a Purpoſe as to work Trea- 
ſon; and that he, though Yeſpaſier bad been ſo minded, would never have conſented

Titzs having thus ſpoken, as it were'by God's Providence, all his Souldiers took heart 
and courage, ſo that now they were ſorry to ſee Trajar come with 400 Horſe-men more V5: ſends 
before the Fight began, as tho their Viftory would be lefs renowned, becauſe he came 7, 77% #PP!y 
to help them. / e/paſtan alſo ſent Antonivs and Silo with 2000 Archers, to take the 
Mountain that was juſt oppefit to the Town, and to beat them that defended the City 

C. off fromthe Walls :- and they did as they were commanded. Then Titz4 with :11 Force 
poſlible, charg'd with'his Horſe upon the Enemies 3 and all followed him with an huge 
Cry, ſpreading themfelves in ſach order,that they occupied as much ground as the Jews, 
and ſo appeared more than indeed they were.

The Romatis killed ſome as they fled, others as they overrook them, many mod - 
for haſte tumbling orie upon another 5 and they prevented all that fled to the Walls, 
and drove them back again into the Field, ſo that of this great Multitude, a very few 
were-ſfaved, who got into the City.

D Difſention : for the Inhabitants confidering their own Eſtate, and the Event of all former {$372nan5 3c

E Danger. - Let us not only prevent our Enenries Concord, which Neceſſity will foon effe®, but 
alſo our own Forces before atiy freſh Aid'come'to us 5 that beſides the Victory, being ſo few 0- 
ver ſo buge a multitude, we may alſo divide the Spoil of the City among us. * No ſooner had 
he thus ſpoken, but preſently he mounted upon his Horſe, and rode into the Lake, and 
ſo paſſed into the City, and all the Souldiers followed him. They that defended th 
Walls, were ſo amazed at his Boldne(s, that none made Reſiſtance againſt him as hd 
came : but Feſ#s with his Followers leaving the Quarter which was his to defend, fled ;, _ 
into the Fields : others flying towards the Lake, fell into, their Enemies hands, who dag 
came that way againſt them, \and [d. were ſlaughtered as they were getting into their inthe Fields, 
Ships 3 others were {lain as' they were ſwimming to overtake the Ships that were new 

F/ lanched from the Shoar : and there was a great ſlaughter of Men all over the City. For 
the Sttanpersthat fied 'ng:, made ſoine'reſMance 3 but the Townſmehtid not offer to 
defend thanſavest for they abſtimed frofty Fight, hopitig for pardon, becauſe they 
had not approved the Wi: At laft' Titus having ſixireehe Factions, took compaſſion 
upon the Citizens, faved their Lives, arid cauſed the Slaughter to ceaſe.

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CHAP. XVII. 
The Deſcription of the Lake of Genezareth, and the Fountain of Jordan. 


HE Lake of Genezareth taketh its Name from the Country adjoining to it; the 
Breadth thereof is forty Furlongs, the Length an hundred. The Water of this Lake 

is ſweet and good to drink, and more ſubtile than ordinarily the Waters of other pla- 
cesarez and it is very clear near the Shoar, and more cool to drink, than either that 


of the River or Fountain 3 yea it is always more cold than one would judg {ach a Lake 


p—=_ 


to be of that Largeneſs ; for the Water being ſet in the Sun, doth not loſe its Coldneſs, 
when the Inhabitants expoſe it to the Sun in Summer, to allay the natural Coldnefſs 
The Fountain thereof, There are in it many ſorts of Fiſhes, nothing like the Fiſhes of other places, 
of fad. either in Shape or Taſte. The River Fordaz paſſeth through the midſt of it. It is 
thought that Parium is the Head and Fountain of it, but in truth it hath its Original 
from Phiala, from whence it paſſeth under-ground a hundred and thirty Furlongs from 
Ceſaria, towards that way which leads unto Trachonitis on the right-hand. This Source 
is called Phiala, by reafon of its Roundneſs, for it is as round as a Wheel, and the 
W ater ſtill keepeth within the brink of Phiala, never increaſing nor diminiſhing. No 
Man knew that this was the head of Fordaz, till Philip the Tetrarch of Trachonitis found xg 
it to be ſo; for he caſting Straws into Phiala, found them afterward carried to Paninm, 
which before that time was thought to be the Fountain of Fordav. Paninm, though 
it be naturally beautified, yet by Agrippa's Coſt and Charges it was much more adorn. 
Jordan beginneth with a deep River out of this Den, and paſſeth along the Mariſh Pla- 
ces, and dirty Lake of Semechonitis, and from thence 120 Furlongs to the City Ju- 
lizs, and in the Way divideth the Lake Gerezareth ; and paſſing a great way further 


into the Wilderneſs, at laſt it falleth into the Lake called Aſpheltites. 


Upon the Lake 


Genezareth there bordereth a Country of the ſame Name, naturally beautiful and ad- 
mirable : for there is no kind of Plant which will not grow there, and the Inhabitants 
have repleniſhed it with Plants and Trees of all ſorts, and the temperature of the Air [ 
well agrees with all fort of Fruit-Trees: for there are an infinite company of Nut- 
Trees, which of all Trees eſpecially require a cold Soil : There are allo abundance of 
Palms, which defire great Heat : likewiſe great ſtore of Figs and Olives, which require 
a temperate Air: ſo that one may juſtly ſay, that through the bounty of Nature, fo 
different and oppoſit Qualities are here together united, and at one time, as it were, all 
difference of Seaſons of the Year conjoin for.good purpoſe, And it doth not only 
nouriſh theſe Fruits, but alſo conſerveth for ten- whole Months Figs, Grapes, and all 
other Fruits all the Year long. Beſides the temperature of the Air, it is alſo watered 


by a plentiful Fountain, called Ga 


pernaum : Many think it to be an Arm of Nil#:, be- 


cauſe it hath Fiſhes like the Corbe bred only in a Lake near Alexandris. The Length M 
of this Country along the Lake bearing the ſame Name, is thirty Furlongs, and the 


Breadth twenty. 


CHAP. XIX. 


A Sea-Fight ; in which Taſpevon pany in the Lake of Genezareth all thoſe that 


ſaved themſelves at Tarichea. 


Eſp:fien having built his Ships, and furniſhed them with as many Men as he 
thought ſufficient againſt thoſe whom he was to purſue, he embarqued upon the 
Lake, and himſelf alſo went againſt them. The Taricheans could not poſſibly make 
any eſcape by Land, although they would 5 and they were not able to fight hand to 
hand with the Romans, for their ſmall Pirate Boats could not withſtand their Enemies 
great Veſlcls 3- and beſides, they were not ſufficiently mann'd, ſo that they feared 
to encounter the Romane, who preſſed altogether upon them : yet nowbliphcing 
ſometimes they , came about the Roman Ships, and caſt Stones at the Romans afar off, 
and ſometimes alſo they came near, and skirmiſhed with them : yet they themſelves al- 
ways had more barm than the Romans; for their Stones which they caſt did only rattle O 
againſt the Romans Armour, but hurt them not, and they were killed by Ro 
Wes rrows: 
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A Arrows: andif at any time they were fo bold as to come near the Romans, they were ©} AS" 
{lain before they could do them any Harm, or elſe ſunk with their Boats. And as ma waid 4 _y 
ny as attempted to aſſault the Romans, were {lain with their Javelins and Swords, the fr Obit 
Romans leaping into their Boats; and many were taken with their Boats, the Ships wo 
meeting one another. They that were in the Water, and lift up their Heads to ſwim, Ypafor's 


were killd with Arrows, or over-taken with Roman Boats : and if in Deſperation they _— pA grhacn

came {wimming towards their Enemies, their Hands'or Heads were preſently cut off. zarcth againſt 
Thus ſome periſhed 6ne way, ſome another, till at laſt they fled, and arrived upon the *< Tichears, 
Shoar, where their Ships were compaſled round about. So the Romans kill'd many up- 

on the Lake, and many upon the Land,and one mipht then have ſeen all the Lake ſtain- 

ed with Blood, and full of dead Bodies, for not one eſcaped alive. A few days after, The end ofthe 
theſe dead Bodies corrupted the Air, by their ſtench,in ſuch ſort, that the whole Coun- Bartel by Sea, 
try was annoyed with it : and this SpeCtacle was fo hideous that it cauſed Horror not Co _ 
only in the Jews, but eve in the Romans themſelves,, who had been the cauſe of it. © 
And the Shores were all full of Boats that had ſuffered Ship-wrack, and dead Bodies 

ſwollen in the Water : And this was the end of that War by Water. The number of 

them that periſhed here and in the City, was 6500. The Fight being ended, Veſpaſtan Yih4ſ.in con- 
fate in a Tribunal Seat, and ſeparated the Strangers from the Inhabants, for that the &* nh Mi 
former ſeem'd to be the Authors of that War : Yet he deliberated with the Captains bour we Jews. 
and Governors, whether he ſhould likewiſe pardon them : but they told him that their 

Lives might endamage him ; for, ſaid they,if you fend theſe Men away and let themlive, 

they cannot live peaceably, becauſe they want abiding places, and they are able to 

diſturb and diſquiet thoſe to whom they ſhall fly. Yeſpaſan for this cauſe judged them 

unworthy to live, preſuming that if they were let go, they would fight againſt them 

who pardoned their Lives ; it remained to conſider what Death to put them to. But he 

thought with himſelf, the Inhabitants would not patiently abide ſo many to be maſla- 

cred, who had fled to them for Succour 3 wherefore he ſought to uſe no Violence to 

them, becauſe he had promiſed them Security. But at laſt he was overcome by the Per- 

{wafton of his Friends, who told him that all things againſt the Jews were lawful, and 

that Profit was to be preferred before Honeſty, ſeeitig both could not be had : _ 

cence being granted to them to depart, they ſuſpeQing nothing, -were commanded\to 

take only that way that leadeth to Tiberiss, They willingly obeyed as they were com- 

manded, not miſdoubting the ſafety of their Goods or Maney : But the Romans had 

placed themſelves on every fide the Way even to Tiherizsz tothe 1ntent that none might 

eſcape, ang ſo ſhut them all in the City, Preſently aftet came Yeſpaſten ard encloſed 

them all in the Amphicheater, and ſo killed twelve hundred Perſons, who were all old 

Men, or young and unable for Service. Of the reſt, that were all ſtrong young Men, 

he ſent fix thouſand to Nero to work at {mos near Corinth, The reſt of the Multi- a0 Des 
tude he fold, in number thirty thouſand and four hundred, beſides others he gave to ,; he form. 7 
Agrippe, whom alſo he permitted to do. what he: would with thoſe that were of his 
Kingdom ; But Jgrippe fold all thoſe that-were giver him.; The reſt of them were 

Fugitives and Seditious Perſons of Trechonitis, Gaulonitis; 'and Hippenis, and many of

And there another Hill ſerved the Inhabitants inſtead of a Caſtle, being unwalled : for N 


1t was exceeding bigh, and reached down to the bottom of the Valley. In the Town 
within the Walls thereof there was alſo a Fountain. Although this City were of its 
own nature invincible, yet Foſeph compaſſing it with a Wall, and with Ditches and 
Mines, made it ſtronger. Wherefore the Inhabitants of this place put far more con- 
fidence in their Walls, than they of Fetapata did 3 yet they were fewer in number, and 
not ſo Warlike People 3 and on account of the Scituation of the City, they eſteemed 
themſelves above their Enemies ; for the City was full of Men that fled thither by rea- 
ſon of the Strength of the Place : ſo that for ſeven Months they reſiſted the Forces that 
were ſcnt by Agrippa to beliege them. Veſpaſian having decawped from Ammaw,, pitched

pa wentto the Walls, and ſpake to thoſe that detended them, willing them to yield ro 
the Romans 3 but one of thear with a Sling ſtruck him on the right Arm, and hurt him z One wich a 
which much troubled his familiar Friends. And the Romansfor angerthat the King was ery br 
hurt, and for fear of ſuch Milchances to themſelves, now became earneſt to aſſault the "_ 
Town, perſwading themſelves that they would uſe Strangers and their Enemies hardly 
B if ic lay 19 their Power, {cring they had (o11l entreated a Prince of their own Nation, 
for perſwading them to what was profitable for them. | | 
The Romans having quickly entrenched themſelves, by reaſon of the tnultude that 
laboured in Bufineſs, who were accuſtomed to ſuch Work,began to place their, Engines 
againlt the Town-Walls. Chares and Foſeph, who were two of the moſt potent Men 1n 
the Town, animated and armed their Citizens, and led them to the Walls to defend 
them 3 but they had not much Courage to the Buſineſs. And although they well per- 
ceived that the City could not long hold out, ſceing they wanted Water, and many 
other things neceſlary to ſtand a Siegez yet notwithſtanding they exhorted the Townl(- 
men to be valiant, where a while they reſiſted, notwithſtanding the Shot 3 but at laſt, The Roman; 
C *hey were therewith ſo terrified, that leaving the Walls, they fled into the City. Then —— 
the Romans battered the Walls with Rams 1n three ſeveral places; and where the Wall jc” ra 
fell, there they 1ffued in with Trumpets and a great Shout, and fought with\the Town(- 
men; who in the firſt Conflict fo. valiently refiſted them, that they permitted them not 
ro enter further into the Town. Butat laſt being overcome, both in Strength and Num- 
ber, they alli flediato the higheſt part of the City, and from thence they returned again 
upon the Romans,who purſued them,and drovethem down into the Valleys, and killed 
many ; Md divers in that ſtrait Paſſage were trodden to death by their: Fellows. 
Whercupon, ſeeing that they could neither fly, nor reſiſt their Enemies above their 
Heads, they fled into the Houſes which adjoined unto the Plain, and fo filled them, that 
being over-charged, they fell down upon other Houſes heneath them, and beat them The Remans | 
down allo, and they likewiſe uponothers ſituated beneath them, Many of the Romans '* Pei 
this way periſhed; for being amazed,and not knowing what to do, they got into their the Jews Hou- 
Houſes, notwithſtanding they ſaw them ſhake and totter; and many ſeeking to eſcape, © 
were maimed by ſome part of the Ruinesthat fell upon their Bodies, and many were 
choaked in the Duſt, The Citizens of Gazrala rejoiced thereat, thinking that this Aid Many Romans 
was ſent from God ; and not regarding their private Loſſes, they ceaſed not to force the -y wn 
Romans into their Houſcs 3 and if any were in the narrow Streets, them they flew with 
Darts from high Places. The Ruines afforded them Stones enough, arid their ſlain 
Enemies Swords and Armour, which they took from them, being half dead, and uſed 
E againſtthemſelvesz many died, whocaſtthemſelves headlong from off the Houſes, being 
ready to fall 3 and thoſe that ſought to fly, could not eaſily eſcape, for being ignorant 
of the Ways, and there being ſuch a Duſt that one could not ſee another, they kill'd 
one another ; till with much ado, finding paſlage, they got out of the City. 
 opefian, who was always in the midſt of theſe Encounters, was greatly moved to ſee y:pþ's Fors 
the Buildings fall ſo upon his Souldiers 3 and forgetting his own Safety, he retired him- _——— 
ſc]f with only a few to the higher part of the City, where he was left in great danger, ** "on 
baving very few about him, (for 1itxs his Son was not there, being before this time (ent 
to Mxtianus in Syria) and now he could not fly ſafely, nor yet had it been for his Ho- 
nour if he could. Wherefore remembring all his great Actions from his Child-hood, v6; 
F and his own Vertue, he encouraged his Men, and with them joined Arms, and covered f'ehc wich 
themſelves with their Shields,and fo, as it were, afliſted with ſome Divine Aid, defended Jo 
themſelves from all Darts, Arrows and Stones, which were caſt from above upon them ; 
and ſo they remained there,not terrified eithet with the Number or Might of their Ene- 
mhes, till at laſt, wondring at his Valour and Courage, they abated their Fury. And 
now perceiving his Enemies to aſſault him but faintly, he retired back, till fuch time 
as he got without the City-Walls. 
Many Romans periſhed in-the Fight, and amongſt the reſt Ebztiys a Centurion, who 
rot only in this Fight (hew'd himſelf valiant, but alfo in many Bartels before, and had

been the only Obſtacle of bur Vitory. FA Jon are to be blamed,'tis only for venturing too far ; for 
when your ſaw your Emetries fly tothe igher Places, you ſhonld then kave held your Hands, and 
not have purſued them with y4 manifeſt dariger to your ſelves, as every one might fore-ſee in 
this parſuit + ſo having gain'd the lower part of the City, jou might in a little time have 
draw them to z more equal Conflict 5 but jou, being eager of the Vitlory, did not reſpe# your 
own Safety. It is not the manner of the Romans raſhly and wnadviſedly to fight ; they are wont 
to do all things orderly and adviſedly. Tiwitrity is fit only for barbarous People 5 and, as you K 


diſcretion, ſee, proper t0 the Jews, Wherefore, let us call our own Virtye to wind, and rather be angry 


for this that happened (an ſo incite our ſelves to revenge ) than ſorrowful. 


And let ever 
validht Souldier with his owis Sword comfort himſelf ; ſo ſhall we both revenge the Death 4 
our Friends,antd be revenged of them by whote they were ſlain; and 1 my ſelf (as alſo now 1 
did) will expoſe my felf Fo ofl Dangers with you, and go firſt to fight,and come laſt from it.

Yet L 
they omitted not to provide for their own Safety #s well as they could ; for the moſt 
Vahant among them kept the Breach, and the reſt the ſtrong Places about the Walls 
which were yetunbattered. The Romans again built Mounts, and attempted to af 
fault the City, and many of the Citizens fled by the Vallies where no Guard was, and 
by ſecretVaules underreath'the Ground 3 and they who for fear of being taken, re- 
mained in the City, periſhed for Hunger, for all the Viftials were reſerved for them 


that fouglit, who by the Extremity Whereinto they were: reduced; had not loſt their 
Conrage.

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CHAP. II. 


How -Placidus t00k 'the Monntain Itaburium, 


Uting the Siege, 'Veſþaſiar made another Artempt againſt thoſe 'that kept 'the 
Mountain It4birive, fituate between the great'Field and Scythopelis, being thirty 
Furlongs high, and'inacceſſable-on the Nerth-fide. . Inthe very top'6f this Mountain 


there is a Plain twenty Ffrlongs over, encloſed with a Wall ; which Wall, tho of 


ſo huge a Compaſs, Joſeph had built 'in'fourty days. They received all/neceſlary Pro- N 
viſion from beneath, but they had only Rain-water. Unto this Phce a/buge Multitude 
were githered, and Veſþaſiar ſent Placid#s againſt thetn 'with fix hundred Horſe, who 
could 'no'way's get up the Mountains wherefore he ethorted many of 'them:to 'Peace, 
putting them'in hope of Pardon : Many Fg 6 came down'towards /him, but with in- 
tention to entrap him, and ſurprize him'iinawares. +Plzci4vs purpoſtlyigave then farr 
Speeches, hoping to get them down into the Plain : 'and/they, as though they would 
have obeyed him, followed him thither, 'nicaning, whe they came there ſuddenly to 
aſſault him : Yet Placides his Device took place, for when the Jews affaulted him, he 
feigned flight ; and the Jews having purſued him a great way fromthe Mountain, be 
turned again upon them, and wounded many on the Backs as they fled,killed-ſome,and O 
hindred'the reſt from aſcending the Mountain : So the remainder left; draburinmr, _

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A fled to Fernuſalem ; and the Inhabitants (now Water failing them) yielded to Placide, CAALTY

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CHAP. III. 
How Gamala was deſtroyed. 


N the mean time many of the Gamraliany, that had appeared the moſt hardy, fled and The Romans 
hid themſelves; and the weaker ſort periſhed through Famine : yet a few of the har fl 

moſt couragious that were left among them, defended the Wall till the twenty ſe- andir fallerh * 
venth day of OZober. Upon which day,three Souldiers of the fifteenth Legion,towards _ 0 gn 
the break of day, undermined the higheſt Tower in their Quarter, and entred into it ; © © 
thoſe that kept it, neither perceiving them when they came in; tiot when they went 
out (for it was in the Night-time.) Theſe Souldiers being wary leſt any Noiſe ould 
be made, removed five of the greateſt Stones of the Foundation, and preſently leapt 
away, and incontinently the Tower fell down with a hideous Noiſe, and with the fall 
killed thoſe that kept itz whereupon tnany that kept watch in thoſe Quarters, fled 
through fear; and they who ſought to eſcape the Romans, were killed 3 amongſt whom 


C Foſeph was ſtrucken with a Dart from a part of rhe Wall that was fallen down, and there 


died. They who were within the City were terrified with the Noiſe hereof, and rari 
up and down as tho all the Enemies were already entered into it. And Chares, Joſeph's 
Companion, being lick, yielded up the Ghoſt, Fear encreafing his Diſeaſe, and helping 
to ſhorten his Life. The Romans remembring the bad Succeſsatthe laſt Afault, did not 
enter the City till the twenty third of the Month aforeſaid. 

Then Titus animated by reſentment of the Misfortune of the Romans in his abſence, Titus,with ewe 
accompanied with 200 Horſemen, and ſome choſen Footmen, entred the City, no —_—— 
Man refiſting him : The Watchmen then firſt perceiving it, cried, To Arms. Thoſe Foor-men, os 
within the City fearing that Tits was entred, fome took their Children, ſome their *th Gnas, 


D Wives, and fled into the Caſtle with pitiful-Cries and Weeping : other met Titys, and 


were all put to the Sword ; and they rhat could not get into the Caſtle, not knowi 

what to do, fell among the Roman Guards. Then the Skies were filled with the Cries of 

Men dying, and the lower places of the City flowed with Blood. Feſþafian led his whole 

Army againſt thoſe that fled into the Caſtle, which was of a great height, and ſcarcely The cop of che 
acceſſible, ſtanding in a ſtrong place full of Ditches and deep Dens,and compaſled with ER ar 
ſteep Rocks. The Jews drove down the Romans that offered to come up to them, part- hard to be

ſo high, that the Romans Arrows could not reach them. But at laſt, as it were by

A 
and (o not being able to ſtand, nor to ſee thoſe that came againſt them, the Romans dence; = 
aſcended and took the Caſtle ; ſome reſiſted for their defence, others yielding them- 
ſelves. The Romans now call to mind their Fellows that had periſhed in the firſt 
Aſſault, and ſo became more cruel. Many deſpairing of their Lives, caſt their 
Wives, their Children, and Themſelves headlong down thoſe Precipices into the 
deep Valleys underneath. So that the Cruelty the Romans ſhewed againſt the People 
of Gamala, was not ſo great as that which they uſed againſt rthemſclves ; for there 


were only four thouſand periſhed by the Romans Sword, and the number of them who hon jeus

two Women that were Siſters, and Daughters to Philip Son to Foachim, a worthy =s Wa 


Man, and General of Agrippa's Army; and theſe two were ſaved only, becauſe at fuch **r<- 
time when the City was taken, they hid themſelves ; for they ſpared not Infants, but 
many took them and caſt them down from the Caſtle. And thus was Gamala deſtroyed 
the 23d day of OFober, having begunto revolt the 21th day of September. 
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. wu Ow all the Cities and ſtrong Places of Galilee were taken, Giſcala only excepted. 
= ads. Part of the Inhabitants whereof deſired Peace, for that they were Husbandmen, 
ceirful Man, - and their Riches conliſted inthe Fruits of the Earth; but there were many taGtions Free- 
pow ably * booters in the City, andamong(t them many of the natural Inhabitants. . Theſe Pep- 
Giſcalatore-_ ple were incited to revolt by: one John, a, very wicked and deceittul Perſon, Son to one | 
hg Levias 3 he was of ill Manners, bold to-attempt any thing, and making no, Cpnſcience 

of any thing he took in hand;- and he was known to all Men for one that defired War, 
to make himſelf mighty. ,This-Man was a Ring-leader of the Seditious Perſons in Gif- 
cala : and for fear of him, the People, who perhaps otherwiſe would have ſent, Legats 
to the Romansto requeſt Peace, were hindred and forced to ſtay til] the Romans came 
to fight againſt them. Againſt theſe People Yeſpaſiar ſent Titus, and with, him a thou- 
ſand Horſemen, and the tenth Legion towards Scythopolis : Himſelf with the reſt went 
to Cxſarea, .to refreſh them after-their great Jabour,at the Charge of the Towns adjoin- 
ing; judging it neceſlary to fitthem to ſuſtain manfully the Toils that were. to enſue; 
V:|aſan fore- for he forcſaw that he ſhould have much ado to win Feruſalew, both for that it was ve- x 
_ _ ry ſtrong, and was the Chief City of all the Nation. And his care in this Point was 
;oche Siege of lo much the more, for that he perceived many out of all parts fled thither 3 and that it 
Jeruſalem. was compaſſed with almoſt invincible Walls 3 and beſides this, the boldneſs and deſpe- 
rate Courage of the Inhabitants, who altho that they had had no Walls at all, yet had 
been ſcarcely to be conquered ; and therefore he thought it neceſlary to refreſh his 
Souldiers before this Enterpriſe, as Champions are prepared for the Combate.. 
Titus his com- Titus having'taken a view of Giſcala, judgd that it might eaſily be taken z yet know- 
REBT ing that if it were taken by Force,all the People would be deftroyed by the Romans, he 
rowards thoſe beIng weary of Blood-{hed, and commilerating the innocent People, which were other- 
of Giſtala, wile like to periſh together with the Culpable, attempted to take it by Surrender. [, 
Wherefore the Walls being full of People, among whom were many of the Seditious, 
he told them that he marvelled what Help they expected,or by whoſe Advice (all other 
Cities being now taken) they alone would refiſt the Roman Forces, eſpecially. whenas 
they .had already ſeen many, Towns, far ſtronger than theirs, overthrown at the firſt 
Ault and that contrariwiſe thoſe who had yielded themſelves to the Romans, lived 
in Peace, and enjoyed all.that was theirs. Which Offer (f{aid he) I now alſo make to 
you,and am not yet incenſed againſt you,becauſe, that which you do 1s in hope of your 
Liberty ; but if you ſtill perſevere in your rebellious Courſe,and refuſe this kind Offer, 
. you ſhall preſently perceive the Romans Sword drawn out for your Deſtruction, and 
1ncontinently find your Walls but a Mockery, and no ways able to refiſt the Roman M 
Engines : whereas contrariwiſe if you yield-your ſclves, and truſt to the Fidelity of the 
Romans, you ſhall be the moſt happy People of all Galilee. None of the Townſmen 
were admitted to make anſwer, nor to come to the Walls, for the Seditious were Ma- 
ſters of them 3 and a Guard was placed at every Gate, leſt any ſhould go out to ſub- 
Fon's Anſwer mit themſclves,or any Horſemen ſhould be received into the City. Joh: made anſwer 
neem Ex- for all, that he liked well of the Conditions offered, and that he would either perſwade 
or compel the Inhabitants to accept them : but he requeſted that that Day might be 
granted to the Jews, being the Seventh Day, wherein it was not lawful for them to 
treat of Peace, or make War. For (as the Romans knew) the Jews every Seventh 
Day ceaſe from all Work; and if they prophaned it,they who cauſed themto doſo,were N 
guilty of Impiety. Moreover, ſo ſhort time could not prejudice the Romans, being but 
one Nights ſpace ; for nothing he could effect in that time to endamage them, except 
only by flying out of the City (which Titus. might prevent by placing a ſtrong Guard 
and Watch in every place about it.) That Titzs might make advantage of it, ſince it 
being his Deſign to offer them Peace and Safety,it was an Adtion no leſs worthy of him, 
to have regard tothe obſervation of their Law, than a Duty indiſpenfible in them not 
to violate it. 
With theſe and ſuch-like Speeches Fob ſought todelude Tits, being not ſo Religious 
about the keeping of the Sabbath, as careful for his own ſafety ; for he feared that the 
City would preſently be taken, and himſclf left alone; and ſo he determined in the O 
Night to flee, as the only way to ſave his Life. And truly God would have it fo, that

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A Fohn (ſhould theneſcape to bethe overthrow of Jeruſalem, and thar Titus ſhoul4 not only TD 
grant him the time he requeſted to deliberate, but alſo that Night remove his Camp wala, þ fr 
near Cydeſſa, a great Villaye, and the (trongeit of all that Country, bclonging to the «ft cits 
Trians, which the Galileans always hated. ING 
In the Night-time Fob perceiving no Romans to keep Watch about the Town, and 
having now Opportunity, fled, not only with the Armed Men about him,but alſo with 
many of the chief of the City, and whole Families, whom he promifed to condut to 
Jeruſalem, But John fearing either Death or Slavery, and careful for his own Safety, 7oin reſerved, 
carried them twenty Furlongs out of the City 3 where being fo deſolate, they began by God's Pro- 
grievoully to lament ; for every one thought himſelf as near his Enemies, as he was br 
B far from the City and his Friends : and (till every ſtep they thought their Enemies ar 7-/alen. 
hand, ready to take them ; and frequently they look'd back, as though their Enemies 
heard the noiſe they made as they went, and were coming againſt them : inſomuch that 
many crowded forwards in heaps, and were killed in the way with the preſs of them The fear of 
that followed 3 ſo that the Women and Infants periſhed miſerably : and if they *hoſe char ied 
ſpake any thing, it was only to entreat their Parents, or their Kindred, to ſtay for *** "_ 
them, 
But John's Exhortation took effe&t, who cried to them to fave themſelves, and haſten 
to ſuch a place where they might be ſafe, and revenge themſelves of the Romans, for 
the Outrages which they that remained behind were like toendure, and ſo the multi- 
C tude that fled, every one as he was able, diſperſed themſelves. 
Titus early 1n the Morning came tothe Walls, to know whether they accepted of his 
Offer. Then the People ſet open the Gates, and with their Wives and Children came 
to meet him, all crying that he was their Benefattor and Deliverer : Alfo they told The Cicizens 
him that Fohr was fled, and beſought him to pardon them, and execute Juſtice upon ork wy 
thoſe Malefadtors that remained in the City. T7tzs, at their requeſt, ſent certain Horſe- wich all obe- 
men to purlue Fohrr, but they could not take him, for before they came, he had gotten ©*< 
to Jeruſalem yet they (flew almoſt two thouſand of them that fled with him, and brought 
back again 3ooo Women and Children. Titus was angry that Fobn by Deceit had 
cſcaped unpuniſhed 3 yet his Anger was ſomething appeaſed, when he perceived John's 
D Purpoſe prevented, in that ſo many of his Company were (lain, and fo many brought 
back Captives. Thus he peaceably entred the City, commanding the Souldiers to Titzs's Mercy 
break down a little piece of the Wall, as it were to take poſleſſion of it, and fo puniſh'd 2 Enemies. 
the Seditious rather with Threats than Torments. For he thought that many were 
accuſed only for private hatred, and ſo were in danger to ſuffer,being innocent : and he 
thought it better tolet the Wicked live in fear, than with them to re Jews the Guiltleſs : 
and that perhaps hereafter they would be more quiet, either for fear of Puniſhment, or 
for ſhame of falling again into their former Offence, for which they were pardoned : 
whereas if any Man ſuffered undeſervedly, he could not afterwards help it. He placed 
there a Gariſon, both to repreſs the Seditious, and alſo to confirm them that defired 
E Peace. And thus was Galilee conquered, after it had colt the Romans much toil. 
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CHAP. V. 
Of the beginning of the Deſirudion of Jerulalem.

$ ſoon as Fobs way entred into Fernſeleme, all the People flocked about them, and 

thoſe that came with him, enquiring what new Calamitics had befallen their 
F Nation. Some of them being yet out of breath, and not able to ſpeak, thereby diſco- 
vered their Diſtreſs. Yet amidſt theſe their Miſeries, ſome boaſted that it was nor the 
Roman Power that forced them to fly,but that of their own accord they fled thither to 
fight againſt the Romans in a fafer place, than that from whence they fled was; for 
none but unadviſed and raſb-headed Men would fight for ſuch a City as Gi/cals, and 
other places that were not able to reſiſt ; and that it behoved them all to reſerve their 
Vigour and Strength to defend their Metropolitan City. They alſo told them how The Courage 
Giſcala was taken by the Romans, and that they departed in good fort away, tho ſome % Wt. _ 
reported that they fled. The People of Fernſelem bearing what theſe Men reported, wit him, ſtirs 
and how many were Priſoners to the Romans, fell into a great fear, as though that ww 
G which had hapned, portended their own ruine, But Johr,, nothing albamed he had fo eainf Kay 
ſhamefully forſaken them of Giſcala who fled with him, went firſt to one, and then to nan.

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"% >.” another, inciting them all to War, with vain hopes, alledging the. weakneſs of the Ro- H

World, 40323 10s, and extolling their own Puillance, deceiving the Simple, and perſwading thern, 
afrer C\niſi's that though the Romans ſought Revenge, yet could they never enter the Walls of 
Nu 1vil)y 7% | Ferulalem, having had ſo much ado, and endured ſuch Dithculties in entring the little 
Bourghs and Villages of Galilee, againſt whoſe Walls they had broken all their Engines, 
Theſe Diſcourſes of his; ircited many young Men to Sedition ; but all rhe wiſer fort 
foreſaw what was like to enſue,and already mourned for the loſs of the City. In this 
tnreſtine Dif. Caſe Were they of Jeruſalem z, yet before this Sedition in the City, the Country Peo- 
cordin Zewy. ple. began to be at diſcord among themſelves. For Titus departed from Giſcala to Ce- 
farea, and Veſpaſian went trom Ceſarea to Famnia and Azotus, and took them both : 
andleaving there Gariſons, he returned to Ceſarea, bringing with him a great multi- x 
tude of thoſe that had yielded to him. All the Cities had Civil Diſcords among them- 
The Jews turn {cl ves, ſo that when the Romans did not ſet upon them, one part of the Jews in every 
their Weapons City fought againſt anotherz and there was a great difſention between thoſe that 
- a men Jefired Peace, and the Seditious People. At firlt this Diſcord began only in private 
Houſes ; but in the end, thoſe of one Mind united, and began in Companies to 
rebel openly. Thus every Place was troubled with Civil Diſcord 3 and every-where 
raſh young Men, who deſired War, prevailed againſt grave and wiſe old Men, who fore- 
ſeeing the Calamity like to enſue, defired Peace. Art firſt the Inhabitants, one by one, 
The Thieves robbed and ſpoil'd what they could; but at laſt in whole Troops they joined together, 
ther in Jerez. 29d robbd openly, and waſted all the Country about ; and in their Robberies they k 
len, ſpoil the ſhewed ſuch Cruelty, that the Harm and Injury they did to their own Country-men, 
Country. was £qual to the Miſeries which befel them by the Romans z and they who by theſe 
Miſcreants were ſpoiled, wilh'd rather to have fallen into the Romans Hands. But the 
Gariſons in theſe Cities, either becauſe they were loth to trouble themſelves, or elſe 
for that they cared not for their Country-men, did nothing, or very little, ſuccour them 
that fell into theſe Thieves hands, At laſt the Thieves aſſembled themſelves together 
from all Places, and joining Companies, brake into Fernſalezs, T his City had no Go- 
vernour, and according to'the ancient Cuſtom of their Anceſtors, was open to all that 
came thither that were their Country-men 3 and ſo much more willingly at that time, 
becauſe they thought they that came thither, came of good-will to help them : which L 
wasafterward the only cauſe that the City was deſtroyed, and of the more Civil Diſſen- 
tion. For a great multitude of People,unapt to fight, being there, conſumed the Victu- 
als that would have ſufficed for the Fightiog-menz and beſides the War, they brought 
upon it Famine and Civil Difſention. Then other Thieves came out of the Fields there- 
about, and joining themſelves with thoſe that were within the City, omitted no kind 
Rapines and Of Villany; for not content to rob and ſpoil, they alſo attempted to commit Murders, 
Spoilscommit- got only privily, or inthe Night upon mean Men, but even in the Day-time they pub- 
red by 98. Jickly ſet upon thoſe of the chiefeſt Quality. For firſt of all they took Artipss, who 
The Nobility was of the Blood-Royal, a Man ſo eminent amongſt them, that the Publick Treaſure 
of rheniry re Was committed to his Charge, and put him in Priſon : and after him they took Sepha, M 
by theThieves. a worthy Man, Son of Ragnel, and Lewias, both of them of the King's Houſhold ; and 
after them all that ſeemed to bear any Sway or Authority among the People. Great 
fear fell upon the Inhabitants, and every one provided to fave himſelf, as tho the City 
were already ſurprized by the Enemies. But theſe People were not content thus to 
have impriſoned theſe great Men, they m—_ it not ſafe for themſelves any longer to 
keep them alive ; for many went daily to viſit them, who were able to revenge their 
Injuries 3 and moreover they feared that the People would make Head againit them, 
being moved with their Inſolencies. Wherefore they determined to kill them 3 and 
to effe& their Purpoſe, they ſent one Fohn a cruel Murderer,who was the Son of Dorcas - 
he, accompanied with ten more, all having Swords, went to the Priſon, and flew as ma- N 
ny as they found there. Toexcuſe this cruel Fatt of theirs, they alledged, That all 
they who were ſlain in Priſon, had Conference with the Romans concerning the betray- 
ing of the City into their Hands; and thatfor this Cauſe they had ſlain them as Trat- 
tors to their Country : They alſo boaſted that this Fa&t of theirs had preſerved the 
City, and that therefore they had deſerved well by it. The People were brought to 
ſuch Slavery and Terror, that the chufing the High- Prieſt was in their Hands, to elect 
, whom they pleaſed ; ſo much was their Infolence increaſed. Thus they, not reſpeCt- 
TheThieves at ing the Families out of which it was only lawful to chuſe the High-Prieſt, they clefted 
m PR Strangers and baſe Perſons to that Sacred Dignity, and ſuch as would be partakers of 
Pricſ}. their Villanies and [mpicties 3 for they, who not deſerving it,attained toſuch Dignity, O 
- were bound in all things to the Will of thoſe by whom they were fo exaltcd. os 
all0 
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A allo deviſcd many Lies to ſet thoſe that were in Authority at variance one with ano- XALS 
ther,thereby, as it were, to hold them occ:1pied, who were able to refiſt their Enterprizes, Wold, 2, 
till from ſhedding the Blood of the Citizens, they proceeded to commit Impiety againſt 47 wiſts 
God himſelt,and with prophane and impure Feet to enter into the Sanctuary. Then the _y”__ 
People were incited againſt them by the Perſwalton of Aninw, who was one of the 
Prieſts, and the moſt ancient and wifeſt of them all, who perhaps had ſaved the City, 
had he eſcaped the Hands of theſe Miſcreants. But they uſed the Temple as a Caſtle 
and Defence for themſelves againſt the People, and made the Sanctuary a place for them 
toexerciſe Tyranny in. And that which increafed the Sorrow of the Citizens, was, 
that amidſt theſe Calamitics, their Religion was alſo contumeliouſly abuſed : for theſe 
B Thieves, to try of what Strength and Courage the People were, and their own Forces, 
eleted by Lot a High-Prieſt contrary.to their Law ; which, as we have already faid, * High-Prieſt 
requireth that the Office of a, High-Prieſt be by Succeſſion. This Deed of theirs they tym rovrary 
coloured with an Ancient Cuſtom, alledging that in time paſt the High-Prieſt was to the Anciene 
choſen by Lot 3 but indeed this their Fat was a violation of the moſt firm Cuſtom that <v9m» 
was amongſt the People, and was only a Device to get all Government into their 
Hands, »y eſtabliſhing Magiſtrates at their pleaſure. 

Then calling one of the holy Tribes, named Emiachir, they caſt Lots, and the Lot 
fell upon one, whereby their Iniquity was diſcovered. This Man whoſe Lot it was to 
be High-Prieſt, was named Phenias, who was the Son of Samuel, a Man not only un- 
C worthy of that Dignity, but who had been ſo ill brought up, that he never knew what 
the High-Prieſt meant. This Phanias was bornin a Village called Apthaſiss. Him, againſt hana oe 
his will, they fetcht out of the Field, and as it had been in a Stage-Play, they graced wy a Highs 
him with the S1cerdotal Habit, and gave him Inſtructions how he (hould behave himſelf, Prieft. 
as though ſo great Impiety had been but a Sport. The reſt of the Prieſts beholding a 
far off the Holy Laws thus ſcorned, ſcarcely contained themſelves from Tears, and 
groaned for forrow that their Sacred Dignities were fo abuſed. The People could no 
longer endure this their Tyranny, but every one bethought himſelf how to ſuppreſs 
theſe Tyrants. And thoſe that were more earneſt herein, were Gorior, Foſeph's Son, The beſt Ciri- 
and Simeon the Son of Gamaliel, who firſt went about the City in private, and after- rea Bo 
D wards in a publick Aſſembly exhorted the People to be revenged upon thole Tyrants, revenge. 
who took from them their Liberty ; and to addreſs them(clves to purge the holy Tem- 
gle from ſuch vile and unclean Perſons. Likewiſe, the beſt-diſpoſed among the Prieſts, 
to wit, Jeſus the Son of Gamala, and Ananws the Son of Ananws, often in publick Ser- 
mons reprehended and upbraided the People with their {loth, that they made no more 
haſte to deſtroy theſe Zealotsz for ſo thoſe Wretches termed themſelves, as tho they 
had been devout promoters of God's Glory, and not impious Malecfactors. 

The People being all aſſembled together, grieved to fee the holy Place ſo made a 
Den of Thieves, and ſuch Robberies and Murders committed openly ; yet did they 
not go about Revenge, thinking themſelves too weak to deal with theſe Zealots, as in- 
E deed they were.

Ananus thus exhorted the People againſt the Zealots; yet he knew well that it was 
great difficulty to overcome them, being luſty young Men, many in number, of great 
Courage; and the more deſperate, by the remorſe of Conſcience for the horrible Crimes 
and execrable- Deeds which they had committed ; for they deſpaired of all hope of 
Pardon for their Miſdeeds, Yet Aram thought it altogether intolerable that the 
Commion- Wealth ſhould be fo over-ruled. After this Exhortation, the People cried 
out, that they were ready to go againſt the Thieves, and to do as they were exhorted. O 
Whilit that Amar (elefted out the molt able Men for War, and ſet them in order, 
the 
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the Zealots iflued out upon him, (having imelggnce of all his Intents and Proceed- TFT he 
ings, by certain Spies which they had appointed on purpoſe) and they fallied out, Wald, 4032;

they met with. |," Ananws quickly gathered together the:People, who were more in A 
number than the Thieves, but not ſo armed as they z but what they wanted in Arms, 4s dipo- 
their Courige fupply'd 3' for the Citizens were armed with Fury, ſtronger than nachos 3 
Arms: and they which wete gone out of the Temple, with a more deſperate Boldnefs the Zealors, 
than all the Multitude how great ſoever. For the Citizens thought it no abiding for 
them in the City, except they could drive away the Zealotsz and the Zealots 
thought they could not eſcape Torments,' and Death it ſelf, except they were Vidtors. 

$0 at laſt they joined Battel, each Party under rheir Captains and Leaders ; and firſt 
of all, both Parties caſt Stones one againſt another, and if any fled, the Conquerors 
purſued them with Swords, and many wete wounded and ſlain on both fides. Thoſe 
Townſinen that were woutided, were by their Friends carried into their Houſes 3 but 
the Zealots that were hurt, went into the Temple, and polluted the facred Pavements 
with their Blood ; fo that their Religion was prophaned by Bloodſhed. Always the 
Thieves, in making Excurſions, got the upper hand; whereat the Citizens being angry, 
ſeeing their number every day decreaſed, reproved the Cowards; ſo that if any of 
their Company offered to fly from the Zealots, they made him ſtand and refiſt whether 
he would or no; not permitting him to paſs away : and thus they bent all their Forces 
againſt their Enemies. At laſt the Thieves not able to make any longer reſiſtance, by The Fighro 
lirtle and little retired themſelves into the Temple, and Ananus with his Company en- = hooray 
tred the Temple by Force with them, and broke the Body of his Enemies. Then they the Temple. 
in the outer Temple were in great fear, and fled into the inner Temple, and ſhut the 

Zates with all ſpeed. Ananws would not offer Violence to the ſacred Gates ; and be- 
ſides the Enemies caſt Darts from above for he thought ita great Offence againſt God, 
although he might have'got the Victory, to introduce the People, not being purified, 
Wherefore he elected (ix thouſand of the chief of all his Men, well armed, and appoin- 
ted them to keep the Porches, and others to ſuccedin their places while they took reſt : 
And many of the better ſort of the Citizens being placed to keep Watch there, hired 
other poor People to watch in their ſteads.. But Sb, who as before we declard, fled 
from Giſcala, wrought the ruine of them all.. This Man being full of Deceit, and 7% fullofde- 
above all meaſure defirous of Rule, long ago intended to overthrow the Common- — - 
Wealth. To which end, from that time he counterfeited himſelf to be againſt the Citizens: 
Thieves, and ſo Day and Night accompanied Axazws and the reſt,both in their Conſul- 
tations, and when they went to viſit the Watch 3 and he diſcloſed all their Counſcls 
to the Zealots : and there was nothing decreed by the People, but he gave the Thieves 
intelligence thereof before it was put in praQice z yet he ſeemed to be very reſpettful 

to Ananw, and the reſt of the Nobility, hereby hoping to conceal his Treachery, 

But it fell out contrary to his expeCtation, for this his too-much reverence, cauſed him 

to be ſuſpetted, becauſe they noted him to play the Paraſite ; and for that, uncalled, he 
daily intruded himſelf into their Conſultations, he was miſdoubted to betray their 
Secrets. For Ananws perceived that the Enemies knew all their Deſigns 3 and though 
John's Deeds carried ſuſpicion of Treaſon, yet could they not eafily remove him, his 

Craft was ſuch ; beſides this, he was held up by many Noble-men who were employed 
in theſe Aﬀairs. Wherefore they thought good to requeſt of him an Oath of Friend- 7 _ ro 
ſhip; which he denied not,but added moreover,that he would be true to the People,and —_ 
neither diſcloſe any Deed or Secret Counſel of theirs to the Enemies, but with Heart | 
and Hand would truly endeavour to ſuppreſs the Rebels. So Ananw did no more 
miſtruſt him becauſe of his Oath, and admitted him afterwards to all their Counſcls, 
nothing ſuſpeing him. Nay, they now truſted in him fo far, that they ſent him as 
Agent to the Zealots, to perſwade them to Peace 3 for they were very careful leſt the 
Temple through their Deeds ſhould be defiled and prophaned, or that any of the Jews 
ſhould there be (lain. But he, as though he had ſworn to the Zealots, and not to the 
Citizens, entred boldly amonglt them, and ſtanding in the mid(t of them,ghe recoun- 
ted to them, that he had, often for their ſakes undergone great Danger, by ſuffering 
none of the Townſmens Secrets to be concealed from them, but declared unto them Jobs, conerary 
all that ever Ananw and his Confederates determined againſt them 3 and that even *®? OUS 
now he was like, together with them, to fall into extream Danger, except it pleaſed —_ > _ 
God,as it were,miraculouſly to afhſt them. For, faid he,now Ananws without delay will Zealors, 
ſend to Veſpaſſan,who will come with his Army 1n all haſte,and take the City : and that 
he had appointed the day following for Purification, to purify the People, that ſo under

k; ſhould be ſent to them to make a Peace, when Ananw purpoſed, ſo ſoon as they were 
Jon ftirreth 103rmed,to ſer upon them, Wherefore if they bad any care of themſelves, they ſhould 
op uf CG either intreat the Watchmen that beſteged them, to be favourable to them, or elſe get 
1ZEDS. ſome ſuccour from ſome place without the Temple. For (ſaid he) he that amongſt 
you hoperh for pardon if you be overcome, doth not remember what hath paſt, and 
what he hath done 3 but let them perſwade themſelves as they pleaſe, they that have 
been injured, will not forget and forgive ſo ſooin, as he that injured them is ſorry for 
his Faſt. Nay, many times the Repentance of MalcfaGtors maketh them more hated I 
than before 3 and the Wrath of Men that are injured, is increaſed by Authority, and 
licence to do what they pleaſe. And they might be ſure that the Friends and Kindred 
of them that were ſlain, would always lay wait to requite the Injuries 3 and that all the 
People were incenſed againſt them for breaking the Laws : So that although ſome few 
would take pity upon them, yet the greater Number would prevail. With theſe and 
ſuch-like Speeches Joby terrified the Zealots; yet durſt he not openly tell them what 
he meant by Foreign Help, notwithſtanding he meant the Idymeans. And that he might 
more enflame the Thieves, he went to the chiefeſt of them, and ſecretly told them, 
that Ananw was cruelly bent againſt themzand breathed out many Threatnings againſt 
ſome in particular. K 


CHAPEL VL 


How the Idumeans came to Jeruſalem, end what they did there. 


Elerrer, one of Mongſt the Zealots there were two principal, Eleazer the Son of Simon, who 
— above all the reſt was thought moſt fit, both to give Counſel,and to execute that [, 
mar.co be Which was conſulted upon 3 and Zacharias the Son of Amphicalus, who both were de- 
ſent for. ſcended from the Line of the Prieſts. Theſe two underſtanding, that beſides the ge- 
neral Threatnings, their Death was eſpecially reſolved, and that the FaQtion of Aran, 
to get him into Authority, had ſent to call the Romans, (for this Fohr had feigned) 
deliberated with themſelves what todo, having fo ſhort time to provide. For they 
ſuppoſed that preſently the People would aſſault themz and they bethought themſelves 
that now it was too late to ſeek Foreign Help, for they might endure all Calamity, 
before they could give notice hereof unto any that would help them. Yet at laſt they 
dctermined to call the Idymears to aid them ; and fo they writ a ſhort Epiſtle to them, 
The zealots ]etting them underſtand how Azanw, having ſeduced the People, meant to betray the M 
S—_— Mother: City of their Nation to the Romans ; and that they fighting for their Liberty, 
means, were by him beſieged 1n the Temple ; that the time wherein they expected Safety was 
very ſhort 3 and that it they were not preſently ſuccourd, they were like to fall into 
Ananus and their Enemies Hands, and the City to be brought in SubjeQion to the 
Romans: they allo ordered many things to be ſpoken by word of mouth to the Rulers 
of Idumea, For which purpoſe was choſen two principal Men, Eloquent, and apt to 
perſwade 3 and that which was in this Caſe required, ſwift of Foot. It was certain 
that the I{umeans would preſently aid them, being a brutiſh rude Nation, and prove 
The Nature & to Sedition and Alteration, much rejoicing therein, and by flattery eaſily entreated 
_—_ otte to War, and would make as much haſte to them, as if they went to ſome Feſtival So- N 
= lemnity; fo thatthere only was requiſite two ſpeedy Meſſengers. Which two were 
ready and quick Men for ſuch an Exploit, and were both called by the Name of Ar«- 
7ias, Thele preſently went to the Governours of Idumea, who reading the Epiſtle, 
and hearing that which the Meſſengers had to ſay to them, like Mad-Men, aſſembled 
all the People together in great haſte, and proclaimed War: So the People in an In- 
ſtant gathercd themſelves together, and were all armed to fight for the Liberty of their 
Mother-City 3 and Twenty thouſand being aſſembled together,under the Government 
20000 Idume- of four Captains, came with all ſpeed to Fer»ſalem ; the Names of them were Jobr 
Fouſalen, © and James the Sons of Soſa, and Simor the Son of Cathles, and Phineas the Son of 
" Cloſoth. Ananus and his Watch knew not of the going of theſe two Meſſengers, nor © 
of the Watches in the City, but they underſtood of the Idwmeans coming, and fo ſhut 
the Gates,and placed Watchmen upon the Walls: yet they thought not good to go mw 
an 
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A and fight with them, bur firſt with peaceable Wordsto pertwade them to Concord and Toe Faw of th 
Peace. Whereupon Jejws, the eldelt of the Prieſts nextatter 4ranws, ffood'in a Fower World, 46323

LL the [dnumeans aſlented, with a loud Cry,to thelc Speeches of Simor. And Jeſws 

departed ſorrowful,ſceing that the Idumeans would agree-to no Reaſon, and that 
thereby their City ſhould ſuffer a double War; For the Idumeans were noleſsdiſqui- 
ered, who took the Matter in great diſdain, that they were not permitted to enter into 
the City, and alſo becauſe they thought the Zealots not ſoſtrong as they had believed, 
and they themſclves were aſhamed that they could not help them ; ſo that many re- 
pented that they were come thither. Yet would they not for ſhame return, nothing be- 
ing done by them : and ſo raſhly placing their Tabernacles near the City-Walls, they 
determined to [tay there. But that Night there arole a molt furious Tempeſt ; for there 
was a great {ſtormy Wind, and an exceeding great Rain,, mixt with fearful Thunder and 
horrible Lightning, and an Earthquake, with ſtrange Noiſes; fo that all Men thought 
this Motion of the Earth would overturnthe whole Order of. Nature, orat leaſt portend 
ſome great Calamity. The Idumeans and. Townſmen were both of one mind : for 
they thought that God was angry with them for bearing Arms againſt their Metropolis, 


C and perſwaded themſelves that they could not eſcape Death if they continued in their 


purpoſe. Ananw and his Followers per{waded themſelves that they had now overcome 
them without War, and that God had fought for them againſt the Idumeans. Bur 
they were falfe Prophets, and what they judged would befal their Enemies, fell upon 
themſelves. In the m<an while the Idumeans lay as cloſe together as they could, and 
covered their Heads with their Shields, by which means the Rain did them not ſo much 
harm. The Zcalots were concerned for the Idumeans more than for themſelves, and 
deviſed which way they might ſuccour them.

And tho there were danger 1n the Attempt, yet were it better ro endure all 
Miſchicfs that might enſue, than to permit ſuch an Army ſhamefully to periſh, who 
came at their Requeſt to help them. But the wiſer ſort diflwaded the reſt from this, 
ſeeing both a ſtronger Watch. placed to keep them 1n, and the City-Walls diligently 
guarded becauſe of the Idumeans. And moreover, they could not think that Ananws was 
careleſs, but went up and down, firſt from one Watch, and then to another yet this 
Night he did not ſo, not for ſluthfulneſs, but becauſe the Deſtinies had fo decreed, that 
thereby bath he and the Watchmen ſhould periſh.

But firſt of all they haſtened to afhiſt their Fellows, whom they left beſieged, 
and requeſted the Idumeans not to leave them in Danger, for whole Succour they 
were come, nor permit them to incur greater Damage; four having firſt ſurprized the 
Watchmen, it would be more eaſy for them to aflault the City 3 which if they did nor, 
but firſt ſet upon the Citizens, they would preſently aflemble together, and oppoſe 
themſclves againſt them, and not permit them to aſcend up into the Temple.

owers withuut the Temple allo aflailing them, they judgd that the Idumeans were bro- H 


ken in; ſo the greater part of them.being diſmay'd, laid down their Weapons, and cried 
out ; and only a few of them, young Men, well armed, and of good courage, encoun- 
tred with the Idumears, and for a good ſpace defended their idle Fellows ; others went 
and advertiſcd the Inhabitants what was done, yet-none durſt come to help them, be- 
cauſe they now knew that the ſdumeans were got 1n3but every one lamented their hard 
Fortune, and the Women made great lamentation-when the Watchmen were lain. The 
Zealors alſo anſwered their Cries with'the like, and the Tempeſt and Thunder made all 
more dreadful. The Idnmeans ſpared none, becauſe they were naturally cruel, and 
fierce to ſhed Blood 3 and angry that they were ſo beaten with the Tempeſt, they uſed 
them moſt cruelly, by whoſe means they were {hut out of the City, ſparing neither I 
thoſe who requeſted Favour, nor thoſe who made Refiſtance,for they ſlew many as they 
wereentreating theth to-remember that they were of their own Blood, and requeſting 
them to ſpare them for reverence of the Temple. There was no way to fly, nor any 
hope of eſcape 3 and being driven upin'a narrow.room;they hurt themſelves more than 
the Enemies did, by crowding and'treading one upon another ; for there was no Place 
to fly to,and their Enernies ceaſed not to kill them, Being in this deſperate eſtate, not 
knowing what to do, they calt themſelves headlong into the City, and ſo died a more 
miſcrable Death than thoſe that died By the Enemies Sword. The next day there was 
found lain 85co 3 arid all the outer Temple flowed with Blood. ' Yet this Maſflacre 
ſufficed not'the [dumears Rage, but turnmg themſelves againſt the City, they robbed K 
and ſpoiled all Houſes, and killed all they met, making no account of the Lives of the 
Mu'titude. They made diligent ſearch for the Prieſts, and many laid violent Hands 
npon them, and killed them 3 and ſtanding upon their dead Bodies, ſometimes the 
upbraided Ananw with the Peoples favour towards him, ſometimes Teſw with the 
Words he ſpake upon the Wall to them; and they were ſo impious, that they caſt a- 
way their dead Bodies unburied 3 notwithſtanding the Jews in this Point are ſo reli- 
gious, that after Sun-{et they take down the dead Bodies of Malefattors, who by Sen- 
tence have been adjudged to the Croſs, and bury them. 

I think I ſhall not greatly miſs the Mark, if I aftirm Ananns his Death to have been 
the beginning of the Deſtruttion of the City'z that the Walls of Fernſalems were over- L 
thrown, and the Common-Wealth of the Jews periſhed in-that Day, when this their 
High- Prieſt and Governour was fo cruelly maſſacred in the midſt of the City. He was 
of a laudable and juſt Life: and though great in Dignity, Birth and Reputation, yet 
would he not exalt himſelf above any one, were he never ſo baſe. He was a Man who 
thirſted to preſerve the Liberty of his Country, and Authority of the Common-Wealth, 
He continually preferred the Publick Intereſt before his own Private Gain, and was al- 
ways deſirous of Peace, becauſe he forefaw the Romans could not be withſtood ; and 
that if the Jews did not quickly accord with them, their Ruine was inevitable. And 
I doubt not but if Aranus had lived, he had ſucceeded in his Defign; for he was an 
Eloquent Orator, and could perſwade admirable ; and he had already reduced to ex- M 
tremity thoſe falſe Zealots who cauſed the War : and if the Jews had had him for 
their Captain againſt the Romans, it had not been ſo eaſy for the Romans to have 
conquered them. He was ſeconded by Jeſus, who next him excelled all the reſt. But 
I think Almighty God having decreed the total Ruine of the City, which was now 
polluted and filled with Iniquity, and meaning by Fire, as it were, to purify the Holy 
Temple, which was prophaned, he firſt took up the Defenders thereof, and thoſe that 
loved it moſt dearly. So they who a little before were clothed with the-ſacred Ap- 
pare], and reverenced of all that from the furtheſt parts of the World came to Fernſa- 
lem, now lay murdered and naked in the open Streets, left as it were a Prey, to be torn 
in pieces by Dogs and wild Beaſts. Was FYertze ever more inſolently outraged ? And N 
could ihe, without ſhedding of Tears, behold Fice thus triumph over her ?

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CHAP. V. 
The Deſcription of the Lake Aſphaltites. 


An admirable T js worth the labour to deſcribe the Lake Aſphaitites, which is Salt and uncapable 
ere A. of feeding Fiſh, yet whatever is caſt into it, how weighty ſvever it be, it ſwimmeth 
Lake. above the Water 3 ſo that one, though he would on purpoſe, ' cannot fink to the bot- 
tom. Veſpaſian coming thither to ſee it, took Men who could not ſwim; and causd 
their Hands to be bound behind them, and caſt them into':the midſt thereof, and all 
of them came up to the top of the Water, as if ſome Wind had forc'd' them from 
the bottom. - Moreover, it is admirable, how this Lake thrice in every diy changeth 
Colour, and ſhineth diverſly, according as the Beams of the Sun ſundry ways fall up- 
on it, And in many places caſteth up pieces of black Bitumer, in greatneſs: and ſhape 
like a Bull without a Head 3 and theſe float above the Water. They that get their [ 
living -upon/ this Water, by gathering this Bitumen, draw it to their Boats, and it 
is ſo tough and clammy, that having filled their Boats herewith, it is not eaſy for 
-them to get them away, but their Boat is as it were faſtened; and hangeth upon the reſt 
of that MaſF of bituminous Matter, till it be ſeparated from it by the Terms or Urine 
of a Woman.

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CHAP. VIL | 
Of Simon of Geraſa, Author of a new Conſpiracy. 


was one Simon the Son of Giora, born in Geraſa, young in Years, and inferior to 
in Subtilty, who now already had gotten the Dominion over the City ; yet in Vi- 
gor and Boldneſs exceeded Johrr.

Simon was not daunted at this, but boldly encountred them, and gave 
meet ®a. them ſo ſharp a Barre], that he ſlew many of them in Fight, and forced the reſt to retire 
lors. themſclves into the Town 3 yet not having Men ſufficient, he would not beſiege the 1 
Town, but firſt of all he purpoſed to ſubdue Idumea ; and ſo,accompanied with 200c0 
armed Men, he haſted towards the Borders thereof. 

The Princes of Idumea underſtanding this, preſently aſſembled five and twenty thou- 
ſand armed Men ; and leaving at Home ſufficient Garifons to defend their Country 
againſt the Sicarii, who held the Fortreſs of Maſſada ; they, accompanied with theſe 
Forces, went out,and expected Stmon's coming into the Borders of their Country, where 
having met him, they joined Battel, and fought a whole day : yet it appeared not which 
Part got the Victory. Then Simon retutned to Naim, and the Idnmeans Home. Not 
long after Simon,witha greater Army than before,afſaulted the Borders of their Coun- 
try, and pitching his Tents in a Village called Thecne, he ſent one of his Companions, K 
named Eleazer, to them that kept the Caſtle Herodinw, not far from that place, to ſol- 
licit them to yield it tohim. The Gariſon there preſently received him into the Caſtle, 
not knowing the Cauſe of his coming. Bur ſo ſoon as he began to perſwade them to 
Treaſon. they drew their Swords to kill him ; and he not having any place to fly to, 

Elexxer, Simon's caſt himſelf from off the Caſtle-Wall into the Valley beneath, and fo died. 
ER The [dumears ſomething fearing Simon's Forces, before they would offer him Battel, 
bw {tage thought beſt to efpie what number of Men he had : to effe&t which Buſineſs, one Facob, 
Trench, and a Captain among them, offered himſelf, meaning indeed to betray his Country to Simon. 
Ne te So departing from Olurws, where the [dumean Forces were aſlembled,he went to Simon, 
zca, the Be- and promiſed him to betray his Country to him, receiving of him an Oath, that for re-L 
_—_— 5 ward of this Deed,he ſhould be always next in Dignity to Simon himſclf,and fo he pre- 
"7" ſently promiſed to help to ſubdueall 1damea... For this Cauſe he was welcome to Simon, 
and fe:. ted liberally, and had great Promiſes if he performed that which he offered; and 
then returned to the Idumeans; and feigned that Simon's Army was far greater than in- 
deed it was. And fo terrifying the Governours of his Country ,and the People, he, by 
little and little, perſwaded them to receive Simwr, and without any more Fight to yield 
to him the Soveraign pag Ea over them. 

Facob {tudying to bring this his Purpoſe to paſs, privily ſent Meſſengers to Simon, 
willing him to come with his Forces, and promiſing him to diflipate the Idumeans for _ 
him ; which he alſo did. For when Sizo's Army drew near, he firſt of all got upan M 
bis Horſe, and together with his Aſſociates that were partakers of his Treaſon, fled to 
the Enemy. Then Fear fel] on the Idumeans ; and every one, without any more ado, 
fled home.

There was no end of robbing and ſpoiling rich Mens Houſes, and of {laughtering both 
Men and Women ; and to kill Men and Women was but a paſtime. And having 
with Blood bedew'd their Prey, and without all fear gotten what they liked, they now 
began to luſt after Women : yea, they becameeffcminate and laſcivious, they curl their 
Hair, and clothed themſelves in Womens Apparel, and anointed themſelves with ſweet 
Ointmwents, that their Beauty might be pleaſing and alluring ; they now not only imi-

ratethe Attire of Proſtitutes, but alſo their Impudency, and became ſo ſhameleſs, that K 


they thirſted after unnatural Pleaſures, as tho Ferwfulew were become a Stews, and 

ſo profaned the whole City with their execrable Impurities. Yet tho they ecffeminated 

their Faces, their Hands were prone to Bloodſhed ; and tho they lived in ignominious 

Manners, as People given over to Pleaſure, yet could they quickly become Warriors, 

and in the Habits of Women, drawing their Swords, they killed whomſoever they met. 
The way of Whoſoever eſcaped Fohn's Hands, Szmorr, the more cruel, murdered ; and whoſoever 
flight as. eſcaped the Tyrant within the City, was ſlain by the Tyrant without 3 and there was 
quite ett" no way to fly to the Romans. 


" The Diſord Furthermore, the Army of Joh» began to be divided, for all the Idumeans ſeparated 
berween the 


+= wel through envy of his Power, partly through hatred of his Cruelty ; and fo aflaulting 


him, they flew many of the Zealots, and compelled the reſt to fly into the King's Houle, 
built by Grapta, Father of Izat, King of Adiabenas. The Idumeans alſo broke in thither 
with them, and drave them from thence into the Temple, and ſeized upon Fobr's Trea- 
ſure; for Johnlived in the Palace, and had carried thither all his Spoils. Then thoſe 
Zealots that were diſperſed in the City, came to thoſe that were in the Temple, and 
Joh purpoſed to ſend them againſt the Townſmen and the [dumeans. But they feared 
not ſo much their Forces, (altho they knew them to be the better Warriors) as they 
did, leſt now being deſperate, they ſhould ſteal out of the Temple in the Night, and ſo 


{lay them, and fire the City. Wherefore aſſembling themſelves, they deliberated with M 


the Prieſts how to avoid their Aſſaults : but it pleaſed God to turn their own Counſel 
to their deſtruction, and that they ſhould provide a Remedy of Safety far worſe than 
Death it ſelf. For to depoſe Fohy, they deviſed to introduce Simor, and, as it were, tO 
intreat another to tyrannize over them. This Counſcl was thought beſt, and Matthi- 
as the Prieſt was ſent to Simon (of whom before they ſtood in oreat fear) to requeſt 
him to come into the City. With him alſo came ſach as had fled from Fern/alem for 
fear of the Zealots, intreating him in like manner, becauſe they deſired to return to 
Simon enters their Wiyeg and Families.

made Triumphs, and offered Saerifice for his fortunate Succeſs. Moteover, the Le: —_— 
gians in Mefiz and Paxnoria, who not long before revolted from Ytellies, by reaſon crowned, 
of his Cruelty, now willingly ſwore Obedience to Veſpaſtan, Veſpaſizn returned by + 
| Berjtum to Gefarea 3 where many-Embaſladors came to' him, offering him Crowns,

And fo he called 
to 'mind all Tokens and Signs (as-there had happened many) which foretold that he 
ſhould be Emperor; and among the reſt' he remembred that which Joſeph had told 
him 3 and though Nero was- yet. alive, preſumed to call him Emperor 3 and he ad- | 
mired the Man who was yet in-hold. Bur' calling Mywienvs and the reſt of his Friends {#45 con- 
together, firſt of all he told them how valiant Fojepb had been, and what difficulty he rains hows 
had to win''Forapata, only becauſe of his Valour 3. and then his Prophecies, which 79s Liber- 
at that time he eſteemed only Fables, feigned for fear 3 but now Time and Event had 7 
proved themtrue. Wherefore it ſcemed an unreaſonable thing, that he who had been 
the foreteller of his Exaltation, and a Mefſenger to him from God, ſhould ſtill conti- 
nue in Bonds like a Captive, - and be left in Adverfity. So calling for Joſeph, he com- 
manded him tob&fet at Liberty. This Fat of his made the Captains under him hope 
for great Reward at his Hands, feeing he had been fo kind to a Stranger. Titzs being 
there preſent, faid, [t is meet, O' Father, that as you acquit Joleph from Captivity, ſo you 
D /ſo take away the ſhame of that which be hath already endured : For if we not only untie 
his Chains, but alſo break them in ſunder, be' fhall be as though he had never been in Bon- 
dage ;, for this is the manner uſed for redreſi, when any one being guiltleſs is committed to 
Bonds. Veſpaſian hereto agreed z and ſo'one came with an Ax, and hewed his Chains 
in pieces. Thus was Joſeph'rewarded for his Prophecy 3 and thenceforward he was 
eſteemed worthy to be believed. 


CHAP. XII. 
Of Vitellins his Death and. Manners. 


Hen Veſpaſiar had anſwered the Embaſſadors, and diſpoſed all the Commands 
of his Army according to every one's Merit, he went to Artioch, and there 
deliberated whither to go firſt 3 and it ſeemed beſtto him to go to Rome, rather than to /ipeſer hath 
Alexandrie ; tor he knew that Alexandria was quiet and firm, but Rome was held by Dies 
tellins. Wherefore he ſent Mutiams into Jaly with many Troops of Footand Horſe; who Rene. | 
fearing to go by Sea, went thorow Cap 4 and Frigia, for it was Winter-time, 
Amntonins Prizes, who was Governour of Meſia, brought from thence the third Legion 
remaining there, and march'd againſt Vielfins. Vitellins ſent Cecinna to meet him with a 
ou Army:who departing from Rome,met with Antonius at Cremone,aTown of Lombardy, 
F fituate upon the Confineg of [zaly; but beholding the Diſcipline and Order of his Forces, 
he durſt not fight with them 3 and thinking it'very dangerous to fly,defign'd to revolt; 
and fo calling to him the Centurions and Tribunes of his Army, he perlwaded them to Crime per- 
go and join with Antonixs, after he had extenuated Vitellins's Power, and extolled that _— 
of Yeſpaſtan ; affirming the firſt to have only the bare Name of the Emperor, and the forſake Vite- 
laſt to have alſo all Vertues meet for an Emperor. Moreover, that it would be better {, and bo 
for them to do that of their own accord, which otherwiſe they ſhould be compelled __ 
to; and ſeeing themſelves already ſurpaſſed in number, it was prudence to prevent all 
danger, for -ſpaſtan was able, without their affiſtance,to ſubdue all the reſt 3 but Yitellins 
was not able,with their help,to keepthat hehad. And ſpeaking to thiseffe; he pelwaded 
G themtoall that he would have done.

= Sabinus, who was at Rome, hearing that Antonius was at hand, greatly rejoiced, and 
took Courage : and gathering together the Companies of the City-watch, inthe night-

_ _—_ him 3 amongſt others Dowvitian, his Brother's Son, who was a great cauſe and help to ob- 
Vittlins, tain the Victory. Vitellizs little eſteeming Primms, turned his Anger againſt Sabinus, and 
thoſe that had revolted with him: as it were naturally thirſting after the Blood of the 
Nobility, heſent all the Army hebrought out of Germany with him, to aflault the Ca- 
pitol, where many valiant Deeds were ſhewn on both parts: and at laſt the Germans, 
being moſt in number,got the Capitol Hill. Dowitian, with many brave Noblemen, as it K 
were by God's Providence, eſcaped ſafe; the reſt of the Multitude were there ſlain. Sa- 
binus was carried to Vitellius, and by his Commandment inſtantly put to death : and the 
Souldiers takipg away all the Gifts and Treaſure inthe Temple, ſet fire to it. The day 
after Antonivs arrived, and Vitelliws's Souldiers met him 3 there was hghting in three 
ſeveral places of the City,the Forces of Vitellizs were all defeated : whereupon Vitellins 
came out of his place drunk, and full gorged with delicate Meat 3 he was immediately 
Vitelius ain. ſciz'd upon,and drawn thorow the midſt of the Streets,and after many Contumelies,ſlain, 
having reignedeight months and five days ; if he had lived longer, the whole Empire 
had ſcarce been ſufficient to have maintained his Glattony. There were ſlain above 
50000 of other People ; and this was done the third day of OZober. The day after, L 
Mutianws with his Army entered Rome, and repreſled the Souldiers of Antonizs, who 
ſtill ſought about in every place for Vitellins's Souldiers, and many of his Favourites, 
and flew whom they thought good,not examining any Matter, by reaſon of their Fury : 
and bringing out Dowitian, he declared to the People that he was to govern the City 
The People of till bis Father came. The People being delivered from fear, proclaimed Veſpaſian Empe- 
Rem: proclaim ror, and made Feaſts and Triumphs both under one, for his eſtabliſhing in the Empire,

CHAP. XIV. 
How Titus was ſent by his Father againſt the Jews, 


Hen Yeſpaſian came to Alexandria,news was brought to him of what was done at 
Rowe. And Embaſſadors came to him from all parts of the World to congratu- 
late him. And although next after Roxwe, this City was the greateſt in the World, yet 
'was it ſcarcely able to receive the People that came thither to him. Yeſpaſean being now 
eſtabliſhed Emperor of all the World, and the Common-Wealth of the Romans being 
contrary to his expeQation freed from Troubles, he now began to think upon the Re- 
liques of Judea. And he himſelf, Winter being ended, prepared to go to Reme,and in the 
Tits repairs mean time he haſted to diſpoſe of all things at Alexandria. Moreover he ſent his Son Tit#s N 
to Jeroſalen. ith his beſt Troops to deſtroy Jeruſalew. Titus departed by Land from Alexandria to 
Nicopolis,which isdiſtant fromit 20 Furlongs,and there he ſhipp'd his Men,and failed along 
the River Nilus by Medenſia to Thumin ; here landing his Men, he came to the Cit 
called Tanis, The ſecond place he reſted in was the City Heraclea, and the third Pelnſs 
4m ; where having refreſh'd his Sonldiers two days ſpace, the third day he paſt the Bor- 
ders of Peluſiumr,and having gone one days journey through the Wilderneſs, he pitcht his 
Camp at the Temple of Jupiter Caſſian, and the next day at Oftracine, where there is no 
Water, but all that the Inhabitants uſe, they have from other places. After this he reſted 
at RhinicdAura, and from thence in four days he went to Raphia, where begin the Bor- 
ders of Syria; and the fifth day he lodged at Gaza; and from thence going to 4ſcalon, O 


and ſo to Jamnie and Joppa, he arrived at Ceſarea, purpoſing to gather ſome other For-

a Hiſtory of all things that paſt there. Wherefore I will recount- the reſt of the Impieties of 
theſe Seditions. 

The ſeditious People being divided into three Companies 3 Eleazer and his Follow- 
ers, who had the keeping of the holy Firſt-fruits, and all the ſacred Oblations, came 
againſt Joby: when they were drunk.. And they who followed Fobrſpoiling the People, 
aſſaulted Simorr, who was ſuccoured by the City. Wherefore when John was aſſaulted 
on both ſides, he turned ſome of his Souldiers againſt Sizror, and the reſt againſt Elea- 
zer : againſt Simon he uſed Darts to caſt from the Porches of the Temple, and againſt 
Eleazer he uſed Engines for Shot. And always, ſo often as they above his head ceaſed, M 
(as often they did, being either weary ordrunken) he fiercely aſſaulted Simon and his 
Men. Alſo as far as be drave them into the City, ſo far did he fire all, and burnt Houſes 
They of Jaw fall of Corn and other Neceſſarics z and that which he left unburned, Simon at his re- 
ry had we?! tyrn ( when Job was gone into the Temple) ſet on fire, as if on purpoſe to give the 
cheir Cam. Romans an advantage, they had conſumed all their Provifions for a Siege. 

To be ſhort, all was conſumed with Fire about the Temple, and the City was levelled 
and made plain ground to fight in, andthe Corn burnt that might have ſufficed for ma- 
ny. Years; by which means they were reduced by a Famineof their own making, which 

\cquld;not haye been broughtupon them, had they not cauſed it themſelves. The Ci-

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A fear was far more miſerable, who every day had new Cauſes and Occafions of Sorrow The Tio of the 
given them, yer dur{t they not publickly lament for fear; and (o not daring to Wold, oy 
thew their Grief, they ſecretly forrowed : no Man obſerved any Reverence to theni 4## Chrif's 
that were alive amongſt them,nor took any care to bury the Dead. The Cauſe of both -- w 
whach was, that every Man deſpaired of himſelf. For whoſoever were not joined Lamentation 
with the Seditious, grew to be careleſs of all things, as making account preſently to ray array 
die a thouſand Deaths, But the Seditious gathering the dead Bodies upon heaps, con- ; 
tinued their fighting, and trod upon them 3 and, as it were, encouraged themſelves by 

the Dead under their Feet, they became more cruel, (till devifing new Statagems one 

againſt another, and immediately executing whatever they deviſed, without any com- 

miſcration 3 omitting no kind of Murder, and leaving no Cruelty unprattiſed ; fo that The Cruelty of 
Fobn prophan'd the holy Things of the Temple, and made them Engines of War. For ag =r-7 ag 
formerly the Prieſts and People had determined to under-prop the Temple, and build 

it twenty Cubits higher 3 and King Agrippa, with great Labour and Expence, had fent 

them in Timber for that purpoſe from Mount Libanss; Which being put off by the 

Wars, John took the Timber and made ufe of it ; for that Delign he erected a Tower to 7m made uſe 
fight againſt thoſe that affaulted him from off the Temple: and this Tower he builc alles fag 
along the Wall over agaiaſt the Chaptet-Houſe that ſtandeth on the Weſt-ſide of the yd, to make 
Temple; for he could build it in no other place fo conveniently.

Thus being aſſembled, they exhorted one another ; and betaking themſelves to their FOE 
Arms, they ſued out of the City, firſt upon the tenth Legion, and with a great ſhout after Chriſt's 
ſet upon the Romans that were entrenched 1in the Valley. The Romans being all IW=4t Io 
at work in the Trenches, and moſt of them having laid down their Weapons ( pre- The Citizens 
ſuming the Jews dur(t not have made any falley by reaſon of the variance amongſt peo o- 
themſelves) were ſo much ſurprized, that great part of them immediately fled ; ſome 
of them ſtood to their Arms, but were flaia before they could get into a poſture of 
Defence. The number of the Jews was daily encreafed by their firſt Succeſs ; and 
tho yet their Number was but ſmall, they thought themſelves many, and fo did the 
B Romans think them too, becauſe of their good Fortune. The Romans, who always 
obſerve Military Diſcipline, were that time, by their ſudden aſſaulting, ſo troubled, 
they obſerved no order, and fled : yet whenfoever they turned agato upon them that 
followed them, they eafily wounded the Jews, partly becauſe their eagerneſs was 
ſuch,that they did not much feck to defend themſclves, infomuch that they eafily ſtayed 
the Jews from purſuing them.

And againſt the Feaſt of Unleavened- 
bread, which is the fourteenth day of April, (for upon this day the Jews ſay that they 
were dclivered out of the Bondage of Egypt ) Eleazer and his Companions opened the

Zealots thought the Treaſon only practiſed to prejudice them 3. ſo that leaving the 
Gate which they kept before, and leaping down from the Tower, without offering to 
fight, they fled into the Vaults of the Temple. The People flock about the Altar, and 
others were driven with them jato the Temple, and killed with Clubs and Swords, and K 
troden under-foot. Many were {lain upon private hatred, under pretence of liding 
with the Enemy, And whoſoever formerly bad offended any of thoſe Traitors, he 
was put to death, as though he had been one of the Zealots. But they who had cru-

' A Bout this time the Jews deviſed this Stratagem againſt the Romans. The moſt 
couragiousamong the ſeditious People, went out unto the Places called the Wo- 

mens Towers, and pretended to be driven thither by that Party-in'the City that defired 

Peace 3 and that fearing the Romans, they were come thither for (ſhelter ; others got 

upon the Walls, and pretended themſelves Citizens, they called our for Peace, and dli- 

red their Friendſhip, promiſing to throw open their Gates that the Romans might en- 

ter; and whillt they were ſo doing, they threw Stones at their Companions aforeſaid, 
pretending to drive them from the Gates.

B them with this Speech : 1he Fews led only with deſpþaration, do all things with Advice and C:/"s ſharp 
Counſel, deviſing Deceits : and Fortune favoureth their Pra@ices, becauſe they are orderly = — 
and true one to another, But the Romans ( whom for their Obedience and Diſcipline, Fortune 
was wont formerly to favour) do contrariwiſe offend herein, and for their raſh and unad- 
viſed fighting, are overcome : and which is worſt of all, in Ceſar's Preſence offering to fight 
without Orders, contrary to Military Law and Diſcipline 5 which I am ſure my Father will 
be unſatisfied to hear. For he who from his Infancy hath been trained up in Arms, never 
offended in this fort, And what ſhall we ſay to our Law,that puniſh«th the leaſ# Diſobedience

Which ſtruck #ech —— for 
them ſo deeply, they look'd upon themſelves as deſperate, and People appointed to die. their Fellows 
But all the other Legions flocked about Titzs, beſought him to pardon their Fellow- T0 
Souldiers, and to remit the raſhneſs of ſome few, for the Obedience of the reſt, aſſuring 
him that their future Valour ſhould be a Recompence for this their Offence. Whereupon 
Ceſar was pacified, partly thinking it moſt profitable, partly to gratify the reſt ; for 
he purpoſed to puniſh one Man only,butto rebuke all, and ſignify his Diſpleaſurez and 
ſo he was reconciled to his Souldiers, ſtritly charging them to be wiſer for the fu- 
ture : after which he deviſed how he might be revenged on the Jews. When all the

Titus being defirous to condutt the Baggage, and the reſt of the Multitude in ſafety, 
placed the beſt of his Men in. good order,and cauſed them to march from the North- 
part of the City unto the Welt, along by the Walls of the City, placing his Foot in 
the Front, his Horſe 1n the Rear, and between them both, the Archers, whereby the 
Jews were diſabled to make any Salley. Tits his Souldiers being thus diſpoſed, the 
Baggage of the three Legions and the Multitude paſſed along withour any interruption.

The ſecond Wall begin- 
hogs ning at the Gate that is called Genath, ( which is a Gate of the former Wall ) and en- 
compaſiing the North part of the City, it reacheth to Artora, a Caſtle fo called. 

The third The third Wall beginneth at the Tower Hippicos, from whence it goeth to the North- 
pen part, and fromthence to the Tower Pſephina, over againſt the Sepulchre of Helena, 
that was Queen of Adjabena, and Mother of King [zates; and paſling along by the 

King's Caves, it turneth towards the Tower near the Monument of Flo, and in the 

Valley called Gedror it joineth with the old Wall. Agrippa encompaſled that part of 

the City that he built with this Wall, it being before all open and without defence. 

The City grew afterwards ſo populous, that by little and little they were forced to in- 

kabit without the Walls: and this Wall reacheth a great way, being joined unto the 

| Hill next the City on the North-fide of the Temple. There was alſo a fourth Hill in- 
meth habited, namely Bezetha, ſituated againſt Antonia, but ſeparated from it with very deep 
* Ditches, made on purpoſt torender the Approaches to the Fort Antonia, more dange-

The City could never have been taken by force, had he finiſhed that Wall as he be- 
gan 3 it being built twenty Cubits long, and ten Cubits broad, with hard Stone, which 
could neither eafily be undermined, nor battered with Engines : and this Wall was 
built ten Cubits high, and no doubt had been raiſed higher, had not the Liberality 
of the Founder been checked. Yet afterwards by the =_ induſtry the ſame Wall 
was raiſed twenty Cubits bigh 3 the Battlements hereof were two Cubits high, and 
the Tower three Cubits, and 1n all it was twenty-four Cubits high, as before. Upon 
the Wall were three Towers, twenty Cubits broad, and- twenty Cubits high, built

gave them diſturbance : Bur the Roman Pioneers weredefended by Hardles;that were 
of purpoſe! ſet before themt and every. Legion had ſtrarige and admirable Engines 
againſt the excurfons of their Enemy 3 and eſpecially the Engines that” the tenth 
F Legion had to caft Darts, and others that caſt Stones 3 which did not only repulle 
them by whom they were affaulted,vut alſo thoſe who ſtood upon the Wall : tor every 
Stone, though a Talent weight, was ſhot more than a Furlong, and flew not only thofe 
that were firſt ſtruck, but alſu many that were ſtricken with the rebound. But the 
Jews always ſaw the Stones before they fell, ( for they were white) and avoided 
them : and they were not only deſcried by the noiſe they made in flying, but they 
might eaſily be perceived ; by which means the Watch-men in the Towers gave war- 


ning always when theſe Engines were ſhot off; and when the Stones came, crying in 
their Country-Language, The Stone cometh : fo the Jews upon the Walls knowing 
what they meant, avoided the Stones, arid received no harm. Then the Romans de- 
G viſed to black the Stones with Ink, that they might not be ſeen as they flew, and do 
the more Execution, Yet the Jews wete not fo terrified, as to permit the Romans 
peaceably

[HE Night following there was a great Tumult among the Romans ; for Titzs the 
Emperor had commanded ro build three Towers, fifty Cubits, high a-piece, each 

one upon a ſeveral Mount, that from thence he might the more calily beat the Ene- 
mies from the Walls : but one of theſe Towets in the mid(t of the night fell down with- 
B out any Aſſault 3 and making a great noiſe with the tall, fear fell upon the whole Ac- 
my4 who ſuſpeCting it a Stratagem of the Jews,every one ran to his Arms, and ſo there 
was a great tumulc in the Camp : and becauſe no Man could tell what it was a long 
time, they ſtood amazed, every one asking his Fellow what had happened. Bur ſeeing 
no Enemy come, they began to apprehend Treaſon amongſt themſelves ; till ſuch time 
as Titus underſtanding the Matter, cauſed the Truth thereof to be preſently proclaimed 
througbout the Camp ; and the Tumult (with much ado) was appeaſcd, 

The Jews bore up couragiouſlly againſt all other Dangers,but were much gauled from 
theſe Towers which 17tws had erected ; for they were {Jain and wounded from thence 
with ſmall Shot, Darts and Arrows z for they could build nothing to defend thearſelves 
C ſo high, nor had they any hope to deſtroy them for neither could they-bethrown down 
for their weight, nor fired, being covered with Iroa: therefore flying fromthe reach of 
the Shot, they could not hinder the Ram from;bactering their Walls; which never ce —_ 
fing, atlaſt prevailed ſomewhat. Sothe great Ram, which the Jews called Nicow, becauſe Fic", that is 
ic overcome all, at laſt battered the Wall 3 and the Jews being weary with fighting, Do — 
having watched all night before,out of (Jeepinels,or becauſe they perſwaded themſclves great Ram. 
that the Wall was ſuperfluous, they having two more befide it, they all forſook their 
Quarters,and retired to the ſecond Wall; and the Romans entred the firſt; that rhe Ram 
called Nicon had battered, Then the Romans that had paſled and encred the firſt Wall, The Romans 
went and opened the Gates, and let in the whole Army. , Having thus gotten the Wall get che firſt 
D the 71h day of May, they deſtroyed the greateſt part thereof, and alſo the North-lide ** 
of the City which before Ceſtizs had walted. (e110 | 

Titus removed his Camp from thence, and went unto the place called the 4/jjrians 
Camp, and ſeized upon all between that and Cedron; and being without (hot of an Ar- 
row from the ſecond Wall, he began again to aſſault it. * Then the Jews dividing the 
Wall betwixt them to defend each other's part, reſitted nioſt valiantly-; Fobr and his 
Partakers defended all Arztonis, and the North-part of the Temple from: Alexander's 
Totnb : and Simondefended all from Jobs's Tomb unto the Gate by the Tower Hippi- The Jews con- 
cos. And many times iſſuing out of the Gates, they fought hand to hand with the Ene- ——m—— the 
my, but always repulſed by the Diſcipline of the Romans, only for want of knowledg _ 
E in warlike Affairs ; yet in all Fights upon the Wall, the Jews had the beſt ; for tho The Jews 
the Romans had the advantage in Fortune*and Knowledg, yet the Jews being deſperate, doldoc6. 
attaqued theta without fear ; for they ate very: couragious in Adverſity. Moreover, 
the Jews were neceſlitated to fight to fave their owh Lives 3 and the Romans were as 
haſty to conquer. Neither Party was weary, neither Party defiſted in their aflaulting 
of one another: In the day-rime the Jews, itt commanded Partics, made their Salleys 
upon the Romans, who omitted no kindof Fightfrom Sun-ſet all the night long 3 which 
was mare terrible to them both, than all the ſervice of the day before. The Jews feared 
leſt the Romans ſhould get the Wall z and the. Romans apprehended lelt the Jews 
ſhould have allied out upon their Camp. Thius all night long they ſtood tortheir Arms, 
F and early in the morning they were at it again. The Jews (trove one with another 
who ſhould undergo the moft danger, and moſt deſerve his Captains Favour. Simon's 
Followers were ſo much at his beck, that if he ſhould have commanded any of them to 
have killed bimſclf, he would preſently have done it. The Rotuans were encouraged 
to fight, by their Diſcipline and Sucteſs, as having never been uſed to be overcome. 
Again, their frequent Wars, continual Exerciſes, and large Dominions, gave then great 
Courage, cſpecially Titzs their General being preſent to provoke them : for it was the cufton; of 
thought an heinous Crime to be a Coward in the preſcnce of fuch a Captain as Ceſar the Romans co' 
was. Ceſar himſelf beholding and looking on, was a Witneſs of their Deeds that be- <=": 
haved themſelves valiantly, and rewarded every Man as he behaved himſelf It was an 
G advantage to be known unto the Prince for a valiant Many fo thar many of them 


ſhewed their Alacrity was far greater than their S.rength. 
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Werld,: N zinro the midlt of the Jews Forces, and caſting 'them down that ſtood in his way, by 


At this time Lorginus,one of the Horſemen, coming out of the Roman Army,prefſed H 


violence {lew two of the ſtrongeſt of his Enemies, ſtriking one of them over the Face, 
and(laying another with, his own DNart,which hetook from him : who for this Deed was 
greatly honoured, having broken through a ſtrong Body of the Jews that were placed 
before the Walls, and caſt Darts at himon either fide, Many of the Romans by this 
his Example were enticed todo the like. 

The Jews now regarded not what they ſdffered, but only deviſed which way to harm 
their Enemies, not regarding Death, ſo that they might kill any of the Romans. Bur 
Tits had as much care nd rata his Souldiers, as he had to get the Victory, attribu- 
ting theſe raſh Salleys to'the defperation of the Jews, and accounting that only Vertue I 
which was done warily ard with diſcretion.

CHAP. IX. 
How Caſtor the Few derided the Romans. 


"FT "Hen Ti#xs commanded the Ram to be ſet up againſt the Tower onthe North-part 
of the City, wherein a crafty and:-politick Jew with ten Men had hid himſelf,” all K 
the reſt bemg fled 3 this Jew was named Caſtor. Theſe Men having lain ſtill a white in 
their Arms, at laſt being afraid; and the Tower beginning to ſhake, they leapt up,'and 
Caftor ſtretching forth his hand, did, asit were, humbly crave favour at Ceſar's hands, 
and with a lamentable Voice beſought him to ſpare him. 7itzs ſeeing the Man's fimplis 
city, as he thought, and perſwading himſelf that the Jews did now repent of their Ob- 
ſtinacy, hecauſed-the Ram to ceaſe frombattery, and the Archers to hold their hands ; 


and permitted Caſtor to-fpeak his pleaſure. 


Caſtor ſaid, That he defired to treat, and make a League of Peace; 

Titus anſwered, That he would grant it, if all the reſt would be concluded, and 
that he would preſently confirm a League of Peace between him and the City. Five [, 
of Caſtor's Fellows ſeemed to be willing, but the other five. ſeemed to oppoſe ir; cry- 
ing out aloud, That they would never be Slaves to the Romans, whilſt they conld die in liber- 
ty. Whilſt Caftor.and his Fellows were debating the matter, the flattery ceaſed. Inthe 
mean time-Caftor privily ſent word unto Simor, willing him, / whilſt the Battery was 
ſtopt,to think of ſome Expedient to be done in this Neceſlity : for,for awhile he would 
undertake to delude the Roman Emperor, -and hold him in ſuſpence.'. In the mean 
time heſeemed'to exhort his Companions to accept the kind Offer of T7tus 3 and they, 


| as it were,-:angry thereat,: drew their Swords and ſtruck upon their Corlets, and fell 


down as though they had been ſlain. 'T3tzs and his Souldiers were amazed at their - 
obſtinacy,for being on the lower ground, they could not vvell perceive vvhatvvasdone; M 
they vvondred exceedingly at their deſperation, and pitied their calamity. - At the ſame 
time one ſtruck Caſtor in the Buttock vvith a Dart, and Caſtor pulling it out of his fleſh, + 
ſhewed it unto the Emperor, and complained of it as a Breachof the Truce. Titus 
vvith ſharp vvords corrected him that ſhot it; and forthwith vvould have ſent Foſepbto 
promiſe Caſior Pardon and Peace. But Joſeph denicd to go, affirming that Caſtor only 
difſembled, and hindred his Friends that vvould have gone. At laſt one Exeas, vvho 
had fled unto the Romans, offered himſelf to go.. Ceftor.invited him, as though, he 
vvould givehim ſomething to ſecure him of his true meaning;; - Ezeas opened the Skirt 
of his Garment, thinking Caſtor vvould have caſt him down ſomething: of vvorth 3 and 
vyhen hecame underneath the Tower,Caſtor took a great Stone and threw it down up- N 
on him, yet hurt him not, becauſe he vvas aware of it, and avoided the Stone 3 but it 
vvounded another Souldier ſtanding by. Then Ceſar conſidering this deceit, began to 
think that Pity and Mercy-in War vvas hurtful, and' that Cruelty vvas not ſo eafily-de- 
ceived 3 and by being very angry atthisDeceit,he cauſed the Wall to be beaten with the 
Ram more than before. Caſtor and his Fellows perceiving the Tower to-ſhake, they ſet 
it on fire, and ſo paſſed thorow the Flame, and conveyed themſelves into. a Mine ot-thie 
Tower; givingthe Romans freſh occaſton to admire their Courage, in paſſing thorow 
the Flames. 

Titus aſſaulting the Wall on- his part, took it five days after z and forcing the Jews 
from thence, 'he, accompanicd with a thouſand choice Men, eatred where the Wool- © 
men, Copper-Smiths, and Merchant-Taylors dwelt, - vvhich place vvas the new par 

with 
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A with narrow and ſtrait ways to go to the Walls. And had he preſently beaten down '% ho 
a great part of the Walls; or, as he might have done by the Law of Arms, deſtroyed weld, a, ay 
what he had gotten, he had obtamed the Victory without any loſs on his fide. Yet «fttr Cwiff's 
hoping the Jews would yield, when they were in his Power, be gave thera moreliberty Nithvity, 52. . 
to retire, for he did not think that they,whoſe Good he ſought, would have been Trai- 

tors unto him who came to relieve them. 


CHAP. X. 
How the Romans did twice take the ſecond Wal. 


Itw having entred the City, ſuffered none of them that were taken, to be lain, 
| northe Houſcs to be burned, but permitted the Seditious (if they were ſo mind- 
ed) to fight, and that without prejudice to the People: he alſo promiſed the Peopleto _.. 
reſtore unto them all their Goods z for many beſought him' to ſpair the City for them, — r 
and the Temple for the City. The People were glad hereof; but-many of the warlike patter 
Jews thought the Humanity of Titas to proceed from Cowardice; and judged that Trtws, Comardice. 
for that he deſpaired to win the reſt of the City, did now; Coward-like, propound theſe 
; Conditions. They likewiſe threatned the People, that'' whoſoever ſhould ſpeak one 
Word concerning Peace,and yielding untothe Romans,ſhould preſently die: and ſome ,,  _ 
of them did refiſt the Romansfrom out of their Houſes, other in the narrow Ways ; and are a—_ 
others going out of the higher Gates, renewed the Fight, wherewith the Watchmen be- by che Jews. 
ing troubled, fled from the Wall, and forfaking the Towers, retired themſelves into the 
Camp. The Roman Souldiers within the City cried out, ' becauſe they were incloſed 
with Enemies, the Gates being ſhut, and afſaulted without, by thoſe who apprehended 
theit Companions to bein great danger. The Number of the Jews encreaſing, and 
prevailing, for that they knew the Ways and Turnings of the Streets; many of the Ro- 
mans were {lain,and violently born down, when they offered to refiſt in that Neceflity 5 
D for a multitude together could not fly, by reaſon of the natrowneſs of the' Streets thar 
went unto the Wall : And all that entred into the Ciry had been (lain, had not Titw 
ſuccoured them. For placing at the end of every Street Archers, and himſelf beirg 
where moſt need was, he repulſed the Jews with Darts and Arrows, with the help 
of Domitizs Sabinws, who in that Fight proved himſelf a ſtout Warriour,and continued 
fighting with the Jews till all his fellow-Souldiers were gone off. io 
Thus the Romans having got the ſecond Wall, were beaten from it again 5 and the TheJews Cou- 
Citizens ſo encouraged, they were, as it were, drunk with their good Fortune, thinking &f* 
the Romans durſt no more attempt upon the City, and that they themſelves were in- 
vincible when they were prepared to fight. God, becauſe of their Iniquity, had dark- 
ned their Underſtanding, fo that they never conſidered the Roman Forces were far 
poun than thoſe they had encountred, and the Famine that hung over their Heads 
or as yet they lived upon the DeſtruQtion of the People, and drank the Blood of a Ci>  . 
ty : but the good People did even ſuffer Famine already, and many of them periſhed for The People in 
want of Food ; yet the Seditious did rejoice at the death of the Citizens, as though > a 
thereby they were caſed of a great Burden, only defiring they might live that bear huoger. | 
rebellious Minds, and would join with them againſt the Romans, rejoicing at the death 
of the reſt; and this was the Aﬀedtion they bear unto their Citizens. In this manner 
they armed themſelves, and refiſted the Romans, who now again did attempt to enter 
the Breach 3; whilſt the Jews threw down Stones, and part of the Wall upon them as 
they came up, drave them back again, and valiantly ſaſtianed them for three days. 
But the fourth day being unable to withſtand Tit#s his Aſſault, they were forced to re- _ cw. 
tire as before : and he having gotten the Wall, deſtroyed all the North part thereof, the head 
and placed a Gariſon in the Towers and Fortreſles of the South part. Wall.

"TITUS now determined to batter the third Wall, conceiving the Siege would be 

now but ſhort: He thought it convenient to give the Seditious ſome time to be- 
think themſelves, to ſee that if either by' the itaking of the ſecond Wall, or terrified 
with Famine, they would repent. For there was little or nothing lett in the City to I 


ſupply them, and he was poſted as he defired. And the time being come, for every

Roman Souldier to receive his proportion of Victuals, Titzs cauſed them to be led eve- 
ry one in order,'into a place where the Jews in the City might behold them; he cauſed 
bis Captains to.diffribute Money toevery.one 3 and the Souldiers (as their Cuſtom is) 
all armed, and drawing their Swords out of their Sheaths, marched along, the Horſe- 
men leading their -Horles in, great pomp, and a. great part of the Suburbs glittered 
with Gold and Silver. This SpeQacle was grateful to their own Souldiers, and terrible 
to the Jews: for all. the old Walls, and the. North part of the City, and many Houſes 
were filled with the' multitude of,,them who came to view this Sight 3 and there was 
no part of. the, City that was/not-filled with People to behold it. This Sp:Rtacle firuck K 
a great fear upon the very, boldeſt among the Jews, and'perhaps would have cauſed 
the Seditious People to have relented, had they not deſpaired to have found Mercy and 
Pardon at the: Romans hands for their Offences committed.z wherefore they thought it 
better to be ſlain fighting,than to be put todeath ſhamefully, if they deſiſted from-tight. 
That Deſtiny hindered this; Reſolution, it. being decreed that the Innocent ſhould periſh 
with the Wicked, and the City with the Seditious: Hereupon for four days ſpace they 
diſtributed Neceſlaries to the Souldiers;z and on the fifth day, T7tus perceiving the Jews 
were (till obſtinate, divided his Army into two parts, and about John's Tomb he began 
to raiſe Mounts, -and againſt A»tonia, hoping by them to-take the higher part of the 


City, and by Antonia to ſeize the Temple 3 which except he could effe&, he.could not L- 


ſafely take the City z Againſt either of theſe Places he raiſed two Mounts, each Le- 
gion making one. | 

The Jews and. Simor's Followers oppoſed the Work that was begun before John's 
Tomb ; and Febr likewiſe, with a great number of Zealots, hindred them that made 
the Mounts over againſt A»fozia: who not only fought with the advantage of the higher 
ground, but had learned alſo the uſe of Engines ; Þr continual uſe, by little and little, 
made them skilful 5 and they had 300 Engines called Baliftaes;; and 40 Engines to caſt 
Stones, wherewith they greatly annoyed the Romans, and obſtructed them in their 
Work. 

Titus foreſecing that Fortune would favour him, and that the City would be taken, 
preſſed it what he could, never ———_— perſwade the Jews to yield; adding many 
Argumentsto his Importunity ; for he knew that many times Words prevail more than 
Violence; wherefore he exhorted them to ſave themſclves, and yield the City unto him 3

referring them unto Foſeph, who ſhould make a Speech to them in their own Language,

and he hoped they would hear their own Country-man.

He adviſed them to conſider, that their ſtrongeſt Walls 
were battered down, and only the weaker remaining unbattered : He willed them to conſider, 
how they were n0t able to withſtand the Roman Forces 5, and that it was no Nezelty to the 
Fews to be ſubje& to the Romans. For though it be a good and commendable thing to fight 


for Liberty, yet that was to have been done in the beginning ; for he that was once ſulje@ and 


ſerous of a ſhameful Death, than an honourable Liberty.

Yet ſome there were that ventured to the Enemy, as 
preferring Death and Torment at their hands, before the Miſcries and Famine which 
they endured at home. | 
Hereupon Titws cut off many of the Captives Hands, and ſent them into the City £0 
Simon and Joby, that their Calamity might teſtify chem to, be Captives, 'and'not ſuch 
as had voluntarily fled to the Romans, willing them to admoniſh their Friends to yield, 
and not compel him to deſtroy the City : and to aſſure. them thatin ſo doing, - they 
might (till ave their Lives, their Country and Temple, which had not the. like in the 
whole World : and he continually went about the Rampires; haſtning the Workmen 
in their Buſineb, as tho he preſently meant toeffet that 1n Deeds, which in Words he 


had ſpoken. The Jews that ſtood upon the Walls reviled both bim and his Father, The Jews re- 
affirming that they contemned Death 3 and would chuſe rather to die, than become !" hisFacher. 


Slaves: That whilſt chey lived, they would, to the utmoft of their Power, defend them- 
ſelves again(t the Romans, without any care, either of themſelves or their Country ; 
which C eſar ſent them word were both 1n umminent danger. Moreover, they ſaid that 
the whole World was a Temple dedicated to God, far more excellent than theirs, which 
C notwithſtanding ſhould be conſerved by him that dwelt in, it 3. whoſe helpthey hoped 
to enjoy : and did thereforederide all his 'Threatnings,as things that could never come 
to paſs without hi» Divine Permiſhon. Thus did they opprobriouſly abuſe the Cle- 
mency of the Romans. | | 
At this time arrived alſo Antiochss Epiphanes, and with him a conſiderable ſupply of 
Men, among which there was a Company called the Macedonians, of equal Years, and 
little older than young Men, all trained up 1n Martial Diſcipline, and armed after the 
Macedonian manner,trom whence they took their Name : yet for the moſt part they did 
not anſwer.the expeCtation that Men had of the Macedonians. For the King of Comagne 
was the moſt fortunate and happy of all Kings that were ſubje& to the Roman Empire, 
D till ſuchtime as he felt the Frown of Fortune 3 who in his old Age proved that none 
' ought to be accounted happy before his death ; Whilſt Comagze was 1n proſperity, his 
Son ſaid, he marvelled that the Romans did delay to aſſault the City, and enter the bat- 
tered Walls, (for this young Man was a great Warriour, and of exceedin Strength, 
to the which he truſted too much, did many things raſhly.) Tit# ſmiled,and anſwered, 


that that was a Work too great for the Romans. Upon which young Antioch, accom- The tnvlence 
panied with his Macedonians, aſſaulted the Wall ; and himſelf with his ſtrength and = 
dexterity avoided the Darts of the Jews, and caſt his Darts at them : but his whole 4. 


Party (a few excepted ) were there (lain 3 for obliged by their extravagant boaſting, 
they contiuued longer in fight than it, was expedient for them : at laſt many being 
E wounded, retired,perceiving that the Macedoniansto win a Victory had need ol Alexan- 
der's Fortune, The Romans the twelfth day of May began to build their Rampires ; 


and laboured ſeventeen whole days with much ado they ended them the nine and og 
twentieth of the ſaid Month. For they builded four vaſt Rampiers, one of them over build four 
againſt Antonia, which was built by the fifth Legion, oppoſite to the midſt of the Stru- _— 


thian Waters: another was built by the twelfth Legion, twenty Cubits diſtant from 
the other. But the tenth Legion, which was of more account than the two former, 
erected a Mount oppoſite to the Pond called Amvigdalon on the North-fide : and the 
fifteenth Legion made the fourth, thirty Cubits diſtant from the other, over againſt 
the Monument of the High-Prieſt Jobs. 

The Mounts being thus finiſhed, Fob undermined that which was over againſt Av- 
tonia, and underpropped it with Poſts of Wood ; and filling the Mine, wth Wood, 
Bitumen and Pitch, he fired it : ſo the Poſts that held it up being burnt, the Mine fel], 
and the Mount alſo with a hideous noiſe fell into it ; and firſt of all there aroſe a great 
ſmoak and duſt, for the Mines covered the Flame : at laſt the Fire having conſumed 
the matter that covered it, the Flame appeared. The Romans at this ſudden and un- 


expected exploit, were much awazed and difordered : {o that thereby thoſe who be- . 


fore made account of the Viftory as certain, began now to deſpair. Two days after 
Simon and his Aſſociates (et upon the other Rampires 3 for thereupon were planted 
Rams, wherewith the Romans began to beat the Walls. Amongſt the reſt, a Man 
G named Tepthens of Garſus a City of Galilee, Megaſſarus one of Queen Mariamne's Ser- 


vants, and with them one of Adiabena the Son of Mabateus, who for bis Fortune Three vatians

that on every fide they were aflaulted with Darts and Arrows, yet did they not give 
back,nor ſeek to avoid the Danger, yl ſuch time asthe Fire had taken hold of the En- 
gines. The Flame wounting on high, the Ronavs came running out'of the Camp to 
ſuccour their Fellows: and the Jews upon the Wall, with Darts and Arrows, hindred 
them that ſought to queneh'the Flame, expoling their own Bodies. The Romans en- 
deavoured to draw off the Rams; and the Jews were as earneſt to hinder them ; how- 1 
ever the Romans preſerved thtir Rams: Ftom thence the Fire caught hold of the Rarn- 
pires, thoſe that  oppoſed*themſtlves were burned ; and the Fire encreaſed, fo that it 
could not be extinguiſhed;'ſo'the Romans environed with the'Flame,and deſpairing to 
reſcue their Works, retired intotheir Camp, and left them on fire. But mo vows were 
ſomuch themore earneſt, their number (lil} encreafing by new Supplies out of the City ; 
and ſo encovraged by their ViRory, they raſbly adventured unto the Romans Camp, 
and aſſaulted the Guard there. W hich Guard was a Company placed round about the 
Camp in Armour, with Ordersnot to leave their Ground upon pain of Death. And 
theſe Men eſteeming it better to die md than ignomimioully to ſuffer, reſiſted 
very valiantly ; ſo that many that had fled, retired theinſelves back again to fight, both K 
for ſhame that they had forfaken cheir place,” and for fear of puniſhment thereof ; and 
placing new Engines upon'the Rampire of their Camp, they ſtoprt the Jews from Sal- 
lying any more; for they came out unarmed, without any Arms of defence. For the 
Jews, without any conftderation, came rafhſy*upon their Enemies Pikes, and aſſaulted 
them with their Fiſts. So that the Jews prevailed more by their Courage, than their 
Arms: and the Romans fled more for the rt boldnefs, than any harm they ſuſtained 
them. | | 
Titws repairing with all fpeed from Antonia, where he had been viewing a place for 
another Rampire, blamed the Souldiers exceedingly 3 who having gotten the Enemies 
Walls, did —— ſuffer themſelves ro be repell'd ; and were forc'd to abide L 
that which firſt the Jews did fuffer, being now,as it were,broken out of Priſon ; and fo 
he with certain choſen Men aflaulted the Enemies'on one fide, who though deſperate! y 
overpowered, yet ſtoutty reſiſted him : and fo joining the Bartel, the Duſt was ſo thick 
that one could not fee another, nor hear what was ſaid, for the Cries and Noiſe was ſo 
reat, no Man could diſcern his Friends from his Foes. The Jews perfiſted till in the 
tre}, not for that they truſted in their Force, 'or thereby prevailed, but becauſe they 
were deſperate. The Romans on the other part took Courage, and fought ſtoutly for 
ſhame,and for that Ceſar himſelf was in danger amongſt them. $0 that I think, that had

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CHAP. XII. 
Of the Wall which the "Roman Army built about Jeraſalem # three days ſpace. 


ITDS deliberated with his Captains what was to be done ; and they that were 
moſt forward amongſt them, thonght it beſt with the whole Army to aſſault the N 
Walls; for that as yetthe Jews had only fought witha part, and were not able to with- 
ſtand the Force of the whole Army, but would be all conſumed with Darts and Arrows. 
The wiſer ſort perſwaded T#ws to repair his Rampires; but others counſclled the con- 
trary, to hold themſelves quiet there, and only to keep all places about, that no Food 
ſhould be conveyed intothe City, and ſo famiſh it without fighting. For that the Jews 
being now deſperate, and defirous to be ſlam, would not be overcome by Force. But 
Titss thought it diſhonourable to He idle with ſohugean Army, and do nothing; yet he 
deemed it ſuperfluous to fight with them who wouls willingly fight to be (Jain: and he 
could not make any Mounts, becauſe he wanted Materials, and it was moſt difficult of 
all to guard every place about the City, that none could go forth, for that it could O

it down all along the Valley of the Fountain : from whence aſcending'to the Monu- 
ment of Aran the High-Prieſt, where Pompey pitched his Tents, he brought it about 
by the North- fide of the City 3 and coming along to the Village called Erebinthonicns,he 
compaſſed the Monument of Herod towards.the Eaſt, and ſo joined the Wall to his 

D Camp where he began. The Wall was nine and thirty Furlongs about. Without this One Wall of 
Wall he built alſo thirteen Forts, every one ten Furlongs in compaſs. And all this 39 F=rlngs 
whole Work was hoiſhed in three days ſpace, which yet required months to have been EY 
built in : ſo that the celerity in the building thereof makes it ſcarcely credible. The 
City beiog thus encompaſled with a Wall, and Guards placed in every Fort, Tits him- The Romans 
ſelf continued to go round the firſt Watch, to ſee all things in good order : the ſecond _ 

Watch he allotted to Alexander; and the third to the Captains of the Legions: and the veral Caſties. 

Watchmen appointed every one his turn to ſleep 3 and ſo all night long ſome of them

Of the Maſſacre of the Jews, both within and without the City. 


Simon'sCruelry T laſt, Si» having tormented Matthias, put him to death, notwithſtanding that 
againſt Met- by his means he had obtained the City. This Matthias was the Son of Boethws 
oo vcy Ti, Prieſt, whom the People, for his fidelity rowardsthem, greatly efteemed : he ſeeing 


the Outrages of the Zealots towards the People after John was joined with them, per- 

ſwaded the People to call in. Simon to help them, conditioning nothing with him 

before, for that they miſdoubted no Evil. And when he was come into the City, he 

held him for his Enemy as well as the reſt 5 notwithſtanding, that by his only Advice 

be was received into the City, as though Matthias had only done it through weakneſs. M 
Wherefore calling him before the People, he accuſed him that he favoured the Romans, 

and ſo condemned him to die, not ſuffering him to clear himſelF And he put to 

death likewiſe his three Sons with him, for the fourth was before this time fled to 

Titus. Matthias requeſted Simon that he might be put to death before his Sons : 

But Simor, in regard that by his means he had gotten the City, cauſed him to be exe- 

cuted Jaſt of all. And fo he was killed upon the murdered Bodies of his Sons, in a 

place where the: Romans might behold him; for ſo Sizrown commanded Aranus his 
Executioner, who was the Son of Bamadusr. This Man was the moſt cruel of all Simon's 
Followers 3 who even when he was to kill Matthias, derided him, asking whether they 

could now help him, to whom he ſought to fly? and he permitted not their Bodies N 

; to be buried. After them Amanias a Prieſt, the Son of Masbalns, a Nobleman, and 
_ = chief Secretary to the Council, a valiant ſtrong Man, born at Emmaws, and with him 
15 of the No- fifteen of the chicfeſt Men in the City were put to death. They took alſo Joſeph's 
bleſt People, Father and kept him in Priſon, and with the publick Voice of a Crier proclaimed, that 
_ no Man ſhould talk with him, nor viſit him, pretendivg fear of Treaſon 3 and whoſo- 
ever bewailed his Eſtate, he was put to death without any Trial. It happened that a 

certain Man called Jxdas, the Son of Judas, who was one of Simon's Captains, and Go- 

vernour of one of the Towers of the City, being moved with Compallion towards

our of the appointed for Divine Service, as Cups, Plates, Tables, and the 'Cruets of Gold that 
Temple. Auguſias and his Wife had ſent thither. Thus a Jew robbed and ſpoiled the Tem-' 
ple of thoſe Tokens of ReſpeR, vyherewith the Roman Emperors and othet Nations 
had honoured it ; and he had the boldneſsto affirm to his Aſſociates, that vvithout fear 
they might uſe the Holy Thi of the Temple, ſeeing they fought for God: and the 
Temple. Moreover, he dared. to (hare amongſt them the Holy Wine and Oil, vvhich 
the Prieſts kept for Divine Sacrifice in the inner part of the Temple. I vvill not ceaſe 
to ſpeak that vybich Grief compelleth me : I verily think,that had the Romans forborn 
to have puniſhed ſo great Crimmals, either'the Earth vvould bave (allowed the City L 
uP, Or fome Deluge have drowned it, or elſe the Thunder and Lightning vvbich con- 
ſumed Sodom, vyould bave light upon it; forthe People of the City vvere far more im- 
pions than the Sodomites. In briet, their Wickedneſs and Impiety vvere the cauſe that 
the vvhole Nation vvas extinguiſhed. What need 1 recount every particular Miſery ? 
Mannews the Son of Lazar, flying to Titm gut of the Gate that vvas committed to his 
cuſtody, and yielding himſelf to. him, related eo 7itav, that from the time that the Ro- 
man Army encamped near.the City, from the, fourteenth day of April, until the firſt of 
July,were carried out of that Gate he kept,an hundred and fifteen thouſand eight bun- 
dred and fourſcore dead Bodies 3 and nevertheleſs, he had reckoned only thoſe, the 
number of whom he wasobliged to know by. reaſon of a publick Diftribution,of which M- 
he had the cbarge, For others were buried by their Parents 5 and this was their burial, 
to carry them out of, the City, .and there let them lie. And certain Noblemen flyi 
600000 dead to Titws after him, reported that there were dead in the City fix hundred thoufa 
carcaſſes caſt 10or People, which were caſt out of the Gates z and that the others that died were in- 
ty. numerable : and: that when ſo many died that they were not able to bury them, that 
then they gathered the Bodies together in the greateſt Houſes adjoining,. and there 
ſhut them up, And that a Buſhel of Cora was ſold for a Talent, which is fix bundred 
Crowns: and that ſince the City was compaſled with a Wall by the Befiegers;they could 
Cow-duty and not go Out to gather any more Herbs, ſo that many were driven to that neceſlity, that 
Dirt gatherey. they raked Sinks and Priviesto find old of Oxen to eat 3; andeveri the Dung thar N 
few Fagh; was loathſom. to behold, was their Meat.

Wo days after, twenty of the Souldiers which guarded the Mounts, two Horſe. 
men, and an Enſign of the fifth Legion, with a Trumpeter, gathered themſelves to- 
"The Romans gether : and about the ninth hour of the Night they aſcended by the Ruines into Arto- 
invade Antonie. ig without any reſiſtance : and finding the firſt Watch-men aſleep, they ſlew them, 
and got the Wall, and commanded the Trumpeter to ſound ; by which ſound, the reſt 
of the Watch-men being awakd, fled for fear, imagining that a great number of the 
Romans were gotten upon the Wall : Tits having notice of it, preſently gathered his 
Souldiers together, and accompanied with his chief Captains, and his Guards, he N 
aſcended the Wall. The Jews fled into the inner Temple, and the Romans broke in 
amongſt them by the Mine that Fob had made to deſtroy the Mounts of the Romans.

CHAP. 1ll. 
Of the incredible Valour of Julian, a Roman Captain. 


Here was one Julia, a Centurion, born in * Bitbynia, of good Parentage, who was Julian's fa- 
the moſt valiant, dextrous, and ſtrongeſt Man that I knew in all this War. This mous Forci- 

Julian ſeeing the Romans to have the worſt, as he was ſtanding by Tits in Antoniz, he © 
preſently leapt down, and all alone charged the Jews who had the Viftory, and made 
them retire into the Inner Temple, and the whole multitude fled, deeming him, by his 
Force and Courage, not to have been a Man. . But he amongſt the mid(t of them, ſew 
whomſoever he lite on, one of them for haſte caſting down another. - $o that this his

him.. The Romans in-4v12nze fearing bis Life, cried out : but the Jews, many at once, 
ſtrack at. him with Swords and Speazs. He warded off many Blows with his Shield, 
and many times attempting to rife, they-ſtruck hin-down again : yet as he lay, he 
wounded many 3 ueitber. was. he quickly (lain, becauſe all parts of his Body were very 
well arm'd,, and he covered his Head.with his Buckler, but no Man helping him, his 
ſtrength failed. Ceſar was very ſorrowtul to'fee a Man of fo great Fortitude flain in the Juliar's Death, 
ſight of ſuch a mukitude; and that the-place wherein he was, hindred-him from help- 
ing him : and that others that might have helped him, durſt not for fear. 

At laſt, when Juan had a long time'ſtriven with Death, and wounded many of 
them that aſſaulted him, he was with oweh ado killed, leaving behind him a renown- 
ed Memory, not only amongſt the Romans, but alſo among(t his Enemies. The Jews 
took his dead body, and beat back. the Romans, and ſhut them up within Antonia, 
In this Battel Alex9s and Gyprbens, two of Fobr's Faftion, and of Simon's Fation, Ma- 
lachias and Judas, the Son of Merton, and 7ames the Son of Soſa, Captain of the Idume- Valiant Soul- 
ans, and twa Brethren of the Zealots, the Sons of Jairvs, Simon, and Fades, fignaliz'd Cri?

The 
wy following certain of the Seditious, who now could get no more Booties in the City, M 
and alſo began to be pinch'd with Hunger, aſſaulted. the Romans that were placed to- 
wards Mount Oliver, about the eleventh hour of the Day : for they hoped to take 
them unaware?, as being at dinner. But the Romans perceiving their Intent, came out 
of their Places, and reſiſted them, who attempted violently to break in upon them over 
the W3]l.: ſo that there was a hot Fight 3 and many other Deeds were done on either 
The Fight of Party, the Romans having both Courage and Skill in warlike Aﬀairs. The Jews were led 
the Jews and pwith deſperate Fury : and Neceflity and Shame forced the Romans to ſight. For theRo- 
near unto the MANS accounted it aShame not to overcome the Jews; and the Jews thought it the only 
Mount El. way to ſave their own Lives, to break down the Wall by force. One of the Horſemen

£d to affault the Wall, he haſted to affail the Temple, and commanded the Workmen 
quickly to diſpatch the Mounts. In the mean time, the Jews being ill handled 1n the 
former Encounters, which Kill increafing to the overthrow of the Temple, they did, as 
the cuſtom is in a putrified Body, prevent the Plague from going any further, by cut- 
ting off the corrupted Members.

permitted the Souldiers to fack the City and ſet it on fire. The fame day they did no- 
thing , but the next day following they fired the Council-Houfe, the Palace Acra, and 
Oph1a, the place of Juſtice, and the fire came to Queen ZZelen's Palace, which was fi- 
tuate in the midſt of Acra: Alſo the Houſes and Streets of the City full of dead Bodies 
were ſet on fire.

war with them Thus diſperſed all over the City, they lurked in the Ruines, lying in wait for thoſe 
that ſought to flee to the Romans ; many of them were taken and ſlain ; for Famine 
had ſoweakned them that they could not flie: And any death was more elegible than 
Famine, So that many fled to the Romans, having no promiſe, nor hope to be ſparedby 
them ; and feared not to expoſe themſelves to the fury of the Seditious, who never cea- 


ſed from Murther...And now there was no place in the whole City void, but was fill'd 


The Tyrants With dead Bodies, who either periſhed by Famine or Cruelty. But the Tyrants and M 


uttermoſt , faCtiqus, Thieves placed their laſt refuge in the Vaults, where they hoped, whatſoever 

_—_— hapned, to hide themſelves that they could not be found, and ſo, after the City was de- 
ſtroyed, to eſcape ;- which was only their vain fancy : For they could neither be hid 

Rapine and from God, nor the Romans : Yet at that time they truſted in thoſe Caves,from whence 

laughter in they fired the City more than the Romans, and cruelly murdered thoſe, that having 

the Vaults. eſcaped the flames, fled into ſecret places, and ſpoiled them : Alſo if in any place they 
tound any Meat, though all bloody, yet they took it and eat it ; and now they fell ro 
fight one with another about the ſpoil they got. And I doubt not, but it they had not 
been prevented, by the deſtrution of the City, their cruelty would have been ſuch, that 
they would have eaten the bodies of dead men.

being ſituate in a Soil, round about which were high and deep Precipices, on rhe 
twentieth day of Aug#/t he ſer all his Souldiers on work: and the carrying of Wood for 
that purpoſe was very painful, all Trees within x00 furlongs off the City being alrea- 
B dy cut down, anduſed in the former Work, as is before-faid. So'the four Legions rai- 
ſed a Mount on the Weſt-ſide of the City ; and the Auxiliaries made a Meunt againſt 
the Porch, Bridge and Tower, which S/mon, during his War with-Johz, had built. 
About this time the Captains of the /dumezans aſſembling together, deliberated to yield Theldmeans 
themſelves, and ſent five of their Company to 77tus, beſeeching him to receivethem to cn _ 
Mercy : and he hoping that the Tyrant would yield after them, who were the greateſt bout their kub- 
part of his Army, with much difficulty granted them Life, and fo ſent them back to **#on. 
their fellows. But Simon having notice of their deſign, preſently ſlew thoſe five that 
were ſent to Titus ; and taking the Captains (the chief of whom was James the Son of 
Soſa) he put them in Priſon, and carefully warcht the Zdumears, who now having no 
C chief Commanders, knew not what to do. But the Guard could not hinder them from 
fleeing ; for although many of them were killed, yet divers fled and eſcaped, and were 
all received by the Romans; 7irus's Courteſie being ſuch, that he remembred not his 
tormer Orders to the contrary. And now the Souldiers abſtained from Murthers, and 
minded only the getting of Wealth; the common People they ſold with their Wives 
and Children for a ſmall price ; many being expoſed to Gale, and few jcoming to 
buy them. 7itus having publiſhed that none thould fly unto him without their Fami- 
lies, yet now received thoſe alſo that came alone, appointing ſome to enquire who had 
deſerved puniſhment, and to inflict it on them. So an infinite number was fold ; and 


more than 40000 of the People were ſaved, whom the Emperour diſmiſſed, and permit- we one

The Romaxs ha- K 
ving obtained thoſe Towers placed their Colours upon them, and clapping their hands 
and ſhouting for joy, they cried Yittory, finding the end of the War nothing fo terrible 
as the beginning.

At evening 
they ceaſed from killing, but all night long the fire encreaſed : and ſo in the morning, 
which was the eighth of Seprember,all was ſet on fire; the City in the time of the Siege 
having endured more miſery and calamity, than ever it received joy and happineſs from 
the time of the firſt foundation, notwithſtanding that the ſame had been ſo great, t 
all Cities might juſtly envy it ; and it no wiſe deſerved to be ſo oppreſſed withſuch 
miſery, ſave only for that it foſtered and bred ſuch impious perſons as wroughtthe over-

City : and upon the Feaſt of. Zaffer, when they killed Offerings from the ninth hour of 
C the day until the eleventh (and to eat a Lamb not fewer than ten perſons were aſfem- 
bled ; for it is not lawful to feaſt alone, yea, many times twenty are in a Company) 
they numbred two hundred fifty ſix thouſand five hundred Oblations, or Lambs to be 
killed ; fo that if we reckon to every Lamb ten men, the number amounts to two Mil- 
lionsſeven hundred thouſand Men, all purified, whole and found : for it was not lawful 
for any that were Lepers, or had a flux of ſeed, nor for Women that had the monthly 
Terms, to eat of that Sacrifice; nor yet for any Stranger that came thither for Reli- 
vion's ſake. 
So this great multitude wasaſſembled together from other places,and was there by the 
D Providence of God ſhut up as it were ina Priſon. And the City being filled with men 
of War, was beſieged ; ſo that the number of thoſe that were flain ſurpaſſed all that 
ever periſhed, either by any Plague ſent from God, or by the means of men ; they were The Romans 
partly openly ſlain, partly taken by the Romans : who ſearching the Vaults, and open- A 
ing the Sepulchres, ſpared none they met with. There alſo were found more than two yautts, find 
thouſand, whereof ſome ſlew themſelves with their own hands, others were kill'd by muehtreafure, 
others, the reſt periſhed by Famine. The ſtink of dead bodies was fo great, that 
many minding to ſearch the forefaid places, and being entred into them, were forced 
to retire: yet others for lucre fake treading on the dead Carcaſes, ſearched the dead 
Bodies, if they could find any thing ; for great Riches were hid in the Vaults ; and 
covetouſneſs omitted no way to gain. | 
E Moreover, many were taken out from thence, whom the Tyrants, who evenin their 
extremity ceaſed not to tyrannize, kept Priſoners: yet God plagued them both ac- Fobn and $5 
cording, to their deſerts: for John being almoſt famiſhed with his Brethren in a Vault, rar eagd 
beſought the Romars to fave his Life. And Simon, having long ftriver with neceſſity, as yauts. © 
we ſhall hereafter relate, at laſt yielded himſelf, and was kept for the Triumph ; bur 
John was condemned to perpetual priſon.

three hundred and threeſcore years, eight months and fix days after it was firſt built. 


He that firſt built it, was oneof the Princes of the Canaanzres, ſurnamed the Fu/?, by 


reaſon of his Piety. He firſt conſecrated this City to God, by building a Temple to 
him, and changed the Name So/yma, into that of Jeruſalem : But David the King of 


the Jews having driven out the Canganites, gave.it to his own People to be inhabited: 
and after four hundred threeſcore and four years and three months, it was deſtroyed 
by the Babylonzans. . From King David, who was the firſt Jew that reigned there, till 
the time that 73tzs deſtroyed it, were a thouſand one hundred ſeventy and nine years; 
and from the time that it was firſt ereed, until it was by hun deſtroyed were two 


thouſand one hundred and ſeventy ſeven years: yet neither the Antiquity, nor Riches, K 


nor the Fame thereof, now ſpread all over the World, nor the Glory of Religion did any 
thing profit or hinder it from being deſtroyed. Such was theend of the Siege of Jeru- 
ſalem. When there was none left to kill, nor any thing remaining for the Souldters to get 
to exerciſe their outrage againſt (for they would have ſpared nothing that they could 
ſpoil) Ceſar commanded them to deſtroy the City and Temple, leaving only ſtand- 
ing certain Towers, that were more beautiful and ſtrong than the reſt, to wit, Phaſelus, 
Hippicos, and Mariamme ; and the Wall that was on the Weſt-fide ; meaning there to 
keep a Garriſon, and that they thould be Monuments of the Valour of the Roways, 
who had maſtered a City ſo well fortified as by theſe it appeared to have been. All 


the reſt of the City they ſo plained, that thoſe who had not ſeen it before could not L 


believe that it had ever been inhabited. This was the end of their madneſs, who were 
always given to Sedition in Jeruſalem, a moſt beautiful City and famous amongſt all 


Nations.

ties by which he paſſed, being joyfully received of them all, and went from Jonia ins Py 
to Greece, from thence to Corcyra, and into Sclavonia, and afterwards by Land. 7itus 
being returned from Czſarea on the Sea-Coaſt., came to Ceſarea Philippi, and there 
made a long abode, proclaiming all forts of Paſtimes : wherein many Captives pes Shiwsat Ce- 
riſhed, ſome being caſt te wild Beaſts, others forced in great Companies ro fight one {re«.

When the Ant1ochians underſtood that 77us was coming 
to their City, they could not contain themſelves within their Walls for joy, but all 
went out to meet him; and not only Men, but alfo Women afAd Children expetted 
his coming thirty Furlongs off; and when he approached near them, they holding up 
their Hands to him, ſaluted him with great joy ; and having received many Courteſies 
from him, they returned with him ; and amongſt other acclamations, they often be- 
ſought him to baniſh the Jews out of their City. But 7ztus returned no Anſwer, ma- _ 
king as though he heard not what they requeſted. Yet the Jews doubtful what he DN 
would do, and what his intent was, were all in exceeding great fear. 77s tarried not PI 
at Antioch; but paſſed from thence to Zengma towards Euphrates, where the Ambaſla- 
dors of Yologeſus King ofthe Parthians came to him,and preſented him a Golden Crown 
for his Conqueſt of the Jews; which he receiving, feaſted the Ambaſſadors, and fo The Prayer 
returned to Antioch, where the Senate and People beſought him to come into the Thea- © OI 
tre, all the People being aſſembled there expe&ing him, and he accorded fo to do: on 
and again they beſought him to expel the Fews out of their City ; but he anſwered, 
that their Country,whereunto he might have baniſhed them, was now deſtroyed, and 
there was no place that would receive them. The Aati0chians, ſeeing they could nor 
obtain their firſt Petition, requeſted another thing of him, to wit, that he would take 
away the Brazen Tables, wherein were engraven the Jews Privileges : But 77t4s would 
not grant that; but leaving the Jews in the fame Eſtate he found them, he departed frotn 
thence into Mgypt. And as in theway he paſt by Jeruſalem, comparing the Deſolation 
of that Place with the Beauty and Goodly Buildings it had before it was deſtroyed, he .,;,,. 1... 
lamentedand pitied the overthrow thereof, nor infolently rejoycing as anothet would eh the toſs 
have done, for having deſtroyed fo fair and ſtrong a City, bur curfing the Seditious nd delolation 
who forced himto deſtroy it, and being ſorry he had made his Virtue known by the Ca- EY PE omery 
lamity of that miſerable People: For ſtill great part of the Treaſure of the City was found tind no ſmall 
in the Ruines; and ſome the Romans found of themſelves ; but the moſt they got, the oa 
Captives told them of, which was Gold and Silver, and other precious things, buried Jernſalews. 
by the Owners in the Earth, being uncertain what would betide them. ,7itxs going 
forward in his Journey, ſpeedily paſt through this deplorable Solirude, and came to

part of his Head with his Garment, he made the accuſtomed Prayersand Vows ; and

and fo diſmiſſed the Souldiers to go todinner, which, according to the cuſtom, the Em- 
perour was to provide for them; himſelfdeparted from them to the triumphant Gate, ſo 
called for that all Triumphs paſſed that way ; and after they had eat there, they pur 
on Triumphant Robes, and offered Sacrifices to the Gods, whoſe Images were placed by 
the Gate, and ſo went in Triumphallalong the places deſigned for publick Shews, to the 
end that all People might have a better view of their Magnificence. But the Spectacles 
there exhibited, both for number, variety, and coſtlineſs, cannot be deſcribed ſuffi- 
ciently, being excellent in all things, which any Man could deviſe, both Workmanſhip, 
Riches, Variety, and, Novelty. For almoſt all things that ever were in any place a- 
monegſt Men that lived in Felicity, either Rich or Glorious, and pleaſant to behold, all 
were that day ſhewed and ſeen in this Triumph, as a Teſtimony of the Grandeur of K 
the Roman Empire. For there was ſuch ſtore of Works of Gold, Silver, and [vory, that 
one would not havedeemed them to have been made only tor the pomp of that day, but 
to have been ſo plentiful, as if they had flowed all about the City ; ſome carried fine Ta- 
peſtry madeof all ſortsof Purple, & curiouſly wrought with Pictures & Babylonian work; 
and there was ſo many Gems and precious Stones, ſome ſet in Crownsof Gold,ſome in o- 
ther works, that it appeared that without reaſon we judged them to be rare and ſcarce. 
Moreover,the Pictures of their Gods were carried with them, which were admirable both 
for greatneſsand workmanſhip,andall of precious matter. Moreover divers ſorts of living 


; Creatures were there to be ſeen, all adorned with ſomeattire agreeing and alludingunto 


their Nature. There was alſo an infinite multitude of Men in Purple Garments wrought , 
with Gold,whocarried all theſe things ; and all thoſethat were deſigned to ſerve for this 
Pomp, were attired in ſuch Garments, than which nothing could be more Glorious. 
Even the Captives were not without BOrgeOus attire ; but the variety and beauty of the 
Garments made the Sadneſs of their Countenances leſs remarkable. The Pageants, 
that were born in the Triumph, were of admirable bigneſs, ſo that the People that beheld 
them, wondred how it was poſſible that Men ſhould carry them ; for many were built 
with three or four Loſts one above another, ſurpaſſing all that can be imagined for work: 
and coſt; ſome of them being hang'd about with Tapeſtry of Gold; and all things an- 
nexed unto them, whereon they were carried, were made of wrought Gold or Ivory : 
Wherein was curiouſly repreſented the manner of War, and all Stratagems, and Arts of M 
fighting, that could be deviſed; ſome in one part of the Pageant, ſome in another. 
There might one have beheld moſt fertile and fortunate Countries deſtroyed ; whole 
Troops of Enemies ſlain, ſome flying, others taken Priſoners; ſtrong and huge Walls 
battered down with Rams; Caſtles and Fortreſles deſtroyed ; great and populous Ci- 
ties aſſaulted, and a whole Army entring the Breach ; all places filled with maſlacred 
Men; and how thoſe that were not able to fight, yielding themſelves, asked Mercy ; 
the Temples ſet on Fire; and after all elſe was waſted, the Houſes thrown down upon 
their Owner's Heads; and aRiver not flowing, as it was wont, into tilled places, and to 
ſerve forthe uſeof Man and Cattel to drink, but carrying Streams of Blood to quench 
part of the Flames, which conſumed the City to Aſhes; all which the Jewsin their War N 
endured. Theſe things were fo artificially repreſented to the view of thoſe that had not 
ſeenthem, as though they were now a-doing. Upon every Pageant ſtood the Gover- 
nour of the City, repreſenting the manner how it was taken. After all theſe followed 
many Ships ; and in every place were carried the Spoils taken in War ; amongſt which 
thoſe that were taken in the Temple of Jeruſalem were moſt remarkable ; for there 
was a Golden 'Table weighing many Talents, and likewiſe a Golden Candleſtick, the 
uſe whereof was now not ſuch as we were wont to put it to; for in the midfi of the 
ſtem thereof was fixed a Baſe, and out of it proceeded many falſe branches, framed 
like a three-forked ſpear,every one being at the top made like a Lamp,which were feven 
in number, ſhewing the honour of the ſeventh day, which is called the Sabbath amongſt O 
the Jews. After all this was carried the Jews Law, which was the laſt of all the 


fpoils. Then followed ſome that carried ſeveral Images of Victory, all made of Gold

When the Triumphs were ended, and all the Xoman, Empire quieted, Yeſpaſian Vepaſian .. 
built -a Temple, and dedicated it to-Peace, which he did in fo ſhort a ſpace, that it 291% and 
was admirable ; and having beſtowed great coſt upon it, he alſo beautified it with di- Temple to 
vers Pictures and carved Works. And he placed in that Temple. all things that Men P* 
of former Ages had gathered together from the uttermoſt parts of the Farth. And he 
placed there all the Golden Veſſels, and other things that the Jews uſed in their Tem- 
ple, doing them great reverence. But their Law, and the Tapeſtry or Purple Veils of 


the Sanctuary he commanded to be kept in the Palace.

n_ {2 3niblory How Herodium and Machzron were taken by Baſlus. 
1 balog1u3 - 
V#ar ſent Lucius Baſſus into Judea to be Lieutenant-General there, who receiving 
the Army of Cerealis Yetilianus, took the Caſtle and Garriſon of Herodium by 
compoſition. After this, gathering together all his Troops which were diſperſed in 
divers places of the Country with the Tenth Legion he purpoſed ro War againſt 
Macheros; for he thought it neceſſary to deſtroy that Caſtle, leſt its ſtrength mighr 
move many to rebel ; for by reaſon of the ſituation of the place, they that were in it 
had great aſſurance of ſafety ; and thoſe that ſought to aſſault it, were in great 
danger: For it was built upon a Rock that was exceeding high, and which made 
it almoſt inexpugnable ; and Nature had ſq deviſed, that it was hard to come to it 
being environed round about with Valleys of incredible depth and very difficult to 
paſs over ; for that which is on the Welt part is threeſcore Furlongs large, and endeth 
at the Lake Aſphaltites; on which fide Macheros hath a very high Proſpe@ ; and 
it is environed on the North and South with Valleys of the like depth ; whereby 
it is impoſſible to win the Caſtle; but that Valfey which is on the Eaſt fide, 
is at leaft a hundred Cubits deep, and endeth upon a Mountain near Machzrev. 
Alexander King of the Jews ſeeing the Nature of the place, there built a Caſtle, which 
afterward Gabinius in the War againlt A4ri/fobulus deſtroyed. But Herod when he 
was King, judged this place worthy to be fortified, as a Principal defence againſt the Herod enviro- 
Neighbouring Arabzans: For it was, aptly ſiruate upon a Mountain, whence cine PE: Gs: 
migh t behold their Borders, Wherefore making a large Wall, he built a City there —_ Wall 
in the place that enters into the Caſtle ; he alſo compaſled the very top thereof with and Tower. 
another Wall, and in the corner he placed Towers that were fixty Cubits high ; and 
in the very midſt of all he built a Palace for largeneſs and beauty admirable; and he 
made many Cifſterns to receive Water in convenient places, which ſerved the People; 
abundantly, ſtriving as it were with Nature, that the Places which ſhe had made gore of ar- 
ſtrong, he by Art might make yet inexpugnable. He alfo laid up there in ſtore, Arms rowyandother 
and warlike Engines, and alfo all Proviſions wherewith the Inhabitants might Le able F285 nts 
to hold out a long ſiege. ;

themſelves, © But the Siege was not ended by theſe Skirmiſhes ; at length a. Chance 
befel, which obliged the Zews to yield the Caſtle. 


Amoneſt thoſe that were belieged was one Eleazar a young Man, very hardy and M 
bold in any enterprize, and who oftentimes. made excurſions, and ſought to hin- 
der the Romans work, whom always in every fight he greatly endammaged, and by 
his Valour, and adventurous Courage, gave thoſe that were his Fellows opportunity 
to aſſault the Kemans, and to fly again and retire in fafety, himſelf being always 
the laſt that ſo retired. It happened one day, that the fight being ended, and both 

* parts ſeperatcd, he as it were contemning all Men, and thinking that none of his 
Enemies durſt undertake to Combate with him, ſtayed without the Gate, ſpeaking 
to thoſe that were. upon the Wall, and giving great attention to them. Then one 
Rufus an Fgyprian, one of the Roman Army, ſpying this opportunity ran upon him 
ſo ſuddenly, that he unawares took him all unarmed as he was, and they upon N 
the Walls ſtood amazed, whilſt Rufus led him into the Remay Camp ; then the 
General of the Romans cauſed him'to be led into a place, where they in the City 
might ſee him, and there to have all. his Cloaths taken off, and to be whipped ; 
 - "the misfortune of this young Man greatly diſcouraged the Jews, fo that all the 
CT City was melted into Tears, for the Calamity of this one Man. Baſſas ſeeing this 
the own to contrived this device againſt them in order to move them to compaſſion, ſo that for 
ſnbmit them- to fave him they ſhould yield their Caſtle : Which fell our as he deſired.

They moved with his Words, and many alfo within the City intreating for him, (for after the Ns- 

he came of great Parentage and had many Kindred) thoughcontrary to their Natures, a 4 
compaſſion took place in them ; and ſo ſending ſome of their Company ſpeedily GON 
they deſired to Parley, declaring that they would yield the Caſtle on Condition 
that they might ſafely depart away, and Eleazar might likewiſe be reſtored xo 
them. Which offer of theirs the Romays accepted; and the Jews 'in the lower part'of 
the City having intelligence of this agreement, reſolved likewiſe to fly away in the 
Night; but ſo ſoon as they had opened rheir Gates, thoſe that had agreed with Baſis, 

B gave him intelligence thereof ; either envying that their Country-men ſhould eſcape, 
or elſe fearing that Baſſus would puniſh them tor their flight ; yer for all this, the moſt 
valiant of thoſe that fled, who got out before the reſt, eſcaped, the reſt were ſlain, to 
the numberof one thouſand feven hundred men ; the Women and Children were made 1709 Jews 
Bond-ſlaves. And Baſſus thinking it meet to keep his Promiſe to them of the Caſtle, I _ 
permitted them ſafely to depart, and reſtored Eleazar to them, | 


CHAP. XXVI.

So 
through neceflity the Jews were conſtrained to fake, in hope by a courageous Charge 
to make a paſſage for themſelves. Wherefore, with a great Cry they violently affault- 
ed thoſe by whom they were invironed,and the Romans valiantly received them,and by 
their valour and the Jews deſperation the Fight endured a long time; yet the event of 
the Battle was favourable to the Romans, of whom only twelve were ſlain, and 
few wounded, but all the Jews were {lain in the fight, being in number three thouſand, 
and alſo their Captain Judas the Son of Jairw (of whom we have already made men- ſlain. Ne 
x fon, and who during the ſiege of Jeruſalem was Commander of a-Company there, and 
hid himſelf in a certain Cave, and ſecretly eſcaped from thence.) At that time Cefar 
writ to Liberius Maximus his Governour, and to Baſſus, to fell allthe Lands of Fadea:

They entred the Country without any fight ; for 

Antiochus is None of the Inhabitants offered to refiſt. Autzochus though ſurprized with this unexpe- 
ſuddenly inva- ed News, yet did not ſo much as think of any War againſt rhe Romans ; but determined 
_ Cer- to leave the whole Kingdom in that State that then it was in, and with his Wife and 
: Children to depart from thence, hoping hereby to clear himſelf to the Romans, from 
that which they ſuſpeed of him; and going almoſt a hundred and thirty Furlongs from 

the City into a Plain, there he encamped. Perus ſent Men to Samoſata to take it, as they 

eaſily did, and were left to keep the City, whilſt he with the reſt of the Soldiers purpoſe 

to go againſt Arriochus : But the King, though by neceſlity urged thereto, yet would 

not fight againſt the Romans ; but bewailing his misfortune, endured patiently all what- 

ſoever : But his two Sons being luſty ſtrong young Men, and skilful in Martial Afairs, 

could not eafily abſtain from Fight in this their diſtreſs. Wherefore they had recourſe 

to their Forces,and ina great fight that endured a whole day, they ſhewed their Valour,

The Captain of the Sicari- 
ans, named Eleazar, who commanded in it, was a very ſtrong and valiant Man, of the 
Tribe of Judsh, who perſwaded a great many Fews,as is beforeſaid, not to-earoll them» 
ſelves when Cyreneus was Cenſor, and ſent to Tax Judea. For at that time the Sicari- 
ans had conſpired againſt thoſe that obeyed the Romans, and in all things uſed them 
like Enemies, taking and driving away their Goods, and firing their Houles, affirming 
that they nothing differed from Strangers, who hetrayed the liberty of their Country, 
rather than they would fight for it, and that they had rather they were on the Ro- 
mans ſide. But this was only an excuſe to hide their Avarice and injurious Dealing, as 
the proof made manifeſt; for they themſelves revolted and bore Arms againſt the Ro- 
mans, and their enterpriſes againſt the Romans were worſe than the reſt ; and when 
their firſt forged pretence was-known. and confuted, they raged more than before a- 
gainſt thoſe that upbraided thera with 1x. | |

purity of his Country's Cuſtoms; ſo that it was no wonder to ſee him obſerve no Juſtice 

nor Fidelity towards Men, who had now infringed the Laws of God. | Again, what -

freged ſhould efcape, and that the Beſiegers might there keep a cofitmual Guard. 
Moreover, he placed his Camp in a fit Quarter for the Siege, where the Rock that the 
Caſtle was built upon joyned to the other Mountain ; but it was an unfit place to get 
Neceſlaries in ; for not only Vidtuals were fetch'd far off by great labour of the Jews, 
who were commanded to do it ; but alſo Water for the whole Army ſome-where elſe, 
for there was no Fountain near that place. 

This done, Sylva attempted the Caſtle ; wherein it was requiſite for him to uſe both 
art and labour, by reaſon of the ſtrength of the Caſtle, which is thus ſituate. It is in- 
vironed round with a huge Rock very highon every tide; and the Valley underneath is 
ſo deep, that one can ſcarce ſee the bottom, all rocky and inacceſſible to all Animals; 
faving only that in two places there1s a difficult paſſage to it, one from the Lake 4/- 

haltires towards the Eaſt, and the eaſieſt of the two on the Welt tide ; the firſt is cal- 
fe a Snake; taking its Nameof the ſtraitneſs and crooked turnings ; tor the Rock that 
is eminent, ſeemeth as it werebroken in ſunder, and by little and little dfren returneth 
again into it ſelf, and is by degreesextended in length, fo that he that goeth that way, 
cah make no haſte, but muſtſtepwith one Foot firſt upon them, and the other tpon ano- 
ther, and muſt ſtandupon one Foot while he removeth the other, and he that falleth is 
fore tobe killed in the fall; for there isfuch a hoflow place on either ſide between the x 
Rocks, that it isable to terrifie theboldeſt Man alive. When one Hath gone thirty Fur- 
longsby this Way, one comies to'the top of the Hill, which i5not ſteep, but hath a Plain 
upon it. Foxathan the High-Prieft was the firſt that built a Caſtle in this place,and called 
it Maſſada; and Herod ior him beftowed'grearabour and coſt in fortifying it;for hein- 
vironed it witha Wall of ſeven Furlongscircuir, all of white Stone, twelve Cubits high, 
and eight Cibits broad ; and placed in'it twetity feven Towers that were fifty Cubits 
high,by which Men 'paſſed into the Houſes that were round about the Wall within.

Soil than any ground elſe, ſothat if at any time they within the Caſtle wanted Proviſion, 
yet they might'not be famiſhed, having this ground to furniſh them. He alſo built in x. 
this place a Palace for himſelf, the way to which was on'the Weſt ſide within the 
Caſtle Wall, whole proſpect was towards'the North; and he invironed'the fame with a 
very ſtrong Wall, and'in'the corners thereof he built four very firm Towers'threeſcore 
Cubits high, 'and very ſumpruous within, having divers Rooms, "Galleries, and*Baths, 
ſupported in every place with Pillars, every one of which'was one only ſtone: The 
Walls thereof were of ſolid Stone of divers'colours; and toevery Houſe, and in the top 
of the Hill, and round about'the Palace, 'he hewed certain'Ciſterns out of the Rock to 
hold Water; ſothat by this means Water was as plentiful, as though they had had Foun. 
tains within'the Caſtle. There was a way to the Caſtle under ground from the King's 
Palace, whichthey that were without could not perceive ; but the Way above. ground M 
was inacceſſible; for as'we have already faid,' by the Way on'the Faſt fide no Man could 
pals, and as for that on the Weſt, it was ſtop'd-up with a Tower built inthe ſtrair there- 
of, diſtant a thouſand Cubits from the Caſte, by which it was impoſſible to paſs; and it 
was not eaſje to get'it by force ; and the more letfurely one went, the greater was the 
danger. Thus was this Fortreſsſtrengthened both by Art and Natrre. 

The Proviſion within tle' Caſtle wasadmirable'for tle plenty thereof; for there was 
Corn ſufficient for many years, befides'Wine'and' Oil, andall forts of Pulſe, 'and great 
quantity of Dates. All which £/eaar, having deceitfully obtaihed the Caſtle with his 
Sicarians, found there; which Provifion was all as found and as freſh, as though it had 
newly been laid up in ſtore; notwithſtanding, "that from' the time it was placed there, 
tothe tirne that the Romans took it, were a handred:yeats : And the Romans found the 
relicks of the Fruits incorrupted ; 'and one may juſtly think that the cauſe hereof is the 
Air about the Caſtle, 'which by reaſon of the inp of the place is moſt pure, and free 
from all earthly corruption. There 'was'alſo found -all manner of Armour in great 
quantity, which Zerod had rhade,'and would have armed'ten thouſand Men; alfo'much 
unwrought Iron, Braſs, and Lead; fo tharone may judgethart Proviſion to have been 
reſerved for ſome great cauſe. 

It isreported, that Zerod prepared that Caſtle for his refuge, when he doubted two 
great dangers: Firſt, That the People of the Jews would depoſe him, and make them 
Kings whoſe Anceſtors had before reigned. |

From hence the. Romans with many: ſhot from their Engines drove the Fews from off 
the Caſtle Walls, not ſuffering them to lift up their Heads. And Sy/va having made a wx 
mighty Ram, cauſed the Wall ro be continually battered therewith; - but it could fcarce- —_— 
ly make abreach in it ; and the Szcarans quickly prevented irt,by building another Wall Lrge Ram. 
withio, which could not be broken withthe Ram, becauſe it was yet ſoft, and fo broke And by $y/v«'s 
the force thereof ; for they ſfaw'd Timbet in pieces, and as it were made two rails; and PP2miment 
then filled the ſpace between the two rails with Earth, and with other planks they kept 
the Earth from falling down, fo that they made a Work like the Wall ofa Houſe; which 
for that it yielded to the blows of the Ram {being ſoft Earth) the Ram could not pre- 
vail againſt it, but rather made it more ſtrong than tefore by ramming the Earth to-

far from thinking to flie; neither would he permit any one of his Company to think of 

it. But ſeeing now the Wall was fired, and not knowing any way elſe to ſave himſelf, 

conſidering likewiſe what the Romans would do unto their Wives and Children if they 

ſhould take them, he deliberated of ail their deaths, which he in that' extremity judg- 

ed to be the beſt way they could take. And ſo he aſſembled the moſt valiant of all his 

Companions, and exhorted them all thereunto, after this manner. |

Eleazar having thus ſpoken, they that were preſent did not all accord with him; for 
ſome joyfully haſted to execute his advice, thinking it a Glorious Death. But others 
moved with compaſſion toward their Wives and Families, were ſomething backward, 
or eiſe abhorred to kill themſelves, and looking one upon another with Tears, ſhew'd K 
their diſagreement from that which, Eleazar adviſed. Which when FZ!leazar perceiv'd, 
and that his Counſel through fear was defeated; fearing alſo that they who courageouſ- 
ly had at firſt accorded thereunto, ; would be withdrawn by'the Tears of others, he did 
not fo end his exhortation; but ſtanding up, he begun with a vehement diſcourſe to 
ſpeak to them of the immortality of the Soul, and foxing his Eyes upon thoſe that wept 
with a great exclamation, faid, 

Flow much am I deceived who thought that valiant Men fighting for their Liberty would

delay to do it, The ancient Caſtems, which have endured ever fmce men had reaſon, the Di- 

vine Doilrine of our Nation, which hath continuilly been confirmed by the deeds of our Pres 

dece(ſors,doinftrutt ns,that it is miſerable telrue,and not to die. For Death diſmiſſethour 
A Soul tyed in Souls from Priſon to their moſt pure and proper place where never after they ſhall be touched 
a MortalBody. with calamity. But whis#t they are baund in a Mortal Body,and participate of his miſeries, 
—_ of rhey may in a manner be affirmed to be dead. For there is no proportion between two things, 

one whereof is Divine,and the other Mortal. True it is, that owr Souls can do much being 
joyned to cur Bodies, which they uſe as their inſtruments, ſecretly producing in them mo- 
tion and many other attions paſſing the Nature of Mortal things. But when the Soul is looſed 
from that heavy burthen, which weighs it down to the Earth,and hath recovered its proper M 
habitation,then it enjoyeth free and perfedt felicity,and remaineth inviſible to mortal Eyes, 
as God himſelf is, as likewiſe it is in our Bodies.

And is it not for certain reported, that the number of the Jews ſlain by lain in Syria, 
the Egyptians were above 60000 ? ' It may be, that finding no aſſiſtance in a ſtrange Coun- | ——__- #7 
try, they were martyred by their Enemies; but they that in their own Country fought againſt 
the Romans wanted nothing that might have cauſed perfett hope of a full vittory over the 
Romans ; they had Weapons, Armour, Walls, and ſtrong Holds inexpugnable ; and reſo 
lution to ſhun no danger for the fake of liberty ; in'a'word, nothing that might put as into 
a condition to refiſt.

It isa bappi- Whilſt Fleazar was yet ſpeaking, and deſirous ſti]l to continue his exhortation, thev 
NG interrupted him; every one now ina fury bent to follow his advice, made haſte toeffect 
die free. it; and as though they had been urged by ſome Spirit thereto, one laboured to prevent 1 
another in the execution thereof, judging him to ſhew. moſt valour and fortitude, that 
firſt diſpatched himſelf. They were alſo defirousto kill their Wives and Children with 
themſelves. And whichis moſt ſtrange,their Minds werenothing altered when they came 
to effect this bloody work; but with the ſame reſolution they had, when they heard Z- 
leatar's Speech, every one retained his good atleion towards his Friends; yet permit- 
ting Reaſon to take no place,and perſwading themſelves that thus they had well provided 
for their Children, they embraced their Wives and Children for their laſt farewel, and 
took their leaves of them, kiſſing them with Tears, and then all at once flew them, as 
though ir had been done by the Hands of other Men, and not their own, comforting 
themſelves in being forced ſo to do, and that hereby they ſhould eſcape the tyranny and K 
cruelty of their Enemies. Finally, no Man was ſo cowardly, who durſt not venture on 
this action ; ſo every one of them killed his deareſt Friends.

After which;not enduring the griet that enſued upon this Fact, 
and thinking that in living any while after them, 'they ſhould injure thoſe whom 
they had ſlain, they with all ſpeed poſſible gathered all their riches together, and 
ſet them on fire; which done, they elefted ten by lot, who ſhould kill the reſt ;

In this manner they periſhed with a belief that they left not one Perſon alive to fall 
into the Romar's hands ; but a certain old Woman, and another who-was Eleazar's Cou- M 
ſin, (who in Learning and Wiſdom ſurpaſſed all other Women) and five Children hid 
themſelves in a Cave, wherein Water was reſerved to drink, whilſt the reſt were buſi- 
ed in this Maſſacre;the ſlain were in number nine hundred and fixty, accounting Women 
and Children. This calamity hapned the fifteenth day of A4pri/. In the morning the 
Romans expecting that the Fews would encounter them, made Bridges from their 
tight, Mounts to the Walls, and fo aſſaulted the Walls; and ſecing none of the Enemies ap- 
pear, but all the Walls on fire, and a profound filence in every place, they could not 
conjecture what was the cauſe of it ; and at laſt they made a cry at once, as though 
they had been beating the Walls with a Ram, thereby to ſee if they could make any E- 
nemies come out. The Women in the Vaults heard this cry ; and coming forth de- N 
The Romans Clared to the Romavs all that had happened. The Romans did not eafily believe their 
__ the P Words, by reaſon the greatneſs of the Fat ſeemed incredible; but they endeavoured 
I to quench the Fire, and paſling forward they cameto the Palace, where they beheld all 
contempt of the dead Bodies; yet they did not inſultover them as Enemies, but admired that ſo ma- 
ny ſhould be ſo obſtinately minded to deſpiſe Death.

Frer that the Caſtle of Maſſada was thus taken, the General of the Romans leay- The Murther- 
ing a Garriſon there, went to Ceſarea, becauſe there was no Enemy left in all'the ne nt 
Country. But not only Jazea was deſtroyed through the continuance of the War, bur 
many of that Nation, though far diſtant from it, taſted of its Troubles ; for it fo fell 
B out, that afterwards any Feus periſhed in Egypt at Alexandria. Thoſe Sicarians 
who had eſcaped thither, wete not content to be ſafe and free from danger, but there 
alſo they attempted alteration,and ro recover their Liberty apainſt the Komans,eſteetnir 
themſelves nothing inferivur ro thern, and that only God was their Lord. And ſome 
of rhe Nobler Race of the Jews, ſeeking to withſtand rhis Enterprize, were by theſe 
Sicariavs ſlain ; which was no fooher done, but they incited the People to revolt. 

The betrer forr of the Jews ſering this,and thar they could not repreſs them without The Jews af- 
danger, they aſſembled all the Jews rogether, and declared to them the termeriry of theſe _ = 
Sicarians, accuſing them as the Authors of all the Miſery that had befallen the Jews, the Murther- 
and that if they thought it ſufficient to force them to fly, yet they were not certain of «5 

C their Lives; becauſe the deſign being known tothe Romars, they would puniſh them 
for it, though no s of their wickedneſs. Wherefore they admoniſhed the mul- 
titude to beware, leſt they drew themſelves into the ſame danger wherein the Sicarians 
were, and to provide for their own Safety, by delivering fuch Pcople to the Romans.

The reft employed their Studies toac- 
cufe and catumniate the Works of other Writers, in hope to build their own repurart:- 
on upon the Rune of others. 

The Sign of a In efte, they have followed that courſe in ——_ Hiſtory, that was every 
true Hittory, - Way different from the true nature thereof. For the affired fign of a perfect and true 
Hiſtory is, when alt men accord in fetting down the fame thing ; whereas thefe Writers 
haye endeavoured to make men belteve that they were the rrueft of all che reſt, becauſe 
they contradicted them. We onght indeed to grant the Superiority to the Greciaws in 
all thi concert Eloquence, and the Ornament of Language, bur nor in that which 
appertarmetrh roAntiquity, or Trath of Hi and eſpecrlly' in whar concerneth the 
Lruth of ancient Hiſtory, and what harh in every Country. 
"Wherefore, aSthe £7 yptran tid Bahylonians Fong, fince ned all diligence in writing, 
beexafe their Priefts were hereunto enfoyned, who did moſt curiouſly treat of all ſuch 
Matters; the fame alſodid the Chaldees amongft rhe: Babylonians, and the Phenicians 
alſo (inhabitingamongſt the Greets)tanght them to uſe Regiſters, both concerning pub- 
lick arid private Afairs ; which becaufe all men confeſs, 1 wilt omit to fpeak of. 

1 kr paf/aHo ro recount what care our Nation hatly had of this Point, (no doubt 
oredter rhan thoſe Nextions above-mentioned had charging owr High-Priefts and Pro- 
phets to execute this Office ; which Cuſtom hath been obſerved even until this Age,and 
(if Fmay prefame fo far) wilt be obferved in all fucceeding Ages, as by my enfamg dif- 
eourſe I will endexyonr to make manifeft. For onr Nation did not only depute this Of- 
ficets-the moſt vertnons and retigious mer amongſt them in the beginning.and to ſuch 
as were confecrited'to the Service of God ; but they alſo provided to- preſerve the Line 
and Deſcent of Priefls from-alf impurity, and fronbeing intermingled with ochers. For 
ro them amongſt ug can be a Prieft, who is not born of a Woman deſcended from the 
fame Line. Neither in this caſe is any reſpect made either of Rielies or Honours; bur 
the party' who clairrerh the Digoity of Prieſthood; muſt by many Wirneſſes prove his 

*, Genealogy,"anid' that he is defeended from Prieſts. -- 
oF —_ ---This'Cuft6in is nor only of force in Judea, -but wherefoeverelſe anyof our Nation 
Prietts oſ-r.

All things which from 4rtaxerxes until our time have hapned, 
are alſo ſet down in writing ; yet the Books wherein they are regiſtred, do not deſerie 
ſo much Credit as the former of ancient times ; for that there was no-certain ſucceſſion 
of Prophets inthat Age. Moreover, it is evident, that to the former Works, we give as 
great Credit as to things which we our ſelves write; and notwithſtanding they have 
been fo long written,yet in all that time no man durſt preſume either ro alter or to blot 
out any thing therein contained, For all Jews, even from their Cradle,do believe rheſe 
B Books to be Sacred and Divine, and therefore give all Credit poſſible unto them yea, 
and would willingly ſuffer Death, rather than do the contrary.

- Nay, they are fo far from doing it, 
that none can be found among them, who would ſuffer any loſs in his Goods or For- 
tunes, to preſerve all the Writings of their Nation from deſtruction ;. and: the:reafon 
hereof is, becauſe every one eſteemeth the verity of their: Hiſtories to. depend upbn the 
Will of the Writer. And this they do alſo concerning 'their moſt ancient Hiſtorians; 
and not without cauſe : for they every day ſee men of their own times writing Hiſto- | 
ries of Matters long beſore paſt in former Ages, Whereinneither themſelves were pre- _—_—— 
ſent, neither yet do they vouchſafe to credit the.

the Egyptians, This Manethony in his ſecond 'Book of the Egyprian Cuſtoms;faith thus; 
( I will ſet down his. own Words, becauſe I-uſethem as a Virneks ) Wehave a King 
( faith he) named Timzus, in whoſe Reign God being angry with us, contrary to all ex- gy 
pettation, an obſcure People took courage, came from the Faſt, and pitching their Tents 
in 
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A inour Country, over-ran it, and no man refiled them; and committing our Princes to 


honds,they burnt onr Cities,and deſtroyed the Temples of our Gods and behaved themſelves 
moſt cruelly againſt the Inhabitants, killing many of them, and making Slaves of the reſt, 
with thezr Wives and Children : Finally,they choſe a King of their awn, aud gave him the 


Government of our Country ; his Name was Saltis, who coming to Memphis,made the higher 5,11, futdu's 
and lower Provinces Tributaries, leaving Garriſons in the ſtrong holds,and fortifying cer+ the Egypriane- 


tain places in the Eaſt: And weighing with himſelf that the Allyrians were more potent 
than he, and\would in probability moade his Country, he found out in this Province an au- 
cient City called Saite, fit for his purpoſe,as being ſenate on the Eaſt-(ide of the River Bu- 
baſtis, which by an ancrent Divine was called Avaris ; he repaired this City, compaſſed it 
with vaſt Walls, and put a Gariſon in it of two hundred thouſand armed Men. Saltis made 
this incurſion in harveſt time, to the intent that he might both pay his Souldiers, and be 
4 rerrour witoother people; and after he had reigned nineteen years, he died. 

After him ſucceeded another King, called Bzor, who reigned four and. forty years : 
next to him, Aphinas, ' who reigned thirty ſix. years and ſeven months : then 4phojis, 
who reigned threeſcore and'one years ; and then /a»das, who reigned fifty years and 
one month : after them-alſo reigned M/s nine and forty. years and two months ; and 
theſe ſix were the firſt Kings amongſt them, ever deſtroying and warring upon the Z- 

yptiaxs, and labouring to extinguiſh their Race. This Nation was called Higfos, which

gumthoſis endeavoured by. force to ſubdue them, and for this, cauſe beſieged them with 
480000 Men : ' That at laſt deſpairing | to.take them by force, he capitulated with 
them that they ſhould fafely depart vut of Egypt whither,they would ; and that they 
upon theſe Conditions , together with all their Families and Goods, and Cattel, de- 
parted out of Egypt into: the Wilderneſs,, and fo. into Syria, being, in.number-two 
hundred and forty thouſand, and that fearing the puiſſance of the Hſprians, whoar 
that tine reigned in Af, they builded a City in the Country now called Zudea, which 
they made ſo large, that it might receive them all ; and:this City they called Feru/a- 
lem; Further, the ſaid Afanerhon, in another Book of the Egyptian Aﬀtairs faith, 7hat 
is the holy Writings, he  findeth the foreſaid Shepherds called, Ca tives ; Wherein he 
faith true ; For our Anceſtors were wont. to feed Cartel, and'ſo leading a Paſtoral Life, 
were called Shepherds; neither are they unjuſtly called Captives; for our Fore-father 
Joſeph told the King of Egypt that he was, a' Captive; and long time alter, called his 
Brethren into Egypt, by the King's Command : Bat we will hereafterexaminethis point 
more ſtraitly. 1 will now cite the Teſtimony of the Fgypt/ans concerning this Point,

After which Serhofis himſelf went ro Cyprus and 
Phenicia, againſt the Aſſyriavs and Medes, and ſubdued them, partly by the Sword, 
partly by the fear of his Power and Greatneſs; and being tranſported with his Succeſs, 
he advanced againſt the Eaſtern Country,anddeftroyed with Fire and Sword the Cities 
and Provinces of that place; and ſpending much time in theſe Wars, his Brother 4r= 
mais, whom he left in Egypr, did without fear commit all that he forbad himto do ; for 
he oppreſſed the Queen violently,and daily lay with the reſt of the King's Concubines, I 
and being counſelled by his Friends, he put a Crown upon his Head, and rebelled a- 
gainſt his Brother; of which, he who was then Chiet of the Eg yp:ians holy Cuſtoms, 
ſent Letters unto Sethofis, containing all that had happened, and how Armai had rebel- 
led againſt him : That Serho/is returning to Pelufia, recovered his own Kingdom, and 
mammary by his Name it was called Egypt ; for Manethon writeth, that this Serhofis was named 
its Name. Egyptus, and his Brother Armai, Danauts.

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A As I went (faith he) to the Red Sea, a certain Jew; one of the Horſemen that condutt+ 
ed us, named Moſollamus, a Courageous man, and one who excelled all Archers elſe, both 
Greeks and other Nations 3. This Jew (every one baſting on forward of his Journey, and 
being will d by a Soothſayer to ſtand) asked, for what cauſe the multitude ftayed and went 
not forward: Preſently the Soothſayer ſhewed him a Bird, which he diligently viewed, 
and told the Jew that if that Bird did ſtand ſtill in the place, then it was expedient for 
them to ſtand,and if theBird did mount up and fly,that then they ought to march on forward; 
but if it flew towards the place from whence they came, that thew it was wiſdom ro retire.

C have made a ſpeedier eſcape by water (but was forewarned to the contrary in a ſleep) 
and that ſhe was there taken and died, &c. Agatarchides, having uſed this Preface, and 
inveighed againſt Stratonice's Superſtition, uſeth an Example of our Nation on this man- 
ner : The People that are called Jews, inhabit a moſt ſtrong City, which they call Jeruſa- 
lem ; theſe People are wont to reſt upon the ſeventh day, and Z neither bear Arms, nor Tye 7ew; 
till their Grounds, nor any other buſmeſs on that day, but their cuſtom is to remain in their Sabbath. 

Temple, and there with ſtretched out arms continue in prayer till night, And ſo upon a 
time, they perſevering in that foolery, whilſt they ſhould have defended their City, Pto- 
lomzus Lagus entred it with a great Army, and greatly tyrannized, over them, in-

E brought up almoſt in our Country ; whereas Hecateus writ an intire Book of us; fo 

different are the minds of Men : for one of them thought our Nation worthy to be dili- 
gently recorded, the other through malice was hindred from ſpeaking the truth:- yet 
the Hiſtories of the Chal/dzans, Egyptians and Phenicians, may tuffice to-prove our An- 
tiquity, together with the Greek Writers : for beſides thoſe before-mentioned, 7 heo- 
phraſtus alſo, Theodotus, Manaſeas, Ariphanes, Hermogenes, Euemens, Conon, Zepyrion, 
and many others, no doubt (for I have not peruſed all men's Books) have manifeſtly te- 
ſified of us. For many of the aforeſaid men were blinded with Errors, as not having 
read our holy Scriptures ; yet they all jointly teſtifie our Antiquity; for which. I now 
alledge them. Truly Demetrius Phalerius, Philon the elder, and Expolemus did not 

7 mucherre from thetruth, and therefore reaſon it is they ſhould be born withal : forthey 
were not ſo skilful as to teach our Writings with ſo much curioſity. | 

Being come thus far, it reſteth that I now preſent one-point more, whereof I made The tat part, 
mention in the beginning of this Book, to wit, that I declare thedetraQtions and ſans! againit certain 
derous reports of divers concerning our Nation to be falſe and void of truth; and I wilt —_— 
uſe the Teſtimony of thoſe Writers who record, that the lying Hiſtoriographers, atfuch 
time as they committed to writing the. forefaid detractions, did alſo even againſt them- 
ſelves regiſter ſuch like ſlanders, as they did againſt ns.

—_—_— E- reported the Circumſtances concerning our Anceſtors coming into Fgypz, nor touching 
Yor. © their departure from thence, arid rhey have had many cauſes of malice and envy urging 
them hereto : And chiefly for that our Progenitors in their Country waxed mighty, 
and fo departing to rheir own Country were made happy and fortunate. 
Secondly, thediverſity of our two Religions made greatdiſcord and variance amongſt 
us,our Religion ſo far *aclling rheirs in piety, as the divine Eſſence GOD excelleth 
The Ezyptians unreaſonable Creatures : (for they commonly worſhip ſuch brute beaſts for gods, and 
Holatry. every one worſhippeth divers kinds: )vain and fooliſh men,who from the beginning have 
been accuſtomed ro ſuch ſotriſh opinions, as would not permit them to innitate us in our 
divine Religion, and conformable to Reaſon : and yet ſeeing many favour and follow 
our Religion, they were hereby inciced to ſuch hatred, that to derogate from us, they 
feared not to falfifie their own ancient Records, not conſidering that in ſo doing they 
were led through a blind paſſion, to write againſt themſelves. Moreover, I will prove K 
all 1 have ſpoken to be true, by one man's words, whom a little before (being a famous 
Hiſtoriographer) we have produced as a witneſs of our Antiquity, _ | 
Manethon ax Manethon therefore (who confeſſeth himſelf to have gathered the Zgyptian Hiſtory 
Egyptian Hi- quit of their holy Writings) boving by way of Preface recounted how our Predeceſſours 
ſtor uſands, and there conquered the Inhabitants, afterward 


departed out of Egypr ſo many years before ; at length he addeth Amenophis to the 
number of their Kings. He tells us that the ſaid Prince (as Orus one of his Prede- 
ceſſours had done before) had an ardent deſire to have a ſight of the Gods, and that a 

| Prieſt of their Law named Amezophi (as he was) and Son of Papius, whoſe wiſdom 
in prediction was ſoadmirable, that he ſeem'd to beinſpir'd, told him this deſire ſhould 
be accompliſhed, if he would driveout of his Kingdom all ſuch as were leprous, and any 
other way infeQted. The King according to his directions aſſembled of them to the 
number of eighty thouſand, and ſent them with other Egyptians to work in the Quar- N 
ries on the Eaſt-fide of the Ni/e, among whom there were certain Prieſts who were 
likewiſe infeed. 

Manethon adds, That the Prieſt 4menophs, apprehending leſt the Gods ſhould puniſh 
him for having given the King that Counſel, and the King for having followed it ſo 
ſtrictly, and finding by divination that to recompence the ſufferings of thoſe poor peo- 
ple;they would conquer and govern'in Egypt for the ſpace of thirteen years, he was atraid 

F to tell it to the King himſelf, but having committed his Revelation to writing, he kill'd

To which he adds, That they had for their Law-giver a Prieſt of Ze/zopolis call'd Ofar- 
fph, from Ofiris, which was the God that was worſhipped in that, City, and thar-that Oſarſiphu was 
Prieſt having chang'd his Religion, chang d likewiſe his Name , and called himſelf : _ pd

Thus the Egyptians report of the Jews, and many things elfe, which for brevity 
ſake I omit. Maxerhon further writeth, that afterward 4Amenophis the King came 
with a great power out of Athiopia, and his: Son Rampſes with hum accompanied with 
2 great Army; and that joining Battel with the Shepherds and polluted perſons, he 
gave them an overthrow, and purſued them unto the Borders of Syria.

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tisfie the King's deſire 2 for that which he promiſed was not brought to paſs. Or what H 
reaſon moved him:to think that the-Gods were inviſible, becauſe of the Leproſie and 


 Taktmity of the-people? The Gods are offended with Men's Impieties, not with the de- 


fets:of their bodics.- :.,And how was it poſſible that at one inſtant ſo many thouſand 
Lepers and infirm perſons ſhould be gathered together 2 Or wherein did not the King 
obey the Prophet? He commanded: that the Lepers and infirm-perſons ſhould be exiled 
the Country, and the King did not baniſh them the Country, bur ſent them to her 
Stends;: as though he had needed workmen, and not. purpoſed to cleanſe the Country 
from Lepers. Laſlly;he faith,that the Prophet fore-ſeeing that Egypt was to ſuffer, and

The: King (faith he) hearing this, and ſtricken with fear, did not however expel 
thoſe Lepers he ought to have exiled, but at their requeſt gave them (as he faith) 
a City, wherein beforc-time the Shepherds did inhabit, called 4varis ; whereinto 
being come, they made a Prieſt of ZZeliopolis their Prince, who deviſed Laws for 
them : commanding them neither toadore the Gods, nor to abſtain: from offering vio- 
lence to ſuch beaſts as amongſt the Egyptians are ſacred, but that they ſhould kill and K 
ſpoil all things, that they ſhould-marry with none but ſuch as were their Confederates, 
that he bound the people with an Oath to keep thoſe Laws, and that they fortified 41wa- 
ris to fight againſt the King. Adding moreover, that he ſent to Feruſalem for help, 
promiſing to yield 4vars unto therh, being a place ſometime poſlefſed by their An- 
ceſtors, and that they from that place leading their Forces, might caſily ſubdue all Z- 
gypt : he then faith, that the Egyprian King Amenophycame againſt them with 300000; 
andyet,for that he would not ſtrive againſt the Decree of the Gods, hefled into Ethiopia, 
and carried with him 4p and other Holy Beaſts, and that the Inhabitants of F-ru/alem 
coming down invaded the Land,fired the Towns and Cities, flew their Nobles, uſed all 
ſorts. of Cruelty pollible, and that the Prieſts name, who made Laws and Statutes for L 
them to live under, was one of Zeliapolis, Oſarliphus by name, deriving the ſame from 
Ofiris, the God of Heliopos :. and that this man, changing his name, was afterward 
called Moſes. 

Moreover, that 4mevophis, having lived in -baniſhment thirty years, came with a 
ſtrong power out of Arhiopia, and fighting with the Shepherds and polluted, he flew 
many 'of them, and pur the reſt to flight, purſuing them unto the Borders of Sy+z9. 
Manethon remembreth not,that here again he telleth a'very unlikely tale : for although 
the Lepers and impotent / perſons were offended with. the King for appointing them to 
hew Stones ; yet it is to be thought that receiving their own defire at the King's hands 
afterwards, to wit, aCity to dwell in, that then they again became the Kings well-wil- 
lers. - Suppoſing alſo their hatred ſtill continued towards him, they rather ſhould have 
attempted revenge by treaſon againſt him, than towards all their Nation, wherein they 
had many dear triends and alliance. And although they had purpoſed to War againſt 
theſe Men, yet would they not have been ſoumpiousas to have rebelled againſt the Gods, 
and to have violated the Laws wherein they were brought up. 

': We have therefore cauſe to thank Manerhor, in that he cleareth us, and affirmeth 
his own Country-men (yea a Prieſt) to be Authors of this Impiety, and that by Oath 
they bound themſelves fo'to do. What can be more extravagant than to ſay thar nci- 
ther any of their Countrey-men nor Kinſmen rebelled with them, but that the poor 
diſtreſſed people were glad to ſend to Feruſalem for ſuccour? But what ſociety or friend- N 
ſhip had they with the people of Fera/alem, of whom they came ro demand help 2 
Why, they were more their Enemies than the reſt of their Country-men, and were 
all of quite different. manners from 'us. '\They of Feruſalem (as he faith) preſently 
did as'they werewilledtodo,in hope thar,accordingas they were promiſed, they might 
ſubdue Egypt. Were they ignorant of that Country out of which they had been dri- 


ven by force ?* Had they lived in poverty or miſery, perhaps they might have been 


induced to have done it: but feeing/they inhabited a fortunate and rich City, and poſ- 
ſeſird a:goodly: terrile ſoil far better than Egypr, what might move them therero ? 
What reaſon had-they, at rhe requeſt of their ancient: Enemies (and they alſo fodiſeat-

Syria; as if Egypt Was a Country fo eaſily conquer'd, or that thoſe who were then in 
potleſlion meerly by Conqueſt, would not (upon the firft alarm of 4menrophis's march 
have block'd up the paſſhges, and ſecured the Avenues on that fide towards Zr hiape, 
which they might eafily have done, and drawn together what forces they had pleaſed 
to defend them? And is it not as improbable when he fays, that that Prince madenot 
only a great ſaughter among them, bur-purſued them with his whole: Army (croſs 'the 
Deſart) to the very frontiers of Syria? Whereas it is notoriouſly known that Defart is 
ſo dry, that there being no Water to be found in the whole tract, it is- almoft impolit- 
ble for an intire Army to march through it, though there was no Enemy to give them 
impediment.

For he is recorded tohave lived five hundred and eighteen years before this time, and 
to have guided our Anceſtors out of Egypt, intothat Country wherein we now inhabir-: 
and his own words teſtifie his body to ave been clean from that Diſeaſe of Leprofie : for 1,;, was nt 
he commandeth all Lepers to be expelled out of the Towns and Villages, and to live a Leer. 
apart by themſelves ; To be cloathed in different Garments, and declared that whoſs- 
ever touched them, or came under the fame roof with them, ſhould be accounted 
unclean. And if a Leper happened to be cured of that Diſeaſe, he appointed certain 
purifications, cleanſings, and baths of fortunate waters, * and all his hair ſhould be 
{ſhaved off; and that then after many and ſundry Sacrifices, 'he ſhould be gdmitred into 
the holy City. Certainly, had he been viſited with that infection and calamity him- 
ſelf, he would ſurely have been more gentle, and merciful to ſuch as ſhould have been 
afflicted with that Diſeaſe. | 

He did not only make theſe ſevere Laws againſt Lepers, but he alſo interdicted all 
that wanted any joint or parcel of the body from being Prieſts, or exerciſing any 'Of- 
fice at the Altar: yea, healfo appointed, that if any Prieſt ſhould have any' of theſe de- 
ſecs betide him after he was a'Prieſt, thatthen he ſhould be deprived of the Dignity.

And for the further Confirmation thereof, I have produced the Teſtimo- 
ny of divers Greek Authors. Furthermore, I have oppoſed my ſelf againſt 


Manethon, and Cheremon, and divers others. Ir remains now that I convince thoſe 
who defied me more particularly, and give an anſwer to 4ppion, though indeed Iam L 
ſcarce ſatisfied that he deſerves it. For as touching part of what he hath written, it 
ſeemeth to be one and the ſame with that which the reſt have written ; And as touch- 
ing the reſt, it is very cold and barren. - The greateſt part thereof is ſtuffed with fol- 
lies and detraQtion, and betrayeth his ignorance, ſhewing him to bea Man both looſe 
very coldly. {19 condition, and turbulent in his life. And foraſmuch as divers men are ſo weak in 
their judgments, that they rather ſuffer themſelves to be won by theſe follies, than to be 
wrought upon by that which is written with better conſideration, vainly doting on 
detractions; and growing diſcontent to give ear to other men's well deſerved praiſes:

the Roman Embaſſadour was there preſent, True it is, and that Fa& of his was molt 
juſt. 
For Ptolomeus Phyſcox after the death of his Father Pfrolomens Philometor, coming out * 
of Cyrene, endeavoured to expel Queen Cleopatra and the Kings Sons, to the end that >þy/con cealed 
he 4 contrary to all juſtice ) might poſſeſs the Kingdom: and this was the cauſe why toperſecure | 
Onias took Armes againſt him in Cleopatra's behalf, not forſaking his fidelity ufito tuajeins 
Kings in the time of neceſſity : yet God himſelf did manifeſtly witneſs his juſtice ir 
this action: For when P:olomeus Phyſcon preſumed to tight againſt Onias his Army, and 
took all the Jews, their Wives and children that were in the City, and bound them, 
D and ſtripping them naked caſt them before Elephants tobe deſtroyed( and tothe intent 
that the Elephants might the rather tread upon them, made the ſaid Beaſts drunken) 
all which fell out contrary to his expeRtation : For the Elephants forfaking the Jews 
which were caw before them, fell upon Prolomeus his friends that ſtood by, and ſlew 
many of them: which dope, there appeared unto P/o/omews a moſt horrible Viſion for- 
bidding him to harm the Jews ; and his chiefeſt and beſt beloved Concubine alſo 
( whom ſome call /haca, others Herene )came unto him,and beſought him to abſtaiti 
trom fych Impiety : whereupon he being ſorry, did penance for that ke had already 
committed, and that which he thought ro commit: So that the Jews of Alexandria 
celebrate this day in remembrance, that upon it God did manifeſtly deliver then ; 
yet Appion ( who ſpeaketh well of no man )) accuſeth the Jews of impiety for bear- 
ing Arms againſt Phy/con, whereas indeed he ought rather to have commended ther 
for it. 

But Appron extolleth C leopatra the laſt Queen of Alexandria, only for that ſhe WIS Of Cleopatra 
unjuſt and ingrateful unto us; when he rather ought to have reproved her, in whor thelaſt Queen 
all Impiety and wickedneſs reigned,both concerning her own kindred arid her husband's *f 4*x:4r14 
who loved her, and alſo generally againſt all the Romans, and the Emperours his Bene- 
fators. She kill'd her own fifter 47/enve in the Temple, who had not' any ways of- 
tended her , ſhe alſo treacherouſly flew her own brother, 'and deſtroyed her Anceſtors

Is it. poſſible he ſhould be fo blind, as not-to perceive, that never any Fable was more 
evidently abſurd > Every body could tell him that we have conſtantly uſed rhe fame 
Laws without the leaſt change or alteration. Nevertheleſs though 7eraſa/em has had her 
B Misfortunes as well as other Cities, and has been taken by Antiochus, Pompey, Craſſus; 
and at length by 7itus,and our Temple been in the poſleflion of all of them; yet what 
is it they ever found there but great -Piety and Devotion. Upon [which Subjet I do 
not think it neceſſary to enlarge in this place, | 

And as touching Antiochus, many Writers of good credit - report that he never had 
any juſt cauſe to ſpoil our Temple,but that he was drawn unto this Fat for want of 
Money ; not that he was our Enemy, but for that, as from his Friends and Fellows he 
ſought Supply, and found nothing in thatplace that was worthy of derifion ; and thus 
do Polybius Megapolitanus, Strabo the Cappadecian, Nicholas Damaſcene, T, imagenes Ca- 
ſtor the Chronicler, and Apoilodorus avow, who all do witnels, that Antzochus wanting 
C Money, brake the League he had with the Jews, and robb'd and ſpoil'd their Temple, 
being tull of Gold and Silver.

For that which 
they report of the Greek found in a Bed,did not. move him to come and ſack our Tem- 
ple; he not knowing of it before he came and found it ſo(as they fay.) Antiochus there- 
fore was moſt impious ,and not aſſiſted by God's favour in that enterprize, (whatſoe- 


ver thoſe Lyers mutter) as it is eaſie to learn by the Fat he committed. For wedonot 
only differ fromthe Greeks in-Religion, but a great deal more from the Egyprians, and 
other Nations,; and what Nation in the world is there, that ſometime doth not travel!

But we are ſo far from the Greeks, that 
we ſcarcely ever think of them: fo that no man can fay,' that there is any Enmity be- 
tween us and the Greeks. But contrariwiſe, many of them have embraced our Reli- 
gion, and ſome of them therein perſevered : others again have forſaken it ; yet none 
of them will fay, that he heard this Oath ſpoken of among us: but it ſhould ſeem that 
only Appion heard of it, in that he himſelf forged ir. Truly his Wiſdom and great 
Providence is worthy to: be admired ( as ſhall hereafter appear -) far he, to prove 


theſe his Lyes to betrue, faith, That it is a certain teſtimony, that the Lawswe obſerve —_ = 


D are moſt unjuſt, and that we worſhip not God as we ought to do, in that we are ſub- 7-o; with 
jet to divers Nations, and our City endured many Calamities: Whereas, touching Cptivity. 


themſelves, they are 'of a City that flouriſheth in abſolute Authority, accuſtomed to 
govern from the foundation thereof, and not to ſerve the Romans, In effect, who can 
reſiſt their Valour ?- Truly no man but Appion would ever have flouted us herewith, 
ſeeing that few Cities fo flouriſh and reign over other, that they again at no one time 
have been brought into ſubjeQtion ; for many Nations are ſubje& to others : only the 
Egyptians are freed from the Captivity of ſuch as rule Eerope and Afra, for that (as they 
fay ) the Gods fleeing into their Country, were ſaved, by entring into the Bodies of 
Beaſts. Yet have they not indeed had one days: liberty fince the beginning of 
the World , neither under the Government of their own Princes, nor under Stran- 
ers. 
: I will not ſtand to reckon how often the Perfians have waſted their City, deſtroy- 
ed their Temples, and (lain their ſuppoſed Gods. For it is not decent that I ſhould 
imitate herein ppion's fooliſhneſs; neither am I calling to memory what befell the 
Athenians and Lacedemonians ; the laſt of which are recorded to have been moſt va- 
liant, and the firſt to have been molt devour and religious : Neither will I reckon up 
thoſe moſt godly Kings, amongſt whom Creſus was one, who, notwithſtanding fell 
into great Calamities. Moreover, I will not recount how the Caſtle of Athens was ſer 
on fire,and the Temples of Epheſus. and De/phos likewiſe and many others.There is now 


one Appion, anew acculer of the Fews, whoupbraideth them with their Calamities, 


forgetting the Miſery that hath befallen his Country-men the Egyptians ; but he was 
blinded with the Fable of Seſo/#rs ( whom he faith to have been King of Egypr.) We 


could report and boaſt of our Kings, David and So/omon, who ſubdued many Nations David's and 


unto them ; bur it is not fit here ta ſpeak of them. But Appion was i 
which all the World knoweth, to wit, that the Egyptians have ferved tuſt the Perfrars , 
and afterwards the Macedoniavs, and that as Bond-ſlaves ; whereas we remaining in 


free Liberty, reigned over all the Cities about us x20 years, even funto the time of 
Pompey the Great; and when all the other Kings were ſubdued by the Romans, only 


our Kings, for their fidelity and friendſhip towards them, were dear'unto them. ©, bur 
this ſticketh upon Appion's Stomach, That we have not had any famous Men of our

So 
that the 4/exandrians had juſt cauſe to be ſorry that they ever liad any. better opinion 
of him. But that our Nation had Men equal at leaſt unto thoſe whom he mentioneth, 
all Men know that pleaſe to read the Book of our Antiquity. + The reſt thar his Accu- 
fation containeth, it is not amiſs to let paſs without anſwer ; for that it rather impeach- 
eth the Egyptians, his own Country-men, than us; for he doth complain of us for

But were all Men fo mad as the Egyptians, it would indeed be deſolate of Men, and 
filled with cruel Beaſts, which they Vppoling them to be Gods) do diligently nou- 
riſh, If any Man ſhall ask of 4ppior, whom of all the Zgypriavs he judged to be a wiſe 
Man, and moſt religious towards their Gods > no doubt he would anſwer, the Prieſts. K 
For, they ſay, thar-their firſt _ in the beginning gave them theſe two Command- 
ph apoio ments in charge-; firſt to ſeek Wiſdom ; and next, to worſhip the Gods; they alſo are 
cumciſed, and All of them circumciſed, and abſtain from Swines Fleſh , and no other Egyptran Sacri- 
cat no Swines ficeth with them unto their Gods:''4ppios therefore was ſurely blind, when; inſtead of 
wee: detracting us, he ſpeaketh ill of them, to gratifie whom he took all this pains.

I will therefore, as far as in me lieth, declare both our Converfation in general, and 
in particular: For if my Judgment be any thing , our Laws are moſt forcible, both M 
to Picty, and to all Humanity in general ; as alſo to Juſtice, Pains-taking, and Con- 
tempt of Death. T only requeſt this Favour of the Reader, that he will not with a 
prejudicate or malicious Opinion, peruſe theſe Writings ; for I do not write this as 
a Praiſeand vain/Oſtentation of our Nation, but as # juſt Apology, retuting the flan- 
derous Reports that ſome have uſed- againſt us.

Saying 
moreover, that we are more ſottiſh than any Baabarous Nation ; and that therefore we 
only have had none of our Nation Founders of Arts or Sciences, which are profita- N 
ble for Man's Life ; all which Objeftions are eaſily refuted , if we ſhew the contrary 
| -. all theſe by him reported ; both that we have obeyed our Laws, and lived in all 
ntegrity. |

: 2nd directeth the Speech , the other, the Manners and-Actions; which being fo, 
-i other Law-makers were . indeed. wiſe in Advice and Counſel, and yet they made 


choice of one of theſe Methods, and left the other; for the Zacedemonians were 
inſtructed in Manners, 8nd not in Words ; as alſo they of Crete were ; but the 4- 
thenians, and almoſt all the Greeks, were direfted and trained up by the Laws in 
every thing they were to. do; yet never.could; they . put ; their written Laws in pra- 
Rice.

and for this Cauſe he did not only. will, that we ſhould once, or twice, or oftner hear 
the Laws, . but that once every Wegk, we all, omitting, other Buſineſs, ſhould come 
to hear the Laws, and ſo learn them perfealy; which things all other Law-ma- 
kers, as it is well known, -omitted : All which laudable Cuſtoms all other Law-makers 
have neglected; and the moſt part of men are ſo far from living according to their 
own Laws, that they are altogether ignorant of them; and having offended their 
Laws through ignorance, they then learn by other mens means, that they: havemade 
breach of their Laws ; yea, the chicfeſt and moſt eminent:men among(t them, do 
profeſs herein, that they are ignorant, cauſing thoſe-that are learned and skilful in 
their Laws, 'to fit as it were in Commiſſion with them, to dire them.

I ſhould be loth to report this, if our deeds did not make ir manifeſt 5 for many of 
our Fore-fathers, only: for that they refuſed to ſpeak againſt our Laws, or otherwiſe 
than our Laws permitted, have moſt manfully and conſtantly endured all trorments and 
death itſelf. 

[f our Nation were unknown to all the world, and that this our voluntary obſervation 
C of our Laws, were not manifeſt to all the people,if any man ſhould reportuntothe Greets, 
that either he had read this which I have declared, or elſe that he had found People in a 
nongy Land, fuch as we be, having ſo pious and honeſt opinions concerning God, and 
who-had for many ages perſevered thereing I doubt not but they would all admire and 
wonder hereat, conſidering the great mutability amongſt themſelves. | 

To be ſhort, thereare ſome, who ſtick not to deride them, whohave lately written 
of the Government of Common-wealths and Laws, as though they had written things _— 
fabulous,and altogether impoſſible. And (ro ſpeak nothing of other Philoſophers, who. Lawsameagt 
have written of this Argument) that divine Plaro amongſt the Greeks, a Man, who in it Fen. - 
honeſt Life, vertuous Speech, and ſound Philoſophy, excelled all others, this Man is rn eb 
D almoſt continually ſcoffed at by them, who in their own concett are skilful in civil af» Greew. 
fairs, and brought in to their Comedies. Whereas, whoſoever conſidererh his Writings 
with diligence, ſhall often and eaſily find matter agreeable with moſt Mens Manners; 
yea, this Plato himſelf confeſleth, that he dare not, by reaſon: of the common people's 
ignorance, ſet down the true opinion of God. 

But many think Plato's words full of vanity and licentiouſneſs,and admire Lyc » Lycurgus the 
and the City of Sparta, for that it ſolong time perſevered in his Laws. It is theretore Law-maker # 
an evident demonſtration of Vertue to remain in their Laws.But if thoſe who ſo admire m—_ te 
the Lacedemonians do compare them with us,and the time during the which their Laws am. 

- were in force, withthe time of our Commonwealth, they ſhall find that ours hath 

continued more than two thouſand years. They thall alſo find that the Lacedemonians 

did only perfely obſerve their Laws, during ſuck time as they were in proſperity and 

liberty, and that when their Fortune changed, they then became unmindtul of their 

Laws. i | 

But we, who have felt many thouſand Miſhaps, by reaſon of the often change of 

Princes in 4fa, have not in theſe our laſt miſeries andevils forſaken one Law. Neither 

can any man fay,that liberty and licentiouſnelſs of Life is the cauſe why welſo diligently 

obſerve them,ſeeing that whoſo pleaſe may ſee ſufficient proof, thatthey tie usto more The 

ſtrict Life and laborious, than thoſe of the Lacedemonians did them : For they neither _—_ 
rilled the Earth, nor uſed any handy-craft; but ceaſing from all labours and pains-raking,; with the Le- 
lived in-their City, fat, and in fair liking, having both their meat, and all other _—_ cedemonians. 
ries provided and prepared for them by others,and eſteemed that only their telicity to do 

and endure any thing, fo that they might prevail againſt thoſe againſt whom they en- 

terprized Wats : And-that they failed alſo herein, I omit to rehearſe. For nor onlyone 

or two of them at once, but oftentimes whole Companies of them, forgetting their 

own Laws, yielded themſelves'to their Enemies. And can any one tell of (1 ay oor 
many)Jburt of one or two of us that ever was treacherons to his own Laws;orthat feared 

to die'for them? I mean not a common death, fuch as Soldiers areſubjeC&t unto; 
ſuch a death as is effected'by all rorments and tortures that can be deviſed. Wh 
think thoſe that prevail againſt us, impoſed upon us, not for hatred, bnt that they de- 
G lired to ſee ſo admirable a matrer; and to fee we being but Men, and fach who eſteem- 
ed itthe greatelt ynpicty poſſible to do it, conld be compelled by thent tq ſpeak or'do

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The fic At ing contrary tb our Laws: Yeu it is no wonder that we for our Law do die with H 
Laws of the fe C cy, rather than any other Nation : For other Nations cannot abide to en- 
Jews. dare that which we account a tritle, to wit, labour and fimple fare, abſtinence from our 
Wives,and obſervation of our days of reſt and we are always careful that when we fight 
againſt our Knemics, we obſerve our Laws concerning our Meats. And. thus we take 
pleaſure to obſerve and keep our Laws, and to exerciſe fortitude in obeying them. - 
Eet now Lyſmachus or Melimus pats, and all fuch as they be, wicked lying Writers, 
and Sophiſters;. deccivers of yonng, men, and detracters of our Nation, as: though we 
were the wickedeft people living. As for me, I will not examine the Laws of other

And what ſhould the 
reſt of them do, when as their King, the moſt ancient amongſt-them, could not refrain M 
his luſtful licentiouſmeſs and debauchery ? Moreover, Some of them became: feryants 
unto men, ſome built houſes for money, and others became Shephetds, others like ma- 
lefators were chained in Hell. What man then, that ever was accounted wiſe, would 
not bluſh attheſe tollies, and reprove the inventors hereof, and the fooliſh believers al- 
ſo?

The Soldiers ſeeing his Conſtancy, by the King's Command caſt him into the Fire; 
and poured ſtinking and loathſom Liquors into his Noſtrilgwhich rhe reverend o!d man 
molt patiently affixed, till at length he was conſumed with'the flame ;-when he found 
himſelf departing, and giving up the Ghoſt, he ſpake after this manner, liſting up his 
dazlcd Eyes to Heaven :; 


Thou art He (O God from whom Life and Salvation proceedeth ; behold 1 dis for ob< Eleazar's laſt 
ſerving thy Laws, be merciful to this thy Nation, and do nor forſake them whom thou haft Wn m tie 


hitherto protetted as in thy Boſom, and under the ſhadow of thy Wings; let my death put 
an end to all our Miſery, and pacifie thy Wrath againſt our whole Nation for their offences ; 
receive me for them all, and beſtow them all upon me. And amidlt theſe Speeches he joy- 
fully expired. | 

[t is moſt true therefore, which we at firſt affirmed, that Reaſon regulates our Paſſi- 
ons, and diſpoſeth us to ſuffer cheartully, which once we having determined and reſoly- 
ed the anguiſh of ovr ſuffering is abated, and our reſolution and conſtancy confirmed. 


If therefore Reaſon and the Inſeriour Powers be at variance, we mult ſubjetrthem.to gears vi 


Reaſon, .it we will make a perfe&t Victory. With this Guide our Father E/eazar was ctory. 


molt fafely directed, neither to yield,or fink under his pains,nor give place to unlawful 
enticements and allurements; he ſaved the Ship of his Body from the ſhipwrack that 
might. ariſe by. the tempeſtuous ſtorms of Vanity, and ſuffered nor himſelf by con- 
trary Winds to be driven.from the right courſe ; yea, though it was toſſed upon the 
Waves of Tyranny, yet did it remain ſound and unbroken, and keeping a direct courſe; 
arrived in the Haven of Salvation. Never any man did ſeek ſo valiantly to defend his 
Ciry from an Enemy, as this holy old Man did his Soul, who, among{t Stripes, Croſles, 


and Flames, was ſtill the fame Man. For as the topof a high Rock ſtandeth falſe, and 4 Similituds 


reſiſteth the Wave without any damage unto it ſelf ; even fo did the Rock of Rea- 
ſon in this Man beat back the Rage of thoſe rempeſtuous Waves that dalhed againſt 
his Body , not permitting them to break in, and pierce the Celeſtial and Divine 
Power of the Soul.

O happy old Man, more. bleſſed than all of thy Age! O Prieſt, more ſacred than all Zleazo's 


other Prieſts! who didſt nor pollute thy facred Lips with profane Meats ;jImpiety found. Praiſe. 


no entrance that way, from whence ſo many Prayers to God had proceeded. The Ty- 
rant's Cruelty could nor prevail againſt thee : Thou therefore art made an example for 
all Prieſts of God to imitate. Such a one behoved it a Prieſt to be, more'ſtrong than tor- 
ments, more able.to ſuffer than the rorturers to inflict puniſhment, more forcible than 
Princes Commands ; yea,and- more potent than the Fire, wherein thou didſt periſh ; and 
finally, thou waſt ordain'd to be crowned with the Laurel of Martyrdom for, thy ſuffer- 
ance. Thou haſt ſurpaſſed all Antiquity, thou ſhalt be an Example to all Poſterity, 
If then teeble old Age, wherein all flrength and heat of Body was extinguiſhed, grown 
unfit for Torments (as being already broken with Age ) could by the ſtrength of Rea- 
ſon endure ſo many Miſeries, who dare deny Reaſon to be the chicf Cauſe of our ſuf- 
ferance? We have ſeen the higheſt Cruelty hath been overcome by a firm determina- 
tion to perſiſt in the Service and Fear of God; yet many affirm, that every Man, who 
hath the uſe of Reaſon,is not able to undergo ſuch Agonies ; but their Aflertion is vain, 
and of no force : For moſt evident it is, that he only is overcome by pain, whom 
Wiſdom hath not armed with Patience. And no marvel it he who raſhly enterprizerh 
ſo weighty a Matter, and without due conſideration, do at laſt forſake and repent him- 
{elf of that which he ſo unadviſedly undertook. But if we with due adviceand delibera- 
tion arm our ſelves, it is not an caſfie matter to remove us by any Misfortune from our 

determination, when we foreſee and pre-conſider the Diſtreſles that may befall us,when 

they do happen, we are not ſo much ſurprized or diſmayed, becauſe we expected 

tiem betore.

He therc- 
fore commanded rheſe Seven, rogether with their Mother $4/omanya, who now grew 
ancient, to be btought before him: So they, according to his Command, were brought, 
being very graceful in their Perſons, and every way worthy-of fo vertuous a Morher ; 
yea, they reſembled Angels, their Faces ſhining like rhe clear Light of the Sun ; their 
Eyes ſparkled in moſt comely and- decent manner, as teſtifying , that they ſurpaſſed 
in Vertue all other of humane Race and Condition. The Mother was deſcended of 
moſt Vertuous and Noble Parentage, and ſoſhe her ſelf had continued and lived ; bur 
that excellent Feature of Body, and Nobility of Blood, was much dignified by her Ver- 
tue and Fortitude, in which the paſſed all that could be faid in her commendation. 
The Tyrant beholding them and their Mother together, with a counterfeit Smile, he 
accoſted the Children in this manner. 

I wiſh your good ( O admirable young men; for ſo both your Beauty of Body, and 
Noble Parentage, perſuade me ; ) do not therefore, like mad Men, reſiſt my Command n 
avoid not only Torments, but Death alſo: For Þ defire vot only to exalt you unto honour ; 
But. alſo toencreaſe” your Riches and Poſſeſhons.; contemu the ſuperſtitious and ſuperfluous 
Belief of your own Countrymen,and embrace our Religioy ; which if you refuſe to do ( as] 
hope you will not ) I will deviſe ſuch Torments, as that I may by a lingring and painful 
Death be able to conſume you. 

And to terrifie them the more, he commanded the Inſtruments of their Torments 
to be preſented unto their view. And accordingly Wheels, Rods, Hooks, Rakes, Racks, 
Cauldrons, Cages, Grideirons, were brought torth ; and Engines to torment the Fin- 
gers and Hands ; Gauntlets, Awls, Bellows, Brazen Pots, and Frying-Pans ; for theſe 
are the Names which we find. That which I term Bellows, was a thin Plate of Iron 
to kindle or blow the Fire with, like a Fan ; and far morehorrible Devices of Torments 
were ſhewed unto them, too long to rehearſe ; whereof they having had a ſight, Azti- 
ochus ſaid ; 

Conſent unto me, O prudent young Men ; for if that I command you 10 commit a Sin; 


- yet do not you offend in doing it, ſeeing you commit it only upon compulſion.But the young 
The young Youths inflamed with a divine Spirit, and Senſe, contemned ſo many kinds of Tor- [, 
mens Conttan- ments, and deſpiſed the Tyrant's Threats and Flatteries ; and theirConſtancy (for they

By this it is evident, how much Reaſon is Maſter over Paſſion;for if any flothful man 
not before trained up to it,ſhould of a ſudden come to ſuch a puſh, at the very fight of 
ſuch Torments, his Mind would be troubled, and his Countenance appalled, his Legs 
under him would have trembled, and he with fear have been contounded ; ſo that he 
would preſently have retraQted, and profeſied himfelf unable to bear up againſt ſo ma« 
ny, and ſo grievous Torments; ſaying : 

My ſelf being unwiſe, what ſhould I have made choice of 2 Whether to endure theſe Tor- 


ments, or accept of their promiſed Benefits > Whether 1 ſhould have been moved to pity M 


mine own Age, or to compaſſionate my Mother; God would not have denied pardon for this 
deed, I being forced thereunto : and by doing it, though againſt my will, I ſhall get the 
King's Favour. 

But where Reaſon and Advice taketh place,aud hath well trainedthe mind to perfeAtion, 
the other conſequently foleweth: As by the example of theſe Brethren I will declare,who as 
it were,all with one voice denied to eat the ſacrificed Swines Fleſh,as they were command- 
ed.Whereſore( ſaid they) O Tyrant,doſt thou perſecute us that are innocent?We both defire 
and wiſh to die, and will, until ſuch time as Death expelleth Life, firmly keep that which 
God commanded, and Moſes taught ns. And thou, Tyrant, do not ſeek to ſeduce us by pres 
tending Love towards us ; thou lover of injuſtice, maſter of cruelty, deviſer of iniquity, the 
pardon which thou doft offer, is 19 us more painful than puniſhment ; we contemn death, and 
efteem not thy worels, as being by our late Maſter Eleazar taught to deſpiſe them. Why then 
doſt thou ſuppoſe ſuch puſillanimity to be in us young Men, ſeeing of late thou foundeſt ſuch 
comrage in an old man 2 We follow him : thou canſt not try and know our Minds, except by 
rearing our Bodies, thon ſearch them out : We will ſafely and ſecurely ſuffer for our God 
any thing, and leaving this Earth, we ſhall be entertained into Heaven; and thou, for ſa 
tyramizing moſt cruelly upon innocent Souls, fhalt be reſerved to eternal Fire.

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Think not that [expel any favour at thy hands; [ will follow my brethren,and remain con- 4 
ftant in our Law. The Tyrant hearing this was wroth, and cauſed him tobe tormented : 
but his mother in his torment comforted him, and with her kind hands held his head, 
when with violence of the tortures bloed.iflued out of his mourh, noſe and privy parts, 
the tormentors not ceaſing till life in him was almoſt ſpent: but they { by God's ap- 
pointment ) gave over, and fo he took ſtrength again to endure more, than any of his 
brethren had done; at laſt, his Hands and Arms being cut off, he lifred. up his Eyes to 
Heaven, and cryed, O Adonai, O Sabaor, be merciful unto me, and receive me into 
'the company of my brethren, let thy wrath now ceaſe, and grant them mercy, who by 
us do make interceſſion to thee. 

Having faid thus,his tongue being pulled out, heof his ownaccord went intothe fiery 
Frying pan, and fo to the great admiration of Antiochus died. 

Behold how evident itis, that reaſon can rule our affection's, ſeeing that Children here- 
by ſhewed more conſtancy, than the Tyrant could ſhew cruelty. For it was reafon's 
force, that wrought in them that determination to ſuffer all torments, rather than to 
forſake the way of Salvation. 

Theſe conſtant young men do fitly reſemble inexpugnable Towers, and them, who 
aſter a great tempeſt and ſhipwrack do fafely enter the harbour of Salvation , who 
guiding their courſe amidſt the boyſterous waves, at laſt obtain the wiſhed ſhore. For 
every one of them ſtrengthened the other by advice and good counſel, and none of 
them was ſo effeminate as to decline his Martyrdom. None uſed delay herein, but one 1; 
followeth anothers example. Let us therefore die tor our Law, and imitate the three 
Children, whom the Aſſyrians fury condemned to the fiery Furnace, whoſe patience 
ſpread their fame even unto Heaven. 

Whilſt thus one of them exhorted the other, it came to paſs, that none of them of- 
fended, bur each one reſolute in hisReligion, took example of the vertue, courage and 
conſtancy of their fore-father Zaac, who underſtanding that it was God's will, that he 
ſhould be Sacrificed, refaſed not to ſubmit his body to his fathers Sword. Let us( faid 
they ) yield our Souls to him, of whom we received both Soul and Body: It is a ſmall 
matter for us to ſuffer loſs of theſe members, ſeeing that we ſhall in lieu of them re- 
ceive everlaſting bliſs. Abraham, Tſaac, and Facob do joytully expeCt us, as Co-heirs of x 
their Kingdom: let us glorifie that womb, wherein we were for ten months ſpace: 
let none of us be more coward than the other, nor none of us degenerate ſrom the o- 
ther. We that were all begotten of one father, and fucked of one milk, muſt in all 
things reſemble one another: we had one teacher, and one law inviolate. And in 
this. golden bond of concord were theſe brethren linked together, and none of them 
mourned to ſee the other tormented, but all rejoyced at the others death. O Children, 
whoſe dignity ſurpaſſeth the Royalty of Kings and Princes, whoſe glory and vertue is 
unſpeakable! None of you were terrified with fear, but you fo haſtened to your deaths, 
as though you had been to go'to bliſs and felicity: you weretruly brethren, who even 


A pledge and by death were linked together. God hath greatly in you magnified our Nation, and in M 


you ſhewed us all an: example of fortitude: . whom therefore [ think he cauſed to be fo 
many in number, as. were the days, wherein he created the World, fo that theſe ſeven 
brethren may reſemble the ſeven days wherein all things were made. And why ſhould 
we ſo admire this. fortitude in theſe young men, when a woman armed her ſelf with 
contempt of death > Who indeed is not to be called a mother, but to be honoured with 
a highertitle rhamhumane frailty canafford,who bare into this World ſo many triumphs. 

For the mother ſeeing her children dead, was with a kind and godly zeal inflamed 
alſo to ſuffer : and no marvel, ſeeing that the very brute beaſts, it they perceive vio- 
lence offered. to their young;do expoſe themſelves to perils intheir defence, and prote& 
them with their wings, teeth, and tallons; yea, and every one, that is any way able to xy 
make reſiſtance, oppoſeth her ſelf ro. the Enemy to defend her young. And not only 
brute Beaſts do this, but even: Bees do defend their young, and their honey, threat- 
ning their Stings-tothem that offer to traſt thereof, and more eſteeming the good of 
their-young than their own lives. But this zealous mother direted by the Spirit of God, 
and the dictates of reaſon, incouraged her children to die, and being to die after them 
choſe rather to be a ſpeCtator of their death than otherwiſe. 

When all her family had ſuffered, the as the laſt and glory of them all came 
to execution deſpiſing the Tyrants threats, offering her motherly breaſt to thoſe 
rorments, which her children had ſuffered. . O bleſſed ftock, and bleſſed increaſe of 
the ſelf ſame womb!

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The PREFACE of ®hilo, upon the blindneſs of man , and the in- L 
comprehenſible Grandeur and Majeſty of God. 


O W long ſhall we confound old Age and Infancy, and be as imprudent at 
fixty, as at ſixteen 2 For what greater imprudence can there be, than to 
look upon Fortune as a ſettled and certain thing, when there is nothing 
more inconſtant,and to conſider this Nature( which is immutable ) as ſub- 
jetl to continual changes 2 1s it not to invert the order of things, and 
ſhuffle them together like Counters? to fix our Eyes upon uncertain things, 

as if they were more firm and durable than thoſe which were certain?The reaſon of this Er- L 
ror proceeds from this,that preſent objefs do more eaſily affett men of ordinary underſtan- 
ding,than objedfts that are more remote ; and moſt men do allow more credit to their Senſes 

( though deceitful ) than to the refleftions of their mind ; becauſe nothing is more eaſy, 
than to ſuffer our ſelves to be taken with what is preſented to our Eyes whereas there muſt 
be Argumentation and Reaſon to comprehend things that are future and inviſible. Not but 
that the Eye of the Soul is as quick and piercing,as the Eye of the Body,but ſome people dazle 

it by their intemperance,and others by their ſtupidity, which is the greateſt fault of all. 

So many extraordinary events happening in our age inforces a belief that there is a pro- 

vidence, and that God Almighty takes particular care of vertuous men, who have recourſe 

to hims in their neceſſities, and more eſpecially of thoſe who are conſecrated to his ſervice, M 
They are as it were the partage and propriety of this Supream Soveraign, whoſe Empire 
has no end. To theſe people the Chaldeans gave the name of Iſraelites, which is as much 

as to ſay, Seers of God, and certainly it is an happineſs preferrable to all the Treaſures 
of the Earth: For if the preſence of thoſe, whoſe age renders them venerable to us ( as 
our Maſters, Superiours, and Parents ) imprints ſo great a reſpett in us, that it many 
times corretts our Enormities, and diſpoſes us to vertue ; How great an advantage, and 
incouragment is it to us to elevate our minds above all- created things, and accuſtom our 
ſelves to the contemplation of God, who is not only uncreated, but infinitely good, infinitely 
beautiful, infinitely happy, or ( to ſpeak more properly) whoſe goodneſs ſurpaſſes all good- 
neſs, whoſe beauty ſurpaſſes all beauty, and whoſe happineſs ſurpaſſes all happineſs, and N 
yet this ts but a weak and imperfet explication of his Grandeur : for how can words be able 

to deſcribe him, who is ſo tranſcendantly above every thing, that after our mind has ad- 
wvanced it ſelf as high towards him, as is poſſible, by the attributes which it has given him, 

as by ſo many ſtairs, yet it is forced back again without being able to approach or under- 
fand him for he is ſovaſtly incomprehenſible, that, if every Creature of the Creation was 
changed into ſo many Tongues, they could not expreſs that ſovereign power, by which he 
ereated all things; that Royal condutt meriting an Eternal Monarch, and by which he 
preſerves the World, and that juft diſtribution of rewards and puniſhments, which are diſ- 
penſed with ſo much equity and wiſdom, that our chaſtiſements may be put into the number of 
his Mercies and Bleſſings, not only as they are part of his juſtice,but as they are many times O 
"A hp 5/0] 7 he cqnver/ton of ſinners, or at leaſt as they reſtrain and hinder them from 

[huning tm their Crimes for fear of thoſe peins, which they ſee inflitted upon —

CHAP I. 


The incredible Felicity of the firſt ſeven Months of the Reign of the 
Emperour Caius Caligula, 


| He Emperour Caius Caligula igan eminent Example of what I have faid: Never was 
there ſeen a greater Tranquility,than that which was enjoy dby all the Provinces 
both by Sea and Land, when he was advanced rothe Empireatter the Deathof 7 zberius : 
B The Eaſt, the Weſt, the North and South were all in profound Peace: The Greeks had 
no difference with the Barbarians: The Souldiers and Citizens lived quietly and in 
good intelligence together. So great a felicity ſeemed to be incredible ; and it could 
not be ſufficiently admired, that ſo young a Prince mounting the throne ſhould be 
attended with ſo much proſperity, that his deſires could not exceed his injoyments : 
His Riches were immenſe, his Forces both by Land and Sea great and formidable, his 
Revenues prodigious, m—__ into his Exchequer ( as from an inexhauftible. Stream ) 
from all parts of the habitable World : For his Empire extended to the Rhine, and the 
Euphrates ; the firſt ſeparating it from Germany and other wild Nations, and the 
- other bounding it from the Parthians, Sarmatians, Scythians and other people ns leſs 
C barbarovs than the Germavs. So that it might be ſaid; from the riſing to the ſetting of 
the Son, not only upon the continent, but in the //les, and even in the parts on the 
other ſide of the Sea, all was in peace and felicity : The people of Rome, all Tealy, and 
all the Provinces both in Soap and 4/14 lived 1n a perpetual feaſt : For it was never 
ſeen before under the Reign of any of their Emperours, thar every man by the bleſſing 
of God injoy'd his eſtate in that quietneſfs, and bare ſo great a ſhare in the publick fel;- 
City, that there was nothing wanting to his deſires. In all the Towns there was ng- 
thing to be ſeen but Altars, and Vidtims, and Sacrifices, and Prieſts in their white 
Robes, with Garlands of flowers upon their head. All places were full of Chearfulneſs, 
Feaſting, Playing, Muſick, Running of Horſes, Banqueting, Dancing to the Flute, and 
the Harp and all other Divertiſements imaginable. No difference to be diſcerned in 
the contentment of either Rich or Poor, Common Perſons, or Perſons of Quality, 
Maſters and Servants, or Creditor and Debtor. The felicity of that time was equal to 
all conditions, and what was verified then, made it almoſt credible, what the Poets 
had faid formerly in their fables of the age of Satzr». And in this manner they paſſed 
ſeven compleat Months. |

CHAP. Il. 
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X The Emperour Caius, having Reigned but ſeven Months, fell deſperately ill: The great tou- 
cernment which all the Provinces expreſſed for it, and their incredible joy at his e- 


covery. 


He next Month this happy Emperour fell into a great fit of ſickneſs; for having 
leſt his old way of gr. a" and temperately , which preſerves people in 
health, and was the way he took, whilſt 77herius was alive, he plunged himſelf into In- 
temperance and Luxury : He drank much Wine, cat to exceſs, bath'd unſeaſonably, 
cram'd himſelf, till he could not keep what he had taken down, and when he had diſgor- 
ged, crammed himſelf again : He gave himſelf up wholly xo women, and to pleaſures 
more unnaturally criminal ; in. ſhort he abandoned. himſelf to all other diſorders that 
were molt likely to alter thag Temperament and Harmony of body and mind, which 
Temperance maintains in healthand vigour; whereas Intemperance weakens it, and ex- 
poſes it to Diſtempers, that are moſt commonly mortal. 

It was then about the beginning of Autumn, whichis the laſt Seaſon in the year that is 
proper for Navigation, and the time in which thoſe, who traffick in foreign parts, re- 
turn home. By this means the news of his ſickneſs was in a moment carried all over 
the World, and changed their joy imo ſadneſs. The Towns, and the houfes were ge- 
nerally full of mourning and atfliion ; and the Emperouts fiekneſs became the diſtem- 
per of all the Provinces; and theirs was the greateſt, becauſe his infirmity was only in 
his body, but theirs in their minds, apprehending to loſe with their peace the injoy- 
ment of all thoſe good things, which were concomitant with'it ; and having obſerved 
the 
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the death of their Emperors attended commonly with Famine and other calamitics, H 
that are the conſequents of War,they could not ſee any thing ſq likely to exempt them, 
as the health of their Prince. | | 

His ſickneſs beginning to abate, the News was immediately ſpread abroad, and car: A 
ried joy tothe very ends of the Earth ; For nothing is more nimble than fame; and c- 
very body expected the news of his recovery with incredible patience; and when it ar- 
rived every body believed himſelf recovered with him, and reſtored to his former telici- 
ty. It isnotremembred, that any joy was ever ſogeneral, all people ſeeming to have paſ- 
ſed.as it were in a Moment, from a favage and ruſtick, to a ſoft and a fociable lite ; from 
Defarts to Towns ; from Diſorder to Order; and all by their happineſs in being under 
the conduGt of a bountiful and legitimate Prince. 


CHAP. II. 


The Emperor Caius abandons himſelf to all ſorts of Debauchery,and with horrid ingratitud:, 
and terrible cruelty oblizges young Tiberis, the Emperor's Grandſon, to kill himſelf. 


UT it was quickly diſcernable, that the Spirit of man is blind in its imaginati- K 
ons ; that he is ignorant of what is moſt for his advantage, and that he takes the 
ow many times for the ſubſtance. For this Prince, who was conſider'd as an admi- 
rable BenefaQor, and one whoſe Munificence and Favours were fpread all over, Europe 
and 4/za, became a Monſter for cruelty, or to ſpeak more properly, he diſcovered that 
humour,which though born with him, he had diflembled tifthat sime. The Emperour 
7iberius had by his fon Druſus ( who died before him ) this young 73berus : and by 
his Nephew Germanicus he had Caius Caliga/agyhomhe preferred to Tiberius in the Suc- 
ceſſion of the Empire upon condition, that he ſhould acknowledge the greatneſs of the 
benefit by the manner of his cotnportment with his Grand-child ; But Cazws, inſtead of 

hong concerned for having received that by Adoption, which belonged to young 7:he- L 
rius by Succeſſion, prov'd ingrateſull, and carried it to that excels of Inhumanity, that 
not contented to LG defeated him of his Empire, he cauſed him to be put to death 
upon pretence of practices againſt him; as if a perſon of his age had been capable of fo 
great a deſign; but many people are of opinion, that if young 7:berius had had ſome 
tew years more over his head, his Grand-father would doubtleſs have made him his 

Succeſſor, and laid aſide Cazus, of whom he began already to be jealous. 

_And this was the way which Caius took toexecute his deteſtable Reſolution upon a 
perſon, with whom in juſtice he ought to have parted the Soveraignty. He cauſed the 
young 7iberius to appear before him, afſembled his friends, and told them, Ilove 7:- 
berius, not only as my Kinſman, but as my Brother, and Iwiſh with all my heart,it was M 
in my power to take him preſently as a partner into the Government, that I might 
thereby fulfil the laſt Will and Teſtament of his Grand-father : But you {ee the tender- 


neſs of his years, and that he is fitter to have a Governour, than to be a Governour 


* himſelf. Were it not for that, what joy, what eaſe would it be to me to have diſcharged 


my {elf of patt of fo great « burden, as it is to manage and conduQt fo many ſeveral 
Nations 2 Seeing then the affattion which I beat him obliges me to it, I think good to 
declare to you, that I am tefolved to ſerve xnd thke care of him, not only as a Gover- 
nour, but as a father ; by which name I defirehe may call me, and Ithall call him Soa 
for the future. 

When Caiw by this Artifice bad deluded all that were preſent, and by his counter- N 
feit Adoption ratherrobbd,than conferr'd upon the poor Prince that part of the Empire, 
to which he might lawfully have pretended, there was nothing left,that might obſtruct 
his falling into thet Snare, which he had laid for bim + for the Laws of the Romans do 
give the Parents an abſolute pdwer over their children, and- then the Supream degree 
of authority in which he was' eſtabliſhed, left no man in a Capacity ro queſtion any 
thing he did.  So-that looking upon this young Prince as an Enemy, he treated him 
accordingly without reſpo& to his age, of any confideration, that he had been brought 
up by the Emperor with hopes bf ſucceeding him in the Government : for after ls 
father Druſus was dead, the-Emperout took him into his tuition, and uſed him rather 
ike his ſon than his Grand-cldd. | 0 
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A It is reported, that Caius commanded him to kill himſelf in the preſence of ſevera] 

Tribunes and Captains, forbidding them ſtrialy to give him any aſſiſtance, becadfe 
( forſooth ) it was not deeent, that the deſcendents of an Emperour ſhould die by any 
inſeriour hands : For he would needs 'paſs for a ſtrit obſerver of the Laws, at the very 
time when he broke them, and a Bigot in Religion, when he was committing fo great 
2 Crime, without the leaſt compunction or remorſe for making a Stalking-Horſe of the 
truth by ſo ſtrange an hypocriſte. 

The poor Prince, who had never ſeen any murders before, nor been accuſtomed to 
thoſe counterfeit Combats, in which young Princes ate uſually exerciſed in time of 
Peace, preſented his Throat to the perſon who ſtood next him; bur he and all the reſt 
B refuſing to diſpatch him, he took the Dagger himſelf, askd them where he was to 
ſtrike, and they in their great Civility having inſtructed him, he ſtabb'd himſelf imine- 
diately, and that with many blows, till by a lamentable and unmerciful compulſion he 
had murder'd himſelf. 
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CHAP. IV. 


Caius puts to death Macro Colonel of his Pretorian bands, to whom he was oblig'd 
both for his life and his Empire. 


HEN Caius had finiſhed that buſineſs, which of all his affairs was of the 

greateſt importance, there being no body left that could pretend to the Ems 
pire, or to whom any turbulent perſons could in prudence eapply, he turn'd his indig- 
nation upon Macro, reſolving, that he alſo ſhould feel the effes of his Cruelty and In- 

ratitude, | 

: This Macro had not only ferv'd him faithfully ſince his advancement to the Throne, 
( which would have been no- extraordinaty ' thing, becauſe Princes who are fortunate 
ſhall never want flatterers ) but he had been a great means, that 7iberius had choſen 
him for his Succeſſor : For beſides that there never was Prince of greater Sagacity and 
Penetration than 77berius,the experience, which his years had given him, gave him ſo 
largean inſight into the ſecreteſt Cogitations of man, that he began to be jealous of 
Caius : he ſuſpefted him an Enemy in his heart to the 'whole family of the Claudiizand 
that if-he had any natural affection at all, it was only for his Relations by the mothers 
ſide, fo'that 7/berius began to be apprehenſive for his Grand-child, if he ſhould leave 
him a Minor. Again he looked upon Cazus as uncapable of the Government of ſo 
great on Empire, by reaſon of the weakneſs and leyity of his parts, which ſeem'd ra- 
ther inclining to folly than otherwiſe - fo little Solidity was there to be obſerved either 
in his words or his ations : But there was no Stone that Macro left unturned to dif- 
cuſs theſe ſuſpicions, and eſpecially ' his apprehenfior! for his Grand-child. He af- 
ſured the Emperour, that Caius had an extreme reſpett for him, and ſo great an affeti- 
on for his Couſin, that he would willingly leave theEmpireto him,and that it was no«» 
thing but his retention and modeſty,that made people think him weak in his intellety- 
als. When Macro found theſe Reaſons would not work, he feared not to offer himſelf. 
in Caution: and the Emperour had no reaſon to ſuſpe@ his Sincerity after the Teſtimo- 
ny, which he had given of it not only in diſcovering, but defeating the Conſpiracy of 
Sejanus. In-ſhort, he was always commending Cazus, ( if it may becalled commend- 
ing to. undertake his juſtification againſt all uncertain furmiſes, and undetermined ac- 
cuſations ) and carried Himſelf ſo rowards him, that, if Cazus had been his Brother or 
his ſon,. he could not have done more : Several have atttibuted the Cauſe to the res 
ſpetts, which Caius always ſhew'd to'Macyo, but more tothe good offices of his Wiſe, 
who for ſome private Reafons was always'erying him up, and magnifying him to her 
Husband, and every one knows the influence of women,” eſpecially if they be immo- 
deſt, for then no Art nor Flattery can eſcape them, that may canceal their tranſgreſ- 
ſions from their Husband.-. Macro, being ignorant of ſome paſlages in his Houſe, intgr- 
preted theſe artifices for dffeCtion,and the greateſt 'of his Enemies paſſed in his thoughts 
tor the trueſt of his friends. That he had preſerved Caius in fo many dangers, and 
could not imagine, that he would ever be ingrareful, gave him the confidence to. ad- 
moniſh him with great liberty upon an apprehenſion,that he would either rain himſelt, 
or be corrupted by other people. He was like 2 goott wotkman , jealous of his own 
manulacture, and covid not endure it ſhould be ipoil'd. Caizs falling afleep one day 
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at the Table, Macro was bold to wake and admoniſh him, that it was neither decent nor H 
ſecure; for he inthat condition might eaſily be ſlain. When Caius was looking upon his 
Dancers or Mimieks with ſuch extraordinary pleaſure and attention, that he could not 
contain from imitating their Geſtures ; when not contenting himſelf to ſmile, or be 
pleaſ'd, he brake out into a loud Laughter among the Comedians or Buftoons; or when 
he ſung or play 'd among the Muſicians, he joggd him Gently, it he was within reach, 
to the end he might give over, and told him in his Ear, what no dody elſe durft have 
ventur'd to have faid. 

Tos are not, Sir, to abandon your ſelf to the pleaſures of your ſenſe like other men, bat 
are rather to ſurpaſs them in gravity and prudence, as much as you tranſcend them in dig- 
nity and extraftion. How ſtrange will it appear, for the Monarch of the World, to be un- 
able to moderate himſelf in ſuch ſlight and contemptible things 2 The great honour, that 
invirons you, obliges you to do nothing unſuitable to the Majeſty of ſo great and ſo redoub- 
ted an Emperour : When you are in the Theatre, or Circus, or in the place of any publick 
exerciſe, you are not to conſider the ſhow or ſpettacle ſo much, as the pains and care, which 
thoſe perſons, who preſent it, have taken to doit to your content ; and are toargue thus with 
your ſelf; If theſe perſons have taken ſo much pains in things that are uſeleſs to the life 
of man, and only ſerviceable to the pleaſures of tbe ſpettators, that thereby they may merit 
their applauſes and acclamation, what is there incumbent upon a Prince, who profeſſes an 
art infinitely more eſtimable? Do you not know,that there is nothing equal togoverning well, 

ſeeing it cauſes plenty inall places _ of Cultivation,and ſecures Navigation, Ly which 
all the Provinces have Commerce,and communicate their reſpethive Commodities? Envy and 
Fealoufie, to fruſtrate this happy Communication, have like poiſon infetted ſome perſons,and 
ſome Towns : But fince your Auguſt Family, has been advanced to the Sovereignty and Su- 
pream power which extends. it ſelf as, well over the Seas as Lands of the whole: Earth, it 
has repelled theſe monſters inta the, moſt recluſe and. obſcure Solitudes., To you glone it is 
that this ſupreme Authority is committed. Providence bas plac d you, as a judicious Pilor, 
to manage the Helm. It is your office to look to the good condudt of this incomparable veſſel 
fraughted with the wellfare of all mankind; and as ſo noble an office is above all eſtimation, 
you ought not to take pleaſure in any thing ſo, much, as in reudring ſo many Nations,as are 
#nder your dominion, happy by your Pow 'Tis true they may be oblig'd by particular }, 
perſons, but it is from their Prance only they.are ro expett this excellent condutt, bywhich 
he ſhowers down. his bounty upou them with full os reſerving only ſuch things,: as in 
prudence are neceſſary for the remedying of ſuch accidents, as cannot be foreſeen. 

Thus it was, that this unfortunate Counſellor advis'd Caius with deſign to have 
made him better ; But his wicked nature turned his remedies into poiſgn, 'made a 
moek of his counſel,and became. much worſe; in ſo much as, when Macro came:towards 
him one time, he. faid to thoſe who were then about him; Do you ſee that impertinent 
Schoolma#ter, that ridiculous Pedagogue ? he would take upon him to give inſtruttions, not 
only to a child, but to a perſon wiſer than himſelf. He prates, as if a ſubjett was to com- M 
mand an Emperour, and an Emperour, that is not ignorant in the art of Governing, 'and he 
believes himſelf excellent in that ſcience. But [would fain know, where he learned it. For 
my part,1 was brought up to it from my Cradle, receiving continual inſtruttions from my 
Father, Brothers,7ncles, Coufins,Grand-father, Great-Grand-father, and many other great 
Princes, from whom Iam deſcended both by tbe father and mother, without ſo much as 
mentioning the ſeeds of vertue, which Nature mingles with the bloed of thaſe; ſhe deſigns 

all command: For by the ſame reaſon as children are obſerved ts reſemble their Parents, 
not only in the lineaments of their face, and the qualities of their mind, but in their very 
geſtures, inclinations and attions, by the ſame reaſon thoſe, who proceed fram a Race ac* 
cuſtomed to dominion, do receive with their exiftence a diſpoſition, that makes them ca- 
pable of all the impreſſions neceſſary for the formation of a great Prince. I thetefore may 
ſay, that, when my mother carried me in her womb, and even before Twas brought into the 
World, 7 was inſtrufled in the art of Governing, . and yet a pr ivate; perſon, whoſe thoughts 
have nothing in them that is noble and ſublime, has the confidence to give me Counſel .in 
the' Conduit and Regiment of my Empire, which ta him is an impenetrable myſtery. 
1n this manner Cazw conceiv'd. every , day more- and more. averſion to: Macro, .en- 
dezvouring to charge him with falfe crimes, . but ſuch as might at: leaſt .carry-in-them 
ſome appearance ot truth ; ang of this fort-he believed he had found one: by theſe 
words, which fell from Macro upon a time. _ | 43 {4 
The Emperour ts of my making, and has no leſs obligation to me,'than to thoſe who brought 
hirinto the World.. Three times by my prayers ton eons ne 1 reſcued him from 
the fury of Tiberius, who would bave put him to death ; and when:Tiberius, who would have 
«os. | | rr t $21 1 fue 
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A put him to death; and when Tiberius died, 7 caus'd him to be declared Emperour by the 
Guards, which were under my Command, remonſtrat ing and inculcating to them, that the 
only way to keep the Empire entire was to pay obedience but to one perſoty. 

Many people approved this diſcourſe in Macro, as knowing it was true, and not yet 
underſtanding the inconſtancy and diſſimulation of Caius : But not many. .days aitet 
the unfortunate Macro and his wife were put to death ; which was all the recompence 
that the ingratitude of Cazus afforded to the fidelity of his ſervant, tor having ſecur'd 
him againſt death, and advanc'd him to the Empire. Some fay, Macro was compelled 
to kill himſelf, and that his wife did the fame, though it was-more than ſuſpected Cai- 
ws had been kinder to her formerly. But what is more unconſtant than love, by reaſon 
B of the frequent exceptions and diſguſts that happen, where the affteQion is irregular? 
Nay fo inſatiable was the cruelry of Caizs, that he put to death the whole family of 
Macro, leaving not ſo much as one of his Servants alive. 
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CHAP. V. 


Caius cauſed his Father in Law Marcus Syllanus to be ſlain for giving him 
wiſe Counſel : and the Murder of him was followed by the Execution 
of ſeveral others. | 


HEN this perfidious Prince had in this manner quitted himſelf of his Compe- 
titor in the Empire, and of a perſon to whom he _ ought both his authority 
and life, there was a third deſign that remained'to be executed, to the per- 

petration of which he imploy'd his utmoſt addreſs. His father-in-Law Afarcus'Sylanus 

( who was a perſon of great Generoſity, and of illuſtrious extraQtion ) after the deathi 

of his daughter who died very young ) continued to Cazus the affeftion of an own fas 

ther rather than of a father-in-Law, believing that, though the Princeſs was dead, he 
could not but have the fame ſentiments for him. Upon this ſcore he ſpake ro him 

D With great liberty about the meaſures, which he was to take by his ations to anſwer 
the hopes which were conceived of him: But Cazus, being ſo vain an Opiniaſter, that 
inſtead ofowning or mending his faults, heflattered himfelt with a Fancy, that he was 
excellent in all kinds of vertues, and look'd upon thoſe as hisEnemies, who gave him 
good counſel, he perverted the good counſel of Sy//anus, reputed it anrinſolence,grew in- 

{upportable towards him, and could not endure any longer to have him an impediment 
to the irregularity of his paſſions. After this he baniſh'd as well out of his thoughts as 

his heart the remembrance of his wife,and by more than barbarous Cruelty cauſed him 

to be put to death for Treaſon, from whom ſhe had received life, and who ought to 
have been reſpected by him as an own father. The noiſe of this murder, which was 
followed by the execution of ſeveral others the moſt conſiderable in the Empire, was 
ſpread all over the World : every body ſpake of it with horrour, but in private, their 
fear obſtruQting the publication of their reſentment. Nevertheleſs the people being eaſily 
deluded, and not without difficulty to be perſwaded that a Pririce, who had appeared 
ſo good and fo gentle, ſhould be fo ſuddenly changed. Tr was faid in his excuſe, 7hat, 
as tothe deathof the young Tiberius,the Soveraign power could not admit of a Partner: That 
he was only prevented by Caius; for if his age woald have permitted, he would have trea- 
ted him in the ſame manner : That it was perhaps by the Providence of God, and for the 
benefit of the whole World, that Tiberius loft hrs life, to ſecure the Empire from Civil 
and Foreign Wars, which would have divided in fattions by the ſeveral great perſons, 
who would have eſpouſed the intereſt both of the one and the other: That nothing is more 
defirable than peace ; That peace cannot ſubfſt but by good condutt in the Provinces ; and 
that a Province cannot be well govern'd, unleſs the Government be in a finple perſon whoſe 
authority maintains all things in quiet and repoſe : That, as to Macro, he was grown ſo 
fawcy and proud, that in appearance he had quite forgot that excellent 'Airetion of the 

Oracle at Delphos, Noſce teipſum, which is a thing ſo neceſsary, that with the knowledge 

of ones ſelf one cannot fail to be happy, nor avoid being unhappy, when it is pry evans. 
That it was inſupportable for Macro to ſet himſelf up above the Emperonr, as if it was 
not bis office to command, and the ſubjetts to obey: In this manner it was that the ignorant 


either out of flattery or folly _—_—_—_— the wholſome counſels of Macto: anil as for Sy 


G& lanus, it was ſaid, that it was ridiculous in Fim' to pretend to as muth poiber over his fou® 
in-Law,as a father has over own his ſon, ſeeing, thoſe fathers, who are but Citizens, to _

mit without trouble to their own Children, when they are advanced to any dignity or of- 
fice, and that it was imprudently done in him to imagine, that, being but bis father-in- 
Law, he ſhould have a right to interpoſe in publick affairs, without confidering that bis 
alliance with the Emperour was extinguiſhed by the death of his Daughter , Marriages 
being but outward ligaments, which, though they jayn Families together as preſent, yet 
they are broken _ the death of either of tbe parties. 
This was the diſcourſe, which was uſed in ſome of their aſſemblies ro excuſe the 
's cruelty, for there having been none of his predeceſlors, of whoſe meekneſs 
and bounty they had conceived a better opinion, they could not ( as I hays ſaid ) imas 
gine he ſhould be fo changed in a Moment.

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CHAP VI. 


Caius requires the veneration of one of the Gods, 


Heſe horridand criminal ations paſſed in the mind of Caias for ſo many victories, 
obtain'd againſt the moſt conſiderable perſans of his Empire ; For his fury had 
extinguiſhed the luſtre of the Imperial Famuly in the bload of his Coulin young 7 iberius 
whom he ought in juſtice to have taken into the partnerſhip of the Government. His 
abominable inhumanity had exaſperated the Senate by the death of Sy//aas his father-in- 
Law, who was one of their greateſt arnaments; and his horrible jingratizuye had raken 
away the life of Macro, 2 perſon of the firſt Rank in his Court, and to whom hg was 
oblig'd particularly for the Grandeur, to which he wasadvanc'd. 

Having perpetrated theſe great things, he believed, that, there being no body left, 
who durſt oppoſe himſelf agaioſt his pleaſure, be ought not to be fatisfied with the 
greateſt honqurs, that could be cankerr'd upan man; but that he might expet and 
challenge what was given to the Gadsand it js reported,that to periwade himlelt to fo 
ſtrange an extravagance,his argument was thus: 


As thoſe, who condutt and have the care of Herds of Cattel whether Oxen, or Sheep L 


or Deer, are neither Oxen, nor Sheep, nor Deer themſelves, but men of a ature infr 
witely more excellent,than the nature 7, thefe animals : ſo they, wha bave the command of 
all the men and Creatures in the World,ought to be confidered as more excellent than men, 
and receive revereuxce like Geds. 

Having admitted this ridiculous fancy into his head, and taken the boldneſs to pyb- 
lich it, he came by degreey to the eftefts : He began firſt to defire to be reverenced as 
one of the demy-Gods, ſuch as Succhus, Hercules, Caſtor and Pellux, Tryphon, Amr 
phiarus, Amphilecus, and: athers; but he laugh'd at their Oracles and Ceremonies, and 
raviſh's them from them, that they might be attributed to himſelf, 


He c his habit and dreſs like a player. Sometimes to perſonate Hercules he 


were a Lion s skin about his ſhoulders, and a Club in bis hand; fomerimes he wore 2 
Hat like Caſtor and Palkex ; 3nd fornetimes in imitation of Baccbus he wore the skin gf 
a young Hind. But in this point he dificned from thoſe pretended Deities, that, where- 
as they were contented. with their reſpeRive and particular Ceremonies without en» 
vying what was -conkferr d upon the reſt, he required them all, that he might be accoun- 
ted aboye them. 

Nevertheleſs, that which contracted the great arong of ſpeftators, was not that he 
had three bodies like Gerioz, but becauſe he transformed himſelf into as many differcar 
ſhapes as Proteus; who, as 4/omer deſcribes, changed himiclf into ſeveral Elements, 
Animals, and Plants. 


+ But, Cavs, this vain reſemblance with rheſe Demy-Gads was not the thing,you ought N 


to have aticod; you. were rather to have imitated their ations and vertue. Hercules by 
his glorious labqurs. delivered both Land and Sea from fuch Monſters, as traubled the 
repole of mankind : Bacchus, who was the firſt chat planted the Vine, brought a liquor

ders that he ſhould command them, andall toimitate the fury ofthat Deity, who breath'd 
nothing but Slaughter and Blood. So extraordinary a Spectacle fill'd with aſtoniſhment 
the Minds of his Peopte, who could not ſufficiently admire, that he ſhould pretend

The ancient Inhabitants of Alexandria take occaſion of Caius's animoſity to the Jews, to do 
them all imaginable miſchief : They demoliſh moſt of their Oratories, and erett Statues 

e& of Caius in their places; /ndignities that were never prattiſed under Auguſtus or 
Tiberius. The Praiſes of Auguſtus, | 


HEN the Pique, which this Emperonr had againſt the Fews, came firſt to the 
knowledge ot the Inhabitants of Alexandria, who had had always a mortal 

and inveterate Quarrel againſt them, they thought they could never have 2 fairer op- 
portunity to revenge themſelves; and therefore, as if they had recerved Orders to that 
purpoſe from the Emperour, or, having overcome the Fews in Battel, the right of War 
had expoſed them to their fury, They tell upon-them with irreſiſtable violence, forced 
their Houſes, turned their Families out of doors, fack'd, plundered, and carried away all 
G the beſt of their Goods, and that not in the night like Thieves, who were feartul of 
puniſhment, but at noon day, expoſing and ſhewing what they had taken to every won 
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they met, as if they had been their own, and bought with their Money ; ſome of them, H 
by a deteſtable affociation in that impious aCtion, ſharing their plunder in the Market- 
place in the preſence of thoſe very Perſons which they had robb'd, and added mockery 
to their violence.

Bur What is it to tive brought fuch People'ro indigence 'as were rich and ſplendid 
before ; to have forced them from their Houſes, -and expoſed them like Vagabonds to 
all the injuries of the Air? Theſe inhumane Alexandrians drove the Jews with their 
Wives and Children from all PULAOLANS Town to coepthem ap like Beaſts in ſoctoſgp

Aland ie hey Oe % them of their Goods,and;burnt the Merchants 
alive ; ſome in fires, made, of the wood. of their own:Velſels; others inthe middle of the 
City,: arid that in 2 way more cruel than the other; becauſe their fire, being made ofa

In. ſhort, Nothing was able to. reſtrain their madneſs ; for inſtead'of apprehendin 
puniſhment or Correction, they underſtood the hatred which' Caiz# had conceived M 
againſt the Jews, and that nothing would pleaſe him better, than to have them treated 
with that terrible Cruelty. ; 

Again, to cajole the Spirit of this Prince by their new flatteries, to oppreſs and de- 
ſtroy us with more ſecurity, and invade and ſubyert our Laws without fear, they ſet up 
his Statues in ſuch Oratories, as they were not able to demoliſh by reaſon of the great 
number of Jews which gave themoppoſition; and that, which they erected in the prin- 
cipal of all the Oratories, was placed ina Chariot drawn with four Horſes in Braſs, in 
which rhey were ſo ardently zealous, that having no Horſes lately caſt, they took them 
out of the place appropriated to their publick Exerciſes, lame and crippled as they were, 
andas wasreported,..made antiently for Queen Cleopatra, the laſtof that Name: Which N 
action of theirs ought rather to haye offended Caius than otherwiſe; for ſecing heaffet- 
ed fuch extraordinary honours, though the Horſes had been new, yer having been made 
for a Woman, they were unworthy of him; and though they were ſet up in favour of 
hbim,yet they were too much ſpoiled and imperfect togive himfatisfaCion. Beſides they 
thought they ſhould merit very much by changing theſe Oratories into Temples, to 
avgment the number of thoſe which were dedicated to him; which nevertheleſsthey did 
not ſo much in honour of him, as in hatred to our Nation. And of this there needs no 
better proof,than that for. three hundred years together, during the reignof ten of their 
K.ngs, they never conſecrated a Statue to any of them in their Chappels, though they 
placed their Kings in the rank of their Gods, and gave that Title to ſome of them. And O 
it 15 a0. wonder, that, though they knew they were but Men, they ſhould honour their 
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A Princes like Gods, ſeeing: rhey paid the fame adoration to Dogs, Wolfs, Lyons, 
Crocodiles, and ſeveral other amphibious' Creatures, inſornuch 4s all Ezypr is 6 ot 
Temples, Alrars, and Groves conſecrated to their Honour. 7 
But as they were the greateſt Flatterers'in the World and conſidered the Fortune more 
thanthe perſon of any Prince,they will anſwer perhaps,” That the Roman Emperors being 
more puiſſant and proſperous than their own Kings,” it was but juſtice to give them more 
Honour. What anſwer can be more ridiculous? For why then did rhey not give the ſame 
Honour to Tiberius, towhom Caius was obliged for his Empire, ſince thar Prince reigned 
three and twenty years with ſuch prudence and felicity, that he preſerved to hp = 
day, not only the Greet Provinces,but'the Barbarous in profound Peace, and the'enjoy- 
ment of all things? Was it that in his Birth he was inferiour to Caius ? He excell'd hirh 
on both ſides, both by the Father and Mother. Was it that his Education or Learning 
was leſs > What Perſon in his time was wifer or more eloquent > Was it that his years 
were not ſo many, and by conſequence his Experience not ſo great > What Emperot 
ever ended his days ina happier old Age? And even in his Youth was not his capacity 
and judgment wonderful ; which is not commonly acquired but by number of yeats? 
yet you never thought him worthy of ſuch extraordinary Honour. | 
What ſhall I fay likewiſe of that ineſtimable Prince, who ſeemed by the Eniinence of 
his Verrues, (to be raiſed above the condition of Men ; and by the multitude of his 
good deeds, andthe felicity of his Reign, was the firſt who merited the Glorious Name 
of Auguſtus,and having received it himſelf from no Body, tranſmitted ir to his Poſterity? 
The Sea was in oppoſitionagainſt the Land,and the Land againſt the'Sea. Europe was 
in Arms againſt fa, and Afra againſt Europe. All the Grandees of the Empire divi- 
ded to determine who ſhould remain Maſter, and it may be faid, that the whole Rateof 
Mankind was ready to periſh by this bloody and cruel War kindleJ at the fame time in 
all parts of the World ; when in fo horriblea Tempeſt this great Prince took the Rud- 
der into his own hand, reſtored Peace to the whole World, renewed Plenty and Trade; 
civilizd the Manners of the moſt barbarous Nations, overwhelm'd as it were all the 
great Towns with ſo much happineſs, that they might have paſs'd for Free States, main- 
rain'd Peace, encouraged Juſtice, and forbore not unceflantly to pour out his Favours 
upon the People with full hands, even to the end of his-days. | 
This incomparable Emperour had Egypt under his Dominion for three and ſotty 
years together ; yet you never paid him that honour which you have done toCaiws; you 
ſet not. up his Statues in the Oratories of the Jews, though never Prince deſerved (d 
much reverence as he,not only as he was the Foundation'ot the Auguſt Imperial Family; 
But as he was the Uniter of that Sovereign Power, which was divided before, and uſed it 
with ſuch moderation, that thereby he procured the publick Felicity, there being nothing 
more certain than that ſaying of the Antients, The Government by many is maſt dangerous 
in reſpet of the miſchiefs which do follow their diverfity of Judgment. The Example like- 
wiſe of other People ought to have obliged you; 4 in all other places they paid him 
Divine Henour, and conſecrated many rich Temples to him, ſuch as are not to be 
ſeen (either Antient or Modern) in other Towns, and particularly iti A/exandria+ 
For what other is comparable to that, which upon his account bears the Name of 
Sebaſtian,built near the Port, and in ſuch eſteem with Mariners and Sea-men ? It'is 
ſo ſpacious and lofty, it is viſible afar off. Ir is full of excellent Pidttres, admirable 
Statues, and other rich Preſents both of Silver arid Gold, thathave been offered by great 
Perſons; nothing is more Magnificent than its Portico's, its Choire, its Galleries, irs'Li- 
brary, and its Grove. In ſo general a Concourſe bf People, could any Man of feriſe fay, 
That this was not topay Auguſtus all the honour that was due to him, except putting up his 
Statues in the Oratories of the Jews? No without doubt: But that which hindred it 
then was, that they underſtood that incomparable Prince took as much pleafiire to ſee 
every Body live regularly,and according tothe Laws of their Country, as tis did care to 
have the Roman Laws put in execution ; and if he received any horiouts extraordinary 
from the blindneſs of his adorers, it was not that he approved it himſelf, but that he 
thought it might coriduce toelevate and enhance the Grandure and Majeſty of the Em- 
pire. For what can bea greater inſtance of his Moderation, arid that he would not fuf- 
ter himſelf to be puffed up or dazled by the vanity or extravagance of their reſpects; 
than that he would never admit the Title either of a God ora Maſter > And'indeed not 
only rejected that flattery, but expreſſed great approbatior! of the horror aid dereſtation 
of thoſe which declare for ſuch things? Otherwife how could he have ftrcrieted thirthe 
Jews(the greateſt part of whom have been enfranchifſed byſuch Maſters as hdd taken therfi 
Priſoners tn the Wars) ſhould be allowed to poſſeſs in Rome fo great part of rhe _ 
Bbbb z 
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your deſigns; be ſure. you do not neglet toimprove it to your advantage: Tou have a Maſter 


as lies beyond the 7iber? He, was not ignorant that they had their Oratories, where H 
they met for their Devotions, eſpecially on their Sabbath day'; That they raiſed their 
Tenths to ſend them to Jeruſalem, and that they offered their Sacrifices there alſo: Yer 
he did not Baniſh them from-Reme; and he was fo far from aboliſhing their Religion, 
or ſubverting their Laws-and their Cuſtoms,that he gave rich Preferts ro our Temple, 
Aacndeins that every day Sacrifice ſhould be made to God Almighty, which is ob- 
ſerved to this day, 'and will be obſerved for ever, and remain ;an etcroal Mark of the 
Vertue of that incomparable Emperovr. 
. | He ordered likewiſe that the Fews;ſhould be compriſed in the publick diſtributions of 
Money and Garo,which were made-among the-People in certain Months; and if it hap- 
pened thoſe Diſtributions were made ypon their Sabbath-day,at which timeit is not per- 
mitted among them todoor receive any thing; eſpecially for their own profit and advan- 
tage, he took care that their Portions ſhould be reſerved, and delivered the next day ; 
which made the Jews ſo conſiderableamong other Nations, that, though naturally they 
had no kindneſs for them, yet they durſt not moleſt them 1n the exerciſe of their Re- 


on. | 

wo Tiberius treated themin the fame ſort, though Sejavus did what he could by his 
Calumaies to ruine thoſe who inhabited at Rome, becauſe he knew they could not be 
brought to joyn in; his abominable Conſpiracy againſt his Maſter. And this Prince 
ſent afterwards toall the Governors of Provinces, that, except ſome few who had*been 
medling in that Plot, all the reſt of the Fews ſhould -be well treated, and not obliged to 
change any thing of their Cuſtoms; becauſe they were: naturally peaceable, and had no- 
thing either in their Laws or Magners contrary or inconſiſtent with rhe Tranquillity of 
the Empire. 1 of

CHAP.:'X. 
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Caius being already inraged againſt, the Jews of Alexandria, [was much exaſperated by 
an Egyptian called Helico, who: had been formerly a Slave, but was then jn very L 
great favour, | 


AIUS having paſled to that degree of Vanity, as not only to pronounce, but to 
believe himſelfa God, he found na People either among the Greeks or. Barbarians 
more ready than the A/exandrians to humour him in his extravagant imagination: For 
there areno People more ſubtile, more hypacritical, more flattering, nor greater lovers 
of Confuſion and, Trouble, than the Inhabitants of that Town. And ſo little is their re- 
ſped for the Name of God,that they makeno difficulty to attribute it to /45, and ſeveral 
other Creatures. And as they are very prodigal of that Honour, they do eaſily delude 
ſuch as are not acquainted with that.impiety in the Egyprzans,whereas it is impoſlible to 
do ſo with theſe, who do know and deteſt it. 

Caius being ignorant of their cunning, ſuppoſed it was real and not pretended, that 
they thought him a God, becauſe they proclaim'd it publickly, and with all the Forma- 
liry and Acclamations, wherewith they were accuſtomed to declare their reſpects to- 
wards their Gods ; beſides, he conſidered the Sacrileges they had committed upon our 
Oratories, as.a great. teſtimony of their Zeal; and there were no Poems or Hiſtories 
that he could read with ſo much delight and pleaſure, as the Relations that were ſent 
him upon that Subject. | 
-; Thoſe who made it their buſineſs to applaud or decry what-ever lik'd or diſpleaſed 
him, contributed much to that humour ; for moſt of them were Egyptians, and unfortu- N 
ate Slaves, brought-up from their Infancy in that abominable errour, which prompted 
them to pay. Divine Worſhip to Serpents and Crocodiles. The chief of this abominable 
Band was a wicked Fellow. called #/ico, who by his ill practices had wrought himſelf 
into: the Court. He had ſoine- ſmattering of Letters, and he, whoſe Slave he was firſt, 
and had taught hun his knowledge, preſented him to 7iberixs : But that Prince had ne- 
ver any great eſteem for him,by reaſon that'the manner, in which he had been educated 
in his youth, had rendred him grave and ſevere, and made him deſpiſe every: thing that 
was-not ſerious... When after his.death Cas ſucceeded to the Empire, this dangerous 
Creature obſerving that there was gothingdiſſohute or voluptuous, to which Caz#s was nor 
inclined, faid thus to-himfelf; Now 7s the time, Helico, that muſt needs be favourable ro O 


as 
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A as you would defire yeur ſelf. - Ton have. acceſs, and ere- accefitable to bin 5 your wit is 
fiyatle enough; you have a facalty in Drolling; and theſe tricks and inventions which are 
ſoapt ro diſpoſe People to mirth, are your excellence and element; you are werſed in the 
Liberal and all other Sciences , you do not only know how to pleaſe by your flatteries, but 
ty expreſſions, whoſe cunning (the more dangerous by how much it is more ſecret and occult) 
excites ſuſpicion and indignation againſt rhem,. whom you have a defign t0 prejudice, when 
your Mafter. is in an humaur to hear you; and that he is ready almoſt always to do; ſo 
much is he diſpoſed to hear anything of Calumny or Reproach ; you need not trouble your 
ſelf much for ſubjeft, for with that the Jews will abundantly ſupply you, tyon have no more 
to do but to declaim againſt their Laws and their Cuſtoms, and that you have learned from 
B your Infancy, not only from particular Perſons, but from moſt of the Inhabitants of Ale- 
xandria. Let us ſes then what you can do. 

Theſe things running in Zelico's head, he ſtirred not from Caius either night or day ; 
and inthe times of his private relaxations and divertiſements, he lett no opportunity of 
incenſing him againſt the Jews by his forgeries and ſuggeſtions ; which were the more 
cffeftual by being ſlyly and wittily delivered; for he would not profeſs himſelf their 
Enemy, but acted cunniogly and ſubtilly ; by which means he did them more miſchief 
than it he had openly declared himſelf. 

When the Embaſſadors of the Inhabitants of A4/exandria, who had acted fo cruelly 
againſt us, underſtood how much this wretched Man was ſerviceable totlien, they gave 
C him not only Money, but hopes of procuring him great Honours, as foon as the Empe- 
ror ſhould come to 4/exandria, where they did not queſtion, but he would ſuddenly be; 
and. on the other ſide there was nothing but he promiſed them, ſo much did he hu 
himſelf in the hopes of receiving thoſe great Honours in the preſence of the Embaſla- 
dors, who would not 1ail to- repair toſo famous a City, from all parts of the World, to 
pay their Complements to ſo great a Prince. | 

Having, no knowledge that we had an Enemy. ſo dangerous and conſiderable as Fe 
lico, we aumed, only to defend our ſelves againſt ſuch as were profeſſed :: But when we 
found it we applyed all our Intereſt and Induſtry to ſweeten and take hini off: Ns 
Man did,. or could do us more miſchief than he; tor he was one at all Games at all Re- 
D creations, Feaſts, and Debaucheries with Caius ; his/Office of firſt Gentlethan of the 
Bed-Chamber. (which was one of the beſt places about the Court) gave him the ad- 
vantage of his Ear when-ever he deſired, and his Maſter took great pleaſure in hear- 
ing him: He laid aſide all other deſigns, and intended nothing./fo earneſtly, as to ruine 
us by his Calumnies and Scandals, which he did with fo much artifice, and mingled 
them with his Jokes in ſo pleaſant a manner, under pretence of entertaining of C#iu, 
rather than malice to us, that he made ſuchan impreſiion againſt us in the Emperour's 
mind,as we could never extinguiſh. 


CHAP. XL 


The Jews of Alexandria- appoznt an Embaſſy to Caius to i ug ng their Sufferings; "in 
which Embaſſy Philo is chief. Caius receives them kindly in appearance; but Philo 
found he was not to be truſted. 


AF we had tried all our skill to make Helico our Friend, finding it was but labour 
in vain, becauſe he was ſo inſolent and proud no Body durſt come near him, and 
not knowing beſides whether it was trom any perſonal or particular ſpleen againſt us, 
that he provoked and exaſperated the Emperor to,our Deſtruction, -we concluded to 
F ſteer another Courſe, and reſolved to preſent a Petition to. the Emperour, which ſhould 
contain in ſhort what we had temonſtrated not long before-to King [Ag#ippa, when he 
was at Alexandria, in his paſſage to Syria, to take poſſeſſion of that-Kingdom, which 
had been conferred upon him by Caius : Hereupon we departed for Rome,: ſecure; as 
we thought, of finding the Emperour an equitable Judge, whereas we could not have 
had a mortaller Enemy. He received us in the field of Mars, as he was coming out of 
his Mother's Gardens ; his Countenance waspleafant and cheartul, his Words obliging, 
he made a ſign with his hand that he would be our Friend, and ſent us Word afterward 


by the Maſter of the Ceremonies called Homus, that he would hear. our buſineſs at lei-. 
ſure: Inſomuch as there was not one of thoſe who were. preſent, nor indeed one of 


G ovr whole Nation (unleſs of more than ordinary ſagacity }. that believed not our Em- 
baſſy would ſucceed to our deſires, and every Body came and Complemented ustheres 
| gapon? 
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-upon: But "my age and experience in, Mundane Afairs giving me a farther proſpet H 
and penetration, that which tranſported other People became ſuſpetted by me; for l 
reaſoned thus with my felf: | 
. How comes it to paſs that Embaſſadors being here from all Quarters of the World, we 
fhould be the only perſons, to whom the Emperour ſhould vouchſafe to ſend word, that he 
would give ts Audience > For, do's not he know, that being Jews we ſhould think our ſelves 
happy to be treated like other People > Can we without folly expect favour extraordinary 
from a young Prince of another Nation, or believe that he has not greater inclination for 
the Prins Mile than for us, and makes ſuch haſte to determine our bufineſs in obligation 
ro them? T wiſh to God that, inſtead of being an equal Arbitrator, bis ſentence be not Ar- 
bitrary,and that he does not prove himſelf our Enemy and their Proteftor. [ 
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CHAP, XII. 


Philo and his Collegues diſcover, that Caius had commanded Petronius the Governour of 
Syria to ſet up his Statue in the Temple of Hieruſalem, 


Hilſt theſe thoughts were in my head,” and geve me no quiet either night or 
day, another misfortune that could not be foreſeen, and portended not on- K 
ly the deſtruction of a part, but of the whole Nation of the Fews, fell out to accom- 
pliſhmy trouble. We waited upon the Emperour to Puteo/i; to which place being 
retired along the River for diverſion, heentertain'd'himſelf in the Houſes of Pleaſure, 
which are numerous, and vefy Magnificent, not thinking in the leaſt of our Afair, 
though he had ordered us to follow the Court, and we were ready, expecting every 
hour, when he ſhould have decided our Controverſie; when on a ſuddain a certain 

Perſon came to us, with his Eyes ſtaring, his Breath ſpent, and an univerſal diſcom- 
poſure in his Looks ; he took ſome of us aſide, and faid, Fave ye not heard the terrible 
News He would have proceeded, but his Tears cameo faſt upon him, that they 
ſtifled his Words ſo ſtrangely, that, do what he could, it was not poſliblefor him to go 
on. One may eaſily conceive our aſtoniſhment and ſurprize. We conjur d him to tell us 
the cauſe of his afflition, ſeeing it was nothing in appearance but for weeping before us ; 
and if the occaſion was worthy of ſo many tears, it was but juit (being ated to ſor- 
rows as we had been) that we ſhould conſent,and add our Compaſſion to his. He made anew 
effort, and told us with more fighs than words, The Ruine of our Temple is decreed; for 

the Emperour has ordered his Statue to be ſet up in the Sanftuary, and to give the Name 
of Jupiter to it as an Inſcription. The unexpetedneſs of the News made us almoſt im- 
movable, and it was quickly confirmed to us by other People. We immediately re- 
tired, and ſhut our ſelves up in our Lodgings, to lament the general deſtruction of our 

Nation, and ſorrow being Eloquent, what was it that it did not prompt us tofſay? M 

Having in this manner exposd our ſelves in the midſt of Winter to the perils of a 
dangerous Voyage in hopes to have found ſome redreſs for our Sufferings, we mer up- 
on the Land witha Tempeſt much more cruel, than thoſe which happen at Sea, becauſe 
they are Natural, and by conſequence ſupportable ; whereas this was cauſed by a Man, 
who had nothing Humane bur his Shape, by a young Prince, who lov'd nothing but 

Change and Trouble, and who ſeeing his Will and Pleaſure ſuſtained by the whole 
Power of the Empire, he ſuffered himſelf tobe carried away without any reſtraint to all 
Licentiouſneſs and Tyranny z which was an Evil the more great and deplorable, be- 
cauſe not capable of any viſible remedy. For who durſt be ſo bold as to repreſent to 
him, that it was not conſiſtent with his duty to violate the ſanctity of the moſt 4ugy/t N 
Temple in the World Or could one indeed, without the lofs of his Life, have remon- 
ftrated againſt ſo greatan impiety ? 

Let us die then ( ſaid we among our ſelves) ſeeing nothing can be more honourable, than 
to lay down our Lives in defence of our Laws. But our Death not being able to produce 
any good effett, aud being Embaſſadors as we are, may it not be to augment the afflition 

of thoſe who ſent us, and give advantage to Juch of our own Nation, as have no friendſhip 

for us, toſay, that to deliver our ſelves from ſome preſent inconvenience, we deſerted 
rhe Intereſt of the Publick > Though the lefſer Intereſts are always to give place ro the 
greater, and Private to Publick. For in the ſubverfion of Government, ail the Laws, 

by which its Grandeur and Confiſtence was maintained, dofor the moſt part ſuffer the ſame O 

Fate, and are abolifhed with it.

If it be 04jedted, Thar ſeeing which way foever we reſolve, no ſucceſs is to be ex-

When we had remained filent tor a time; we faid to himyj\ who brought us rhe firſt 
ill. News, /#hy do you content your ſelf, by having thrown an unhappy word'among 'us, to 
have kindied an univerſal trouble in our minds, which as a fing/e Spark will grow to'a 
Flame, and do not tell us, what it is that hath tranſported the. Emperour to;fb' extrava- 
gant a reſolution ? | TE | 

_ .. Every body knows (replied the Perſon) that he would be reverenced as a:God';' and be- 
cauſe he is perſwaded, that the Jews are the only Perſons,who will not acknowledge bim for 

C ſach, he believes he cannot any way «fflict and puniſh them more, than by difſhonouring the 
Majeſty, and profaning the ſanitity of their Temple, which be knows is the moſt beautiful 
in the World, decorated and enriched with the Preſents of ſo many Ages, which no doubt, 
but his boldneſs and impiety will tempt him to ſeize. - 

Capito, a Commiſſioner for the receipt of the Tributes in Judea, has irritated him like« 
wiſe againſt us by Letters whichhe has writ.This Capito having little or no Fortune before, 
he was ſent into this Province, and having feathered his Neſt well by his exattion' fnce his 
came, he has a mind toprevent by his Calumnies the juſt Complaints, whichiheapprehended 
the Jews would make againſt him, and he has made uſe f the. occafion aforeſardl, : :; 

Jamnia zs one of the moſt populous Towns in Judea, and all its Inhabitants are; Jews, ex- 

D cept ſome few Strangers, who(unhappily for us are come thithertogequaint: themſelves with 
the neighbouring Provinces, Their averfion for our Manners aud Cuſtoms 75. ſo great, that 
they ceaſe not to do us all the miſchief that they are able; to ua; and underſtanding that 
Caius was inflamed with an idle paſſion to be wor ſhipped as a God, and that on that account 
he had conceived a mortal hatred againſt us, they thought they could never hope for a fairer 
opportunity to deſtroy us. Wherefore they erected an Altar of Brick »pon no other defign, 

ut becauſe they were ſure we would never ſuffer the Laws of our Anceſtors. to be violated 
in that manner ; and their Malice and Cunning has had the effett which was intended. For 
the Jews having. pull'd down their Altar, they who ſet it up, made complaint immediately 
to Capito, who was the Contriver of the Plot, on purpoſe to: ruine their Fellow Citizens. 

E This wicked Man, tranſported as it were to have ſucceeded ſo. far, failed not to write to 

Caius, exaggerating every thing, and adding much to the truth, to provoke him the more, 

The violent and pus Ercar Emperour no ſooner had the news, but he commanded, that in« 
ſtead of an Altar of Brics, they ſhould ſet up a Statue of him as big as a Colollus, which 

was tobe gilt over withGold, and placed in the Temple of Jeruſalem ; in which reſolution 

he had two principal Ceuncellors, Helico that notorious Buffoon, and Apelles the: famous 

Comedian, who (as is reported) having proſtituted himſelf, and expoſed his beauty for 

Money when he was young, was now got upon the Theatre in his old age, and the modeſty of 

that profeſſion every Man knows. by theſe.gxcellent qualities theſe two excellent Perſons 

were got to be of Caius's Counſel. With the one he conſulted in matters of Railery aud 
F Wit; and with the other how ſuch a Speech was To be pronounced upon the Stage, not fo 
' much as concerning himſelf with the Peace and Tranquility of the Empire... Helico, being 

an Egyptian, bit us like an Aſp ; and Apglles being of Atcalon was no kinder than he. 
Every word, that this Perfbg ſpoke, was like a Dagger at.our. Hearts z buttheſe two 
wicked Councellors were not long without their Reward ; for Caius cauſed 4pelles to 
beclapt in Irons for other Crimes, and tortured him upon the Wheel, but with ſeveral 
intervals, to increaſe and ſpin out his puniſhmeat ; and | Claxdins ſucceeding Caius in 
the Empire, he put Helico to death for other conſiderable Reaſons. 
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CHAP. XII. 


Petronius his great trouble about executing the Order which he had received from Caius, 
to ſet up his Statue in the Temple of Jeruſalem, becauſe he was. ſenſible of the injuſtice 
of it, and foreſaw the ill Conſequences. 


1417/8 wrote then that his Statue ſhould be conſecrated, and ſet up in our Tem- 
'S ple, and omitted nothing, that might injoyn the Execution of that Order. He I 
commanded Petronius Governour of Syrta, to take half the Army, which was diſpoſed 
along the Exphrates todefend thoſe Countries againſt the Kings and People of the Eaſt, 
and to cauſe them toattend the Statue; not that they were to add to the Solemnity of 
its Conſecration, but to cut thoſe Fews in pieces, who ſhould have the boldneſs to op- 
poſe him. Is it ſo then, moſt cruel Prince, that, fore-ſeeing thele poor People will ſoon- 
er expoſe?themſelves to death, than ſuffer che violation of their Laws, and the propha- 
nation of their Temple,ſyou declare War againſt them, and ſend a formidable Army to 
conſecrate:your Statue by the Blood of fo many innocent Vittims, without ſparing ei- 
ther Women or Men? Wax, Vo 

[This Order gave Petronzus much trouble, by reaſon that on the one ſide he knew K 
Caius could not endure the leaſt delay in his obedience, and on the other ſide he ſaw 

- the execution of his Commands very difficult, becauſe the Jews would ſuffera thouſand 
deaths, rather than ſuffer any violation of their Religion : For, though all other People 
are tender of their Laws, yFetit comes far ſhort bf the bigottry of the Fews, who looku 
on theirs as Oracles given by God himſelf; they were brought up in it fromtheir youth; 
they have it engraven in-their hearts; they forbear nor to admire it ; they receive into 
the number-of their Citizens ſuch Strangers agembrace it; look upon thoſe as Enemies 
who deſpifeiit;and have fo'great a horrour for every thing that contradidts ir, thar 
there is neither Grandeur, norForrune, nor any Temporal Felicity able to tempt them 
to violate-ir: Nor istheze'any greaterevidence of their ReſpeCt and Veneration fortheir L 
Temple, rhanthar it is certain death forany of them todare to enter into the Sanctuary; 
but for there&-entranceas free to all thoſe of their Nation, of what Province foever. 

Petroniusrevolvingtheſe things in his mind, found the Enterprize ſo difficult, thathe 
made no haſt ro put it i execution ; and the more he-conſidered this affair, the morehe 
was perſwaded not to"roucly upon our” Religion, as well becauſe Juſtice and Piety ob- 
liged him to alter nothing there, as becauſe of the danger he was like to encounter, 
not only from the Judgment of God, but from the Reſiſtance of the Jews, who by that 
action would be driven to deſpair. He conſidered likewife the numerouſhteſs of that Na- 
tion, which is not like the reſt crowded” up in one Province, but difperſed in fo great 
numbers almoſt quite over the World, both upon the Continent and in the Iſlands,that M 
they are well nigh equal in number to the Natives. And this gave him occaſion to ap- 
prehend, that aſſembling together from all parts they ſhould kindle a War, that could not 
eaſily be extinguiſhed, ſeeing they were already very ſtrong in Jadea, no leſs Politick 
than Valiant; and ready to die with their Swords in their Hands, with invincible Cou- 
rage, rather than abandon the Laws of their Fathers fo excellently Juſt, though their 
Enemies would needs have them to be Barbarous. 

This wiſe Governor was apprehenſive likewiſe of ſuch of that Nation as inhabited 
beyond the Ewphrates,in Babylonand thoſe Provinces; for he knew for certain, as having 
ſeen it with his Eyes; that they ſent eygry year'to the Temple, under the Title of Fir/f- 
fruits, the Money which they called Z/o/y; without conſidering the danger of the ways, N 
how great ſoever it was, and all becauſe prompred by a principle of Devotion. So that 
he believed, arid not without reaſon, that as foon as the Jews ſhould have notice of the 
Conſecration of -this Status; they would put themſelves inſtantly into the Field, and 
block him up 6n every ſide.  - | 
"Theſe thoughts derained him for fome time ; but it put his mind into great agitation 
and trouble, when he conſtdered he had for his Maſter a young Prince, who knew no 
other Juſtice than-his Witl ; who covld notendure to be diſ-obeyed, let his Commands 
be never ſo unequal, and whoſe Pride and Preſumption tranſported him to that exceſs of 
tolly,that cauſing him to forget his Humanity, he would needs paſs fora God : So that 
he could neither execute nor decline the execution of his Orders without manifeſt dan- O 
ger of his Life; only there was this difference, he might fave it perhaps in the War,

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CHAP. XIV. 


Petranius gave Order for this Statue, but it went on but Nlowly. He eudeauoared in 
vain to perſwade the Jews to recejve it.

But by good Fortune jt hapaed, that 
they had time to deliberate, whilſt the Statue was making ; for there was none ſeat our 
of /taly, which, I ſuppoſe, God in his Mercy ſo ardered tor the fafety of his People, as 
alſo that there was. no diretion to take the handſomeſt and beſt . wrought that.could 
CG be ſound ia Syria, for without thatthe War had broke out ſo ſuddenly, that go remedy 
could have been found for ſogreat a miſchief. | 
Petroniu,having concluded tohave a Statue made,cauſed the ableſt Statuaries inPhe- 
#icia to be ſent for, furgiſhed them with Materials, and appointed Sydento.be  hafiacy 
as the moſt pope far ſuch 8 buſinefs., Having done o, he ſent far the Chief Priefts and 
iſtrates of the Zews,declared tothem the Emperor's: Command, and exhorted them 
to ſubmit, and not run themſelves jato Calamity and Troubles which would be others 
wiſe.unayoidable ; for the.greateſt. part. of the Army in; $yria had Orders to proceed 
with Fire and Sword .in caſe of diſobedience ;. And Petrenius did not doubt, but-if he 
could have prevailed with them, they canld heve.perſweded the reſt of the People, bur 
D he found himſelf miſtaken ; for this diſcourſe went ſo near them, that after for a while 
they had ſtood ſtill as immoveable,they brake out into Riversof Tears, tore their Beards 
-+heir Hair, and cry'dout with a voice interrupted with ſighs, Have we then lived to 
this hour, to ſee what our Anceſtory wever; beheld > But how can we poſſibly ſee it, who 
willchooſe rather to loſe our Eyes and our Life,than be Spattators of ſo horrible an im tety?

When they were keg in to Petronius (who was placed higher than the reſl)they 
threw themſelves before him upon the ground, bepting fhep Breaſts, and ſobbing, out 
ſs many ſighs, that nothing could be more pitifal;- and Petromus commanded 
them ro riſe. and come nearer, they were ſcarce to be perſwaded : At; length they aps 
proached with aſhes upon their Heads,their Eyes ſwimming with years, and thein blgngs 
F behind their Backs,sif they had been going to-Execution; and he,whg was Spoketnen 
for them all,delivergd hiaſelf to Perroriys in theſe Terms. Sir, 7o remave all pretence 
of aceuſin #5, of any. evil deſign, we are came not only withaut Arms, but without any in» 
tention wi making uſe of our Hands, which ere the Arms, that Nature bas given v0 gll 
Mankinid,, aud Y therefere preſent our ſelyes before you to be treated as you pleaſe; We 
have left our Houſes deſtitute, and brought our Wives aud our Childres aloug with ws, to 
the end we may join their inſtances mith our own, aud by your mediation (upplicate the Ems 
perer eather to preſerve or extingysſb. us all together. We are naturally lovers of Peace, 
and are the more impetuouſly inclined to it, becauſe our greateſt pleaſure being to Lring up 
our Children in our own way, there is nothing that conduces more t0.it. . When Caius was 
G. 4dvaxced to the Empire, and we oderfioed 3 by his Letters ro Vitellias (who was then 
Governoiy in Jerulalem, and in whoſe place you have ſucceeded) we gave him a 7, eſt imony 
of our joy, and ſignified it by publiſhing, the good neus through the rejt of the Cities, Our

If you will not 
grant us that favour, take away ou? hoes, whith ive can loſe with much more ſatisfattion, 
than behold the violation of our. Bleſſed Laws. . We are informed, that great Forces are 
Preparing to- fall upon and conſtrain us, in caſe we oppoſe our ſelves againft this Order ; 
bat we are not '{& imprudlent as'to\refiit our Mafter ; We will Jooner die, than entertain 
-any ſuch wicked Hefign : He may kill as, and tut us in pieces, if he pleaſes, without any ſuch 
"tawger ; we ores nothing of defence ; we will be rather our own Prieſts, and when we 
have ſacrificed our Wives, and our Children, and Relations, we will ſhed our oiwn Blood 
and mingle it with theirs, andexpire in petitioning God Almighty, that he would not jm- 
Pufe it to us as a Crime, ſeeing we do it not either for want of reſpeit to the Emperayr on the 
one fide nor for non-obſervance of our Laws on the other. But before we are reduced to that 
extremity, our Bumble requeſt to you, Sir, is, That (you would voychſafe us but ſome time,till

to the Emperor CAlUs CALIGULA. 


A Petronius did not incourage the Jews to ſend their Deputies towards the Emperor, 
becauſe he thought it not for their advantage to depend wholly upon the Capricio of a 
young Prince ; yet he did not abſolutely forbid them, becauſe he ſaw there was danger 
both on the one fide and the other. However, he wrote a Lttter. to Cazws , (without 
mentioning the Application which the Fews had made to him) imputing the Cauſe of 
the Delay on the Conſecration of the Statute to the Artiſts, who being to make it ex- 
cellent had required more time, that it might bedone more ſuitable tothe dignity of the 
Perſon it was deſign'd to repreſent. He thought by this trick to gain time, and it was 
likely Caias might comply, becauſe Harveſt was at hand, and he might very well appre- 
; hend that the Jews (being made deſperate, and not valuing their Lives, after the vio- 
lation of their Laws) tight burn their own Cornand deſtroy all their Fruit, which 
would be the more inconvenient, becauſe he was aſſured that Caius was upon a Voyage 
to Alexandria ; for it was not likely that he would expoſe himſelt wholiy to the dan- 
gers of the Sea, with ſo great a Train, but rather ſteer his Courſe along the Shore of 
Afa and Syria, where he might embark and diembark as he pleaſed, and have the 
benefit of his Long-boats (of which he had 209 in his Fleet) to ſupply it with Provi- 
ſions and Forage, which was requiſite to be prepared in great quantities in all the Towns 
in Syrza, but eſpecially the Ports, by reaſon of the vaſt Numbers which attended him 
as well from /taly as from all other parts of the World. 

It was not doubted but this. Letter would have been kindly received by Caius, and 
C that he would have approved of the delay, not in conſiderationof the Fews, but for the 
convenience of making ſuch proviſion of Viftuals, and therefore it was written and 
diſpatched. But the Choler of this Prince was fo inflamed at the reading of it, that 
-: Eyes ſparkled with fury, and clapping his Hands together in & great tranſport, he 
ſaid, 

How Petronius! Fave not yon yet learned to obey your Emperor 2 Tour great Employ- 
ments have puffed you up with Pride, and it ſeems you know nothing of Caius but his 
Name; but you ſhall know him better hereafter by your proper experience. Toa have more 
conſideration of the Laws of the Jews (who are my mortal Enemies) than for my Com- 
 mands who am your Prince. Tou apprehend their great numbers, as if you had not an Ar- 
D my as great and terrible to the King of Parthia and rhe whole Eaft ; yet your compaſſion 
for that pitiful Nation is ſtronger than your defire to pleaſe and obey me. Tou pretend 
(forſooth) the neceſſity of making ara for my paſſage to Alexandria ; as if 7 could not 
be accommodated from the neighbouring Provinces,and as if the plenty of other Countries 
were wot able to ſupply the ſterility of Judea. 

But why do I protraft and ſpend time in unprofitable Words? *Tis by the death of this 
impudent Fellow that I muſt corvince him of the greatneſs of his fault, aud that mine An» 
ger never ceaſes, though my Threatnings may. . 

This furious Prince returned an Anſwer to Petronius ; but being fearful of provok- 
ing ſuch of his Governors as were capable of raiſing Rebellion, and particularly thoſe 
E who commanded ſuch potent and large Provinces as that upon the Exphrates,and who 
had the command of fuch Armies as that which was then in $yrza, he diſſembled his 
Choler ; applauded the diſcretion and prudence of Petron:us; only adviſed him, by the 
by, not to protract the Conſecration of his Statue any longer, for ſeeing Harveſt was 
over, there could be no conſiderable reaſon to deferr it. 
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CHAP. -XVL 


King Agrippa comes #0 Rome, and being told by Caius that he would have his Sratue 
erefled in the Temple of Jeraſalem, he falls into a Swound ; having recolleted him- 
felf, he writes a Letter to Caws. | 


ofthe Letter from Petronius, nor of the Anſwer which Cazus had returned ; when 
xr ipps came to'pay his duty to the Emperor, he eaſily diſcovered by the manner 
of his reception that he was highly offended. He conſidered with himſelf whether ! 
he had done any thing that might diſguſt him; but remembring nothing of that,he con- 
cluded (as was true) that his Paſſion was againſt Some-body elſe. Nevertheleſs obſer. 
ving that that agitation of Spirit appeared not 1n his Countenance, bur when he caſt 
his Eyes upon him, his fear continued, and it came often into his mind to take notice of 
it to him ; but he forbore, leaſt by animprudent curioſity he ſhould pull the anger of his 
Prince, which was fixed upon cther People, upon himſelf. 

No Man ſeeing farther into People's thoughts than Cazzs, he quickly perceived that 
Agrippa was diſturbed,and told him ; 7 will tell you what you are ſo defirous to underſtand: 
Tou know me too well to be ignorant,that I ſpeak no leſs with my Eyes than withmy Tongue : 
Theſe honeſt Men of your Nation are the only People who diſdain to acknowledge me for a K 
God; and do ſeem to run themſelves deſperately into ruine by refuſing their obedience toan 
Order that I have given for the ſetting up-a Statue of Jupiter in their Temple. They have 
met together from all the Cittes and Countries to preſent a Petition, which in effect is no« 
thing but to teſtifie their contempt and diſereſpett tomy Commands. 

He would have proceeded, but Aerippa was ſurprized with fo violent a ſorrow, that 
he fainted before him, and had fallen down, had he not been ſuſtained by thoſe who 
were about him. He was carried off to his Lodgings, where he continued infenſible 
for a conſiderable time. 

The concernment of this poor Prince augmented the hatred that Caius had con- 
ceived againſt our Nation. /f Agrippa (faid he) who has always had an affetion for me, L 
and has been obliged to me by ſo many Favours, has ſo great a Paſſion for the Laws of 
his Country, that he is not able to endure that 7 ſhould croſs them, or ſo much as mention 
it to him, without hatred to his Life, what am I to expett from the reſt of the Jews, who 
are not obliged by any Conſiderations of me toabandon their Sentiments ? 

All that day, and a good part of the next, Agrippe remain'd in ſuch aſtoniſhment, 
that he could not recollet himſelf; at length, about evening he began to lift up his 
Head; and opening his Eyes with much trouble, he caſt them upon the People who 
were about him, but knew no body, and having done ſo he fainted again, but with 
ſomething more freedom of Breath. Not long after he opened his Eyes again,and com- 
ing a little to himſelf, Where am 7 (faid he) with the Emperour 2 and i he preſent» M 

Take courage, Sir, (faid ſome about him) Tow are in your own Lodgings, and the Em- 
perour is not preſent. Tou have ſlept enough, awake now-if you pleaſe, and try if you 
know us. Here are none but your Friends and your Servants, whom you love, and ] am 
ſure they love you beyond their own Lives. 

Then the Prince opened his Eyes, recolle&ed himſelf, and found by their Counte- 
nances what an impreſſion his Malady had made in their Hearts. The Phyſicians cauſed 
the greateſt part of thoſe who were preſent to withdraw, that they might apply their 
Remedy, and give him to eat with more convenience. Upon their preſenting, him 
ſomething to ear, he told them, 

Trouble me not with your Delicates ; in the afflition I am in, it is ſufficient to keep me N 
from ſtarving ; and indeed [ ſhould not perſwade my ſelf to eat at all, had I not ſome hopes 
of being able to aſſiſt my Country-men in ſo unfortunate an extremity. 

Theſe, words he delivered with Tears, and then took what was barely neceſlary, 
for the ſuſtenance of his Life, and would not ſuffer them to mingle one drop of Wine 
withthe Water which he drank. After which he told them, 7 have now received what 
[ could not have refuſed without deſtruttion to my Body, There remains nothing, but that 
T imploy the utmoſt of my endeavours withthe Emperor to divert the Storm that impends : 
and thereupon calling for Materials, he writ this Letter to the Emperor. 


N OT long after King Agrippa arrived at the Emperor's Court, knowing nothing 
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to the Emperor Calls CALIGULA,

-* Nevertheleſs the People tumultuated in ſuch manner, that they.imployed the four Sons 


of the King,, the other Princes of the Blood, and the -moſt: conſiderable Perſons of our 
Nation to perſwade Pilate 20 cauſe. the Bucklers.to be removed, by reaſon it was contrary 
to the Cuſtoms of, their Anceſtors, . which Cuſtoms neither Kings nor Emperours hadever 
infring d before; and ſeeing. Pilate (who was of a violent and. obſtinate Nature) did 
ſeem to refuſe them, they cryed our, Havea care of troubling the Peace which we enjoy : 
Have a care how you provoke us to Revolt, and to War: 'Tis not by the violation of 
our Laws that the Emperour'isto be honoured ; you muſt findjanother pretence to co- 
lour ſo unjuſt an Enterprize, and fo inſupportable to us;- for this magnanimous Prince 


is far from intrenching upon our Cuſtoms: If you have any Commullion to that pur- N 


poſe,any. Letter,or other Order,to authorize you in what you'do, let us fee it, and we 
wul depute Perſons to wait upon him with-our: humble Remonſtrances, 7heſe words 
exaſperated Pilate, yet gave him much\trauble; for he feared, that, if they ſent their 
Deputies,. they. would inform the Emperor .of his Exattions, Injuſtices, and horrible 
Cruelties, by, which he had afflited many innocent Perſons, and put as many to death. 

.. 1nſo great ananxiety Pilate, \otwithſtanding his Paſſion and Severity, knew not what 


way toſteer. tt durſt not take away the Bucklers, becauſe they had been conſecrated ; 


and if he durſt have ventured upon that, he couid not. frame hrmſelf to comply with the 
'People,..aud beſides he muſt obey the: command bf Tiberius, + \. ©

|; A Thoſe who imterceded for the Jews perceiving, that though he difſembled it what he

could, yet he repented of what he had. done, writ a Letter to Tiberius with great inſtance 
and reſpett ; and there needs no farther prodf of its effects, than that after he had ſignified 
his diſpleaſure to Pilate. in his immediate Anſwer, he ſent to him his Commands to remove 
the Bucklers to the Temple as Cxclarea,. which was built\in Honor to Auguſtus, and it 
was doneascordingly; by which invention all due reſpect was paid to the, Emperour, with 
out any invaſion of our Laws. Thoſe Bucklers had no Image upon them, and yet now our 
Controverſie is about a Statue: Thoſe Bucklers were. placed only in the Palace of 
the Governaur ; and this Statue mui? be ſet up in the Santuary, 4. place ſo Holy, 
that there is only the High-Prieſt permicted to enter, and that only one time in 
the year.(after a Solemn Faſt) to burn Perfumes in Honour to God, and by his humble 
Prayers to'implore bis Bleſſing on our whole Nation for the next year. If any other, wor 
only of the Commonalty, but of the Prieſts. (nor. excepting him who is yexc to be Highs 
Prieit) preſumes to enter 4.07 if the HigheP rieft bimſelf enters it above. once a year, or 
more times that wery Day in which he bas liberty to enter, than what ts allowed by our 
Law, it. will coſt him his Life ; nothing can ſave him ; ſo perewptory has onr great Laws 
giver been.in his Orders for the reverencing this Holy Place, and for the making it. ins 
acceſſible. Tou are not then to doubr, Great Sir, but your Statue ſhall be no ſooner eredizd, 
but ſeueral.of the Prieſts will rather kill themſelves, their Wives, and their Children, 
than be. Spettators of ſuch viokence to their Laws. \ k 

Thus it was that Tiberius atted upon this occaſion; and ai to that Prince. (the hap- 
pieſt that ever govern'd the Empire) your moit excellent Predeceſſor (who, having given 
Peace tothe whole World, deſerved for his Vertue and great Exploits the Glorious Name 
of Auguſtus) when he underſtood, that we admitted not into our Temple any viſible I 
mage, as bein yy to repreſent an invifible God, he admired the Piety and Xwow- 
ledge of our Nation, being, learned himſelf, .and accuſtomed 10 paſs the greateſt: part of 
his time at Meals in diſcourſe of Philoſophical points, that. he had been taught by rhe 
greateſt Maſters, and in the Converſation of learned Men, which he kept conſtantly about 
him, that his Mind might receive its repaſt as wel/ as his Body. \ No "; 
| IT comld inſtance in ſeveral other things evincing his kindneſs t0 our Nation, but [ ſhaft

Being informed that there was a neglett in bringing in our Fulſt-Fraits, hs ſont to 
the Governours of the Provinces in Aſia, to permit only the Jews to aſſemble togerher, be+ 
cauſe their Meetings were not like the Bacchanals, to drink and debauch,” andlcontrive* as 
gainſt the Peace of the Publick ; but Academies of Virtue, where People were inflrutted 
to love Juſtice and Temperance ; and as to their Firſt-Fruits, which were ſent annually to 
Jeralalem, they were imployed only to offer Sacrifices t0 God in the Temple. Wherefore 
this great Prince expreſly forbad every Body for moleſting the Jews in what related to 
their Meetings and Firſt-Fruits. If theſe were not the very words, 7 am ſure it was ths 
ſence, as" your Majeſty may know by one of the Letters of C, Norbanus Flaccus, of which 


' 7 have brought you a Copy. 


C. Norbanus Flaccus to the Magiſtrates of Epheſus, Greeting. The Emperour has 
writ to me, thatin all places under my Government,where there are any ews, I ſhould 
permit them to aſſemble according to their ancient Cuſtoms, and to raiſe Money to be 
ſent to Jeruſalem : I do adviſe and require, that you give them no interruption. 

Doth not the favour and affettion of Auguſtus to the Jews appear clearly hereby, ſee- 
ing he permits the Jews to aſſemble publickly to collett their Firft- Fruits, and perform 
other aftions of Piety and Devotion ? | W- 

1 will give you another proof, and that no leſs conſiderable. He commanded that a Bull 
and a Ram ſhould be offered every day at his charge in Honour to our God, which is ob- 


F ſerved to this day without any diſcontinuance ; yet he knew that there was no Image per-

mitted either within the Temple or without ; and no Perſon ſurpaſſing him in knowledge, 
he thought it but reaſonable, that there ſhould be a Temple peculiarly dedicated to the in- 
viſible God,. in which there ſhould be no Image, and where Men might utter their Prayers 
and Devotions with confidence of relief- / 

The Empreſs Julia, your MajeS ies Great-Grand-Mother, imitating the Piety of her 
incomparable Husband, adorned our Temple with ſeveral ineſtimable Yeſſels of Gold, with- 
out any Image ingraved upon them, becauſe, though Women do not eaſily comprehend invi- 
fible things, yet ber Wit and Inclination to great matters had ſo elevated her in that (at 
in other things ) above the pitch of her Sex, that ſhe underſtood intelleftual things as 
= as ſenſible ; and ſhe was perſwaded that the latter were but Types and Shadows of the 

ormer, 
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Since then you have ſo many pregnanit Examples at home of the great affettion of your H 
Predeceſſors to us : Continue, I beſeech you, what they, from whom your Perſon ind Suc- 
ceſſion is derived, have ſo carefully preſerved.” © © ay 

They are Emperours, who intercede in the behalf of our Laws to an Emperour; They 
are great Princes, to a great Prince; They are-Grand-fathers 'and Grand-mothers, to a 
Grand-child 5 Several to one fingle Perſon; all of them admoniſhing as it were in theſe 
terms; Do not you aboliſh what\we have eſtabliſhed, and what has beex always*obſerved ; 
but confider, that thongh the ſubverſion of this Order may poſſibly produce o ill effetts im- 
mediately, yet the uncertainty of future Events ought to make the moſt hardly to ftar, if 
they have not wholly renounced the fear of their Creator. ; 

Should 1 go about to recount all 'my Olligations to your Majeſty, the day wonld fail 

me before I had finiſhed ; and' yet it troubles me'to pa thews over too ſoon ;* But ſo great 
benefits will publiſh themſelues. "Tow have beat off my Irons, but thoſe Irons incumbred 
but part of my Body, and the pain, that Tnow fuffer, oppreſſes my Soul. Tou have delivered 
me from the. apprehenſion of Death, and afttrwards revivd me, when a greater apprehen- 
fion had put me intoſuch a ſtate, that Twas look'd upon as dead. © Preſerve then, Fbeſeech 
you, that Life, that you have reſtored, and would not doubtleſs have reſtored to have pro- 
long'd my misfortunes. oh __ 
.. Tour Majefty has advanced me to the greateft Fonour, that can be aſpired; you have 
given me a Kingdom, and added to that Kingdom Trachonitis and Galilee. After ſuch 
extraordinary Favours, do-not, I beſeech you, refuſe me another ſo neceſſary, that the 
wot granting of that will make the other unprofitable ; and when you have raiſed me to 
fe:.Glorious, ſo Tiuſtrious & Condition, do not humble me down again into Darkneſs and 
Sorrow. FRED 

I do not beg of you to continue me in that high ſphere, where your favour has plac'd 
wit. Al. that'Tbeg is, That you would not-interfere with the Laws of my Country ; and 
if you deny me that, what will my Country-men, what will the whole World think of my 
Tautereſt with:you # Will not they have reaſon to believe, that I have either betray d my 
Country, or loſt the Honour of your Favour, which are two the greateſt Evils that I 
dread > Nevertheleſs I muſt of neceſſity fall into one of them, ſeeing I muſt either be Co- 
wardly or perfidious in deſerting an Intereſt, that ought to be ſo - ur to me; or elſe ©, 
muſt have loft my Intereſt in your kindneſs, if, imploring your Mercy for the preſer- 
vation of the Temple and my Country, you ſhould not think fit to uſe me with the ſame 
fawour, that former Emperours have ſhown to all ſuch, as they dil Honour with their 
kindneſs. 

If I be ſo unfortunate as to be pleaſing to you no longer, do not caſt me into Bonds, 
as Tiberius did, but put me immediately to Death; for why ſhould I defire to live 
baving loſt your Majeſty's favour, in which only I repos'd my greateft Confidence and

CHAP. XVII. 


Caius was wrought upon by Agrippa's Letter, and ſent to Petronius to do nothing i 
the Temple at Jeruſalem. But he repented preſently, and cauſed a Statue to be made 
in Rome, which he ordered to be ſent privately to Jeruſalem at' the ſame time when he 
ſhaiild go to Alexandria, where he likewiſe reſolved to be acknowledred for a God. The 
Injuſtice and Cruelty of that Printe. 

\ HEN King Agrippa had ſeal'd and diſpatch'd this Letter to Caius, he expedt- 

ed 'the ſucceſs with all imaginable impatience, as judging, that not only 
the Conſervation, or Ruine, of Fuz/ea'wis at Stake, but the Intereſt of the whole Nas 
tion of the Jews ſpread abroad over the whole Earth. | 

This Letter producerh great agitarion in the Mind of Caius. He could notwith pati- 
ence behold his Pleaſure diſputed, and yet he could not but be touched with the Reaſotis 
and importunity of Agrippa. He blam'd hisaffeQion for them, who were the only Peo- 
ple, that durſt withſtand the Conſecration of his Statue ; and yet he could not but ap- 
prove the ſincerity of that Prince, as proceeding from the Nobleneſs and Generoſity of 
his Mind. , Art length his kindneſs for Agrippa prevailed againſt his Choler ; he was 
mollified by degrees, returned him a favourable Anſwer, and granted him the higheſt 
of all Favours, that he would deſiſt from the aforeſaid Confecration; After which he 
writ to. Petronius to make no farther alteration in the Temple ; but he blended his 
Grace with ſuch ſevere Conditions, as gave them analy occaſion to tremble; for he 
added this Clauſe to his Letter, But if in any other Town beſide Jeruſalem any Body thinks 

fit toereft any Statue or Altar to me or mine, and any one be found fo audacious as to op- 

poſe it, it is our pleaſure , that he be puniſhed upon the place, or ſent Priſoner to us. 

Was not this to revoke or cancel his favour at the ſame time when he granted it, ſeeing 
thoſe words could not be conſidered, but as Seeds of Commotion and War ? For who 
doubted but thoſe People, who were Enemies to the Fews, would fill their Provinces 
with Sacrilege, and fuch Marks of Honour, as are due only to God (and that rather 
to deſtroy our Nation, than to oblige Caius) and then the Jews not being able to ſuffer 
ſuch an outrage upon their Laws, Caius, to puniſh their reſiſtance, would de novo com- 
mand the Statue to be ſetup and conſecrated in the Temple? Nevertheleſs, by the ma- 
nifeſt protection of God, none of the People adjacent to Fudea gave them this occaſion 
of trouble, though rhere was ſo much cauſe to apprehend it. But fome will fay, What 
advantage had they by it 2 for though others ſate ſtill, Caius himſelf did not : For he im- 
mediately repented of the favour which he had granted, re-aſſum'd his old reſolution, 
and taking nonotice of the Statue that was making at S:4o» (leaſt it ſhould beget a re- 
volt) he gave order for a new one to be made of gilt Braſs in Rome, with direions that 
it ſhould be ſent privately by Sea, and without notice ſet up in the Temple of Feruſa- 
lem, when he went himſelf into Egyp. 

He omitted no Order in the preparation for his Voyage to Mexandria, ſo great was 
his deſire to ſee it ; and fo firm his refolution to continue therein ſome time, becauſe no 
other place ſeem'd to him fo convenient for the execution of his ridiculous deſign of be- 
ing owned for a God, out of an opinion he had, that the example of that great City (by 
reaſon of its ſituation, and the reſort thither from all parts of the World) might induce 
other Towns leſs conſiderable to give him the ſame Divine Honour, as he was aſſyr'd 
of iti Alexandria. Beſides, he was of ſolight and inconſtant a Nature, he never did any 
good thing, bur he repented of it immediately, and found out ſome way to revokeit, and 
make things very much worſe than before; and of this I ſhall give you ſome proof. 

Having fer certain Priſoners at liberty one day, he cauſed them about an hour after 
to be clapt up again without any hopes of ever being diſcharged any more, though 
they had committed nothing in the interim, that might move his diſpleaſure. 

Another time he ſent others into exile, who had committed nothing ar all, and he 
looked Upon that ſentence as a favour, becauſe they, knowing his horrible inhumanity, 
expected, and had prepared themſelves for Death. Accordingly they were ſent into 
the Iſlands, where rhey were put to plovgh and cultivate the Earth, and they took 
their misfortune patiently. But on a ſudden though they had given no new provoca- 
tion, he ſent Souldiers, and put them all to the Sword, which was a great affl;Qion 

G to ſeveral great Families in Rome. | 
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If he gave Money at any time to any Body, he would be fure to have it again, not H 
by way of Loan, or upen condition to pay them Intereſt, but by way of Aiithority and 
Violence ; arid the poor People, were not only glad to reſtore it, but they ſcap'd well, 
if it did not coſt them all their own, whether it was their Patrimony, or acquired by 
their own Induſtry and Labour. Ns PE SCSS.. LETS Ft, 

Thoſe who thought thethſelves higheſt in his favour, he ruin d under pretence of af- 
ſection ; obliging them to ſuch exceſſive expences in vain Feaſting and Entertainments, 
that ſome one fingle Treat was ſo magnificent and ſumptuous, that it was fufficient 
to undo a Man utterly, and forced him to borrow, that he was never able to pay ; upon 
which ſcore ſorne Perſons were affraid of his Friendſhip, becauſe it was not only uſeleſs, 
but dangerous; and to be eſteemed rather a ſnare, than an advantage. _. ;: © 

This was the humour of Caizs, who hating no Nation like the Jews, no Nation felt 
ſo much the effects of his hatred. He began in Alexandria to ſequeſter their Oratpries, 
and fill them with Statues, and no Man durſt oppoſe ſo great a Violence. There was 
now only the Temple at Jeruſalem unviolated; and to compleat his Impiety, he would 
needs raviſh that from God, and impropriate it to himſelf, with this Tithe,

CHAP. AVIL 


With what auſterity Caius treated Philo, and the other Embaſſadors from Alexandria, 
and kow he wogld not be perſwaded to hear what they conld ſay. 


UT we muſt come now to the Paſſages in our Embaſſy. The day appointed 
for our Audience being come, we were no ſooner introduced, but we could eaſily 
perceive by his Mien and his Geſture, that Cazus was rather become a Party than a 
Judge. For if he would have acted like a Judge, he ſhould have adviſed with his Coun- 
ſel in an affair of that importance, wherein all the Privileges were in queſtion, that for 
four hundred years together had been enjoyed by ſo great a multitude of Jews, as lived 
in Alexandria, without the leaſt intrenchment or moleſtation. He ought to have heard 
both-ſides, debated the whole matter with his Counſel, and afterwards pronounced a 
juſt and equitable arreſt, But, inſtead of proceeding by thoſe methods of Juſtice, the 
pitilefs Tyrant, bending his brows upon us with a ſarious Brutality, cauſed the In- 
tendants of the Gardens of Mecenas and Zamia (which are near both the Town and 
his Palace) to be called to him (for he had been retired thither for his recreation three N 
or four days.) He commanded them to open the doors of the ſeveral Appartmeats, 
which opened into thoſe Gardens, for he was diſpoſed to walk and gave Order that we 
ſhould follow. 

We threw our ſelves down at his feet, and ſaluted him with the Titles of Emperor 
and 4ugu/t. The manner in which he received our Salutation was ſuch, that we quick- 
ly found, that we were to deſpair not only of ſucceſs in our Embaſly, but the ſafety 
of our Lives. For he told us frowning, and with an angry kind of ſmile ; Are not yow 
the declared Enemies of the gods > Are not you they, who, when others acknowledge my Di- 
vinity, do refuſe and deſpiſe me ? 

 Andfaying fo, he lifted up his hands towards Heaven uttering ſuch expreſſions, that O 
Fheard with too much horror to repeat themagain. 
Our 
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to the Emperour C AIUS CALIGULA, 


:A Our Adverfaries obſerving it, and conchuding thar they had gain'd their Cauſe, could 
not conceal their exceſs of Joy, and there'was not one of all the Attributes, wherewith 
God hitnſelf is honoured, -but they' gaveto him. by 

There was a Perſon named /fdorws, a'great'and dangerous Calumniator, who, per- 
ceiving Caizs to be infimtely well pleaſed with hisFlarceries and Cajolements, faid to 
him, Sir, Tox would aBhor theſe People much more, ayd thoſe who ſent them, did you krow 
their malice again(t you.- They are the only People who refuſe to offer Sacrifice for your ſafe- 
ty ; and generally the whole: Nation is guilty of the ſame ftubbornnefs.”, At which words 
we were not able to contain, but cryed out; har” tt bas falſe, for we ſacrified Elecatombs 
to that purpoſe; 'and having waſh'd our Alrars with the Blood of our Vittims, we did not 

B 4evour the Fleſh our ſelves like ſeveral other Nations, but Lurned all together in that 
Sacred Fire,' and this we' have ' done more than once'qy twite, for we tid it three times, 
Firſt, upon your advancement to the Throne: Next, when you recovertd of your great fit 
of Sickneſs, which was an affliFion to the whole World: And the Third time, when we mad: 
it our ſolemn Prayer to God Almighty to give you ſucceſs in your Enterpriſes in Germany. 

'Tis trae (the furious Emperour replyed) you offered Sacrifices, but it was ro another, 
not tome; and therefore, What honour did I recerveby it? 

We could perceive at thoſe horrid Words our Blood to freeze in our Veins. In the 
mean time Caius paſſed from one apartment to another, finding fault where any thing 
was amiſs, and giving order how it ſhould be mended. We followed him, joltled 

C and derided by our Adverfaries, who abus'd and mock'd us, like Mimicks on a Stage ; 
and indeed our whole negotiation might have paſſed tor a Comedy, having nothing in 
it but appearance of Truth. Forhe, who ought to have been our Judge, was our Ac- 
cuſer ; and our own Party animated him againſt us. Having him therefore for an Ene- 
my, and fuch an Enemy, what could we do but be ſilent? And being filent is a kind of 
defence, eſpecially where nothing can be faid, that would have been pleaſing to him, 
and the fear of his violenceupon our Laws had ſhut up our Mouths. 

When he had given diretion about his Buildings, he demanded ſeriouſly, arid with 
greatgravity of us? Why we were ſo ſcrupulous in eating of Hogs Fleſh: Upon which our 
Adverfaries (to Cajole him with their Flatteries) fell our into ſo immoderate and un- 

D. decenta laughter, that ſome of the Prince's Officers, which were about him, could ſcarce 
brook ſo great a dif-reſpe& ; and it wasſo much the greater, by how much his humour 
was ſuch, there was not any but his Privado's and Intimates, that ceuld without dan- 
ger take the liberty upon them of but ſmiling in his preſence. 

Wereplyed moſt humbly to the Emperour, 7hat the Cuſtoms of People were different, 
and that as among us there were ſome things ferbidden, ſo there were others prohibited to 
other Nations. And one of our Company inſtancing in thoſe who eat no Lamb, the 
Emperour laugh'd and reply'd, They have no reaſon, for the Fleſh is not good. Theſe Rai- 
leries augmented our trouble very much; but at length, in ſome kind of heat he asked 
us, upon what grounds we founded our Freedom ? We began to lay before him our 

E grounds, and he toreſeeing well that they would be reaſonable, and that we had many 
more to corroborate them, he roſe up on a ſudden, and ran into a great Chamber, 
cauſing his Servants to ſhut the Windows, whoſe Glaſs was contrived fo as to let in 
the Light, but keep out the Wind ; and was as clear as Cryſtal. We followed, and he 
came to us again, and demanded of us very moderately, what we had more to ſay ? 
We would have gone on with our Reaſons ; but inſtead of hearing them, he ran again 

in great ſpeed into another Hall, where he had commanded ſeveral Ancient Pictures to 
be brought for him to ſee ; ſo that finding our ſelves fo often interrupted in our Aﬀairs, 
and in ſuch different manner, ſuppoſing we were to expect nothing but death, we ad- 
dreſſed our ſelves in our extremity to the true, for prote&ionagainſt the counterleit 

F God; and it pleaſed him to have compaſſion on us, and by his infinite Goodneſs to mo- 
derate the fury of Caius, who commanded us to withdraw, and went away himſelf, on- 
ly ſaying to thoſe who were next him, Theſe People are not ſo bad, as unfortunate and 
beſotted not tobelieve me to be of Divine Nature. 

In this manner we departed not only from his Judgment, but from his Theatre, and 
Priſon, for what was it but a Theatre, where we were laughed at and derided ? Andthe 
rigors of a Prifon are they comparable to the torments we endured irom ſo many Blaſ- 
phemies againſt God, and ſo many Menaces from an enraged Tyrant againſt us? Be- 
”_ ours (forſooth) was the only Nation, that obſtructed his being owned for a 

od. 

G Uponthis wedeliſted, and reſpited fora while, not out of love tour Lives, for could 
ourdcath have been ſcrviceableto the conſervation of our Laws,we wonld have embrac'd 

It 
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it, with joy, as. cqndyting us,to a,happy ;Etergity. But becauſe; befides this it would H 
have been feſtrp ive to-qur-Laws, 4: ofignſive.to choſe who ſent us, 'faraſmuch as 
the management offuch things are uſually Judged by .cheir ſucceſs, .we comforted our 
ſelves.in ſome megſyre, that we.hag eſcape ſuch a.tanger, yet.not without-continuing 
in great apprehenſions, what judgment the 'Emperour would give. For how.could 
he Fe informed bt the Equity ofqur Capſe, when he vouchſafed.not ſo.much as to hear 
us? And what copld,be mare cryel, than.to ſee the ſafety of our whale.Natign depend 
upon the manner, alter which we five (who were Embaſkadors ) ſhould be treated? 
For if Cazus ſhould declare in favayr of the A{exandriavs, what pther Town would let 
the Jews live in. quiet? What,other Town wauld fqrbear them? What other would-not 
deſtroy their Oratories?
